MEDULLARY   NARCOSIS  IN 
LABOR.

The  subject  of  producing  anesthesia  by 
means  of  injecting  a  cocain  solution  in  the 
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subarachnoid  space  is  now  oeing  presented 
in  medical  journals,  and  while  we  have 
many  enthusiasts  regarding  this  method, 
some  few  bid  us  "go  slow"  as  they  see  dan- 
ger in  its  use. 

It  has  long  been  known  that  the  infiltra- 
tion of  a  nerve  trunk,  in  any  part  of  its 
course,  by  Cocaine,  Eucaine,  Nervanin  or 
.-imilar  analgesics,  is  followed  by  a  sensory 
paralysis  of  it?  entire  peripheral  distribu- 
tion. The  duration  of  its  anesthetic  ac- 
tion depending  upon  the  dose  of  the  drug 
applied  and  the  size  of  the  nerve.  When 
the  action  o^  the  drug  has  been  expended 
the  nerve  gradually  regains  its  full  and 
complete  function. 

This  paralyzing  action  of  the  drugs 
named  on  nerve  trunks,  was  the  "stepping- 
stone"  to  the  discovery  of  the  present 
method  of  which  this  subject  treats. 

As  early  as  the  year  1885  Dr.  Corning 
called  attention  to  the  cerebro-spinal  fluid 
as  a  diluent  medium  for  analgesic  drugs, 
and  that  the  posterior  roots  of  the  spinal 
nerves  are  extremely  sensitive  to  the  action 
of  these  drugs  when  introduced  into  the 
spinal  subarachnoid  space.  Since  then 
this  subject  has  been  studied  by  many  in- 
vestigators, but  it  was  not  until  Prof  Bier, 
of  Kiel,  made  known  his  results,  that  this 
new  method  of  anesthesia  was  taken  up 
with  enthusiasm,  and  has  opened  a  new 
held  for  study  and  observation. 

This  new  method  of  producing  anaes- 
thesia seems  to  specially  favor  the  gynaeco- 
logist and  obstetrician,  as  its  field  of  use- 
fulness thus  far,  has  been  limited  to  the 
lower  parts  of  the  trunk  and  extremities ;  it 
is  therefore  as  a  special  aid  in  the  delivery 
of  the  woman  that  this  subject  is  now- 
treated  of  here. 

The  technic  of  intraspinal  cocainization 
is  carried  out  as  follows  : 


A  2  per  cent,  solution  of  cocain,  which 
should  be  freshly  made,  with  water  that  has 
been  boiled  5  minutes,  retaining  about  a 
drachm,  in  this  dissolve  the  cocain  and 
keep  warm  to  ensure  its  being  sterile. 

The  patient's  back  from  coccyx  to  mid- 
dle of  the  dorsal  vertibrea  should  be  thor- 
oughly scrubbed  with  a  2  per  cent,  lysol 
solution.  She  should  then  be  placed  in  a 
sitting  posture,  inclining  decidedly  to  one 
side,  by  allowing  her  to  rest  an  arm  on  a 
pillow.  The  object  of  this  posture  is  to 
pioduce  a  convexity  of  the  spine  upward, 
and  increase  the  space  between  the  verte- 
brae. 

The  hypodermic  syringe  (with  special 
long  needle  3-4  inches),  should  be  boiled 
for  10  minutes  and  then  the  intervetebrael 
space  between  the  4th  and  5th  lumbar  ver- 
tebrae is  found.  To  insure  absence  from 
pain  the  part  may  first  be  sprayed  with 
Ethyl  Chloride  before  puncture.  The 
needle  is  now  slowly  and  cautiously  intro- 
duced until  you  strike  the  subarachnoid 
space  which  will  be  known  when  a  clear, 
limpid  fluid  flows  out  through  the  needle. 
Now  attach  the  barrel  of  the  syringe  con- 
taining about  10-15  m  of  the  cocain  solu- 
tion and  slowly  inject  it.  After  holding 
needle  for  a  few  minutes  to  plug  the  punc- 
ture and  prevent  the  solution  from  running 
out,  it  is  slowly  withdrawn. 

Within  a  period  ranging  from  2  t<  3 
minutes  anesthesia  takes  place  and  can 
readily  be  determined  by  freedom  from 
pain  on  pinching  the  nymphae.  Consti- 
tutional symptoms  occassionally  show  them- 
selves, such  as  trembling  of  the  limbs, 
vomiting,  &c,  which  arc  only  temporary 
and  are  not  due  to  the  cocain  as  was  at 
first  supposed,  as  the  same  symptoms  . 
velop  on  injecting  distilled  water. 

The  area  of  anesthesia  varies  greatly. 
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the  dividing  line  usually  being  on  a  level 
with  the  umbilicus,  from  here  down  there 
is  complete  anesthesia. 

In  an  interesting  article  on  this  subject 
by  S.  Marx,  M.  D.,  reported  in  The  Phil. 
Med.  Journal,  the  writer,  who  is  a  staunch 
supporter  of  this  method,  gives  a  history 
of  42  cases  of  deliveries  with  following  re- 
sults : 

Multiparae  14. 

Normal  labors  15. 

Forcep  deliveries  16. 

Manual  dilatation  3. 

Perineum  repaired  9. 

Primipara  28. 

Version  5. 

Breech  extraction  I. 
Exploration  1. 

.Amount  of  cocain  (average  1-6  to  1-2 
grain.) 

Anesthesia  lasted  1  1-2  to  7  1-2  hours. 

Result  in  all  cases :  Excellent. 

Some  few  patients  complained  of  head- 
ache following  these  injections,  which  were 
promptly  relieved  by  bromides.  Other- 
wise no  unfavorable  symptom  was  noted, 
'me  uterus  contracted  regularly  and  inter- 
mittently ;  the  women  when  questioned  re- 
garding pain,  stated  that  they  felt  some- 
thing going  on  in  the  abdomen  but  could 
not  explain  it  as  it  gave  them  no  pain. 

The  cervix  dilated  promptly  in  nearly  all 
cases,  and  where  needed  » vuany  gave  way 
to  manual  dilatation,  as  reported  by  Dr. 
Marx  the  cervix  appeared  to  melt  away 
from  the  ringers  under  the  influence  of  the 
anesthetic. 

Whether  or  not  the  application  of  this 
method  will  rank  as  an  epoch-making  event 
in  <jur  art  will  depend  entirely  upon  future 
experience,  but  if  the  present  success  is  any 
criterion  regarding  the  future  of  this  method 
we  are  certainly  on  the  right  road  to  rob 


the  delivery  of  the  woman  of  its  greatest

EYE  STRAIN.

If  we  were  still  believers  in  the  old  style 
of  Politheism,  as  were  the  old  Greeks,  Ro- 
mans and  Germans,  then  surely  the  in- 
ventor of  eyeglasses,  were  he  known,  would 
be  revered  as  a  semi  god,  if  not  as  a  full 
fledged  deity. 

And  this  rightly ;  for  eyeglasses  are  not 
only  symptoms  and  signs,  and  by  no  means 
evils  of  civilization,  but  they  are  good  Sa- 
maritans, which  make  it  possible  for  a 
great  many  poor  mortals,  who  are  obliged 
to  struggle  and  strive  in  this  vale  of  tears, 
to  endure  the  struggle  and  even  to  some- 
times enjoy  it,  who  otherwise  would  fall 
exhausted  by  the  wayside  long  before  they 
have  reached  the  end  of  their  journey. 

Show  me  the  country  in  which  more 
people  wear  spectacles  than  in  any  other, 
and  I  will  show  you  the  country  in  which 
a  greater  number  of  people  are  civilized 
than  in  any  other. 

I  do  not  wish  to  say  that  everybody 
wearing  glasses  is  cultured,  but  that 
everyone  nearly,  who  is  obliged  to  vvar 
lenses  is  suffering  from  the  blessing  (  ?)  of 
civilization. 

Go  into  countries  where  civilization  has 
not  yet  penetrated ;  go  into  farming  dis- 
tricts and  on  the  prairie  and  look  around 
you.  Do  you  find  many  people  wearing 
glasses?  No.  Neither  do  you  find 
many  people  who  need  glasses,  tho  un- 
doubtedly a  great  many,  even  in  the  farm- 
ing ,and  stock  raising  countries  would  be 
benefited  greatly  by  .wearing  spectacles. 
Proper  fitting  glasses  are  in  all   case>  a 
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help ;  sometimes  a  necessity,  sometimes  a 
luxury,  but  never  an  evil. 

To  farmers  and  stock  raisers  glasses  can 
generally  be  found  to  be  an  article  of  lux- 
ury, while  to  the  man  who  lives  and  works 
in  the  city,  glasses  are  generally  a  neces- 
sity. 

And  why  is  this  so,  and  why  are  glasses 
more  universally  used  in  the  city  than  in 
the  country? 

Because  city  life  and  civilization,  and 
both  are  nearly  synonymous,  put  far 
greater  demands  on  the  eyes  than  country 
life. 

For  country  life  comes  far  nearer  to 
natural  life  than  city  life,  and  because  in 
natural  life  our  eyes  are  used  for  natural 
purposes  only. 

What  are  these  purposes  may  be  asked? 

To  rind  our  way  without  the  aid  of  other 
senses ;  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  danger ;  to 
recognize  our  friends  and  to  shun  our 
foes ;  to  find  our  food ;  to  select  our  mate ; 
to  enjoy  the  beauties  of  nature  in  gen- 
eral. In  a  natural  state  of  life  we  rise 
with  the  sun  and  go  to  sleep  when  it  be- 
comes dark. 

Out  of  a  thousand  people  you  can  hard- 
ly show  me  one,  who  would  strain  his  eyes, 
did  he  live  as  nature  intended  him  to ;  you 
could  hardly  show  me  one,  whose  sight 
would  not  be  sufficient  for  his  use. 

You  could  not  show  me  any  who  would 
be  suffering  from  this  curse  of  civilization, 
"Eye  Strain." 

Yet  let  us  look  at  the  life  of  civilization, 
at  the  life  of  culture,  at  the  life  of  cities. 

How  everything  is  changed. 

Does  not  civilization  make  the  greatest 
demands  on  the  eyes? 

Many  indeed  rise  from  their  sleep  with 
the  sun  ;  but  how  few  return  to  rest  when 
darkness  follows  the  light  of  day? 


The  eye,  which  has  been  strained  and 
overstrained  all  day,  is  as  soon  as  it  grows 
dark  strained  still  more.  It  has  already 
worked  hard  for  twelve  hours,  now  when 
it  is  tired  it  is  taxed  still  more,  it  must 
keep  on  working  by  artificial  light. 

It  is  like  racing  a  horse  to  a  light  buggy 
all  day,  until  it  is  ready  to  drop  from  sheer 
exhaustion ;  then,  when  it  has  well  merited 
rest,  to  hitch  it  to  a  heavy  truck  and  to 
make  it  haul  a  heavy  load  up  hill,  until  it 
really  gives  out. 

This  is  done  to  the  eyes  every  day. 

Looking  into  distance  is  to  the  normal 
eye  like  walking  without  any  load  is  to  a 
horse. 

Looking  however  at  near  objects,  like 
reading,  writing,  typewriting,  typesetting, 
engraving,  sewing  and  so  forth,  is  like 
trotting,  like  racing*  to  a  horse. 

When  however  it  comes  to  doing  the 
same  things  by  artificial  light;  especially 
when  the  eyes  are  already  tired  from  hav- 
ing worked  for  twelve  of  more  hours,  then 
my  simile  is  complete ;  it  is  like  driving  a 
tired  horse  with  a  heavy  load,  up  hill. 

This  is  what  civilization  does  to  the  nor- 
mal eye. 

If  we,  'however,  can  realize  what  it  must 
be  to  a  lame  horse  to  do  the  same  task 
that  is  far  too  great  for  a  healthy  horse, 
we  should  also  be  able  to  understand  how 
hard  it  must  be  for  an  abnormal  eye  to 
strain  and  struggle  to  accomplish  the  hard 
work  laid  out  for  it,  day  by  day.  The 
average  eye  is  abnormal.  In  fact,  when 
measured  by  the  tasks  that  it  is  expected  to 
accomplish,  the  mene,  mcne  tekel  upharsin  : 
"Thou  hast  been  weighed  in  the  balance 
and  hast  been  found  wanting"  must  be  pro- 
nounced after  the  examination  of  the  vast 
majority  of  eyes. 

It  is  not  easy  to  diagnose  every  case  of 
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Restrain  as  such,  as  in  only  a  minority  of 
cases  the  symptoms  point  towards  the  eye 
is  the  offending  organ. 

It  is  true  that  most  people  who  come  to 
the  oculist  to  have  their  eyes  examined 
sutler  either  from  defective  vision  or  from 
symptoms  which  are  easily  recognizable  as 
eye  symptoms,  as  for  example :  Pains  in  the 
eyes,  watering  of  the  eyes,  blurring  of 
vision,  inflammation  of  the  eye  lids,  styes 
or  headaches. 

Yet  it  is  a  fact  that  a  great  many 
people  who  are  actually  suffering  from 
eye  strain  and  are  perhaps  physical 
and  mental,  aye  even  moral  wrecks  on  ac- 
count of  their  eyes,  never  think  to  have 
their  eyes  examined,  because  not  a  single 
one  of  their  symptoms  leads  them  or  their 
physician  to  suspect  that  all  their  trouble 
might  be  corrected  by  having  their  eyes 
tested  and  wearing  the  proper  glasses  for 
the  correction  of  their  eye  strain. 

In  all  these  cases  in  which  there  is  the 
slightest  possibility  of  the  trouble  being- 
caused  or  aided  by  eyestrain,  the  only  pos- 
sible thing  to  do  would  be  to  send  the 
patient  to  an  oculist,.  \jy  no  means  to  an 
optician,  for  the  purpose  of  having  the 
eyes  and  eye  muscles  properly  examined, 
so  as  to  ascertain,  whether  or  no  eye 
strain  be  present. 

The  list  of  conditions  and  diseases  which 
may  be  caused  or  made  worse  by  eye 
strain  is  a  rather  long  one ;  yet  it  should 
be  remembered,  as  the  correction  of  the  eye 
strain  will  in  some  cases  be  the  sovereign 
and  only  remedy,  as  it  removes  the  cause. 

Epilepsy,  chorea,  hysteria,  neurasthenia 
and  neurosthenia,  alcoholism  as  also  the 
various  drug  habits  may  be  caused  by  eye 
strain  and  cured  by  correcting  the  same. 

Cases  of  paralysis,  insanity,  diabetes, 
asthma,  hayfever,  functional  heart  disease, 


indigestion,  prostatitis,  ovaritis,  dysmen- 
norrhoea  and  even  Brights  disease  and 
consumption  may  sometimes  be  caused  and 
sometmes  aggrevated  by  eye  strain,  and  ac- 
cordingly either  entirely  cured  or  improved 
by  the  treatment  of  the  same. 

And  still  the  list  is  not  complete. 

An  examination  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
covering and  correcting  eye  strain  is  not  as 
easy  as  generally  supposed. 

While  some  cases  present  hardly  any 
dnnculties.  there  are  others  in  which  the 
patience  of  the  patient  as  well  as  that  of 
the  physician  is  severely  tried. 

The  simpler  cases  are  those,  in  which  the 
errors  of  refraction  and  muscular  anomalies 
are  so  great,  that  even  with  a  great  degree 
of  straining  the  patients  do  not  achieve 
normal  vision. 

It  is  generally  possible  to  improve  their 
vision  greatly  even  without  the  use  of  any 
cycLoplegic,  and  as  soon  as  the  latter  is 
used  the  total  amount  of  the  defect  can 
usuaiiy  be  determined  and  corrected  so  as 
to  perfectly  relieve  them. 

The  difficult  cases  are  generally  those  in 
which  the  refractive  error  is  so  slight  that 
it  can  be  entirely  overcome  by  an  excessive 
amount  of  innervation,  so  that  vision  is 
generally  normal  and  such  a  patient,  when 
tested  will  be  likely  to  accept  a  variety  of 
glasses  and  be  able  to  see  well  with  either 
of  them,  while  as  a  matter  of  course,  only 
one  of  them  can  be  the  correct  one. 

Xot  the  slightest  result  can  be  arrived  at 
in  these  cases,  without  the  use  of  a  cyclo- 
plegic, and  even  then  the  latter  should  be 
used  for  a  longer  period  than  is  usually  the 
case,  so  as  to  be  quite  sure  that  the  eye  has 
had  sufficient  time  to  relax  entirely. 

Yet  even  in  these  cases  the  patient  should 
remain  under  observation  for  quite  some 
time  before  the  final  glasses  are  prescribed, 
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as  the  axis  of  an  astigmatic  eye  is  some- 
times different  under  the  influence  of  a 
cycloplegic  than  without,  and  it  might  take 
some  time  to  determine  the  proper  axis  of 
the  cylinder  to  be  used. 

Hie  most  difficult  cases  arc  however 
those  in  which  there  is  a  muscular  insuf- 
ficiency.  which  simulates  either  orthophoria 
or  the  opposite  from  the  heterophoria  pres- 
ent. 

Some  of  these  cases  will  change  their  as- 
pect at  every  examination  for  weeks  and  it 
will  take  very  careful  tests  and  very  carefnl 
and  often  repeated  examinations  to  actually 
determine  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the 
defects. 

Several  months  are  very  often  required 
to  come  to  a  satisfactory  result  and  too 
often  do  we  find  patients  who  are  disap- 
pointed, because  we  decline  to  furnish  them 
with  glasses  to  relieve  their  eye  strain  after 
the  first  examination. 
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"ECLECTICISM"  THE  LOGICAL  DE- 
VELOPMENT OF  MEDICAL 
HISTORY.

Hippocrates,  who  flourished  five  hun- 
dred years  before  Christ,  first  gave  a  limited 
nomenclature  to  diseases  by  describing  and 
formulating  symptoms  from  close  observa- 
tion of  physical  conditions. 

He  disclaimed  dogmatism,  but  at  the 
same  time  was  one  of  the  most  dogmatic. 
He  relied  on  observation,  closely  following 
the  dictates  and  demands  of  nature,  normal 
or  abn<  .rinal. 

Contemporary  with  the  dogmatic  or 
studied  methods  of  Hippocrates,  the 
Cnidians  claimed  greater  detail >.  with  less 
logic  and  less  svstcm. 


The  humeral  theories  of  disease  were  rife 
under  these  rival  medical  teachings.  The 
Empirics  or  empirical  school  of  medicine 
came  later  ;  asked  no  reasons,  how,  nor  any 
why,  but  allowed  observation,  and  observa- 
tion alone,  to  answer  what  remedies  did  or 
did  not  do,  what  treatment  accomplished  or 
did  not  accomplish. 

The  "what"  once  answered  fixed  the 
status  of  both  remedies  and  treatment,  and 
constituted  a  school,  based  upon  remedies, 
empirically  administered,  with  little  or  no 
regard  to  pathological  conditions,  or  con- 
stitutional ailments,  but  simply  observation 
of  remedial  effects. 

Following  empiricism  came  a  school  of 
medicine,  known  as  the  "'Methodists/''  origi- 
nating with  Cleophantus  of  Alexandria. 
Asclepiades  of  Bythynia.  promoted  by 
Cicero  and  established  by  Themison  at 
Rome.  They  taught  that  all  diseases  origi- 
nated by  metabolism  or  minute  changes  in 
the  solids  of  the  body  :  remedies  were  of  the 
mildest  character  and  nothing  was  allowed 
to  disturb  the  solids.  Rest  was  rigidly 
maintained,  while  nature  quietly  eliminated 
disease. 

Alteratives  originated  under  the  teach- 
ings of  this  "Methodist"-  Medical  School. 

Immediately  following  the  Methodist 
Medical  Schools  came  the  Eclec- 
tic or  Episynthetic  School,  origi- 
nated by  one  of  the  most  learned 
physicians  of  his  day.  Aulus  Cor- 
nelius Celsus.  who  claimed  to  select  and 
cull  everything  of  the  best  in  both  practice 
and  remedies  from  his  predecessors  as  well 
as  contemporaries.  He  avoided  dogma- 
tism and  chose  only  their  highest  and  best 
teachings,  he  considered  observation,  even 
the  most  critical,  a  field  too  limited  for 
highest  skill  in  medical  practice. 

After  absorbing  the  very  best  from  all 
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sources  at  his  command,  and  representing 
at  that  early  day  the  highest  ideas  of 
modern  Eclecticism,  or  Episyntheticism,  he 
died  lamenting  the  fact,  that  his  resources 
for  selection  and  application  were  not 
greater,  broader  and  more  accurate  in  de- 
tail. 

From  his  day  on  for  several  centuries, 
this  eclecticism  of  Celsus  was  the  prevail- 
ing practice,  and  no  change  was  attempted, 
until  Galen,  who  tried  to  combine  the  selec- 
tions of  Ce'lsus  with  the  theories  and  dog- 
mas of  Hippocrates,  but  not  with  sufficient 
success,  to  found  a  school  of  Galen  prac- 
tice. 

The  seventeenth  century  sees  a  revival  in 
medical  teaching,  especially  on  chemical 
lines,  hence  in  the  days  of  Willis  and  Ley- 
den  they  had  chemical  physicians  »vhu 
wielded  great  influence  on  the  medical 
practice  of  that  day. 

The  discovery  of  the  circulation  of  the 
blood  by  Harvey  brought  forth  'mechanical- 
doctors  and  mechanical  practice. 

Boerhaave  of  Leyden  endeavored  to 
combine  the  chemical  and  mechanical  prac- 
tice into  an  eclectic  system,  which  should 
aiso  absorb  dogmatism,  and  eliminate  em- 
piricism, by  illustrating  his  practice  through 
clinical  lectures,  the  first  ever  delivered  in 
medical  teaching.  His  was  a  complete 
eclectic  teaching,  combining  dogma,  me- 
chanics and  chemistry. 

Suydenham,  a  bright,  meteoric  medical 
light,  revived  Hippocratic  medicine  so  suc- 
cessfully, that  rivals  sprung  up  on  every 
side,  and  medical  practice  and  theory  ran 
wild,  Ancinism,  Psyco-Viatlism,  with  Soli- 
uisrn,  Neuro  Pathology  with  Soul  Power, 
as  the  governing  element  in  all  diseases, 
Mind  and  Body. 

Then  came  the  theory  and  practice  of 
Nervous  Excitability  and  Tissue  Irritability 


as  the  cause  of  all  diseases,  »and  by  the  aid 
of  chemistry  arose  the  use  of  anodynes, 
sedatives  and  narcotics. 

This  practice  seemed  compromis  ground, 
and  the  factions  disappeared  almost  entire- 
ly for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

Then  about  the  middle  of  the  17th  cen- 
tury came  the  Sthenic  Theory  of  Disease, 
and  the  practice  based  on  this  theory  pre- 
vailed for  nearly  three  quarters  of  a  cen- 
tury. Under  this  practice  all  diseases 
were  febrile  and  highly  inflammatory,  and 
must  'be  met  by  constant  and  rigid  deple- 
tion. This  g'ave  rise  to  the  heroic  use  of 
mercury,  calomel,  jalap,  tarter  emetic, 
i.iood  letting,  blistering  and  the  most 
nauseous  medication  that  could  be  devised 
by  the  doctors  and  chemists,  and  a  physi- 
cian's reputation  in  these  days  depended 
more  on  the  powerful  effects  of  his  reme- 
dies, than  on  his  ability  to  cure. 

Emet'cs  that  did  not  lift  a  patient  off  his 
feet  at  each  eructation,  were  "no  good," 
and  a  cathartic  that  did  not  go  through  one 
xiKe  a  cyclone,  was  mild  treatment. 

The  rise  and  development  of  Asiatic 
Cholera  into  the  most  violent  and  fatal 
epidemic,  Europe  or  the  continent  ever  saw, 
was  followed  by  its  introduction  into  the 
United  States  in  1832,  carrying  death  and 
desolation  along  every  avenue  of  travel, 
devastating  cities  and  towns  in  its  course, 
by  a  fatality  before  unknown  in  this  coun- 
try. 

This  calamatous  epidemic  changed  all 
diseases  from  the  sthenic  to  the  asthenic 
type  and  was  the  death  knell  to  the  sthenic 
theory  of  disease  and  the  heroic  practice 
based  on  the  "Sthenic  Theory." 

History  records  the  fact  that  the  prevail- 
ing heroic  practice  of  that  day  added  great- 
ly to  the  mortality  of  all  diseases ;  this  fact 
became  so  patent,  that  in  Europe  Hahna- 
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mann  proved  that  no  treatment  was  better 
than  the  prevailing  practice  of  that  day,  and 
launched  his  infinitesimal  dilutions  with 
success  on  a  suffering  public. 

In  this  country  the  Thermalism  of 
Thompson,  the  Herbalism  of  Beach,  the 
conservatism  of  Morrow,  the  rationalism  of 
Newton  and  the  Specifications  of  Scuddcr 
called  a  halt  and  radically  changed  the 
practice  of  medicine,  in  order  to  meet  the 
asthenic  conditions  of  all  diseases,  which 
followed  this  fearful  epidemic,  and  to-day 
all  progressive  practitioners  administer  the 
mildest  and  most  pleasant  remedies,  which 
do  much  to  make  a  sick-bed  a  pleasant  re- 
treat. 

The  cell  theory  of  disease  has  passed  by. 
and  we  are  now  in  the  throes  and  worries 
of  bacteriological  investigations,  with' V' 
practice  in  all  schools  based  largely '-on 
specific  medication,  and  all  in  the\vud  race 
to  discover  what  microbes  are  benign  and  * 
which  malignant,  what  specific  bacteria  wftj 
kill  some  other  specified  bacteria.  Thev 
are  selecting  toxins  and  anti-toxins,  dis- 
covering ptomaines  and  antiptomaines,  and 
by  aid  of  the  microscope,  chemical  analy- 
sis, spectral  analysis,  electro  analysis,  bac- 
terial culture  and  minute  chemical  reac- 
tions, we  enjoy  an  age  of  speculative  inves- 
tigation, never  before  known. 

In  order  to  make  "specifics"  a  success,  a 
diagnosis  is  a  first  necessity— and  to  make 
"Specific  Medication"  a  success,  a  positive 
diagnosis  is  an  absolute  necessity. 

Hence  let  our  greatest  aim  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  20th  century  be.  to  perfect  our 
diagnosis,  and  make  it  positive,  just  so  far 
as  the  advance  of  pathology  will  allow.

SOME  NEW  THOUGHTS  ON  DIA- 
BETES MELITUS. 

By  Max  Meyer,  M.  D. 

The  substances  of  one's  daily  food  con- 
sist of  Albuminates,  Carbohydrates  and 
Fats,  which  being  mixed  with  the  digestive 
ferments  (Ptyalin,  Pepsin,  Trypsin,  etc.,) 
in  the  digestive  tract  are  conveyed  into  the 
blood  circulation.  A  real  chemical  decom- 
position of  the  so-prepared  food  molecules 
does  neither  take  place  in  the  intestines 
nor  in  the  blood  'but  exclusively  within  the 
cells  of  assimilation. 

The  animal  gastro-intestinal  tract  is  not 
a  retort  in  which  chemical  changes  take 
place  nor  can  the  chemical  retort  imitate 
the,  vital,  process  of  the  cell. 
,  "The  food /molecule  in  the  form  in  which 
it  is  brouglji"  to  the  ceil  w'ill  not  and  cannot 
be  absorbed.,' but  by  inherited  chemical  and 
biological  forces  the  cell  splits  up  the  food 
molecule  ;ntp".  its  :atoms  and  selects  from 
them  those  groups  which  are  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  life.  The  unabsorbed 
atoms  which  possess  the  highest  degree  of 
activity  unite  with  already  used  substances 
coming  from  the  cells  to  form  the  known 
and  unknown  products  of  regressive  meta- 
morphosis. If  the  cell  is  free  from  any 
poisonous  material  i.  e.  normal  it  selects 
from  the  atoms  of  the  food  molecules  such 
groups  which  possess  positive  and  negative 
properties,  whereas  the  rest  being  of  no  use 
for  life  is  excreted. 

If  the  cell  has  received  as  food  f.  i.  4  mol. 
sugar,  plus  2  mol.  water,  1  mol.  albumen  but 
no  fat,  we  have  administered  the  following 
atoms : 

4  mol.  sugar  equals  4  (C6,  II12,  Oc)  equals 
24C  plus  48H  plus  24O. 

12  mol.  water  equals  12  (H2,  ())  equals 
24  H  plus  12O. 
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1  mol.  albumen  equals  53C  plus  7H  plus 
21 0  plus  16N  plus  o,4Fe  plus  0,39s. 

Total — 77C  plus  79H  plus  55O  plus  16X 
plus  o,4Fe  plus  0,39s. 

From  this  atom  complex  the  cell  selects 
the  most  active  elements — sulphur,  iron, 
nitrogen  and  oxygen.  After  using  them 
partly  the  rest  mixes  with  the  unused 
atoms  which  now  being  reduced  leave  the 
organism  as  Carbon  Dioxide  equals  Co2, 
Urea-COX2.  H4.  etc. 

Although  the  cell  has  not  received  any 
tat,  it  will  form  the  same  by  its  selective 
power  from  the  above  named  atomcomplex. 
but  when  this  force  is  quantitatively  im- 
paired the  most  active  elements  as  iron, 
sulphur  and  nitrogen  will  be  absorbed  and 
the  less  active  ones  as  oxygen  and  hydro- 
gen in  proportion  to  their  activity,  the 
former  more  than  the  latter.  The  rest  of 
the  atoms  consist  therfore  of  carbon,  hy- 
drogen and  some  oxygen,  for  which  the 
cell  having  no  further  use  produces  retro- 
gressive metamorphosis  i.  e.  excretion. 

The  '•cellmoleciuV'  (Dr.  Kreidman,  the 
eminent  German  scientist  in  his  interesting- 
work.  "The  nerve-circulation"  which  I 
recommend  highly,  gives  a  new  view  of  the 
cell,  which  he  demonstrates  to  consist  of 
cell-molecules  resp.  cell-atoms,  was  able  to 
attract  by  its  free  affinities  the  necessary 
oxygen,  the  unused  parts  of  the  foodmole- 
cule  were  set  free  and  became  reduced  to 
fat.  which — being  neither  diffusible  nor 
soluble — deposits  upon  the  surface  of  the 
cell. 

If  on  the  other  hand  the  free  affinities  of 
the  cell  is  qualitatively  impaired  the  elec- 
tropositive atoms  are  attracted  only,  while 
the  electronegatives  do  not  enter  into  a 
union.  In  this  case  the  cell  takes  up  nitro- 
gen and  iron  only  and  nearly  all  of  the 
oxygen  together  with  the  not  reduced  car- 


bohydrates— all  of  which  being  diffusible 
and  soluble — are  excreted  and  secreted  as 
sugar,  acetone  etc. 

Statistics  show  that  Diabetes  melitus  is 
found  more  in  males  than  in  females 
(80 120)  and  the  age  between  30-60  years 
presents  the  greatest  number  of  patients. 

The  reason  we  cannot  give  here,  on  ac- 
count of  the  limited  space  at  our  disposi- 
tion, but  it  has  a  perfect  explanation  which 
terminates  in  the  statement,  that  the  kind 
of  sugar-formation  which  is  peculiar  to 
Diabetes  Melitus  (the  temporary  produc- 
tion of  sugar  due  to  engorgement  of  the 
blood  circulation  does  not  come  into  con- 
sideration here)  does  not  depend  upon  a 
certain  peripheral  organ  or  a  centre  in  the 
brain,  but  upon  all  histological  cells  of  the 
entire  organism,  which  having  lost  qualita- 
tively the  affinities  of  their  chemism  become 
defective.  There  is  neither  a  brain-centre 
nor  a  peripheral  organ  which  can  engage 
for  years  solely  in  the  production  of  sugar, 
but  all  cells  of  the  organism  can  reduce  the 
ingested  food  into  sugar  or  acetone.  The 
logic  of  this  is  that  in  the  symptomology  of 
Diabetis  Melitus  sugar  plays  a  secondary 
roll. 

If  we  compare  the  symptoms  of  senility 
and  diabetes,  we  find  both  to  be  similar, 
viz  : 

Gangrene  of  the  lower  extremities,  for- 
mation of  cataract,  chronic  abscess  of  the 
feet,  imperfect  healing  of  wounds,  atrophy 
of  the  entire  organism,  notwithstanding  the 
ingestion  of  food,  disappearance  of  the 
sexual  functions,  bluntness  of  the  psychical 
functions  up  to  insanity,  loss  of  teeth,  an- 
gina pectoris,  chronic  catarrh  of  the  re- 
spiratory tract,  gangrene  of  the  lungs, 
necrosis  of  internal  organs,  etc.  In  both 
we  see  that  the  cells  have  lost  certain  prop- 
erties, the  old  cell  is  entirely  saturated,  all 
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affinities  are  satisfied  and  therefore  the  vital 
power  is  extinguished.  In  the  young  cell 
the  affinities  want  to  be  satisfied,  it  desires 
to  live  and  feels  that  this  is  possible  only  by 
ingestion  of  plenty  of  nourishment.  For 
this  reason  the  stomach  has  to  take  up 
enormous  quantities  of  food  in  order  that 
the  cells  can  select  from  a  multitude  of  food- 
molecules  one  single  atom  group  only 
which  is  suitable  for  them,  hence  the  vora- 
cious appetite  in  Diabetes  mell.  With  the 
food  also,  plenty  of  water  must  be  taken 
into  the  system  but  the  polyuria  is  not 
caused  by  it  alone,  there  are  two  other  fac- 
tors, namely  the  heart  has  to  do  a  far 
greater  work  than  normally,  because  it  has 
to  force  the  increased  number  of  food-mole- 
cules into  the  system.  For  this  reason  we 
have  the  heart  beat  not  alone  increased  in 
number  but  also  in  force.  Here  each 
heartsound  is  full  and  has  a  sonorous  musi- 
cal timber,  each  pulseAvave  is  abnormally 
high  and  resembles  the  pulse  of  a  fever- 
patient  although  the  temperature  is  inclined 
to  be  subnormal. 

A  reinforced  heart  action  produces  natur- 
ally an  increased  diuresis.  Secondly  the 
so-called  "insensible  perspiration"  is  re- 
duced to  a  minimum  and  also  must  be  re- 
placed by  diuresis.  These  two  factors,  to- 
gether with  the  voraciousness  for  food  and 
water  produce  polyuria  and  explain  it  satis- 
factorily. 

If  we  accept  the  formation  of  sugar  in  the 
cells  of  the  whole  organism  it  becomes  evi- 
dent that  the  danger  of  the  disease  does  not 
lie  in  the  sugar  production  but  in  the  pre- 
mature senility  of  the  cells,  which  is  due  to 
infection  deriveu  from  a  scrophulous  ten- 
dency and  the-  disposition  for  the  latter  is 
inherited  and  not  the  disease  itself. 

Is  Diabetes  mell.  a  branch  of  scrophulosis 
then  all  the  laws  and  treatment  of  the  latter 


can  be  applied  to  the  former  and  it  follows 
mat  the  danger  of  .Diabetes  mell.  (as  well  as 
insipidus)  stands  in  an  inverse  proportion 
to  the  age  of  the  panent. 

If  we  divide  the  symptoms  into  active 
and  passive  ones,  we  have  to  classify  the 
sugarproduction  of  the  cells  under  the  pas- 
sive symptoms  which  show  the  paretic  but 
not  the  paralytic  condition  of  the  cells. 

True  enough  a  dead  cell  ceases  to  pro- 
duce anything  therefore  no  sugar,  but  if 
the  cell  has  its  full  vitality  it  produces  from 
the  foodmolecule  more  than  sugar,  hence 
in.  the  production  of  sugar  the  cell  must  be 
in  a  lethargic  (paretic)  condition. 

We  must  not  forget  to  speak  about  dia- 
betic coma,  which  is  so  much  feared.  Its 
cause  is  so  for  unknown  but  we  have  good 
reason  to  state  that  it  is  an  autoinfection  of 
the  diabetic  organism  due  to  an  altered 
scrophulous  poison.  We  find  that  the 
frequency  of  diabetic  coma  stands  in  an  in- 
verse proportion  to  the  age  of  the  cells. 

In  conclusion  we  can  say  that  from  the 
foregoing  it  is  reasonable  to  believe  that 
Diabetes  is  a  descendant  of  scrophulosis 
and  its  danger  does  not  lie  in  the  sugar- 
production  but  in  the  premature  senility  of 
the  cells.  Therefore  in  our  therapy  we 
must  not  lay  stress  upon  the  sugar  but 
should  treat  the  premature  senility  of  the 
cells  to  bring  back  active  normal  life,  which 
is  the  eternal  battle  between  the  free  and 
combined  affinities  of  a  non-saturated 
chemical  union.

CHLORETONE. 

By  \Y.  L.  Hbeve,  M.  D. 

Having  had  occasion  to  try  chloret 
in  twenty-nine  cases,  I  beg  to  submil 
you  my  experience. 

It  is  claimed  that  chloretone  belong- 
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the  fatty  acid  series  and  is  formed  through 
the  interaction  of  chloroform  acetone  and 
an  alkali.  It  is  a  white  crystalline  com- 
pound, having  a  taste  and  odor  similar  to 
camphor. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  pulse  rate  is  slight- 
ly lessened  but  that  the  heart  remains  nor- 
mal under  its  action,  even  in  large  doses. 

My  experience  has  proven  to  me  that  in 
small  doses  (2  1-2  grains)  often  repeated, 
it  has  a  slight  depressing  action  upon  the 
heart,  but  in  large  doses  (10-20  grains)  re- 
peated has  certainly  a  very  decided  depress- 
ing action  upon  the  heart,  reducing  the 
force  and  number  of  heart  beats. 

In  six  cases  of  chorea,  it  failed  to  produce 
improvement  and  certainly  will  never  take 
the  place  of  our  well  tried  drugs,  cimici- 
tuga.  passiflora  and  the  like. 

In  twelve  cases  of  insomnia  due  to  men- 
tal worry,  it  acted  most  charmingly,  espec- 
ially with  patients  of  the  nervous-sangui- 
nous  temperament. 

I  have  tried  it  in  five  cases  of  insomnia, 
due  to  alcoholism,  with  fair  success,  but 
•cannot  say  that  I  would  substitute  chlore- 
tone  for  our  better  acting  drugs.  In  this 
condition  of  late  I  have  tried  apomorphine 
in  1- 1 50  gr.  to  1-50  gr.  doses  hyperder- 
matically  with  excellent  results. 

In  three  cases  of  alcoholic  gastritis,  it 
failed  to  stop  the  nausea  and  vomiting, 
even  failing  to  overcome  the  insomnia.  To 
one  of  these  cases,  I  gave  ten  grains  every 
two  hours,  until  sixty  grains  were  taken  in 
all,  it  only  produced  drowsiness  and  a  feel- 
ing of  numbness  throughout  the  entire 
body,  I  then  gave  him  Bella,  which  was 
indicated  and  later  Pulsatilla  and  capsicum 
with  success. 

'In  one  case  of  reflex  vomiting  due  to 
cancer  of  the  osuteri,  it  arrested  the  reflex 
vomiting  several  weeks  by  continued  treat- 


ment, also  by  the  local  application  of  about 
twenty  or  thirty  grains  to  the  cancerous 
surface  twice  daily,  gave  the  patient  great 
ease  from  pain  for  a  period  of  five  weeks, 
but  was  then  compelled  to  resort  to  mor- 
phine. 

Two  cases  of  ulcers  due  to  burns,  chlore- 
tone  applied  to  the  surface,  after  thorough 
irrigation  with  normal  salt  solution,  pro- 
duced rapid  healing  but  gave  no  relief  from 
pain. 

In  summing  up  I  would  state  that  chlore- 
tone  is  indicated  in  insomnia,  due  to  mental 
worry  and  the  so-called  nervous  exhaus- 
tion, especially  the  nervous  sanguinous 
patients. 

We  as  specific  medicationists  have  better 
drugs  for  the  above  conditions  and  seldom 
will  we  have  occasion  to  resort  to  synthetic 
preparations. 

Our  allopathic  friends  are  becoming 
monomaniacs  upon  the  subject  of  synthetic 
preparations,  because  they  fail  to  recognize 
that  it  is  the  physician's  duty  to  analyze 
carefully  the  symptoms  and  their  causes, 
in  each  case,  thereby  being  led  to  the  in- 
dicated drug,  and  not  give  drugs  for  a 
name  of  a  disease,  as  mercury  in  syphilis 
and  quinine  in  malaria,  but  study  the  symp- 
toms, their  cause,  then  select  your  drugs.

LACTIC  ACID. 
By  Peter  Nilssex,  M.  D. 

Lactic  acid  is  a  limpid,  syrupy  liquid  of 
a  slight  lemon-like  odor  and  very  sour 
taste.  The  specific  gravity  of  the  U.  S.  P. 
lactic  acid  is  1.21,  its  strength  being  75 
per  cent,  of  the  pure  acid.  Its  formula  is 
H  C3  Hr>  O3  and  may  be  considered  as 
oxypropionic  acid. 

Three  isomeric  varieties  exist :  One 
produced  by  the  fermentation  of  lactose, 
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which  is  official ;  another  produced  by  the 
fermentation  of  inosite,  is  normally,  found 
in  muscle  plasma  and  meat  extract ;  the 
third,  sarcolactic  acid,  is  found  in  muscular 
tissue  in  conjunction  with  the  preceding 
form. 

It  plays  an  important  part  in  the  human 
economy  by  acting-  as  a  solvent  of  cal- 
careous matter,  as  a  source  of  heat  and  as 
an  aid  to  digestion  and  assimilation. 

Exposed  to  a  temperature  of  1500  C.  it 
loses  a  molecule  of  water  and  is  converted 
into  lactic  anhydride  or  lactide,  C3  H4  O2. 

From  the  U.  S.  Dispensatory  I  cull  the 
following : 

"Lactic  acid  was  first  recommended  by 
Magendie  as  a  remedy  for  dyspepsia,  it 
being  a  normal  constituent  of  the  gastric 
juice  and  other  secretions.  It  is  best 
taken  in  sweetened  water  at  mealtimes, 
the  dose  is  dr.  i  to  dr.  iii  daily." 

The  lemonade  makes  quite  a  pleasant 
drink  but  when  large  doses  are  indicated, 
I  would  rather  give  it  in  milk,  with  which  it 
forms  a  mixture  similar  to  "Matzoon."  I 
have  taken  that  way  as  much  as  dr.  1-2  at 
one  dose,  no  untoward  symptoms  super- 
vening. 

For  the  lemonade  I  take  M  viii-M  x  to 
a  glass  of  sweetened  water. 

The  indications  for  lactic  acid  are  as 
follows : 

Sensation  of  hunger  before  meals  but 
still  no  appetite  when  at  the  table. 

A  bloated  feeling  after  meals. 

I  dyspepsia  with  bitter  emotions,  frontal 
headache  and  a  pale  bluish  tongue. 

Intolerance  of  pressure  over  the  region 
of  the  stomach. 

A  rough,  dry  appearance  of  the  surface. 

Dry  eczema,  psoriasis  and  pruritus  due 
to  a  lithoemic  state  of  the  blood  are 
promptly  relieved  by  the  local  application 


of  the  diluted  acid.  I  employ  it  in  the 
strength  of  dr.  i,  oz.  iii  When  a  lotion  is 
used  and  dr.  1-2,  oz.  i,  in  ointment  form. 

In  vaginal  leucorrhea  I  use  a  solution  of 
the  acid  dr.  1-2  in  glycerine  oz.  ii  on  tam- 
pons. So  far,  I  have  had  excellent  re- 
sults with  this  treatment. 

In  diphtheria  it  is  recommended  as  a 
spray  in  the  proportion  of  dr.  i  to  dr.  iv. 

On  account  of  its  action  as  a  cellular 
solvent  it  forms  a  good  application  for 
corns,  warts,  blackheads,  etc. 

For  gastro-enteritis  in  children  as  well 
as  adults  it  is  variously  recommended  in 
doses  of  from  M  i  to  M  v.  I  prefer  using 
it  in  smaller  doses  often  repeated.  When 
given  in  the  acute  stage  of  cholera  infan- 
tum with  vomiting  and  purging,  it  has 
never  yet  failed  to  :do  the  work.  One  in- 
dication in  these  cases  is  the  "spinach- 
stools"  greenish  evacuations  containing 
undigested  fragments  of  cheesy  matter. 
Vomiting  due  to  difficult  dentition  is- 
easily  controlled  by  it. 

From  my  experience  with  it  in  digestive 
disorders,  I  would  deem  it  worthy  of  a 
•trial  in  typhoid  fever,  more  especially  dur- 
ing the  first  week.  Then  I  would  give  it 
in  miiK  in  M  v  to  M  x  doses  or  even  higher. 
The  condition  of  the  patient  should  be 
closely  watched  and  the  indications  for  its 
use  present  when  the  drug  is  adminis- 
tered because  it  will  act  promptly  and  may 
do  barm  When  improperly  given. 

It  dissolves  phosphatic  and  oxalic  de- 
posits and  consequently  ought  to  do  good, 
in  calculi. 

It  is  highly  recommended  in  gout,  but 
I  have  had  no  experience  with  it  in  that 

disease. 

1  n  scabies  I  have  used  it  combined  with 
sulphur  in  the  form  of  an  ointment.  It 
relieved    the    itching    almost  immeliately 
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and  in  three  days  I  had  the  disease  under 
control. 

A  50  per  cent,  solution  makes  a  good 
local  application  for  chancroids. 

Sodium-lactate  I  have  given  in  several 
cases  of  chronic  rheumatism,  but  without 
any  definite  results. 

In  one  case  of  lymphatic  leuchoemia  it 
promptly  established  the  menses  which 
had  been  absent  for  five  months  and  this 
was  followed  by  a  rapid  diminution  of  the 
glandular  swellings  and  general  improve- 
ment. As  I  lost  track  of  the  case  after  a 
treatment  of  two  months  and  a  half  I  do 
not  know  whether  a  cure  could  be  estab- 
lished. 

The  salt  deserves  a  trial  in  membranous 
dysmenorrhea. 

In  infectious  diseases,  accompanied 
with  clotting,  it  will  promptly  bring  on 
resolution  and  lower  the  temperature, 
but  unfortunately,  it  will  at  the  same  time 
cause  a  dangerous  prostration  which  may 
result  in  heart  failure.  I  never  noticed 
any  depression  when  the  acid  itself  was 
used. 

Strontium  lactate  is  claimed  to  be  cura- 
tive in  diabetes.  It  has  been  given  in 
doses  of  gr.  xx  to  dr.  i  daily.  The  bowels 
must  be  looked  after  when  large  doses  are 
given. 

The  lactates  of  iron  and  manganese 
have  been  highly  recommended  in  chlo- 
rosis and  amenorrhea  due  to  this  cause. 
Iron  lactate  has  a  less  unpleasant  taste 
than  any  other  preparation  of  iron. 

It  is  soluble  in  40  parts  of  water ;  insolu- 
ble in  alcohol.  Doses,  gr.  v  to  xv  daily 
in  syrup,  pill  or  lozenge.     It  may  also  be 


given  with  citrate  of  sodium,  in  a  solution 
of  which  it  is  freely  soluble. 

Zinc  lactate  is  soluble  in  60  parts  of 
water.  It  has  been  successfully  used  in 
epilepsy  in  doses  of  gr.  ii  t.  i.  d.  one  hour 
after  meals.  It  goes  well  with  Bella- 
donna. It  is  better  borne  and  more  easily 
assimilated  than  the  oxide  of  zinc. 

Quinine  lactate  and  the  lacto-phosphates 
I  do  not  need  to  mention  here  as  the  acid 
in  them  is  hardly  more  than  a  vehicle  for 
the  other  constituents. 

Lactic  acid  is  contra-indicared  in  ter- 
tiary syphilis  and  tuberculosis ;  in  persons 
with  a  smooth  transparent  skin  and  in- 
creased mucous  secretions. 

It  must  be  used  with  caution  in  preg- 
nancy and  heart  disease,  and  in  persons 
predisposed  to  catarrh  as  when  it  is  given 
in  excessive  doses  or  too  long,  it  causes 
a  soreness  of  the  mucous  membrane  every- 
where ;  it  will  produce  an  intensely  sore 
throat,  distress  and  a  feeling  of  emptiness 
in  the  stomach  and  may  cause  menorrhagia 
or  even  abortion. 

In  two  cases  of  dyspepsia  it  caused  rheu- 
matoid pains  of  a  transient  character.  It 
is  reported  to  cause  rheumatism  in  diabe- 
tics but  in  the  two  cases  mentioned  I  did 
not  find  any  evidences  of  this  malady. 

Lactic  acid  is  supposed  to  have  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  causation  of  osteoma- 
lacia in  pregnant  women.  In  this  there  is 
diminished  alkalescence  of  the  blood  and 
lactic  acid  is  present  -  in  the  bones  giving 
the  tissues  an  acid  reaction.  The  relation 
of  lactic  acid  to  this  disease,  as  well  as 
rachitis  and  malignant  tumors  deserve- 
thorough  investigation. 
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Specific  Therapeutics. — This  term  is 
employed  to  specify  that  branch 
of  medical  science  which  treats  of 
the  adaptation  of  each  remedial  agent 
(guided  by  the  symptoms,  or  disease  ex- 
pressions), in  accordance  with  its  selective 
action  upon  any  organ  or  part,  for  the 
restoration  of  such  organ  or  part  to  its 
normal  condition. 


Eclectic  Remedies. — Many  drugs  are 
frequently  spoken  of  as  homoeopathic  reme- 
dies,  allopathic  remedies  and  Schussler's 
tissue  remedies,  'but  no  such  distinctions 
will  be  recognized  by  this  department  of 
the  Review.  Eclecticism  is  broad  enough 
to  cover  nearly  the  "whole  thing"  in  medi- 
cine, and  therefore  all  good  remedies  are 
Eclectic  remedies.  Let  us  carefully  re- 
study  our  old  remedies  and  see  if  we  cannot 
obtain  further  and  more  valuable  indica- 
tions for  them. 


New  Ideas. —  [£  Eclecticism  stands  for 
anything  it  surely  is  for  its  advanced  knowl- 
edge of  therapeutics,  and  'by  the  very  na- 
ture di  its  position  in  the  medical  world, 
this  must  ever  be  the  case.  We  should, 
therefore,  at  all  times,  be  on  the  lookout 
for  new  therapeutic  ideas,  no  matter  how 
small  or  from  what  source  derived. 

Valuable    Knowledge. —  Dr.  Schussler's 


careful  investigation  of  a  few  common  and 
well  known  salts  has  been  the  means  of  pre- 
senting to  the  medical  profession  much 
valuable  therapeutic  knowledge,  as  well  as 
a  great  deal  of  rot  and  very  thin  moon- 
shine. Eclectic  physicians  were  among 
the  first,  as  usual,  to  separate  the  worthless 
from  the  good. 


Possibilities. — Doctor,  there  are  great 
possibilities  in  the  phosphate  of  iron, 
potossium  chloride,  calcium  fluoride,  cal- 
cium phosphate  and  calcium  sulphate. 
Don't  fail  to  do  a  little  thinking  on  this  sub- 
ject, and  give  us  the  benefit  of  your 
thoughts. 


It  is  Still  the  Same. — The  phosphate  of 
calcium  is  the  phosphate  of  calcium, 
whether  you  call  it  calcarea  phosphorica,  a 
tissue  remedy  or  by  any  other  name.  The 
discovery  of  a  few  new  specific  indications 
for  an  old  and  common  remedy  furnishes 
no  valid  reason  for  attaching  a  doctor's 
name  to  it,  or  holding  it  apart  from  its 
regular  place  in  our  materia  medica. 


A  Few  Winter  Remedies. — When  the 
pulse  is  small  and  frequent,  with  increased 
temperature,  aconite  is  a  sedative  of  great 
power.  In  hard,  dry  coughs  it  constitutes 
a  very  efficient  cough  medicine.  R.  Aco- 
nite, gtt.  iii.  to  x.  water,  oz.  iv.  M.  Sig. 
Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  two  hours. 

Asclepias  is  a  good  winter  remedy.  The 
best  results  are  obtained  from  it  when  the 
temperature  is  but  moderately  increased, 
and  the  skin  is  inclined  to  moisture,  al- 
though it  is  many  times  of  value  during 
high  fever.  Pneumonia,  pleurisy  and 
pleuro-pneumonia  are  among  the  diseases 
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most  likely  to  call  for  Asclepias.  Ten  to  thir- 
ty drops  in  very  hot  water  every  half  hour 
will  promptly  remove  sharp,  cutting  pleu- 
ritic pains.  Lack  of  secretion  from  the 
skin  and  sharp  cutting  or  darting  pain  are 
leading  indications  for  its  exhibition. 

In  pneumonia,  bronchitis  and  rheuma- 
tism the  heart  frequently  becomes  feeble, 
especially  in  old  people.  If  anything  will 
keep  an  old  weary  heart  in  a  condition  to 
perform  its  duty  cactus  will  do  it.  Irregu- 
lar action  of  the  heart,  intermittent  pulse, 
and  a  sensation  as  if  a  band  was  tightly 
bound  around  the  head  or  chest  are  urgent 
signals  for  this  agent.  R.  Cactus  Grand., 
gtt.  x  to  dr.  i,  water,  oz.  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose 
one  teaspoonful  ever}'  hour  to  every  three 
hours. 

Gelsemium  is  an  essential  remedy  in  all 
fevers  ■when  there  is  irritation  of  the  nerve 
centers.  It  prevents  determination  of 
blood  to  the  head  and  spinal  cord,  and 
checks  spasmodic  action.  It  is  especially 
indicated  when  the  face  is  flushed,  the  eves 
unnaturally  bright  and  the  pupils  con- 
tracted, with  increased  heat  of  the  head. 
R.  Gelsemium,  gtt.  x  to  xxx,  water,  oz.  iv. 
M.  Sig.  Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  half 
hour  to  every  two  hours. 

Ipecac  in  small  doses  is  a  frequently 
needed  remedy.  Acute  bronchitis  and 
pneumonia  are  the  diseases  most  likely  to 
call  for  its  use  during  the  winter  months.  It 
is  especially  indicated  when  there  is  irrita- 
tion of  the  bronchial  mucous  membrane 
with  increased  secretion.  The  narrow  and 
pointed  tongue  demands  it.  R.  Ipecac, 
gtt.  v  to  x,  water,  oz.  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to  every  two 
hours. 

Tartar  Emetic,  in  very  small  doses,  is  a 
useful  remedy  in  acute  bronchitis,  and  in 
most  congestive  and  spasmodic  affections 


of  the  larynx  and  bronchi.  When  there  is 
difficult  ibreathing,  with  wheezing,  hollow 
and  barking  cough,  or  stridulous  breath- 
ing, this  agent  shoiu^  occupy  a  prominent 
place.  R.  Tartar  Emetic,  gr.  1-2,  water, 
oz.  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one  teaspoonful  every 
hour  or  two. 

Yeratrum  Viride  is  always  indicated 
when  the  pulse  is  full,  bounding  and  fre- 
quent. R.  Yeratrum,  gtt.  v  to  xx,  water, 
oz.  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one  teaspoonful  every 
hour  or  two. 

Hints  and  Winnowings. — It  is  said  by- 
some  journal  writers  that  Aconite  and 
Phytolacca  will  cure  diphtheria,  and  per- 
haps they  will ;  but  I  should  not  be  willing 
to  trust  a  case  of  this  very  dangerous  di- 
sease to  these  remedies  alone.  I  wonder 
if  it  would  be  possible  for  a  doctor  to  say 
diphtheria  when  he  should  have  said  folli- 
cular tonsilitis?  I  sometimes  think  it 
possible  that  cases  of  acute  pharyngitis  are 
occasionally  called  diphtheria.  Possibly 
diphtheria  cured  may  have  been  thought 
to  have  a  more  confidence  inspiring  sound 
and  it  is  even  possible  that  the  diagnosis 
may  have  been  a  little  faulty.  The  most 
careful  examination  has  not  always  resulted 
in  a  diagnosis  free  from  doubt.  It  might 
be  well  to  give  these  thoughts  and  sug- 
gestions a  fair  degree  of  consideration 
when  reading  of  the  wonderful  success 
which  some  writers  apparently  have  in  the 
treatment  of  diphtheria — a  disease  preg- 
nant with  deadly  power.  My  best  suc- 
cess in  diphtheria  has  resulted  from  a 
treatment  consisting  of  the  internal  use  of 
Phytolacca,  the  biniodide  of  mercury,  the 
bichromate  of  potassium  and  quinine,  and 
the  inhalation  of  the  bichloride  of  mer- 
cury. R.  Biniodide  of  Mercury,  gr. 
1-50,  water,  oz.  iv;  teaspoonful  every  hour.

R.  Phytolacca,  gtt.  xxx,  Bichromate  of 
Potassium,  gr.  i,  water,  oz.  iv;  teaspoonful 
every  two  hours.  Give  quinine  in  small 
doses,  and  in  accordance  with  the  age  of 
the  patient.  A  few  grains  of  the  bichlo- 
ride of  mercury  placed  in  a  little  hot  water 
in  a  vessel  so  arranged  over  any  heat  as 
to  keep  the  water  hot  will  aid  much  in  a 
curative  direction.  The  drug  and  water 
should  be  renewed  as  needed  to  keep  up  a 
constant  steam  near  the  patient.  Keep 
the  patient's  sJcmach  well  filled  with  ho 
milk — say  from  two  to  four  ounces  every 
two  hours, — and  give  brandy  when  in- 
dicated. 

In  the  treatment  of  pneumonia  I  have 
found  aconite,  bryonia,  and  tartar  emetic 
the  most  frequently  indicated  remedies.  R. 
Specific  Aconite,  gtt.  iii  to  x,  water,  oz.  iv ; 
teaspoonful  every  hour.  R.  Specific 
Bryonia,  gtt.  v  to  x,  Tartar  Emetic,  gr.  1-4 
to  1-2,  water,  oz.  iv;  teaspoonful  every  two 
hours.  As  a  local  application  a  teaspoon- 
ful of  turpentine  thoroughly  mixed  with 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  vaseline  and  applied 
to  the  chest  on  a  piece  of  flannel  frequently 
constitutes  an  important  factor  in  bringing 
about  curative  results. 

Child-bearing  women  are  numerous  who 
have  been  injured  by  following  the  advise 
of  cranks  about  fruit  and  other  special 
forms  of  diet  and  special  training.  Child- 
bearing  is  a  physiological,  not  a  patholo- 
gical, act.  The  pregnant  woman  should 
regulate  her  conduct  i>y  the  rules  of  com- 
mon sense.  Cleanliness,  moderation,  and 
Godliness,  are  among  the  most  important 
exemplifications  of  common  sense,  and 
constitute  all  the  rules  needed  by  a  wo- 
man physically  lit  to  give  birth  to  children. 
They  will  carry  her  safely  through  this 
most  important  function  of  a  woman's  life. 

Helonias  possesses  great  curative  power 


in  many  functional  wrongs  of  women. 
This  curative  influence  results  from  its 
special  tonic  action  on  the  female  genito- 
urinary organs.  It  is,  therefore,  indicated 
in  all  atonic  conditions  of  the  female  sexual 
system,  whether  known  as  amenorrhoea, 
dysmenorrhoea,  menorrhagia,  or  by  any 
other  name.  Through  its  tonic  action 
many  cases  of  sterility  are  cured.  Women 
complaining  of  a  dull  aching  in  the  back, 
and  having  leucorrfioea,  should  be  given 
helonias.  Bearing  down  pains  in  the 
lower  part  of  the  abdomen,  with  disturbed 
uterine  function,  associated  with  weakness 
of  the  entire  body,  call  for  the  remedy. 
Pain  and  soreness  in  the  lumbar  region  also 
suggest  helonias  as  the  indicated  medica- 
ment. In  many  cases  of  kidney  diseases 
the  tonic  action  of  helonias  may  be  utilized 
as  an  important  part  of  a  rational  treatment, 
and  its  continued  use  in  albumenuria  will 
rapidly  lessen  the  amount  of  albumen  found 
in  the  urine.  The  most  efficient  action  of 
helonias  is  obtained  when  exhibited  in 
doses  of  from  five  to  ten  drops  of  the 
specific  medicine  (or  a  good  fluid  extract), 
every  two  hours  to  four  times  a  day. — Dr. 
Fyfe,  in  Mass.  Medical  Journal. 


SELECTIONS. 

ADVANTAGES  OF  CIRCUMCISION 


The  most  obvious  advantage  of  circum- 
cision is  cleanliness.  This  is  important 
in  childhood.  In  adults  the  habit  of  with- 
drawing the  skin  and  washing  the  glans 
has  usually  been  learned,  though  it  is  not 
practiced  sufficiently.  In  children  it  is  not 
as  a  rule,  attempted ;  most  boys  would  re- 
gard the  attempt  as  indecent,  and  in  many 
paraphimosis  would  result.  Moreover, 
the  practice  would  be  injurious  to  morals; 
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yet  the  accumulation  of  smegma  and  its 
decomposition  is  a  source  of  annoyance  and 
irritation  to  many  boys.  Further,  any  ir- 
ritation of  the  glans  penis  is  liable  to  pro- 
duce reflex  excitement  of  a  character  to  be 
avoided.  In  middle  life  to  many  the  pos- 
session of  a  prepuce  is  a  source  of  more  or 
less  haibitual  annoyance.  Seborrhoea, 
balanitis,  and  herpes  are  common.  As  old 
age  comes  on  the  danger  of  cancer  to  those 
who  suffer  from  phimosis  is  considerable. 
Similarly,  circumcision  tends  to  prevent 
syphilis.  While  genorrhoea  is  quite  as 
common  among  Jews  as  among  Christians, 
syphilis  is  much  less  so.  This  shows  that 
it  is  not  on  morality  that  the  comparative 
immunity  of  Jews  to  syphilis  depends.  The 
only  possible  explanation  is  the  absence  of 
fche  prepuce. 

No  measure  which  has  ever  been  pro- 
posed for  the  prevention  of  syphilis  is  as 
efficient  as  circumcision.  Finally,  circum- 
cision probably  tends  to  increase  the  power 
of  sexual  control. — Jonathan  Hutchinson, 
Med.  News. 


EPITHELIOMA  OF  THE  LIP. 


A  number  of  primary  changes  may  pre- 
cede the  development  of  cancer  of  the  lip. 
In  a  number  of  cases  personally  seen  the 
first  change  noted  was  an  hyperkeratosis, 
the  thickened  layer  of  epithelium  being 
firmly  attached  to  the  underlying  cells,  and 
gradually  extending  deeper  in  the  form  of 
horny  plugs,  which  could  only  be  detached 
with  great  difficulty.  In  other  cases  the 
first  change  may  be  a  superficial  erosion  or 
fissure,  which  later  becomes  the  seat  of 
ulceration  with  or  without  papillary  out- 
growth. The  base  of  the  ulcer  takes  on 
the  characteristic  induration,  and  the  affec- 
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tion  soon  presents  a  clinical  picture  which 
cannot  well  be  confounded  with  the  initial 
lesion  of  syphilis  when  one  recalls  the  early 
period  in  which  the  lympatic  tissues  are  af- 
fected in  the  latter  disease. 

Gummata  of  the  lip  have  been  mistaken 
for  cancer,  but  these  late  neoplasms  of 
syphilis  are  usually  multiple,  rapidly  ul- 
cerate or  undergo  atrophy,  and  lack  the 
hard  base  which  is  always  present  in  can- 
cer. 

Chancres  of  the  lip  are  usually  protuber- 
ant, with  an  eroded  or  incrusted  surface, 
and  lack  clean-cut  ulceration. — J.  A.  For- 
dyce  (N.  Y.  Med.  Jour.) 


A    NEGLECTED    POINT    IN  THE 
TREATMENT  OF  STRANGU- 
LATED HERNIA. 


C.  Hamilton  W'hitford  says  that  in  a  case 
of  this  nature  the  surgeon  usually  concerns 
himself  chiefly  with  the  condition  of  the 
strangulated  bowel,  which,  if  gangrenous, 
is  either  drained  or  resected,  and  if  viable  is 
pushed  back  into  the  abdomen.  In  the  latter 
case  the  patient  probably  remains  absolute- 
ly constipated,  continues  vomiting,  and  dies 
within  forty-eight  hours.     He  is  suffering 
from  an  accumulation,  above  the  obstruc- 
tion, of  liquid  filth,  which  is  rapidly  poison- 
ing him.     The  point  which  is  so  frequently 
overlooked  is  that  his  chance  lies  in  the  di- 
rect evacuation  of  these  intestinal  contents. 
This  can  be  done  only  by  draining  the  dis- 
tended (bowel  through  a  large  tube  for  sev- 
eral days.    A  few  cases  of  advanced  stran- 
gulated hernia  end  in  recovery  after  reduc- 
tion of  the  strangulated  bowel,  by  discharg- 
ing enormous  quantities  of  liquid  feces  per 
anum,  'but  the  majority  die  with  unemptied 
intestines.      This  drainage  of  distended 
bowel,  the  author  says,  is  simply  the  appli- 
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cation  to  strangulated  hernia  of  the  princi- 
ples involved  in  the  treatment  of  obstruc- 
tions taking  place  within  the  abdomen. — 
British  Medical  Jour. 


ETHER  AND  BRONCHIAL  DISEASE. 


Personal  clinical  studies  justify  the  belief 
that  in  properly-selected  cases  ether  inhala- 
tion is  positively  curative  of  bronchitis.  To 
avoid  unpleasant  complications  and  to  se- 
cure the  desired  results,  the  following  points 
are  essential:  I.  Proper  preparation  of 
the  patient.  2.  Preparation  of  the  operat- 
ing-room with  a  temperature  of  980  to  ioo° 
F.     3.   Pure  ether.     4.   A  proper  inhaler. 

5.  The  proper  methods  of  administration. 

6.  Due  caution  against  exposure  in  remov- 
ing the  patient  from  the  operating-room  to 
her  own  room.  The  temperature  of  her 
room  s'hould  not  be  below  8o°  to  90°  F.  for 
several  hours  after  the  operation.  7.  Proper 
care  of  the  patient  during  convalescence. 
She  should  be  permitted  to  drink  large 
quantities  of  water  and  should  keep  the 
bowels  freely  open. — T.  A.  Reamy  (Med. 
News.) 


DIET  IN  THE  ACUTE  STAGE  OF 
PNEUMONIA. 


The  food  should  be  liquid,  and  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  be  easily  absorbed  and  not 
liable  to  ferment,  as  albuminous  solutions 
and  peptonized  milk.  Among  the  for- 
mer, egg-water  is  an  available  form.  It  is 
prepared  by  squeezing  the  albumin  of  one 
or  two  eggs  through  a  cloth  and  adding  half 
a  pint  of  water  and  a  pinch  of  salt.  This, 
or  beef-tea,  may  be  given  alternately  with 
the  milk  at  the  rate  of  3  ounces  of  either 
every  two  hours.     If,  notwithstanding  this 


careful  feeding,  flatulency  occurs,  pepton- 
ized milk  may  be  replaced  by  koumiss  or 
matzoon. 

Alcohol  is  a  food  as  well  as  <a  stimulant. 
As  a  food,  it  'may  be  employed  to  replace, 
in  part,  or  to  supplement,  the  food  already 
mentioned.  It  can  be  resorted  to  with  ad- 
vantage much  earlier  than  it  is  usually  ad- 
ministered. 

Alcohol  may  'be  employed  tentatively  at 
any  stage  in  pneumonia.  Its  action  will 
be  shown  to  be  beneficial  if  twenty  minutes 
after  the  dose  is  taken,  the  pulse  becomes 
less  frequent  and  of  greater  volume,  and  the 
respiration  slower  and  deeper.  The  dura- 
tion of  the  betterment  is  the  key  to  the 
amount  and  the  frequency  of  the  dosage. 
Simple  water  should  be  allowed  in  anv 
quantity  that  the  patient  desires.— A.  H. 
Smith  (Inter.  Med.  Mag.) 


APPENDICULAR  FISTULA. 

Treatment.— The  treatment  of  appendi- 
cular fistulae  of  the  external  variety  varies 
with  the  individual  cases.  It  is  well,  how- 
ever, to  permit  nature  to  attempt  a  cure. 
The  surgeon's  attention  should  be  directed 
to  maintaining  thorough  cleanliness  and  to 
regulating  the  diet.  Frequently  a  fistulous 
tract  will  heal  spontaneously  if  the  diet  be 
solid  food  and  the  bowel  contents  be  kept 
rather  hard.  It  is  not  wise  to  use  a 
syringe,  as  it  irritates  the  tract.  If  the 
fistula  persists  after  the  lapse  of  a  reason- 
able time,  operation  offers  the  only  hope  of 
cure. 

The  operative  treatment  of  the  simple 
fistula  should  consist  in  exploring  the  tract 
to  ascertain  whether  an  infected  suture  be 
the  cause.  If  it  is,  this  should  be  removed 
and  the  tract  curetted  and  packed  with, 
gauze.     This  usually  suffices  to  insure  a 
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cure.  When  the  fistula  or  sinus  communi- 
cates with  an  unhealed  abscess-cavity,  the 
mouth  of  the  fistula  should  be  enlarged  suf- 
ficiently to  permit  of  thorough  cleansing 
and  packing.  When  possible  without 
opening  the  peritoneal  cavity,  the.  mouth  of 
the  fistula  should  be  enlarged  to  a  degree 
to  equal  the  transverse  diameter  of  the  ab- 
scess-cavity at  its  widest  part.  This  should 
be  followed  by  thorough  cleanliness,  pack- 
ing, etc. 

The  treatment  of  faecal  fistula  necessi- 
tates opening  the  peritoneal  cavity,  remov- 
ing the  appendix — or  its  remaining  portion, 
as  the  case  may  be — and  thoroughly  break- 
ing up  all  peritoneal  adhesions.  When  the 
fistula  is  in  communication  with  one  or 
more  openings  in  the  intestine,  closure, 
preferably  by  suture,  is  to  be  recommended, 
but  resection,  end-to-end  union,  etc.,  is  fre- 
quently required.  J.  B.  Deaver  (Jour

POST  PARTUM  HEMORRHAGE. 


The  Med.  Rev.  of  Nov.  last  year  quotes 
an  article  from  Journal  des  Sciences  Med. 
in  which  Dr.  Besson  points  out  the  possible 
occurence  of  post  partum  hemorrhage  from 
rupture  of  vulvar  varices.  The  writer 
describes  a  case  in  point  which  he,  fortu- 
nately for  the  woman,  diagnosed  correctly 
early  enough  to  relieve  her  by  ligation 
en  masse  of  the  plexus. 

The  point  of  rupture  during  parturition  is 
just  below  the  clitoris  or  at  the  upper  ex- 
tremity of  the  labia  minora.  The  venous 
network  in  these  localities  is  extremely  rich 
ana  intricate  and  the  hemorrhage  resulting 
from  a  ruptured  varix  is  profuse  and  rapid. 

From  the  practical  standpoint  Besson 
urges  that  the  sub-clitoridian  region  be  al- 


ways examined  for  varices.  The  possibility 
of  hemorrhage  post-partum  from  this 
source  should  be  'borne  in  mind,  and  if  it 
actually  occurs  the  best  treatment  is  suture 
en  masse.

In  the  New  York  Sun  of  Sum.^y,  Jan- 
uary 27th  the  sixth  paper  of  a  series  of  "re- 
markable Articles"  "Progress  in  Great 
Subjects  the  Past  Century"  Prof.  William 
Osier  gives  a  very  interesting  article  on 
medicine  but  somehow  has  omitted  the 
name  "Eclectic."  Although  after  a  care- 
ful reading  you  find  a  faithful  description 
of  our  practice,  the  Eclectic  school  is  not 
mentioned.     I  will  quote  the  lines. 

After  speaking  of  Homeopathy  in  rather 
uncertain  terms  he  goes  on  to  say : 

"A  new  school  of  practitioners  has  arisen 
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which  cares  nothing  for  Homeopathy  and 
less  for  so-called  Allopathy.  It  seeks  to 
study  rationanv  and  scientifically  the  ac- 
tion of  drugs,  old  and  new.  It  is  more 
concerned  that  a  physician  shall  know  how 
to  apply  the  few  great  remedies  which  all 
have  to  use,  *  *  *  *  rather  than  a 
multiplicity  of  remedies  the  action  of  which 
is  extremely  doubtful.  Does  it  not  sound 
like  a  quotation  from  an  Eclectic  text 
book  ? 


FALLACIES  AND  NARCOTICS.

Permit  me  to  say  that  no  man  places  a 
higher  estimate  upon  the  noble  profession 
of  medicine  than  my  humble  self.  I  think 
there  is  not  in  the  wide  world  a  more  be- 
nevolent and  self-sacrificing  class  of  men 
than  the  great  body  of  physicians,  who 
walk  in  the  chambers  of  death  and  face 
pestilence  in  all  its  hideous  forms,  night  or 
day,  in  the  highways  and  byways  of  life,  in 
the  lowliest  hovel  or  the  most  lofty  palace ; 
ever  ready  day  or  night,  amid  sunshine  and 
shadow,  in  the  midnight  gloom ;  waking 
while  others  sleep,  exposed  to  the  ever 
changing  elements  ;  patiently  waiting  and 
tending  at  the  bedside  of  the  sufferer,  com- 
forting and  encouraging  by  words  that 
have  music  and  hope  in  them  to  the  patient 
who  lingers  on  the  confines  of  the  two 
worlds,  often  held  back  by  the  skill  of  his 
best  friend  in  the  hour  of  his  sorest  need, 
the  physician,  who  braves  death  in  his  great 
mission.  In  one  house  the  small  pox  has 
entered  in  search  of  its  victims,  in  another 
the  deadly  typhoid  fever,  in  another  cholera, 
in  still  another  diphtheria  and  malignant 
fever;  yet  the  true  physician  halts  not  upon 


the  threshold  where  other  men  shrink  back 
appalled,  he  enters  to  do  his  duty  often 
risking  not  only  his  own  life  but  those  still 
dearer  and  nearer  to  him — his  family. 

Such,  gentlemen  is  your  calling,  and  you 
respond  to*  it  with  the  same  ready  alacrity 
as  does  the  noble  fireman,  who  enters  the 
burning  building  to  save  the  lives  of  its 
imperiled  inmates,  often  at  the  cost  of  his 
own. 

Gentlemen  I  have  given  you  one  side  of 
the  picture,  and  I  will  now  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  other.  Physicians  are  but  men, 
human  men,  they  have  their  weaknesses  as 
well  as  their  virtues,  they  were  born  to  err 
and  they  do  often  err,  not  from  willful  in- 
tent, but  from  a  false  education.  They 
have  their  hobbies  and  their  fallacies,  they 
follow  the  fashions  in  medicine  as  closely 
as  do  their  fair  sisters  in  dress.  They 
generally  believe  what  they  were  taught  in 
their  younger  days,  no  matter  how  great 
the  absurdity.  How  very  natural  and  yet 
how  often  it  is  wrong.  It  is  to  consider 
some  of  these  fallacies  that  I  have  prepared 
this  paper  and  I  pray  you  to  accept  it  in  the 
spirit  in  which  it  is  given.  It  is  the  nega- 
tive side  of  the  picture  but  it  is  no  less  im- 
portant than  the  positive  and  more  accept- 
able view.  We  need  a  reformation  in  the 
practice  of  medicine.  We  do  not  want  to 
"Fight  fire  with  fire  "  it  is  a  bad  theory 
and  worse  in  practice.  We  do  not  want  to 
give  poison  for  poison,  least  we  make  a 
b;td  matter  worse. 

The  great  body  of  physicians  who  style 
themselves  Eclectics  have  not  only  become 
very  numerous,  but  they  have  become 
highly  respectable,  nay,  more  than  that, 
many  of  them  have  become  aristocratic  and 
assume  airs.  Too  many  of  them  ape  their 
older  brothers  the  alopathics.  They  no 
longer  denounce  their  methods  and  hurl 
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anathemas  upon  them  for  prescribing  mer- 
cury, antimony,  arsenic,  and  other  mineral 
poisons,  miscalled  remedies.  No !  they 
actually  employ  them  in  their  own  prac- 
tice, and  endeavor  in  a  very  lame  way  to 
excuse  their  recreancy  to  one  of  their  pet 
theories,  and  we  may  soon  be  prepared  to 
hear  them  advocate,  in  a  mild  way,  deple- 
tion— blood  letting,  which  was  the  horror 
of  their  fathers. 

Many  eclectics  dabble  a  little  in  homeo- 
pathy and  are  quite  pat  in  attenuations, 
high  dilutions,  potencies,  and  pellets.  If 
you  question  their  methods,  they  are  indig- 
nant and  ask  you,  if  it  is  not  eclecticism  to 
choose  from  all  fields. 

Yes,  that  is  the  eclectic  practice  of  to- 
day, but  it  is  not  the  reformed  practice  upon 
which  we  entered  forty  years  ago,  and  to 
which  we  swore  allegiance,  nor  is  it  pro- 
gression but  on  the  contrary  retrogression. 

This  is  a  world  of  change,  but  change  is 
not  always  progress,  far  from  it.  The  vital 
question  is,  have  we,  as  physicians  made 
any  genuine  progress  in  the  healing  art  in 
the  last  two  decades  ?  If  so,  in  wnat  ? 

The  old  time  eclectic  discarded  and  de- 
nounced all  mineral  treatment  as  irrational 
and  poisonous.  He  forgot  in  his  denun- 
ciation to  include  some  of  the  vegetable 
drugs  which  are  far  more  deleterious  and 
dangerous  than  the  abhorred  minerals. 

The  sturdy  old  puritanical  botanic  physi- 
cian of  Xew  Englaiiv.  was  a  man  of  con- 
science, and  while  he  was  often  unlearned, 
in  the  meuicme  of  the  schools,  knew  little 
or  nothing  of  scientific  surgery,  or  technical 
nomenclature,  did  not  understand  the  dif- 
ference between  alkaloids  and  resinoids 
never  heard  of  Podophyllin.  Leptandrin. 
or  Sanguinarin,  he  did  know  what 
Mandrake,  Bloodroot  and  Blackroot  were 
good  for,  and  he  used  them  in  his  primitive 


prac  .'  .  :  and  shall  I  depart  from  the  truth 
when  .  ^ay  that  his  success  in  healing  was 
grea  r  :han  that  of  your  most  learned  phy- 
sician of  to-day? 

If  he  did  not  cure,  he  did  not  kill.  The 
worst  that  could  be  said  of  his  practice  was, 
that  he  vomited  and  purged  his  patients 
freely,  and  they  were  often  the  better  for 
it.  He  was  totally  ignorant  of  Bromides, 
the  Chloral  Hydrate,  Cocaine,  Antipyrene 
and  Antifibrine,  he  never  gave  pills  of 
nitrate  of  silver,  he  knew  nothing  of  sub- 
cutaneous injections  of  all  the  deadly 
poisons  that  make  the  nerves  non-conduc- 
tors of  nerve  force.  He  did  not  know  that 
if  such  treatment  was  persisted  in,  it  would 
induce  paralysis,  deafness,  blindness,  heart 
disease  and  death,  as  they  do  in  a  multitude 
of  cases  every  day  in  the  week,  for  he  never 
employed  them. 

The  learned  Eclectic  of  to-day  points 
with  pride  to  Digitalis,  Gelsemium,  Aconite 
and  Veratrum  and  other  like  discoveries  of 
his.  He  tells  you  of  his  marvellous  suc- 
cess in  the  cure  of  Neuralgia  with  Gel- 
semium. and  of  his  cure  of  heart  disease 
with  Digitalis.  He  tells  you  how  quickly 
he  controlled  the  heart's  action  and  relieved 
his  patient.  His  enthusiasm  kindles  as  he 
eulogizes  the  action  of  Aconite  in  fevers, 
but  he  fails  to  explain  their  modus 
operandi.  He  says  nothing  of  the  sequela, 
nothing  of  the  disasters  that  follow  their 
use.  He  does  not  inform  you  that  his 
remedies  have  impaired  the  nervous  system, 
reduced  its  conductility,  and  induced  other 
disorders  both  mental  and  physical,  often 
far  more  grave  than  the  original  trouble. 
On  these  momentous  questions  he  is  as 
silent  as  the  grave. 

The  use  and  the  abuse  of  Sedatives  and 
Narcotics  are  alarmingly  on  the  increase 
and  the  result  is  a  large  list  of  mortality. 
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We  must  have  a  reform  in  the  practice  of 
medicine.  I  read  in  one  of  our  medical 
journals  very  recently  that  fifteen  thousand 
children  are  killed  annually  by  ''Soothing 
syrups."  Gentlemen  is  this  startling  state- 
ment true?  Are  there  fifteen  thousand  in- 
nocents murdered  every  year  in  the  United 
States  by  the  use  of  the  so-called  soothing 
syrup?  My  own  impression  is  that  if  the 
number  were  doubled,  it  would  be  much 
nearer  the  truth;  to  which  add  a  hundred 
thousand  whose  mental  and  physical  sys- 
tems are  permanently  impaired  by  the  same 
agency. 

Now  what  is  the  base  of  these  soothing 
syrups,  that  soothes,  and  lulls  the  loved  in- 
fant in  the  cold  embrace  of  death?  Opium, 
Morphine.  If  we  could  only  trace  the 
after  effects  of  this  narcotization  in  the 
lives  of  those  children  who  escape  imme- 
diate death,  and  grow  up  to  womanhood 
and  manhood,  we  should  often  discover 
what  made  them  our  patients  in  after  life. 
We  should  find  the  solution  of  the  sudden 
taking  off  of  so  many  persons  by  Apoplexy, 
Paralysis  and  Heart  disease,  and  you  would 
find  a  great  factor  of  nervous  disorders. 

You  may  answer  and  say  this  is  all  ir- 
regular and  not  the  work  of  the  physician. 
Very  well,  I  will  accept  the  correction  if 
you  will.  This  is  true  in  regard  to  sooth- 
ing syrups,  but  where  one  grain  of  opium 
or  morphine  is  taken  in  soothing  syrups,  a 
hundred  grains  are  prescribed  by  the  regu- 
lar physician. 

Does  the  end  justify  the  means?  Our 
mission  is  to  heal,  to  make  the  sick  well, 
and  not  to  sow  in  our  patients  the  seeds  of 
disease-,  suffering  and  death,  and  it  can  be 
done  as  well,  and  better,  without  deadly 

poisons  than  with  them 

Ask  the  apothecary  in  any  of  our  large 
towns  and  cities  to  give  you  the  number  of 


his  customers  who  come  to  him  for  opium, 
morphine,  choral  and  cocaine  and  his 
figures  will  frighten  you.  Ask  the  victims 
how  they  became  the  slaves  of  the  destroy- 
ing habit  and  they  will  tell  you  that  first 
their  physician  prescribed  it  for  them,  and 
now  they  cannot  live  without  it,  and  must 
die  a  miserable  death  if  they  continue  its 
use. 

It  is  only  a  few  years  since  that  sub- 
cutaneous injections  became  the  fashion. 
Now,  let  me  ask  who  of  you  is  not  armed 
with  the  injector  and  morphia?  There  may 
be  exceptions  but  in  the  regular  ranks 
very,  very,  few  indeed.  At  first  only  mor- 
phia was  employed  as  a  hyperdemic.  How 
is  it  now?  It  is  only  one  of  the  many  dan- 
gerous drugs  used  to  alleviate  pain  and 
destroy  the  nervous  system.  Aconite. 
Belladonna,  Digitalis,  Cocaine  and  Vera- 
trum  are  among  the  devils  employed  to  pos- 
sess the  people,  and  they  do  it  most  ef- 
fectively. 

Alcoholism  is  classed  as  a  disease  and  a 
foul  one  it  is,  a  disgrace  to  our  civilization. 
If  we  inquire  into  the  history  of  a  case  and 
the  patient  is  a  woman,  we  shall  find  in  the 
majority  of  cases  that  she  was  ill,  and  her 
physician  prescribed  it  for  her  as  a  tonic  and 
stimulant ;  and  now,  she  cannot  break  her- 
self from  the  base  habit. 

The  chemist  is  busy  in  discovering  and 
producing  these  dangerous  narcotic  drugs, 
and  the  list  is  daily  increasing.  The 
Hydrate  of  Chloral  and  the  Nitrate  of 
Cocaine  are  comparatively  new  but  their 
victims  are  numbered  by  the  thousands 
and  tens  of  thousands,  even  physicians  of 
experience  and  eminence  have  been  en- 
traped  and  destroyed  by  the  habit.  There 
is  no  good  and  sure  rule  for  its  administra- 
tion ;  what  is  perfectly  safe  in  one  case  may 
be  death  in  the  next. 
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In  the  early  days  of  Chloral  I  had  a 
patient,  a  physician,  greatly  troubled  with 
Insomnia.  I  advised  and  prescribed  a 
small  dose  of  Schering's  Chloral  and  after 
so  doing  I  thought  he  would  never  sleep 
again  except  in  death.  That  was  a  good 
lesson  for  me  and  I  never  prescribed  it 
again.  That  same  doctor  became  a  victim 
of  Narcotics,  and  quite  recently  was  found 
dead  in  his  bed.  Dr.  P.  H.  McLaren  last 
month  took  two  drahms  of  the  syrup  of 
Chloral  which  contains  only  twelve  to  six- 
teen grains  of  Chloral  and  in 'half  an  hour 
he  was  found  dead  in  his  chair.  Two  days 
since  I  read  in  a  Boston  paper  that  Dr.  F. 
A.  Hamlin,  a  prominent  physician  of  Au- 
burn, New  York,  had  been  removed  to  an 
asylum  at  Utica,  a  victim  of  the  morphine 
and  cocaine  habit.  Dr.  Hamlin  stood  high 
as  a  scientific  man  and  had  made  a  specialty 
of  treating  the  victims  of  a  habit  to  which 
he  has  now  fallen.  Hundreds  of  like  ex- 
amples might  be  cited  were  it  necessary, 
but  it  is  not. 

The  object  of  this  paper  is  not  to  win 
your  applause  but  to  stimulate  thought  and 
enquiry  in  your  minds  as  to  better  methods 
of  practice,  and  a  true  reform  in  medicine.

FRACTURES. 

By  O.  A.  Hydf,  M.  1). 

Three  questions  are  to  be  met  and  an- 
swered in  the  treatment  of  fractures,  viz  : 

First,  .What  bone  is  broken  ? 

Second,  What  is  the  degree  of  displace- 
ment and  consequent  injury  to  other  tis- 
sues ? 

Third,  What  treatment  will  best  promote 
repair  ? 

To  offer  suggestions  in  answer  to  the 
second  and  third  questions  will  be  the  aim 
of  this  paper. 

In  fractures,  the  fragments  are  partly,  or 


at  times,  closely  held  together  either  by 
bone  impaction,  by  muscular  attachments, 
ligaments  about  joints,  or  more  constantly, 
by  the  surrounding  periosteum. 

The  periosteum  forms  bands  or  bridges 
between  the  fragments,  or,  when  it  remains 
unbroken,  firmly  binds  the  smaller  and  oc- 
casionally the  large  fragments  to  the  rest 
of  the  shaft ;  this  support  being  most 
marked  in  the  neighborhood  of  tendinous 
and  ligamentous  attachments. 

The  service  thus  afforded  by  the  thick 
periosteum  of  infancy  and  childhood  aids 
greatly  in  preventing  wide  separation  of 
bone  tissue,  and  epiphyses. 

The  cartilages  may  be  considered  as  sup- 
ported in  a  similar  way  by  the  perichon- 
drium. 

When  fracture  results  from  great  vio- 
lence the  above  statement  applies  only  oc- 
casionally. 

Repair  in  cancellous  tissue  is  earlier  than 
in  the  hard  compact  bone  substance. 

Treatment  of  fractures,  at  the  present 
time,  is  divided  into  two  methods,  viz:  To 
assist  nature  to  continue  active  plysiologi- 
cal  processes  in  the  wounded  part  or  ex- 
tremity ;  or  to  give  perfect  rest  to  the 
wounded  parts  with  consequent  less  active 
reactionary  repair. 

In  deciding  which  to  adopt  or  follow,  we 
note  that  the  process  of  repair  of  bone 
tissue  is  almost  identical  with  that  of  soft 
tissues,  with  the  difference  that  at  the  later 
stages  bone  tissue  is  the  special  production. 
The  treatment  that  aims  to  give  perfect  rest 
to  the  affected  parts  has  been  employed  for 
centuries,  and  with  good  results. 

The  more  recent  method  that  is  engaging 
the  surgeons'  attention  has  given  greater 
comfort  to  the  patient,  and  is  followed  by 
earlier  cure,  and  may  be  regarded  as  a 
modification  of  the  first  or  old  treatment  of 
fractures. 

It  consists  in  the  daily  removal  of  the 
splints  and  the  application  of  Massage  to 
the  whole  limb,  of  parts  about  the  seat  of 
fracture,  the  bony  fragments  being  sup- 
ported or  held  in  place,  meanwhile  by  an 
assistant. 
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At  the  end  of  the  first  week  passive  flex- 
ion of  the  neighboring  joints  may  be  be- 
gun. 

In  the  case  of  a  limb,  the  splint  may  be 
removed  in  10  to  12  days,  and  the  arm  or 
leg  rested  on  a  pillow. 

There  are  two  objections  made  to  this 
treatment. 

That  the  motion  necessary  prevents  or 
delays  bony  union  and  the  possible  loosen- 
ing of  a  thrombus  in  some  injured  vein, 
which  then  may  enter  the  general  circula- 
tion. 

The  first  objection  is  answered  by  the 
experience  of  private  and  hospital  records 
stating  that  recover}-  is  more  rapid  than  by 
the  old  method. 

In  regard  to  the  second  objection,  we 
may  answer,  that  this  accident  is  probably 
very  rare  and  may  be  prevented  or  avoided 
by  employing  the  greatest  gentleness  in 
massaging  the  parts  during  the  first  ten 
days. 

Consolidation  may  be  so  strong  in  21 
days  that  patient  may  use  crutches. 

In  fracture  of  the  leg  the  body  weight 
may  be  bourn  in  5  or  6  weeks.  No  loss 
of  muscular  movement  or  strength  follows 
this  treatment.  The  muscles  instead  are 
free  from  the  rigidity  usual  after  the  old 
fixed  aparatus  had  been  used. 

Muscular  spasm  and  pain  so  often  an- 
noying these  patients  is  relieved  by  this 
early  continued  use  of  massage. 

In  or  near  joints,  great  care  is  necessary 
as  the  dressings  have  to  be  removed  at 
each  application. 

Immovable  dressings  if  used  at  all  would 
be  of  most  service  between  the  3rd  ana  6th 
week  (in  most  fractures  of  extremities)  the 
period  of  change  of  the  new  cancellous 
bone  tissue  to  the  hard  compact  variety. 

From  personal  observation  and  exper- 
ience I  regard  the  following  suggestions  as 
comprising  the  main  indications  for  the 
successful  treatment  of  fractures. 

First  Reduce  fractures  at  the  earliest 
moment. 

Second.  At  first  supporting  the  injured 
limb  or  part  in  a  natural  position,  without 


constriction  from  bandages,  by  pillows,  sand 
bags,  fracture  box  or  splints — with  exten- 
sion apparatus  if  necessary. 

Special  fractures  as  those  of  lower  jaw, 
ribs,  pelvis,  head  and  shoulder  require  fixed 
dressings  or  splints. 

Later,  after  2nd  week  in  fracture  of  most 
of  the  long  bones,  while  bone  callus  is 
changing  to  compact  tissue,  and  for  a  short 
time  after,  employ  splints  easily  removable, 
the  Bavarian  splint  often  serving  well  for 
this  purpose. 

Third.  Employ  Massage  throughout 
the  treatment  of  the  case,  especially  in  frac- 
tures of  the  extremities. 

Fourth.  When  passive  motion  is  re- 
quired begin  its  use  after  the  first  week ;  in 
joint  fractures,  from  the  time  of  injury.

ORIFICIAL  PHILOSOPHY  AND 
GYNECOLOGY. 

By  E.  H.  Muncie,  Ph.  IX,  M.  1). 

"Sympathetic  nerve  force  is  the  steam 
which  propels  the  entire  machinery  of  the 
body.  When  it  is  abundant  peristalses  are 
vigorous,  capillary  circulation  is  normal, 
and  health  prevails  throughout  the  sys- 
tem." A  lack  of  this  great  force  produces 
blood  stasis  in  whatever  part  of  the  body 
the  tissues  are  overtaxed,  or  are  weakest 
by  nature,  and  pathological  changes  re- 
sult. 

The  principles  of  orificial  philosophy  are 
embodied  essentially  in  the  study  of  the 
sympathetic  nervous  system.  This  study 
demonstrates  the  fact,  that  it  is  the  sym- 
pathetic system  which  is  concerned  directly 
with  the  involuntary  activities  of  the  body, 
and  these  activities  must  be  carried  on,  or 
existence  will  end. 

The  sympathetic  nervous  system  never 
sleeps,  while  our  conscious  self  rests,  all 
the  processes  of  circulation,  nutrition,  waste 
and  repair  must  be  active.  Not  so  the 
cerebro-spinal,  for  it  sleeps  every  night,  as 
well  as  under  anesthetic  and  narcotic  in- 
fluence. If  then,  the  sympathetic  system 
controls  circulation  and  nutrition,  it  is  im- 
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portant  that  the  gynecologist  considers  well 
its  function,  its  distribution  and  the  liabili- 
ties of  injury  to  its  pelvic  terminals. 

Perfect  nutrition  of  an  entire  body,  means 
perfect  health  of  every  tissue.  Perverted 
nervous  energy  means  perverted  nutrition 
and  disease. 

A  few  quotations  from  Elliot's  "Lectures 
on  Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases,"  will  give 
food  for  thought  along  this  line :  "The  sym- 
pathetic nervous  system  in  its  office,  both 
in  health  and  in  disease  has  not  been  suf- 
ficiently stuuied  and  comprehended.  Writ- 
ers and  lecturers  on  nervous  diseases  have 
been  prone  to  place  too  much  stress  upon 
lesions  of  the  cerebro-spinal  system,  neg- 
lecting in  whole  or  in  part  those  relating  to 
the  sympathetic  system.  Diseases  of  the 
cerebro-spinal  are,  in  fact,  largely  func- 
tional or  reflex  in  character,  due  to  an  irri- 
tation of  some  part  of  the  sympathetic  sys- 
tem. As  Professor  Pratt  rightly  says : 
"The  result  of  this  misapprehension  of  the 
relative  importance  of  the  two  nervous 
systems  in  matters  of  nutrition,  has  been 
to  lead  the  medical  profession  into  a  hare- 
and  hound  chase  after  the  effects  of  dis- 
order, rather  than  point  them  to  their 
cause."  "Orificial  philosophy  in  reality  is 
the  study  of  the  sympathetic  nervous  sys- 
tem, its  relations,  and  its  diseases,  and  the 
best  measures  to  be  used  for  their  cure." 
"Although  anatomists  have  for  many  gen- 
erations called  attention  to  the  existence  of 
the  sympathetic  nerve  and  its  functions, 
and  recognized  theoretically  the  important 
part  which  it  plays  in  nutrition  and  re- 
building of  every  part  of  the  bodily  struc- 
ture, nevertheless  in  the  maintenance  of 
health  and  the  healing  of  the  sick,  it  has 
been  practically  ignored."  "Chronic,  per- 
sistent, and  intractable  dyspepsia,  is  as  a 
rule,  due  to  the  disturbance  of  the  normal, 
rythmic  action,  through  irritation  of  the 
sympathetic  nerves  at  some  point ;  whether 
it  be  realized  by  the  patient  or  not,  it  is  al- 
most certain  that  either  in  one  or  other  of 
the  lower  orifices  of  the  body  this  irritation 
may  be  found,  and    this    being  removed 


speedy  cure  of  dyspepsia  can  be  depended 
upon." 

"We  live  by  the  tonicity  of  the  sympathe- 
tic nervous  system,  and  whatever  lessens 
the  power  of  the  nerve,  excites  correspond- 
ing depression  in  the  peristaltic  action  of 
the  bowels  ;  hence  a  torpid  digestion  re- 
sults." 

Thousands  every  year  are  sent  to  an 
earl}-  or  premature  grave  from  so-called  in- 
curable  diseases,  which  could  have  been 
remedied  by  the  proper  application  of  the 
principles  of  orificial  philosophy. 

It  is  paying  the  orificialists  a  high  com- 
pliment when  it  is  said  of  them,  that  their 
cases  are  the  broken  down,  hopeless  suf- 
ferers who  have  tried  without  success  every 
known  remedy,  from  patent  medicines  ex- 
tolled by  the  daily  newspapers,  to  those 
prescribed  by  the  most  eminent  physicians. 
It  shows  what  can  be  done  for  others  whose 
cases  are  not  so  hopeless,  when  the  cast- 
aways of  the  medical  profession  are  cared 
for  and  restored  to  health. 

The  following  case  represents  a  class  of 
sufferers,  with  whom  the  general  practi- 
tioner and  specialists  are  daily  coming  in 
contact.

Air.  S — .,  thirty-five  years  of  age,  single, 
and  residing  in  a  neighboring  city,  pre- 
sented the  following  history.  His  parents 
were  healthy.  He  had  lived  a  strictly 
moral  life.  He  had  kept  regular  hours. 
From  childhood,  he  had  been  obliged  to 
take  precaution  against  any  over-exertion, 
and  could  never  do  as  other  boys  had  done. 
While  he  had  made  a  success  of  business 
"everything  was  a  burden,"  and  he  was 
never  free  from  "distress"  in  the  back.  He 
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was  emaciated,  and  his  general  appearance 
bespoke  anemia,  malnutrition  nd  general 
prostration. 

He  suffered  constantly  from  a  dull,  heavy 
feeling  in  the  head,  a  bad.  bitter  taste  in  his 
mouth,  a  brown  coating  of  tongue,  and  a 
loss  of  appetite.  The  bowels  were  consti- 
pated. There  was  always  a  feeling  of  gen- 
eral weakness,  and  a  soreness  and  aching 
of  the  entire  muscular  system.  His  tem- 
perature by  the  mouth,  was  102  4-5,  pulse 
145.  He  had  never  been  in  good  health, 
having  always  suffered  from  constipation, 
for  which  he  had  taken  quantities  of  medi- 
cine. The  more  he  took,  the  worse  he 
seemed,  and  he  was  thoroughly  discour- 
aged. 

On  making  a  rectal  examination,  there 
was  found  to  be  four  small  papillae,  five 
pockets,  and  a  few  small  middle  hemor- 
rhoids. The  sexual  organs  presented  the 
following  conditions.  The  foreskin  was 
long  and  tight,  which  upon  retraction 
showed  the  glans  penis,  red  and  tender. 
The  meatus  was  also  small  and  congested. 

When  told  that  he  had  been  hampered  all 
his  life  by  these  conditions  of  the  sexual 
organs  and  rectum,  he  exclaimed:  "I  don't 
understand  this,  as  I  never  had  any  pain  in 
those  parts."  It  was  then  explained  to 
him  that  he  was  suffering  from  nerve  waste 
of  the  sympathetic  system,  which  is  the 
principle  motor-power  of  the  circulation 
and  nutrition  ;  that  these  nerves  do  not 
carry  the  messages  of  sensation  like  the 
cerebro-spinal.  but  their  functions  are  that 
principally  of  involuntary  motion;  that 
these  nerves  were  tired  out  just  as  he  was, 
all  over,  and  because  they  were  tired,  he 
had  indigestion,  malnutrition,  and  consti- 
pation. He  had  been  forcing  the  bowels 
to  move,  just  as  we  whip  up  an  old  jaded 
horse. 

He  was  then  placed  in  the  dorsal  posi- 
tion, and  his  bowels  were  found  to  be  dis- 
tended with  gas,  and  with  retention  of  fecal 
matter  which  was  no  doubt  the  cause  of  his 
fever,  resembling  the  first  stages  of  typhoid. 
He  became  alarmed  and  went  home,  con- 
sulted his  physician,  who  advised  him  to 


come  back  and  have  the  necessary  surgical 
treatment.  He  wished  to  have  the  opera- 
tion at  once,  this  was  refused  inasmuch  as 
his  temperature  was  still  rising. 

The  nurse  was  directed  to  give  him  first 
a  high  colon  flushing  of  warm  water,  to  be  ' 
followed  by  a  high  injection  of  cotton-seed 
oil.  through  a  long  intestinal  tube.  He 
was  to  retain  this  over  night,  and  in  the 
morning  before  expelling  the  oil,  another 
flushing  of  water  was  to  be  given.  These 
flushings  were  continued  every  day,  re- 
sulting in  the  passage  of  large  quantities  of 
black,  hard  fecal  matter.  The  tempera- 
ture, pulse  and  other  symptoms  improved 
proportionately,  and  in  about  ten  days,  the 
bowels  were  clear  of  this  retained  poisonous 
mass.  The  temperature  became  normal, 
and  the  patient  was  then  in  good  condition 
for  surgical  work. 

The  operation  consisted  "of  the  slit 
operation"  on  the  rectum,  circumcision,  en- 
larging of  the  meatus  and  passing  of  ure- 
thral sounds.  Two  months  after  this 
operation,  the  patient  had  gained  ten 
pounds  in  weight  and  declared  that  he  had 
never  felt  better  in  his  life. 

His  digestion  was  good,  and  his  bowels 
were  regular. 

This  patient's  chronic  condition  ,is  simi- 
lar to  that  of  thousands  around  us  who  go 
through  life  crippled  and  handicapped, 
never  reaching  their  highest  possibilities 
because  of  depleted  mental  and  physical 
powers,  due  to  lessened  circulation,  im- 
paired digestion,  and  faulty  assimilation 
from  a  weakened  sympathetic  nerve  force. 

My  object  in  citing  this  case,  is  not  to  call 
attention  to  the  retained  fecal  matter,  but 
to  the  exciting  cause  of  his  condition.  Why 
had  this  young  man.  born  of  healthy  par- 
ents, nurtured  under  the  most  favorable 
influences,  and  having  lived  a  moral  life, 
been  a  weakling  from  his  youth,  and  then 
at  the  age  of  thirty-five  found  life  scarcely 
worth  living? 

Because,  pathological  conditions,  ap- 
parently trifling  at  the  lower  orifices  of  the 
body,  had  prevented  the  sympathetic  sys- 
tem from  generating  the  amount  of  energy 
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required  to  propel  the  machinery  of  the 
body.  Since  the  removal  of  these  "trifles" 
restored  the  patient  to  health  and  strength, 
we  may  logically  reason,  that  had  this  been 
done  in  childhood,  he  would  not  have  spent 
the  best  years  of  his  life  in  physical  bond- 
age. 

By  removing  the  irritation  from  the  rec- 
tum, the  glans  penis  and  the  urethra,  not 
only  are  the  sympathetic  terminals  relieved, 
but  the  five  terminal  branches  of  the  pudic 
nerve  as  well.  Of  the  pudic,  one  has  said, 
"The  five  branches  of  the  pudic  nerve, 
carry  more  messages  of  discord  than  all 
the  other  nerves  combined."  Beginning 
here,  it  is  not  difficult  to  trace  the  "nerve  im- 
pulse through  the  hypogastric  plexes  and 
by  conducting  cords  to  the  Meisner's 
ganglia  and  Auerbach's  plexus  in  the  in- 
testines. 

(A  detailed  tracing  of  the  course  of  these 
nerves  will  be  found  in  the  Transactions  of 
the  Eclectic  Society,  1893-97,  P  I9^>)- 

Nature  endeavors  to  overcome  disease. 
The  surgeon  removes  that  which  is  ham- 
pering nature.  Having  given  her  this 
help,  which  in  this  special  case  under  con- 
sideration, was  a  simple  matter,  she  is  able 
to  bring  about  a  healthy  activity  of  the 
parts  affected,  as  proved  by  the  results  ac- 
complished.

VEGETABLE  ANTITOXIN. 

By  Max  Meter,  FL  D.,  M.  D. 

Diseases  are  produced  by  poisons  which, 
after  finding  their  entrance  into  the  body, 
produce  destruction  of  certain  tissues. 

The  profession  came,  after  long  investi- 
gation, to  this  conclusion.  Pathology  has 
demonstrated  beyond  doubt  that  the  de- 
structive effects  manifest  themselves  either 
in  softening  or  hardening  producing  atro- 
phy or  hypertrophy  of  cells,  fibres  and 
organs,  and  in  this  way  impairing  the  nor- 
mal functions  of  the  subtle  mechanism  of 
the  body. 

The  great  changes  which  take  place  in 
the  animal  economy  are  entirely  of  a  chemi- 


cal character,  and  oxidation  is  the  prime 
factor.  Anything  that  disturbs  the  work- 
ing plan  of  this  great  and  well  regulated 
chemical  factory  brings  the  machinery,  the 
vital  process,  to  a  standstill. 

The  destructive  substances  which  pro- 
duce disease  are  of  a  chemical  nature  and 
regarded  as  true  poisons.  Their  effects 
have  been  studied  for  thousands  of  years 
and  substances  have  been  employed  to 
counteract  their  destruction.  This  was 
done  empirically  until  a  closer  study,  at 
the  end  of  the  last  century,  developed  the 
logical  thought  that  if  disease  is  produced 
by  a  chemical  substance  a  material  which 
would  neutralize  and  eliminate  the  destruc- 
tive effects  of  the  poison  would  relieve  and 
give  us  a  perfect  cure. 

Bacteriology  has  tried  to  solve  the 
problem.  It  has  shown  that  most  diseases 
are  the  sequelae  of  micro-organisms  called 
bacteria,  little  plants  coming  into  the  body, 
multiplying  enormously,  and  producing  a 
poison  of  a  chemical  nature. 

Knowing  that  this  poison  is  the  cause  of 
a  specific  disease,  the  thought  wTas  to  hunt 
for  a  material  that  could  be  used  as  an  an- 
tidote or  an  antagonist. 

The  era  of  serum  therapy  was  the  natural 
outcome  of  this  thought.  The  prominent 
representatives  being  Jenner,  Pasteur, 
Koch,  Neisser,  Loeffier  and  others,  but 
as  soon  as  new  bacteria  were  discovered, 
new  animal  serums  or  antitoxins  had  to  be 
manufactured.  The  serum  therapy  could 
not  be  explained  satisfactorily  until  the  dis- 
covery of  the  tetanus  and  diphtheria 
serums,  then  their  actions  Avere  acknowl- 
edged to  be  of  a  chemical  nature.  Al- 
though we  possess  serums  for  small-pox, 
hydrophobia,  tetanus,  tuberculosis,  diph- 
theria and  bubonic  plague,  these  few  are 
insufficient  for  the  legion  of  enemies  in  the 
form  of  bacteriae  which  endanger  life. 

Undoubtedly  by  the  application  of  anti- 
toxin many  a  life  has  been  saved,  but  how 
many  lives  have  been  lost  by  its  employ- 
ment ? 

The  antitoxins  are  very  dangerous. 
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I.  All  serums  are  derived  from  animals 
made  sick  purposely. 

Although  young  and  apparently  healthy 
animals  are  selected  for  the  production  of 
antitoxin,  there  is  no  certainty  as  to  the 
dangers  of  heredity. 

II.  The  efficacious  substances  in  the 
serums  are  absolutely  unknown,  because 
they  cannot  be  analyzed,  isolated  or 
weighed.  The  strength  is  obtained  by 
tests  upon  animals,  or  as  the  term  means 
empirically  standardized,  therefore  the 
physician  is  unable  to  know  the  exact  ac- 
tion of  the  serum. 

III.  The  animal  antitoxins  and  the 
metabolic  products  of  the  bacteria  multiply 
enormously  in  the  organism,  especially  in 
the  human  body  which  favors  their  rapid 
reproduction.  Gradually  saturation  and 
neutralization  takes  place,  and  'this  moment 
is  termed  immunization.  Sometimes  the 
process  of  multiplication  of  toxins  stops  at 
this  point,  but  unfortunately  the  incal- 
culable effect  progresses  and  there  is  noth- 
ing to  check  it.  The  destructive  action 
sets  in  and  many  a  life  has  passed  away  in 
consequence  of  the  inability  to  arrest  this 
deleterious  effect. 

[V.  Animal  antitoxins  can  only  be  in- 
troduced into  the  system  hypodermically, 
i.  e.  by  direct  incorporation  into  the  blood 
circulation  because  the  digestive  track  does 
not  absorb  but  destroys  the  substances. 

V.  The  animal  antitoxins  being  entire- 
ly of  an  organic  composition  keep  a  limited 
time  only.  They  decompose  and  con- 
stantly have  to  be  tested  for  their  thera- 
peutic value.  Hence  European  govern- 
ments withdraw  suddenly  a  whole  series 
which  have  been  found  inert  or  dangerous. 

Against  the  use  of  antitoxins  much  has 
been  said.  And  Dr.  Herman  in  an  arti- 
cle in  the  New  York  Medical  Journal  of 
April  27th.  [900,  stated  that  the  death  rate 
of  diphtheria  had  increased  enormously  in 
the  last  few  years  owing  to  the  use  of  anti- 
toxin. 

For  a  brief  period  it  has  been  known  that 
every  poison  of  an  acute  infectious  disease 


bacteria  or  otherwise  possesses  specific 
characteristic  properties  which  are  very 
similar  to  vegetable  or  mineral  poisons. 
As  for  example,  diphtheria  and  belladonna, 
whether  produced  by  the  metabolism  of 
cholera  and  arsenic,  scarlet  fever  and  eserin 
resemble  each  other.  Muscarine  and 
hyosciamine,  neurine  and  atropine,  mytilo- 
toxine  and  curare,  tyrotoxine  and  coniine, 
cadaverine  and  nicotine,  putrescine  and 
brucine  act  alike  and  produce  nearly  the 
same  symptoms.  In  this-  respect  numer- 
ous experiments  have  been  made  not  alone 
from  a  chemical,  but  from  a  physiological 
therapeutical  and  clinical  standpoint  and 
men  like  Vaughan,  Kreidmann,  Vonjaksh 
and  others  have  spent  many  years  of 
earnest  stud)"  in  order  to  detect  a  non-or- 
ganic antitoxin  which  not  alone  could  be 
analyzed,  isolated  and  weighed  but  could 
be  fixed  so  accurately  that  its  employment 
for  each  and  every  stage  of  disease  in  every 
constitution,  age  and  sex  would  be  mathe- 
matically safe. 

Jt  is  well  known  that  the  poisons  that 
produce  disease  select  certain  parts  of  the 
body.  Tuberculosis  affects  mainly  the 
lungs,  diphtheria  the  pharynx,  measles  and 
scarlet  fever  the  blood,  skin,  etc.  This  is 
also  true  of  the  vegetable  and  mineral 
poisons,  for  we  find  that  belladonna  and  its 
alkaloids  have  a  great  affinity  for  the 
pharynx  arsenic  for  the  intestines,  eserine 
for  the  blood  vessels,  etc. 

We  know  every  poison  has  its  specific 
chemical  substance  by  means  of  which  it 
produces  specific  actions  and  can  be  dif- 
ferentiated from  others.  These  sub- 
stances have  been  analyzed  and  investi- 
gated and  from  the  results  obtained  we  are 
able  to  explain  the  influence  they  exert 
upon  those  organs  tor  which  they  have  the 
greatest  affinity. 

The  small  doses  which  we  need  are  in- 
terpreted by  the  fact  that  the  brain  in- 
tluences  the  action  of  the  remedy  and  di- 
rects it  by  means  of  the  blood  circulation, 
which  itself  is  not  altered  by  the  remedy  to 
a  certain  era  where  it  is  deposited  and  per- 
f<  inns  its  dutv. 
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How  otherwise  could  we  explain  the  dis- 
tinct and  specific  effects  of  one  centigram 
of  morphine  or  five  decimilligrams  of 
atropine  which  act  after  a  few  minutes? 
True  enough  our  remedies  are  nothing  but 
antidotes  and  antagonists  for  the  poisons 
that  produce  disease.  Lately  medical 
men  have  taken  up  the  study  and  find  that 
alkaloids  alone  or  in  combination  with 
other  remedies  form  true  antitoxins. 

Kreidmann  of  Germany  was  the  first 
who  pointed  out  that  the  vegetable  anti- 
toxins have  the  peculiar  property  to  loosen 
the  tissues  where  the  infectious  destruction 
lias  taken  place.  They  prepare  the  area 
for  the  remedies.  By  a  chemical  union  in 
the  status  nascendi  the  antitoxins  will 
counteract  and  neutralize  the  deleterious 
effects  of  the  organic  poisons  and  as  we  can 
regulate  the  dose  at  will,  we  have  it  in  our 
hands  to  stop  the  action  and  counter  action 
at  any  moment.  Pursuing  this  theory  1 
found  in  my  researches  of  a  few  years  a 
combination  which  not  alone  gives  perfect 
satisfaction  but  has  exceeded  my  expecta- 
tions. 

This  substance  I  have  tested  chemically 
as  well  as  therapeutically  over  and  over 
again  and  I  have  obtained  results  during 
an  experimental  period  of  nearly  three 
years  which  proves  to  me  that  these  vege- 
table antitoxins  have  stood  the  test  and 
can  be  employed  without  any  danger  and 
that  it  is  a  therapeutic  agent  par  excellence. 
This  substance  crystalizes  in  fine  silky 
white  needles,  is  soluble  in  any  proportion 
of  water,  alcohol,  ether,  chloroform,  com- 
bines readily  with  other  therapeutic  agent's, 
does  not  decompose,  has  an  aromatic  bitter 
taste,  can  be  administered  by  mouth,  rec- 
tum or  hypodermicallv.  Its  chemical

The  chemical  name  of  this  substance  is 
Homoquinamethyldihydrazine  —  perchlo- 
rate  or  "Bazyl".

I  have  treated  acute  and  chronic, 
general,  functional  and  specific  diseases 
and  can  state  that  in  the  score  of  cases  the 
result  of  nearly  all  were  astonishingly  good. 

My  investigations  are  not  yet  concluded 
but  from  the  results  obtained  it  is  evident 
that  Bazyl  will  have  a  permanent  place  as 
a  therapeutic  agent.

MY  EXPERIENCE  WITH  LOBELIA.

Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Specific  Medication  Club  : 

The  drug  that  I  have  selected  for  your 
consideration  this  evening  is  one  of  the 
most  useful  remedial  agents,  especially  in 
the  practice  of  Specific  Medication.  It  is 
Lobelia  or  what  is  commonly  known  as 
Indian  Tobacco. 

I  shall  not  go  into  the  Botanical  descrip- 
tion of  the  drug  but  will  briefly  consider 
its  physiological  and  therapeutical  action. 

Lobelia  has  an  acrid  and  nauseous  taste 
and  an  unpleasant  tobacco  odor.  It  is 
expectorant,  diuretic,  diaphoretic,  anti- 
spasmodic, narcotic,  emetic  and  purgative. 
It  is  a  motor  depressant.  In  minute  doses 
it  is  a  reliable  stimulant  to  all  mucous  sur- 
faces. 

Toxic  doses  produces  burning  pain  in 
oesophagus,  excites  an  abundant  flow  of 
saliva  and  gastric  mucous,  profuse  urina- 
tion and  sweating,  the  pulse  becomes  rapid 
and  feeble,  extreme  prostration,  coma  or 
convulsions  and  death  from  respiratory 
failure. 

Twenty  drops  of  the  fluid  extract  will 
produce  prompt  emesis,  but  causes  an  ex- 
cessive prostration  also  colicky  pains. 

Lobelia  is  contra — indicated  in  enlarged 
or  fatty  heart  as  it  paralyzes  the  motor 
nerve  trunks,  also  the  vaso-motor  centres. 

Dr.  Laws  of  Cal.,  regards  Lobelia  as  a 
non-toxic  and  a  general  antidote  for  all 
poisons,  internal  and  external.     Lobelia  is 
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a  specific  in  irritable,  spasmodic  and  op- 
pressed breathing.  It  counter  acts  spas- 
modic actions  of  all  lining  membrane,  be 
it  in  the  throat,  intestines,  uterus  or  rec- 
tum. 

In  spasmodic  affections,  such  as  asthma, 
whooping  cough,  croup,  laryngismus 
stridulous,  in  short — from  infantile  con- 
vulsions to  puerperal  eclampsia,  this  drug 
is  specifically  indicated.  Lobelia  has  a 
peculiar  and  specific  action  upon  the  motor 
and  respiratory  nerves,  thus  relaxing  the 
lining  membrane  and  promoting  a  normal 
secretion. 

It  is  therefore  indicated  in  all  catarrhal 
affections  of  the  lungs,  bronchi,  etc.  In 
small  and  often  repeated  doses  especially 
when  used  in  combination  with  amonium 
carbonate  Ipec.  or  grindelia,  it  is  a  reliable 
stimulating  expectorant. 

Eight  cases  of  tetanus  are  reported  cured 
from  hypodermic  injection  of  Lobeline, 
from  i  to  6  grains. 

I  will  mention  several  cases  of  different 
maladies  which  I  have  successfully  treated. 
A  case  of  asthma  of  the  severest  type  I 
prescribed  drop  1-4  doses  of  Lobelia  to  be 
taken  every  15  minutes;  tnen  in  a  tea  kettle 
of  hot  water,  I  added  1-2  dr.  of  oil  of 
Lobelia  and  about  15  grs.  of  menthol  crys- 
tals, allowing  this  mixture  to  boil  and  the 
patient  to  inhale  the  steam. 

In  less  than  two  hours  my  patient,  for  the 
first  time  in  24  hours,  could  lie  down  with 
ease  and  drop  off  to  sleep. 

In  a  case  of  croup  I  used  Aconite  and 
Lobelia  alternately,  also  an  inhalation  of 
1-2  dr.  of  each  of  the  oils  of  Lobelia  and 
Eucalyptus.  My  child  improved  imme- 
diately. In  a  case  of  catarrh  of  the  sig- 
moid I  used  of  Lobelia  1-2  dr.,  colorless 
Hydrastis  1-2  oz.  to  the  pint  of  hot  water 
and  injected  same  per  rectum.  The  bene- 
ficial results  were  noticeable  in  short  order. 
In  catarrhal  affection  of  the  uterus  with  an 
irritable  and  rigid  os  in  cases  where  with 
the  menstrual  How,  chunks  of  endometrium 
are  expelled.  I  inject  with  syringe  2  drops 
of  each  of  Lobelia  aim  Sanguinaria,  allow- 


ing same  to  remain  in  the  cervical  ccnal. 
About  6  injections  of  the  above  combina- 
tion will  make  the  os  feel  and  look  normal, 
will  take  away  the  irritation  and  promote  a 
normal  secretion.  Also  used  it  in  rigid 
os  during  labor  with  good  resmts.  In 
angina  pectoris,  small  and  frequent  doses 
of  Lobelia  taken  in  hot  water,  and  the  oil 
of  Lobelia,  applied  externally  and  a  piece 
of  flannel  laid  over  the  chest  to  keep  it 
warm,  will  give  you  marked  results  with- 
out the  use  of  opiates  or  other  neart  de- 
pressants. 

In  intestinal  or  infantile  colic,  minute 
doses  of  Lobelia  given  in  hot  water  every 
15  minutes,  will  soon  soothe  the  nervous 
irritation  and  induce  sleep.  In  atonic 
constipation,  where  there  is  dry  and  hard 
feces  give  ten  drops  of  the  tincture  at  bed 
time. 

If  Lobelia  is  injected  in  strangulated 
hernia  early  you  can  lay  your  knife  aside, 
your  patient  is  relieved. 

Where  you  want  to  employ  an  agent  to 
relax  the  muscular  liDres  as  well  as  tendons 
use  Lobelia  ointment.  It  not  alone  re- 
laxes but  relieves  the  irritation,  especially 
in  joints  where  we  have  increased  bone 
substance. 

There  is  an  article  published  in  the 
Transactions  of  the  Eclectic  Medical  So- 
ciety (in  which  Dr.  Boskowitz  gives  his  ex- 
perience of  Lobelia  as  a  local  remedy  in 
stricture. 

He  used  15  m  of  Lobelia  per  urethra, 
closing  up  the  meatus  for  about  five  min- 
utes, then  passing  a  large  sound  with  ease, 
where  before  the  use  of  the  said  drug  he 
could  not  even  pass  a  filiform  bougie. 
One  of  the  best  anti-septic  washes  I  have 
ever  used  is  the  "Eclectic  wash"  of  Dr. 
Boskowitz.  composed  of  Lobelia,  Baptisia 
and  Sulphate  « >f  Zinc.

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PRACTICAL    THOUGHTS    ON  LA 
GRIPPE. 

By  R.  A,  Toms,  M.  D. 

Under  the  modern  nomenclature  of  dis- 
ease the  name  La  Grippe  stands  promi- 
nently forth  as  signifying  one  of  the  most 
prevalent  conditions  at  certain  seasons  of 
the  year  which  confront  the  general  prac- 
titioner at  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth 
century. 

The  familiarity  of  the  Laity  with  the 
name  lias,  I  think,  resulted  in  a  measure  in 
all  forms  of  cold  regardless  of  degree  of 
severity  or  special  characteristics  becoming 
classified  both  by  the  Laity  and  to  some 
extent  by  the  practitioner  as  La  Grippe. 

In  the  case  of  the  Laity  this  is  easily  ex- 
plained by  their  ignorance  of  the  subject 
and  the  desire  to  >be  in  the  fashion  and  in 
the  case  of  the  physician  the  designation  is 
often  excusable  for  psychological  reasons 
and  others  of  a  practical  nature. 

That  there  is  a  condition  of  common 
cold  separate  and  distinct  from  the  patho- 
logical condition  of  true  La  Grippe  is  of 
course  recognized  by  all  observers. 

The  selection  of  the  proper  treatment  of 
La  Grippe  renders  necessary  a  careful  dif- 
ferential diagnosis  between  these  two  some- 
what similar  conditions. 

The  ordinary  cold  is  seldom  accom- 
panied lby  any  pronounced  muscular  sore- 
ness or  "bone  aching"  as  the  La  Grippe 
patient  will  describe  it,  while  tumefaction 
of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  air  pas- 
sages and  later  corryza  are  almost  constant 
accompaniments  of  the  condition.  While 
in  La  Grippe  the  "aching  all  over"  is  al- 
ways more  or  less  pronounced  and  corryza 
is  a  somewhat  rare  symptom.  The  ex- 
treme prostration  coming  on  immediately 
or  with  the  decline  of  the  fever  is  decidedly 
characteristic  of  the  latter  condition. 

In  the  cases  of  La  Grippe  coming  under 
my  notice  during  the  present  season  there 
has  been  in  every  instance  a  slightly  pain- 
ful condition  of  some  portion  of  the 
throat. 

In  my  opinion  the  mortality  from  La 


Grippe  (barring  indiscretions  of  the  patient 
leading  to  subsequent  pneumonia)  should 
be  nil. 

In  the  cases  coming  under  my  care  a 
somewhat  routine  treatment  has  been  fol- 
lowed, varied  occasionally  as  circumstances 
warranted  by  a  little  specific  medication. 

For  the  pyrexia  regardless  of  degree  of 
severity  I  consider  aconite  in  small  frequent 
doses  the  remedy  par  excellence  and  when 
I  say  aconite  I  do  not  mean  a  tincture  made 
from  any  old  specimen  of  the  drug  but  a 
preparation  such  as  is  prepared  by  Lloyd 
or  Merrell. 

With  the  flushed  face  and  bright  eye  I 
would  add  a  little  gelsemium  to  my  aconite 
mixture.  For  the  muscular  soreness  a 
little  cimicifuga  and  where  soreness  in  the 
chest  is  present  a  little  bryonia. 

I  have  also  found  the  fluid  extract  of 
asclepias  exceedingly  useful  given  in  fifteen 
drop  doses  preferably  in  hot  water  at  fre- 
quent intervals. 

Wnere  the  pain  is  very  severe  an  oc- 
casional dose  of  one  of  the  numerous 
analgesics  may  be  necessary  for  temporary' 
relief.  In  true  La  Grippe  I  do  not  con- 
sider quinine  as  of  any  value  whatever  and 
have  never  seen  clinical  results  justify  its 
administration. 

With  reference  to  variations  in  treatment 
according  to  specific  indications  I  have 
found  relying  on  tongue  indications  alone, 
that  an  alkaline  sulphite  or  a  dilute  acid 
(generally  the  muriatic)  have  often  given 
me  the  most  gratifying  results.

THE  DANGER  OF  DRUGS. 

Notes  from  an  address  by  Prof.  Lloyd 
at  the  Mass.  Eclectic  Society's  Meeting. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  addresses 
delivered  yesterday  at  the  semiannual 
meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Eclectic 
society,  held  in  Hotel  Thorndike,  was  by 
Prof.  John  LTri  Lloyd  of  Cincinnati,  who 
is  also  president  of  the  Eclectic  medical 
institute  of  that  place.  Prof.  Lloyd  has 
had  30  years  direct  and  active  practice  in 
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the  pharmaceutical  laboratory,  and  has 
been  engaged  in  pharmacy  since  1863. 
He  told  yesterday  of  the  investigation  of 
drugs,  suggested  as  useful  in  medicine,  to 
determine  the  authenticity  of  the  claim  of 
their  sponsors.     Said  Prof.  Lloyd : 

"By  far  the  larger  number  fail  to  sup- 
port the  claim  upon  which  they  are  recom- 
mended. Even  if  discovered  to  possess 
curative  properties  it  is  almost  inevitably 
the  case  that  great  exaggeration  has  been 
made. 

"The  Eclectic  school  has  made  it  an  ob- 
ject to  develop  the  American  materia 
medica,  confining  itself  to  native  botanical 
productions.  In  doing  this  they  investi- 
gate the  drugs  obtained  from  these  plants 
and  also  study  the  chemical  and  phar- 
maceutical sides.  For  75  years  they  have 
been  making  this  work  a  specialty  and 
have  contributed  the  result  of  their  inves- 
tigation to  the  world  of  science.  Thus 
they  bring  their  contribution  to  the  entire 
medical  profession. 

"The  Eclectic  school  is  small  in  num- 
bers, but  it  is  not  to  be  measured  thus,  its 
real  worth  and  influence  are  to  be  ascer- 
tained by  what  it  accomplishes. 

"If  during  the  75  years  of  our  work  we 
have  even  done  no  more  than  give  to  the. 
world  five  invaluable  new  remedies,  we 
have  done  the  woiiu  incalculable  good. 
To  show  that  we  have  done  this  the  pages 
of  the  pharmacopaeia  and  dispensatories 
embrace  numbers  of  invaluable  remedies 
introduced  and  developed  by  us. 

'The  cold  blooded  introducing  of  a  sub- 
stance as  a  remedy  which  has  no  thera- 
peutic value  is  a  crime  against  humanity. 
And  be  it  said  to  the  credit  of  the  Eclectic 
school  that  no  charge  of  this  kind  has  ever 
be  e  n  brought  against  it.  Every  drug  in- 
troduced and  every  plant  recommended  in 
this  school  has  been  severely  tested  and 
then  published  under  its  proper  scientific 
name,  and  placed    free   to   the   world  for 

open  use. 

"With  this  thought  in  mind  I  wish  to 
call  to  your  attention  that  a  great  wrong 
can   be   done   by   recommending  an  inert 


and  harmless  substance,  even  though  it  be 
not  of  a  kind  to  produce  direct  injury  to 
the  patient.  For,  in  relying  upon  in- 
efficient material,  the  physician  is  pre- 
vented from  employing  one  of  the  many- 
other  articles  which  have  an  established 
value. 

"Let  us  not  forget  that  it  is  our  duty  to 
give  as  well  as  to  receive.  We  employ 
materials  and  methods  of  the  other  schools, 
otherwise  we  would  not  be  Eclectic,  and, 
in  justice  to  ourselves,  we  must  make  re- 
turns to  them  through  our  own  special 
work. 

"We,  as  Eclectics,  are  not  antagonists 
of  the  older  schools,  but  friendly  competi- 
tors in  the  struggle  to  benefit  the  world." 
— Boston  Globe. 
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"Don't  quiet  children  with  opium  or 
any  product  of  opium"  constitutes  advice 
overflowing  with  wisdom. 

Patients  -afflicted  with  dribbling  urine, 
accompanied  by  a  burning  sensation  in  the 
urethra,  should  be  given  Santonine.  The 
administration  of  one  grain  every  hour  or 
two  will  usually  afford  prompt  relief. 


In  spasmodic  croup  Ipecac  is  a  remedy 
which  should  not  be  forgotten.  If  a 
speedy  effect  is  desired  from  ten  to  thirty 
drops  of  the  specific  medicine  (or  a  good 
fluid  extract)  may  be  given  to  a  child  three 
years  of  age,  and  repeated  in  thirty  min- 
utes if  necessary. 


In  spasmodic  urethral  stricture  Gel- 
sumium  is  one  of  our  most  efficient  reme- 
dies, when  exhibited  in  doses  sufficiently 
large  to  bring  the  patient  fully  under  its 
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relaxant  influence.  Irritations  of  the 
.bladder  in  the  female  also  furnish  a  fertile 
field  for  the  display  of  the  great  relieving 
power  of  this  drug. 


Gastorrhagia  is  well  treated  with  Ipecac. 
It  not  only  lessens  the  hemorrhage  by 
modifying  the  vomiting,  but  it  has  a  direct 
influence  over  the  hemorrhage  itself.  Ten 
drops  of  the  specific  medicine  (or  a  good 
fluid  extract)  added  to  four  ounces  of  water 
constitutes  a  prescription  of  which  one 
teaspoonful  should  be  administered  every 
fifteen  minutes  to  every  hour.  - 


In  fevers  characterized  by  disturbance  of 
the  nervous  system,  a  careful  examination 
will  very  frequently  reveal  symptoms  call- 
ing for  Gelsemium,  and  its  prompt  exhibi- 
tion may  prevent  the  patient  from  passing 
into  a  very  dangerous  condition.  Flushed 
face,  unusually  bright  eyes  and  contracted 
pupils  are  prominent  indications  for  this 
medicament  which  should  never  be  neg- 
lected. 


The  curative  effects  of  a  medicine  are 
not  so  much  dependent  upon  the  dose  of 
the  drug  as  upon  its  quality.  If  the  prep- 
aration faithfully  represents  the  indicated 
medicament  the  dose  required  is  small — 
much  smaller,  no  doubt,  than  is  generally 
supposed.  A  four  ounce  prescription  con- 
taining five  drops  of  the  specific  aconite, 
and  given  in  teaspoonful  doses  every  hour 
or  two,  furnishes  a  patient  but  a  very  small 
quantity  of  the  drug,  and  yet  we  all  know 
that  this  small  dose  is  very  effective,  and 
in  many  fevers  decidedly  curative. 


In  pneumonia  or  pleurisy,  when  there 
are  sharp  pains  in  the  chest,  and  catching 
pains  on  inspiration,  or  a  painful  harass- 
ing cough,  Bryonia  is  a  remedy  to  depend 
upon.  It  is  also  a  reliable  agent  when 
there  are  inflammatory  products  to  be  ab- 
sorbed. Its  early  exhibition,  therefore,  in 
effusions  should  not  be  neglected.  In  la 
grippe  indications  are  often  found  for  this 
agent.    Bryonia  and  Gelsemium  combined 


constitute  an  all-around  prescription  for  it 
which  will  do  a  great  deal  more  good  than 
harm.  That  is  more  than  can  be  said  for 
most  of  the  coal-tar  "antis." 


Indications  for  Veratrum  Viride  arc 
frequently  seen  in  pneumonia.  It  is  one 
of  our  best  remedies  in  wrongs  of  the 
lungs.  Under  its  influence  the  heart's 
action  is  improved,  the  pulse  soon  lowered, 
secretion  established,  breathing  made  more 
easy  and  expectoration  more  free.  Some 
doctors  prescribe  Veratrum  in  nearly  all 
of  their  cases  of  pneumonia,  but  in  this,  as 
in  all  other  wrongs,  the  full  and  bounding 
pulse  may  Ibe  safely  taken  as  the  specific 
call  for  its  aid.  The  cases  needing  Vera- 
trum are  usually  found  among  strong  and 
robust  persons.  Ten  to  twenty  drops  of 
Specific  Veratrum  (or  a  good  fluid  ex- 
tract) added  to  four  ounces  of  water  makes 
a  prescription  of  sufficient  strength  when 
administered  in  teaspoonful  doses  ever) 
half  hour  to  every  two  hours. 


The  duty  and  right  of  Eclecticism  is  to 
absorb  everything  that  is  of  value  to  the 
sick.  If  a  man  sees  fit  to  select  a  certain 
number  of  drugs  and  claim  that  they  are 
cure  alls  he  has  a  right  to  do  so.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  about  that.  If  1  find  that 
a  part  or  all  of  these  selected  remedies  are 
of  use  to  me  in  the  treatment  of  abnormal 
conditions,  as  an  Eclectic  I  also  have  a 
right  'to  employ  them.  There  certainly 
can  be  no  doubt  about  that.  In  doing  sor 
however,  I  do  not  necessarily  endorse  the 
extravagant  claims  made  for  them.  I 
take  them,  one  by  one,  and  endeavor  to 
discover  specific  indications  which  will 
serve  as  reliable  guides  when  their  aid 
seems  desirable. 


Prof.  H.  T.  Webster  recommends  the 
Carbonate  of  Potassium  as  a  remedy  for 
urticaria,  or  "hives,"  and  says :  "I  have 
prescrioed  this  remedy  hundreds  of  times 
within  the  past  few  years  without  a  single 
failure.  Though,  of  course,  not  everyone 
has  afterward  reported."     Add  ten  grains 
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of  the  drug  to  four  ounces  of  water,  and 
direct  one  teaspoonful  of  the  mixture  to  be 
administered  every  hour. 

In  writing  of  Nux  Vomica,  Dr.  Nieder- 
korn  says:  "With  this  agent  I  believe  I 
can  relieve  or  cure  over  one-half  of  our 
gastric  and  intestinal  disturbances,  acute 
or  chronic.  Not  those  of  an  inflammatory 
nature,  but  in  atonic  conditions.  There 
is  no  better  remedy.  Nausea,  vomiting, 
pain  in  small  intestines,  where  tongue  is 
pallid,  a  creamy,  pasty,  yellowish  coat  on 
tongue,  a  yellowish  sallow  .  about  the 
mouth  :  these  are  the  guides.  Let  it  be 
gastric,  splenic,  hepatic  or  intestinal,  it 
makes  no  difference.  Its  decided  tonic 
and  stimulating  action  on  the  sympathetic 
or  spinal  nerves  is  very  evident.  Want  of 
innervation,  atonic  conditions,  not  inflam- 
matory or  irritative  conditions,  not  in  cen- 
tral or  nervous  irritation  not  the  reddened, 
elongated  and  pointed  tongue,  and  you 
cannot  go  astray."  R.  Nux  Vomica,  gtt. 
i  to  v,  water,  oz.  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  two  to  four  hours. 


In  speaking  of  specifics,  Prof.  W.  E. 
Bloyer  presents  the  subject  in  a  most  com- 
prehensive manner,  and  pointedly  remarks  : 
"In  many  or  all  cases  of  certain  diseases 
the  same  or  nearly  the  same  symptoms  al- 
ways prevail,  and  the  same  remedies  are 
indicated  in  nearly  all  of  these  cases;  yet 
these  self  same  remedies  cannot  be  termed 
specifics  for  these  diseases,  because  some 
cases  are  not  the  same,  and  do  not  respond 
to  the  remedies.  Because  Aconite  and 
Phytolacca  are  indicated  in  and  will  cure 
many  cases  of  tonsilitis,  we  cannot  call 
them  specifics  for  tonsilitis.  They  always 
meet  or  counteract  the  same  symptoms, 
whether  the  disease  be  tonsilitis  or  anv 
other." 


CRATAEGUS  ( >  X  Y  AC  A  NTH  A . 

[Abstract  from  Dr.  Fyfe's  ^'Kssentials  of  Modern 
Materia  Mcdica  and  Therapeutics."] 

Common  Names — Hawthorn,  English 
I  fawthorn. 

Natural  Order — Rosacea- . 


Description— This  thorny  shrub  or  small 
tree  is  found  throughout  most  of  the  north 
temperate  regions  of  the  world.  Its 
leaves  have  from  three  to  five  lobes,  are 
irregularly  toothed  and  narrowed .  at  the 
base.  The  flowers  are  white  or  pink,  and 
have  a  pleasantly  sweet  odor.  Its  fruit  is 
globular,  red  in  color  and  contains  a  single 
hard  bony  nut. 

Doses — Fluid  extract,  10  to  15  drops; 
specific  medicine,  5  to  10  drops. 

Usual  Prescription  -R.  Crataegus  Oxya- 
cantha,  gtt.  x  to  dr.  i,  water,  oz.  iv.  M. 
Sig.  Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  half 
hour  to  every  three  hours. 

Indications — Cardiac  neuralgia ;  palpita- 
tion ;  vertigo ;  irregular  and  intermittent 
pulse,  with  increased  rate ;  despondency 
and  anxiety;  extreme  dyspnoea  on  slight 
exertion,  usually  accompanied  with  pain  in 
the  region  of  the  heart ;  mitral  regurgitant 
murmur;  nervous  indigestion  with  consti- 
pation from  atonic  condition  of  the  lower 
bowel;  great  exhaustion  from  slight  men- 
tal or  physical  exertion ;  albumen  and  ex- 
cess of  phosphates  in  the  urine ;  swelling 
of  hands  and  feet,  with  a  feeling  of  pros- 
tration; affections  of  the  heart  following 
attack  of  inflammatory  rheumatism ;  val- 
vular deficiency  with  or  without  enlarge- 
ment. 

Crataegus  is  a  remedy  of  great  power  in 
both  functional  and  organic  wrongs  of  the 
heart.  In  angina  pectoris  and  in  valvular 
deficiency,  with  and  without  enlargement, 
most  wonderful  results  have  been  obtained 
from  its  exhibition  after  the  failure  of  some 
of  the  best  known  heart  remedies.  In 
cardiac  dropsy  its  action  is  promptly  cura- 
tive, and  in  dropsical  conditions  not  of  car- 
diac origin  it  is  said  to  be  efficient.  The 
best  results  are  usually  obtained  from 
doses  not  exceeding  two  to  five  drops  of 
the  specific  medicine  (or  a  good  fluid  ex- 
tract) every  two  to  four  hours.  Very 
large  doses  frequently  cause  nausea  and  a 
sensation  of  fullness  in  the  head. 

Crataegus  Oxyacantha  is  tonic,  stimu- 
lant, solvent  and  restorative.

AN  ACT  to  amend  section  one  hundred 
and  fifty-two  of  chapter  six  hundred 
and  sixty-one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen, 
hundred    and    ninety-three,  entitled 
"An    Act  in    relation  to  the  public 
health,    constituting  chapter  twenty- 
five  of  the  general  laws." 
The  people  of  the  State  of   Xew  York, 
represented  in  the  senate  and  assem- 
bly, do  enact  as  follows : 
Section  i.      Section  one   hundred  and 
fifty-two  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty- 
one  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-three,  entitled  "An  Act  in  relation 
to  the  public  health, ,  constituting  chapter 
twenty-five  of  the  general  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows  : 

Section  152.     Construction  of  this  arti- 
cle.     Any  person    shall  be   regarded  as 
practicing  medicine  within  the  meaning  of 
this  act  who  shall  prescribe,  direct,  recom- 
mend, or  advise,  for  the  use  of  any  other 
person,  any  remedy  or  agent  whatsoever, 
whether  with  or  without  the  use  of  any 
medicine,  drug,  instrument  or  other  ap- 
pliance, for  the  treatment,  relief,  or  cure, 
of  any  wound,  fracture,  or  bodily  injury, 
infirmity,  physical  or  mental  or  other  de- 
fect or  disease.     This  article  shall  not  be 
construed  as  prohibiting  the  service  of  any 
person  in  an  emergency,  or  the  domestic 
administration  of    family    remedies ;  nor 
shall  it  be  construed  to    affect  commis- 
sioned officers  serving  in  the  United  States 
army,    navy    or    Marine  hospital  service 
while  so  commissioned ;  or  anyone  while 
actually  serving  on  the  resident  medical 
staff  of  any  legally  incorporated  hospital ; 
or  any  legally  registered  dentist  exclusive- 
ly engaged  in  practicing  dentistry ;  or  any 
manufacturer  of  artificial   eyes,   limbs  or 
orthopedic  instruments  or  trusses  in  fitting 
such  instruments  on  persons  in  need  there- 
of when  such  artificial  eyes,  limbs  or  or- 
thopedic   instruments  or  trusses  are  pre- 
scribed by  lawfully  qualified  physicians ;  or 
any  lawfully  qualified  physician  in  other 
states  or  counties  meeting  legally  regis- 
tered physicians  in  this  state  in  consulta- 
tion ;  or  any  physician  residing  on  a  border 


of  a  neighboring  state,  and  duly  licensed 
under  the  laws  thereof  to  practice  medicine 
therein,  whose  practice  extends  into  this 
state,  and  who  does  not  open  an  office  or 
appoint  a  place  to  meet  patients  or  receive 
calls  within  this  state ;  or  any  physician 
duly  registered  in  one  county  called  to  at- 
tend isolated  cases  in  another  county,  but 
not  residing  or  habitually  practicing  there- 
in. This  article  shall  be  construed  to  re- 
peal all  acts  or  parts  of.  act  authorizing 
conferment  of  any  degree  in  medicine 
causa  honoris  or  ad  endum  or  otherwise 
than  on  students  duly  graduated  after  satis- 
factory completion  of  a  preliminary  and 
•  medical  course  of  not  less  than  that  re- 
quired by  this  article,  as  a  condition  of 
license. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately. 

This  seems  all  right  but  watch  for 
amendments.

This  had  the 
effe<  t  of  mitigating  the  symptoms  considerably,  and  in  a  few  d;;ys  his  con^ 
dition  was  so  much  improved  that  I  stopped  the  remedy,  and  then  the 
symptoms  became  greatly  aggravated.

ADDRESS  ON  SPECIFIC  MEDICA- 
TION. 

.By  D.  N.  Bulson,  M.  D. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Fenow  Physicians : 

I  think  no  one  could  feel  more  than  I 
the  difficulties  that  beset  one  who  en- 
deavors to  address  a  company  of  physicians 
such  as  we  have  here  to-night.      We  are 
here  for  the  purpose  of  being  entertained, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  instructed,  for  the 
physician  who  1'eels  fully  the  great  impor- 
tance of  the  work  in  which  he  is  engaged 
is,  at  all  times,  striving  to  improve  himself 
intellectually  and  professionally.      1  often 
wonder  if,  when  we  are  young  and  about 
to  take  up  this  work  of  fitting  ourselves 
for  physicians,  we  fully  realize  the  great 
importance,  of  the  step  and  the  wonderful 
responsibility  that  goes  with  it.     I  confess 
frankly  that  I  did  not  until  I  had  been 
practicing  for  some  time.      The  physician 
should  ask  himself  if  he  has  the  intellectual 
ability,  the  proper  education,  and,  above 
all,  the  moral  rectitude,  which  will  make 
him  worthy  of  the  confidence  reposed  in 
him,  when  people  place,  not  only  their  own 
lives,  but  the  lives  which  they  often  hold 
dearer  than  their  own,  in  his  hands.  We 
should  ask  ourselves,  "Have  we  selected] 
that  form  of  practice  which  will  produce1, 
the  best  results?''  If  we   cannot  answer 
these  questions  in  the  affirmative  it  were] 
better  that  we  retire  at  once  from  the  pro- 
fession.     I  know  we  very  often  feel  that! 
we  do  not  receive  the  reward  due  our  labor,] 
which  is  only  too  true.      Carleton  illus-l 
trates  this  in  his  beautiful  little  poem  of j 
"The  Country  Doctor." 
"In  the   night-time  or  the    day-time,  he1 

would  rally  brave  and  well 
Though  the  summer  lark  was  fifing,  or) 

the  frozen  lances  fell ; 
Knowing  if  he  won  the  battle,  they  would, 

praise  their  Maker's  name. 
Knowing  if  he  lost  the  battle,  then  the: 

doctor  was  to  blame." 
Yet  if  we  are  faithful  to  our  trust  our' 
reward  does  come  in  the  love  and  respect 
of  the  community  even  though  it  may  no' 
be  shown  till  after  our  death  as  Carletor, 
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goes  on  to  tell  us,  speaking  of  the  doctor's 
funeral : 

"There's  a  gathering  in  the  village,  that  has 

never  been  outdone 
Since  the  soldiers  took  their  muskets  tc 

the  war  of  'sixty-one; 
And   each   window  is   pre-empted  by  a 

dozen  heads  or  more, 
And  the  spacious  church   pews  crowded 

from  the  pulpit  to  the  door,  etc. 
Physicians,  by  the  very  nature  of  their 
work,  are  apt  to  become  critical,  hence, 
when  the  invitation  came  to  me  to  address 
the  joint  meeting  of  the  Eclectic  Specific 
Medication  Club  and  -the  New"  York  and 
Kings  Counties  Eclectic  Medical  Societies, 
while  I  appreciated  the  compliment,  I  felt 
somewhat  embarrassed,  especially  at  the 
term  "Orator  of  the  evening." 

Gentlemen,  I  am  no  orator,  but  a  plain; 
practical  physician,  thoroughly  interested 
in  the  momentous  question  of  " Specific 
Medication,"  in  which,  I  trust,  we  are  all 
equally  interested  and  have  a  fellow  feel- 
ing. 

It  has  been  rightly  said  that  'There  are 
many  echoes  in  the  world  and  but  few 
voices,"  and  it  is  hard  to  say  anything  new 
on  this  subject  which  has  already  been  so 
well  discussed  and  should  'be  well  under- 
stood by  all  Eclectics  of  to-day. 

The  history  of  our  school  has  'been  many 
times  recounted.  Y'ou  all  know  how, 
when  the  necessity  for  a  new  school  of 
medicine  arose,  Beach,  King,  Thompson 
and  others  arose  also,  and  founded  a  sys- 
tem which  has  withstood  the  bigotry  of  the 
self-styled  "Scientific  Schools  of  Medicine" 
and  has  been  handed  down  to  us  as  a 
precious  legacy  which  we  should  strive  to 
be  worthy  of.  The  history  of  our  school 
shows  that  the  foundation  on  which  it 
rests  is  stable,  and  the  law  under  which  we 
work  has  been  proven  to  be  a  law  of  nature. 
It  has  withstood  the  tests  of  experience, 
the  scorn  of  ignorance,  and,  to-day,  when 
better  understood,  shines  forth  as  a  neces- 
sity to  the  conscientious  physic.an  who 
would  treat  intelligently  those  diseases 
which  are  subtle  in  their  action,  and  dis- 
tinctive in  their  results,  while  the  physi- 


cian, who  undertakes  to  sail  in  u±c  Dark  of 
experience  without  the  chart  of  Specific 
Medication  to  guide  him,  is  liable  to  be 
wrecked.  The  foundations  la^  by  the 
Eclectic  School  during  the  past  seventy- 
five  years  will  support  any  superstructures 
we  may  erect  thereon,  with  all  the  energy, 
enthusiasm  and  industry  that  we  may  ex- 
pend during  the  coming  fifty  years. 

The  distinctive  feature  of  our  school  is 
its  system  of  therapeutics  founded  upon 
the  Materia  Medica  and  applied  under  the 
law  of  Specific  Medication.  Very  often 
there  comes  to  my  office  an  agent  for  some 
drug  firm  and  extends  his  card  with  great 
dignity.  On  looking  at  the  name  I  find 
"M.  D."  affixed.  He  seems  to  feel  that 
as  he  is  a  brother  practicioner  you  must 
treat  him  with  the  utmost  courtesy  and 
listen  patiently  while  he  tells  of  the  won- 
derful compound  of  the  firm  which  he 
represents.  I  have  always  taken  particu- 
lar pains  to  inquire  where  these  men  grad- 
uated, and  I  am  proud  to  say  that  I  have 
yet  to  find  one  who  was  a  graduate  of  an 
Eclectic  College.  Eclectics  who  under- 
stand Specific  Medication,  and  practice  it, 
'do  not  become  disgusted  with  their  profes- 
sion and  give  it  up  to  become  an  itinerant 
vender  of  medicine. 

When  we  reflect  that  all  through  the  his- 
tory of  the  Eclectic  system  of  medicine  this 
one  line  of  thought  was  paramount,  with  all 
its  advocates  only  awaiting  the  master 
hand  of  John  M.  Scudder  to  put  it  into 
more  definite  shape  for  our  understanding 
and  use,  and  that  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  change  one  line  or  to  expunge  any  of 
the  symptoms  as  given  by  him  we  realize 
how  firm  a  foundation  was  laid  for  us.  The 
practice  is  always  the  same.  This  we 
claim,  is  one  of  the  best  arguments  in  favor 
of  Specific  Medication.  Other  schools  of 
medicine  are  constantly  changing  their 
form  of  practice,  taking  up  one  fad  and 
then  another  to  he  in  turn  discarded  for  a 
third  and  so  on  ad  libitum  thus  admitting 
that  they  have  no  fixed  law  of  practice. 
We  admit  that  many  of  the  stones  used  in 
the  building  of  the  foundations  were  very 
rough  in  their  exterior  but  they  have  be- 
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come  polished  because  many  of  the  symp- 
toms have  been  verified  over  and  over 
again  thus  becoming  sign-boards  pointing 
the  physician  unerringly  to  the  remedies 
for  the  cure  of  the  sick  which  is  the  goal 
of  his  ambition. 

Every  true  Eclectic  physician  to-day 
wins  his  success  and  popularity  in  the  com- 
munity where  he  resides,  aye,  probably 
the  very  home  which  shelters  him,  and  his 
all — to  this  one  God-given  law  of  Specific 
Medication.  He  may  not  'be  willing  to 
acknowledge  it,  nevertheless  it  is  true.  I 
know  of  many  Eclectic  physicians  through- 
out this  state  and  all  are  prosperous  and 
respected.  Devotion  to  any  good  cause 
exerts  a  refining  and  uplifting  influence 
on  ones  whole  nature.  It  is  'this  law  of 
which  I  am  speaking  which  has  preserved 
our  school  and  brought  us  to  the  envied 
position  which  we  now  occupy  in  regard  to 
the  curing  of  disease.  It  is  this  law  which 
gives  us  faith  in  medicine,  faith  in  nature, 
and  faith  in  an  all-wise  Creator,  who  con- 
ceived this  law  of  cure  and  gave  it  to  man 
for  the  preservation  of  his  most  glorious 
work — mankind,  whose  physical  growth 
and  intellectual  attainment  would  be  im- 
possible did  he  not  furnish  remedies  to 
meet  the  necessities  of  the  broader  life. 
Without  faith  in  the  law  of  Specific  Medi- 
cation the  Eclectic  physician  would  be  an 
impossibility,  but  because  of  this  faith  he 
has  been  able  to  withstand  persecution, 
ostracism,  and  sometimes  the  pangs  of 
poverty  believing  the  reward  was  sure  in 
the  end  to  him  who  "Stands  and  Waits." 
I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  this  one 
fact  that  to  be  a  successful  and  eminent 
Eclectic  practitioner  you  must  be  guided 
by  the  natural  law  of  Specific  Medication. 
I  believe  it  should  be  carefully  taught  to 
our  students  and  I  am  glad  our  worthy 
Dean  is  making  every  effort  possible  to 
have  this  done  in  this,  our  Alma  Mater. 
All  our  hopes  for  the  future  of  our  school 
depend  upon  our  adherence  to  this  law. 
Therefore  let  nothing  quench  our  ardor  in 
the  study  and  development  of  this  distinc- 
tive idea.  Let  us  not  be  disheartened  by 
any  obstacles  or  seeming  failures,  but  "with 


eyes  by  faith  annointed  walk  on  serene,  un- 
vexed  and  calm."  If  the  founders  of  our 
school  could  be  with  us  to-night  me  thinks 
their  faces  would  be  wreathed  in  smiles  of 
satisfaction  because,  in  spite  of  .  the  hard- 
ships which  they  had  to  endure,  they 
would  realize  that  we,  their  followers,  now 
i lumbering  thousands,  are  reaping  the 
benefits  of  their  labors.  These  thousands 
of  Eclectics  are  scattered  all  over  this  fair 
land  of  ours  benefitting  thousands  of  others 
by  the  administration  of  pleasant,  direct 
remedies  given  according  to  the  law  of 
Specific  Medication.  Our  college  grad- 
uates are  more  intelligent  and  better 
equipped  every  year.  Eclectic  physicians 
are  receiving  more  and  more  public  recog- 
nition. These  things  are  hopeful  and  sat- 
isfactory. Still,  there  is  a  great  work  yet 
to  be  done.  No  physician  can  be  success- 
ful who  is  not  thoroughly  in  earnest  in  his 
work  and  in  accord  with  the  cardinal,  dis- 
tinctive features  of  the  school  of  which  he 
is  a  member.  If  you  bave  not  been  as 
successful  as  you  could  wish  would  it  not 
be  well  to  enquire  into  the  cause.  Do  not 
condemn  the  law  for  your  lack  of  a  knowl- 
edge of  it.  You  should  inquire  of  your- 
self whether  you  have  the  proper  education 
and  mental  development  to  make  those 
fine  distinctions  in  diagnosis  that  are  neces- 
sary when  using  such  delicate  means  of 
cure  as  our  law  of  specific  diagnosis  and 
medicine. 

It  is  much  more  satisfactory  to  be  a  suc- 
cessful physician  than  an  unsuccessful  one. 
Then  if  you  would  be  the  former  hold  fast 
to  the  faith  which  is  in  us.  Have  we  not 
in  it  a  guide  to  the  treatment  of  all  dis- 
eases, a  law  of  God  and  nature?  The  future 
is  full  of  hope  to  us.  As  we  stand  on  the 
brink  of  the  new  century  let  us  say  of  our 
cause,  in  the  words  of  Longfellow, 

'  Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  are  all  with  thee, 
Our  hearts,  our  hopes,  our  prayers,  our 

tears,  z 
Our  faith  triumphant  o'er  our  fears, 
Are  all  with  thee,— Are  all  with  thee."

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HERPES  ZOSTER.

Read  at  the  semi-annual  meeting  of  the 
Massachusetts  Eclectic  Medical  Society. 

Common  Name  . — Shingles.  Classi  • 
cal  description ;  an  acute,  self-limited  dis- 
ease, with  a  tendency  towards  spontaneous 
recovery.  The  attack  is  precedeu  for  a 
few  days,  by  itching,  burning,  and  fever. 
The  eruption  consists  of  vesicles  upon  a 
red  inflamed  base,  crowded  together  in  ir- 
regular groups  with  patches  of  sound  skin 
between.  In  a  short  time,  the  first  crop 
disappears,  and  a  new  crop  of  vesicles 
make  their  appearance.  The  vesicles  con  - 
tain a  clear  yellowish  fluid,  which  in  time 
becomes  puriform.  Herpes  Zoster  is  re- 
stricted to  no  particular  portion  of  the 
body. 

Duration  . — Ten  to  twenty  days.  Is 
most  common  in  winter. 

Causation  . — Debility  of  the  nervous 
system,  traumatism  of  a  nerve,  exposure 
to  cold,  strong  emotion,  bad  hygiene, 
fatigue,  improper  food,  or  the  administra- 
tion of  arsenic;  which  is  equivalent  to  say- 
ing that  the  cause  is  unknown. 

This,  at  times,  very  painful  disease,  is 
undoubtedly  the  local  manifestation  of  a 
neuritis.  The  severity  of  the  disease  is 
Que — probably — to  the  extent  of  nerve  in- 
volved. If  the  peripheral  portion  of  the 
nerve,  only,  is  involved,  then  we  have  a 
mild  form  of  the  disease.  If  the  nerve 
proper  is  involved,  we  then  have  excru- 
ciating neuralgic  pain,  although  the  erup- 
tion may  not  be  any  more  extensive  than 
in  the  mild  form. 

I  was  called,  a  few  years  ago,  to  attend 
an  old  lady,  about  70  years  of  age,  who 
-complained  of  excruciating  pain,  com- 
mencing at  the  left  shoulder,  and  extend- 
ing down  the  arm,  and  hand  to  the  tip  of 
the  fingers.  She  could  neither  lie,  stand 
■or  sit  with  any  degree  of  comfort.  She 
continued  in  this  condition  for  two  or 
three  days,  when  an  eruption  appeared  on 
the  arm,  and  in  the  palm  of  the  hand — the 


typical  erupaon  of  herpes  zoster.  There 
was  also  c<  action  of  the  fingers. 

Treatmt,..  . — Eor  the  agonizing  pain  I 
used  deocto.xzed  tinct  opium.  After  the 
eruption  appeared,  I  gave  rhus  tox  and 
phosphide  of  zinc.  Collodion  and  dust- 
ing powders  of  various  sorts  were  applied 
■to  the  vesicles. 

The  patient  improved  slowly.  I  do  not 
think  she  ever  recovered  entirely  from  the 
attack,  tnat  is  to  say  the  arm  and  hand 
have  been  sensitive  and  motion  has  not 
been  as  great  as  before  the  attack. 

There  is  nothing  extraordinary  con- 
nected with  this  case ;  I  confess  that  I  could 
not  make  a  diagnosis  until  the  ruption  ap- 
peared, as  we  usually  find  the  eruption  of 
shingles  following  the  dorsal  or  lumbar 
nerves.  The  lesson  taught  is  that  all 
pains  and  inflammations  occurring  in  elder- 
ly persons,  are  not  of  a  rheumatic  char- 
acter. 

It  is  important  to  make  a  diagnosis  in 
every  case  as  soon  as  possible,  but  it  shows 
poor  judgment  to  make  a  new  diagnosis 
at  every  visit.  Among  a  certain  class  of 
patients,  a  lie  well  stuck  to  creates  a  better 
impression  than  the  truth  told  waveringly. 

There  are  certain  physicians  who  never 
make  mistakes.  They  never  lose  cases  of 
tvphoid  fever,  pneumonia,  diphtheria  or 
puerperal  convulsions.  They  never  lose 
cases,  which  ordinary  physicians,  in  natural 
form,  see  slip  beyond  the  confines  of  this 
mundane  sphere.  The  Lord  help  the 
patients  of  the  physician  who  never  makes 
a  mistake.  According  to  modern  ideas, 
these  physicians  are  afflicted  with  the  con- 
dition known  as  self-hypnotism,  or  auto- 
suggestion. In  the  olden  time  we  used 
to  call  them  liars.

CASE  OF  RUPTURE  OF  THE  PREG- 
NANT UTERUS. 

By  C.  F.  Gissler,  M.  D. 

I  was  called  to  the  fourth  delivery  of 
Mrs.  W.,  age  38,  on  August  1st,  1897,  by 
Mrs.  M.,  an  experienced  mid-wife,  whose. 
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husband,  then  a  medical  student,  was  also 
present. 

The  woman  (weight  about  260  pounds) 
had  been  in  labor  for  several  hours,  when 
suddenly  the  funis  prolapsed,  followed  by 
inertia. 

The  position  of  the  child  was  with  the 
head  in  R.  O.  P.,  its  breast  toward  the  left 
of  the  abdomen.  The  latter  was  extreme- 
ly pendulous. 

Under  chloroform  and  in  a  transverse 
position  I  applied  forceps  for  some  time. 
The  handles  became  very  slippery.  I 
went  away  to  get  a  towel  to  wrap  around 
them  and  while  I  turned  the  ponderous 
woman  suddenly  broke  through  the  bed, 
several  wooden  slats  having  broken,  the 
handles  of  the  forceps  striking  the  edge  of 
the  bed. 

We  carefully  lifted  her,  forceps  removed, 
and  placed  her  on  another  bed  in  a  trans- 
verse position.  A  manuel  examination 
with  the  Thoroughly  aseptic  hand  and  arm 
showed  me  that  there  was  a  transverse 
uterine  rent,  the  examining  hand  could  be 
passed  through  the  rent  and  into  the  ab- 
dominal cavity.  I  quickly  turned  the 
child  out  of  the  uterus  by  podalic  version 
and  sent  for  Dr.  A.  Rell  who  came  when 
she  breathed  her  last.  Gave  hypodermic 
injections  of  Strychnine  and  other  reme- 
dies, but  all  in  vain.  There  was  scarcely 
any  hemorrhage.

ADENOID  VEGETATIONS  OF  THE 
NASO-PHARYNX  AND  THEIR 
TREATMENT. 
By  Alfred  W.  Herzog,  M.  D. 

When  we  consider  that  about  seventy- 
five  per  cent,  of  all  persons  suffering  from 
adenoid  vegetations  of  the  Naso-Pharynx 
are  hard  of  hearing;  When  we  consider 
that  over  sixty  per  cent,  of  all  the  deaf 
mutes  are  found  to  be  suffering  from  this 
disease ;  when  we  consider  that  sufferers 
from  this  disease  are  mouthbreathers ; 
and  when  we  consider  what  the  conse- 
quences of  mouthbreathing   may  be  and 


generally  are ;  when  we  consider  that  in 
children  suffering  from  adenoid  vegeta- 
tions the  expression  of  the  face  changes 
from  bright  to  stupid  and  listless;  that  the 
formation  of  the  jaw,  of  the  nose  and  of 
the  lips  changes  so  that  an  experienced 
observer  can  diagnose  many  cases  of  ade- 
noid vegetations  at  a  distance  of  twenty 
feet ;  when  we  consider  furthermore  that 
even  the  patients  speech  changes  so  that 
he  can  hardly  be  understood;  when  we 
further  consider  that  adenoid  vegetations 
are  principally  occurring  in  childhood, 
when  the  child's  character  forms  and  when 
the  child  is  expected  to  gather  knowledge ; 
and  when  we  know  that  children  who  suf- 
fer from  adenoid  vegetations  are  unable  to 
concentrate  their  minds,  -we  must  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  a  disease  which  can  be 
cured  as  easily  as  adenoid  vegetations  of 
the  Naso  Pharynx  be  diagnosed  promptly 
and  cured  without  any  unnecessary  delay. 

Indeed  it  seems  to  me  of  more  impor- 
tance to  promptly  diagnose  a  case  af  ade- 
noid vegetations  of  the  Naso  Pharynx 
than  a  case  of  consumption. 

For  while  the  latter  at  the  present  time 
is  generally  admitted  to  be  incurable,  the 
former  may  not  only  result  in  consump- 
tion, but  may  be  easily  cured  in  a  short 
time.  So  that  the  physician  who  fails  to 
diagnose  a  case  of  consumption  -as  prompt- 
ly as  might  be  desired  works  little  harm ; 
while  he  who  fails  to  diagnose  a  case  of 
Adenoid  V egetations  of  the  Naso  Pharynx 
may  be  the  cause  of  the  patient  becoming 
a  consumptive,  a  deaf  mute  or  of  spoiling 
his  whole  career  in  life. 

The  diagnosis  of  Adenoid  Vegetations 
of  the  Naso  Pharynx  is  easily  made.  All 
the  symptoms  point  to  an  obstruction  in 
the  nose,  except  perhaps  the  voice,  which 
in  some  cases  sounds  like  the  voice  of  a 
patient  suffering  from  acute  angina  or 
enlarged  tonsils. 

Yet  generally  even  the  voice  is  charac- 
teristic. It  is  usually  nasal  to  such  a  de- 
gree that  the  patient  can  hardly  be  under- 
stood. Often  parents  imagine  that  patient  is 
"tongue  tied",  while  the  physician  will  be 
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able  to  notice  at  the  first  glance  where  the 
difficulty  really  lies.  While  adenoid  veg- 
etations may  occur  in  adults,  we  find  the 
vast  majority  of  cases  in  children;  there- 
fore I  will  assume  that  our  hypothetical 
case  occurs  in  a  child.  In  an  adult  the 
diagnosis  is  of  course  easier,  because  an 
adult  will  generally  not  put  any  difficul- 
ties in  the  way  of  the  physician  during  ex- 
amination and  treatment. 

When  the  child  is  brought  to  the  physi- 
cians office,  he  generally  notices,  even  be- 
fore the  parent  has  said  one  word  about 
the  case,  that  the  child  is  suffering  from 
adenoid  vegetations.  It  is  true  that  the 
obstruction  to  the  breating  is  in  the  Naso 
Pharynx  and  a  positive  diagnosis  can  not 
be  made  except  by  either  inspection  by 
means  of  posterior  rhinescopy  or  digital 
examination ;  yet  even  as  we  diagnose  cer- 
tain diseases  of  the  eye  by  the  position  in 
which  the  patient  holds  his  head ;  even  as 
some  criminals  are  convicted  by  means  of 
circumstantial  evidence  solely,  so  can  we 
in  most  cases  diagnose  a  case  of  Adenoid 
Vegetations  by  circumstantial  evidence. 
That  is  to  say  by  the  expression  of  the  pa- 
tients face,  the  shape  of  the  nose,  the  curve 
of  the  lip,  the  half  open  mouth,  possibly 
the  listless  expression  of  the  patients  eyes, 
perhaps  also  audible  breathing.  Then  the 
parent  is  likely  to  tell  us  that  the  child  is 
hard  of  hearing  or  does  not  get  along  well 
at  school.  That  it  breathes  very  hard 
when  asleep,  and  generally  snores  very 
much.  That  it  sleeps  very  restless ;  does 
not  grow  well  ;  does  not  eat  well.  Some- 
times we  also  are  told  that  the  child  will 
raise  a  great  deal  of  secretion,  which 
dribbling  out  of  the  mouth  during  the 
night  is  found  to  cover  part  of  the  pillow 
in  the  morning. 

We  ask  the  child  to  open  the  mouth  and 
upon  inspection  very  often  find  a  very  char- 
acteristic shape  of  the  superior  maxilla ; 
the  upper  jaw  is  contracted ;  the  roof  of 
the  mouth  is  narrow  with  a  very  high 
arch.  Wc  do  not  wish  to  frighten  the 
child  with  posterior  rhinescopy  and  digital 
examination  before  we  have  made  an  an- 


terior rhincs^  ,jic  examination,  and  other 
tests  which  ,  j  painless  and  not  likely  to 
be  objectet.  .j. 

So  we  tusi  try  to  induce  the  child  to 
speak  and  n  we  succeed  we  will  find  that 
the  speech  of  the  child  is  thick  and  indis- 
tinct. The  speech  may  be  nasal  or  not. 
This  depends  in  a  great  measure  on  the 
way  the  patient  opens  the  mouth  and 
breathes.  But  in  all  cases  it  is  thick  and 
indistinct.  Then  we  examine  the  patients 
hearing  and  will  generally  find  it  very  de- 
fective. We  then  ask  the  patient  to  close 
the  mouth  and  by  closing  first  one  nostral 
then  the  other  determine  whether  both 
nares  are  occluded.  Anterior  rhinescopy 
will  determine  whether  there  are  any 
hypertrophies  or  polypi,  deviations  or 
exostoses.  Then  come  the  two  modes  of 
examination  to  which  the  little  patient  is 
most  likely  to  enter  objections.  These 
are  posterior  rhinescopy  and  digital  ex- 
amination. Posterior  rhinescopy  is  dif- 
ficult at  the  best,  even  in  adults.  In  child- 
ren it  is  very  likely  to  be  unsuccessful,  ex- 
cept the  physician  does  not  mind  torturing 
the  child  for  quite  some  time. 

If  it  succeed,  the  Adenoid  Vegetations, 
if  present,  are  seen  obstructing  generally 
the  whole  of  the  choanae,  and  often  fill- 
ing the  whole  Naso  Pharyngeal  space. 

They  may  hang  from  the  roof  of  the 
vault  like  stalactites  or  stand  from  the 
walls  in  clusters.  They  vary  in  color 
from  very  light  pink  to  a  bright  red,  in 
size  from  a  millet  seed  to  a  raspberry  and 
in  consistency  from  very  soft  to  quite 
considerable  hardness.  Whether  we  have 
succeeded  with  posterior  rhinescopy  or 
not.  we  proceed  to  digital  examination. 
If  the  examination  be  made  in  a  child,  the 
finger  must  be  either  well  protected,  or  a 
mouth  gag  should  be  used.  The  physi- 
cian examines  the  right  side  of  the  Naso 
Pharynx  with  the  fore  finger  of  the  right 
hand  and  the  left  side  with  the  fore  finger 
of  the  left  hand.  This  will  complete  the 
examination  and  make  the  diagnosis  ab- 
solutely certain. 

Of  course  a  differential  diagnosis  must 
be  made  between  Adenoid  Vegetations  and 
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Polypus.  Retropharyngeal  abscess  and 
perhaps  some  new  growth  other  than 
adenomata,  yet  this  is  so  easy  that  bare 
mention  of  the  names  of  these  conditions 
should  suffice  to  put  everyone  on  their 
guard,  and  then  a  mistake  is  hardly  possi- 
ble. 

There  is  only  one  thing  to  be  done  after 
the  diagnosis  is  made ;  and  that  is  to  oper- 
ate as  soon  as  possible.  I  am  well  aware 
of  the  fact  that  some  physicians  treat  Ade- 
onids  by  means  of  sprays  and  swabs, 
mouth  washes  and  gargles,  astringent  ap- 
plications, the  galvanocautery  and  a  great 
many  other  modes  and  methods;  yet  as  I 
am  not  aware  of  a  single  case  that  has 
been  cured  in  this  way,  though  I  know  of 
several  cases  that  have  been  treated  for 
more  than  a  year,  I  will  not  mention  any 
such  mode  of  treatment  except  for  the 
purpose  of  condemnation,  except  in  cases 
of  haemophila,  where  any  cutting  opera- 
tion would  be  dangerous  . 

I  prefer  to  do  the  operation  without  the 
use  of  any  anaesthetic  either  general  or 
local. 

I  abstain  from  general  anaesthesia  on 
account  of  the  number  of  deaths  that  have 
occurred  from  the  anaesthetic  which  is 
vastly  out  of  proportion  to  the  dangers  of 
the  operation  itself,  and  from  local  anaes- 
thesia on  account  of  the  after  hemor- 
rhage, which  is  more  likely  to  occur  when 
cocaine  is  used,  then  without  it. 

As  to  the  methods  of  operation,  I  use 
curettes  of  various  styles  and  sizes  and 
find  that  with  them  I  can  operate  quicker 
and  as  thoroughly  as  with  the  different 
kinds  of  cutting  forceps  and  thimble  knifes 
that  arc  in  use. 

Cutting  forceps  are  inferior  to  curettes 
except  when  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
rhinoscopic  mirror  and  then  the  curettes 
answer  just  as  well.  Thimble  knifes 
must  be  changed  from  the  right  to  the  left 
hand  if  the  work  wants  to  be  done  thor 
(Highly  and  offer  besides  the  disadvantage 
that  they  cause  a  great  deal  more  irrita- 
tion during  their  use  than  curettes. 

Some  operators  use  the  fingernail  for  the 


purpose  of  scratching  off  the  Adenoid 
V  egetations. 

I  myself  have  been  induced  in  former 
years  to  resort  to  this  method,  but  have 
abandoned  it  for  two  very  great  reasons. 

The  first  is,  that  a  busy  operator  will  be 
sure  to  have  his  finger  nail  oftener  broken 
than  intact,  and  that  the  nail  will  generally 
break  during  an  operation.  The  second 
reason  however  why  I  have  abandoned 
this  very  unsurgical  method  is,  that  even 
were  it  possible  to  thoroughly  sterilize  the 
fingernail  before  the  operation,  it  is  bound 
to  come  in  contact  with  the  mucous  mem- 
brane of  the  mouth  while  it  is  placed  be- 
hind the  velum  palati  and  in  this  way  is 
very  likely  to  cause  an  unclean  wound. 

Adenoid  vegetations  are  not  likely  to  re- 
cur when  once  they  have  been  thoroughly 
cleared  away. 

Yet  as  a  few  small  vegetations  are  likely 
to  escape  detection  during  the  first  opera- 
tion I  cause  my  patients  to  return  to  me 
three  or  four  times  f^r  examination  before 
I  discharge  them  as  cure'd. 

After-treatment  is  not  absolutely  neces- 
sary; yet  I  have  found  it  a  good  plan  to 
apply  Europhen  to  the  Wounded  surfaces 
either  in  powder  or  solution,  as  it  will  not 
only  prevent  infection  'but  also  promotes 
absorption  to  a  high  degree.

CASE  OF  PNEUMONIA. 
By  Lydia  Ross,  M.  D. 

The  following  case  of  pneumonia,  with 
delayed  resolution,  may  be  interesting 
from  the  length  and  severity  of  the  case 
and  the  patient's  age.  On  December  19, 
1899,  I  was  called  to  see  a  retired  sea  cap- 
tain, aged  75  years.  He  was  sitting  up 
but  was  feeling  generally  miserable.  No 
pain  except  a  deep-seated  distress  at  pit  of 
the  stomach,  which  persisted  for  weeks,, 
and  was  the  only  pain  complained  of  dur  - 
ing his  sickness.  He  had  fallen  sixteen 
feet  through  a  hatchway,  a  year  before, 
and  while  in  the  hospital,  was  so  distressed 
with  a  similar  pain  as  to  require  opiates 
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for  some  time.  On  examination  the 
tongue  was  found  broad,  with  a  heavy, 
dirty  white  coating,  which  cleared  satisfac- 
torily under  soda  sulphite,  which  gave  some 
general  relief,  but  did  not  relieve  the  dis- 
tress, evidently  due  to  a  nerve  disturbance 
rather  than  to  an  embarrassed  and  inactive 
digestion. 

A  slight  cough  gradually  developed, 
without  chest  pain,  and  an  insidious  type 
of  pneumonia  had  at  the  end  of  a  week 
involved  the  entire  left  lung.  The  spu- 
tum did  not  show  the  prune  juice  color, 
but  throughout  the  disease,  was  thick  and 
tenacious,  being  raised  with  difficulty. 
The  cardiac  muscle  was  unusually  strong, 
and  was  doubtless  the  main  element  in  the 
ultimate  recovery.  The  nurse's  chart  for 
three'  months  shows  a  pulse  between  80  and 
100,  most  of  the  time  averaging  90.  The 
case  was  faithfully  and  efficiently  nursed. 

At  the  end  of  three  weeks  there  were 
general  signs  of  prostration,  slipping  down 
to  the  foot  of  the  bed,  sleeping  with  jaw 
dropped,  very  restless,  the  suffused  look 
of  the  skin  showing  a  sluggish  circulation, 
and  the  bowels  moving  involuntarily.  He 
slept  badly  throughout,  and  after  using 
the  various  indicated  remedies,  hyoscy- 
amus,  passiflora  and  getting  some  good 
results  from  gelseminum,  would  occa- 
sionally have  to  resort  to  hypodermics  of 
morphia.  He  would  sleep  well  thereafter, 
wake  up  refreshed  and  usually  would  seem 
to  retain  the  quieting  effect,  without  de- 
pression, for  several  days. 

During  the  third  and  fourth  weeks,  he 
remained  about  the  same,  looking  like  a 
hopeless  case  which  might  at  any  time 
develop  fatal  symptoms.  At  the  fifth 
week  no  movement  of  the  left  chest  or 
respiratory  sound  could  be  detected,  the 
expectoration  remained  tenacious,  and 
was  raised  with  difficulty,  even  with  the 
aid  of  expectorants.  A  fly  blister  two  by 
four  inches  was  applied  to  the  chest  and 
after  two  days  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  E. 
E.  Spencer,  I  removed  it  to  the  left  arm, 
just  below  the  shoulder.  He  seemed  quite 
low,  and  at  the  end  of  24  hours  the  skin 


under  the  blister  showed  no  redness. 
However,  it  was  allowed  to  remain,  and 
the  next  day  raised  up  well.  The  arm  was 
kept  irritated  with  tar  plaster,  for  two 
weeks,  producing  a  profuse,  greenish  dis- 
charge of  apparent  pus.  The  lung  seemed 
slightly  relieved. 

At  this  time,  the  fifth  and  sixth  weeks, 
the  'bladder  and  bowels  moved  involun- 
tarily. The  pulse  was  weaker.  The 
skin  at  times  very  clammy.  The  mouth 
and  tongue  parched.  The  temperature 
ranging  from  slightly  subnormal  to  99, 
except  on  two  occasions  when  a  sudden 
and  transient  rise  touched  101 :5  and  102:5 
respectively.  The  arm  becoming  sore, 
the  tar  was  omitted,  when  the  expectora- 
tion, previously  white,  became  green  and 
the  breath  grew  offensive.  This  condi- 
tion recurred  several  times,  but  yielded 
readily  to  small  doses  of  iodoform  in  pills. 
The  blisters  were  applied  over  various 
portions  of  the  chest,  without  the  tar 
plaster,  at  intervals  for  some  days. 

Not  until  the  latter  part  of  March  could 
air  be  detected  in  the  left  lung.  The 
respirations  all  through  and  even  on  the 
chart  for  April  7  ranged  from  30  to  40, 
mostly  at  the  latter  rate,  and  were  con- 
tinuously irregular.  For  weeks  the  face 
was  pinched  and  drawn,  and  there  was 
much  twitching  of  the  facial  and  other 
muscles. 

He  was  delirious  some  part  of  the  day 
and  especially  at  night  all  winter,  his  mind 
mainly  wandering  over  old  shipping  ex- 
periences. He  would  often  answer  and 
talk  quite  rationally  and  remembered  the 
dates  when  some  business  was  due  and  re- 
minded his  friends  it  was  a  certain  day  of 
the  month.  He  was  mentally  depressed 
and  much  irritated  because  he  could  not 
die  and  get  through,  though  he  afterward 
said  the  winter  was  a  blank  to  him  and 
he  had  no  memory  of  his  sickness  until 
the  trees  came  out  in  the  spring. 

On  March  19th  he  sat  up  in  bed  a  few 
minutes,  though  five  days  previous  he  had 
an  unaccountable  rise  of  temperature  and 
looked  as  if  he  were  dying. 
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In  the  latter  part  of  April,  while  stepping 
from  the  chair  to  the  bed,  he  fell,  striking 
'the  right  side,  and  at  once  developed  sharp 
symptoms  of  pleurisy,  which  yielded  to 
bryonia  and  a  bandage. 

Among  other  indicated  remedies  he  had 
aesclepias  Tr.  phosphorus,  chloride  and 
iodide  of  ammonium  in  cough  mixture, 
syr.  hypophosphites,  and  emulsion ;  and 
in  looking  back  over  the  case,  I  have 
queried  whether  an  old  fashioned  lobelia 
emetic  on  the  start  might  not  have  changed 
the  entire  chart  of  the  case. 

The  patient  called  in  the  office  recently, 
walking  without  a  cane,  and  seemingly  in 
good  health  and  spirits.

ACROMEGALY. 

By  G.  W.  Boskowitz.  M.  D. 

[Report  of  case  presented  at  New  York  Eclectic 
County  Society  ] 

The  case  which  I  present  to  you  this 
evening  is  one  of  those  peculiar  difficulties 
first  described  by  Marie  in  1886.  Acrome- 
galy so  called  from  its  tendency  to  increase 
the  volumn  of  the  bone  extremities.  It 
is  characterized  by  progressive  increase  in 
weight,  and  by  the  enlargement  of  all  the 
extremities,  soft  tissues  and  bones  alike 
but  the  special  and  characteristic  envolve- 
ment  is  that  of  the  lower  jaw.  In  some 
cases  it  is  said  to  assume  enormous  size 
and  project  so  that  its  teeth  are  far  in  front 
of  those  of  the  upper. 

The  supraorbital  ridges  enlarge  as  do 
also  the  sternal  ends  of  the  clavicals  and 
costal  cartilages.  As  the  disease  pro- 
gresses the  ribs  widen  and  the  scapulae 
enlarge  the  vertebrae  and  the  intervertebral 
cartilages  are  thicKened  and  fused  togethei 
causing  usually  cervicodorsal  kyphosis. 

The  long  bones  of  the  limbs  suffer  later 
especially  at  the  lower  most  joint  ends. 
The  viscera  are  rarely  affected  but  there  Is 
said  to  be  a  peculiar  and  characteristic  en- 
largement usually  of  the  thyroid  and  pitui- 
tarv  bodies. 

The  lower  cervical  ganglion  of  the  sym- 
pathetic is  also  sclerosed.  The  mucous 
membrane   of   the  nose  is  usually  hyper- 


trophied  and  the  uvula  enlarged.  This 
disease  is  essentially  symetrical,  and  for 
each  change  upon  one  side  of  the  body  we 
notice  a  corresponding  alteration  on  the 
other.  It  is  supposed  to  start  between 
the  tenth  and  thirtieth  year  and  lasts  from 
ten  to  twenty  years.  The  power  of  vision 
in  some  cases  is  completely  lost  owing  to 
the  pressure  exertea  by  the  enlarges, 
sphenoid  bone  on  the  optic  nerve. 

The  symptoms  generally  present  are : 
Severe  pains  in  the  head,  and  a  general 
sense  of  weakness  and  the  symetrical  en- 
largement above  referred  to.  This  man 
presents  a  well  marked  case.  He  is  29 
years  of  age,  and  up  to  his  23rd  year  he 
seemed  to  be  in  very  good  health,  and  from 
a  photograph  taken  at  that  time,  his  fea- 
tures appear  normal.  For  six  years  he 
Las  suffered  with  intense  pain  in  his  head, 
starting  from  the  root  of  the  nose.  For 
two  years  he  was  treated  for  neuralgia,  and 
three  years  ago  was  operated  upon  for  i:. 

He  has  been  two  years  in  the  hospital 
did  the  only  relief  for  the  pain  in  his  head 
lias  been  the  administration  and  continued 
use  of  morphia,  of  which  he  now  takes  4 
grains  a  day.  At  this  time  there  has  been 
so  much  enlargement  that  he  has  to  wear  a 
hat  a  full  size  larger  than  he  did  a  few 
years  ago,  and  his  hands  and  feet  have 
grown  a  full  size  larger. 

You  will  notice  that  the  bones  of  the 
hand  seem  to  have  both  broadened  and 
lengthened.  The  sternum,  ribs,  and  scap- 
ulae also  show  some  enlargement,  but  the 
lower  jaw  and  nose  seem  to  show  the 
greatest  enlargement. 

As  to  the  cause  of  this  peculiar  difficulty 
very  little  is  known. 

In  Park's  Surgery  we  find  this  note ' 
"The  underlying  pathological  condition  is 
as  yet  undetermined,  though  most  indica- 
tions point  to  late  alterations  along  the 
original  cranio-pharyngeal  tract  of  the 
young  embryo,  whose  remains  are  best 
known  in  the  pituitary  body  and  the  thy- 
roid. 

The  disease  is  steady  progressive  un- 
affected by  treatment  and  the  prognosis 
bad  though  its  course  be  slow."

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A  BIT  OF  MY  EXPERIENCE. 

By  W.  H.  Russel,  M.  D. 

For  the  past  four  weeks,  I  have  been 
summoned,  almost  daily,  to  attend  patients 
suffering  with  the  following  symptoms  : 

First:    chills,  unable  to  get  warm. 

Second  :  Elevation  of  temperature,  from 
1020  to  1040. 

Third  :    Severe  pain  in  the  head ;  some  . 
cases  confined  to  the  frontal  region,  others 
the  pain  extending  from  the  shoulders,  up 
the  back  of  the  neck,  and  over  the  head. 

Fourth :  Severe  pain  in  the  back,  and 
limbs. 

Fifth  :  Severe  coryza  or  bronchitis. 
Others  were  effected  with  severe  gastro- 
intestinal symptoms,  simulating  colic,  and 
dysentery.  These  various  symptoms  are 
included  under  the  genneric  head,  La 
Grippe.  How  nonsensical  it  sounds  to 
the  specific  medicationist  to  hear  a  physi- 
cian say,  that  he  has  found  a  remedy  for 
a  name  which  is  applied  to  symptoms  of 
so  diverse  a  character. 

I  have  used  the  following  remedies : 
Bryonia,  gelsemium,  aconite,  eupatorium 
pen  sticta  pulm,  lobelia,  colocynth  and 
cuprum  arsenite,  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  of  specific  medication. 

The  following  combination  has  been  in- 
dicated in  a  majority  of  the  cases. 
Aconite  gtt.  v. 
Gelsemium  gtt.  x. 
Bryonia  ix  gtt.  xx. 
In  some  cases  the  addition  of  eupatorium 
perf,  gtt.  xv  has  been  of  benefit.    In  others 
lobelia,  or  stecta  pulm.      For  the  gastro- 
intestinal trouble,  cuprum  arsenite  gr.  1-100 
to  1-50  aquae  5  iv.     Teaspoonful  hourly; 
also  colocynth  if  indicated.      For  the  ex- 
treme weakness  following,  or  accompany- 
ing the  attack,  strychnia  in  doses  suitable 
to  the  c^se,  usually  gr.  1-60  every  four 
hours. 

I  have  used  the  following  for  bronchitis 
this  winter  with  good  results: 

Tinct  Lobelia  Gomp.  5  ii. 
(King's  expectorant) 


Syrup  Simplex  5  iii. 
Sig:    Take  a  teaspoonful  hourly.

A   TREATMENT   OF  SYPHILIS. 


A  New  and  Tolerable  Form  of  Ad- 
ministering Mercury,  with  Report 
of  65  Cases  Treated  at  Belle- 
vue  Hospital.

[Abstracted  from  the  Author's  Original  Paper  in  the 
Philadelphia  Medical  journal,  Nov.  io,  1900.] 

The  writer  states  that  when  his  attention 
was  called  to  Mercurol  as  an  antiseptic  of 
special  value  in  the  treatment  of  gon- 
orrhoea, it  occurred  to  him  that  it  wrould 
be  a  first-class  preparation  for  the  treat- 
ment of  syphilis.  Some  time  was  neces- 
sarily spent  in  determining  the  proper 
dosage.  At  first  one-eighth  of  a  grain 
was  given  three  times  daily,  and  this  dose 
was  gradually  increased  until  it  was  found 
thai  three  grains  was  the  average  quantity 
lequired  to  control  the  malady.  The 
highest  amount  given  was  seven  grains 
and  the  lowest  amount  that  exerted  a  con- 
irolling  influence  upon  the  disease  was  one- 
half  grain.  In  starting  a  patient  on  a 
course  of  Mercurol  the  author  advises  be- 
ginning with  half  grain  or  grain  doses. 
Salivation  has  been  produced  by  two 
grains,  and  yet  as  much  as  six  grains  has 
been  taken  with  no  disagreeable  symp- 
toms. 

The  objections  to  the  use  of  unguentum 
hydrargyri  as  a  remedy  in  secondary 
syphilis  are  referred  to ;  and  while  the  pop- 
ularity of  mercuric  protiodide  is  conceded, 
the  irregularity  of  its  action  and  its  ten- 
dency to  cause  gastric  and  intestinal  dis- 
turbances are  not  overlooked.  In  the 
writer's  experience  33  per  cent,  of  his  cases 
were  not  benefited  by  this  drug. 

Mercurol  is  a  nucleid  of  mercury,  and 
was  discovered  by  Karl  Schwickerath  of 
Bonn,  Germany.  Kopp,  Director  of  the 
Royal    Polyclinic  for   Genito-urinary  Di- 
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seases  at  the  University  of  Munich,  uses 
Mercurol  in  smaller  doses,  which  leads  the 
writer  to  remark  "he  will  find  as  I  have 
done,  that  it  is  desirable  to  use  a  much 
larger  dosage."  Mercurol  should  not  be 
given  in  solution  with  potassium  iodide. 

In  all,  65  cases  received  Mercurol,  at 
the  Bellevue  clinic,  60  of  which  had  not 
had  previous  treatment.  Of  these,  13  did 
not  return  after  the  first  or  second  visit ;  14 
did  not  remain  long  enough  under  treat- 
ment to  give  the  preparation  a  fair  trial ; 
and  13  may  be  described  as  new  patients. 
Deducting  these  40  cases,  there  remain 
25  cases  that  have  been  sufficiently  long 
and  regular  in  their  attendance  to  supply 
data  from  which  definite  conclusions  may 
be  deducted.  The  detailed  histories  of 
these  25  cases  are  included  in  the  paper. 
In  summarizing  the  author  remarks  that 
while  two  months'  treatment  of  syphilis  is 
insufficient  to  determine  absolutely  the 
value  of  any  remedy,  the  marked  improve- 
ment shown  by  many  of  his  cases  makes 
it  certain  that  Mercurol  is  of  great  value. 
Its  superiority  to  mercuric  chloride  in  con- 
trolling the  symptoms  of  syphilis  is  proved 
Like  all  internal  remedies  it  has  very  little 
effect  upon  the  initial  lesion ;  still  it  has 
hastened  the  healing  slightly.  None  of 
the  cases  required  treatment  with  potas- 
sium iodide  to  control  secondary  manifes- 
tations. 

To  recapitulate,  (1)  Mercurol  causes  less 
disturbance  of  the  gastro-intestinal  tract 
than  any  other  preparation  of  mere  11  r\ 
used  internally.  (2)  It  controls  skin  erup- 
tions and  pains  much  better  than  any  other 
preparation,  while  it  controls  mucous 
eruptions  as  well  as  any  other,  and  has 
equally  as  good  an  effect  upon  the  chancre. 
(3)  It  is  an  advantage  that  it  can  be  taken 
in  pill  form.

Dr.  Woodward  says  that  carbonate  of 
ammonium  is  an  efficient  remedy  in  'ha- 
bitual epistaxis.  He  gives  two  grains 
every  ten  minutes  until  it  stops  the  bleed- 
ing, and  then  continues  the  drug  in  the 
same  dose  from  three  to  six  times  a  dav  to 
prevent  a  return  of  the  unpleasant  condi- 
tion. The  doctor  has  used  the  remedy 
for  man}-  years  with  uniform  success. 


in  oedematous  conditions  of  the  throat 
Apis  is  a  superior  remedy.  Dr.  Felter  re- 
ports a  case  in  which  the  pillars  of  the 
fauces  appeared  like  two  pear-shaped  sacks 
of  water,  and  which  under  the  influence  of 
this  medicament  were  completely -reduced 
in  twenty-four  hours.  Several  similar 
cases  in  my  own  practice  have  also  prompt- 
ly yielded  to  the  curative  effects  of  this 
drug.  Apis  Mel.,  drops  x  to  xx, 

water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one  teaspoon- 
ful every  half  hour  to  every  two  hours. 
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It  is  frequently  said  that  it  is  better  to 
know  a  few  drugs  well  than  to  have  but  an 
imperfect  knowledge  of  many  remedies. 
True;  but  how  much  better  must  it  be  to 
know  many  drugs  well.  Some  physicians, 
with  a  dignified  air,  state  that  their  entire 
practice  is  done  with  a  very  few  drugs,  and 
stories  are  told  of  men  who  gradually  lay 
aside  one  remedy  after  another  until  they 
get  down  to  a  sedative,  opium  and  a  ca- 
thartic. Such  men  fail  to  comprehend  the 
exalted  duties  of  a  physician,  and  should 
seek  some  less  responsible  position.  Young 
doctors,  careful  and  thoughtful  study  of 
your  materia  medica  will  soon  enable  you 
to  know  many  drugs  well.  Your  other 
attainments  will  count  for  but  little  if  your 
therapeutics  are  not  kept  well  in  hand. 


We  do  not  deny  that  the  "tissue  reme- 
dies'' are  medicines.  Of  course  they  are 
medicines,  and  some  of  them  very  effective 
ones.  They  are  medicines,  however,  by 
virtue  of  their  hetero — not  homogeneity. — 
Dr.  W.  C.  Cooper,  in  Eclectic  Med. 
Gleaner. 

Truly,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  these  so- 
called  "tissue  remedies"  being  medicines, 
and  very  efficient  ones,  too,  when  prescribed 
in  accordance  with  well  defined  specific  in- 
dications. They  are  not  "cure  alls" — far 
from  it — but  my  personal  experience  with 
some  of  them  has  fully  convinced  me  that 
they  are  capable  Of  relieving  or  curing 
many  abnormal  conditions.  The  "how" 
of  their  curative  action  may  not  be  clear 
to  all,  but  as  the  subject  is  being  ably  dis- 
cussed by  Dr.  Cooper  and  other  eminent 
writers,  it  may  yet  become  plainly  apparent. 
Let  the  discussion  go  on,  gentlemen.  It 
can  do  no  harm,  and  it  constitutes  a  source 
of  some  very  entertaining  articles.  Don't 
let  us  forget,  however,  that  it  is  possible 
for  one  to  employ  potassium  chloride  with- 
out becoming  a  believer  in  the  rot  and 
moonshine  included  in  "Schursslerism." 
There  are  a  number  of  very  clearly  defined 
indications  for  Kali  Muriaticum. 


CALCII    FLUORIDUM— CALCAREA 
FLUORICA. 

Com?no?i  Names.  — Calcium  Fluoride, 
Fluoride  of  Lime. 

Description,  —  Calcium  fluoride  oc- 
curs in  nature  in  mineral  fluorspar,  and  is 
beautifully  crystalline.  It  is  insoluble  in 
water,  but  is  decomposed  by  sulphuric  acid. 
The  medicinal  preparation  here  referred  to 
is  obtained  from  selected  pieces  of  crystal 
fluorspar,  and  prepared  by  trituration. 

Usual  Prescription. —  3?  Calcarea 
Fluorica,  3X,  gr.  xx,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig. 
Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to 
every  two  hours. 

Indications . — Indurated  glands  of  ex- 
treme hardness ;  malnutrition  of  bones,  es- 
pecially of  the  teeth;  dilatation  of  blood 
vessels ;  blood-tumors  and  piles ;  varicose 
and  enlarged  veins;  hard  lumps  in  the 
mammary  glands ;  ulcers  of  the  scalp,  with 
callous  hard  edges ;  tumors  of  the  eye- 
lids ;  osseous  growths ;  vascular  tumors, 
with  dilated  blood  vessels ;  varicose  ulcera- 
tions of  the  veins ;  gouty  enlargements  of 
the  joints  of  the  fingers ;  chronic  synovitis ; 
cystic  tumors  caused  by  strain  of  the  elas- 
tic fibres ;  whitlow  or  belons ;  suppuration 
of  bones ;  exudation  from  surface  of  bones 
which  quickly  hardens. 

Calcium  fluoride,  as.. shown  by  the  above 
indications,  is  usually  of  service  in  all  dis- 
eases having  their  seat  in  the  suost^nce 
forming  the  surface  of  bone,  enamel  of 
teeth,  and  part  of  all  elastic  fibres,  whether 
of  the  skin,  the  connective  tissues,  or  the 
walls  of  the  blood  vessels. 


CALCII  PHOSPHAS  PRECIPITATA — 
CALCAREA  PHOSPHORICA. 

Common  Names  —  Phosphate  of  Lime, 
Phosphate  of  Calcium. 

Description  . — The  phosphate  of  Cal- 
cium is  found  native  in  certain  localities, 
and  is  very  abundantly  deposited  in  the 
outer  layers  of  wheat.  It  may  be  obtained 
as  a  white  powder  by  a  process  in  which 
calcium  chloride,  ammonia  water  and 
sodium  phosphate  are  used ;  and  also    ,  a 
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process  in  which  bone-ash,  muriatic  acid 
and  ammonia  water  are  employed.  It  is 
almost  insoluble  in  water,  but  the  tritura- 
tion may  be  dispensed  in  water. 

Usual  Prescription. —  ly  Calcarea 
Phosphorica,  3x,  gr.  xx,  water,  5  iv.  M. 
Sig.  Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  half 
hour  to  every  two  hours. 

Indications  . — Tardy  formation  of  callus 
around  the  ends  of  fractured  bones;  un- 
natural growth  and  defective  nutrition  of 
bone,  especially  in  rickets  and  similar  dis- 
eased conditions;  anaema  of  young  rapidly 
growing  people;  diseases  characterized  by 
exhaustive  discharges,  such  as  chronic 
bronchitis,  tubercular  diarrhoea  and  night 
sweats ;  abscesses  and  scrofulous  sores ; 
slow  development  of  teeth ;  marasmus ; 
chronic  synovitis;  eczema,  with  yellowish- 
white  scabs  or  vesicles  in  anaemic  scrofu- 
lous or  gouty  constitutions ;  ulcers  on 
cornea ;  chronic  enlargement  of  the  tonsils ; 
heartburn  and  flatulency ;  catarrh  in  scrofu- 
lous or  gouty  constituaions ;  complexion 
dirty-white  or  brownish. 

The  Phosphate  of  Calcium  is  especially 
indicated  in  all  bone  diseases  depending  on 
a  diseased  quality  of  the  blood,  and  in  the 
unnatural  growth  and  defective  nutrition  of 
bone  and  other  textures  found  in  rickets 
and  similar  diseased  conditions  it  is  an  ef- 
ficient remedy. 

CALCII    SULPHAS— CALCAREA 
SULPHURICA. 

Common  Names.  —  Sulphate  of  Cal- 
cium, Plaster  of  Paris. 

Description. —  The  sulphate  of  calcium 
occurs  native  as  gypsum,  and  in  other 
forms.  At  a  high  temperature  gypsum 
loses  its  water  of  crystallization  and  forms 
a  white  powder  known  as  plaster  of  Paris. 
The  sulphate  of  calcium  is  also  obtained  by 
a  process  in  which  calcium  chloride  and  di- 
lute sulphuric  acid  are  employed.  It  is 
slightly  soluble  in  water. 

Usual  Prescription. — I£  Calcarea  Sul- 
phur ica,  3X,  gr.  xx,  water,  5  iv.     M.  Sig. 


Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to 
every  two  hours. 

Indications. —  ocaldhead,  accompanied 
by  purulent  discharge  or  yellow  purulent 
crusts;  deep-seated  ulcers  of  the  cornea; 
cold  in  the  head,  with  thick,  yellowish, 
purulent  secretion;  tongue  flabby  and  re- 
sembling a  layer  of  dried  clay,  with  a  yel- 
low coating  at  base;  suppurating  sore 
throat ;  pus-like  slimy  discharge  from  the 
bowels ;  purulent  sputa ;  hectic  fever  caused 
by  formation  of  pus ;  purulent  exudations 
in  or  upon  the  skin ;  purulent  sores  and 
suppurations. 

In  the  doses  recommended  in  the  "usual 
prescription/'  the  sulphate  of  calcium  is  an 
agent  of  considerable  curative  power  in  all 
conditions  characterized  by  purulent  dis- 
charges from  mucous  membranes,  purulent 
exudations  in  serous  sacs,  or  tubercular 
ulcers  and  abscesses  of  the  intestines.  In 
abscesses  it  will  shorten  the  suppurating 
process  and  markedly  limit  the  discharge  of 
pus. 


FERRI  PHOSPHAS— FERRUM 
PHOSPHORICUM. 

Common  Name.  —  Phosphate  of  Iron. 

Description  . — The  phosphate  of  iron  is 
made  by  a  process  in  which  sodium  phos- 
phate and  sulphate  of  iron  are  employed. 
The  resulting  powder  is  bluish-gray  in 
color,  odorless,  tasteless  and  insoluble  in 
water  or  alcohol,  but  soluble  in  acids.  The 
preparation  here  referred  to  is  the  pure 
phosphate  of  iron  prepared  by  trituration 
with  sugar  of  milk,  and  may  be  dispensed  in 
water. 

Usual  Prescription. —  ^  Ferri  Phos., 
3x.  gr.  xx.  water,  giv.  M.  Sig.  Dose 
one  teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to  every 
two  hours. 

Indications . — Fever  at  the  commence- 
ment of  any  disease,  when  the  pulse  is  not 
full  and  bounding ;  capillary  congestion 
with  a  burning  sensation  of  the  skin;  in- 
flammation of  the  eyes  with  sharp  pain ; 
feeble,  compressible  and  quick  pulse,  indi- 
cating debility,  especially  in  children ;  con- 
gested nasal  mucous  membrane ;  unnatural 
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redness  of  mucous  membranes  of  the 
mouth ;  inflammation  of  the  fauces,  charac- 
terized by  redness  and  pain  without  exuda- 
tion; red  and  inflamed  tonsils  and  swollen 
glands ;  excessive  congestion  of  the  uterus 
at  the  monthly  periods ;  bearing-down  sen- 
sation with  constant  dull,  ovarian  pains; 
pains  in  the  back,  loins  and  over  the  kid- 
neys;  debility  of  children  when  there  are 
no  organic  lesions ;  convulsions  with  fever 
in  teething  children;  febrile  stage  of  in- 
flammatory affections  of  the  respiratory 
tract;  hyperaemia  of  the  brain,  producing 
delirium ;  dull  heavy  pain  on  top  of  head ; 
first  stage  of  cold  in  the  head ;  incontinence 
of  urine  from  weakness  of  the  sphincter, 
especially  in  children ;  diarrhorea  caused  by 
chill. 

In  febrile  disturbances  and  inflamma- 
tions, especially  before  exudation  com- 
mences, this  is  a  useful  agent,  and  in  many 
inflammatory  and  eruptive  fevers  in  the 
young  and  sensitive  it  occupies  a  place  be- 
tween aconite  and  veratrum.  In  debila- 
tated  conditions  of  children,  when  the  appe- 
tite is  failing,  and  there  is  dullness,  listless- 
ness  and  loss  of  weight,  this  medicament 
should  not  be  neglected.  It  is  also  cura- 
tive in  the  headaches  of  children,  when 
there  is  a  throbbing  sensation  in  the  head, 
red  face  and  suffused  eyes.  In  laryngitis, 
trachitis.  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  pleurisy 
and  pleuro-pneumonia,  it  is  frequently  indi- 
cated, and  especially  in  bronchitis  of  chil- 
dren. 


POTASSII  CHLORIDUM — KALI 
MURIATICUM. 

Common  JVamcs. —  Chloride  of  Pot- 
ash, Chloride  of  Potassium. 

Description . —  Chloride  of  potassium 
occurs  in  nature,  and  may  be  prepared  by  a 
process  in  which  pure  aqueous  hydro- 
chloric acid  and  pure  potassium  carbonate 
are  used.  Its  crystals  are  colorless,  and 
are  freely  soluble  in  water,  but  insoluble  in 
strong  alcohol.  The  preparation  here  re- 
ferred to  is  the  pure  chloride  of  potassium 
prepared  by  trituration  with  sugar  of  milk. 


Usual  Prescript/  'on.  -1>  Kali  Mur.,  3X, 
gr  xx,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to  every  two 
hours. 

Indications . — White  or  gray  coating  at 
the  base  of  the  tongue ;  white  or  gray  exu- 
dations ;  glandular  swellings ;  discharges  or 
expectorations  of  a  white,  thick,  fibrimous 
slime  from  any  mucous  surface;  grayish 
patches  or  spots  in  throat  or  on  tonsils; 
jaundice,  especially  when  there  is  pain  in 
the  stomach  or  intestines;  pale  yellow 
evacuations  and  yellow  urine,  with  abdomi- 
nal tenderness  and  swelling;  diarrhoea 
when  the  stools  are  pale  yellow  or  clay 
colored;  inflammation  of  the  bladder  when 
there  is  a  discharge  of  thick  white  mucus ; 
rheumatic  fever,  with  exudation  and  swell- 
ing around  the  joints ;  abscesses,  boils  and 
carbuncles ;  plastic  exudations  and  ad- 
hesions ;  hard,  harsh  and  hacking  coughs ; 
slvort  and  spasmodic  cough ;  wheezing  rales, 
or  rattling  sounds  in  the  air  passages, 
caused  by  thick,  tenacious  mucus  in  the 
bronchi. 

Bronchitis,  pneumonia  and  pleurisy  are 
among  the  diseases  likely  to  present  indi- 
cations for  this  remedy.  The  most  promi- 
nent symptoms  calling  for  its  exhibition 
are  a  white  or  gray  coating  at  the  base  of 
tht  tongue,  yellowing  discoloration  of  the 
skin,  white  or  gray  exudations  and  dis- 
charges or  expectorations  of  a  thick  white 
or  grayish  substance  from  any  mucous  sur- 
face. In  catarrhal  conditions  it  is  a  very 
efficient  remedy. 

Potossium  Chloride  must  not  be  con- 
founded with  Potassium  Chlorate. 


EYE  AND  EAR  TROUBLES. 

In  acute  troubles  of  the  ear,  such  as  ear- 
ache, and  acute  inflammtory  action  of  the 
nose  or  throat,  including  the  tonsils, 
specific  aconite  should  always  be  employed 
unless  there  is  marked  contra-indication  for 
its  use.  In  earache,  specific  gelsemium, 
in  doses  of  one-half  to  one  drop,  as  a  rule 
will  be  indicated,  and  will  hasten  relief  from 
pain.  In  acute  rhinitis,  with  a  thin  watery 
discharge,  the  discharge  not  acrid  or  ex- 
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coriating,  distillate  hamamelis  should,  be 
combined  with  aconite,  adding  from  one  to 
two  drachms  to  four  ounces  of  water,  and 
giving  a  teaspoonful  every  hour.  If  the 
discharge  is  acrid  or  excoriating,  liquor 
potassii  arsenitis  in  half  drop  doses,  should 
be  combined  with  the  aconite.  If  the  dis- 
charge is  moderately  thick  and  profuse, 
specific  hydrastis,  in  doses  of  one  to  two 
drops,  or  Lloyd's  hydrastis,  in  doses 
of  two  to  four  drops,  should  be  used.  If 
the  discharge  is  tough  and  tenacious, 
potassii  bichromas,  in  i-ioo  grain  doses 
every  three  hours. 

In  acute  pharyngitis,  when  the  tissues 
feel  bruised,  specific  cimicifuga,  in  doses  of 
one-half  to  one  drop,  every  one  to  three 
hours.  If  the  pain  is  increased  by  swal- 
lowing, and  papillae  of  the  tongue  are 
prominent,  specific  rhus  tox,  in  doses  of 
one-tenth  to  one-sixth  drop;  with  oedema 
of  the  tissues  of  the  throat,  especially  the 
velum  and  uvula,  specific  apis,  in  doses  of 
one-sixth  drop,  or  specific  apocynum,  in 
doses  of  one-half  drop  every  two  or  three 
hours.  These  two  drugs  may  be  combined 
and  given  in  alternation  with  the  aconite. 
Jf  ihe  tonsils  are  inflamed  and  sore,  specific 
Phytolacca,  in  doses  one  to  two  drops  every 
one  to  two  hours,  should  be  combined  with 
aconite.  Jf  the  difficulty  in  swallowing  is 
extreme,  this  preparation  had  better  be 
used  by  means  of  an  atomizer. 

In  pharyngeal  trouble,  when  on  swallow- 
ing there  is  a  pain  extending  from  the 
throat  to  the  ear,  specific  bryonia,  in  doses 
of  gtt.  one-third  to  one-half  every  one  or 
:\vo  hours  is  indicated.  When  laryngeal 
complications  are  present,  as  shown  by 
hoarseness  of  the  voice,  specific  collinsonia, 
in  doses  of  from  three  to  five  drops.  If 
there  is  a  tough,  tenacious  secretion,  which 
it  is  difficult  to  expectorate,  the  potassii 
bichromas  will  be  found  not  only  to  relieve 
this  condition,  but  also  laryngeal  horsencss, 
which  is  a  frequent  accompaniment  with 
this  form  of  secretion.— Dr.  R.  O.  Fohz,  in 
Eclectic  Medical  Journal.

Dr.  W.  A.  Earle  of  Boston  was  elected 
as  a  member  of  the  society. 

The  following  very  interesting  case  was 
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reported  by  Dr.  Earle,  the  patient  being 
his  own  child. 

Ten  days  after  oirth  the  little  boy  had  a 
severe  case  of  meningitis  from  which  he 
recovered.  A  wee^  after  the  recovery 
symptoms  of  hydrocephalus  began  to  man- 
ifest themselves  and  the  head,  not  with- 
standing all  treatment,  gradually  increased 
in  size  until  at  the  age  of  three  months  the 
measurement  of  the  child's  head  from  front 
to  back  and  side  to  side,  exceeded  my  own 
by  one  inch.  About  this  time  I  read 
Schussler's  Bio-Chemic  Therapy  and  no- 
ticed that  he  recommended  calcium  phos. 

for  the  hydrocephalic  condition.  I 
began  its  administration,  giving  i  gr.  three 
or  four  times  a  day.  The  head  stopped 
increasing  and  the  hydrocephalus  was 
gradually  absorbed,  although  the  head  was 
somewhat  larger  than  is  usual  in  a  child; 
when  seven  years  of  age  he  wore  a  7  1-2 
hat.  There  were  no  sequaelle  following 
except  that  which  affected  the  eye  sight. 
He  was  six  months  old  before  I  could  de- 
termine that  he  could  see  any  thing.  At 
that  age  he  would  notice  some  what  the 
waving  of  a  light  before  his  eyes,  from 
that  time  on  his  sight  kept  improving.  He 
was  3  1-2  years  old  before  he  could  get  on 
his  feet  and  even  then  his  head  seemed  too 
heavy  for  him  to  hold  up  and  he  would 
rest  it  on  the  arm  of  a  chair.  He  began 
to  move  around  by  walking  on  his  toes ; 
after  a  while  he  got  so  that  he  could  walk 
on  one  foot  and  the  other  toes.  By  con- 
stantly reminuing  him  he  would  walk  o-i 
both  feet,  but  if  he  became  the  least  excited 
he  would  commence  to  walk  on  the  toes 
of  one  foot.  He  had  several  slight  attacks 
of   meningitis.      The  calcium  phos.  was 

constantly  administered. 

He  did  not  lose  his  first  tooth  until  he 
was  seven  years  of  age  and  at  that  time  he 
was  4  feet  tall  and  weighed  71  pounds. 
All  of  this  I  attriouted  to  the  beneficial 
effects  of  the  calcium  phos.  His  mental 
development  was  exceedingly  precocious. 
At  this  time  I  practised  in  the  country  and 
had  a  Pole  for  my  coachman,  a  Swede  in 
the  kitchen,  and  a  large  number  of  French 
people  used  to  come  to  my  office.  The 


iittle  fe.-^w  could  talk  equally  well  with 
them  all  in  their  own  language.  If  a  story 
was  read  to  him  and  the  same  reread  a  few 
weeks  later  he  would  always  notice  and 
correct  the  leaving  out  or  the  changing  of 
a  single  word. 

One  morning  when  he  was  about  71-2 
years  old  he  woke  bright  as  usual  but  com- 
plained of  nausea,  and  soon  was  in  con- 
vulsions. He  came  out  of  the  first  but 
within  two  minutes  went  into  another  and 
died. 

The  doctor  said  that  he  reported  the  case 
to  show  the  wonderful  curative  effect  of 
the  calcium  phos.  He  also  spoke  briefly 
of  two  cases  of  spina  bifida  where  he  had 
used  it  with  marked  success.

TREATMENT  OE  GASTRIC  ULCER. 

The  mortality  of  gastric  ulcer  has  been 
lessened  by  appropriate  treatment  from 
about  fifty  per  cent.,  as  estimated  by  Bim- 
ton.  down  to  about  ten  percent,  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  B.  Reed  (Internat.  Med.  Mag., 
May,  1900)  suggests  that  in  every  case 
showing  marked  hydrochloric-acid  excess, 
the  danger  of  ulcer  should  be  appreciated 
and  the  condition  treated  and  subsequentlv 
guarded  against.  The  indications  to  be 
nu  t  in  the  cure  of  the  disease  are  (1)  to  put 
the  stomach  a!  complete  rest;  (2)  to  reduce 
the  hypcrchlorhydria  ;  (3)  to  allay  the  pain 
:.nd  vomiting;  (4)  to  preclude  or  arrest  hem- 
orrhage. The  patient  should  be  kept  in 
bed  for  three  weeks  at  least  and  for  one 
w<  «  k  fed  exclusively  per  rectum.  Hot 
poultices  or  compresses  may  also  be  used 


over  the  epigastrium.  A  clyster  of  salt 
and  water  should  be  used  as  a  cleansing 
agent  before  the  nutrient  enemas  are  ad- 
ministered. These  may  toe  given  two  to 
four  times  a  day,  and  need  not  consist  of 
predigested  food,  the  following  being  very 
efficacious  at  times;  gt>od  fresh  milk,  fresh - 
lyexpressed  beef-juice,  raw  eggs,  solutions 
of  sugar  and  also  of  very  thoroughly 
cooked  starch.  A  pint  of  salt  should  be 
added  to  each  enema.  Ewald  recommends 
two  to  three  eggs  beaten  up  with  a  table- 
spoonful  of  cold  water,  then  a  tablespoon- 
ful  of  prepared  cereal,  dextrinized  by  heat, 
is  boiled  with  a  half  tumblerful  of  twenty- 
per-cent.  solution  of  grape  sugar  and  a 
wine  glassful  of  claret  added.  When 
luke  warm  stir  in  the  eggs  and  add 
fifteen  grains  of  salt.  When  the  con- 
tents of  the  bowels  become  acid  beef  tea 
should  be  given  instead  of  milk  and  the 
sugar.  Feeding  by  mouth  should  be  be- 
gun with  milk  and  lime-water,  equal  parts, 
giving  at  first  a  ta!blespoonful  every  half- 
hour  and  then  increasing  the  quantity  and 
the  length  of  intervals.  Barley  water, 
lightly  boiled  or  poached  eggs,  slightly 
salted,  and  calf's  food  jelly  may  be  slowly 
added  to  the  regimen.  Vomiting  may  be 
relieved  by  pellets  of  ice  and  extreme  thirst 
should  be  allayed  by  frequent  sippings  of 
cool  water.  Persistent  pain  and  burning 
is  usually  due  to  excess  of  hydrochloric 
acid  and  is  relieved  by  half-to-one-dram 
doses  of  sodium  bicorbonate.  In  stubborn 
cases  forty  to  sixty  grains  of  bismuth  sub- 
nitrate  in  a  draught  of  water  may  be  given 
one  hour  before  each  feeding.  When  con- 
stipation results  it  is  best  relieved  by  ene- 
mas of  olive  oil.  Hematemesis  seldom 
occurs  when  on  such  treatment,  but  when  it 
does  appear  the  patient  is  immediately  put 
to  bed,  an  ice-bag  applied  to  the  epigas- 
trium, and  ice  given  by  mouth.  Ewald 
records  having  checked  hemorrhage  by 
washing  the  stomach  out  with  ice-water, 
but  this  is  very  dangerous.  Large  doses 
of  bismuth  in  lime-water,  with  one  drop  of 
carbolic  acid  and  flavored  with  spirits  of 
chloroform  and  compound  tincture  of  car- 
damom are  often  very  valuable. — News. 
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NATURAL   SULPHUR   WATER  IN 
GALL-STONES. 

A.  Winckler  (Therap.  Monatshift.,  May, 
1900),  speaks  very  highly  of  the  power  pos- 
sessed by  sulphur  water  to  increase  and  di- 
lute the  bile  and  thinks  that  in  this  respect 
they  greatly  excel  the  alkaline  springs. 
The  patients  may  drink  the  water  at  home 
or,  preferably,  should  spend  a  few  weeks  at 
some  watering  place  where  strong  sulphur 
springs  exist.  The  cure  should  be  con- 
tinued for  some  time  after  'the  explusion 
of  the  stones.  The  author  also  draws  at- 
tention to  the  excessive  ingestion  of  eggs 
as  a  possible  etiological  factor  in  causing 
gall-stones,  since  the  yolk  contains  as 
much  as  one-half  per  cent,  of  cholesterin. 
Bread,  also,  should  be  used  with  modera- 
tion.— News. 


"Extracts  from  letter  of  appeal  from  N. 
W.  C.  T.  U.  to  the  physicians  of  the  United 
States." 

The  National  Woman's  Christian  Tem- 
perance Union  has  been  active  for  twenty- 
seven  years  in  combating  the  evils  of  al- 
coholic liquor  drinking.  Among  its 
most  effective  allies  have  been  those  physi- 
cians who  do  not  prescribe  alcoholic 
liquors,  allowing  alcohol  a  very  limited 
sphere  of  usefulness,  or  none  at  -all 

W e  are  endeavoring  to  bring  the  teach- 
ings of  such  physicians  to  the  people  and 
we  believe  that  much  good  is  being  ac- 
complished thereby.  It  is  apparent,  how- 
ever, that  if  the  evils  of  liquor  drinking 
(ill-health,  poverty,  insanity  and  crime) 
are  ever  to  be  fully  abated,  the  medical 
profession  must  take  a  more  active  part  in 
this  much  desired  reform.  They,  more 
than  others,  can  disabuse  the  public  mind 
of  old-time  errors  concerning  the  use  of  or 
necessity  for  alcohol,  either  as  a  beverage 
or  for  medicinal  purposes.  It  would  seem 
to  be  the  duty  of  those  to  whom  the  public 
looks  for  guidance  in  all  things  pertaining 
to  health,  to  continue  to  make  the  most 
careful  investigations  of  the  nature  of 
alcohol  and  its  effects  upon  the  human 
system  and  to  see  to  it  that  their  medical 


practice  and  teaching,  as  well'  as  their  per- 
sonal example,  is  upon  the  side  of  safety. 

An  eminent  Russian  physician,  in  a 
paper  read  before  the  International  Medi- 
cal Congress,  held  at  Moscow,  August, 
1897,  said:  "The  struggle  against  alco- 
holism merits  as  much  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  medical  profession  as  that 
against  the  various  epidemics,  and  the 
success  of  the  struggle  is  impossible  with- 
out the  active  sympathies  of  the  medical 
profession." 

Particularly  would  we  ask  physicians  to 
warn  parents  against  the  home  prescrip- 
tion of  alcohol  and  against  the  use  of  pro- 
prietary medicines  containing  alcohol  or 
other  narcotic  drugs,  by  showing  them  the 
danger  and  by  teaching  them  a  better 
way. 


REMOVAL   OF  POWDER  STAINS. 

Powder  stains  are  frequently  a  source  of 
annoyance  from  a  cosmetic  point  of  view. 
The  methods  hitherto  in  vogue  for  their 
removal  have  been  more  or  less  imperfect. 
The  latest  is,  however,  quite  successful  in 
its  action  and  is  very  easily  applied.  The 
following  solution  is  painted  on  the  stains : 

Jy.  Ammonium  biniodide, 

Aqua  dest  .  . .  .  aa5j 

This  will  turn  the  stains  to  a  reddish 
color.  To  get  rid  of  the  red  discoloration 
i4  is  only  necessary  to  paint  the  affected 
parts  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid. — Sum- 
mary. 


UREA  AND  UREMIA. 

From  a  consideration  of  the  subject, 
Coile  concludes:  1.  That  acute  uremia  oc- 
casionally occurs  without  suppression  of 
urine  or  obstruction  to  its  flow,  and  in  the 
absence  of  structural  change  of  the  kid- 
ney. 2.  That  acute  uremia  may  occur 
while  the  amount  of  urea  excreted  is  far 
above  the  normal.  3.  That  in  such  cases 
the  increased  amount  of  urea  in  the  blood 
is  from  rapid  tissue  disintegration,  until 
the  blood  is  badly  poisoned,  and  then  is 
probably  increased  by  nitrogenous  food 
eaten,  which   cannot  be   assimilated,  and 
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which  disintegrates  in  the  blood.  4.  That 
in  the  treatment  of  acute  uremia  active 
diaphoresis  is  of  little  value,  as  so  small  an 
amount  of  urea  is  obtained  that  it  is  prac- 
tically unappreciable,  and  the  blood  is  thus 
deprived  of  its  water  and  salt,  which  is  not 
only  unhanuful,  but  of  great  value. — Ex.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

The  physiologic  treatment  of  typhoid 
fever  is  summarized  by  Dabney  as  follows : 

I.  Clean  intestines  by  mild  cathartic. 
2.  Stimulate  the  vasomotors  by  the  regular 
application  of  cold  water  with  constant 
friction.  3.  Colonic  flushings.  4. 
Abundance  of  cool  water  to  drink.  5. 
Clean  sheets,  clean  gown  daily.  6.  Sun- 
light and  air  in  abundance.  7.  Spare 
and  readily  assimilable  diet  at  long  inter- 
vals. 8.  Eternai  vigilance  for  complica- 
tions. 9.  Careful  study  of  pulse  and 
temperature.  10.  Never  give  any  rem- 
edy that  increases  vasomotor  paresis;  the 
coal-tar  series  in  particular  are  to  be  avoid- 
ed. 11.  Avoid  the  use  of  all  stimulants 
as  a  routine  practice.  I  refer  especially 
to  alcohol,  strychnin,  nitroglycerin,  and 
ammonia.  There  are  times  when  we  may 
need  stimulants  badly,  but  the  average 
cases,  if  properly  treated,  seldom  need 
them.  The  use  of  digitalis,  though  in- 
dorsed by  many  good  men,  I  deem  unriliy- 
Biologic,  and  at  times  positively  dangerous 
in  this  disease.— Virginia  Medical  Semi- 
Monthly. 

Fir.ROID  UTERUS. 
Dr.  II.  |.  Garrfgues  presented  a  fibroid 
uterus  removed  from  a  woman,  fifty-eight 


years  of  age.  She  complained  of  severe 
hemorrhages  and  backache,  associated  with 
prolapse.  The  abdominal  walls  were  so  fat 
that  it  was  impossible  to  feel  the  body  of 
the  uterus.  After  etherization,  he  found  a 
large  uterus  with  a  tumor  on  either  side. 
On  opening  the  posterior  vault  of  the 
vagina,  he  discovered  a  number  of  fibroids. 
It  was  necessary  to  remove  nine  fibroids 
before  the  uterus  was  small  enough  to  be 
removed  through  the  vaginal  incision.  All 
of  the  fibromata  were  held  together  only 
by  loose  connective  tissue.  The  patient 
did  well  for  some  days  after  the  operation, 
and  then  developed  a  pneumonia,  from 
which  she  died.  She  had  previously  been 
d.  sufferer  from  chronic  bronchitis,  which 
probably  explained  the  occurrence  of  the 
pneumonia.  The  post-mortem  examina: 
tion  showed  no  evidence  of  inflamrrlation 
about  the  field  of  operation.— Record. 


DERMATITIS  MALIGNA. 

In  beginning  Paget's  disease  of  the  nip- 
ple, partial  removal  of  the  breast  is  not  con- 
sidered safe.  When  complete  operation  is 
refused,  I  should  not  hesitate  to  destroy  the 
area  widely  and  deeply  with  the  x  aquelin's 
cautery.  Removal  of  the  entire  mamma 
is,  however,  probably  safer,  though  cases 
with  good  results  from  the  more  limited 
operation  are  not  unknown. — A.  Marma- 
duke  Sheild. — Record. 


SELECTION  OF  CHLOROFORM  AS 
AN  ANAESTHETIC. 

Dr.  Miron  I.  Marsh  is  credited  with  the 
following  statements  :  Chloroform  is  gen- 
erally to  be  given  preference  as    follows : 

(1)  Organic  diseases  of  the  nervous  system. 

(2)  Atheroma  occurring  in  those  advanced 
in  years.  (3)  Chronic  or  acute  inflamma- 
tory affections  of  the  respiratory  tract,  as 
severe  bronchitis,  asthma,  emphysema,  or 
advanced  tuberculosis.  (4)  Protracted 
operations  about  the  nose,  mouth,  or 
pharynx,  which  necessitate  the  nose  and 
mouth  being  uncovered  (5)  Night  opera- 
tions with  artificial  light,  unless  the  light 
be  placed  much  higher  than  the  ether,  its 
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vapor  being  heavier  than  air.  (6)  When 
the  galvanic  cautery  is  to  be  used  in  the 
neighborhood  of  air  passages.  (7)  When 
ether  has  failed  or  cannot  be  procured,  or 
when  there  is  a  distinct  record  of  deleter- 
ious effects  during  a  previous  etherization. 

(8)  Renal  diseases,  both  acute  and  chronic. 

(9)  Chronic  alcoholism.  (10)  Old  age, 
young  children.  (11)  During  labor.  (12) 
Puerperal  eclampsia  when  an  immediate 
effect  is  required.— Cincinnati  Lancet- 
Clinic.

INDICATIONS    FOR  IRRIGATION 
OF  THE  STOMACH. 

Martius  states  as  follows  the  indications 
for  lavage  of  the  stomach :  (1)  Acute 
poisoning;  the  introduction  of  the  water 
dilutes  the  poison  and  renders  it  less  harm- 
ful, and  it  can  be  withdrawn  with  the  fluid. 
(2)  Stagnation  in  the  stomach  from  steno- 
sis of  the  pylorus,  whether  due  to  a  benign 
or  malignant  growth.  (3)  All  cases  of  oc- 
clusion of  the  intestines  from  whatever 
cause.  Irrigation  always  relieves  and  may 
possibly  cure  without  further  treatment. 
Guerin  commends  it  in  the  current  Archives 
de  Bordeaux  for  its  action  in  arresting 
the  painful  Vomiting  of  faecal  liquids  ,  while 
it  allows  medicines  to  produce  their  proper 
effect.  It  is  also  generally  indicated  in 
carcinoma  ventriculi,  acute  and  chronic 
catarrh,  and  all  functional  diseases  of  the 
stomac'h.  Also  in  tympanites  such  as  oc- 
curs in  severe  abdominal  typ'hus  and  in 
nervous  dyspepsia  and  spasm  of  the  oesop- 


hagus. Others  have  found  it  very  bene- 
ficial in  infantile  gastric  and  bowel  troubles, 
acute  and  chronic.  Some  consider  it  in- 
effective in  neurasthenia  gastrica,  but  it 
often  produces  a  cure  in  nervous  dyspepsia 
when  the  patient  can  be  made  to  see  for 
herself  that  her  stomach  is  digesting  nor- 
mally. Minkowki  has  found  it  very  val- 
uable in  arresting  hemorrhages.  He  sug- 
gests that  the  time  of  using  it  is  very  im- 
portant; if  the  patient  is  allowed  to  eat 
again  soon,  the  benefits  are  often  lost.  He 
advises  it  the  last  thing  at  night.  Quincke 
also  uses  the  irrigator  for  removing  the 
liquid. — Memorabilien. — Record. 

SULPHONAL  POISONING. 

According  to  Dietrich  (Therap.  Mon- 
ats.),  sulphonal  is  by  no  means  so  free 
from  toxic  action  as  is  generally  supposed. 
At  least  thirty  cases  of  death  from  the  use 
of  the  drug  have  been  recorded  in  medical 
literature,  the  says.  The  dose  which  pro- 
duces these  harmful  effects  appears  to  be 
very  variable.  Oestreicher  quotes  a  case 
in  Which  a  patient  took  one  thousand  five 
hundred  grams  of  sulphonal  in  six  years 
without  any  ill  effects.  On  the  other  hand.. 
Schulz  reports  a  case  which  ended  fatally, 
in  which  only  sixteen  grams  were  given  in 
the  month,  and  Helweg  another  fatal  case 
resulting  from  the  administration  of  ninety 
grams  in  three  months.  Numerous  sim- 
ilar cases  have  been  recorded.  In  the  ma- 
jority of  these,  the  patients  were  in  a 
weakened  condition,  anemic,  with  much 
impaired  digestion,  so  that  the  sulphonal,. 
which,  in  healthy  individuals  is  dissociated 
and  reabsorbed  with  difficulty,  in  these 
cases  acquired  a  cumulative  action  which 
terminated  disastrously.  The  symptoms 
of  poisoning  are  intestinal  pain,  nausea  and 
constipation.  The  urine  is  colored  a  deep 
dherry  red.  This  coloration-  is  often  the 
first  indication  of  the  commencement  of  the 
toxic  action. — Druggists'  Circular. — Brief.

BELLADONNA  IN  METRITIS. 

The  symptoms  calling  for  belladonna  in 
inflammation  of  the  uterus  are  distended 
abdomen,  with  pains  of  a  lancinating  dig- 
ging character,  or  as  if  the  intestines  were 
clasped  by  some  sharp  claws ;  painful  pres- 
sure, as  if  everything  would  protrude 
through  the  vulva;  abdomen  very  sensitive 
to  contact;  face  red,  with  heat  about  the 
head  and  eyes ;  pressive  headache,  throb- 
bing carotids ;  pains  in  small  of  back  as  if 
it  were  broken ;  lochia  suppressed  or  if 
there  is  a  discharge  it  is  free  and  offensive. 
— Med.  Visitor. — Brief. 


ABDOMINAL  CRAMPS. 

Copper  arsenate  is  a  drug  that  is  being 
neglected  of  late.  Its  value  is  too  great 
to  permit  such  a  thing.  It  is  as  good  as 
morphine  in  colic  and  dysentery.  A  pic- 
ture from  memory  presents  itself  now :  A 
rough  fellow  came  to  us  one  morning  com- 
plaining of  colic,  and  we  gave  him  five  or 
six  granules  of  copper  arsenite,  grain  one 
five-hundredth,  with  directions  to  take  one 
hourly  until  easy.  He  went  across  the 
street  and  laid  down  on  a  platform  in  the 
shade.  At  the  end  of  the  first  hour  we  had 
opportunity  to  ask  him  how  he  was  getting 
along,  and  his  reply  was:  "All  right;  I 
feel  no  pain."  It  is  good  in  cholera  infan- 
tum, also  good  results  have  been  had  in 
spasmodic  dysmenorrhea  from  it. — Med. 
Summary. 

DRESSINGS. 

A  dry  dressing  is  superior  to  a  wet  one 
in  incised  wounds.      In  contused  and  lac- 


erateld  wounds,  a  wet  dressing  should  be 
employed  for  a  week  or  two,  followed  by 
a  dry  one.  In  carbuncles,  boils,  and  in- 
fected wounds,  a  wet  dressing  is  indicated. 
W  hen  pus  has  burrowed  and  sinuses  exist, 
packing  and  a  dry  dressing  is  preferable. 
In  deep  punctured  wounds,  with  a  small 
orifice,  a  wet  dressing  is  best.  In  all 
wounds  of  the  scalp,  whether  infected  or 
not,  we  should  use  a  dry  dressing. — Phil- 
adelphia Medical  Journal. — Brief. 


CHAMOMILLA. 

Teething  children  are  cross  and  irritable, 
want  to  be  carried,  want  things,  and,  when 
they  get  them,  throw  them  away ;  one  cheek 
red,  and  twitching  of  muscles  during  sleep ; 
head  sweats;  in  diarrhea  with  colic,  when 
stools  are  green  and  of  foul  odor — bad 
odor — and  child  is  teething.  They  are  al- 
ways over-sensitive,  and  their  extreme  irri- 
tability is  vexing  and  exasperating  to  the 
attendants.  These  over-sensitive  and  ir- 
ritable conditions  apply  to  adults  as  well, 
who  have  some  derangement  of  the  chylo- 
poietic  system,  though  I  prefer  using  the 
nux  in  these  cases. — Cm.  Ec.  Med.  Jour. 


THEY  CAUSE  COLOR  BLINDNESS. 

Habitual  Cigarette  Smokers  Are  Barred 
From    Positions    in  Important 
Railroad  Service. 

BOSTON,  Mass.,  Saturday -Habitual 
cigarette  smokers  are  barred  from  positions 
in  the  operating  department  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  railroad, 
according  to  H.  A.  Ives,  who  has  charge  of 
making  the  examinations.     Mr.  Ives  says : 

"In  signals  the  green  stands  for  safety 
and  the  red  for  danger,  and  confusion  of 
these  colors  has  caused  many  accidents. 
This  test  is  also  a  sure  indication  of  whether 
a  man  is  a  cigarette  smoker  or  not. 

"If  an  applicant  is  an  habitual  cigarette 
smoker  he  is  almost  sure  to  be  more  or  less 
color  blind.  The  constant  use  of  tobacco 
also  injures  a  man's  color  sense,  but  failure 
on  this  account  is  found  only    in  elderl 
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men.  The  excessive  use  of  liquor  is  also 
indicated  in  this  way,  although  other  tests 
usually  stop  a  hard  drinker  applying  for  a 
position  before  he  gets  to  this  examina- 
tion."— Sun. 


WANT  OF  TONE. 

A  tendency  to  perspire  on  the  slightest 
exertion  is  not  unfrequently  coincident 
with  habitual  chilliness,  and  both  are  indi- 
cative of  want  of  tone. — Record. 


BISMARCK'S  BRAIN. 

The  Medicinisch-Chirugisches  Cen- 
tralblatt  says  that  an  anthropologist  named 
Ammon  states  that  Bismarck's  brain 
was  probably  the  heaviest  on  record.  He 
judges  from  measurements  of  Schafer's 
bust  of  the  great  chancellor  that  his  brain 
must  have  weighed  1,867  gm.  (over  58 
ounces) ;  Cuvier's  brain  weighed  1,830  gm. ; 
Byron's,  1,807;  Kant's,  1,650;  Schiller's 
1,630;  and  Dante's,  1,420.  The  average 
for  a  well-built  European  man  is  given  as 
1,380  gm. — Record. 


Prof.  Kaufmann,  of  Breslau,  in  conferr- 
ing the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  on 
Fraulein  Immerwahr,  the  first  woman  who 
has  ever  passed  the  examination  at  that 
University,  said  that  he  earnestly  hoped 
study  among  women  would  "continue  to 
be  the  exception  with  the  few  capable  in- 
dividuals," inasmuch  as  it  was  desired  that 
they  should  hold  to  their  primary  and  nob- 
lest calling  of  wife  and  mother,  "which," 
said  the  professor,  "a  man  will  never  be 
able  to  exercise." 


BULLET  IN  THE  HEART. 

A  French  surgeon  in  1875  presented  to 
the  Paris  surgical  faculty  the  heart  of  a 
woman  who  had  been  shot  with  a  revolver. 
The  bullet  measured  three  lines  (one-fourth 
of  an  inch)  in  diameter.  One  of  them  had 
passed  through  the  right  lung,  had  pene- 


trated the  heart  by  the  posterior  wall  of 
the  left  ventricle,  and  was  found  lodged  in 
the  latter.  She  lived  eighteen  days,  and 
nothing  during  life  led  to  the  suspicion 
that  such  a  lesion  had  taken  place.  Aus- 
cultation revealed  nothing  and  the  pulse 
was  regular.  The  hole  made  by  the  ball 
could  hardly  be  discerned. — Lancet,  1876. 
— Record.

LIGATURES  AND  SUTURES. 

In  applying  ligatures,  if  the  object  is  to 
occlude  a  vessel  and  prevent  hemorrhage, 
or  to  strangulate  tissues,  as  in  some  oper- 
ations for  piles,  they  should  be  tightly  ap- 
plied. Whenever  they  are  used  for 
sutures,  however,  all  that  we  want  is  ap- 
proximator and  any  degree  of  force  which 
constricts  or  strangulates  the  tissues  is 
harmful  and  misapplied. — Internat.  Jour.

LACERATIONS    OF    THE  CERVIX 
UTERI. 

Edward  II.  Muxcie,  M.  D. 
It  has  been  aptly  said,  "Cultivate  eyes  in 
the  tips  of  your  fingers,"  for  if  the  gynecolo- 
gist would  be  successful  he  must  be  able 
to  recognize  pathological  lesions  witli  the 
tips  <>i  his  fm-vrs.  Indeed,  in  many  cases 
a  correct  diagnosis  could  not  be  made  if  the 
sense  of  touch  was  not  developed  to  its  full- 


est extent.  For  instance,  an  ocular  ex- 
amination of  the  cervix  uteri  may  reveal 
no  abnormal  condition  when  a  careful  digi- 
tal examiation  will  disclose  serious  trouble. 

The  object  of  this  paper  is  to  call  atten- 
tion to  that  condition  of  the  cervix  uteri 
which  has  been  termed  by  Prof.  E.  H.  Pratt 
"healed  lacerations."  These  seldom  recog- 
nized lacerations  are  often  the  starting 
point  locally,  of  grave  pathological  changes, 
and  remotely  of  serious  neuroses  and  func- 
tional disturbance.  Long  continued  func- 
tional disturbance  will  cause  organic 
changes  just  as  water  dropping  upon  the 
rock  will  make  its  indellible  impression. 

For  example,  a  heart  whose  functional 
activities  has  been  disturbed  for  years,  must 
sooner  or  later  undergo  organic  changes. 
Since  these  facts  are  established,  it  is  the 
c.utv  of  every  physician  to  urge  upon  his 
patient  prompt  and  skilled  surgical  atten- 
tion, even  to  the  slightest  laceration  of  tis- 
sue or  formation  of  cicatrix. 

A  patient  once  asked  when  told  that  she 
had  a  healed  laceration,  'AYhy!  did  the 
baby's  heel  cause  the  tare?"  This  lady  and 
her  family  physician  refused  to  have  the 
necessary  work  done,  and  her  nervous 
symptoms  became  intensified  until  she  was 
insane.  It  is  three  years  now  since  her 
commitment  to  the  asylum,  where  her's  is 
considered  an  incurable  case.  Had  the 
proper  means  been  used  there  would  have 
been  no  question  as  to  her  recovery. 

Lacerations  of  the  cervix  uteri  may  be 
divided  into  three  classes :  First,  lacerations 
which  have  healed,  or  nearly  so,  and  can  be 
easily  detected  just  preceding,  during,  or 
after  menstruation.  To  the  examining 
finger  or  uterine  sound  the  cicatrix  feels 
harder  than  the  uterine  tissues,  and  if  ex- 
tending to  the  ostium-externum,  it  pouches 
beyond  the  uterine  tissue. 

Second,  the  blind  lacerations  occuring 
between  the  fundus  and  the  first  segment 
of  the  cervix  which  is  normal  in  appear- 
ance. These  can  be  detected  after  thorough 
dilatation,  when,  if  the  finger  be  placed  into 
the  os  it  will  slip  into  the  gaping  slit  which 
may  extend  entirely  through  the  muscular 
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wall,  leaving  the  vaginal  covering  of  the 
cervix  at  the  base  of  the  slit.  If  the  tare 
extends  above  the  internal  os,  and  through 
the  entire  uterine  wall,  the  base  will  be 
formed  by  tissues  covering  the  uterus  over 
the  location  of  the  tare.  A  large,  hard 
cicatrix  is  sometimes  found  extending  into 
the  broad  ligament. 

These  tares  often  start  above  the  large 
gaping  lacerations  or  may  run  parallel  with 
them.  They  may  extend  to  the  fundus, 
so  that  the  uterine  sound  will  readily  pass 
under  the  uterine  peritoneal  covering  or 
between  the  folds  of  the  broad  ligament ;  or 
they  may  have  healed,  forming  a  hard 
cicatrix.  In  one  case  the  uterine  artery 
lay  bare,  the  uterine  muscular  tissues  being 
entirely  torn  away  from  it.  The  patient 
whose  condition  was  bordering  upon  in- 
sanity, made  a  perfect  recovery  after  the  re- 
pair of  this  laceration. 

When  examining  an  extirpated  uterus,  it 
Is  not  uncommon  to  find  one  or  more  of 
these  lacerations.  They  usually  begin  at 
the  internal  os. 

Third,  that  class  of  lacerations  which  are 
simple  gaping  tares  of  the  vaginal  portion 
of  the  cervix,  and  may  be  lateral,  antero- 
posterior, or  stellate.  These  are  readily 
recognized,  but  are  too  often  repaired  by 
simply  denuding  their  edges,  removing  a 
v-shaped  cicatrix  from  the  angle,  bringing 
the  denuded  surfaces  together,  and  securely 
suturing  them.  If  the  body  of  the  uterus 
has  also  been  lacerated  or  a  cicatrix  exists 
at  the  internal  osteum,  the  patient  will  not 
be  benefitted  by  this  procedure.  On  the 
contrary  the  reflex  condition  will  be  greatly 
aggravated  by  the  operation. 

Considering  the  insidious  and  deceptive 
character  of  the  second  named  lacerations, 
it  is  easy  to  account  for  the  fact  that 
trachelorrhaphy  has  fallen  into  disrepute 
among  certain  surgeons.  Unsatisfactory 
results  must  ever  follow  these  operations 
until  surgeons  are  awakened  not  only  to 
the  existence  of  the  healed  and  blind  lacera- 
tions, but  also  to  the  importance  of  remov- 
ing at  the  same  sitting,  every  pathological 
condition  from  the  lower  orifices.  The 


apparently  insignificant  points  of  irritation 
about  the  vulva  and  the  rectum  will  receive 
due  attention  if  the  surgeon  remembers  the 
nerve  supply  to  these  parts. 

The  edges  of  the  gaping  lacerations  often 
become  eroded  and  cause  local  disturbances. 
Leucorrhoea  and  tenderness  are  the  most 
common  symptoms  which  call  the  attention 
of  the  patient  and  the  physician  to  Hhe  part. 
This  is  not  true  of  the  healed  or  partially 
healed  variety.  In  the  latter,  the  patient 
has  been  congratulated  upon  passing 
through  her  confinement  without  injury  to 
the  cervix.  A  little  later  certain  reflex 
symptoms  appear  which  had  never  existed 
before  the  childbirth  ;  and  possibly  after  a 
few  years,  functional  or  organic  diseases  ot 
remote  organs,  develop.  The  usual  local 
results  due  to  this  condition  are  a  pain  in 
the  right  or  left  ovarian  region  with  scanty 
and  painful  menstruation  and  a  constant 
dragging  pain  in  the  sacral  region.  There 
will  be  found,  frequently,  a  flabby  and 
anemic  condition  of  the  vagina  with  the 
cervix  eroded,  cystic  or  anemic.  The 
uterine  body  will  be  subinvoluted  and  sensi- 
tive, except  in  cases  of  long  standing  when 
it  will  present  a  hard,  unyielding  sensation 
to  the  examining  finger. 

At  this  stage  local  congestion  is  relieved 
by  a  series  of  treatment  ranging  from  three 
to  six  months,  when  the  patient  is  dis- 
missed, the  doctor  feeling  satisfied  and  the 
patient  grateful ;  but  after  a  few  weeks,  she 
recognizes  a  slight  return  of  the  old  symp- 
toms and  submits  to  a  second  series  of  local 
treatment.  After  several  years  of  this 
routine,  it  is  decided  to  remove  the  offend- 
ing ovary,  for  it  will  no  longer  respond  to 
treatment.  It  is  now  bound  by  adhesions 
which  have  been  caused  by  several  slight 
attacks  of  pelvic  celulitis.  At  this  period 
some  surgeons  would  suspend  the  fundus 
to  the  abdominal  peritoneum,  after  loosen- 
ing the  adhension  and  removing  or  patch- 
ing the  offending  ovary  and  perhaps  narrow 
the  vaginal  outlet.  All  this  is  good  sur- 
gery, but  it  would  have  been  better  surgery 
had  the  scar  tissue  at  the  internal  os-uteri 
been    discovered  and  removed  when  the 
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patient  first  applied  for  treatment,  thereby 
re-establishing  circulation  to  the  pelvic 
organs,  and  relieving  reflex  neuroses.  In 
such  cases  a  few  months  of  treatment  after 
the  operation  is  sometimes  necessary  to 
keep  the  uterus  in  its  normal  position.  In 
less  than  seven  months  the  patient  is  fully 
restored  to  health  and  each  succeeding  year 
she  grows  stronger,  having  no  further  need 
of  surgical  skill. 

A  recital  of  the  following  case  illustrates 
this  class  of  sufferers  who  are  ever  seeking 
but  seldom  finding  permanent  relief.  Such 
cases  are  not  cured  by  a  ventral  fixation  or 
suspension  even  though  performed  by  the 
most  prominent  surgeon  of  the  day. 

Airs.  E.  presented  herself  during  the 
early  part  of  my  surgical  practice  for  ad- 
vice and  help.  Her  family  and  personal 
history  were  good.  She  was  married  at  24 
years  of  age.  Two  years  later  she  gave 
birth  to  her  first  child,  having  until  that 
time  been  in  perfect  health.  Her  labor 
and  lying-in  period  were  uneventful. 

At  the  time  of  the  consultation  referred 
to,  she  was  36  years  of  age  having  been  in 
ill  health  since  the  'birth  of  her  child.  Dur- 
ing this  time  she  had  been  treated  by  two 
of  the  first  gynecologists  of  this  city  and 
was  tired  and  discouraged  as  s'he  expressed 
it,  "With  jumping  over  the  fence  and  back 
again."  For  the  past  five  years,  about 
one-half  of  her  time  had  been  spent  at  a 
sanitarium  in  northern  New  York.  So  in- 
tense were  her  nervous  symptoms  that  she 
was  unable  to  direct  the  affairs  of  her  little 
home  for  more  than  three  months  at  a  time. 
She  suffered  from  neuralgic  pains  in  the 
head,  and  from  a  sense  of  intense  heat  on 
the  vertex  which  "almost  drove  her  crazy." 
Her  stomach  and  intestinal  digestion  were 
greatly  impaired.  Her  bowels  were  al- 
ways constipated  and  she  was  never  free 
from  a  tired  dragging  feeling  in  the  back 
and  thighs.  She  had  dysmenorrhoea  with 
a  scanty  dark  colored  flow.  The  treat- 
ment she  had  undergone  for  the  past  seven 
years  was  as  follows : 

Her  physician  had  treated  the  erosion  of 
the  cervix  and  the  prolapsed  ovary  by  var- 


ious methods,  after  which  she  was  much  im- 
proved. At  the  end  of  three  months  he 
pronounced  the  local  condition  relieved.  She 
was  then  advised  to  go  to  a  health  resort 
for  three  months'  recuperation,  with  the 
parting  admonition,  "It  is  the  only  place 
for  such  nervous  women."  After  a  few 
weeks'  sojourn  in  a  sanitarium  her  general 
health  was  so  much  improved  that  she  re- 
sumed her  home  duties  feeling  encouraged 
and  hopeful.  Her  happiness  was  short- 
lived however,  for  in  a  few  months  the  old 
trouble  re-appeared  and  the  same  routine 
treatment  was  repeated. 

Although  the  'history  of  the  case  was  con- 
clusive as  to  the  true  cause  of  the  trouble,  1 
careful  examination  of  the  pelvic  organs 
was  made.  The  ocular  examination  re- 
vealed a  cervix  absolutely  normal,  except 
for  a  slight  congestion  and  erosion  around 
the  O'stium-externum.  By  the  use  of  the 
finger  and  uterine  sound,  the  existence  of  a 
hard,  large  cicatrix  was  discovered  on  both 
sides  of  the  uterine  canal. (  The  left  ovary 
was  prolapsed,  congested  and  sensitive. 

It  was  explained  to  the  patient  that  she 
had  been  lacerated  at  child-birth,  and  that 
repair  must  be  accomplished  before  she 
could  recover  her  health.  She  left  the 
office  and  returned  a  month  later.  Her 
husband  had  desired  the  advice  of  other 
physicians,  and  each  physician  in  turn  made 
the  statement  to  her,  "You  need  no  opera- 
tion, and  any  surgeon  who  says  that  you  do, 
is  after  your  money."  Among  the  con- 
sultants were  her  former  physicians. 

However,  in  spite  of  all  the  advice  to  the 
contrary,  she  decided  to  have  the  operation 
which  was  performed  a  week  later,  and  in 
less  than  three  months  she  was  relieved  of 
e.11  nervous  symptoms.

SHOULD  CONSISTENCY  AND  HON- 
ESTY BE  IGNORED  IN  THE 
STUDY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDI- 
CINE ?— LOBELIA. 

By  G.  W.  King,  M.  D. 
The  above  question  has  been  prompted 
by  noticing  the  continued  statements  about 
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lobelia  inflata  being  a  dangerous  and  deadly 
agent.  Positively,  there  never  has  been 
any  more  proof  that  lobelia  ever  caused  the 
death  of  a  human  being  than  there  has  been 
that  any  explorer  has  reached  the  north 
pole.  Of  course,  it  can  be  justly  admitted 
that  lobelia  is  about  as  dangerous  as  too 
much  bread  and  butter.  The  whole  foun- 
dation for  the  report  about  lobelia  being  of 
a  killing  nature  is  as  sound  as  the  story 
about  a  man  vomiting  three  black  crows. 
The  patient  vomited  something  as  black  as 
a  crow,  then  it  was  told  that  he  vomited  a 
black  crow,  then  two  black  crows  and, 
finally,  it  was  claimed  that  the  patient  vom- 
ited three  black  crows.  Many  times  it  has 
been  asserted,  uder  the  solemnity  of  an  oath, 
that  somebody  was  almost  killed  wiith 
lobelia,  when  in  fact,  almost  never  killed 
anybody.  What  may  be  oalled  the  fright- 
ful effect  of  lobelia  has  often  been  a  blessing 
in  disguise. 

The  young  or  old  writer  who  claims  that 
lobelia  has  toxic  property  has  no  better  au- 
thority for  the  claim  than  too  ''profane  his- 
tory/' A  little  "sacred  history"  in  the 
matter  is  like  this :  Nearly  a  century  ago  a 
doctor  (it  is  too  bad  to  be  under  the  neces- 
sity of  calling  him  doctor)  by  false  swear- 
ing" got  Samuel  Thomson  into  prison  for 
killing  a  man  with  lobelia,  when  Thomson 
had  not  seen  the  man  in  about  four  days 
previous  to  his  death  and  during  such  time 
the  man  had  been  under  the  treatment  of 
other  doctors  who  believed  that  all  known 
poisons  were  medicines.  The  false  evi- 
dence was,  that  Thomson  gave  lobelia  to 
the  man  who  died,  and  a  specimen  of  the 
lobelia  was  brought  into  court,  and  it  was 
proven  to  be  marshrosemery.  Such  has 
been  the  strongest  case  to  show  that  lobelia 
is  a  poison.  Of  course,  Samuel  Thomson 
got  into  jail,  charged  with  killing  a  man 
with  it  and  that  clinched  the  poisonous  nail. 

Doctors  who  have  made  the  least  use  of 
lobelia  and,  therfore,  know  the  least  about 
it  and  who  do  not  scruple  about  putting  the 
most  deadly  agents  into  their  prescriptions 
are  those  who  object  to  the  use  of  lobelia 
because  they  claim  that  "it  is  too  powerful 


and  too  dangerous  as  well  as  hazardous  in 
its  operation  for  ordinary  use."  Should 
consistency  and  honesty  be  ignored  in  the 
study  and  practice  of  medicine? 

During  a  period  of  fifty  years  I  have 
taken  many  emetics  of  lobelia  and  pre- 
scribed hundreds  of  them,  with  universal 
good  results. 

Dr.  Ross  under  the  head  of  "Case  of 
Pneumonia''  in  the  March  number  of  the 
Review  makes  this  statement:  "I  have 
queried  whether  an  old  fashioned  lobelia 
emetic  on  the  start  might  not  have  changed 
the  entire  chart  of  the  case."  Most  as- 
suredly the  emetic  would  have  caused  the 
desired  change.  The  patient  would  not 
have  been  weeks  without  air  in  his  left  lung, 
after  taking  a  lobelia  emetic,  as  it  is  impos- 
sible to  vomit,  thoroughly,  without  clear- 
ing the  air  tubes  of  the  lungs.  If  the  doc- 
tor had  used  nothing  but  King's  Compound 
Tincture  of  Lobelia,  with  a  littre  capsicum 
added  to  it,  the  case  would  not  have  been  as 
lingering  as  reported.  Many  years  ago  I 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  lobelia  is  an 
emetic,  alterative,  anti-spasmodic,  relaxant, 
deobstruent,  diaphoretic,  discutient,  expec- 
torant, febrifuge  and  nervine.

Party  spirit  and  pride  of  opinion  should 
never  be  allowed  to  occupy  the  place  in  the 
medical  profession  needed  for  consistency 
and  honesty.

THREE  CASES  OF  EPITHELIOMA. 

By  W.  H.  Wyatt-Haxxath,  M.  A.,  M.  D. 
The  term  epitheliomata,  once  used  to  dis- 
tinguish between  epithelial  and  connective 
tissue  cancers,  conveniently  describes  the 
site  and  anatomical  characteristics  of  malig- 
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uant  tumors  which  occur  in  two  forms 
the  "flat-celled"  and  "cylindrical."  Both 
forms  begin  as  a  small  hard  nodule  which 
gradually  enlarges  and  adhears  to  the  deep- 
er tissues.  Its  surface  brakes  down  and  a 
constantly  spreading  ulcer  follows  with 
raised,  indurated  and  everted  edges,  an  ir- 
regular base  and  foul  discharge.  The  dis- 
ease may  spread  so  as  <to  destroy  a  great 
deal  of  structure.  I  have  seen  one  case 
where  an  unrecognized  epithelioma  of  the 
nose  destroyed  the  eyesight  and  a  part  of 
the  cheek  on  the  affected  side,  necessitating 
an  enucleation  of  the  eye  and  a  complete 
clearing  of  the  affected  site  with  skin  graft- 
ing to  modify  the  disfigurement. 

I  wish  to  describe  three  cases  which  I 
have  attended  during  the  last  year. 

1.  Mrs.  L.,  aged  70  years,  came  com- 
plaining that  she  had  suddenly  lost  the  sight 
of  her  left  eye.  This  was  afterwards  de- 
termined to  be  due  to  hemorrhage  into  the 
cptic  sheath.  On  the  bridge  of  the  nose 
was  an  ulcerating  epithelioma.  She  said 
that  she  had  been  under  treatment  for  the 
previous  six  months  since  the  sore  began  to 
run  and  that  it  was  getting  smaller  but  her 
daughter  was  sure  that  it  had  been  steadily 
growing  worse.  An  operation  was  de- 
clined and  applications  of  sulphoric  acid  1 
part,  in  water  4  parts,  were  tried  for  a 
month  unavailingly.  She  then  consented 
to  have  an  operation  but  would  not  allow 
general  anasthesia.  After  injecting  the 
base  with  a  solution  of  Eucanie  Beta,  the 
surrounding  skin  was  cut  and  the  ulcer 
cleared  out  by  galvano-cautery.  The 
patient  was  too  restive  to  allow  the  removal 
of  sufficient  surrounding  tissue  and  though 
the  wound  healed  under  Unna's  Mercury 
and  Carbolic  Acid  Plaster  mull  the  ulcer  re- 
appeared and  at  present  notihng  more  has 
been  done. 

2.  Miss  \V.,  aged  47  years,  had  an 
epithelioma  on  the  right  cheek.  She  is  a 
sufferer  from  recurring  carcinoma,  original- 
ly in  the  right  breast.  She  was  operated 
on  in  the  usual  fashion,  (cutting  down  on 
the  growth,  shelling  out  and  suturing)  and 
came  into  my  hands  about  a  vear  after  with 


another  growth  in  the  breast.  Since  then 
J  have  operated  twice  and  from  last  Octo- 
ber have  been  injecting  Coley's  strep- 
tococcus pyogenes  and  Bacillus  prodi- 
giosus  to  destroy  a  series  of  growths  in  the 
right  side  of  the  neck.  This  case  I  hope  to 
describe  at  some  future  time.  The  point 
in  regard  to  our  subject  being  that  a  month 
after  the  beginning  of  the  treatment  the 
growth  shrivelled  up  and  dropped  off  leav- 
ing no  scar  and  at  present  there  has  been 
no  reappearance. 

3.  Mrs.  AW,  aged  63  years,  had  an 
epithelioma  for  2  years  on  the  right  side  of 
the  nose,  the  upper  border  coming  within 
quarter  of  an  inch  of  the  canthus.  The 
growth  had  been  stationary  in  size  until 
about  two  months  before  -she  came  to  me. 
Under  anasthesia  I  excised  the  growth, 
stopping  the  bleeding,  which  was  profuse, 
with  a  saturated  solution  of  sulphate  of  zinc 
and  afterwards  styptic  cotton.  A  few  days 
later  under  Eucanie  Beta  I  burnt  the  sur- 
face with  galvano-cautery;  dressed  with 
Xeroform  the  wound  healed  without  sup- 
puration, leaving  no  scar  and  at  the  present 
time  you  could  not  tell  that  anything  had 
•been  the  matter  with  her  nose.

OLAVIS  UTERI. 

A  new  electrotherapeutic  intra-uterine  de- 
vice (which  converts  the  uterus  into  a 
galvanic  cell)  for  the  successful  treat- 
ment of  sterility  in  the  female  and  for 
the  production  of  temporary  or  perma- 
nent artificial  barrenness.

Read  at  the  meeting-  of  the  ^Eclectic  Medical 
Society  of  the  State  of  New  York,  1901. 

After  five  years  of  experimentation,  both 
in  its  construction,  and  in  its  practical  ap- 
plication, I  am  now  in  a  position  to  lay  be- 
fcre  the  medical  profession  the  above  per- 
fected device,  which  is  a  simple  invention, 
but  which  has  made  the  application  of  elec- 
tricity for  certain  pathological  conditions  of 
the  uterus  and  its  adnexa,  which  are  causa- 
tive of  sterility,  an  easy  matter,  where  for- 
merly it  was  a  time  robbing  and  tedious 
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procedure,  both  for  physician  and  patient, 
and  for  this  reason  seldom  carried  to  a  con- 
clusion, on  account  of  the  many,  and  fre- 
quent sessions  required,  often  exhausting 
both  the  patience  and  funds  of  the  patient, 
and  for  this  reason  usually  discontinued  be- 
fore a  cure  could  be  established.  Whereas 
this  device  is  but  once  applied  and  left  in 
position  to  do  its  work,  and  is  not  withdrawn 
until  it  has  accomplished  its  purpose.  Ac- 
corcling  to  statistics,  sterility  occurs  in  mar- 
ried couples  in  the  proportion  of  ajbout  one 
union  in  eight.  In  the  so-called  better 
classes  sterility  occurs  even  more  frequent- 
ly, being  one  in  seven  unions.  A  small 
percentage  only  being  due  to  pathological 
conditions  in  the  male.  Sterility  in  the 
female  is  classified  into  two  general  groups. 
In  those  where  it  is  primitive,  having  never 
conceived,  and  in  those  where  it  is  acquired, 
having  conceived,  and  given  birth,  or  hav- 
ing miscarried,  and  thereafter  remaining 
mfecund  for  some  acquired  reasons. 

In  primitive  cases  there  may  be  absence 
of  Uterus,  or  imperfect  development  of 
same,  occlusions  of  Fallopian  tubes,  exter- 
nal or  internal  os  Uteri,  or  Artresia  of 
vagina,  or  displacement  of  ovaries  into 
culdesac  with  or  without  adhesions,  and 
thus  beyond  reach  of  the  fimbriated  ex- 
tremity of  the  fallopian  tubes. 

Oophoritis,  destruction  of  follicles,  thick- 
ning  of  cortex  of  ovaries,  precluding  de- 
hiscence of  ovisacs,  so  ova  cannot  reach 
surface  of  ovary ;  integumentary  condensa- 
tion of  stroma  preventing  ripening  of 
ovisacs ;  adhensions  of  ovaries,  preventing 
the  entrance  of  discharged  ova  into  ovi- 
ducts. 

The  neoplastic  degeneration  to  which 
ovaries  are  most  liable  are  the  cystic,  and 
all  the  different  varieties  of  cystoma,  as  well 
as  the  fibromata,  the  sarcomata,  and  the 
carcinomata,  causing  sterility  where  both 
ovaries  are  affected,  or  when  advanced, 
where  disturbances  are  becoming  bilateral, 
through  encroachment  of  space,  and  conse- 
quent displacement. 

Abnormal  condition  of  the  tubes,  if  bi- 
lateral, will  also  cause  barreness. 
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Absence  of,  or  rudimentary  uterus,  re- 
maining infantile,  juvenile,  or  adolescent, 
by  virtue  of  arrested  development. 

Descent  of  Uterus,  and  deviations  an- 
teriorly, posteriorly  or  laterally ;  narrowness 
of  os,  causing  stenoses.  Flexions  in  either 
direction. 

Of  all  these  causes  the  former  are  fortu- 
nately most  rare,  and  the  latter  more  preva- 
lent, and  also  more  amenable  to  successful 
treatment  and  cure. 

Of  the  acquired  causes  of  sterility,  super- 
involution,  leaving  womb  to  a  minimal 
tube,  admitting  sound  for  1-2  inch  and  up- 
wards. 

Subinvolution ;  womb  remaining  too 
large,  induces  sterility.  And  if  conception 
does  occur,  is  the  frequent  cause  of  abor- 
tion, becoming  habitual  on  account  of  al- 
tered condition  of  intermetrium. 

Inflammation  of  internal,  middle  or  ex- 
ternal coat  of  womb  is  often  cause  of  barren- 
ness. 

Fixations  from  perimetritis,  and  conse- 
quent function  destroyed  promoting  early 
abortions. 

Meso  Metritis,  with  its  thickning  of  walls, 
and  expansion  of  cavity,  as  also  frequent 
deleterious  secretions  fatal  to  life  of  the 
spermatozoa,  and  their  progress,  and  diffi- 
culty of  healthy  fertilized  ovum  to  attach 
itself  to  surface  of  intermetrium,  as  the 
same  are  altered,  and  orifices  frequently  oc- 
cluded. 

Myomata  or  fibroid  tumors  may  cause 
sterility,  whether  suibperitoneail,  intramural, 
or  submucous. 

Sarcomata,  carcinomata,  occur  mostly  in 
cervix,  or  os,  allowing  conception  to  occur 
only  in  the  early  stages  of  their  growth. 

Unhealthy  discharges,  acid  or  otherwise, 
also  endanger  the  life  and  progress  of  the 
spermatozoa,  and  therefore  cause  sterility. 

The  treatment  of  these  abnormal  states 
by  the  device  under  consideration  consists 
in  placing  within  the  cavity  of  the  womb 
and  its  neck  certain  electric  elements,  (here  - 
inafter described)  to  be  acted  on  by  the 
warm  moist  interior  of  the  womb,  as  also  by 
their  own  metal  contact.     Thus  causing  in 
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utero  a  constant  state  of  electrotonus 
to  exist.  The  current  is  small  but  because 
of  its  permanency,  it  is  efficient. 

The  immediate  effect  of  this  current  in 
utero  is  to  cause  chemical  changes  in  the 
mucous  secretion  of  the  womb,  disintegrat- 
ing the  same,  and  rendering  the  normally 
slightly  alkaline  mucous  and  glandular  se- 
cretions temporarily  slightly  acid.  For 
this  reason  sterility  must  continue  during 
the  time  it  remains  inserted  for  the  cure  of 
sterility,  and  a  normal  condition  of  the  of- 
fending organs  is  being  effected ;  and  there- 
fore the  instrument  should  be  removed  as 
early  as  practical  when  a  result  is  obtained, 
and  tli en  the  parts  will  be  left  in  an  open  and 
healthy  condition,  for  the  reception,  and 
maintainance  of  the  spermatozoa,  and  con- 
ception is  then  certain  to  take  place  on 
exposure  to  same. 

Of  the  different  pathological  conditions 
of  the  pelvic  organs  causative  of  sterility,  I 
have  been  successful  in  removing  the  fol- 
lowing, viz :  Chronic  Uterine  Catarrh,  and 
consequent  leucorrhoea. 

Stenosis  of  inner,  and  outer  osuteri,  when 
primitive  and  not  due  to  cicatricial  harden- 
ing. 

Flexions  of  uterus  at  cervix. 

Subinvolution  of  uterus. 

Subacute  inflammation  of  internal  and 
middle  coats  of  womb. 

Altered  secretions  of  Uterus,  acid  or 
otherwise. 

Fortunately  the  latter  conditions  here 
mentioned  are  very  amenable  to  successful 
treatment,  and  are  by  far  the  most  frequent 
causes  of  sterility. 

I  shall  now  proceed  to  describe  the  de- 
vice with  which  I  have  been  uniformly  suc- 
cessful in  the  treatment  of  the  above  abnor- 
mal conditions,  as  well  as  for  many  other 
pathological  states  of  the  pelvic  viscera,  and 
their  reflexes. 

The  invention  has  been  named  "The 
Womb  Key"  because  of  its  faculty  to  un- 
lock a  sterile,  and  lock  a  fecund  womb.  It 
is  an  invention,  inasmuch  as  its  merely  me- 
chanical construction  is  concerned.  But  it 
is  a  discovery  as  to  the  fact  that  the  device 


can  be  easily,  painlessly  and  safely  intro- 
duced and  temporarily,  or  permanently 
worn  within  the  cavity  of  the  womb  without 
causing  irritation,  or  in  any  manner  becom- 
ing unpleasant  or  dangerous  to  its  wearer. 
Not  interfering  with  menstruation  or  any 
other  normal  function.  It  is  self  retaining, 
keeps  itself  clean,  and  requires  no  further 
attention  after  it  is  inserted.  It  remains 
within  the  cavity  of  neck,  and  body  of 
womb,  not  projecting  into  the  vagina,  being 
altogether  lost  in  the  interior,  of  the  womb, 
even  to  manual  or  specular  examination. 
It  is  easily  removed  by  outward  traction. 


EXPLANATION  OF  ILLUSTRATION. 
In  this  cut,  representing  the  divided  up- 
per Vagina,  divided  mouth  and  neck  of  the 
womb,  and  body  of  the  womb,  so  dissected 
that  the  inner  cavity  of  same  is  shown,  the 
"Womb  Key"  is  seen  lying  in  its  position 
with  forks  extended  into  cavity,  upper 
twisted  portion  just  at  inner  mouth  of 
womb  and  balance  of  twisted  part,  as  also 
loop  in  the  cavity  of  the  neck  of  the  womb. 
Tf  the  divided  outer  mouth  and  neck  were 
brought  together  the  device  would  disap- 
pear from  view,  and  also  be  bevond  reach

and  feel  of  examining  finger. 

Construction  of  "The  Womb  Key." 

This  device  is  composed  of  two  electrical- 
ly opposed  wires  of  a  thickness  of  about  No. 
18  French  gauge,  about  21-4  inches  long 
each. 

When  brought  into  contact  with  each 
other,  one  is  of  negative,  and  the  other  of 
positive  electro  motive  force.  The  metal 
used  must  be  so  alloyed  that  the  one  be- 
comes strongly  negative  and  the  other  posi- 
tive electric  upon  contact,  and  must  remain 
inoxidizeable  in  use,  and  so  constructed 
that  hydrogen  gas  will  not  form  on  the 
negative  wire  when  in  use. 

They  are  twisted  at  one  end  upon  one 
another  so  as  to  leave  the  other  ends  free  to 
project  fork  like  from  one  another,  separat- 
ing about  one  inch  at  point  of  furthest 
separation.  The  metal  must  be  of  sufficient 
resiliency  or  spring  to  allow  them  to  spring 
.back  to  the  fork  shape,  after  having  been 
compressed  for  purpose  of  insertion 
through  the  narrow  openings  into  the  in- 
terior of  the  womb.  The  end  of  the  forks 
are  so  turned  over,  that  they  become  probe 
shaped  to  facilitate  insertion,  and  prevent 
injury.  The  stem  formed  by  twisting  the 
wires  upon  themselves,  is  of  about  five 
twists  (1-3  in.)  long,  ending  in  a  loop  one 
side,  and  a  stem  on  the  other  to  meet  the 
loop  leaving  a  space  of  about  1-20  in.  for 
the  current  to  complete  its  circuit. 

Remembering  Galvani's  first  frog  leg  ex- 
periment, from  which  the  name  "galvanic 
electricity''  is  derived,  it  will  become  appar- 
ent that  by  their  contact,  an  electrical  dis- 
turbance is  created  in  the  metals.  This  is 
one  source  of  electric  current.  But  the 
fork  like  ends  of  this  instrument  being  in- 
serted into  the  cavity  of  the  womb,  with  its 
warm  moisture  is  another,  but  a  chemical 
source  of  electrical  disturbance,  causing  ad- 
ditional electric  current.  They  both,  by 
contact,  and  by  chemical  action,  become 
generative  of  electric  current,  causing  with- 
in the  womb  a  constant  state  of  electro- 
tonus.  including  its  substance,  which  is 
transformed  into  a  veritable  electric  jar,  the 
metals  acting  like  the  zinc  and  carbon  of  or- 


dinary electric  cells  or  batteries,  and  the 
womb  as  jar  and  fluid,  which  can  never  be- 
come exhausted. 

In  all  cases  where  pregnancy  would  be- 
come a  menace  to  the  life  of  a  patient,  when 
conception  is  undesirable  this  device  should 
be  placed  for  the  production  of  artificial 
barreness ;  in  such  cases  as 

Bright's  disease  of  the  Kidneys. 

Advanced  cases  of  Diabetes. 

Advanced  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

All  advanced  incurable  diseases. 

Recent  syphilis,  etc. 

Habitual  miscarriage. 

Malformation  of  pelvis  precluding  natural 
parturition,  etc. 

Precautions  to  be  observed  in  inserting 
"The  Womb  Key"  : 

1st.  The  womb  key  should  preferably 
be  inserted  right  after  a  menstrual  period. 
To  be  as  diffident  in  using  it  as  the  Uterine 
sound,  with  a  view  to  a  possibly  existing 
pregnancy. 

2nd.  Anticepticize  vagina  and  bivalve 
speculum.  Cleanse  os  uteri  with  a  pledget 
of  cotton,  soaked  in  a  10  per  cent,  solution 
of  carbolic  acid,  or  its  equivalent. 

Insert  asepticized  womb  key,  after  hav- 
ing an  aseptic  solution  capsule  pushed  over 
points  of  fork,  which  are  thus  brought  to- 
gether for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  inser- 
tion. It  is  well  to  first  introduce  aseptic 
sound,  to  get  direction  of  cervical  canal. 

The  capsule  will  readily  disolve  and  leave 
fork  spread  out  in  utero,  causing  instru- 
ment to  be  self  retaining. 

"Points  of  advantage  in  the  use  of  the 
'Womb  Key :'  " 

Certainty  of  causing  a  continuous  state 
of  electrotonus. 

Safety  of  its  use,  being  non-irritant  in 
utero. 

Self  retaining  until  withdrawn  by  hook 
instrument. 

Ease  of  insertion  and  non^projection  into 
vagina. 

Non-retention  of  menses,  or  other  secre- 
tions. 

No  necessity  of  removal  for  cleansing, 
ikeeping  itself  clean  and  permanently  active. 
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Xo  time  limit  of  use,  as  it  may  be  worn 
temporarily  or  permanently  without  injury. 

To  ascertain  its  electric  activity:  Place 
tiie  instrument  in  the  mouth,  laying  the 
fork  on  the  tongue,  with  loop  on  tip  of 
tongue.     Close  the  mouth. 

Its  disintegrating  action  on  the  saliva  is 
tasted  immediately  and  continuously. 

The  so-called  electrical  taste  is  at  once  es- 
tablished and  maintained  while  retained. 
This  taste  is  really  that  of  the  decomposed 
saliva,  which  demonstrates  the  presence  of 
a  current  of  electricity  beyond  a  doubt,  as 
without  it  no  such  action  on  the  saliva  could 
occur.  A  tooth  being  filled  with  metal, 
being  brought  in  contact  withany  part  of 
instrument  receives  and  feels  a  shock. 

At  this  point  I  would  like  to  draw  atten- 
tion to  he  fact  that  from  a  humanitarian 
standpoint,  this  new  device  is  certainly  de- 
serving or  credit,  inasmuch  as  it  represents 
an  addition  to  our  professional  armamen- 
tarium, which  enables  the  physician  of  to- 
day to  protect  the  above  indicated  class  of 
patients  by  prophylaxis,  where  formerly  ad- 
ditional risk  from  surgical  interference, 
more  or  less  serious,  and  sometimes  fatal, 
had  of  necessity  to  be  incurred. 

Prophylaxis  can  henceforth  be  practiced 
with  ease,  safety,  and  scientific  certaintv. 

The  electric  condition  created  in  utero  in 
consequence  of  the  presence  there  of  the 
opposite  electric  elements  will  chemically 
disintegrate  the  normal  moisture  within  the 
womb,  and  its  neck,  making  its  interior  un- 
inhabitable for  the  zoosperm  as  before  men- 
tioned and  the  light,  but  constant  circuit  of 
current  acts  as  a  stimulus  to  the  blood  sup- 
ply, thereby  increasing  nutrition  and  tissue 
metamorphosis  affecting  its  nervous  net- 
work and  relieving  eventually,  many  reflex 
difficulties.  Many  benefits  in  this  direc- 
tion have  been  observed  during  the  five 
years  that  have  now  passed  since  first  this 
device  was  experimented  with  by  the  in- 
ventor and  during  which  time  he  has 
availed  himself  of  every  opportunity  for 
placing  the  instrument.  Nat  a  single  in- 
stance had  to  be  recorded,  in  which  com- 
plaint was  made  concerning  am  unpleasant 


symptoms  as  a  result  of  its  insertion  or 
wear.  Its  presence  invariably  relieved  un- 
pleasant abdominal  and  pelvic  sensations, 
such  as  bearing  down  pains,  sensations  of 
weight,  etc.  Painful  menstruation  when 
due  to  stenosis,  etc.,  is  relieved  from  the 
time  ot  its  insertion.  The  current  has 
proved  itself  to  exert  a  relaxing  influence 
on  the  circular  fibres  of  the  os,  etc.  Flexions 
require  more  protracted  treatment  and  in- 
telligent management.  I  have  placed  as 
many  as  four  instruments  gradually  and 
successively  at  long  intervals  to  obtain  suf- 
ficient straig'htning  for  conception  to  occur. 

Uterine  leucorrhoea  is  easily  and  quickly 
overcome.  And  this  I  have  found  to  be 
one  of  the  most  frequent  and  potent  factors 
in  causing  sterility. 

The  presence  of  the  instrument  is  never 
detrimental,  but  always  beneficial,  restor- 
ing normal  condition  and  maintaining 
health.  It  is  harmless  because  the  instru- 
ment lies  easily  in  the  natural  cavities  and 
channels  of  the  organ,  except  when  used  to 
correct  flexures,  when  the  pressure  is  very 
slight,  but  continuous  enough  to  eventually 
cause  the  cervix  to  be  in  line  with  the 
uterine  cavity,  and  the  action  of  the  current 
stems  to  minimize  all  pressure  symptoms. 

In  such  cases  after  straightning  is  finally 
obtained,  the  withdrawal  of  the  device  after 
the  cessation  of  a  menstrual  term,  invaria- 
bly insures  impregnation,  on  exposure  to 
same. 

As  to  the  limit  of  time  that  this  instru- 
ment may  be  safely  worn,  there  is  as  yet  no 
longer  record  than  that  of  my  own  exper- 
ience. 

I  have  placed  the  womb  key  at  every  op- 
portunity since  1896.  In  those  for  whom  I 
I  'aced  the  instrument  for  constant  wear.  I 
have  made  recent  examinations  in,  both  of 
the  instruments  and  the  patients.  I  found 
the  instruments  bright  and  active,  and  the 
uterine  cavities  in  a  normal  condition. 

There  were  no  complaints  to  record,  as 
to  any  inconvenience  whatsoever,  in  any  of 
these  cases,  whether  remotely  or  recently- 
inserted. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  there  is  practically 
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no  limit  regarding  the  length  of  time  it 
may  be  safely  worn  in  all  cases,  if  inserted 
with  common  surgical  cleanliness. 

This  device  appropriately  named  "Clavis 
Uteri"  which  has  been  invented  and 
patented  by  the  author,  and  hereby  for  the 
fust  time  published,  and  dedicated  to  the 
medical  profession,  will  shortly  be  produced 
imbedded  in  a  specially  prepared  coat  of 
asepticized  soluble  gelatine  and  glycerine, 
which  will  readily  melt  in  utero  after  inser- 
tion, allowing  the  forks  of  the  device  to 
spread  and  thus  retain  itself  in  utero  until 
withdrawn,  so  that  only  ordinary  cleanli- 
ness will  be  required  to  insure  safety. 

I  hope  to  be  enabled,  at  an  early  date,  to 
continue  this  preliminary  introduction  with 
a  more  extended  and  explicit  dissertation 
on  this  subject,  and  issue  my  results,  suc- 
cess and  failures.

HAMAMELIS  VIRGINICUS. 

By  H.  J.   BlRKEXHAUER,   M.  D. 

Re^d  before  the  New  York  Specific  Medication  Club, 
May  10,  1900. 

Synonyms. — Witchhazel. 

Part  used. — The  bark  and  leaves  to  be 
collected  in  the  fall. 

Natural  order. — Hamamelaceae. 
Habitat. — United  States. 

Botanical  description. — Hamamelis  vir- 
ginicus  is  an  indiginous  woody  shrub, 
growing  in  all  sections  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  especially  in  hilly  and  stony 
places.  The  stem  is  crooked  with  flexuous 
branches  from  4  to  6  inches  in  diameter,  and 
10  to  12  feet  high;  wood  white,  bark 
smooth,  brown  to  brownish  gray;  when  old 
fissured.  Leaves  alternate  on  short  petioles 
4  to  6  inches  long,  two  to  three  inches  wide, 
oval,  wavy  toothed,  and  somewhat  downy 
when  young.  The  seeds  are  black  and 
shiny  externally,  white,  oily,  and  farina- 
ceous within,  and  edible.  It  has  yellow 
Dowers  which  appear  in  September  to  Oc- 
tober, and  continue  until  the  very  cold 
weather  of  winter  comes  on.  The  fruit, 
which  is  very    much  like    the  hazelnut, 


ripens  in  the  following  autumn,  and  is  very 
often  mingled  with  the  new  blossoms.  The 
bark  and  leaves  are  bitter  and  astringent 
It  yields  its  virtues  to  water  and  dilute  al- 
cohol. 

Preparations  and  dose : 

Fluid  Extract  ioto  60  m. 

Distilled  Aqueous  Extract  

 10  to  60  m 

Specific  Medicine  5  to  60  m. 

Solid  Extract  5  to  15  grs. 

Specific  Indications  . — According  to 
Ellingwood  the  specific  indications  for 
Hamamelis  are  soreness  and  aching  of  mus- 
cles, bruised  sensation ;  soreness  from  vio- 
lent exertion,  from  bruises  and  strains,  or 
from  cold  and  exposure.  Relaxed  mucous 
•membranes;  dark  blue  membranes  from 
venous  stasis ;  dilated  relaxed,  enlarged  and 
full  veins  ;  varicosis. 

From  the  above  indications,  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  action  of  the  remedy  is  main- 
ly on  the  venous  system ;  and  observation 
of  results  obtained  by  the  use  of  this  rem- 
edy, will  bear  out  this  fact. 

The  remedy  has  a  very  large  field  of  use- 
fulness in  medicine,  and  is  at  the  same  time 
harmless. 

In  Haemoptysis  I  use  it  in  combination 
with  Lycopus  Yirginicus,  and  find  that  it 
gives  good  and  quick  results.  It  may  be 
thought  here  that  the  Lycopus  gives  the  re- 
sult ;  this  however  I  have  proven  to  my  en- 
tire satisfaction,  by  giving  the  Lycopus 
alone,  but  not  with  the  good  result  that  the 
addition  of  the  distillled  Aqueous  extract  of 
Hamamelis  gave.  I  have  also  used  the 
Aqueous  extract  Hamamelis  uncombined 
in  these  cases  with  good  results. 

As  to  its  action  as  a  Haemostatic :  Many 
physicians  believe  that  the  haemostatic  ac- 
tion of  the  drug  is  due  to  Tannic  Acid ;  but 
this  cannot  be  so  ;  for  the  Distilled  Aqueous 
Extract  contains  no  Tannic  Acid,  whatso- 
ever, which  may  be  proven  by  adding 
Ferric  Chloride  to  it,  no  tannate  forms ; 
and  it  is  this  preparation  of  the  rem- 
edy, the  Distilled  Aqueous  Extract,  that 
has  given  me  better  results  than  any 
other  form  of  the  remedy.      Its  action 
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must  be  due  to  the  valatile  oil,  or  the  bitter 
principle  it  contains,  or  both.  It  has  a  di- 
rect action  on  the  veins,  toning  up  the  mus- 
cular coat. 

In  cases  of  Laryngeal  Phthesis,  I  have 
used  the  Distilled  Aqueous  Extract 
Hamamelis  not  only  internally,  but  also 
as  a  gargle,  giving  the  patient  much  relief 
from  the  pain  in,  and  dryness  of,  the  throat, 
which  was  present.

In  orchitis  its  action  is  also  very  bene- 
ficial when  locally  applied  on  compresses, 
either  hot  or  cold ;  preferably  hot. 

Bruises  and  sprains  may  also  be  very 
much  benefited  by  the  local  application  of 
I  lamamclis  ;  in  sprains  it  is  well  to  combine 
the  remedy  with  Collinsonia  and  apply  hot 
on  compresses.

Aconite  and  Belladonna  are  indicated  in 
a  very  large  per  cent,  of  Scarlet  Fever 
cases,  and,  with  the  addition  of  Bichromate 
of  Potash  for  the  sore  throat,  frequently 
constitute  the  only  needed  internal  treat- 
ment. 


In  chronic  inflammation  of  the  bladder, 
and  all  catarhal  conditions  of  the  urinary 
passages,  Stigmata  Maidis  exerts  a  curative 
power  which  is  unmistakable.  The  dose 
usually  employed  is  from  thirty  to  sixty 
drops  every  two  or  three  hours. 
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Solarium  Dulcamara  is  an  efficient  rem- 
edy in  scrofula,  spyhilis  and  all  diseases  in 
which  there  is  an  impairment  of  the  blood. 
In  rheumatism  resulting  from  long-con- 
tinued exposure  to  cold  and  dampness  it  is 
also  worthy  of  confidence.  Jy  .  Dulcamara, 
gtt.  xx  to  5  i,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose 
one  teaspoonful  every  two  to  four  hours. 


In  catarrhal  and  purulent  cystitis,  dysuria 
and  tenesmus  Triticum  Repens  affords 
marked  relief.  It  is  also  of  decided  merit 
in  conditions  characterized  by  lack  of  se- 
cretion from  'the  kidneys,  and  in  irritability 
of  the  bladder  from  any  cause.  The  dose 
should  be  from  five  to  ten  drops  every  hour 
to  every  three  hours. 


Polygonatum  Multiflorum  exerts  a  direct 
action  upon  the  circulation,  and  especially 
upon  that  of  the  venous  system.  In  irri- 
tated and  relaxed  mucous  membranes,  and 
:ii  irritable  conditions  of  the  intestines, 
especially  when  attended  by  burning  sensa- 
tions, its  action  is  such  as  to  give  confi- 
dence in  its  usefulness.  The  dose  found 
most  effective  is  from  ten  to  thirty  drops 
every  three  or  four  hours. 


In  anaesmia  of  syphilis,  especially  when 
there  is  a  sensation  of  heat  in  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  and  in  tubercular  syphilide  Calo- 
tropis  Gigantea  is  sad  to  be  a  remedy  of 
decided  curative  power.  The  dose  is  from 
two  to  five  drops  of  a  tincture  of  the  bark 
of  the  root  every  three  hours. 


Quercus  Alba,  in  doses  of  ten  to  twenty 
drops  of  the  specific  medicine  every  hour 
^  two,  has  proved  curative  in  many  cases 
of  epidemic  dysentery  after  the  failure  of 
other  approved  treatment.  Previous  to  its 
exhibition  the  bowels  should  be  evacuated 
by  some  mild  cathartic. 


Pain  in  the  shoulders  extending  to  the 
neck  and  back  of  the  head,  is  vigorously 
opposed  by  Sticta  Pulmonaria.  Sharp 
pain  with  soreness  above  the  scapulae, 
short  hacking  coughs  and  soreness  o-r  ten- 
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dcrness  of  the  muscles  of  the  shoulders, 
are  also  calls  for  this  medicament  which 
should  not  be  neglected.  If.  Sticta,  gtf. 
x  to  xx,  water,  §  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to  every  two 
hours. 


Hydrated  oxide  of  iron  is  a  generallv 
recognized  antidote  to  acute  arsenical 
I  eisoning.  Don't  forget  that  this  antidote 
can  be  made  in  various  ways.  In  an 
emergency  six  ounces  of  the  tincture 
murate  of  iron  and  one  ounce  of  sodium 
bicarbonate  will  do.  Dissolve  the  soda  in 
v  ater  and  then  add  the  iron  tincture  until 
precipitation  ceases.  Place  in  a  thin  cloth 
and  squeze;  then  add  water  and  squeeze 
again,  and  administer  the  residue. 


Chionanthus  is  a  superior  remedy. ,  For 
many  years  it  has  been  and  still  is  my 
favorite  medicament  in  conditions  showing 
a  yellowish  discoloration  of  the  skin.  I 
was  recently  called  to  a  case,  however,  in 
which  I  could  not  use  the  drug.  The 
patient  was  a  delicate  girl  nine  years  of  age. 
Her  skin  from  her  head  to  her  feet  was 
positively  yellow,  as  was  also  her  urine. 
With  Chionanthus  in  my  case,  this  seemed 
a  very  simple  matter,  and  I  perscribed  my 
favorite  remedy  in  five  drop  doses  every 
two  hours  with  perfect  confidence  that  my 
Utile  patient  would  soon  improve.  Calling 
on  her  the  following  day  I  learned  that 
she  had  not  been  able  to  retain  a  single 
dose  of  the  medicine,  although  she  had 
made  several  brave  attempts  to  do  so. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  case  did  not 
seem  nearly  as  simple  as  it  had  on  the  pre- 
vious day.  But  soon  remembering  that 
}  eilowish  skin  and  yellowish  urine  were 
prominent  indications  for  both  chloride  of 

tassium  and  chloride  of  sodium,  I  added 
ten  grains  of  Kali  Mur.  3  x  to  four  ounces 
of  water,  and  ten  grans  of  Natrum  Mur. 
3  x,  to  another  four  ounces  of  water,  and 
directed  one  teaspoonful  of  each  to  be  ad- 
ministered every  two  hours — one  hou: 
?part.      Under  this   treatment  alone  the 
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skin  and  urine  became  normal  in  appear- 
;mce  in  three  days. 

SPECIFIC  DIAGNOSIS  AND  SPECI- 
FIC MEDICATION. 

Specific  diagnosis  is  the  foundation  of 
specific  therapeutics.  Without  a  thorough 
understanding  of  disease  expressions  (spe- 
cific diagnosis)  one  cannot  successfully 
practice  direct  or  specific  medication.  This 
knowledge  must  be  obtained  mainly  by  per- 
S  trial  observation,  but  from  books  one  must 
learn  how  to  observe,  what  to  observe  and 
how  much  importance  to  attach  to  the  dif- 
feient  and  varied  expressions  or  symptoms 
( aused  by  the  many  departures  from  health. 
This  information,  however,  cannot  be  ob- 
tained from  either  old-school  or  homoeo- 
pathic text  books.  It  is  only  to  be  found 
in  the  works  of  modern  Eclectic  authors. 
In  a  book  entitled  "Specific  Diagnosis,"  by 
the  late  Prof.  John  M.  Scudder,  M.  D.,  this 
subject  is  very  ably  treated.  Prof.  Scudder 
was  one  of  the  most  careful  and  thoughtful 
medical  investigators  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. In  this  book  much  of  his  life  work 
is  given  to  the  medical  world  in  the  plain, 
able  and  forcible  style  for  which  he  was 
noted.  It  is  a  work  which  should  be  in 
the  library  of  every  progressive  physician. 
In  the  preface  Prof.  Scudder  pointedly 
says : 

"W<e  believe  that  the  expressions  of  dis- 
ease are  uniform,  and  always  have  the  same 
meaning,  and  that  the  action  of  remedies 
is  something  definite  and  uniform — 'that 
like  causes  always  produce  like  effects.'  If 
we  properly  study  our  cases,  so  as  to  de- 
termine a  definite  condition  of  disease,  and 
know  the  direct  action  of  remedies  in  such 
conditions,  we  will  have  a  certain  and  ra- 
tional practice  of  medicine." 

''Specific  Medication"  is  a  companion 
volume  by  the  same  talented  author.  It 
treats  of  the  remedies  referred  to  in  "Spe- 
cific Diagnosis,"  giving  terse  descriptions 
and  valuable  indications  for  their  successful

MAGIN  tiSi  UM   PHOSPH  O  RI CU  M  — 
MAGNESIA  PHOSPHORICA. 
Common   Name. — Phosphate  of  Mag- 
nesia. 

Description.— The  phosphate  of  mag- 
nesia may  be  made  by  a  process  in  which 
the  phosphate  of  soda  and  the  sulphate  of 
magnesia  are  employed.  It  occurs  in 
needle-like  crystals,  has  a  cooling,  sweetish 
taste  and  is  sparingly  soluble  in  water.  The 
preparation  here  referred  to  is  prepared  by 
trituration  of  the  salt  with  sugar  of  milk. 
It  may  be  dispensed  in  water. 

Usual  Prescription . —  IJ.  Magnesia 
Phos.,  3  x  gr.  xx,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig. 
Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  fifteen  minutes 
t>:  every  four  hours. 

Indications  . — Spasmodic  cough,  com- 
ing on  in  paroxysms,  and  convulsive  fits  of 
nervous  cough,  ending  in  a  whoop.;  persis- 
tent semi-chronic  cough  of  a  pseudo-catar- 
rhal  and  nervous  character;  spasmodic  dry, 
tickling  cough ;  darting  spasmodic  pains, 
accompanied  by  a  feeling  of  constriction ; 
sj  as  mo  die  retention  of  urine ;  paralysis 
agitans  ;  brain  troubles  of  children,  charac- 
terized (by  unconsciousness  and  convulsive 
symptoms ;  pain  on  top  and  back  of  the 
head,  extending  down  the  spine;  pain  com- 
mencing at  the  occiput  and  extending  over 
rile  Whole  head,  with  nausea  and  chilliness ; 
convulsive  twitchings  of  the  angles  of  the 
mouth  ;  spasms  of  teething  children ;  burn- 
ing tasteless  eructations  ;  cramps  in  the 
stomach,  with  sensation  of  a  band  tightly 
'bound  around  the  body;  flatulent  colic  of 
children. 

This  is  a  useful  remedy  in  whooping 
cough.     It  modifies  t'he  cough,  lessens  the 
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severity  and  frequency  of  the  paroxysms, 
and  materially  shortens  the  duration  of  the 
disease.  In  this  condition  it  should  be 
given  in  hot  water.  One  teaspoonful  of 
the  "usual  prescription"  may  be  adminis- 
t  ed  in  a  little  hot  water  every  three  or 
lour  hours  regularly,  and  repeated  when- 
ever a  paroxysm  of  coughing  comes  on. 
In  colic  it  should  also  be  given  in  hot 
water. 

Phosphate  of  Magnesia  is  antispasmodic. 

TINCTURA  LOBELIAE  COMPOSITA. 

Common  Names. — Compound  Tincture 
of  Lobelia,  King's  Expectorant  Tincture. 

Description  -  This  tincture  is  composed 
of  Lobelia  Herb,  Blood  Root,  Skunk  Cab- 
bage Root,  Wild  Ginger  Root,  Pleurisy 
Root,  Water  and  Alcohol,  and  sometimes 
Vinegar. 

Dose. — 10  drops  to  4  drachms. 

Indications. — Cases  requiring  an  emetic 
or  expectorant. 

This  old  Eclectic  compound  is  a  good 
emetic  for  children.  In  croup  the  dose  for 
children  one  year  of  age  is  half  a  table- 
spoonful  in  a  tablespoonful  of  molasses 
every  fifteen  minutes  until  vomiting  is  pro- 
duced. The  dose  for  a  child  from  two  to 
six  months  old  is  half  a  teaspoonful;  less 
than  two  months  old,  from  fifteen  to  twen- 
ty-five  drops  every  ten  minutes  until  vomit- 
ing occurs.  Children  from  three  to  ten 
years  of  age  may  take  a  tablespoonful  in 
molasses,  or  warm  water,  every  ten  minutes 
until  vomiting  is  secured.  As  an  expec- 
torant in  cough,  asthma  and  tightness 
across  the  chest,  the  dose  for  adults  is  from 
one  to  two  teaspoonfuls  three  to  five  times 
a  day. — Fyfe's  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics. 


LINIMENTUM  STILLINGIAE  COM- 
POSITUM. 

Common  JVa?ne. —  Compound  Liniment 
of  Stillingia. 

Description. —  This  liniment  is  peculiar 
to  the  eclectic  practice.  It  is  made  by 
mixing  one  fluid  ounce  oil  of  stilingia,  half 


fluid  ounce  oil  of  cajeput,  two  fluid  drachms 
oil  of  lobelia  and  two  fluid  ounces  of  alco- 
hol. Wrhen  less  strength  is  desired  it  may 
be  made  by  mixing  half  a  fluid  ounce  of 
oil  of  stillingia,  half  fluid  ounce  oil  of  caje- 
put, one  fluid  drachm  of  lobelia  and  three 
fluid  ounces  of  alcohol. 

Dose. — 1-2  drop  to  5  drops  on  sugar. 

Indications. — Obstinate  coughs  caused 
by  irritation  of  the  respiratory  passages, 
croup,  asthma. 

This  is  a  very  efficient  remedy  in  'the  first 
stages  of  croup.  In  this  disease  it  is  used 
both  internally  and  applied  externally  to 
the  throat.  A  good  way  to  apply  it  is  to 
wet  a  piece  of  flannel  with  the  liniment  and 
bind  it  around  the  neck.  A  child  two 
years  old  should  be  given  from  one-half  of 
a  drop  to  two  drops  of  the  medicament  on  a 
little  sugar  every  fifteen  minutes  to  every 
hour  or  two  acording  to  the  urgency  of  the 
case.  As  a  remedy  in  chronic  coughs,  and, 
in  fact,  an  almost  all  kinds  of  coughs  aris- 
ing from  irritation,  it  is  of  the  greatest 
value.  It  is  also  used  with  good  effect  in 
asthma. — Fyfe's  Materia  Medica  and  Thera- 
peutics.

NEW  YORK  STATE  MEETING. 

Tihe  forty-first  annual  meeting  of  the 
Eclectic  Medical  Society  of  the  State  of 
New  York  was  held  at  Peattie's  parlors, 
Fishkill  Landing,  April  3rd  and  4th,  1901. 

After  prayer  by  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Mackey 
the  society  was  welcomed  by  James  G. 
Mayer,  Esq.,  representing  the  town  of  Fish- 
kill,  and  William  Brown,  Esq.,  Matteawan. 
To  these  President  Maxon  responded. 
After  roll  call  by  Secretary  Hardy,  Presi- 
dent Maxon  called  for  'the  credentials  from 
Auxiliaries  and  these  were  referred  to  the 
board  of  censors.  While  the  board  was 
considering  the  credentials  the  society  lis- 
tened to  verbal  reports  which  were  interest- 
ing and  showed  a  steady  progress  in  almost 
all  the  Auxiliaries. 

The  Albany  County  and  Saratoga  Dis- 
trict have  joined  forces  thus  making  a 
strong  society  under  the  name  of  the  "Al- 
bany and  Saratoga  District  Society."  After 
reading  and  approving  the  minutes  as  pub- 
lished in  the  last  volumn  of  Transactions 
the  president  delivered  his  annual  address 
which  was  listened  to  with  marked  atten- 
tion and  as  it  recounted  the  experience  of 
forty  years'  practice,  was  very  much  en- 
joyed by  the  members.  Then  followed 
many  interesting  essays,  among  them  de- 
scription of  an  invention  by  Dr.  J.  G.  L. 
Gaedecke  called  "Clavis  Uteri;"  a  classi- 
cal paper  by  Dr.  R.  Liston  of  Albany,  en- 
titled "The  Darwin  theory  of  the  evolution 
of  the  sense  of  smell." 

Dr.  F.  P.  Sinclair  of  Lysander  presented 
a  paper  on  albuminoria  and  dropsy ;  A.  W. 
Herzog  of  New  York,  one  on  catarac  ex- 
traction;  R.  A.  Toms  of  New  York  on 
mixed  infection ;  L.  H.  Muncie  of  Brooklyn 
on  orificial  experiences,  and  M.  B.  Pearl- 
stien  of  Brooklyn  presented  a  new  sigmoid 
electrode  and  read  a  paper  on  its  applica- 
tion in  disease. 

In  the  evening  we  had  a  pleasant  ban- 
quet at  the  Holland  House,  Dr.  Boskowitz 
acting  as  toast  master.

BOSTON   DISTRICT  ECLECTIC 
MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 

Hotel  Thorndike, 
Boston,  March  19th,  1901. 

Dr.  C.  Edwin  Miles  was  the  principal 
speaker  this  evening,  and  he  had  chosen 
Gonorrheal  Rheumatism  as  the  subject  of 
his  remarks,  which  were  as  follows,  and 
based  upon  his  personal  observations  in 
connection  with  the  disease  named.  Fre- 
quent sequellas  were  manifested  toward  the 
latter  part  of  difficulty.  Gonorrheal  rheu- 
matism is  considered  as  septic  by  some, 
while  others  as  definitely  affirm  that  it  is 
due  to  urethral  toxines.  The  doctor's  ob- 
servations lead  him  to  believe  it  due  to  sep- 
tic conditions  in  gonerrhea  as  gonococci 
are  frequently  found  in  the  synovial  fluid. 

Symptoms. — It  rarely  affects  women. 
Cases  present  themselves  sometimes  in  a 
mild  and  long  continued  form.  Typical 
cases  of  acute  type  have  pronounced  swell- 
ing of  knee,  wrist  or  ankle ;  we  may  get 
redness  but  not  generally ;  heat  not  pro- 
nounced but  pain  very  severe.  The  swell- 
ing often  extends  above  or  below  the  knee. 
The  chronic  form  has  true  arthritis  which 
persists  after  supra  and  infra  knee  swelling 
has  gone.  Pain  is  very  severe  and  is 
diagnostic  of  this  kind  of  rheumatism.  The 
constitutional  symptoms  are  mild;  tem- 
perature is  not  high. 
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Treatment — The  disease  is  not  readily 
amenable  to  treatment.  The  coal  tar  pro- 
ducts, heat,  etc.,  will  relieve  but  rheumatic 
remedies,  like  colchicum,  etc.,  have  little  af- 
fect. '  Success  depends  upon  curing  the 
gonorrhea.  The  rheumatism  is  not  often 
present  at  the  early  stages  of  gonorrhea. 
Rest  in  bed,with  sand  bags  around  the  limb 
should  be  prescribed.  Heat,  or  liniments 
of  aconite,  chloroform,  etc.,  may  relieve.  I 
have  used  Icthyol  5  i  s.s.  to  Lanoline  §  i, 
sometimes  add  Belladonna  grs.  iii-iv.  Put 
the  limb  in  splints  and  bandage  tightly  and 
when  you  can  put  the  limb  in  a  plaster  ban- 
dage. You  may  now  be  obliged  to  use 
hypodermic  injections  of  morphine  to  as- 
suage pain.  •  When  the  local  symptoms 
abate  commence  to  use  gentle  motion.  Mas- 
sage is  sometimes  beneficial  while  again  it 
is  very  detrimental. 

These  cases  progress  very  slowly  and 
some  never  recover.  At  times  it  is  neces- 
sary to  resort  to  surgical  proceedures. 
Chloroform,  aconite  and  turpentine  having 
been  used  and  menthal  spray  having  re- 
lieved the  pain  I  have  seen  good  results 
from  antiphlogistine. 

Doctor  Allen  said  he  was  much  interested 
in  the  subject.  He  had  seen  many  of  these 
cases.  He  agreed  that  the  gonorrhea  must 
be  cured  before  the  rheumatism  would  yield 
to  treatment.  He  reported  a  case  where 
he  had  made  use  of  staphisagria  and  echa- 
folta.  Had  had  good  'results  from  anti- 
kamnia  and  salol  when  there  was  severe 
pain.  He  thought  the  echafolta  was  an 
important  part  of  the  treatment. 

Doctor  Miles  added  that  non-specific 
vaginites  may  produce  urethritis  and  arthri- 
tis develop  therefrom. 

Doctor  Lloyd  asked  how  the  diagnosis 
would  be  made  if  there  were  no  gonorrheal 
history. 

Doctor  Miles  in  response  said,  the  in- 
flammation was  of  a  higher  type  with  slight 
constitutional  symptoms.  The  local  symp- 
toms were  also  slight  with  the  exception  of 
pain  which  was  intense.  It  is  not  always 
possible  to  diagnose  case  positively  but  ar- 
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licles  existing  without  other  rheumatic 
symptoms  would  be  suspicious. 
'  Doctor  Lloyd  reported  a  case  where  a 
mild  case  of  gonorrhea  was  followed  by  ar- 
thritis; the  wife  also  developed  arthritis 
which  was  followed  by  ankylosis.  The 
doctor  obtained  the  best  results  in  the  man 
from  rhustox.  The  woman  was  treated  by 
another  physician  and  finally  went  to  tihe 
Mass.  General  Hospital  and  was  in  splints 
for  months. 

Doctor  Earle  reported  a  case  which  died 
from  embolus.  Another  case  had  had 
rheumatism  for  ten  years.  He  admitted  it 
was  of  gonorrheal  origin.  The  doctor  took 
care  of  him  for  fifteen  years;  he  gradually 
grew  worse  and  was  badly  anchylosed.  He 
became  blind,  deaf  and  was  troubled  with  a 
severe  eczema. 

Doctor  Brown  asked  what  should  be 
clone  with  a  case  of  gonorrhea  of  two  years' 
standing? 

Doctor  Miles  said  he  should  cleanse 
bladder  and  urethra  thoroughly. 

Dr.  Brown  said  he  cured  his  case  in  a 
few  weeks  by  using  injections  of  balsam 
peru,  thoroughly  distending  the  canal  by 
bougee  before  using  the  injection. 

Doctor  Miles  said  he  had  used  the  follow- 
ing with  good  results.

Doctor  Allen  spoke  of  the  beneficial  re- 
sults which  he  had  obtained  from  the  use 
of  electricity  in  many  of  these  long  contin- 
ued cases — which  developed  the  gleety  dis- 
charge.

We  feel  a  just  pride,  and  it  is  a  source  of 
great  comfort  to  know  that  our  students 
are  so  well  grounded  in  their  work,  and 
that  the  examinations  before  the  faculty  are 
so  rigid  that  anyone  passing  them  is  reason- 
ably sure  to  pass  the  state  board. 

At  the  commencement  a  year  ago  13  re- 
ceived degrees,  and  all  are  to-day,  licensed 
physicians,  practicing  in  the  State  of  New 
York. 


WHAT'S  IN  A  NAME?" 

The  desire  among  physicians  to  name 
and  classify  diseases  (except  for  purposes. of 
record  and  description),  aiming  the  remedy 
at  the  name,  is  one  of  the  greatest  barriers 
and  handicaps  to  successful  therapeutics. 
It  defers  positive  action  until  the  disease 
process  is  well  established  in  the  system, 
and  causes  the  doctor  to  treat  a  pathologi- 
cal abstraction  instead  of  a  man  or  woman 
suffering  from  wrong  life.  It  also  em- 
phasizes the  element  of  chance  in  practice, 
because  in  every  case  the  vital  factors,  con- 
stitution, temperament,  heredity,  occupa- 
tion, habits,  etc.,  modify  the  classical  pic- 
ture of  disease,  regarded  as  the  type,  mak- 
ing it  an  individual  pathological  problem. 

On  the  otfher  hand,  if  we  treat  the  pa- 
tient from  the  standpoint  of  a  familiar  and 
thorough  knowledge  of  the  normal  man, 
striving  to  right  what  is  wrong  from  the 
Start,  and  adapting  our  treatment  to  meet 
the  peculiarities  and  idiosyncrasies  of  each 
patient,  we  should  get  quicker  and  better 
results,  and  the  question  of  diagnosis — so 
far  as  naming  the  disease  is  concerned — 
would  take  care  of  itself. 

Many  physicians  make  a  routine  prac- 
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tice  of  treating  disease  tentatively  until  it 
declares  itself  under  some  familiar  name. 
By  that  time  the  patient  has  lost  much  of 
his  vitality  through  the  friction  of  disease, 
and  then  the  doctor  is  put  to  his  trumps  to 
conserve  and  spin  out  the  remainder,  while 
he  is  fighting  that  name  which  'he  has  at 
last  made  out  to  his  satisfaction. 

There  is  much  tilting  of  lances  over  the 
subject  of  aborting  disease.  It  is  often 
successfully  done  by  physicians  quick 
enough,  and  courageous  enough  to  seize 
the  first  opportunity,  to  realize  that  the  im- 
mediate present  is  the  time  for  action,  and 
work,  by  any  means  at  hand,  for  restoration 
to  normal  conditions. 

To  accomplish  this  desirable  end,  the 
doctor  must  be  a  good  observer,  thorough- 
ly posted  on  physiology,  familiar  with  the 
few  fundamental  principles  which  govern 
in  disease,  and  trained  to  reason  logically. 
He  should  steadfastly  refuse  to  let  a  name 
hypnotize  him.  It  has  become  a  supersti- 
tion with  many  able  and  intelligent  physi- 
cians that  certain  diseases  are  incurable. 
When  they  make  a  diagnosis  of  such  a  dis- 
ease, they  appear  to  feel  that  their  responsi- 
bility is  ended.  This  is  not  the  spirit  of 
progress.  This  twentieth  century  sees 
men  in  other  walks  of  life  attacking,  aye 
and  vanquishing,  the  seemingly  impossible, 
and  shall  medicine  lag  behind  because  of 
faint-heartedness  or  bondage  to  tradition? 

Because  a  thing  has  not  been  done  here- 
tofore, it  does  not  follow  that  it  cannot  be 
done.  If  we  would  not  pause  before  the 
obstacle  of  a  name,  but  bravely  take  hold 
of  one  end  of  the  tangled  skein,  disease, 
and  wind  away,  patiently  unravelling  as  we 
ge,  before  we  know  it,  we  should  have  the 
whole  complex,  intricate  puzzle  made  plain, 
and  the  human  machinery  once  more  run- 
ning smoothly.

ANTISEPTIC  MIDWIFERY.

During  delivery  and  the  post  partum 
stage  the  obstetrician  is  always  on  the 
lookout  for  two  dreaded  complications,  post

partum  hemorrhage  and  puerperal  septi- 
caemia. Recent  investigations  have  taught 
us  that  by  proper  delivery  of  the  placenta, 
thereby  ensuring  firm  and  persistent  con- 
tractions of  the  uterus,  the  danger  from 
post  partum  hemorrhage  is  greatly  reduced, 
while  the  antiseptic  method  of  delivering 
the  woman  has  almost  completely  blotted 
out  puerperal  fever  from  lying  in  hospitals, 
where,  in  former  years,  frightful  epidemics 
occurred.  In  private  practice,  without  the 
use  of  antiseptics,  the  mortality  from  septic 
infection  may  by  good  luck  be  compara- 
tively small,  but  it  is  this  small  mortality 
from  which  every  woman  ought  to  expect, 
and  demand,  protection  at  the  hands  of 
her  medical  attendant. 

The  value  of  antisepsis  is  of  late  so  gen- 
erally admitted  that  it  is  unnecessary  to 
dwell  upon  its  importance  at  this  time.  Yet 
how  many  of  us  present  to-day,  deliver  a 
woman  strictly  according  to  latest  antisep- 
tic methods? 

I  regret  to  admit  that  this  method  has 
failed  to  receive  in  private  practice  the  uni- 
versal adoption  which  it  deserves ;  but  this 
is  not  due  to  lack  of  belief  in  its  efficacy  but 
the  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the  details  of 
the  various  methods  that  have  been  recom- 
mended. 

To  facilitate  and  simplify  matters  the 
following  method  can  <be  relied  upon  as 
answering  every  indication  and  being  non- 
poisonous  can  be  used  at  times  when  the 
strong,  corrosive  poisons  so  frequently 
recommended  would  be  positively  harmful. 

The  materials  necessary  for  carrying  out 
this  antiseptic  method  are  a  4  ounce  bottle 
of  Lysol,  a  jar  containing  4  ounces  green 
soap  medicated  with  ounce  Lysol,  and  a 
smaller  jar  containing  petroleum  jelly  also 
medicated  with  Lysol,  1  drachm  to  the 
ounce. 

LTpon  entering  the  lying  in  room  and  be- 
fore making  an  examination,  the  nurse 
should  carefully  wash  the  pubes,  vulva  and 
buttocks  With  the  Lysol  green  soap ;  while 
the  patient  is  thus  being  attended  to,  the 
physician  should  rub  this  Lysol  green  soap 
well  over  his  arms  and  hands,  and  with 


water  and  a  small  brush  should  work  this 
into  a  lather,  with  which  the  parts  should  be 
thoroughly  cleansed,  special  care  being 
given  to  the  finger  nails.  The  finger  is 
then  annointed  with  the  Lysol  jelly  and  the 
examination  should  now  be  made.  All 
metal  instruments  used  during  delivery 
should  be  sterilized  by  placing  in  boiling 
water  for  10  minutes,  and  then  placing  in 
cooled  sterilized  water,  to  which  Lysol  had 
ibeen  added.  About  a  teaspoonful  to  the 
pint. 

Vaginal  injections  before  and  after  de- 
livery I  do  not  approve  of,  as  they  wash 
away  the  lubricating  mucous  from  the 
vagina ;  unless  there  is  reason  to  fear  infec- 
tion, in  which  case  a  1  per  cent.  Lysol  solu- 
tion may  be  used. 

After  delivery  the  external  parts  of  the 
woman  should  again  be  cleansed  with  the 
Lysol  soap,  after  which  a  pad  of  absorb 
cotton  or  lint  wrung  out  in  the  Lysol  solu- 
tion 1  per  cent,  may  be  applied  to  the  vulva. 

Although  the  description  of  this  method 
of  practice  "antiseptic  midwifery''  appears 
lengthy,  it  can  be  summed  up  in  very  few 
words :  "Cleanliness  of  the  lying  in  woman 
and  whatever  is  brought  in  contact  with  her, 
in  conjunction  with  the  use  of  our  best  of 
modern  antiseptic  'Lysol.'  " 

HETEROPHORIA. 

By  Alfred  W.  Herzog,  M.  D. 

[Read  before  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society  of  the  City 
and  County  of  New  York,  1900.] 

Two  horses  of  equal  height  and  weight 
and  strength  hitched  to  an  easy  running 
carriage  by  a  competent  stableman ;  the 
harness  well  fitting  and  the  traces  of  equal 
length ;  driven  by  a  careful  driver  over 
goods  roads  at  an  easy  gait ;  not  for  too 
long  a  time  at  that,  and  well  fed  and 
watered. 

Given  all  those  conditions,  the  horses 
are  likely  to  work  well  together  and  will 
be  a  source  of  pleasure  to  the  driver. 

But  let  a  careless  stableman  change  one 
of  these  conditions  lby  making  the  traces  of 
one  horse  too  long  or  too  short,  or  of  un- 
equal length ;  or  let  him  possibly  have  all 


four  traces  of  different  lengths,  and  watch 
the  result. 

The  roads  may  be  easy,  the  wagon  light, 
and  the  work  under  other  circumstances 
would  be  performed  by  the  team  without 
the  slightest  trouble. 

But  to-day  the  harness  does  not  fit. 

The  driver  snaps  the  whip  and  the  horses' 
start  off;  but  the  work  that  used  to  be  easy 
has  suddenly  become  difficult 

One  horse  pulls  this  way,  the  other  one 
that  way. 

Each  horse  notices  that  there  is  some- 
thing wrong  with  its  mate. 

The  one  pulls  forward,  the  other  leans 
back ;  each  one  tries  to  accommodate  itself 
to  the  other. 

The  driver  notices  that  there  is  something 
wrong  with  the  team  and  gets  nerous ;  and 
now  one  of  three  things  is  likely  to  hap- 
pen. 

Either  one  of  the  horses  will  do  all  the 
work  while  the  other  one  just  runs  inside 
of  the  traces  without  pulling  the  wagon, 
or  the  driver  succeeds  by  superior  horse- 
manship to  get  the  team  to  go  at  an  ac- 
ceptable gait,  or  lastly  he  gets  out  of  the 
carriage,  investigates  the  trouble  and  makes 
all  the  traces  of  the  proper  length. 

In  the  first  case,  where  one  horse  loafs 
and  the  other  does  all  the  work,  it  is  likely 
that  the  horse  that  does  no  work  looses  its 
strength  and  speed,  just  like  an  athlete  out 
of  training,  and  it  is  just  as  likely  that  the 
other  horse,  which  has  to  do  all  the  work 
will  become  exhausted  and  break  down 
from  overwork. 

In  the  second  case,  in  which  the  driver 
by  superior  horsemanship  succeeds  in  driv- 
ing the  team,  the  chances  are  that  both 
horses  as  well  as  the  driver  will  become 
nervous  and  excitable  and  altho  for  a 
time  everything  may  go  on  apparently 
smoothly ;  at  a  critical  moment  there  is  like- 
ly to  be  a  runaway,  a  smashup,  or  at  the 
best,  both  horses  and  driver  will  become 
old  before  their  time. 

In  the  third  case  however  the  driver  will 
get  out  of  the  carriage,  readjust  the  traces 
and  getting  in  the  carriage  again,  jog  along 
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comfortably,  the  driving  easy  to  himself  as 
well  as  to  the  team. 

What  has  all  this  to  do  with  the  title  of 
my  paper? 

Let  us  substitute  for  ''horses"  "eyes",  for 
''driver"  "man  or  nerve  force,"  and  for 
"traces"  "eye  muscles." 

Let  us  then  for  the  sake  of  simplicity  sup- 
pose, that  there  are  only  two  eye  'muscles 
for  each  eye,  as  there  are  only  two  traces 
for  each  horse. 

Xow  take  the  different  conditions  men- 
tioned before  and  substitute  a  Greek  word 
for  each  condition. 

The  horses,  which  are  hitched  up  proper- 
ly, and  which  both  at  the  word  of  the  driv- 
er, from  natural  impulse,  because  it  is  the 
most  comfortable,  start  in  the  same  direc- 
tion— we  will  call  "Orthophoria." 

The  horses  hitched  up  improperly — o-ne 
horse  doing  all  the  work  while  the  other 
runs  inside  of  the  traces  without  doing  any 
work,  but  still  not  annoying  the  driver,  we 
will  call  "Heterotropia." 

The  third,  where  the  horses  are  also 
hitched  up  improperly,  'the  traces  either  too 
long  or  too  short  or  of  irregular  length,  the 
horses  having  a  tendency  to  start  off  in  dif- 
ferent directions  at  every  crack  of  the  whip, 
but  yet  driven  together  and  made  to  go 
together  by  the  driver  through  'his  skill  or 
strength  we  will  call  "'Heterophoria." 

The  smashup,  runaway,  or  early  break- 
down of  horses  and  driver,  which  I  pre- 
dicted, we  may  call  "headaches,  nervous- 
ness, chorea,  insanity,  dipsomania,  diabetes 
and  various  other  diseases  which  may  be 
caused  'by  heterophoria ;  and  lastly  the  get- 
ting out  of  the  driver  and  readjusting  the 
traces  we  will  call  the  correction  of  the 
heterophoria. 

In  those  textbooks  on  diseases  of  the 
eye,  which  do  not  entirely  neglect  to  men- 
tion these  conditions,  "heterophoria"  is  de- 
fined as  latent  squint,  or  the  tendency  to 
squint,  which  is  habitually  overcome  in 
order  to  secure  binocular  vision.  It  means 
a  tendency  of  the  visual  axes  to  turn  in 
different  directions. 

"Heterotropia"  is  the  actual  turning  of 
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the  visual  axes  in  different  directions,  which 
turning  is  not  overcome,  that  is  to  say, 
"Squint." 

"Orthophoria"  is  the  normal  condition, 
in  which  the  visual  axes  of  both  eyes  turn 
towards  the  same  point. 

"Heterophoria"  is  divided  into  different 
varieties,  as  for  example  Eisophoria  or 
Esophoria  where  there  is  a  tendency  for 
the  eye  or  eyes  to  turn  in  or  converge. 

Exophoria  where  chere  is  a  tendency  of 
the  eye  to  diverge.  Hyperphoria  where 
the  eye  or  eyes  tend  to  move  up  and  Cata- 
phoria  or  Hypophoria  where  there  is  a 
downward  tendency  of  the  visual  lines. 

While  in  my  simile  with  the  team  of 
horses  there  are  only  two  traces  to  each 
horse,  and  for  the  sake  of  simplicity  I  have 
assumed  that  there  are  only  two  muscles 
to  each  eye — there  are  in  fact  six  muscles 
to  each  eye,  which  hold  the  eyeball  in  place 
and  move  it  in  the  orbit. 

These  are  the  four  recti  and  the  two 
oblique  muscles. 

The  rectus  externus  and  the  rectus  in- 
terims ;  the  rectus  superior  and  the  rectus 
inferior  and  the  ohliquus  superior  and  ob- 
liquus  inferior. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  paper  we  can 
disregard  the  action  of  the  oblique  muscles 
and  consider  only  that  of  the  recti. 

The  rectus  internus  and  externus  are  an- 
tagonistic, as  are  also  the  rectus  superior 
and  inferior;  so  that  as  the  one  contracts 
the  other  must  relax. 

Should  the  right  eye  for  example  turn 
inward,  the  rectus  internus  must  contract 
and  the  rectus  externus  relax  and  vice- 
versa. 

Y\ 'hat  we  (have  to  consider  are  the  follow- 
ing three  points : 

Firstly — Can  a  short  muscle  on  one  side 
or  a  long  one  on  the  other  cause  all  the 
troubles  I  indicated? 

Secondly — How  can  such  a  short  or  long 
muscle  be  detected  and  measured  ? 

Lastly — How  can  such  a  condition  be 
corrected  ? 

The  first  question  then  is,  can  hetero- 
phoria cause  all  the  troubles  I  mentioned? 


This  question  is  the  one  of  the  three 
easiest  answered  and  proven. 

Answered  in  the  affirmative  and  proven 
by  results. 

Heterophoria  is,  as  we  said  before,  a  ten- 
dency of  the  visual  axes  in  a  wrong  direc- 
tion, which  tendency  however  is  overcome 
by  the  sending  of  an  unusual  amount  of 
nerve  force  to  the  abnormal  muscles. 

If  for  example  the  rectus  internus  of  the 
right  eye  is  relatively  too  long  and  the  rec- 
tus externus  too  short,  the  right  eye  would 
naturally  deviate  towards  the  right  temple ; 
we  would  have  a  case  of  divergent  squint, 
of  divergent  strabismus.  But  this  would 
exclude  binocular  vision,  and  as  there  is  a 
desire  to  have  binocular  vision,  an  unusual 
amount  of  nerve  force  is  sent  to  the  right 
eye,  forcing  the  rectus  internus,  which  is 
too  long  to  contract  to  the  utmost  for  the 
purpose  of  overcoming,  of  stretching  the 
short  rectus  externus. 

This  is  sometimes  only  done  when  there 
is  a  special  attempt  to  see  sharply,  while  in 
most  cases  this  large  amount  of  nerve-force 
is  sent  to  the  eye  in  a  steady  stream,  so  that 
the  trouble  is  not  patent  but  latent. 

Naturally  this  large  consumption  of 
nerve  force  must  be  sent  to  the  eye  or  eyes 
to  the  loss  of  either  the  whole  organism  or 
some  special  organ. 

Take  one  case  that  I  have  in  mind — an 
architect,  whose  principal  occupation  con- 
sists in  drawing  plans. 

His  eye  muscles  are  not  normal.  There 
is  heterophoria. 

Unknown  to  himself  a  large  amount  of 
nerve  force  is  used  up  for  the  purpose  of 
overcoming  a  short  rectus  internus. 

He  'beeotnes  nervous,  needs  more  nerve 
force. 

Alcohol  would  supply  it ;  he  gets  a  crav- 
ing for  alcohol,  goes  on  a  spree,  wrecks  his 
constitution ;  yet  it  is  impossible  for  him  to 
resist,  for  the  nerve  force  must  be  supplied. 

A  similar  case  is  that  of  a  newspaper 
writer  who  does  not  go  on  periodical  sprees 
but  is  a  chronic  drinker. 

So  if  you  will  admit  that  heterophoria 
uses  up  a  great  deal  of  nerve  force,  you  will 
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also  admit  that  the  drunkard  who  drinks 
for  the  purpose  of  supplying  that  nerve 
force  can  be  cured  if  you  can  relieve  the 
heterophoria. 

But  not  only  dipsomania,  but  a  great 
many  other  diseases,  headaches,  chorea, 
epilepsy,  insanity,  asthma,  diabetes  mellitus, 
consumption  and  other  ailments  have  been 
cured  by  the  treatment  of  heterophoria. 

The  second  question  is,  how  can  hetero- 
phoria be  detected  and  measured? 

I  wish  that  I  could  answer  this  question 
as  easily  as  the  first. 

In  a  great  many  cases  however  the  de- 
tection and  measurement  of  'heterophoria 
taxes  the  patience  of  the  physician  as  well 
as  that  of  the  patient,  and  were  it  not  for  the 
excellent  results  obtained  in  some  cases 
after  several  months  of  experimenting  and 
treatment,  both  patient  and  oculist  would 
often  give  up  in  disgust. 

In  other  cases  however  the  detection  of 
the  heterophoria  is  easy  and  the  results  as 
brilliant  as  can  be  desired. 

I  will  with  your  permission  show  you 
some  of  the  methods  used  for  the  detection 
and  measurement  of  heterophoria  and  ex- 
emplify it  on  anyone  who  wishes  to  be 
tested. 

Remember  however  that  the  result  that 
I  may  obtain  to-night  cannot  be  considered 
as  final  and  from  three  to  a  great  many  re- 
examinations may  be  necessary  to  arrive  at 
a  final  result. 

(Demonstration  followed.) 

In  testing  for  heterophoria  we  must  try 
to  overcome  the  tendency  of  the  patient 
to  secure  binocular  vision  and  this  we  do  in 
differnt  ways,  as  for  example  by  holding  a 
colored  glass  before  one  eye,  or  by  using  a 
■Maddox  rod  or  again  by  placing  a  prism 
before  one  eye  which  prism  must  be  strong 
enough  to  cause  diploplia. 

There  are  a  great  many  more  tests  which 
can  be  used  for  the  same  purpose  and  as 
many  different  tests  as  possible  should  be 
used  before  an  absolute  diagnosis  is  made. 

We  measure  heterophoria  generally  by 
indicating  the  prism  which  is  sufficient  to 
correct  it. 


As  to  the  treatment  of  the  heterophoria 
only  a  few  words,  as  I  have  taken  up  your 
time  for  too  long  a  period  already.  Shorten- 
ing the  long  muscles  by  the  operation  of 
advancement  or  lengthening  the  short  mus- 
cle by  means  of  a  tenotomy.  Stretching 
of  the  short  muscle  or  muscles,  massage, 
correction  of  the  heterophoria  by  means  of 
prisms  and  orthoptic  treatment  are  some  of 
the  methods  that  may  be  used,  the  one  with 
prism  being  the  most  common.

SPECIFIC  MEDICATION. 

By  H.  J.  BlRKENHAUER,  M.  D. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  fellow  members  of  the 
New  York  Specific  Medication  Club : 

This  club  has  now  been  in  existence  al- 
most five  years,  during  wfnich  time  many 
good  papers  have  been  read,  but  not  one 
which  has  really  given  a  clear  or  lucid  idea 
of  this  subject,  or  the  essentials  that  are 
really  necessary  for  a  proper  and  successful 
practice  of  the  same.  This  is  the  reason  I 
bring  before  you  this  evening  this  paper,  in 
which  I  endeavor  to  place  before  you  a  few 
thoughts  that  occur  to  me  on  the  matter, 
which  I  hope  will  interest  you  sufficiently 
to  provoke  discussion,  and  investigation  of 
this  subject. 

The  opponents  of  this  method  of  prac- 
tice claim  that  it  is  unscientific,  and  that  it 
encourages  ignorance  of  those  subjects  in 
which  a  physician  should  be  well  versed, 
namely,  Pathology,  Physiology,  Anatomy, 
Materia  Medica,  etc.  Gentlemen  and 
ladies  this  idea  is  erronious  and  very  much 
so,  for  it  is  only  the  competent  diagnosti- 
tian,  and  careful  and  studious  clinician,  who 
makes  a  good  and  successful  Specific  Medi- 
cationdst,  as  you  will  very  readily  see  with 
but  a  few  moments  consideration. 

It  is  admitted  that  Specific  Medication  is 
still  in  its  infancy,  and  far  from  perfection; 
there  are  still  many  drugs  for  which  as  yet 
no  positive  or  specific  indications  have 
been  found;  but  those  remedies  for  which 
the  specific  indications  are  known  and  they 
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are  not  so  few ;  no  physician  who  has  had 
the  experience  can  deny  their  potency. 

For  these  remedies  for  which  the  indica- 
tions are  known,  how  were  they  determined 
by  the  men  Who  gave  them,  they  must  have 
had  some  knowledge,  the  indications  were 
not  all  discovered  by  chance;  let  us  then 
consider  what  knowledge  these  men  must 
have  had.  In  the  first  place  they  must 
have  had  a  knowledge  of  anatomy,  in  order 
to  know  what  structures  entered  into  the 
make  up  of  a  normal  human  body.  Sec- 
ondly they  must  have  had  a  knowledge  of 
physiology,  so  as  to  know  the  conditions  of 
the  organs,  and  secretions,  and  their  actions 
in  health,  in  fact  all  about  the  body  in  health 
otherwise  how  could  they  determine  that 
any  part  of  the  body  was  healthy  or  nor- 
mal, but  diseased.  Thirdly,  they  must 
have  a  knowledge  of  Pathology,  else  how 
could  they  determine  in  what  manner  the 
organ  or  part  of  the  body  was  diseased,  and 
what  manner  of  remedy  would  be  required 
to  bring  it  to  a  physiological  or  normal 
state.  Fourth,  they  must  have  had  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  [Materia  Medica, 
the  physiological  action  of  drugs  know 
whether  they  were  stimulants  or  sedatives, 
diuretics  or  diaphoretics,  or  what  their  ac- 
tion, was,  in  order  to  determine  to  what 
pathological  condition  or  conditions  it 
might  be  applied. 

The  opposition  will  again  say,  well  we 
will  admit  that  the  founders  of  this  system 
of  therapeutics  had  the  knowledge  you 
claim  for  them ;  they  gave  you  the  Specific 
Indications,  so  of  what  use  is  it  to  the  pres- 
ent generation  to  burden  themselves  with 
the  further  study  of  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Pathology,  Materia  Medica,  etc.  What  is 
to  hinder  them  from  taking  their  list  of 
specific  indications  and  going  in  to  practice 
therewith? 

There  are  those  who  do  this  very  thing, 
but  they  are  a  very  small  minority,  and  a 
very  unsuccessful  minority.  And  why? 
Simply  because  through  lack  of  knowledge, 
they  cannot  recognize  many  minute  differ- 
ences in  symptoms  that  appear  very  simi- 
lar, but  on   careful   investigation   have  a 


slight  dissimilarity ;  and  it  is  the  minute 
details  that  count. 

Take  in  any  school  of  medicine  imma- 
terial of  what  the  pathy  or  ism,  you  will  not 
find  the  successful  men  among  those  who 
take  for  granted  everything  that  is  told  them 
and  follow  suggestions  parrot  like ;  'but  you 
will  find  the  successful  men  among  those 
who  take  the  suggestions  and  hints  from 
their  fellows ;  possess  sufficient  knowledge 
to  investigate  and  do  investigate  the  sub- 
ject, and  after  having  corroborated  to  their 
own  satisfaction  the  truth  of  the  statement 
made,  make  use  of  it  for  the  benefit  of  man- 
kind. 

Then  again  what  about  the  large  num- 
ber of  drugs,  for  which  as  yet,  no  specific 
indications  are  given ;  many  of  them  may 
be  worthless  as  specifics,  but  some  of  them 
may  be  of  inestimable  value.  A  large 
field  for  investigation  still  lays  before  us, 
and  it  is  being  added  to,  day  by  day.  Do 
the  advances  of  the  last  few  years  in  medi- 
cine seem  to  indicate  that  physicians  are 
willing  to  recede  instead  of  advancing  in 
knowledge?  Why,  in  the  papers,  read  be- 
fore this  body,  on  remedies,  and  in  the  dis- 
cussions of  same,  indications  for  remedies 
have  been  given  that  were  new  to  many  of 
us.  It  took  years  of  careful  clinical  ob- 
servation to  prove  these  indications. 

I  do  not  believe  that  any  physician,  male 
or  female,  of  average  intelligence,  will  use 
any  remedy  without  personal  investigation 
because  somebody  else  says  it  is  good.  A 
true  Specific  M educationist  will  reason  out 
how  a  remedy  acts,  and  why  it  will  act, 
when  a  certain  indication  is  present,  and 
how  and  why  the  indication  or  symptom 
is  produced. 

In  the  practice  of  Specific  Medication, 
several  facts  must  be  borne  in  mind,  vis : 

That  each  drug  has  a  special  selective 
affinity  for  certain  tissues  and  parts  of  tis- 
sues or  cells. 

That  under  like  circumstances,  like 
pathological  conditions  will  always  give  the 
same  external  manifestations  or  symptoms. 

That  in  Specific  Medication  we  do  not 
treat  the  disease  by  name  on  a  stereotyped 
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plan,  but  treat  the  pathological  conditions 
present,  which  we  recognize  by  their  exter- 
nal signs  or  indications,  with  such  a  remedy 
or  remedies,  as  clinical  experience  has  posi- 
tively proven  to  relieve  such  pathological 
conditions.

THE  NEW  SIGMOID  ELECTRODE 

AND  ITS  APPLICATION  IN 

DISEASE.

[Read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  1901.] 

Of  late  years,  the  use  of  electricity  has 
attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  among 
general  practitioners  and  specialists. 

At  present  we  cannot  give  a  true  defini- 
tion of  electricity,  we  know  many  of  the 
laws  regarding  its  application,  and  the  re- 
sults obtained.  Electricity  'has  a  variety 
of  actions,  depending  on  the  method  of  ap- 
plication used — and  all  are  derived  from 
three  different  and  defined  currents, -viz : 
Galvanic  (also  cautery)  Faradic  and  Static. 
The  folio-wing  numerous  actions  we  can 
obtain  from  the  above  named  currents : 

Liquifying,  Coagulating,  Absorbent, 
Stimulating,  Sedative,  Anti-spasmodic, 
Tonic  Alterative,  Promoter  of  De- 
velopment, Vesicant,  Counter  Irritant, 
Chemical  Cautery  and  Haemostatic.  We 
also  use  medicated  and  cataphoric  elec- 
trolysis. 

Having  described  the  different  actions 
obtainable,  I  will  briefly  consider  three  es- 
sential things  that  are  necessary  to  study 
and  be  familiar  with. 

1.  The  anatomical  structural  change. 

2.  The  quality  of  a  current  and  elec- 
trodes used. 

And  last  but  not  least,  the  resisting  power 
of  the  human  body  and  the  density  of  a  cur- 
rent. T  will  also  mention  several  types  of 
patients  that  are  very  much  benefited  or 
cured  by  means  of  electric  treatments. 

1.  Neurasthenic  affection. 

2.  Disorder  of  the  digestive  organs  and 
alimentary  canal. 


3.  Morbid  or  diseased  conditions  of  the 
pelvic  organs. 

4.  Benign  or  malignant  growths  and 
tumors. 

5.  Gout,  rheumatism,  etc.,  etc. 

Of  all  our  office  patients  and  off  those 
mentioned  above,  my  experience  teaches 
me  that  a  majority  of  them  suffer-  either 
with  disorder  of  the  digestive  organs  and 
alimentary  canal  or  diseased  condition  of 
the  pelvic  organs  or  both — and  it  is  in  these 
cases  where  electricity  is  always  indicated. 

A  very  important  factor  in  Electro- 
Therapeutics  is  to  employ  the  right  kind 
of  an  electrode,  as  our  results  depend  great- 
ly upon  the  proper  adjustment  of  both  bat- 
tery and  electrodes.  The  electrode  I  de- 
sire to  place  before  the  medical  profession 
is  one  of  the  utmost  value  in  Prolaps  and 
Catarrh  of  the  Sigmoid,  Prolapsus  ani,  In- 
ternal Hemorrhoids,  Proctitis  and 
Periproctitis  Prostatitis  and  Hyper- 
throphy  of  the  prostate  gland, 
habitual  constipation  due  to  any  one 
of  the  above  conditions,  also  in  all  irritable 
state  of  the  rectum  and  anus.  The  elec- 
trode is  made  from  light  aluminum  tubing, 
its  thickness,  length  and  shape  is  so  con- 
structed that  it  will  pass  through  the  dis- 
eased or  irritable  rectum  into  and  up 
through  the  sigmoidal  fossa  with  compara- 
tive ease. 

Its  length  is  7  3-4  inches,  its  thickness 
5-8  of  an  inch  and  it  weighs  1  1-4  ounces 
(  with  handle  2  1-2  ounce).  It  is  free  from 
any  insulation  or  covering,  therefore  com- 
ing directly  in  contact  with  the  diseased 
parts.  The  handle  which  is  attached  to  the 
electrode  by  means  of  a  thread,  can  be  de- 
tached and  the  electrode  sterilized  as  often 
as  desired. 

I  will  briefly  describe  the  methods  I  use 
in  treating  the  different  affections  of  the 
rectum  and  anus  already  mentioned. 

The  battery  used  in  these  pathological 
states  is  a  dry  cell  faradic  battery,  except 
for  stricture  of  the  rectum,  when  the  Gal- 
vanic battery  is  indicated. 

First  lay  your  patient  on  either  side  with 
knees  drawn  up.      The  sigmoid  electrode 
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must  be  made  warm,  annoint  same  with 
vaseline  or  lard,  then  wet  sponge  electrode 
with  hot  water. 

Introduce  the  electrode  slowly  and  gently 
into  the  rectum,  follow  the  course  to  the 
sigmoid  and  through  it.  Having  done 
that,  attach  the  battery  cords  to  both  sig- 
moid and  sponge  electrodes,  placing  the 
latter  over  the  lower  sacral  region. 

Xow  turn  on  a  mild  current  and  gradual- 
ly increase  to  the  strength  the  patient  will 
bear. 

Move  the  -sponge  electrode  around  and 
about  the  sacral  and  coccygeal  regions  from 
5  to  10  minutes,  then  place  same  anteriorly 
over  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen  and 
move  to  the  left,  where  you  want  £0  apply 
massage,  moving  your  sponge  tfo  and  fro, 
the  same  length  of  time  as  you  did  pos- 
teriorly. 

In  placing  and  moving  the  sponge  elec- 
trode over  the  parts  described,  we  produce 
our  medicinal  action  upon  the  nerves  (cere- 
bro-spinal  and  sympathetic)  supplying  the 
diseased  parts.  It  is,  therefore,  very  im- 
portant that  the  directions  as  to  the  ap- 
plication of  the  sponge  electrode  should  be 
followed. 

Many  practitioners  prefer  a  plate  to  the 
sponge  electrode,  but  I  find  the  former  in- 
convenient. 

You  cannot  move  it  around  and  massage 
with  it  as  you  can  with  the  sponge  elec- 
trode. 

In  Prostatitis  and  Hyperthophy  of  the 
Prostate,  use  the  sigmoid  electrode  in  the 
same  manner  as  heretofore  described  and 
place  the  sponge  electrode  over  the  peri- 
neum for  about  10  minutes,  then  placing 
same  over  the  bladder,  keeping  it  there  the 
same  length  of  time. 

It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  use  a  ure- 
thral electrode  per  urethra  instead  of  the 
sponge,  but  as  a  rule  the  latter  will  answer 
the  purpose.  For  stricture  of  the  rectum, 
the  electrolytic  (Galvanic)  method  is  of  the 
utmost  value  and  is  safe. 

Should  you  experience  any  difficulty  in 
introducing  the  sigmoid  electrode,  inject 
with  syringe,  through  a  blunt  pointed  noz- 


zle into  the  rectum,  about  10  minims  of 
Fl.  Ex.  Lobelia  and  within  about  5  minutes, 
if  the  electrode  be  well  warmed,  you  will 
be  able  to  introduce  same  with  compara- 
tive ease. 

Attach  the  cords  in  the  same  manner  as 
already  described,  applying  per  rectum  the 
negative  pole  of  a  Galvanic  battery. 

Use  from  5  to  20  milli-amperes  for  about 
10  minutes  at  a  sitting.  Where  you  em- 
ploy rectal  electricity  treat  your  patients 
two  or  three  times  a  week  and  if  necessary 
often  er. 

Having  described  the  application  of  elec- 
tricity in  diseases  we  so  much  come  in  con- 
tact with,  there  is  still  one  more  thing,  a 
very  important  factor  in  all  rectal  irrita- 
tions— and  that  is  rectal  dilatation. 

When  used  alternately  with  electricity, 
the  results  we  obtain  are  marvelous. 

We  must  dilate  the  sphincters  moderate- 
ly, using  two  sizes,  10  minutes  each  to  a 
sitting,  otherwise  the  reaction  will  cause 
more  irritation  and  as  a  result  will  do  more 
harm  than  good. 

The  dilators,  like  the  sigmoid  electrode, 
should  be  well  warmed  before  they  are 
used. 

The  patient  may  obtain  a  set  of  dilators 
(steel,  aluminum  or  hard  rubber)  from  any 
surgical  instrument  establishment  and  use 
them  himself  before  retiring. 

They  produce  a   soothing   or  sedative 
effect  upOn  the  general  nervous  system  and 
thus  induce  rest  and  sleep. 
The  Electrode  Used  in  "Subinvolution." 

Arrested  involution  of  the  Post  Partu- 
rient uterus,  whether  due  to  inertia,  idio- 
pathic or  traumatic  infections  is  more  suc- 
cessful and  quickly  treated  by  electricity 
than  by  any  other  means  at  our  disposal. 

Sanguineous  discharges,  continuing  be- 
yond the  normal  periods  of  their  appear- 
ance may  be  controlled  by  frdm  3  to  5 
treatments. 

In  both  cases,  we  use  the  faradic  current, 
beginning  mild  and  gradually  increase 
same. 

The  sigmoid  electrode  is  just  the  size  and 
shape  for  the  use  in  these  conditions.  It 
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can  be  sterilized  ai  ease  and  used  as  often 
as  indicated.

SALVIA  OFFICINALIS. 

By  O.  H.  Rohdb,  M.  D. 

Sage — also  known  as  Garden  Sage. 
Natural  order  Labiatae.  A  native  of 
southern  Europe  and  of  perennial  growth. 
It  is  cultivated  here  in  gardens  for  its 
strong  fragrant  odor.  The  leaves  only  are 
used.  BeLig  a  household  plant,  it  is  used 
in  cooking.  Tannin,  resin  and  a  valotile 
oil  consisting  of  sa'lviae  are  found  in  the 
leaves.  It  is  an  old  remedy.  It  was 
greatly  in  use  and  favor  for  a  long  time,  as 
a  general  and  household  medicant,  but  like 
many  humble  plants  has  been  discarded  for 
more  "efficient"  remedies,  shah  we  say,  and 
now,  is  little  'thought  of.  It  is  of  value 
to  medication  that  closer  attention  be  given 
to  some  of  these  plants,  to  enhance  their 
values,  and  -apply  tests  of  the  day.  This 
has  been  done  in  many  instances,  with  bene- 
fit in  many  ailments.  Ellingwood  makes 
no  mention  of  this,  and  it  is  only  lightly 
touched  on  by  other  writers.  Potter  and 
Shoemaker  give  it  notice,  with  dosage  and 
therapeutics.  Some  of  the  conservative 
manufacturing  chemistsmake  a  good  arti- 
cle, notably  Sharp  and  Dohme  and  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.,  which  answers  every  purpose. 
The  dose  of  pressed  'leaves  is  half  ounce 

ss.  to  the  pint  of  Fid.  Ext.  5  iv  to  the  pint. 
Usual  dose  Fid.  Extract  5  ss.  to  5  i. 

The  properties  possessed  by  'the  leaves 
are  many.  We  find  the  plant  a  stimulant 
aromatic,  tonic,  astringent,  diaphoretic, 
antipyretic,  also  useful  in  flatulency  and  in 
fevers,  and  has  some  effect  in  en'tcralgia. 
Its  uses  therefore  are  many  being  efficient 
in  throat  disorders  as  an  astringent  gargle 
given  in  an  infusion  or  in  combination  with 
other  remedies.  It  can  thus  be  used  as  an 
injection  for  ure'tbretis  or  vesicle  catarrh. 
In  fever  cases,  notable  in  phthisis  pul- 
monale, an   infusion  is  found  of  value  to 


check  excessive  sweating — either  those  or 
night  or  persistent  locally. 

It  is  useful  also  as  an  astringent  wash  for 
the  nose  and  for  many  simple  washes  where 
a  direct,  clean,  healthful  astringent  effect 
is  needed.  A  good  combination  for  an 
efficient  gargle  is  as  follows.

Fid.  Ext  Sage  §  i 

Syrup  or  Honey 
Salt 

Vinegar 

Tinct.  Capsicum 
A  A.     i  tablespoonful. 
H2,  O  Bull.— O  ii  Misce. 

This  can  be  given  direct  as  an  astringent, 
gargle  in  throat  disorders,  or  reduced  by 
adding  a  little  more  hot  water  to  suit  con- 
dition and  age  of  patient. 

In  catarrhal  conditions  of  the  kidneys,, 
producing  muddy,  catarrhal  deposits  in  the 
urine,  it  will  aid  agrimony  by  its  tonic  effect 
on  the  stomach  and  bowels.  It  also  aids, 
calendula  geranium  and  hydrastis,  or  alone 
as  a  light  tea  is  suitable  in  many  conditions- 
of  simple  fever. 

Sage  therefore  has  value,  would  it  not  be 
well  to  test  it  again?  Many  new  properties 
are  often  discovered  in  a  plant  of  virtues 
previously  unknown.  We  are  dazzled  at 
the  present  day  by  so  many  coal  tar  prepa- 
rations cure  alls  of  course,  in  every  in- 
stance ;  that  it  is  really  an  act  of  wisdom  to 
re-examine  our  humble  plants  and  use  the 
life  giving  properties  found  so  effective  by 
our  fathers  in  eclecticism ;  by  holding  more 
to  fluid  extracts  of  plants,  we  would  use 
tablets  less  and  render  better  service  to  our 
patients,  thus  restoring  the  system  much 
quicker  to  its  normal  condition.  I  trust 
many  papers  will  follow  on  the  use  and 
value  of  some  simple  plant  and  that  rational 
and  simple  medication  be  upheld  in  its  sim- 
plicity and  effect.

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THE  TONGUE  AS  A  GUIDE  IN 
MEDICATION. 

By  W.  L.  Heeve,  M.  D. 

In*  most  all  diseased  conditions  of  the 
stomach  and  intestines  the  tongue  stands 
out  prominent  and  guides  us  to  our  reme- 
dies. An  examination  of  the  tongue  al- 
lows us  to  differentiate  our  remedies. 

Who  would  give  quinine  lin  malaria,  with 
a  dirty  yellowish  coated  tongue,  or  give 
nux,  with  a  pointed  red  tongue  with  promi- 
nent papillae?  In  the  former  absorption  is 
below  par  and  we  need  house  cleaning,  in 
the  latter  we  have  excessive  nerve  tension 
and  we  need  a  nerve  sedative. 

Take  a  case  of  diarrhoea  with  stools 
pasty,  yellowish  and  having  a  sour  smell, 
everything  about  the  child  smells  sour, 
tongue  elongated,  pointed  with  tip  and 
edges  red,  a  slight  white  coating  on  base, 
rhubarb  is  all  that  we  need,  no  astringents, 
no  opium. 

Another  case  of  diarrhoea  having  a  dirty 
broad  tongue  with  a  thick  yellow  coating 
on  base,  foul  breath,  offensive  evacuations, 
would  we  give  this  case  astringents  or 
opium,  not  if  we  examine  the  tongue,  for 
it  will  inform  us  that  it  needs  a  scavenger 
like  podophyllin  2-x  in  five  or  ten  grain 
doses,  and  so  on  we  may  state  many  condi- 
tions where  the  tongue  will  guide  us  right 
to  the  point  and  allow  us  to  cure  as  nature 
would  have  us  cure. 

Now  let  us  take  a  case  of  diarrhoea  about 
two  weeks  standing,  where  the  evacuations 
are  watery,  slightly  painful,  then  we  look 
at  the  tongue  and  see  a  dry  red  tongue, 
clean  and  the  skin  is  dry,  let  us  give  this 
case  geranium  or  epilobium  and  I  am  cer- 
tain it  will  cure. 

We  will  take  a  case  having  a  tempera- 
ture of  1030,  sharp  stroke  of  pulse,  frontal 
headache,  restlessness,  flushed  face,  de- 
lirium, eyes  red  and  burning,  it  may  indi- 
cate gelseminum,  bryonia,  or  rhus,  we  now 
examine  the  tongue  and  see  a  narrow, 
pointed,  red  tip  and  edges,  with  elongated 
prominent  papillae,  this  clears  our  indica- 


tion and  selects  rhus,  we  give  it  in  small 
doses  and  our  symptoms  disappear,  whether 
it  is  measles,  erysipelas,  scarlet  fever  or 
simply  migraine,  all  we  care  to  know  for 
the  present  is,  that  we  have  an  excessive 
high  rate  of  nerve  tension  and  it  must  be 
checked  at  once. 

A  case  of  sepsis  having  high  tempera- 
ture recurring  chills,  stupor,  high  pulse, 
muttering  delirium,  broad  pallid  tongue, 
dirty,  pasty  exudations  of  a  grayish  white 
color,  cadavor  like  odor  to  breath,  this  in- 
dicates sodium  sulphite,  if  the  tongue  had  a 
dusky  discoloration  'dry  and  sordes,  with  a 
brownish  coating  at  the  base,  baptisia 
would  be  our  drug,  'or  if  the  tongue  was 
intensely  red  and  sordes  with  a  pointed  tip, 
hydrochloric  acid  would  cure. 

The  next  case  is  just  as  simple  and  easy, 
it  has  a-  constipation  and  diarrhoea  alter- 
nately, colicky  pains  terminating  at  or 
around  the  umbilicus,  looks  pale,  feels  weak 
and  shaky  when  on  his  legs,  and  has  a- 
pinched  look  about  his  face  with  yellowish 
circles  about  mouth,  the  tongue  is  broad 
and  pallid,  very  pale,  slightly  moist,  teeth 
marks  about  edges  and  it  hesitates  when 
called  to  protrude.  What  is  the  trouble 
here?  The  sympathetic  is  on  the  strike  and 
below  par,  it  tries  to  work  but  it  exhausts 
itself  in  the  attempt  and  needs  nux  in  small 
doses  often  repeated. 

Still  another,  this  is  a  society  lady  who  is 
accustomed  to  eat  late  dinners  and  smokes 
cigarrettes  and  hits  the  bottle  a  heavy  blow 
occasionally,  she  complains  of  nausea  and 
vomiting  upon  arising  from  bed,  we  ex- 
amine the  tongue  and  find  that  it  is  con- 
tracted, elongated  with  reddened  edges  and 
white  line  down  the  centre,  give  her  ipecac 
and  all  is  well  until  the  next  dinner  with 
the  bottle  and  a  few  dollars  for  the  doctor's 
bottle.  If  the  above  case  had  a  dry  burn- 
ing tongue,  red  well  defined  streak  down 
the  centre,  pointed  tip  and  burning  at  pit 
of  stomach,  arsenic  3-x  lin  five  grain  doses 
would  be  the  indicated  remedy,  or  if  this 
same  case  would  present  an  elongated 
pointed  clean  tongue,  red  tip  and  edges, 
with  gastric  tenderness,  amygdalus  or  de- 
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ooction  of  peach  (leaves  and  twigs)  is  in- 
dicated. 

I  have  but  fiv.  more  and  they  are  as  fol- 
lows : 

Apis:  Edematous  swelling  with  stinging 
and  burning  sensations  of  tongue. 

Ac.  Xitric :  An  epidemic  remedy,  indi- 
cated by  a  purple  or  violet  tinge  of  the 
tongue  and  mucous  membranes,  sometimes 
specific  in  pertussis. 

Hydrastis :  Thick,  tenacious  mucous  ad- 
hering to  base  of  tongue  with  a  yellowish 
streak  clown  the' centre. 

Tr.  Iodine :  Pale,  narrow  tongue  with 
slight  coating  and  lifeless  tip,  with  a 
mucous  diarrhoea. 

Potass.  Bichrom :  Tenacious  stringy 
mucous  adhering  to  ibase  with  sensation  as 
if  a  hair  was  on  the  tongue. 

This  paper  I  hope  will  stimulate  a  careful 
study  of  the  tongue  in  disease,  as  it  is  our 
sheet  anchor  in  "specific  therapeutics"  and 
often  will  tell  the  indicated  remedy  at  a 
glance. 

We  should  be  duty  bound  to  o>ur  patients 
to  study  their  cases  from  head  to  feet,  find 
the  cause  of  the  diseased  condition  and 
eradicate  it  by  gentle  medication,  not  break 
and  battle  against  nature,  but  aid  her,  find 
her  weak  point,  strengthen  her  resisting 
powers  against  disease  and  promote  a  rapid 
i  ecovery. 

It  was  the  cardinal  principle  of  our 
fathers  of  eclecticism  to  reject  all  remedies 
and  means  which  endanger  and  impair  life, 
they  were  the  true,  hearty,  honorable  men 
and  we  are  their  legitimate  successors,  let 
us  not  turn  from  that  golden  path,  let  us 
not  allow-  traitors  to  induce  us  to  go  after 
strange  gods,  but  follow  in  the  footsteps  of 
our  noble  God  fearing  fathers,  who  believed 
to  the  death  if  need  be.  Their  voices  are 
now  stilled,  their  battle  has  been  fought, 
they  were  not  soldiers  of  fortune,  but  their 
paths  were  thorny,  they  sacrificed  wealth 
for  the  love  of  the  cause,  they  have  laid  the 
solid  foundation  of  eclecticism  and  we  are  to 
complete  the  upper  structure,  let  it  be  solid 
in  facts  and  a  monument  to  our  fathers,  who 
believed  in  rational  medicine. 


In  my  closing  remarks  I  wish  to  recall 
the  fact  that  any  old  fluid  extract  or  tinc4 
ture  will  not  do,  if  we  practice  rational 
medicine  we  must  use  pure  standard  medi- 
cines and  no  better  extracts  can  be  recom-j 
mended  than  Lloyd's  specifics,  they  are  thcj 
life  work  of  our  friend  and  masterly  schoiaij 
Prof.  Lloyd.

When  a  child  is  restless  and  cries  out  in 
its  sleep  give  it  rhus  toxicodendron. 


In  the  summer  complaints  of  children,  aa 
in  all  other  cases,  the  specifically  indicated 
remedy  is  the  best  remedy.  Keep  your 
indications  fresh  in  mind. 


A  dose  of  mild  physic — calcined  mag- 
nesia or  olive  oil — has  frequently  saved  the 
life  of  a  child  wrestling  with  cholera  infan- 
tum. It  removes  the  milk  curds  and  other! 
decomposing  things  from  the  alimentary, 
canal. 


In  diarrhoea  of  children  don't  make  the 
mistake  of  thinking  that  checking  the  dis- 
charge is  the  same  thing  as  curing  the  dis-i 
ease.  Opium  has  many  times  locked  up 
the  secretions,  and  sent  the  little  patient  to 
— heaven. 


Give  the  thirsty  patient  a  plenty  of  pure 
cold  water,  little  at  a  time  and  at  frequent 
intervals.  Nature  demands  it.  Also  wet 
the  head  often  with  aconite  and  water — 
one  drachm  of  the  former  to  eight  ounces  of 
the  latter — and  fan  it  constantly  to  keep  it 
cool. 


In  dysentery  if  there  is  much  straining 
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and  pain,  (as  there  usually  is)  add  from  two 
to  five  drops  of  tincture  of  opium  to  four 
drachms  of  starch  water  and  inject  the  mix- 
ture into  the  rectum.  Repeat  this  every 
three  hours  if  an  evacuation  of  the  bowels 
has  occurred  during  that  time. 


It  is  not  always  possible  to  be  exactly 
clear  (name-wise)  in  the  diagnosis  of  every 
case  at  the  first  visit,  but  if  your  indications 
for  remedies  are  well  in  hand  some  promi- 
nent symptom — disease  expression — will 
enable  you  to  prescribe  infelligently,  and 
without  delay.  When  the  case  is  more 
fully  developed  the  diagnosis  can  be  com- 
pleted. 

In  debiliated  states  of  the  female  organs 
of  generation  Tiger  Lily  (Lilium  Tigrinum) 
exerts  a  tonic  influence  obtained  from  but 
few  other  remedies.  Amenorrhoea  accom- 
panied by  burning  pain  in  the  ovaries,  neu- 
ralgic pain  in  the  uterus  and  ovaries,  ex- 
tending down  inside  of  the  thighs,  with  a 
sense  of  weight  and  bearing  down  in  the 
lower  abdomen,  urgently  calls  for  the  exhi- 
bition of  this  medicament.  Congestion  and 
engorgement  of  the  uterus  or  ovaries  also 
come  within  the  range  of  its  curative  power. 


POTASSII  PHOSPHAS— KALI  PHOS- 
PHORICUM. 

Common  Names. —  Phosphate  of  Pot- 
ash, Potassium  Phosphate. 

Description. —  Potassium  'phosphate 
may  be  prepared  by  a  process  in  which 
aqueous  phosphoric  acid  and  hydrate  or 
carbonate  of  potash  are  employed.  It  is 
deliquescent  and  freely  soluble  in  water. 
The  preparation  here  referred  to  is  the  salt 
triturated  with  sugar  of  milk. 

Usual  Prescription. —  ly.  Kali  Phos., 
3  x,  gr.  xx,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose 
one  teaspo'onful  every  half  hour  to  every 
two  hours. 

Indications. —  Despondency  and  ner- 
vous dread,  without  cause ;  brain-fag  from 
overwork ;  delirium   tremens ;  vertigo  and 


giddiness  from  nervous  exhaustion  and 
weakness;  pain  and  weight  in  the  back  of 
the  head,  with  feeling  of  exhaustion ;  dis- 
charge of  foul,  offensive  pus  from  the  ears ; 
loss  of  power  in  facial  muscles;  tongue 
white  and  slimy;  edges  of  tongue  red  and 
sore;  predisposition  to  bleeding  of  the 
gums ;  tonsils  large  and  sore,  with  solid  de- 
posits on  them ;  hoarseness  and  loss  of 
voice;  flatulence  with  distress  about  the 
heart;  diarrhoea  when  the  stools  are  putrid, 
or  like  rice-water;  putrid  and  typhoid 
dysentery ;  paretic  condition  of  rectum  and 
colon;  menses  premature  and  profuse  in 
nervous  females ;  menses  irregular,  scanty, 
offensive  and  very  dark ;  hysteria  with  sen- 
sation of  a  ball  rising  in  the  throat ;  paretic 
conditions  of  the  bladder  and  incontinuence 
of  urine  from  paralysis  of  the  sphincter  of 
the  bladder;  yellow  urine;  functional 
wrongs  of  the  heart,  accompanied  by  a 
weak,  nervous  and  anxious  state,  and  when 
the  pulse  is  intermittent,  irregular  and  be- 
low normal ;  palpitation  of  the  heart,  with 
sleeplessness  and  restlessness ;  infantile 
paralysis ;  walking  in  sleep  in  children ;  fetid 
debilatating  profuse  perspiration;  typhoid 
conditions,  especially  when  the  tongue  is 
brown  and  dry,  and  there  is  delirium ;  put- 
rid conditions  of  the  throat,  especially  in 
scarlet  fever;  general  debility  and  exhaus- 
tion ;  dirty,  foul,  ichorous  discharges  of 
pus. 

This  is  an  excellent  remedy  in  the  various 
states  usually  known  as  neuraesthenia,  and 
in  conditions  arising  from  lack  of  nerve 
power,  such  as  phostration,  depression  and 
loss  of  mental  vigor,  it  is  especially  indi- 
cated. 


POTASSII    SULPHAS— KALI  SUL- 
PHURICUM. 

Common  Names. —  Sulphate  of  Potash, 
Potassium  Sulphate. 

Description. —  Sulphate  of  potash  oc- 
curs native,  and  may  be  made  by  a  process 
in  which  sulphuric  acid  and  caustic  potash 
are  employed.  The  crystals  are  freely 
soluble  in  water,  but  insoluble  in  alcohoL 
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The  preparation  here  referred  to  is  a  tritura- 
tion of  the  pure  sulphate  of  potash  with 
sugar  of  milk. 

Usual  Prescription. —  1>.  Kali  Sul.,  3 
x,  gr.  xx,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to  every  two 
hours. 

Indications. —  Yellow,  slimy  coating  on 
the  tongue;  yellow  mucous  discharges; 
colds  with  yellow  slimy  expectoration,  and 
yellow  or  greenish  discharges  from  the 
nose ;  chronic  catarrh  with  yellowish  secre- 
tion ;  jaundice  from  gastro-duodenal  ca- 
tarrh ;  diarrhoea  when  the  discharge  is  yel- 
low, slimy,  watery  and  purulent;  leucor- 
rhoea  when  the  discharge  is  yellow,  green- 
ish and  slimy ;  menses  tardy  and  scanty, 
with  a  feeling  of  weight  and  fulness  in  the 
abdomen  and  a  yellowish  coating  on  the 
tongue;  bronchial  asthma  with  yellow  ex- 
pectoration ;  bronchitis  when  the  expectora- 
tion is  distinctly  yellow,  greenish,  slimy  or 
watery  and  profuse;  catarrhal  cough,  with 
free  yellowish  expectoration;  intermittent 
fever,  with  yellow,  slimy  coated  tongue;

It  is  a  white  pow- 
der having  neither  taste  nor  smell. 

Usual  Prescription. —  I£.  Silicea,  3  x, 
gr.  xx,  water,  J  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  hour  to  every  three 
hours. 

Indications. —  Cystic  tumors  around  the 
eyes;  styes;  suppurating  wounds;  nasal 
catarrli ;  ozena,  with   fetid  offensive  dis- 


charge;  ulcerations  producing  acrid,  cor- 
roding discharge;  pale  earthy  complexion; 
difficult  dentition;  chronic  dyspepsia,  with 
acid  eructations  and  heartburn;  diarrhoea 
with  cadaverous  odor;  urine  loaded  with 
pus  and  mucus ;  profuse  acrid  leucorrhoea ; 
lumps  in  mammae,  with  tendency  to  sup- 
puration;  copious  expectoration  of  thick 
yellowish-green  pus ;  caries  of  bone ;  ulcers, 
boils,  carbuncles,  felons  and  malignant  pus- 
tules;  scrofulous  eruptions;  enlarged  and 
suppurating  glands,  especially  cervical 
glands. 

This  is  an  indicated  remedy  in  all  condi- 
tions attended  with  pus  formation  in  any 
part  of  the  connective  tissue  or  skin. 


SODII     CHLORIDUM  —  NATRUM 
MURIATICUM. 

Common  Names.  —  Chloride  of  So- 
dium, Common  Salt,  Table  Salt.

Dose  one  teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to 
every  two  hours. 

Indications.  — Chronic  nasal  and  pha- 
ryngeal catarrhs  with  loss  of  smell  and 
taste;  coryza  with  clear,  watery  discharge, 
or  alternating  with  dry  coryza,  with  loss  or 
smell  and  taste:  tongue  broad,  pallid  or 
puffy,  with  a  pasty  or  slimy  coating;  fol- 
licular catarrh  of  the  pharynx;  sensitive, 
easily  bleeding,  ulcerated  gums ;  sore  throat 
with  transparent  mucus  covering  the  ton- 
sils ;  glandular  swellings ;  indigestion  with 
vomiting  of  clear,  frothy  water  or  stringy 
saliva;  menses  profuse,  with  slimy  corrod- 
ing leucorrhoea,  and  watery  irritating  dis- 
charge after  or  between  periods ;  pleurisy 
when  serious  exudation  has  taken  place; 
chronic  rheumatism  of  the  joints;  paretic 
weakness  in  the  various  muscular  groups  of 
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the  trunk  and  limbs ;  restlessness  and 
twitching  of  muscles ;  profuse  night  sweats  ; 
blisters,  blebs  and  watery  vesicles  on  the 
skin ;  colorless  watery  vesicles  forming  into 
thin  scabs  or  crusts;  dropsy  or  dropsical 
swellings  and  puffiness  of  the  tissues;  se- 
rous exudations  and  serous  secretions;

Dose  one  teasponful  every  half  hour  to 
every  two  hours. 

Indications. —  Moist,  creamy  or  golden- 
yellow  coating  at  the  back  of  the  tongue ; 
sour  eructations  and  sour  vomiting;  green- 
ish diarrhoea;  giddiness  and  vertigo,  with 
gastric  derangements ;  vomiting  of  a  dark 
substance  like  coffee  grounds ;  dyspepsia 
with  sour  eructations  and  characteristic  ap- 
pearance of  the  tongue ;  flatulence  with  sour 
rising;  diarrhoea  caused  by  excess  of 
acidity,  with  sour  smelling  stools,  contain- 
ing jelly-like  masses  of  mucus;  intestinal, 
long  or  thread  worms,  with  characteristic 
symptoms  of  acidity,  or  picking  of  the  nose  ; 
yellow  exudations  and  secretions. 

This  remedy  is  always  indicated  when 
there  is  a  moist,  creamy  or  golden-yellow 
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coating  on  the  tongue,  regardless  of  the 
name  of  the  disease.  In  some  cases  this 
characteristic  coating  is  found  on  the  soft 
palate,  tonsils  and  uvula,  and  in  such  cases 
i;  constitutes  an  equally  urgent  call  for  the 
exhibition  of  the  medicament.

PHURICUM. 

Co?Jt?non  Names. —  SiJphate  of  Soda, 
Glauber's  Salt. 

Description. —  Sulphate  of  soda  occurs 
abundantly  in  nature  (as  in  sea  water,  saline 
springs  and  salt  lakes)  and  may  be  made  by 
a  process  in  which  sulphuric  acid  and  com- 
mon salt  are  employed.  It  forms  in  color- 
less crystals,  having  a  bitter  saline  taste. 
They  melt  in  their  own  water  of  crystalliza- 
tion. The  preparation  here  referred  to  is 
the  pure  sulphate  of  sodium  triturated  with 
sugar  of  milk. 

Usual  Prescription. —  IJ.  Natrum  Sul., 
3  x,  gr.  xx,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose 
one  teaspoonful  every  half  hour  to  every 
two  hours. 

Indications. — Dirty  greenish-gray  or 
greenish-brown  coating  on  the  root  of  the 
tongue ;  violent  pulsating  headache,  worse 
on  top  of  the  head;  sick  headache,  with 
bilious  diarrhoea  or  vomiting  of  bile  and 
colicky  pain;  sallow  or  jaundiced  appear- 
ance of  the  face;  bitter  taste  and  thick 
tenacious  slime  in  the  mouth;  pharyngeal 
catarrh,  with  profuse,  thick,  tenacious  dis- 
charge; lithie  deposits  in  the  urine;  brick- 
dust  like  coloring  matter  in  the  urine;  ex- 
cessive secretion  of  urine,  especially  if  dia- 
betic ;  pus  and  mucus  in  the  urine ;  menses 
profuse,  acrid  and  corrosive ;  cough,  with 
thick,  ropy,  greenish,  pus-like  expectora- 
tion; eruptions  containing  yellow,  watery, 
secretion ;  oedematous  inflammations  of  the 
skin ;  jaundiced  skin.

Glonoin. 

—  Nitroglycerin  is  formed 
as  the  result  of  heating  Glycerin  with  strong 
Nitric  Acid.  It  is  a  colorless  oily  liquid, 
and  one  of  the  most  dangerous  explosives. 
When  mixed  with  sand  it  forms  dynamite. 
It  is  insoluble  in  water,  but  soluble  in  Alco- 
hol. A  solution  for  medical  use  if  made  by 
adding  one  part  of  Nitroglycerin  to  ninety- 
nine  parts  of  Alcohol.  This  constitutes  a 
one-per-cent.  solution. 

Dose. —  One-per-cent.  Solution,  1-4  to  1 
drop.     It  may  be  used  in  tablet  form. 

Usual  Prescription. — Nitroglycerin 
(one  per  cent.  Solution),  gtt.  x  to  xxx; 
water,  g  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose,  one  teaspoon- 
ful  every  hour  or  two. 

Indications. — Throbbing  of  carotid 
and  temporal  arteries ;  feeling  of  fullness  and 
pressure  in  the  head,  made  worse  by  jar- 
ring, stooping,  or  heat,  as  from  the  sun; 
sunstroke,  neuralgia  of  the  heart,  when 
there  is  extreme  atony. 

Nitroglycerin  is  an  emergency  remedy 
which  every  physician  should  keep  con- 
stantly ready  for  use.  In  many  cases  the 
speedy  use  of  this  agent  in  sudden  heart 
falure  will  save  life,  when  without  it  death 
would  be  inevitable.  In  sunstroke  it  is  the 
first  remedy  to  be  used.  In  low  forms  of 
fevers  a  small  amount  of  the  solution  may 
be  added  to  the  other  indicated  remedies, 
and  will  sustain  the  vital  powers  of  the 
patient  much  better  than  any  alcoholic  stim- 
ulants. In  angina  pectoris,  bronchial,  ner- 
vous, or  uraemic  asthma,  and  in  chronic 
nephritis  it  is  also  an  efficient  remedy. 

Nitroglycerin  is  stimulant.— Fvfe's  Ma- 
teria Medica  and  Therapeutics.

Dr.  Waite  insisted  that  practitioners, 
when  employing  the  electric  current,  know 
what  they  are  about.  He  related  a  case  in 
point  where  a  doctor,  using  the  Galvanic 
current  to  prevent  hemorrhage  from  the 
uterus,  applied  the  negative  electrode  with 
the  natural  consequence  of  the  patient's 
death. 

This,  on  account  of  the  doctor's  ignor- 
ance of  the  physiological  actions  of  the  two 
poles. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  Dr.  Pearl- 
stien for  his  excellent  paper. 

Dr.  Ovid  A.  Hyde  then  read  a  paper  on 
"Endocarditis,"  dwelling  on  the  etiology,

We  have  this  week  received  the  an- 
nouncement of  the  National  Eclectic  Medi- 
cal Association.  In  looking  it  over  we 
ask  ourselves  the  use  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions, and  whether  the  membership  can  be 
expected  to  comply  with  them  when  the 
officers  violate  them  so  flagrantly. 

What  is  the  use  of  revising  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  if  no  attention  is  to  be  paid 
to  them.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Associa- 
tion in  Atlantic  City  last  year  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  Drs.  N.  A.  Graves,  R.  L. 
Thomas  and  J.  H.  Bell  (the  Committee  on 
President's  Address)  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  section  work  be  di- 
vided into  three  divisions,  medicine,  sur- 
gery and  specialties.  That  each  section 
be  in  charge  of  a  vice-president. 

Compare  this  with  your  announcement.

MEASLES. 
By  G.  W.  King,  M.  D. 

An  extensive  epidemic  of  measles  con- 
tinues. A  few  thoughts  about  the  treat- 
ment of  the  disease  cannot  foe  out  of  place. 

If  the  God  of  Nature  intended  that  mea- 
sles should  be  mostly  manifested  upon  the 
skin  and  if  said  God  was  wise  when  he 
made  it  sure  that  hot  drinks  are  better  to 
cause  perspiration  or  a  flow  of  bad  matter 
to  the  skin  than  cold  ones,  what  respect 
does  that  doctor  who  prescribes  'cold  drinks 
for  measles  show  for  God  ? 

The  advocate  of  cold  drinks  claims  that 
comparatively  few  of  the  patients  who  have 
the  measles  and  take  cold  drinks  die.  Like- 
wise, the  prescriber  of  the  worst  and  most 
dangerous  drugs  known  can  claim  that  the 
largest  part  of  his  patients  recover.  Both 
claims  show  what  endurance  there  is  in 
humanity  and  do  not  prove  that  endurance 
is  cure.      Many   persons   may   have  the 
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measles  and  apparently  recover  under  the 
use  of  cold  drinks,  yet  they  are  not  sure  that 
the  stagnating  effect  of  co'ldness  has  not 
caused  some  of  the  disease  to  injure  some 
vital  organs  and  the  injury  to  be  made 
manifest  in  after  years. 

It  is  as  certain  that  hot  drinks  will  not 
injure  a  person  having  the  measles  as  it  is 
certain  that  cold  ones  are  liable  to.  Which 
should  be  used  a  safe  and  reasonable  treat- 
ment or  an  unsafe  and  nonsensical  kind? 
The  nonsense  about  tickling  a  patient  with 
cold  drinks  'because  they  have  a  better 
relish  (and  such  is  all  the  foundation  the 
cold  practice  has)  is  about  like  giving  a 
child  a  looking-glass  and  hammer  because 
it  wants  them. 

A  person  claimed  that  only  one  patient 
died  among  about  forty  having  the  measles 
and  using  cold  drinks  and  that  one  had 
dropsy.  Of  course,  a  patient  who  has 
two  diseases  and  has  to  contend  with  bad 
treatment  also,  does  not  have  a  good  chance 
for  recovery.  About  thirty  years  ago  a 
pregnant  woman  had  the  measles  and 
mumps  without  any  fatality.  The  mother 
lived  ten  years  after  the  birth  of  her  child 
and  the  child  is  yet  living.  Please  notice, 
they  were  not  abused  with  cold  nor  alco- 
holic drinks. 

It  should  be  admitted  that  there  is  some- 
thing to  be  invited  from  within  the  system 
to  the  surface,  in  a  case  of  measles,  small- 
pox, scarlatina  or  erysipelas.  Where  is 
the  sane,  intelligent  and  honest  person  who 
will  boldly  claim  that  such  something  will 
be  forced  to  the  skin  sooner  and  safer  with 
contracting  and  stagnating  cold  water  than 
with  relaxing  and  dissolving  hot  water? 
Which  will  take  something  out  of  a  drug- 
in  a  percolator  the  quickest,  hot  or  cold 
water?  Good,  practical  ideas  ought  to  be 
worth  as  much  to  a  physician  as  to  a  me- 
chanic. 

The  doctor  who  advises  a  patient,  with 
the  measles,  to  take  cold  drinks  and  at  the 
same  time  to  be  very  careful  not  to  take 
cold,  is  about  as  consistent  as  the  post- 
master who  told  his  clerk  not  to  read  the 
postal  cards  in  the  post  office  and  also  not 
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to  allow  any  card,  having  objectionable  lan- 
guage upon  it,  to  pass  through  the  office. 
A  popular  science  that  has  not  common 
sense  in  it  is  one  of  the  bigest  curses  upon 
earth. 

Back  a  few  decades  ago  when  it  would 
have  been  considered  about  the  same  as 
sacrilege  to  employ  cold  treatment  for  mea- 
sles and  before  there  had  been  so  much 
daring  progression  in  a  direct  line  of  non- 
sense under  the  name  of  science  there  was 
not  so  much  fear  about  measles  as  there  is 
now  among  the  people.  Then  children 
were  frequently  given  forced  exposures  to 
the  disease. 

During  a  period  of  nearly  fifty  years  I 
have  treated  many  cases  of  measles  and  all 
have  had  pleasing  recoveries  with  one  small 
exception ;  such  exception  was  a  girl  who 
had  had  whooping-cough  and  scarlet  fever 
in  quick  succession  and  was  left  so  that  she 
was  not  in  a  condition  to  have  anything 
more  and  live.  Xo  such  claim  can  be 
truthfully  made  for  bad  treatment. 

A  brief  outline  of  my  treatment  for  mea- 
sles is,  hot  non-alcoholic  drinks,  not  infini- 
tesimal in  quantity,  as  nothing  can  be 
floated  out  of  the  system  without  plenty  of 
floating  material ;  enemas  when  necessary 
and  not  physic,  and  when  the  air  passages 
are  dangerously  loaded  and  expectorants 
are  not  sufficient  for  relief  I  have  no  dis- 
eased fear  about  giving  an  emetic  of  lo- 
belia;  plenty  of  fresh  air  judiciously  ad- 
mitted to  the  room  and  no  food  without  an 
appetite.

ALBUMINURIA  AXD  ASCITES. 

By  H.  P.  Sinclair,  M.  D. 

[Read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  190 1.] 

By  Albuminuria  I  mean  Bright's  Disease. 
It  is  defined  as  acute  and  chronic — the 
chronic  differing  from  the  acute  only  in  its 
intensity  and  persistance,  and  its  resistance 
to  curative  treatment. 

Three  varieties  are  recognized : 

t.    The  Inflammatory. 

2.  The  Amyloid. 

3.  The  Cirrhotic. 
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In  this  article  I  shall  consider  only  the 
Acute  Inflammatory  form  of  the  disease. 

Inflammatory  Blight's  Disease  consists 
of  an  inflammation  of  the  structure  of  the 
kidney,  that  organ  passing  through  various 
stages  of  transformation,  characterized  by 
diminution  of  urine,  albuminuria,  hematuria 
tube  casts  and  dropsy;  with  secondary 
changes  in  the  circulatory  apparatus  and 
other  organs;  and  it  terminates  sometimes 
in  complete  or  partial  recovery,  and  oftener 
in  death  by  dropsy,  uremia,  or  other  com- 
plications. 

Etiology. — Cold  and  wet;  extensive 
burns :  extensive  chronic  skin  diseases ;  al- 
coholic excesses  ;  physiological  toxic  agents 
of  acute  infectious  diseases,  such  as  scarlet 
fever,  small  pox,  typhus,  typhoid,  cholera, 
diphtheria,  measles,  chicken-pox,  erysipe- 
las, acute  articular  rheumatism,  etc.  Also 
chemical  toxic  agents,  such  as  turpentine, 
cantharides,  arsenic,  mercury,  lead.  To  this 
may  be  added  continued  use  of  highly- 
spiced  foods.     And  lastly,  pregnancy. 

Symptoms. — The  onset  is  usually 
sudden,  the  patient  is  chilly,  vomits, 
has  pain  in  the  back  of  the  head, 
and  headache.  There  may  or  may  not  be 
high  fever.  The  bowels  are  constipated ; 
urination  is  frequent,  and  is  accompanied 
with  burning  and  tenesmus,  due,  in  part 
to  the  concentrated  urine.  The  amount 
vioded  is  scanty,  is  usually  of  a  smoky-red 
color,  and  has  a  specific  gravity  of  about 
1025.  Oedema  early  presents  itself,  gen- 
erally in  the  face  and  ankles.  The  skin  is 
pallid  or  waxy,  or,  when  dropsy  supervenes, 
has  a  translucent  appearance.  General 
dropsy  often  quickly  appears,  or  it  may  be 
of  the  scrotum  or  labia.  In  children,  and 
frequently  in  adults,  uremic  convulsions 
may  be  expected.  In  some  severe  cases 
the  urine  is  totally  suppressed. 

I  rely  upon  the  boiling  and  nitric  acid 
test.  It  is  not  as  delicate  as  some,  but  it 
W  easy  and  generally  gives  practical  results. 
If  I  wish  to  be  very  certain  that  urea  is  not 
a  cause  of  the  turbidness  of  the  tested  urine, 
I  test  for  urea  and  estimate  results.  Never- 
theless I  concede  that  the  most  certain  test 


should  be  used,  and  that  I  am  careless  and 
non-progressive  in  clinging  to  the  old  time 
method.  It  is  said  that  Millen's  test  is 
equally  simple  as  the  nitric  acid  and  boil- 
ing test,  and  is  infallibly  positive,  but  I 
have  never  tried  it.  It  consists  in  mixing 
a  solution  of  nitrate  of  mercury  with  the 
urine  and  boiling  it.  Nitrate  of  potash  is 
then  added,  and  the  albumen  presents  as  a 
precipitate  of  red  flakes'. 

The  microscope  must  also  be  brought 
into  use.  Look  carefully  for  red  blood 
corpuscles  and  renal  epithelium,  together 
with  the  characteristic  hyaline,  'blood  and 
epithelial  tube-casts.  In  the  mildest  cases 
there  may  be  no  miscroscopic  changes 
noticeable  at  first,  but  as  the  disease  pro- 
gresses serum  leucocytes  and  red  blood 
corpuscles  will  certainly  appear — so  will  the 
tube  casts. 

A  few  words  concerning  the  microscope 
to  the  older  members  of  this  society.  When 
we  attended  lectures  few  colleges  were 
equipped  with  microscopes  for  clinical  pur- 
poses, consequently  we  had  no  training  in 
the  use  of  that  instrument.  In  that  par- 
ticular the  younger  men  are  our  superiors. 
But  we  need  not  remain  behind  them  in  the 
procession.  If  any  of  you  are  not  pos- 
sessed of  a  microscope  by  all  means  get 
one.  You  can  buy  one  good  enough  for 
clinical  purposes  for  fifty  dollars.  Then 
get  specimen  slides  and  familiarize  yourself 
with  them,  that  you  may  recognize  what 
you  are  looking  after,  when  you  see  it. 
Add  to  that  a  practical  hand  book  on  micro- 
scopy, and  study  it  well,  and  learn  to  mount 
slides,  and  you  are  fairly  well  equipped. 
Keep  your  microscope  where  it  can  be  seen 
by  the  laity,  under  a  glass  cover,  and  use 
it  whenever  there  is  a  probability  of  learn- 
ing anything  from  it  concerning  your  case. 
You  will  find  it  will  pay  well  in  dollars  and 
cents;  and,  better  still,  it  will  open  up  to 
you  a  world  of  information  and  pleasure. 
Besides,  as  the  late  Prof.  Howe  used  to  say, 
"it  looks  so  scientific  to  the  laitv." 

Prognosis. — It  is  not  safe,  even  in  the 
mildest  of  cases,  to  give  a  favorable  prog- 
nosis.    The  character  and  intensity  of  the 
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renal  inflammation,  and  the  causative  con- 
ditions must 'be  carefully  considered.  Don't 
talk  too  hopefully  about  a  scarletinal  al- 
bumenuria.  If  the  dropsy  and  albumenuria 
gradually  diminish,  while  the  color  o'f  the 
skin  clears  and  the  quantity  of  urine  and 
urea  increase,  let  your  spirits  rise.  But  be 
prepared  for  set-backs.  Recovery  may  be 
established  in  from  one  to  three  or  more 
weeks.  The  albumen  may  persist  for  some 
time  after  the  disappearance  of  the  dropsy. 
It  may,  however,  continue,  and  the  affec- 
tion become  chronic.  Uremia  is  the  great 
bugbear.  If  cerebral  symptoms  manifest 
themselves  look  for  convulsions.  If  sup- 
pression of  urine  continues  for  twenty-four 
or  forty-eight  hours  it  is  a  fatal' symptom 
very  usually. 

Treatment. — First  make  every  effort  to 
restore  general  secretion.  Stimulate  skin 
and  bowels,  and,  so  far  as  possible,  the  kid- 
neys. Have  the  patient  imbibe  freely  of 
hot  mucilagenous  and  milk  diuretic  drinks 
— say  a  slippery  elm  demulcent  and  an  in- 
fusion of  cleavers.  Rochelle  salts  is  a 
preferable  hydrogogue.  Look  sharply 
after  the  heart  and  if  needs  be  steady  it  with 
digitalis  and  strychnia.  Put  the  subject 
into  a  hot  air  cabinet  bath  with  feet  in  hot 
water.  Pour  down  hot  drinks  and  sweat 
profusely.  Then  put  to  bed  between  flan- 
nel blankets  and  keep  temperature  of  room 
between  650  and  jo°,  and  the  atmosphere 
dry.  After  free  catharsis  put  patient  on 
the  following : 

3- 

Acet.  Pot  5  i 

Syrup  Wild  Cherry  5  iv 

M.  Sig.  Teaspoonful  every  four  hours 
when  awake. 

Diet  must  be  suited  to  patient,  keeping 
in  view  this  motto :  Only  that  which  is 
easily  digested  and  nourishing  must  go  into 
the  stomach.  To  this  end  liquid  and  semi- 
liquid  foods  are  best  adapted.  The 
stomach,  so  far  as  possible,  must  'be  kept 
in  good  order.  Poor  digestion  will  upset 
all  other  treatment.  With  good  digestion 
nearly  all  things  are  possible.  Nux, 
ipecac,  muriatic  acid,  bismuth,  acids,  alka- 


lis, these  and  many  more  have  their  indica- 
tions for  sick  and  irritable  stomachs.  Use 
them  specifically.  Milk  is  excellent  for 
some  stomachs — others  will  not  tolerate  it. 
As  adjuvant  to  the  Acetate  of  Potassium 
I  suggest  an  infusion  of  Hair  Cap  Moss  ad 
libitum.  Also  Spirits  of  Nitrous  Ether, 
Specific  Gelsemium,  and  Specific  Hydran- 
gea. 

If  taken  sufficiently  early  in  the  disease 
the  patient  will  very  probably  improve 
under  this  treatment.  But  there  must  be 
no  inattention  on  the  part  of  nurse  or  phy- 
sician. Repeat  the  hot  air  or  vapor  baths 
daily,  or  as  often  as  the  strength  of  the 
patient  will  permit.  Keep  him  in  bed,  or 
suffer  him  to  rise  only  sufficiently  often  for 
change.  Rest  and  quiet  are  essential.  I 
have  much  faith  in  applications  of  heat  di- 
rectly to  the  loins.  Have  the  patient  lie 
upon  hot  steamed  bran  bags  frequently 
changed. 

Complications. — The  most  pronounced 
are  Hydrothorax,  Hydropericardium,  Ana- 
sarca, Pneumonia,  Pleurisy.  Pericarditis, 
Peritonitis,  Meningitis,  Uremia  and  Ascites. 
I  shall  alone  consider  the  latter. 

Ascites. — As  a  sequelae  of  Bright's  Dis- 
ease it  is  an  expected  malady.  It  is  an  ac- 
cumulation of  fluid  within  the  peritoneal 
cavity.     Its  principal  causes  are : 

1.  Obstruction  of  the  portal  vein  or  the 
hepatic  vein,  or  the  ascending  vena  cava. 

2.  Cardiac  or  pulmonary  diseases  ob- 
structing the  venous  circulation. 

3.  Disease  of  the  kidneys. 

4.  Morbid  conditions  of  the  peritoneum. 
I  shall  speak  mainly  of  ascites  as  a  result 

of  Albuminuria,  though  I  admit  the  diffi- 
culty of  dissociating  it  entirely  from  hepatic 
and  cardiac  disease.  Nevertheless  I  am 
of  the  opinion  that  albuminuria  alone  may 
induce  ascites  by  producing  an  improve- 
ment, of  the  blood,  in  that  it  continuously 
strains  from  it  a  portion  of  its  albumen,  and 
so  reduces  its  plasticity  that  it  will  not  pass 
readily  through  the  capillaries.  This  im- 
poverishment, or  thinness,  if  I  may  so  ex- 
press myself,  produces  relaxation  of  the 
serous  tissues  of  the  abdomen,  and  transit- 
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elation  into  the  peritoneal  sack  is  the  result. 
To  be  sure,  obstruction  of  the  portal  circu- 
lation is  nearly  always  coexistent  with  al- 
buminuria, and  may  be  a  contributing 
cause  of  the  dropsy ;  and  the  change  in  the 
character  of  the  blood  may  produce  cardiac 
disease,  which  in  turn  may  aid  in  produc- 
ing the  morbid  condition ;  nevertheless,  in- 
dependently of  these,  I  hold  that  ascites 
may  be  induced  by  the  albuminuria  alone. 

Diagnosis. — It  will  be  subjective  and  ob- 
jective. Subjectively  the  patient  will  com- 
plain of  distension  of  the  abdomen,  indiges- 
tion, flatulence,  vomiting,  suppression  of 
urine,  dysponea,  palpitation,  dryness  of  the 
skin,  thirst — not  all  of  these  symptoms  at 
once,  but  some  of  them  always.  Objec- 
tively there  is  dullness  on  percussion  of  the 
abdomen ;  general  rotundity,  but  bulging 
below  and  at  the  sides  a  sagging  of  the 
fluid  on  reclining  side ;  fluctuation.  As- 
piration may  be  resorted  to  as  a  diagnostic 
test.  The  history  of  the  case  is  especially 
useful. 

Care  must  be  taken  not  to  mistake  for  it 
a  solid  tumor,  gaseous  accumulations,  a 
fatty  omentum,  an  ovarian  tumor,  a  preg- 
nant uterus,  a  distended  stomach  or  blad- 
der, or  an  enlargement  of  the  liver.  As- 
cites may  exist  with  these,  but  they  must 
not  be  mistaken. 

The  abdominal  fluid  may  range  from  a 
few  ounces  to  gallons.  It  is  generally  thin, 
limpid  and  of  a  watery  consistency.  It  is 
generally  yellow  but  may  also  be  colored 
by  bile  or  blood,  or  be  turbid  or  dirty  look- 
ing, and  in  some  instances  may  'be  some- 
what thick  and  gelatinous.  Its  reaction 
is  generally  alkaline,  and  its  specific  gravity 
variable.  Analysis  shows  it  to  be  albu- 
minous, often  very  largely  so;  and  urea, 
cholesterine.  and  bile  are  sometimes  dis- 
covered in  it. 

Treatment — The  general  condition  of 
the  patient  must  first  be  carefully  studied, 
and  any  idiosyncrasy  taken  into  considera- 
tion in  outlining  a  treatment.  The  palpi- 
tation and  dysponea  generally  are  most 
urgent  in  their  demands  for  relief.  Specific 
Cactus  will  generally  steady  the  heart  if  the 


palpitation  be  functional,  and  will  frequent- 
ly also  allay  the  dysponea.  If  it  be  or- 
ganic, as  indicated  use  Strychnia,  Stro- 
phania,  Lobelia,  Veratrum,  Digitalis, 
Macroty's  Cactus,  etc.  Then  turn  atten- 
tion to  the  digestive  tract.  Put  the 
stomach  in  the  best  possible  condition. 
Unload  the  generally  constipated  bowel 
with  Rochelle  Salts,  and  keep  them  free. 
Use  the  vapor  bath,  and  induce  as  free  per- 
spiration as  the  strength  of  the  patient  will 
admit  of,  and  repeat  the  treatment.  Stimu- 
late the  diseased  kidneys  with  mild  diure- 
tics. Add  Iron,  the  bitter  tonics,  or  Cod 
Oil,  as  reconstructives,  as  the  patient  can 
take  them.  Put  a  mustard  draught  across 
the  loins,  but  only  as  a  skin  irritant.  Then 
bring  the  thunder er  to  bear  upon  it — Apo- 
cynum  Cannabinum — <but  be  moderate  in 
your  charges  or  you  will  upset  the  stomach. 
It  is  so  abominable  to  the  taste  that  I  al- 
ways give  it  in  a  capsule.  Sheperds  Purse 
has  drained  a  dropsy  for  me  very  nicely, 
though  the  condition  soon  returned  and  the 
remedy  had  no  subsequent  effect  upon  it. 
And  Apocynum  is  frequently  a  failure  also. 
It  certainly  must  be  dropped  if  it  deranges 
the  stomach.  Use  all  means  to  restore 
good  circulation  and  digestion.  Sulphate 
of  Strychnia  1-60  has  given  me  good  satis- 
faction, as  a  general  restorative. 

As  a  last  resort  tap.  Don't  wait  until  the 
patient  is  about  to  die — make  and  keep  him 
comfortable  while  he  lives.  After  his  first 
relief  he  will  rain  'blessings  upon  you.  Con- 
tinue treatment  and  if  fluid  accumulates 
again,  tap  again.  If  treatment  positively 
refuses  to  remove  the  fluid,  make  a  fistula 
through  the  abdominal  wall,  and  let  the 
fluid  escape.  A  tube  is  inserted  and  held  by 
adhesive  straps  this  is  recommended,  but  it 
must  be  both  bungling  and  troublesome. 
Besides  there  is  danger  of  peritonitis  from 
the  persistent  irritation  of  the  tube ;  and 
poisonous  infections  might  readily  find 
their  way  into  the  abdominal  cavity  through 
the  tube.  I  open  the  fistula  daily  and  in- 
sert a  probe  pointed  grooved  director.  The 
fluid  readily  escapes  through  the  groove 
and  is  caught  in  a  container.     The  fistula 
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closes  upon  the  removal  of  the  instrument, 
and  is  prevented  from  healing  by  the  suc- 
ceeding operation  next  day.  This  plan 
mav  be  carried  on  indefinitely,  and  being 
quite  painless,  can  be  performed  by  the 
patient. 

There  will  come  a  time  when  treatment 
and  paracentesis  will  no  longer  serve  the 
patient.  Uremia  is  most  likely  to  fatally 
supervene  of  all  the  complications.  There 
will  be  gradually  increasing  stupor,  with 
disordered  innervation,  restlessness,  nausea, 
vomitings,  convulsions,  coma  and  death. 
Don't  let  the  patient  suffer.  Death  is 
inevitable — smooth  its  pathway.  Explain 
fully  to  the  friends  the  hopeless  condition 
of  the  patient  and  the  suffering  that  must 
ensue  unless  you  relieve  him.  They  will 
appreciate  your  kindness  toward  the  suf- 
ferer very  generally.  Certainly  there  will 
be  no  weakening  of  confidence.  Then  let 
him  down  gently  into  the  grave,  scatter 
over  him  your  most  beautiful  flowers  of 
sympathetic  expression,  and  forgetting  that 
he  ever  existed,  save  as  a  clinical  exper- 
ience, go  out  into  the  world  and  continue 
your  fight  against  the  insatiable  monster, 
until  you,  in  turn  are  snapped  up  into  his 
voracious  jaws.

I  ordered  King's  Expectorant  from  the 
drug  house,  but  I  have  since  learned  upon 
comparison  of  the  two  preparations,  that  a 
tincture  was  made  from  the  Pulvis  Lobelia 
Comp.,  the  formula  of  which  is  as  follows  : 
Lobelia,  Bloodroot,  Skunk  Cabbage,  Ipe- 
cac and  Capsicum.    The  formula  of  King's 
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Expectorant  is:  Lobelia,  Canada  Snake 
root,  or  wild  ginger  blood  root, 
and  Pleurisy  root.  The  latter  is  an 
elegant  preparation,  and  should  be  taken  as 
an  expectorant  in  teaspoonful  doses  with- 
out the  addition  of  syrup. 

I  he  preparations  of  lobelia  are  very 
vaiuaoie  from  a  therapeutic  point  of  view. 
A  few  aaj  s  ago  1  treated  a  bad  case  of 
croup,  in  a  child  14  months  old,  with  Acetic 
Emetic  tincture  gtt.  v.  every  15  minutes, 
and  the  emetic  powder  on  a  larded  cloth 
applied  to  the  throat  and  chest.  The 
father  said  he  could  hear  the  child's  efforts 
at  respiration  in  the  stable  which  was  50 
feet  at  the  rear  of  the  house,  the  windows 
of  the  house  being  closed.  After  a  few 
doses  of  the  Acetic  Emetic  tincture  the 
child  was  relieved,  and  made  a  good  re- 
covery.

RYTHM  AXD  REFLEXES. 

Ky  Libbie  Hamilton  Muncie,  M.  D. 

[Read  at  the  meeting  of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  1901.] 

The  plan  of  the  nerve  supply  of  the  pel- 
vis and  of  the  associated  regions  is  to  bring 
into  harmonious  action  the  skin  and 
mucosa,  and  the  muscles  and  viscera.  The 
pelvic  viscera  involve  nerve  relations  with 
all  the  abdominal  viscera,  because  the  sym- 
pathetic nerve  supply  is  from  the  hypogas- 
tric and  ovarian  plexuses  which  arise  from 
the  abdominal  brain  and  the  lateral  chain 
of  the  sympathetic  system.  It  is  through 
the  sympathetic  system  that  life's  functions 
are  carried  on,  for  when  the  conscious  man 
sleeps,  it  must  still  be  active.  It  sleeps  but 
once  and  that  sleep  is  final.  The  cerebro 
spinal  system,  on  the  contrary,  sleeps  every 
night,  and  under  narcotic  and  anesthetic 
influence,  it  is  also  capable  of  paralysis  with- 
out death. 

The  abdominal  brain  has  been  aptly  con- 
sidered the  center  of  life,  because  it  presides 
over  nutrition,  controls  circulation  and  se- 
cretion, supplies  the  organs  of  generation, 
and  dominantly  influences  the  automatic 
visceral  eangdia.      Its  nerve  fibres  radiate

on  the  great  arterial  and  venus  trunks,  and 
twine  about  the  lymph  vessels,  extending 
its  tendrils  to  every  arteriole  'of  the  abdomi- 
nal viscus,  presiding  over  involuntary  life 
and  forming  apparently  a  complete  organi- 
zation in  itself. 

This  bountiful  and  peculiar  nerve  supply 
of  the  abdominal  and  pelvic  organs  gives 
sufficient  reason  for  reflex  neuroses. 

All  know  that  perfect  physiological  func- 
tions of  the  sexual  system  in  both  man  and 
woman  influence  the  general  nervous  sys- 
tem. Consequently  pathological  condi- 
tions of  the  pelvic  organs  be  they  ever  so 
slight,  will  sooner  or  later  deplete  Lie  ner- 
vous system.  The  well  being,  reserve 
force,  restorative  power,  and  vitality  of  the 
individual  depends  upon  the  integrity  of  the 
sympathetic  nervous  system. 

Rythm. 

All  of  the  involuntary  organs  are  abun- 
dantly supplied  by  the  sympathetic  nerve 
and  possess  a  rythm.  A  disturbance  of 
this  rythm  will  cause  discord  and  inhar- 
mony  in  the  bodily  economy,  as  Hamlet' 3 
"sweet  bells  that  jangled,  and  were  out  of 
tune  and  harsh."  The  centers  for  reflex 
action,  "the  little  brains,"  send  out  motor 
impulses  control  secretion,  and  are  en- 
dowed with  this  peculiar  quality  called 
rythm,  they  also  possess  vaso-motor  power. 

The  cardiac,  the  abdominal,  and  the  pel- 
vic plexus  are  more  independent  than  other 
sympathetic  nerve  centers,  and  will,  there- 
fore, be  the  first  to  suffer  disturbance  of 
rythm.  After  long  continued  disturbance 
the  record  of  their  discord  will  be  carried  to 
the  spinal  nerves  by  means  of  the  rami  com- 
municants. 

In  woman  the  uterus  is  exposed  to 
trauma,  infection  and  disease,  therefore  its 
rythm  is  oftener  disturbed  than  any  other 
organ.  Tt  also  has  the  most  direct  and  in- 
timate connection  with  the  cerebro-spinal 
axis  and  with  the  abdominal  and  pelvic 
brains. 

Liver. 

The  liver  has  its  rythm  through  the  auto- 
matic hepatic  ganglia,  and  when  called  upon 
to  care  for  a  new  supply  of  food,  it'  is  by 


means  of  this  ganglia  that  it  manufactures 
bile,  glycogen,  and  urea,  and  sends  these 
products  to  their  respective  destinations. 
Then  the  liver  secures  rest  and  repair  that 
it  may  be  able  to  accomplish  its  next 
rythm.  The  breaking  up  of  tnis  hepatic 
rythm  will  cause  disease  of  the  liver.  Im- 
proper food  is  first  thought  of  as  a  factor 
toward  this  result,  but  barring  alcohol,  the 
most  common  and  prominent  cause  that  in- 
duces irregular  hepatic  rythm  is  an  irrita- 
ble and  diseased  uterus. 

A  woman  who  has  suffered  from  frequent 
and  severe  attacks  of  gall  stone  colic  ever 
since  the  birth  of  her  child,  will  be  found 
with  a  lacerated  cervix.  It  may  have 
healed  on  the  exterior,  but  scar  tissue  will 
invariably  'be  found  at  the  internal  osteum, 
and  usually  the  uterus  is  retroflexed.  Re- 
lieving either  one  of  these  conditions  will 
not  cure  the  colic,  but  removing  the  cica- 
trix and  keeping  the  uterus  in  its  normal 
position  will  cure  the  case. 

Stomach  and  Intestines. 

According  to  Braubaker  and  other  phy- 
siologists, irritation  of  sympathetic  ganglia 
does  not  produce  any  evidence  of  pain 
until  some  time  has  elapsed.  If  caustic 
soda  be  applied  to  the  semilunar  ganglia, 
or  a  galvanic  current  be  passed  through  the 
splanchnic  nerves,  no  instantaneous  effect 
i^  noticed  as  in  a  case  of  cerebro-spinal 
nerves ;  but  in  the  course  of  a  few  seconds 
a  slow  progressive  contraction  of  the 
muscular  coats  of  the  intestines  is  established 
and  continues  some  time  after  the  irrita- 
tion is  removed. 

Reasoning  from  this  bit  of  physiology  it 
is  easily  seen  how  an  irritation  at  the  ex- 
ternal or  internal  pelvic  organs  or  rectum 
will  sooner  or  later  interfere  with  the  in- 
testinal rythm,  either  directly  through  the 
sympathetic  or  indirectly  through  the  pudic 
nerve,  and  produce  too  much  gastric  or 
intestinal  activity,  or  too  little,  as  will  be 
manifest  in  diarrhoea  or  constipation.  From 
the  same  cause,  either  directlv  from  the 
pelvic  irritation  or  indirectly  through  the 
stomach  irritation,  it  is  easv  to  reason  out 
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why  a  heart  may  beat  irregularly,  too  slow 
or  too  fast. 

A  case  giving  a  history  of  long  continued 
dyspepsia,  anemia,  malnutrition,  constipa- 
tion, or  possibly  diarrhoea,  and  resisting  all 
previous  methods  of  treatment,  will  readilv 
respond  to  a  procedure  which  removes  all 
points  of  irritation  about  the  genitalia  and 
rectum.  Patients  subjected  to  this  treat- 
ment will  usually  gain  from  fifteen  to  thirty 
pounds  during  the  following  six  months. 

We  do  not  hesitate  to  apply  these  meas- 
ures to  those  suffering  from -serious  heart 
lesions.  Instead  of  fearing  to  administer 
an  anesthetic  to  a  patient  having  a  weak 
heart,  we  give  it  willingly,  knowing  that  the 
heart  action  will  be  strengthened  imme- 
diately by  the  operation.  In  this  way 
many  a  case  of  supposed  valvular  heart  dis- 
ease has  been  quickly  and  permanently 
cured. 

Without  considering  now,  the  physiology 
of  the  nerve  supply  of  the  lungs,  throat 
and  eyes,  we  may  apply  the  same  principles. 
Many  a  case  of  headache  and  nervous  symp- 
toms, referable  to  the  eye  but  not  relieved 
by  the  skilled  oculist,  may  be  positively 
cured  by  attention  to  the  pelvis. 

Leaving  the  viscera  and  their  rythm,let  us 
see  how  the  principle  applies  to  the  skin, 
the  muscle,  nerve  and  bone  tissue.  Many 
will  ask  if  eczema,  rheumatism,  a  disturbed 
function  of  the  spinal  cord  and  brain,  or  a 
necrosed  bone  can  be  materially  benefitted 
by  removing  mechanical  irritation  from  the 
hypogastric  and  pudic  terminals.  The 
sympathetic  system  exerts  an  influence 
upon  the  circulation  of  the  entire  body  as 
well  as  upon  the  glandular  organs.  Here 
again  the  sympathetic  system  does  not  dis- 
appoint us,  for  if  the  patient  has  not  passed 
the  dead  line,  as  soon  as  the  fetters  are  re- 
moved nature  gives  her  attention  to  the 
suffering  part,  and  begins  the  process  of 
nutrition  and  repair.  The  necrosed  tissue 
which  in  spite  of  the  most  skillful  treatment 
has  shown  no  evidence  of  improvement, 
begins  at  once  to  show  signs  of  life,  and 
responds  to  local  stimulating  treatment 
which  before  was  inert. 


In  a  Chicago  hospital  a  man  of  fifty  years 
of  age  was  suffering  with  a  gangrenous 
ulcer  of  the  leg,  which  had  extended  to  the 
bone.  In  spite  of  the  best  hospital  treat- 
ment for  six  months,  the  trouble  continued. 
The  day  was  finally  set  for  the  amputation 
of  the  foot,  when  Prof.  E.  H.  Pratt  asked 
for  the  privilege  of  examining  the  man  'be- 
fore his  post-graduate  class.  This  request 
was  granted,  and  it  was  found  that  the  man 
was  suffering  with  hemorrhoids.  The 
doctor  declared  the  removal  of  the  hemor- 
rhoids, by  an  operation,  would  save  the 
foot.  With  incredulity  on  the  part  of  the 
hospital  staff,  the  American  operation  was 
performed.  Three  days  later  the  man  was 
again  presented  to  the  class.  Sloughing 
had  ceased,  the  wound  had  greatly  im- 
proved, and  a  few  weeks  later  the  man  was 
discharged  from  the  hospital,  cured. 

A  man  presented-  himself  at  Muncie  Is- 
land for  the  clinic  of  1897.  He  had  much 
difficulty  in  getting  about,  although  as- 
sisted by  two  crutches  and  an  attendant. 
He  was  suffering  from  articular  rheuma- 
tism, and  had  traveled  in  vain,  from  Massa- 
chusetts to  Hot  Springs,  Arkansas,  and 
back  again,  in  search  of  health.  His  pains 
were  torturing,  his  joints  were  distended 
with  arthritic  deposits,  and  he  had  not  been 
able  to  close  his  hands  for  years.  The 
hemorrhoids  were  removed  by  the  Ameri- 
can operation,  and  circumcision  was  per- 
formed because  of  a  slightly  constricted 
prepuce,  also  urethral  dilatation  because  of 
its  effect  upon  the  circulation,  and  clipping 
of  the  frenum  'because  of  its  shortening. 

A  gradual  improvement  followed.  In 
eight  weeks  he  went  to  his  home  and  to  his 
business.  He  has  now  no  evidence  of  a 
former  arthritic  condition  as  is  evidenced  by 
his  recent  acceptance  by  an  established  In- 
surance Company. 

That  the  skin  responds  rapidly  to  this 
treatment,  the  following  case  will  show  : 
The  young  woman  was  a  college  girl.  Her 
face  was  a  mass  of  acne,  otherwise  she  was 
in  perfect  health  so  far  as  she  knew. 

A  pelvic  examination  revealed  an  adher- 
ent  prepuce,   hypertrophied   labia,  retro-

flexed  uterus.  The  pelvic  condition  was 
rectified,  and  the  face  gave  immediate  signs 
of  improvement,  and  in  an  incredibly 
short  time  her  complexion  was  as  clear  as 
a  baby's.  This  cure  made  such  an  impres- 
sion on  her  mind  that  she  resolved  to  study 
medicine,  and  she  finished  her  studies  this 
year  the  ideal  of  her  class. 

Recalling  again  that  the  most  accessible 
nerves,  therefore  those  most  subject  to  in- 
jury, of  the  sympathetic  terminal  nerves, 
are  distributed  to  the  pelvic  outlets  of  the 
body,  and  that  the  ganglia  of  the  upper  ex- 
tremity are  situated  at  the  base  of  the  brain 
sending  out  fibers  to  follow  the  -course  of 
the  arteries  of  the  brain  to  their  distribu- 
tion, we  may  readily  see  how  a  wave  of  dis- 
tress at  the  lower  extremity  will  send  its 
impulse  upward  to  this  'brain  center  and 
thus  through  its  cephalic  terminals,  brain 
irritation  results. 

Some  may  say,  this  sounds  well,  does  it 
hold  out  in  practice?  In  answer  to  this  a 
severe  case  will  'be  cited  from  which  it  may 
easily  be  reasoned  that  the  slightest  brain 
irritation  and  the  most  profound  may  be 
cured  by  these  procedures. 

A  man  of  forty  years  passed  from  a  siege 
of  La  Grippe  into  insanity.  After  two 
years  of  sanitoria  treatment  under  the  most 
expert  specialists,  he  was  placed  in  the  state 
asylum  as  an  absolutely  hopeless  case. 
There  he  remained  for  two  years  when  he 
was  brought  home  for  an  examination.  A 
few  days  later  we  removed  from  his  rectum 
five  very  large  papillae. 

An  immediate  improvement  began,  and 
within  three  months  he  was  able  to  take  an 
important  position  which  he  has  acceptably 
filled.  It  is  now  five  years  since  his 
emancipation. 

Three  years  ago,  a  young  woman  of 
twenty-three  years  who  had  suffered  with 
melancholia  since  her  fourteenth  year,  pre- 
sented 110  outward  sign  of  pelvic  trouble. 
So,  it  was  said,  "It  is  all  in  her  head."  The 
correction  of  a  retroflexed  uterus,  and  the 
removal  of  a  few  papillae  from  the  rectum, 
restored  her  to  perfectly  normal  mental 
condition. 


When  the  spinal  cord  has  been  diseased, 
many  cases  of  paralysis  have  been  positive- 
ly cured,  and  with  cliildren  suffering  with 
chorea,  the  circumcision  of  either  boy  or 
girl,  and  the  removing  of  even  the  slightest 
pathological  condition  from  the  rectum  will 
bring  happiness  to  nearly  every  one  of 
these  pitiful  sufferers.

When  called  to  a  case  of  croup  don't  fail 
to  take  your  Compound  Stillingia  Liniment 
and  Compound  Tincture  of  Lobelia.  These 
oid  remedies  are  worthy  of  the  utmost  con- 
fidence, and  constitute  a  real  bulwark 
against  spasmodic  croup. 


Y\  nen  ten  to  twenty  grains  of  the  second 
or  third  trituration  of  a  medicine  are  added 
to  four  ounces  of  water,  and  a  teaspoonful 
of  the  mixture  administered  every  hour,  the 
patient  receives  but  a  very  small  amount  of 
the  drug  at  each  dose,  and  still  the  physi- 
cians who  believe  this  small  amount  suffi- 
cient to  accomplish  curative  results,  and 
that  they  have  known  it  to  do  so,  are  not 
all  cranks. 


When  called  to  a  case  of  dysentery  don't 
attempt  to  lessen  the  discharge  at  once. 
Give  a  tablespoonful  of  equal  parts  glycerin 
and  castor  oil,  and  repeat  the  dose  every 
day  until  the  foul  odor  is  removed  from  the 
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evacuations.  Other  remedies  should  be 
used  in  accordance  with  their  specific  indi- 
cations. In  a  very  large  per  cent,  of  these 
cases  x\conite  and  Ipecac  will  be  called  for 
as  an  essential  part  of  the  treatment.  If 
there  is  much  suffering  from  tenesmus  the 
opium  and  starch  water  injection  should 
not  be  neglected. 


The  more  experience  a  physician  has  in 
the  treatment  of  children  the  more  fully  he 
becomes  convinced  that  Belladonna  is  es- 
sential to  his  success.  The  dose  must  be 
small,  as  children  are  very  susceptable  to 
the  influence  of  the  drug.  In  the  summer 
diseases  of  children  cases  are  frequently 
seen  showing  marked  dullness  of  the  eyes, 
dilated  pupils,  with  an  almost  irresistible 
desire  to  sleep.  Belladonna  is  a  specific 
for  this  condition,  and  no  other  remedy  can 
fill  its  place.  Three  to  five  'drops  of  the 
specific  medicine  added  to  four  ounces  of 
water  makes  a  prescription  of  sufficient 
strength,  and  the  dose  of  the  dilution  should 
be  a  teaspoonful  every  hour. 


Give  water  freely  to  your  cholera  infan- 
tum cases.  Let  the  water  !be  very  cold, 
and  give  a  swallow  every  few  minutes.  Tell 
the  anxious  mother  that  in  many  cases  the 
life  of  the  child  depends  upon  the  regularity 
with  which  it  is  supplied  with  pure  cold 
water.  If  there  is  any  doubt  a'bout  the 
purity  of  the  water  used  have  it  iboiled  and 
cooled.  Also  have  the  baby's  body 
sponged  with  tepid  water  frequently.  Keep 
the  baby's  head  cool,  (don't  forget  the  aco- 
nite and  water  application  and  the  use  of 
the  fan),  keep  the  skin  comfortably  cool, 
and  above  all  keep  the  stomach  and  intes- 
tines free  from  burning  heat  by  the  constant 
use  of  pure  col'd  (very  cold)  water. 


The  following  remedies  will  -be  called  for 
almost  daily  in  the  treatment  of  children 
during  the  next  two  or  three  months  :  Rhus 
tox.,  when  there  are  enlarged  papilae,  the 
child  restless  and  it  cries  out  during  sleep 
in  a  frightened  manner.  Gelsemium  when 
the  patient  is  excited,  extremely  nervous, 


restless  and  rolls  its  head  from  side  to  side. 
Belladonna  when  the  child  is  dull,  drowsy, 
stupid  and  the  pupils  are  dilated.  Nux 
Vomica  when  there  is  extreme  atony,  pal- 
lor or  yellowness  around  the  mouth,  and 
sallow  skin,  the  tongue  clean,  broad  and 
pale.  As  a  stimulant  it  has  but  few 
equals. 


"An  Eclectic  Compendium  of  'the  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,"  by  Prof.  Lyman  Watkins, 
M.  D.,  is  among  the  latest  books  on  modern 
Eclectic  practice.  It  is  written  in  plain 
and  terse  language,  and  is  a  work  which 
cannot  fail  'to  <be  of  great  value  to  the  every- 
day practitioner  as  well  as  to  the  student 
of  Eclectic  medicine.  The  older  Eclectic 
books  served  a  good  purpose  in  their  day, 
but  Eclectic  medicine  has  advanced,  and  is 
still  progressing.  The  old  'books  have, 
therefore,  ceased  to  fully  meet  the  needs 
of  the  student  of  Eclecticism ;  he  must  have 
works — like  that  of  Dr.  Watkins — which 
are  up  to  date.  The  student  who  at  the 
present  time  wishes  to  become  a  successful 
Eclectic  physician  makes  a  grave  mistake  if 
he  employes  his  time  in  the  study  of  old 
school  and  old  Eclectic  books  on  practice 
and  therapeutics.  They  are  all  "back 
numbers."  In  Dr.  Watkins'  work  diseases 
are  arranged  alphabetically  with  the  reme- 
dies likely  to  be  indicated  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  description  of  the  disease.  This 
arrangement  makes  it  very  convenient  for 
ready  reference.  The  description  of  each 
disease  is  sufficiently  full  to  cover  all  neces- 
sary points,  and  the  treatment  given  is  the 
latest  and  'best  known  to  medical  science. 
It  makes  a  neat  volume  of  about  four  hun- 
dred and  sixty  pages,  and  is  published  by 
the  Scudder  Brothers 'Co.,  1009  Plum  street, 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  at  the  low  price  of  $2.50. 


Now  is  the  time  when  little  children,  with 
their  death-threateniing  complaints,  like  the 
poor  (T  almost  wrote  dead-beats)  "ye  'have 
with  ye  always."  Last  summer's  treat- 
ment of  the  wrongs  peculiar  to  them  should, 
therefore,  now  be  carefully  considered  with 
a  view  to  its  possible  improvement.      In  a 
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large  per  cent,  of  these  cases  the  first  part 
of  a  rational  trea.ment  should  consist  of 
cleansing  the  alimentary  canal  of  milk  curds 
and  other  disturbing  substances.  When 
this  has  been  accomplished,  the  intestinal 
affection  will  promptly  yield  to  specifically 
indicated  remedies.      When  there  is  diar- 
rhoea and  vomiting,  with  irritation,  fever 
and  a  small  pointed  tongue  having  red  tip 
and  edges,   small  doses  of    Aconite  and 
Ipecac  constitute  a  treatment  which  has 
prolonged  the  lives  of  many  children.  If 
the  discharges  are  frequent,  greenish  and 
large,  with  colicky  pains  or  cramps  in  the 
abdomen  and  extremities.  Cuprum  Arsenite 
is  the  indicated  remedy.      A  child  having 
a  diarrhoea  characterized  by  light  colored, 
pale  yellow  or  clay  colored  evacuations  will 
be  benefitted  by  Kali  Mur.      If  the  diar- 
rhoea is  foul,  especially  when  accompanied 
by  other  diseases,  Kali  Phos.  will  aid  much 
in  healing  the  conditions  causing  the  putrid 
evacuations.      When    the    frequent  dis- 
charges are  watery  and  mucous  in  charac- 
ter, with  scanty  urine,  dry  skin  and  con- 
siderable thirst,  Ferrum  Phos.  has  a  cura- 
tive tendency   which    cannot  be  doubted. 
In  chronic  diarrhoea  of  children,  when  the 
stools  are  waterv,  slimy  and  frothv,  Xatrum 
M  nr.  w  ill  do  much  good.      In  cholera  in- 
fantum Bismuth  subnitrate  is  an  antacid  of 
frequent  usefulness.      It  has  a  very  sooth- 
ing  influence   upon   mucous  membranes. 
If    the    diarrhoea    is    presistent  don't 
fail     to    give    a     dose     of    olive  oil. 
Pure     olive     oil     is     a     good  thing 
for    the    baby — it    carries    off   foul  stuff 
from  the  intestines,   and  what  oil  is  not 
needed  for  this  purpose  will  be  absorbed 
as  food.     Calcined  magnesia  is  also  a  good 
laxative.      Don't  use   morphia  or  opium 
in  these  troubles.     Even  the  one-sixteenth 
of  a  grain  of  morphia  has  proven  fatal. 
The  physician  who  thinks  it  necessary  to 
give  opium  in  any  form  to  children  makes 
a  grave  mistake,  and  should  re-study  his 
therapeutics. 

!)r  Langford  Syms  gives  the  following 
advice-  in  regard  to  the  diet  of  children  .suf- 
fering from  diarrhoea : 


"As   this   complaint  is  a  diet  disorder, 
therefore  much  care  is  necessary  with  the 
food.      (a)  Change  the  milk  at  once,  ex- 
cept for  infants  at  the  breast,  who  should 
get  nothing  else,  and  this  only  at  regular  in- 
tervals,    (b)  Diluted  Milk,  equal  parts,  or 
one-third  pure  water,  breaks  up  the  curd. 
Barley  water  makes  the   curd    less  firm. 
Soda  water  is  excellent,  if  the  child  will  take 
it,  the  effervescence  smashes  up  the  curd  by 
the  bubbles  of  air.      (c)  Humanized  milk 
contains  less  curd  and  more  cream.  In 
feeding  infants  we  should  keep  the  proteids 
near  one  per  cent.      (d)  Peptonized  milk 
two  parrs,  water  one  part.     (e)  Condensed 
milk,  if  good,  is  valuable.      (f)  Sterilized 
milk.     This  is  free  from  poisonous  germs, 
but  may  perhaps   produce   scurvy  unless 
mixed  with  some  fresh  milk  or  whey.  (g) 
Pasteurizing  will  not   render  tuberculous 
milk  perfectly  innocuous,  but  will  render 
the  milk  of  a  mixed  herd  safe.     Taste  and 
smell  are  unaltered,  microbes  present  are 
destroyed,   chemically   it  is'  not  seriously 
changed,  an'd  fermentation  is  stopped.  (h) 
Attend  to  the  feeding  apparatus.    A  proper 
feeding  bottle  should  have  no  tube,  no  an- 
gles,  no   indentations   on   glass,   a  wide 
mouth.      It  should  be  of  transparent  flint 
glass,  easily  cleansed,  about  eight  ounces 
in  size,  and  impossible  to  use  by  the  child 
alone.     (i)  Eliminate  starch  from  the  food. 
( j)  Stop  the  milk  altogether  in  severe  cases. 
As  substitutes  for  milk,  raw-meat  juice  is 
excellent;  then  we  have  gravy,  gum  arabic 
in  boiled  water,  white  of  egg  'diluted,  veal 
or  chicken   tea,   white  wine  whey,  pure 
fresh  water,  beef  essence,  beef  pulp,  clear 
soup,  chicken  jelly,  yolk  of  egg  beaten  into 
an  emulsion  with  hot  water,  strained  and 
sweetened,  raw-meat  jelly." 


GLYCERINUM. 

Common  JVame. —  Glycerin. 

Description . — Glycerin  is  obtained  as  a 
by-product  of  the  candle  factories,  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  decomposition  of  tallow.  It  is 
contained  in  most  oils  and  fats,  both  vege- 
table and  animal.  It  may  ibe  obtained  from 
fats  by  the  use  of  caustic  alkali  and  com- 
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moil  salt.  Glycerin  is  a  colorless,  ordor- 
less,  syrupy  liquid ;  neutral  in  reaction,  mis- 
cible  in  all  proportions  with  water,  and  has 
a  sweetish  taste.  It  is  not  altered  by  ex- 
posure to  air.  When  Glycerin  is  heated 
with  strong  Xitric  Acid,  Nitro-Glycerin, 
one  of  the  most  dangerous  explosives  is 
formed.  A  mixture  of  Nitro-Glycerin  and 
sand  constitutes  Dynamite. 

Dose. —  i  to  3  drachms. 

Usual  Dose. —  30  to  60  drops. 

Indications.  —  Irritation  of  the  mucous 
surfaces ;  constipation,  dysentery,  trichi- 
nosis. Locally :  scaly  surfaces,  inflamed 
surfaces. 

In  trichinosis,  after  the  bowels  have 
been  thoroughly  evacuated,  Glycerin  in 
doses  of  a  tablespoonful  every  hour,  to  the 
amount  of  five  or  six  ounces  in  a  day, 
should  Ibe  administered.  At  the  same 
time  high  rectal  injections  should  be  given, 
first  of  water  and  then  of  equal  parts  of  Gly- 
cerin and  water.  In  addition  to  this,  lar<re 
doses  of  brandy  or  other  alcoholic  prepara- 
tion should  be  used.  A  drachm  of  Gly- 
cerin used  as  an  enema  is  usually  more 
efficient  in  constipation  than  the  ordinary 
large  injection  of  soap  and  water.  In 
dysentery  one  drachm  of  Glycerin  mixed 
with  one  drachm  of  castor  oil  constitutes  an 
internal  dose  of  frequent  value.  Glycerin 
diluted  with  water  moistens  dry  scaly  sur- 
faces and  allays  irritation  due  to  lack  of 
moisture  from  the  air.  Mixed  with  water 
it  affords  a  means  of  relieving  dryness  of 
the  mouth  in  fevers.  In  otorrhoea  the  fol- 
lowing gives  good  results.  1^.  Glycerin, 
water,  aa.li;  Borax,  gr.  iv. ;  Salicylic  Acid, 
gr.  ij.  M.  Sig.  I'se  in  the  ear  twice  a 
day,  applying  with  a  swab  or  syringe. 
When,  there  is  no.  arrest  of  secretion  of 
cerumen,  and  production  of  dry  scales  along 
the  walls  of  the  meatus,  the  following  is 
useful:  Glycerin.     j. ;  Fowler's  Solu- 

tion of  Arsenic,  gtt.  j.  M.  Sig.  Apply 
night  and  morning  with  camel's  hair  brush, 
or  cotton  twisted  upon  the  end  of  a  match. 
In  premature  loss  of  hair  Glycerin  consti- 
tutes a  part  of  a  most  excellent  mixture,  as 
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follows:  II.  Glycerin,  Rose  Water,  aa 
5  iiiss. ;  Tr.  Cantharides,  Fowler's  Solution 
of  Arsenic,  aa  3  iv.  M.  Sig.  Rub  a  little 
of  the  mixture  on  the  scalp  twice  a  day.  In 
acute  and  chronic  vaginitis  a  curative  action 
is  obtained  from  the  following:  1>.  Tannic 
Acid,  5  i. ;  Glycerin,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Apply 
at  bedtime  on  tampons. 

Glycerinum  is  stimulant,  antiseptic,  de- 
mulcent and  solvent.  It  is  extensively 
used  as  a  solvent  of  many  alkaloids,  ex- 
tracts, salts,  etc. — Fyfe's  Materia  Medica 
and  Therapeutics. 


STAPHYSAGRIA. 

We  wonder  how  many  of  our  readers  use 
frequently  and  understand  thoroughly  the 
action  of  specific  staphysagria.  *  *  * 
Unsuccessful  effort  and  unrequited  labor 
(as  well  as  unrequited  love),  end  in  depres- 
sion of  spirits,  in  despondency,  in  morose- 
ness,  in  hypochondriasis,  in  hysteria,  in 
neurasthenia,  in  nervousness.  It  is  in  just 
such  cases  that  specific  staphysagria  is  a 
blessing  to  physician  and  patient.  What 
other  remedy  meets  these  symptoms  and 
this  state  or  condition  so  well?  We  know 
of  none  other. 

Then,  again,  this  mad  whirl  directly 
through  misguided  social  relations,  or 
abuses,  or  contaminations,  or  indirectly 
through  the  depressed  nervous  vitality  inci- 
dent thereto,  disturbs,  distorts,  deranges, 
distresses,  depresses,  agitates  or  excites  the 
reproductive  organs  of  both  male  and  fe- 
male, and  the  consequences  are  'beyond  our 
power  to  relate  or  even  imagine.  Xo  one 
has  a  better  opportunity  to  know  these 
things  than  the  doctor.  It  is  the  doctor 
who  should  help  spread  the  mantle  of  char- 
ity over  the  wrong  doing  of  many  in  this 
direction.  A  bad  birth  and  environment, 
as  well  as  bad  living,  are  a  part  of  the  cause. 
In  this  as  in  some  other  things,  there  seems 
to  us  to  enter  that  question  of  predestina- 
tion, or  where  does  personal  responsibility 
begin  and  end.  But  it  is  to  these  people 
that  staphysagria  is  a  boom  and  a  blessing. 
It  acts  alike  upon  male  and  female.  It  in- 
fluences the  nervous  system,  and  the  blad- 
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der  and  the  kidneys.      It  lessens  irritation 
and  strengthens  function.     In  men  it  is  an 
excellent   remedy   tor  prostatorrhea,  and 
many  times  in  nocturnal  seminal  emissions, 
h  cures  by  relieving  irritation  and  lessen- 
ing the  inflammation.     It  frequently  over- 
comes speedily  a  urethritis,  simple  or  gonor- 
rheal, and  checks  the  discharge,  whether  it 
be  mucous  or  mucopurulent.     It  strength- 
ens the  vesiculae  seminales  and  the  testes. 
We  have  frequently  wondered  whether  the 
persistent  use  of  staphysagria   might  not 
eventually  overcome  almost  all  real  en- 
largements of  the  prostate.       You  know 
that  we  do  not   adopt   the   idea   that  the 
prostate  is  really  enlarged  as  often  as  it  is 
said  to  be.     With  this,  like  in  some  other 
things,  the  profession  has  made  it  an  easy 
matter  to  satisfy  the  laity  and  the  patient 
by  saving  that  there  is  prostatic  enlarge- 
ment.     It  is  innocently  taken  as  a  valid 
excuse  for  what  we  do  not  know — that  is 
how  to  reduce  an  enlarged  prostate.  Satisfy 
yourself  first  that  staphysagria  will  not  do 
it.     The  prominence  and  seeming  enlarge- 
ment of  the  prostate  in  many  cases  is,  in  our 
opinion,  not  an  enlargement,  .but  is  due  to 
the   relaxation  of  the  tissues   round  and 
about  it.     The  base  of  the  bladder,  'because 
of  feebleness,  due  to  age  or  disease,  drops 
down  upon  a  plane  lower  than  the  usual 
one ;  its  muscular  fibres  are  pale  and  weak, 
and  relaxed.     The  same  causes  create  ab- 
sorption of  the  fat,  etc.,  in  the  areolar  tissue 
around  the  bladder  and  the  prostate,  and 
at  the  same  time  the  never  relaxing  triangu- 
lar ligament  retains  and  suspends  the  mem- 
braneous portion  of  the  urethra,  as  well  as 
the  prostatic  portion  which  is  just  behind  it, 
at  its  usual  height.      It  is  this  suspension 
from  which  it  cannot  escape  that  gives  such 
prominence  to  the  prostate.     In  'our  opin- 
ion  staphysagria  will  help  the  truly  en- 
larged prostate,  while  the  sabal  serrulata  or 
saw  palmetto  in  large  enough  doses,  given 
for  a  sufficient  length  'of  time,  will  add  tone 
to  the  intrinsic  muscle  fibres  of  the  bladder 
sufficient  to  cause  them  to  lift  up  the  base 
of  the  bladder  Eo  its  wonted  position,  there- 
by   overcoming    the    previous  prostatic 


piominence.  To  this  action  saw  palmetto 
owes  its  reputation,  we  believe. — Dr.  W.  E. 
Bloyer,  in  Medical  Gleaner.

THE  BOSTON  DISTRICT  ECLECTIC 
MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 

Boston,  May  21,  1901. 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  above  society 
was  held  this  evening  at  "The  Thorndike." 
After  partaking  of  the  usual  dinner  and  act- 
ing upon  the  routine  business  the  president, 
Dr.  Lydia  Ross,  called  upcn  the  speaker  of 
the  evening,  Dr.  Pitts  Edwin  Howes,  who 
announced  as  his  subject,  "Macroty's  Race- 
mosa,"  and  spoke  as  follows : 

Macrotys  racemosa  is  among  one  of  the 
oldest  remedies  of  the  Eclectic  practice,  and 
will  repay  all  time  spent  upon  studying  its 
curative  action  in  the  alleviation  of  disease. 

Its  range  of  action  is  extensive ;  those 
who  are  most  familiar  with  its  use  are  most 
enthusiastic  in  its  praise. 

It  is  essentially  a  cerebro-spinal  reme- 
dy, acting  directly  upon  the  brain  and  spin- 
al cord.  In  all  probability  the  effect  pro- 
duced by  this  remedy  upon  the  muscular 
system  is  not  direct,  but  is  due  to  a  reflex 
action  upon  the  brain.  It  may  be  classed  as 
a  depressing  irritant  in  large  doses.  Indi- 
rectly, the  vegetative  system  receives  some 
benefit  from  its  administration.  It  is  a  po- 
tent remedy  in  all  diseases  of  the  mental 
system  where  melancholy  is  prominent 
among  the  symptoms,  especially  when  ac- 
companied by  sleeplessness.  This  latter 
symptom  is  one  of  the  key  notes  to  its  use 
in  nervous  affections,  and  should  always  be 
remembered.  For  the  removal  of  such  con- 
ditions it  should  ibe  prescribed  in  small 
doses.  Excessive  doses  will  produce  a  very 
strong  effect  upon  the  nerves  of  sensation 
and  develop  all  the  symptoms  of  neural- 
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gic  rheumatism.  The  pains  are  aching, 
pressing,  remitting ;. are  attended  with  great 
restlessness  and  a  weak,  exhaustive  feeling. 

It  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  reme- 
dies in  all  diseases  of  the  cerebro-spinal 
system;  particularly  when  the  moter  side 
is  excited,  and  vet,  on  the  whole,  there  pre- 
vails an  atony  in  the  muscular  and  ner- 
vous systems.  This  gives  us  a  clew  to  its 
wonderful  efficacy  in  some  forms  of  chorea. 
Macrotys  is  indicated  when  this  disease  is 
produced  by  irritation  of  the  spinal  cord, 
uterine  disease,  or  purely  psychial  cause. 

The  movements  abate  or  are  absent  during 
sleep.  They  are  increased  by  the  emotions, 
af  the  menstrual  period,  or  as  a  result  of 
suppressed  menstruation.  They  are  often 
attended  by  depression  of  spirits  and  wake- 
fulness. 

Macrotys  occupies  a  large  place  in  the 
treatment  of  muscular  affections.  It  seems 
to  act,  by  preference,  upon  the  belly  of  the 
muscle ;  and  it  is  especially  indicated  ^-hen 
the  trouble  has  appeared  suddenly.  The 
form  of  rheumatic  fever,  for  which  it  is  de- 
cidedly curative,  is  characterized  by  three 
prominent  symptoms  :  suddenness,  severity 
of  its  manifestation,  and  its  location  in  the 
large  muscles. 

In  cases  of  chronic  rheumatism,  when  the 
pain  is  situated  in  the  large  muscles,  and 
the  history  of  the  disease  elicits  the  fact 
that  the  first  commencement  of  the  disease 
was  markedly  quick  and  severe,  macrotys 
should  be  given  with  great  confidence  in 
its  curative  power. 

Night  sweats  that  are  due  to  the  degen- 
eration of  the  nervous  supply  of  the  cuti- 
cle, will  be  arrested  by  the  administration 
•  of  this  remedv. 

There  are  conditions  of  the  abdominal 
•structures  in  which  macrotys  will  be  used 
with  advantage;  viz:  rheumatism  of  the 
muscular  tissues,  and  the  neuralgic  pain, 
frequently  taken  for  peritonitis,  which  of- 
ten occurs  after  confinement.  Macrotvs 
finds,  perhaps,  its  most  important  place  in 
many  of  the  diseases  of  women. 

hi  amenorrhoea  in  young  girls  from  de- 
ficient nervous  energy  in  the  ovaries,  and 


when  the  abnormal  nervous  influence  is 
directed  to  other  organs,  giving  rise  to 
chorea,  hysteria,  nervous  headaches,  etc., 
the  macrotys  will  restore  the  functions  of 
the  reproductive  organs  to  a  normal  state. 
Should  there  be  at  the  same  time,  with  the 
above  conditions,  a  chlorotic  condition, 
helonias  should  be  administered  in  con- 
junction. 

In  retarded  menstruation  when,  instead 
of  the  ordinary  flow,  there  appears  a  dull, 
heavy  headache,  melancholy,  palpitation  of 
the  heart,  and  other  reflex  symptoms,  this 
agent  will  produce  a  normal  tone  of  the  sys- 
tem and  cause  a  regular  return  of  the 
menses. 

In  suppression  of  the  menses  from  a  cold 
mental  emotions,  or  febrile  conditions  with 
rheumatic  pains  in  the  limbs,  or  intense 
headache  and  uterine  cramps,  this  remedy 
will  be  curative. 

Many  cases  of  dysmenorrhoea  are  also 
relieved  by  this  remedy  when  they  are  ac- 
companied by  the  rheumatic  or  neuralgic 
symptoms  a'bove  noticed. 

As  a  parturifacient  it  was  in  general  use 
among  the  Indians  at  the  early  settlement 
of  this  country.  Many  wrriters  have  testi- 
fied to  its  efficacy  in  facilitating  parturi- 
tion. It  has  been  stated  that  macrctys  ex- 
erts a  specific  influence  on  the  uterine  con- 
tractions, lasting  longer  than  ergot,  and 
followed  by  less  torpor  and  greater  sus- 
ceptibility and  capacity  for  action  in  the 
uterus,  than  before  its  employment.  Its 
operation,  also,  is  not  attended  by  that  de- 
leterious and  stupefying  influence  in  the 
fetus  which  often  results  from  the  adminis  • 
tration  of  ergot. 

After  delivery  it  has  been  successfully 
used  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  firm  ut- 
erine contractions,  expelling  the  placenta, 
and  checking  post-partum  hemorrhage. 
After-pains  will  be  checked  by  its  admin- 
istration especially  when  the  patient  is 
inclined  to  be  despondent  and  wakeful. 

Ovarian  neuralgia  will  be  cured  by  ma- 
crotys when  the  ovarian  pains  are  reflect- 
ed, or  change  their  location  to  other  por- 
tions of  the  body,  as  the  leg  of  the  same 
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side,  the  region  under  the  breast  or  extend- 
ing up  the  side  to  the  shoulder. 

In  puerperal  mania,  when  melancholy 
and  sleeplessness  are  prominent  symptoms, 
macrotys  should  be  given  with  the  greatest 
confidence. 

In  the  promotion  of  easy  labors  this  rem- 
edy holds  a  large  place.  Given  for  a  few 
weeks  before  the  expected  confinement,  it 
will  influence  that  occurrence  in  a  marked 
degree ;  many  times  enabling  the  woman  to 
completely  do  without  the  aid  of  ether. 
Those  who  have  not  used  it  in  this  man- 
ner will  be  much  pleased  by  the  results 

Dr.  Allen  said  that  he  had  been  very 
much  interested  in  the  paper,  especially 
that  part  of  it  which  referred  to  the  use  of 
macrotys  in  neuralgic  troubles,  and  he 
would  like  to  inquire  of  the  speaker  the 
size  of  the  dose  which  he  had  used  to  pro- 
duce the  effects  stated.  f 

Dr.  Howes  stated  that  he  made  use  of 
the  small  doses,  using  from  a  half  drachm 
to  a  drachm  of  the  green  tincture  to  four 
ounces  of  water,  and  gave  this  in  teaspoon- 
ful  doses  every  hour. 

Dr.  Russell  asked  how  the  speaker  dif- 
ferentiated between  the  use  of  macrotys 
and  Pulsatilla  in  the  cases  of  melancholy. 
Dr.  Howes  replied  that  in  those  cases  of 
melancholy  which  were  associated  with 
rheumatism,  which  had  appeared  sudden- 
ly, and  was  associated  with  sleeplessness, 
he  used  the  macrotys,  in  other  cases  the 
Pulsatilla. 

Dr.  Lloyd  spoke  of  the  variety  of  prepar- 
ations of  the  drug  and  the  difference  of 
their  action  upon  the  human  body.  He 
thought  that  this  had  much  to  do  with  the 
different  results  obtained  by  various  pre- 
scribes. 

Dr.  Miles  had  use^.  the  drug  for  many 
years  in  his  practice,  and  could  endorse 
many  of  the  things  said  by  the  speaker. 
He  thought  that  it  was  especially  useful 
in  the  rheumatism  which  attacked  the  belly 
of  the  large  muscles,  and  when  there  was 
not  much  inflammation.  He  had  used  it 
with  good  resmts  in  many  of  the  diseases 
of  women  when  h e  especially  desired  a 
tonic  effect  upon  the  uterus.    He  had  at- 


tended nearly  2000  cases  of  midwifery  and 
-had  found  that  the  administration  of  ma- 
crotys for  a  few  weeks  before  the  expected 
labor  had  had  a  marked  effect  for  good 
upon  that  occurrence. 

Dr.  Perrins  stated  that  he  had  received 
better  results  from  the  use  of  macrotys 
when  administered  for  rheumatism  below 
the  waist  line;  when  it  occurred  above  he 
used  the  bryonia. 

Dr.  Russell  reported  the  following  case- 

He  was  called  one  evening  to  attend  a 
young  lady  of  21  years.  She  was  experienc- 
ing severe  pains  upon  the  side  of  the  head,, 
with  a  temperature  of  103  deg.  He  thought 
it  a  case  of  LaGrippe  with  ear  complica- 
tion. The  next  morning  he  looked  the  case 
over  more  carefully.  He  found  a  very 
anemic  girl  with  a  peculiar  lemon  tint  of 
the  skin,  and  a  history  of  a  discharge  for 
some  time  from  the  ear.  There,  was  some 
swelling  of  the  neck,  but  the  mastoid  was 
not  tender.  There  was  1:0  swelling  of  the 
external  membrane  'but  it  exhibited  a  pe- 
culiar dark  color.  The  pupils  of  the  eye 
were  dilated  and  the  patient  was  very  list- 
less. She  continued  about  the  same  for  a. 
week  with  the  temperature  gradually  low- 
ering until  it  reached  99  deg.  Next  day  it 
ran  up  to  105  2-5,  and  the  next  day  there- 
was  vomiting ;  quieted  stomach,  but  the 
day  following  patient  was  as  bad  as  ever. 
The  discharge  had  continued  all  the  time 
from  the  ear.  Called  counsel,  who  located 
liver  and  splenic  trouble  and  found  a  de- 
cided mitral  murmer  of  the  heart. 

In  spite  of  all  treatment  she  remained' 
pale  and  listless,  most  of  the  time  being 
delirious  and  the  temperature  remained: 
high  until  a  day  or  two  before  her  death,, 
when  it  dropped  to  normal.  She  had  al- 
ways been  delicate  from  a  child.  An  oper- 
ation was  suggested,  but  it  is  doubtful  if" 
it  would  have  done  any  good  at  this  time. 
It  was  evidently  a  case  of  chronic  middle 
ear  disease,  which  had  resulted  in  septic- 
meningitis,  that  caused  lier  death.

ECLECTIC  MEDICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF 
NEW  YORK. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting,  and  the 
final  of  the  session  of  1900  and  1901  of  the 
society  was  held  in  the  assembly  rooms  at 
239  East  14th  St. ,011  Thursday  evening, May 
239  14th  street,  on  Thursday  evening,  May 
16th,  Dr.  F.  L.  Morhard,  vice-president,  in 
the  chair,  and  Dr.  H.  J.  Doll,  recording. 

Dr.  Wm.  J.  Krausi  read  a  very  instruc- 
tive paper  on  Rhus  Toxicodendron." 

The  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Bosko- 
witz,  Birhenhauer  and  Thompson. 

Dr.  Boskowitz  in  his  discussion  dwelt  on 
the  therapeutic  value  of  Rhus  Tox.  as  a 
sedative  in  the  restlessness  of  infants, 
whether  caused  by  dentition  or  cholera  in- 
fantum. The  value  of  the  remedy  in  such 
cases  consisted  not  only  in  its  soothing  ac- 
tion, but  also,  and  this  principally  in  the 
fact  that  no  deleterious  after  effects  were 
produced. 

Dr.  Thompson  stated  that  "Rhus"  was  the 
indicated  remedy  when  the  patient  suffered 
from  cold  hands  and  feet,  due  to  poor 
capillary  circulaton.  He  achieved  excel- 
lent results  with  "Rhus"  when  administered 
to  young  girls  suffering  from  acute  chlo- 
rosis. Anaemia  also  has  very  often  yield- 
ed to  "Rhus." 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  Dr. 
Krausi. 
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Dr.  Geo.  W.  Boskowitz  followed  report- 
ing a  very  serious  case  in  which  the 
patient  suffered  from  gall-stones. 

The  patient  had  been  treated  by  a  num- 
ber of  physicians,  some  of  them  having 
used  olive  oil  by  'mouth,  and  others  oil  per 
rectum  in  high  enemata ;  chloroform  and 
sodium  Phos.  All  these  treatments  availed 
nothing,  and  as  a  last  resort  an  operation 
was  decided  on.  The  patient,  however, 
was  not  inclined  to  undergo  an  operation, 
and  at  this  junction  fell  into  the  doctor's 
hands.  The  patient  was  put  on  the  fol- 
lowing internal  medication,  which  after  two 
days  continuation  relieved  the  patient  so 
much  that  he  left  his  bed,  all  pain  having 
disappeared :

M.  Sig.  5  every  two  hours. 
After  the  above  mixture  had  been  given 
until  nausea  appeared  the  dose  was  given 
every  three  hours  for  a  time.  On  exami- 
nation numerous  calculi  were  found  in  the 
feces. 

Dr.  Gaedeke,  the  next  speaker,  explained 
the  action  of  his  uterine  key  (clavis  uteri). 
He  states :  "An  electric  current  is  produced 
when  the  key  is  in  situ,  which  is  caused  by 
neither  chemical  nor  thermic  action."  The 
key  acts  as  an  accumulator  and  conductor 
of  the  latent  electricity  in  the  cells  of  the 
uterine  endometrium/'  The  following  ex- 
periment was  performed  by  the  doctor : 
The  "key"  wrapped  in  blue  litmus  paper 
was  inserted  in  a  test-tube  filled  with  cro- 
ton  water.  After  the  lapse  of  half  an  hour 
the  litmus  paper  was  examined  and  found 
to  be  red  at  the  4-  pole  and  deeper  blue  at 
—  pole. 

About  twenty-five  members  responded 
to  the  roll.

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CLINICAL  EXPERIENCE  WITH 
ADRENALIN. 

By  Emu-  Mayek,  M.  1>. 

[Surgeon.  New*  York  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  Throat 
Department;  Fellow  American  Laryngological  Associa- 
tion; and  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Medicine,  New 
York.  Abstract  from  original  paper,  in  the  Philadel- 
.phia  Medical  Journal,  April  27,  1901. 

The  aqueous  extract  of  suprarenal  gland 
is  perhaps  the  best  culture  medium  known. 
Its  instability,  the  involved  method  of  pre- 
_paraton,  its  unsightliness,  and  the  inexac- 
titude of  its  various  strengths  tend  -to  make 
us  welcome  a  preparation  that  is  exact, 
stable  and  above  aii.  clean.  Dr.  Jokichi 
Takamine  undertook  the  task  of  isolating 
the  active  principle  of  the  suprarenal  gland. 
He  obtained  a  substance  in  stable  and  pure 
.crystalline  form,  which  raises  the  blood 
pressure,  and  which  he  named  "Adrena- 
lin." 

The  author  has  used  solutions  of  Adre- 
nalin Chloride,  1  to  1,000,  1  to  5,00.  and 
1  to  10,000;  his  cases  were  all  rhinologi- 
cal.  Blanching  of  tissues  followed  the 
application  of  the  strongest  of  these  solu- 
tions in  a  few  seconds,  and  was  very 
.thorough.  In  no  instance  was  there  any 
constitutional  disturbance.  He  has  em- 
ployed no  suprarenal  extract  since,  for  any 
purpose  whatever. 

The  effect  of  the  solutions  was  not  al- 
tered by  their  change  to  a  pink  color ;  they 
were  used  for  six  weeks.  Subsequently  a 
small  amount  of  chloretone  was  added  to 
■the  fresh  solutions  and  now  there  is  but 
slight  change  of  color  and  no  floccules  ap- 
pear. 

Thirty-five  cases  are  reported  in  tabulated 
form,  showing  that  the  usual  effect  of  the 
akueous  -extract  of  the  suprarenal  gland 
was  obtained.  A  few  operative  cases  bled 
Freely,  but  in  every  instance  'the  hemor- 
rhage was  promptly  checked  by  a  second 
application  of  Adrenalin.  The  Adrenalin 
was  used  not  only  as  a  hemostatic,  but  for 
the  relief  of  nasal  congestion,  as  a  diagnos- 
tic aid,  and  for  the  continuous  treatment  of 
acute  inflammatory  affections  of  the  acces- 
sory sinuses. 

The  author  arrives  at  the  following  con- 
clusions : 


1.  Adrenalin  Solutions  supply  every 
indication  for  which  the  aqueous  extract 
has  been  used. 

2.  They  are  sterile. 

3.  They  keep  indefinitely. 

4.  Solutions,  1  :i,ooo  are  strong  enough 
for  operative  work  ;  and  1  :5,ooo  and  1  :io,- 

000  for  local  medication. 

5.  They  may  be  used  with  safety. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting-  to 
note  that  E.  Fletcher  Ingals,  M.  D.,  of 
Chicago,  also  has  had  a  very  satisfactory 
experience  with  Adrenalin.  In  a  paper 
entitled  "Notes  on  Adrenalin  ana  Adrenalin 
Chloride,"*  he  reports  that  he  experiment- 
ed with  solutions,  varying  from  1  to  1,000 
to  1  to  10,000,  of  the  Chloride  of  Adre- 
nalin in  distilled  water  or  normal  salt  solu- 
tion, and  kept  careful  records  until  satis- 
fied of  its  activity.  In  nine  cases  a  very 
small  quantity  of  a  spray,  of  one  part  of 
Chloride  of  Adernalin  to  10.000  parts  of 
water,  was  applied  to  the  nasal  cavities, 
with  the  effect  of  blanching  the  mucous 
membrane  quickly,  and  in  most  cases  caus- 
ing contraction  of  the  swollen  tissues  simi- 
lar to  that  caused  by  cocaine.  The  first 
solution  used  was  made  with  distilled  water 
and  caused  smarting ;  normal  salt  solution 
was  then  used  as  the  solvent  with  perfect 
satisfaction.  The  smarting  may  have 
been  due  to  the  presence  of  a  small  quan- 
tity of  formalin  in  which  the  atomizer  had 
*been  washed  just  before  use. 

Experiments  were  also  made  with  in- 
sufflations of  a  dry  powder  consisting  of  1.5 
per  cent.  (75  parts)  each  of  biborate  of 
sodium  and  bicarbonate  of  sodium  ;  3  per 
cent.  (150  parts)  light  carbonate  of  mag- 
nesium ;  one  part  of  Adrenalin,  to  5,000 
parts  sugar  of  milk.  This  powder  cleared 
the  nasal  cavities  when  obstructed  by  swell- 
ing of  the  turbinated  bodies,  and  dimin- 
ished the  secretions  decidedly.  A  case  of 
daily  epistaxis  was  relieved  by  sprays  of  a 

1  to  10.000  solution.  Another  of  con- 
junctival congestion  from  overwork  was 
entirely  relieved  by  the  instillation  of  a 
similar  solution.  The  author  has  had 
qeually  satisfactory  results  in  cases  of  con- 
junctivitis; laryngitis,  acute  and  chronic; 
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acute  laryngitis  with  edema  glottidis ;  acute 
coryza;  chronic  laryngo- tracheitis  with 
acute  exacerbation ;  and  in  preparation  for 
operations  upon  the  nose. 

In  conclusion,  the  following  results  are 
presented :  This  remedy  will  be  of  great 
value  in  the  treatment  of  acute  inflamma- 
tory affections  of  the  nasal  cavities,  either 
in  sprays  of  1  to  5,000,  or  in  powders  of  1 
to  5,000  or  1  to  2,500,  sugar  of  milk.  In 
acute  coryza  and  in  hay  fever,  in  epistaxis 
from  various  causes,  in  acute  inflammation 
of  the  fauces,  solutions  of  1  to  1,000  will 
have  good  effects.  In  acute  or  subacute 
laryngitis,  solutions  of  1  to  1,000,  applied 
with  moderate  force,  will  give  very  great 
relief ;  it  appears  probable  that  vocalists 
may  obtain  sufficient  relief  from  congested 
cords,  for  at  least  two  or  three  hours,  to 
obtain  normal  efficiency  in  the  use  of  the 
voice. 

In  a  paper  read  before  the  Chicago 
Laryngological  and  Climatological  Asso- 
ciation, W.  E.  Cassel'berry,  M.  D.,  called 
attention  to  the  fact  that  Adrenalin  Chloride 
Solution  is  clear,  colorless,  odorless,  ster- 
ile, and  stable,  if  protected  from  heat,  light 
and  oxidation;  it  is  non-irritating  to 
mucous  membranes.  When  applied  local- 
ly it  exerts  identically  the  same  vasocon- 
strictor influence  as  the  aqueous  adrenal 
extract.  Sprayed  into  the  nostrils  in  the 
strength  of  1  to  10,000  it  produces  a  visi- 
ble change  from  turgidity  to  compactness 
of  the  turbinated  tissues,  and  a  decided 
pallor  of  the  mucous  surfaces.  In  the 
strength  of  1  to  t.ooo,  or  even  1  to  5,000,  it 
has  the  power  to  limit  hemorrhage  during 
operations  and  is  an  aid  in  the  treatment  of 
epistaxis.  It  may  be  substituted  for  co- 
caine in  all  cases  in  which  an  ischemic  effect 
is  desired,  e.  g.,  to  facilitate  inspection  of  the 
deeper  recesses  of  .the  nasal  cavities  and  to 
make  them  more  accessible.  Adrenalin 
has  little  or  no  cerebral  stimulant  effect,  ex- 
citing no  desire  for  more  of  the  drug,  hence 
there  is  little  risk  of  habit-formation. 

The  author  expresses  the  opinion  that 
Adrenalin  should  afford  relief  in  asthma 
associated  with  bronchitis  and  vaso-motor 
paralysis,  although  he  would  expect  little 


benefit  from  its  use  in  asthma  characterized 
by  bronchial  spasm.  It  may  be  formed 
into  an  ointment  with  vaseline,  or  mixed 
with  stearate  of  zinc,  powdered  starch,  or 
sugar  of  milk  to  make  powders  for  nasal 
or  laryngeal  insufflation.  The  biblio- 
graphy is  very  comprehensive,  covering  the 
literature  of  the  subject  down  to  the  present 
date.

Dr.  Gaspare  Fioro  in  the  Riforma  Medica 
for  August,  1900,  recommends  the  use  ot 
gold  thread  sutures  in  the  radical  operation 
for  Inguinal  Hernia. 

In  the  Post  Graduate  December  7,  1900,. 
Dr.  H.  Richardson  reports  quite  an  exten- 
sive experience  with  sodium  glycocholate 
in  the  treatment  of  gall  stones  with  very- 
good  success.  R.  A.  T. 

Dr.  Palk,  in  the  Medical  Xews,  claims 
that  Thyroid  extract  in  the  treatment  of. 
Uterine  Fi'broids  is  superior  to  ergot,  elec- 
tricity or  curettement.  If  thyroidism 
supervenes,  arsenic  will  relieve. — Journal  of 
Medicine  and  Science. 

Dr.  Marx  in  the  Medical  Record  an- 
nounces thirty  cases  of  labor  in  which  he 
made  use  of  Medullary  Narcosis  by  means 
of  cocaine  with  good  results.  Xo  bad: 
effects,  present  or  remote.  Labor  pro- 
ceeded normally  but  without  the  usual  pain 
to  the  woman. — Journal  of  Medicine  and 
Science. 

Dr.  Wm.  J.  Robinson  in  Merck's  Ar- 
chives outlines  a  treatment  for  Pulmonary 
Hemorrhage.  Gives  morphine  1-4  grain 
and  atrophine  1-120  grain  hypodermatical- 
ly,  and  internally  aromatic  sulphuric  acfd 
and  sodium  chloride.  Heat  to  feet  and 
•occasionally  ice  bag  to  chest  in  threatened- 
collapse  recommends  as  stimulants  cam- 
phor and  nitro  glycerin.      As  an  extreme 
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measure  cording  extremities,  as  a  prophy- 
lactic gelatine,  ridicules  the  use  of  ergot  and 
believes  hydrastis  may  be  of  some  benefit. 

A  writer  in  the  Mass.  Med.  Journal  claims 
that  Patas  lod.  in  very  small  doses  is  al- 
most a  specific  in  frontal  headache.  Indi- 
cations: A  heavy  dull  frontal  headache  ac- 
companied by  languor,  chilliness,  general 
discomfort,  distaste  for  food,  sometimes 
nausea.  Two  grains  in  1-2  glass  water 
sip  in  about  ten  minutes. 

Dr.  Wm.  Murrill  of  London  in  the  Medi- 
cal Brief  reports  upon  the  treatment  of  ex- 
ophthalmic goitre  with  increasing  doses  of 
arsenic  and  the  local  use  of  electricity.  The 
result  of  the  doctor's  observations  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  the  arsenic  had  little 
or  no  influence  upon  the  progress  of  the 
disease  but  that  the  electricity  possessed  a 
decidedly  curative  influence.

GEL'SBMIUM    IN  POST-DIPHTHE- 
RETIC  PARALYSIS. 

By  D.  X.  Bulson,  M.  D. 

In  July,  1900,  the  wife  of  the  Rev.  W — 
of  N.  Y.  City  brought  her  daughter  to  my 
office  for  treatment. 

She  gave  the  following  history :  Age, 
eighteen  years.  Always  been  as  well  as 
children  usually  are  until  the  previous  Jan- 
uary, when  she  had  a  severe  attack  of 
diphtheria  from  which  recovery  had  been 
slow.  When  she  began  to  see  signs  of  im- 
provement in  some  respects  she  noticed  a 
weakness  of  the  lower  extremities  which 
gradually  increased  until,  at  the  time  she 
was  brought  to  my  office,  in  a  coach,  she 
had  to  be  assisted  up  the  steps.  At  times 
she  could  walk  across  the  room  without 
much  effort  and  at  the  next  attempt,  per- 
haps, her  knees  would  give  way  without 
warning  and  she  would  fall  to  the  floor  if 
not  caught.  Was  particularly  troubled  in 
attempting  to  go  up  or  down  stairs. 

She  was  looking  well  and  said  her  health 
was  in  its  normal  condition.  She  had  been 
treated  by  several  allopathic  physicians  of 
New  York  without  benefit.  The  last  one 
recommended  her  to  go  to  the  sea-shore 
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for  salt  water  bathing  which  she  had  tried 
without  avail. 

Diagnosis — Post-Diphtheretic  Paralysis. 

Treatment — One  half  ounce  of  Specific 
Tincture  of  Gelsemium  wMi  directions  to 
take  two  drops  in  water  every  three  hours. 
She  received  no  other  medicine.  I  heard 
nothing  more  from  her  until  about  six 
months  after  when  I  met  her  father  and  in- 
quired after  his  daughter.  He  was  earnest 
in  his  thanks  and  said  the  drops  had 
worked  like  magic  and  by  the  time  the  little 
bottle  was  empty  his  daughter  could  walk 
as  well  as  ever. 

That  she  remains  well  I  am  quite  sure  as 
a  few  days  ago  I  received  an  invitation  to 
attend  her  wedding.

PERFORATION  OF  THE  SIGMOID. 

By  J.  B.  de  Beer,  M.  D. 

About  ten  years  ago  Mrs.  D.  consulted 
me  for  Diarrhoea,  with  the  following  his- 
tory : 

Since  puberty  she  had  always  had  irreg- 
ular evacuations  and  frequently  was  pre- 
vented from  going  in  society,  owing  to  sud- 
den attacks. 

Her  appetite  was  always  small  but  diges- 
tion fairly  good.    She  has  no  children. 

Her  family  history  is  good,  both  parents 
and  other  ancestors  having  attained  the  al- 
loted  age  without  disease  of  any  conse- 
quence. 

On  the  father's  side  Hemorrhoids  and 
Ichthyosis  can  be  traced  and  these  condi- 
tions she  has  inherited. 

Fifteen  years  previous  to  consulting  me, 
she  was  operated  on  for  complicated  Rec- 
tal and  Rectovaginal  fistula  and  Ulcera- 
tion, but  has  for  some  years  afterwards  en- 
joyed a  fairly  norma1!  health. 

Since  her  Menopause  the  joint  structure 
of  the  tarsal  joints  are  diseased,  no  pain  has 
been  experienced,  only  aches,  but  the  joints 
are  anehylosed  (crooked)  no  doubt  through 
deposit  of  urates. 

Diarrhoea  is  a  designation  given  to  dis- 
turbances of  the  Alimentary  canal  and  to 


certain  pathological  conditions  of  the  in- 
testines, which  are  supposed  to  induce  it. 

It  can  therefore  not  be  considered  a  sim- 
ple disease,  it  being  either  a  symptom  of 
many  derangements  of  health,  the  result  of 
many  causes  of  widely  different  nature. 
The  extensive  Mucous  Surfaces  of  the  Ca- 
nal, the  functions  of  the  organs,  which 
compose  it,  the  influences  on  which  they 
depend  and  by  which  they  can  be  deranged, 
create  various  elements,  which  may  con- 
tribute to  the  disturbance,  making  it  fre- 
quently most  difficult  to  diagnose  and  to 
check  the  discharge. 

Having  made  an  examination  I  found 
the  sphincter  in  normal  condition  so  far  as 
nervous  impulse  is  considered,  but  an  erup- 
tion of  herpes  around  t>he  Anus,  and  a  dry, 
scaly  condition,  also  signs  of  late  fissures 
and  traces  of  the  same  dry  condition  and 
irritation  above  the  Coceoyx,  and  extensive 
scaly  and  hypertrophic  malformations  on 
other  parts  of  the  body. 

By  digital  examination  of  the  rectum  I 
could  ascertain  nothing  and  advised  partial 
Anaesthesia  to  facilitate  die  use  of  the 
Speculum ;  which  revealed  ulceration. 
This  condition  I  anticipated,  but  frequent 
bleeding  induced  me  to  believe  that  a  Vil- 
lous tumor  might  exist,  which  was  not 
found. 

A  purulent  discharge  from  the  Anus, 
motions  loose  and  mixed,  of  a  slimy  fluid 
mixed  with  blood ;  soreness  in  defaecation 
and  some  times  tenesmus  with  slight  hem- 
orrhage made  me  diagnose  an  abscess  and 
I  informed  the  patient  that  'her  condition 
was  undoubtedly  the  result  of  the  ulcera- 
tion and  spontaneous  perforation  of  some 
growth  which  no  remedy  would  be  able  to 
cure.  Only  palliative  treatment  had  been 
resorted  to  until  last  October  when  she 
again  consulted  me. 

She  had  the  pallor  of  defective  nutrition, 
Anaemia  and  defective  Aeration. 

Her  face  was  swollen,  also  her  hands  and 
feet,  and  her  lower  eye  lids  occasionally. 
She  complained  of  obscure  pains,  in  the 
abdomen,  rectum,  legs,  groins  and  loins. 
She  passed  hardly  any  urine.    After  pro- 
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longed  diarrhoea  she  would  have  stools 
composed  of  Scybalous  Masses  as  if  she 
had  had  no  motions  for  days.  On  palpa- 
tion of  the  left  groin  I  found  a  hard  mass 
about  four  inches  in  length  and  about  two 
to  three  inches  wide,  which  I  diagnosed  as 
stricture.  Considering  my  former  diagno- 
sis this  would  be  a  natural  result— and  1 
advised  operation. 

Not  desiring  the  responsibility,  1  ad- 
vised consultation  with^a  specialist,  which 
was  assented  to,  and  Dr.  Kelsey  of  New 
York  was  selected  who  confirmed  my  diag- 
nosis, advising  prompt  attention. 

The  following  week  she  was  operated  on  ; 
the  details  are  interesting. 

The  Sphincter  having  been  dilated,  a 
hard  mass  was  found  above  the  rectal 
pouch,  accounting  for  the  obscure  pains 
complained  of. 

The  diarrhea,  therefore,  was  caused  by 
both  impaction,  and  as  was  clearly  demon- 
strated ulceration,  and  as  ulcers  'are  gener- 
ally associated  with  stricture,  its  existence- 
was  not  doubted. 

We  find  here  also  the  lesson,  that  a  diarr- 
hea is  sometimes  the  result  of  an  overfilled 
and  obstructed  rectum. 

Coldness  and  swelling  of  the  feet  from 
pressure  on  pelvic  and  abdominal  veins 
and  shooting  pains  in  the  legs,  groins  and 
loins,  from  pressure  on  sacral  nerves  could 
be  accounted  for  and  was  intensified  by  fur- 
ther discovery. 

An  incision  was  made  two  and  one  half 
inches  long,  two  inches  from  the  anterior 
superior  spine  and  across  an  imaginary 
line  from  the  ant.  sup.  spine  to  the  umbil- 
icus ;  the  peritoneum  opened  in  the  usual 
manner,  the  sigmoid  flexure  found  to  se- 
cure the  stricture  and  to  find  out  what  was 
the  best  to  do  to  relieve  the  obstruction. 
.  Three  different  methods  were  at  our  lis- 
posal : 

Intestinal  resection  and  anastomosis. 

Formation  of  artificial  anus  by  Lumbar 
Colostomy. 

Formation  of  artificial  anus  or  Inguin- 
al Colostomy. 

The   surprise   was   great   when   it  was 


found  that  instead  of  a  stricture  there  was  a 
growth  around  the  sigmoid  making  it  more 
than  triple  its  size,  its  color  dusky  pur- 
plis'h,  its  feeling  hard,  and  surrounded  by 
small  elongations  resembling  glandular 
and  fibrous  polypus  of  small  size,  suggest- 
ing tuberculosis.  On  opening  several  of 
these  elongations  it  was  however  found 
that  instead  of  the  creamy  characteristic 
contents  of  these  growths,  in  tuberculosis, 
a  mass  of  feces  was  found  and  the  conclu- 
sion was  arrived  at,  that  perforation  of  the 
sigmoid  had  taken  place  in  the  remote  past,, 
the  feces  deposited  between  the  mesentery 
had  been  enveloped  by  nature  with  a  pro- 
tective covering,  and  itihat  this  growth  was. 
either  the  result  of  extensive  ulceration  or 
an  abcess. 

The  patient  was  not  in  a  condition  for 
compiete  resection,  the  ulceration  did  not 
admit  back  to  back  suture,  and  it  was  sug- 
gested to  return  it  and  close  the  incision, 
■leaving  this  growth  to  itself,  trusting  that 
the  removal  of  the  partial  impaction  might 
improve  the  patient. 

I  decided  however  for  inguinal  colos- 
tomy, thus  giving  the  ulcers  a  chance  to 
lieal,  so  as  to  be  able  to  remove  the  growth 
later  on,  or  close  the  false  anus  if  advisa- 
ble. 

This  growth  pressing  constantly  on  the 
sigmoid,  contracting  dts  calibre,  may  have 
caused  the  impaction,  as  well  as  the  ulcer- 
ation, and  the  coldness  and  swelling  of  the 
feet  undoubtedly  had  been  caused  by  the 
pressure  on  the  pelvic  and  abdominal  veins 
at  this  point. 

Suffice  it  to  state  that  since  the  opera- 
tion the  patient  has  had  every  day  a  move- 
ment, at  first  very  loose ;  but  it  has  grad- 
ually improved,  and  now  she  has  a  healthy 
movement  every  other  day.  She  passes 
plenty  of  urine  of  normal  acidity  and  spe- 
cific gravity,  drinks  larger  quantities,  and 
enjoys  her  food ;  has  had  no  fainting 
spells,  is  improved  in  general  health,  and 
it  is  among  the  possibilities  that  during  the 
next  fall  she  will  again  be  operated  upon  to 
restore  the  normal  outlet. 

The  treatment  applied  for  the  ulceration 
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Is  an  ointment  of  20  per  cent,  ichthyol,  and 
a  wash  composed  of  hydrastis  and  stilph.  of 
zinc  in  gi  -to  Oi  aq.  of  which  Jss  is  used  to 
Oh  aq.  as  an  enema. 

During  the  first  weeks  I  found  nothing 
of  more  benefit  to  check  the  bowels  than 
Dovers  powder  in  2^/2  gr.  doses. 

The  remedies  employed  are : 

Hemaboloid  of  Strychnia  and  arsenic; 
Echinacea  and  Sodii  Bromid. ;  and  Sodii 
Phosphate. 

The  outcome  of  this  treatment  will  be  re- 
ported in  due  time.

HEAT. 
By  G.  W.  King.  M.  D.' 

If  heat  is  not  the  most  important  agent 
in  nature,  all  other  agents  and  things  would 
be  of  no  consequence  without  it.  Life, 
growth  and  change  would  be  displaced  by 
stagnation  and  nothingness  should  cold- 
ness obtain  supremacy.  All  other  thera- 
peutic agents  combined  (and  there  are  a 
great  many  of  worth)  'have  not  the  value  of 
fire  and  water. 

Fever  heat  is  often  misjudged  to  be  an 
enemy  instead  of  a  friend.  It  is  the  cause 
of  abnormal  heat  and  not  the  heat  of  a  pa- 
tient that  should  be  fought.  Thoroughly 
add  harmless  wet  to  the  fever  heat  and  its 
cause  will  be  dissolved  and  eliminated.  It 
is  far  better  for  a  patient  to  be  too  warm 
than  too  cold,  unless  he  is  prepared  for 
death  by  age  or  an  incurable  disease  that 
is  very  painful.  Then,  after  the  patient  can 
breathe  no  longer,  a  high  temperature,  to 
the  extent  of  cremation,  comes  in  as  the 
best  kind  of  treatment.  Under  the  highest 
sanitary  law  the  living  have  precious  rights 
which  those  having  the  care  of  the  dead 
should  respect. 

After  all  that  may  be  truthfully  said 
about  the  goodness  and  power  of  heat  h 
does  not  need  an  extra  representation 
founded  upon  folly  or  falsehood.  When 
men,  bearing  the  title  of  doctor  of  medi- 
cine, are  claiming  that  human  flesh  is  prof- 
itably enduring  400  or  500  degrees  of  heat. 


as  a  remedial  agent,  there  must  be  some- 
thing the  matter  with  them.  Can  it  be 
ignorance  or  dishonesty?  Sugar-coated 
words  seem  to  be  out  of  place  when  used  in 
reference  to  a  plain  absurdity  which  is  be- 
ing extensively  advertised  and  approved  by 
members  of  the  medical  profession. 

A  doctor,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  has  de- 
scribed and  endorsed  an  awkward  appara- 
atus  for  treating  rheumatism  and  gout  by 
the  use  of  200  to  400  degrees  of  heat,  and 
then  adds:  k*Of  course  such  a  high  temper- 
ature as  200  to  400  deg.  F.  can  be  borne 
only  when  the  air  is  dry.    In  order  to  ac- 
complish this  the  part  treated  must  be  well 
wrapped  in  some  good  absorbant  material, 
such  as  Turkish  toweling,  and  great  care 
must  be  exercised  that  this  is  evenly  and 
snugly  applied  or  one  is  likely  to  get  se- 
vere burns."    Bosh !    Who  does  not  know 
that  if  a  blacksmith  does  not  handle  hot 
irons  at  a  proper  distance  with  cold  tongs, 
even  when  surrounded  with  hot  air,  he  will 
get  burned  ?  Of  course  the  part  treated  with 
such  high  temperature  as  200  to  400  deg. 
P.  must  be  well  wrapped  so  that  400  deg. 
of  heat  can  not  get  to  said  part.    To  teach 
or  claim  that  a  patient  has  been  benefitted 
by  a  high  temperature  which  he  could  not 
endure  and  which  has  been  kept  away  from 
him  with  wrappers;  such  teaching  or  claim 
must  come  under  the  modern  so-called  pro- 
gressive science  that,  fortunate  for  past 
generations,  was  not  thought  of  when  the 
multiplication  table  was  made.    How  can 
men,  who  have  had  the  ability  to  graduate 
at  popular  medical  colleges,  where  moral 
character  is  a  required  qualification,  be  in- 
duced to  certify,  in  substance,  that  absurd- 
ity is  truth  and  nonsense  is  goodness? 

The  cheapest,  simplest  and  best  appar- 
atus, in  portable  form,  for  applying  remed- 
ial heat  is  called  Baird's  Steam  Fomenter. 
The  heat  can  be  applied  dry  or  wet,  locally 
or  generally,  with  the  patient  sitting  or 
lying.  It  can  also  be  used  as  an  inhaler. 
Including  a  bottle  of  alcohol,  all  the  parts 
can  be  put  into  a  small  portable  case.  In 
1899  it  was  being  manufactured  at  No.  170 
Madison  street,  Chicago,  111.   About  a  year 
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ago  a  vain  effort  was  made  to  get  into  cor- 
respondence with  its  manufacturers.  It  can 
be  claimed  to  be  sad,  bad,  etc.,  if  the  mak- 
ing of  Baird's  Steam  Fomenter  has  been 
discontinued.  If  it  can  not  be  obtained  it 
is  not  the  first  time  that  a  superior  thing 
lias  been  dropped  for  one  that  was  inferior. 
Good  simplicity  is  sometimes  forced  out  of 
place  by  bad  and  fascinating  complication. 
A  progression  w'hich  ignores  the  holding 
fast  to  that  which  has  been  proven  to  be 
good,  is  a  very  unprofitable  kind  of  ad- 
vancement.

THE    TREATMENT    OF  CHRONIC 
CATARRH    OF    THE  MIDDLE 
EAR. 

By  Alfred  W.  Herzog,  M.  D. 

The  diagnosis  of  this  disease  is  easy ; 
that  is  to  say,  it  is  not  very  hard  to  deter- 
mine when  a  patient  may  be  said  to  suffer 
from  Chronic  Catarrh  of  the  Middle  Ear. 

If  a  patient  comes  to  you  who  is  hard  of 
hearing  and  possibly  complains  of  noises 
in  the  head ;  you  examine  his  external  au- 
ditory canal  and  find  it  unobstructed  and  the 
drum  membrane  not  perforated  ;  if  you  find 
no  evidence  or  signs  of  suppurative  inflam- 
r.-ation  of  the  middle  ear  and  the  tuning 
fork  tells  you  that  the  nerve  is  either  not  at 
all  or  only  secondarily  affected ;  then  you 
can  safely  diagnose  a  catarrhal  affection  of 
the  middle  ear,  and  the  question,  whether 
it  is  of  the  chronic  type,  is  easily  determined 
by  asking  the  patient  the  duration  of  his 
trouble. 

The  case  is  marked  down  in  vour  case 
book  as  O.  M.  C.  C. 

The  fact,  however,  that  you  know  the 
latin  name  of  his  disease  is  hardly  likely  to 
prove  a  source  of  lasting  gratification  to 
your  patient,  if  he  has  already  been  perfect- 
ly familiar  with  the  same  ,  from  the  fact 
that  different  physicians  have  informed  him 
that  he  or  she  is  suffering  from  Otitis  Me- 
dia Chronica  Catarrhal,  and  that  nothing- 
or  very  little,  could  be  done  for  them. 

That  the  disease  might  if  a  course  of 


treatment  were  taken,  remain  stationary, 
but  that  it  would  most  likely  slowly  pro- 
gress, so  that  it  might  be  of  benefit  .to  the 
sufferer  to  at  once,  or  at  least  betimes, 
study  lip  (reading. 

Or,  however,  if  treatment  has  been  un- 
dertaken, then  the  regular  routine  treat- 
ment for  O.  M.  C.  C.  was  tried  for  a  short 
time,  generally  with  no  beneficial  results, 
and  after  awhile  the  patient  discontinued 
treatment  and  became  resigned  to  his  af- 
fliction, or  went  to  another  physician,  who 
applied  the  same  treatment  in  most  likely 
exactly  the  same  way. 

Several  questions  have  therefore  to  be 
considered. 

The  first  is  to  determine  what  different 
conditions  of  ear  disease  are  all  classed  as 
Chronic  Catarrh  of  the  Middle  Ear. 

The  second  question  would  be :  "What  is 
is  the  routine  treatment  of  O.  M.  C.  C.  ?" 

Another  question :  "Why  is  the  routine 
treatment  of  these  conditions  so  generally 
unsuccessful?" 

Lastly:  "How  must  Chronic  Catarrh  of 
the  Middle  Ear  be  treated  to  give  good  re- 
sults?' ' 

Space  is  too  short,  nor  would  this  be  the 
proper  place  to  enter  fully  into  the  differ- 
ent conditions  that  may  cause  chronic  ca- 
tarrh of  the  middle  ear. 

Yet  it  must  be  understood  that  it  may  be 
caused  by  Sclerosis  of  the  Drum  Mem- 
brane ;  by  Anchylosis  of  the  ossicles ;  by 
stricture  of  the  Eustachian  Tube ;  by  in- 
flammation of  the  Eustachian  Tube ;  by  ex- 
tension of  the  inflammation  from  Hyper- 
trophic or  Atrophic  Rhinitis  or  Pharyngitis ; 
and  from  various  other  causes. 

The  routine  treatment  of  O.  M.  C.  C. 
consists  generally  of  inflation  of  the  middle 
ear  by  Politzers  method,  or  through  the 
Eustachian  Catheter.  Also  of  the  camphor 
and  iodine  vapors  applied  through  same 
instrument.  Of  massage  of  the  drum 
membrane  and  shaking  of  the  ossicles  by 
means  of  Siegel's  Otoscope,  the  Delstanche 
Masseur,  or  some  similar  instruments. 
Sometimes  a  paracentesis  of  the  Membrana 
Tympani  is    performed.    Probing  of  the 
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Eustachian  tubes  by  means  of  filiform 
bougies;  electrolysis,  and  faradic  or  gal- 
vanic electricity. 

It  is  a  well  understood  fact  that  the  nose 
.and  throat  must  be  attended  to  and  put  in 
.as  perfect  condition  as  is  possible  before 
any  results  in  the  ear  can  be  expected. 

It  is  practically  useless  to  treat  the  ear  if 
the  nose  or  throat  are  affected,  without 
treating  these  organs. 

I  do  not  wish  to  say  that  it  may  not  be 
possible  and  does  not  often  happen  that  a 
case  of  chronic  catarrh  of  the  middle  ear  is 
benefited  even  though  the  nose  and  throat, 
if  affected,  are  not  treated ;  but  these  cases 
.are  exceptions. 

The  principal  question  in  my  mind  is, 
why  the  routine  treatment  of  O-  M.  C.  C. 
is  so  seldom  of  any  benefit,  although  it  is 
theoretically  correct.    This  is  the  solution: 

First  of  all,  as  I  said  before,  O.  M.  C.  C. 
is  not  one  disease,  but  a  name  given  to  a 
group  of  ear  affections  with  two  principal 
symptoms,  which  are  loss  of  hearing  and 
tinnitus  aurium. 

Therefore  as  the  disease  may  be  caused 
!by  different  conditions,  different  treatment 
must  'be  applied  for  the  purpose  of  relieving 
the  different  condition. 

Yet  it  is  practically  impossible  to  deter- 
mine in  the  vast  majority  of  cases,  what 
the  real  factor  is  that  caused  the  disease  in 
each  special  case. 

So  that  to  really  use  the  treatment  prop- 
er and  beneficial  for  the  special  case,  to 
paraphrase  a  well  known  term,  not  a  shot 
gun  prescription,  but  a  shot  gun  treat- 
ment will  have  to  be  instituted ;  that  is  to 
say,  the  gun  will  have  to  be  loaded  with  all 
sorts  of  treatment  and  these  shot  into  the 
patient  or  rather  into  the  suffering  ear  as 
Fast  as  possible.  Herein  therefor  lies  one 
of  the  mistakes  of  routine  treatment,  and  in 
fact  the  principal  mistake  that  is  made  in 
the  treatment  of  these  diseases,  that  the 
patient  does  not  receive  sufficient  treat- 
ment.. The  physician  may  know  of  all  the 
different  methods  of  treating  these  dis- 
eases, and  be  proficient  to  apply  them,  yet 
he  applies  them  only  one  at  a  time  and  af- 


ter having  tried  one  method  for  several 
months  and  having  failed  to  benefit  the  pa- 
tient thereby,  he  tries  another  treatment 
and  so  on,  until  'he  has  applied  all  the  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  treatment  to  the  same  patient 
at  different  times,  possibly  extending  the 
length  of  the  treatment  over  several  years. 

This  physician  as  well  as  his  patient  will 
then  most  liekly  come  to  the  following  con- 
clusion : 

"Here  we  have  used  all  these  treatments, 
including  Pol'itzer,  Eustachian  Catheteri- 
zation, Sounding,  Electricity,  Vaporizers, 
Massage,  etc.,  for  several  years  with  no  re- 
sults. 

Therefore  all  these  methods  of  treatment 
do  not  amount  to  anything  in  Chronic  Ca- 
tarrh of  the  Middle' Ear." 

If,  however,  this  physician  and  this  pa- 
tient would  take  into  consideration  the  act- 
ual time  during  which  the  treatment  was 
applied ;  they  would  possibly  figure  it  out 
in  this  way. 

Three  treatments  a  week  at  five  minutes 
a  treatment  (that  is  to  say,  actual  time 
spent  in  treating  the  patient),  makes  fif- 
teen minutes  a  week  or  thirteen  hours  a 
year,  that  is  to  say  not  much  more  tihan  one 
day  in  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days 
spent  in  actual  treatment. 

It  were  'hardly  possible  to  imagine  that 
such  state  of  affairs  really  exists,  were  it 
not  abundantly  proven  and  well  known. 

Yet  like  a  great  many  facts  and  occur- 
rences which  we  meet  every  day,  we  pass 
by  without  noticing. 

■When  we  decide  that  a  certain  thing  is 
necessary  for  a  certainpurpose,  we  generally 
not  only  determine  the  quality  but  also  the 
quantity  necessary. 

If  a  thirsty  man  asks  you  for  a  drink 
would  you  hand  him  a  single  drop  of  water? 

If  a  starving  man  ask  you  for  food  would 
you  give  'him  one  single  kernel  of  rice  ? 

Would  you  say  that  he  asked  you  for  a 
drink  and  you  gave  him  water;  that  he 
asked  you  for  food  and  you  gave  him  rice  ? 

If  you  did  it  would  be  nothing  eise  but 
mockery. 

Yet  when  you  have  once  come  to  the 
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conclusion  that  massage  or  electricity 
would  be  beneficial  for  treating  a  certain 
form  of  ear  disease,  is  it  not  mockery  as 
well  if  you  give  both  massage  and  electrici- 
ty in  such  infinitesimal  doses,  that  a  few 
moments  spent  in  intelligent  thought  will, 
yes  must  convince  you,  -that  they  can  not 
be  of  the  slightest  benefit  to  the  patient. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  application  of  the 
method  of  inflation  either  using  the  Pol'it- 
zer  bag  or  the  Eustachian  catheter",  it  is  the 
same  with  the  camphor  iodine  vapor. 

While  in  most  cases  the  right  treatment, 
as  far  as  quality  is  concerned,  is  applied, 
in  hardly  any  case  the  right  quantity  is 
used. 

In  the  treatment  of  chronic  catarrh  of 
the  middle  ear,  the  "Gutta  cavat  lapidem, 
non  vi,  sed  saepe  cadendo''  ought  to  be 
borne  in  mind. 

A  drop  will  wear  holes  in  a  stone,  not  by 
force,  but  by  frequently  falling.  This  ought 
t'j  be  considered  an  axiom  in  the  treatment 
of  these  conditions. 

The  treatment  of  O.  M.  C.  C.  is  mostly 
mechanical. 

We  try  to  accomplish  certain  things  by 
mechanical  means,  yet  it  seems  to  me  that 
most  of  us  have  not  the  mechanical  brain 
to  estimate  die  quantity  necessary  to  ac- 
complish what  we  desire. 

I  contend  that  a  patient  suffering  from 
catarrh  of  the  middle  ear  should  devote  at 
least  an  hour  a  day  to  the  treatment  of  the 
affected  organs.  The  nose  and  throat 
should  be  carefully  examined  and  every 
faulty  condition  corrected,  if  it  can  have  the 
slightest  bearing  on  the  condition  of  the 
ear. 

Politzer's  method  of  inflation  and  the 
Eustachian  catheter  should  be  .used  when- 
ever indicated. 

Valsalvas  method  should  be  avoided. 

In  some  cases  probing  the  Eustachian 
tubes  will  be  beneficial  and  electrolysis  may 
also  be  used. 

The  camphor  and  iodine  vapor  as  well  as 
menthol,  and  other  vapors,  may  be  used 


with  great  benefit  through  the  Eustachian 
catheter,  and  in  some  cases  repeated  para- 
centeses of  the  drum  membrane  may  be 
made. 

This  in  itself  will  be  of  great  benefit  when 
there  is  a  sclerotic  condition  of  the  drum 
membrane  present;  but  even  if  not,  it  will 
aid  a  great  deal  in  the  application  of  vapor- 
ized medicaments  to  the  inflamed  or  rather 
affected  parts. 

Massage  may  be  used  as  before  stated  in 
various  ways. 

Different  very  ingenious  instruments 
have  'been  constructed  for  the  purpose,  in 
which  the  motive  power  is  either  compress- 
ed air,  water  or  electricity. 

In  my  eyes  instruments  like  the  Del- 
stanche  Masseur,  Siegel's  Otoscope  or  Lu- 
cae's  pressure  probe  are  of  slight  value  on- 
ly for  curative  purposes,  as  the  hand  of  the 
operator  tires  too  quick. 

But  the  instruments  which  are  independ- 
ent from  the  hand  of  the  physician,  as  far 
as  the  motive  power  is  concerned,  answer 
a  great  deal  better,  as  they  work  with  great- 
er precision,  and  the  patient  can  be  told 
how  long  he  should  use  the  instrument 
and  can  himself  turn  off  the  motive  power 
at  the  proper  time. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  application  of  the 
faradic  current. 

The  same  with  vaporizers  and  similar 
apparatus. 

I  'have  had  most  excellent  results  in  this 
way.  which  I  do  not  ascribe  to  any  methods 
of  treatment  different  from  those  ordinari- 
ly used,  but  to  the  fact  that  I  crowd  as 
much  treatment  in  each  patient  as  the 
same  can  well  stand. 

Thus  some  of  my  patients  receive  from 
ten  to  thirty  times  as  much  treatment  in 
the  course  of  a  year,  as  is  generally  given. 

Even  when  a  patient  treats  faithfully 
daily  for  an  hour,  it  may  take  three  months 
or  more  before  the  slightest  change  in  the 
hearing  may  be  determined ;  but  in  quite  a 
number  of  cases  results,  to  show  the  pa- 
tient some  improvement  and  encourage 
him  to  continue,  'come  very  quick.    Yet  to 
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get  good  results  we  must  have  patience 
and  perseverance.

LEAD  US  NOT  INTO  TEMPTATION.

It  is  the  every  day  experience  of  the  phy- 
sician to  have  a  representative  of  some 
drug  house  call  upon  him  and  extol  their 
grand  synthetical  and  compound  prepara- 
tions. It  is  generally  a  physician  or  drug- 
gist who  has  made  a  failure  of  his  chosen 
profession  and  has  taken  up  canvassing  as 
a  whole  or  side  line.  They  will  tell  you  of 
the  completed  experimentation  and  mar- 
velous therapeutical  action  of  their  prepar- 
ation, and  last  but  not  least,  they  will  pre- 
sent for  your  kind  consideration  a  few  sam- 
ples, asking  you  to  report  your  experience. 

Our  medical  journals  are  filled  with  ad- 
vertisements of  new  preparations  and  it 
would  turn  the  hair  gray  if  we  tried  to  re- 
member them  all,  and  the  undertakers 
would  reap  a  harvest  of  gold  if  all  physi- 
cians relied  solely  on  the  statements  of 
these  so-called  pharmaceutical  houses. 

Let  us  pay  a  visit  to  the  prescription 
counter  of  one  of  our  well  equipped  drug 
stores,  and  note  the  assortment  of  ounce 
bottles  containing  synthetical  preparations 
(made  in  Germany,  U.  S.  patent),  which 
sell  wholesale  from  fifty  cents  to  five  dol- 
lars, it  is  certainly  amazing.  Some  are 
chemical  compounds,  some  mechanical 
mixtures,  others  difretrent  chemicals  dis- 
solved in  alcohol,  ether  or  chloroform,  and 
rechrystalized  therefrom  and  called  a 
chemical  compound.  Some  are  combina- 
tions of  bismuth  and  an  antiseptic  as  sali- 
cylic acid  or  phenol,  and  claimed  to  be 
chemical  .compounds,  but  the  majority  are 
mechanical  mixtures. 

Upon  reading  the  literature  we  find  that 
certain  compound  chemicals  (made  in  Ger- 
many), will  enter  the  intestines  and  split 
up  into  a  substance  having  powerful  anti- 
septic properties,  generally  phenol,  salicylic 
acid  or  formaldehyde,  etc.,  and  do  battle 


witih  the  enemy  (bacteria  and  their  toxins) 
and  wipe  them  out  of  existence,  (that  is, 
if  the  enemy  does  not  succeed  in  defeat- 
ing the  powerful  foe).  We  read  how  their 
antiseptic  chemical  compounds  will  destroy 
bacteria,  their  spores  and  toxins,  and  the 
wonderful  sleight  of  hand  powers  of  these 
little  wonders  with  a  guarantee  to  be  chem- 
ically pure  ;  then  the  long,  tiresome  exper- 
imentation and  the  great  array  of  clinical 
reports  by  some  of  the  most  able  clinicians, 
it  reminds  one  of  some  of  the  so-called  ex- 
pert testimony  at  the  up-to-date  murder 
trial's  ;  both  sides  can  always  obtain  this  tes- 
timony providing  the  funds  do  not  fall 
short. 

We  may  destroy  bacteria  and  their  spores 
and  toxins  in  a  test  tube,  but  I  fail  to  find 
an  antiseptic  given  internally  which  will 
destroy  the  bacteria,  etc.,  and  still  be  non- 
toxic to  the  patient  and  harmless  to  the  tis- 
sues it  comes  in  contact  with. 

If  we  glance  over  the  advertisements  in 
the  coiumns  of  our  medical  journals  and 
take  note  of  the  chemical  combinations 
which  are  being  advertised,  with  indefinite 
chemical  formulae  and  being  recommended 
very  highly  as  specifics  in  disease,  one 
would  declare  that  therapeutics  Shad  made 
a  great  advancement ;  «but  let  not  the  temp- 
tation lead  us  astray. 

I  am  not  antagonistic  to  an  honest  phar- 
macist or  chemist,  who  places  upon  the 
market  a  drug  or  chemical  in  a  fine  fin- 
ished state,  eliminating  inert  matter  or 
making  the  medicine  palatable,  or  using 
a  secret  menstrum,  if  his  formula  is  true 
tc  the  word  and  clearly  states  the  propor- 
tion of  the  drugs  or  chemicals  so  incorpor- 
ated ;  but  I  am  totally  opposed  to  the  falsi- 
fyer  who  claims  that  he  has  a  secret  formu- 
la which  is  a  specific,  and  When  we  pre- 
scribe it  on  his  recommendation  it  ends  in 
failure.  Another  method  of  fraud  is  to  give 
a  "so-called"  formula  and  at  the  end  state 
aromatics,  q.  s. ;  the  maker  only  knows 
what  tlie  aromatics  are,  and  if  we  try  the 
formula  without  the  aromatics  we  might 
as  well  give  simple  syrup. 

Well  may  we  say,      "Lead  us  not  into 
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temptation."  as  we  are  often  tempted  by 
the  canvassing  or  detail  (as  they  are  called 
b>  the  jobbers)  men,  especially  those  pos- 
sessing gifted  tongues,  but  who  are  fail- 
ures as  pharmacists,  chemists  or  physicians 
and  often  side-tracked  from  our  reliable 
remedies  and  thereby  do  injustice  to  ourpa- 
tients  by  trying  these  highly  extolled  nos- 
trums and  in  the  end  losing  patients. 

"Rational  medicine,"  should  be  our  mat- 
te and  if  those  physicians  who  feel  disap- 
pointed with  drugs,  will  study  their  materia 
medica  more  thoroughly  and  base  their 
treatment  on  specific  diagnosis,  they  will 
find  the  practice  of  medicine  a  pleasure,  but 
he  who  lacks  knowledge  of  specific  thera- 
peutics and  falls  prey  to  the  new  syntheti- 
cal products,  will  find  himself  a  lost  mem- 
ber, struggling  for  an  existence. 

It  is  certainly  a  pleasure  to  treat  disease 
by  specific  therapeutics,  the  small  dose,  the 
pieasant  medication  and  the  grand  success, 
k  well  repays  the  time  and  study  one  gives 
to  this  line  of  therapy,  it  cannot  be  grasped 
in  a  day,  but  years  of  careful  study  and  a 
thorough  knowledge  of  materia  medica  and 
pathology  must  be  its  foundation,  we  can- 
not refer  to  our  index  and  find  the  antima- 
larial, antityphoid,  antisyhilitic  or  anticon- 
stipation  drugs,  but  must  carefully  study 
cur  cases,  note  the  symptoms  (which  are 
the  diseased  expressions)  and  find  the  pa- 
thological causative  factors  and  then  care- 
fully select  our  remedy  or  remedies. 

Let  us  compare  the  Eclectic  and  Allo- 
pathic treatment  for  influenza,  in  the  eclec- 
tic treatment  we  analyze  our  symptoms  and 
they  generally  indicate  gelsemium,  rhus 
tox,  or  aconite  in  the  early  stages.  In  the 
old  school  treatment  the  diagnosis  is  made 
and  phenacetine  antipyrine  or  quinine  are 
given  and  a  calomel  purge,  in  the  early 
stages.  The  Eclectics  give  their  indicated 
drugs  as  macrotys  for  muscular  soreness, 
sticta  for  myalgic  pains  of  the  shoulder 
and  neck,  bryonia  for  the  expulsive  cough 
and  sticking  pains  of  the  chest  made  worse 
by  coughing  and  deep  inspirations,  orbital 
paill  extending  from  the  frontal  region  to 
base  of  brain,  the  tensive  pains    in  head, 


eupatorium  in  the  deep  seated  muscular 
pains  (so-called  bone  pains.)  The  old 
school  will  give  bromides,  opium  and  sa- 
licylates. I  need  not  go  further  in  com- 
paring the  treatment  of  the  two  schools  of 
medicine,  but  the  facts  speak  for  them- 
selves. 

The  mortality  in  influenza,  typhoid, 
cholera  infantum  and  the  majority  of  other 
diseases  treated  by  eclectic  physicians, 
practicing  pure  eclecticism,  is  far  lower  in 
percentage  than  any  other  school  of  medi- 
cine. 

Often  have  I  wondered  how  any  sane 
man  could  possibly  solely  rely  on  the 
" Woodbridge"  treatment  of  typhoid  fever, 
not  that  I  condemn  the  principle  (antisep- 
tic treatment,)  but  it  does  not  seem  rational 
to  give  the  tablets  and  capsules  as  directed. 
Some  cases  may  have  no  indications  for 
podaphyll'iri  or  calomel,  for  instance 
some  patients  of  the  nervous 
hepatic  temperament  cannot  bear  even  very 
minute  doses  of  podophyllin  and  likewise 
those  of  the  nervous  sanguinous  tempera- 
ment cannot  take  one-tenth  grain  of  calo- 
mel, without  causing  salivation,  further  I 
do  not  believe  in  giving  four  or  five  anti- 
septic remedies,  if  one  only  is  indicated. 
Guiaicol  carbonate  when  indicated  will  do 
the  work  without  the  aid  of  menthol,  eu- 
calyptol  and  thymol ;  these  gun-shot  em- 
pirical prescriptions  should  be  condemned. 
If  a  physician  cannot  select  his  remedies  as 
may  be  indicated  in  any  disease,  he  has 
made  a  mistake  in  choosing  his  profession. 

As  the  warm  weather  is  now  approach- 
ing, we  will  again  have  the  pleasure  to  re- 
assure our  friends,  that  with  eclectic  treat- 
ment based  upon  specific  diagnosis,  we 
need  not  dread  the  gastro-intestinal  dis- 
ease which  has  always  been  the  great  ene- 
my to  our  little  baby  friends,  for  with  our 
small  doses  of  carefully  selected  remedies 
and  restricted  diet,  a  cure  is  readily  ob- 
tained. (Do  not  neglect  tincture  of  iodine 
in  minute  doses,  indicated  by  the  pale,  nar- 
row tongue  with  slight  coating  and  lifeless 
tip,  diarrhoea  with  watery  mucous.)  If 
liberal  minded  physicians  would  but  give 
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specific  therapeutics  a  fair  trial  after  careful 
study,  they  certainly  would  not  condemn 
niedicines  in  general.  Does  it  not  seem 
more  rational  to  treat  the  gastro-intestinal 
disorders  by  specific  therapeutics,  than  the 
old  system  of  giving  bismuth  and  opium 
to  all  cases  ? 

In  "American  Medicine,"  issue  of  June 
T,  1 90 1,  we  find  an  article  by  Dr.  Pyle  of 
Jersey  City,  entitled,  "Simplicity  in  Thera- 
peutics," the  doctor  has  gained  some  valu- 
able points  by  reading  eclectic  and  homeo- 
pathic literature,  I  admire  his  courage  in 
publishing  this  paper,  as  it  places  the  doc- 


tor among  rational  practitioners  and 
pleases  me  to  note,  that  our  old  school 
friends  are  coming  to  the  conclusion  that 
there  is  some  good  in  eclecticism.  Let  them 
keep  on  pilfering,  it  will  do  diem  good. 

In  closing  allow  me  to  make  a  plea  for 
the  re-study  of  some  of  our  grand  old 
remedies  ;  note  the  grand  success  of  com- 
mon salt  by  hyperdermoclysis  in  combat- 
ing shock,  it  seems  so  simple,  but  there  are 
other  grand  old  remedies  capable  of  pro- 
ducing equal  success. 
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History.  The  Eclectic  Medical  Col- 
lege of  the  City  of  New  York  was  incor- 
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day  of  April.  1865.  The  Board  of  Trustees 
are  empowered  by  the  charter,  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  Board 
o-'  Censors,  to  grant  and  confer  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  upon  students  of 
the  College,  aged  twenty-one  years,  having 
pursued  the  study  of  medicine  for  four 
years  under  the  supervision  of  a  reputable 
physician,  and  attended  at  least  four  full 
terms  of  instruction  in  an  incorporc^d 
medical  institution,  the  last  of  which  terms 
shall  have  been  held  at  this  College. 

The  corporation  thus  established  or- 
ganized in  the  autumn  of  1865.  making 
choice  of  the  following  officers :

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Chemistry.  Pharmacy,  and  Toxicology. 
The  building  Xo.  223  East  26th  Street  was 
leased,  and  a  course  of  lectures  begun  Oc- 
|  tober,  1866,  which  was  attended  by  a  class 
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of  forty  students.  The  first  commence- 
ment was  held  in  the  Cooper  Union  build- 
ing, on  the  evening  of  February  25,  1867, 
and  ithe  degrees  were  conferred  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  'the  corporation  upon  a  class  of 
eleven — eight  men  and  three  women. 

Horace  Greeley  delivered  the  address  to 
the  graduates. 

The  school  was  continued  at  the  College 
buildiingin  26th  Street  until  the  year  1875, 
when  the  premises  Xo.  1  Livingston  Place 
was  purchased  for  college  purposes,  and 
used  as  such  until  1889.  In  1884  the 
school  was  reorganized,  and  the  following 
officers  elected  : 

Samuel  Sinclair,  President ;  Chauncey 
Shaffer,  Vice-President;  Thomas  N.  Rook- 
er,  Treasurer ;  F.  R.  Lee,  Secretary,  and 
Ceo.  W.  Bostoowitz,  Dean. 

The  College  has  continued  under  this 
management  until  the  present  time.  In 
1889  "the  Board  of  Trustees  secured  the 
building  Xo.  239  East  14th  Street,  and  the 
College  is  now  located  at  this  place.  Un- 
der this  management  the  school  has  made 
steady  progress,  raising  its  standard  both 
as  to  the  admission  for  students  and  the  re- 
quirements for  graduation. 

'Examinations  are  written,  and  an  aver- 
age of  seventy-five  per  centum  is  neces- 
sary to  obtain  the  degree.  The  facilities 
for  instruction  have  been  materiallv  in- 
creased during  this  time  ;  fine  chemical  and 
pathological  laboratories  have  been  added. 

A  dispensary  in  the  same  building  fur- 
nishes ample  material,  and  is  in  charge  of 
the  faculty  of  this  institution. 

BuMdinig.  Our  College  Building  is 
located  at  239  East  14th  Street.  It  is  eas- 
ily accessible  from  all  parts  of  the  city,  and 
is  about  one  mile  from  Bellevue  Hospital. 

Scholastic  Year.  This  consists  of  a 
single  session,  commencing  in  September 
and  continuing  until  May.  As  announced 
in  the  catalogue  of  96-97,  a  graded  course 
of  four  years  was  adopted,  and  has  met 
with  general  approval  The  Faculty  and 
Trustees  are  gratified,  knowing  that  the 
changes  made  in  the  course  of  study  and 
the  higher  reuirements  remanded  for  grad- 


uation continue  to  meet  with  the  approval 
of  the  Alumni  and  profession  generally. 

Registration  and  Matriculation.  Stu- 
dents on  entering  the  College  will  be  re- 
quired to  register  and  pay  the  registration 
fee  of  $5.  They  will  receive  a  receipt  for 
this  fee,  which  will  be  exchanged  for  a  cer- 
tificate of  full  or  conditional  matriculation 
when  they  shall  have  complied,  with  the 
Regents'  requirements  for  such  matricula- 
tion ;  but  students  who  have  already  been 
matriculated  at  a  medical  college  in  the 
State  of  New  York,  according  to  the  Re- 
gents' requirements,  and  those  who  already 
hold  medical  students'  certificates,  will  be 
matriculated  immediately   on  registration. 

Course  of  Instruction.  A  graded 
course  of  four  years,  arranged  as  follows : 
The  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years 
are  anatomy  and  'histology,  physics,  inor- 
ganic and  organic  chemiszry,  physiology, 
materia  medica,  with  laboratory  work  in 
chemistry  and  histology ;  dissection  and  at- 
tendance upon  the  general  medical  and  sur- 
gical clinics.  The  studies  of  the  third  year 
are  descriptive  anatomy,  pathology  and 
surgical  anatomy,  physiology,  organic 
chemistry  and  toxicology,  therapeutics, 
surgery,  practice  of  medicine,  obstetrics 
and  gynaecology,  wif*h  laboratory  work  in 
pathological  anatomy  and  clinics.  The 
studies  of  the  fourth  year  are  practice  of 
medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  diseases  of 
children,  gynaecology,  diseases  of  the  ner- 
vous system  and  of  the  ear,  eye,  skin,  nose 
and  throat,  insanity  and  medical  jurispru- 
dence, with  clinics.  Every  study  taught  in 
the  College  by  lecture  is  also  made  the  sub- 
ject of  recitations. 

Outline  of  the  Course.  The  course 
comprises  recitations,  didactic  and  clinical 
lectures  and  demonstrations.  Practical 
clinical  instruction  given  to  groups  of  stu- 
dents, and  laboratory  work. 

Recitations.  The  study  of  each  branch 
is  begun  by  recitations  under  the  direction 
of  the  Quiz  Master.  These  recitations 
take  the  place  of  much  of  the  former  did- 
actic lecture  system,  and  are  extended 
throughout  the  four  years. 
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Practice  of  Medicine.  Upon  this  sub- 
ject Professor  Thompson  will  deliver  three 
lectures  a  week  during  the  entire  course. 

Clinical  Medicine.  Two  clinics  a  week 
will  be  held  in  this  department  under  the 
direction  of  Drs.  Thompson  and  Oshlag. 
To  specific  medicine  one  hour  a  week  will 
be  devoted  during  the  entire  course  by  Dr. 
Bulson.  Dr.  Byron  Clark  will  deliver  a 
course  of  ten  lectures  upon  positive  diag- 
nosis. Dr.  H.  S.  Drayton  will  conduct  the 
clinic  at  Manhattan  Hospital,  and  deliver  a 
course  of  lectures  on  nervous  diseases  and 
insanity,  and  Dr.  G.  Rochelle  a  course  on 
diseases  of  the  stomach. 

Surgery.  Professor  Boskowitz  will  de- 
liver two  lectures  upon  principles  and  prac- 
tice, and  one  clinical  lecture  each  week. 
Dr.  J.  Howard  Yarnall  one  on  rectal  and 
minor  surgery.  Professor  A.  YY.  Herzog 
one  on  diseases  of  the  eye,  ear.  nose  and 
throat,  and  he  will  also  conduct  a  clinic  in 
this  department.  Professor  E.  M.  Muncie 
will  deliver  a  course  of  ten  lectures  upon 
crificial  surgery,  and  conduct  a  clinic  at  the 
''Muncie  Sanatorium."  A  course  on 
Genito-Urinary  Surgery  and  Dermatology 
by  Dr.  YVyatt-Hannath,  and  ten  lectures  on 
orthopedic  surgery  by  Dr.  Rohde.  will  be 
given  during  the  session. 

Obstetrics.  Gynaecology.  and  Dis- 
eases of  Children.  Professor  Max  Augs- 
burger  will  deliver  two  lectures  each  week 
upon  obstetrics,  and  Drs.  Muncie  and 
Hinds  each  one  lecture  a  week  in  their  re- 
spective departments. 

Chemistry.  Professor  Max  Meyer  will 
deliver  each  week  two  lectures  upon  inor- 
ganic and  one  upon  organic  chemistry,  and 
one  on  toxicology. 

Anatomy.  Professor  Hyde  will  devote 
three  hours  each  week  to  general  and  de- 
scriptive anatomy,  and  one  hour  each  week 
to  surgical  anatomy.  Dr.  Torbynne  one 
hour  each  week  on  surgical  landmarks. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 
Professor  Armsrardt  will  give  three  lectures 
each  week  during  the  entire  course. 

Professor  Kahlenburg  will  deliver  one 


lecture  a  week  during  one-half  the  course, 
on  pharmacy. 

Electro-Therapeutics.  Professor  W'aite 
will  deliver  a  course  of  fifteen  lectures  in 
this  department. 

Physiology.  To  the  subject  of  phys- 
iology four  hours  a  week  will  be  devoted 
during  the  entire  course  by  Professor  Bell 
and  Dr.  Doll. 

Hygiene.  Dr.  Brandenburg  will  de- 
liver one  lecture  a  week  during  the  entire 
course  upon  this  important  subject. 

Medical  Jurisprudence.  Professor 
Spooner  will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures 
on  this  subject. 

Recitations.  Two  hours  a  day  will  be 
devoted  to  recitations,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Quiz  Masters. 

Laboratories.  The  Chemical  Labora- 
tory will  be  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  Drs.  Meyer  and  Birkenhauer.  and  each 
student  has  a  desk  and  chemicals  for  his 
own  use,  and  is  supplied  with  all  necessary 
apparatus.  Students  are  required  to  make 
numerous  examinations  of  albuminous, 
diabetic  and  other  abnormal  specimens 
of  urine.  Dr.  Meyer  is  also  in  charge  of 
the  Bacteriological  Laboratory. 

The  Pathological  Laboratory  will  be  in 
charge  of  Professor  Schoney.  Each  stu- 
dent will  be  taught  the  technique  of  the  mi- 
crocsope,  and  instructed  in  the  prepara- 
tion, cutting,  staining  and  mounting  of 
specimens,  and  in  the  structure  of  the  sev- 
eral tissues  and  organs  of  the  body.  The 
Laboratory  classes  are  divided  into  sections 
of  fifteen  in  each  group. 

Gross  Pathology.  Dr.  M.  Wolf  will 
perform  autopsies  several  times  during  the 
session,  in  order  that  the  class  may  become 
acquainted  in  a  general  way  with  the  gross 
appearance  of  diseased  organs.  Students 
of  the  fourth  year  will  be  required  to  per- 
form autopsies  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Wolf,  and  receive  instruction  in  the  techni- 
cal procedures  required  in  ordinary  and 
in  medico-legal  cases. 

Dissections.  Students  are  required  to 
dissect  during  at  least  two  sessions  of  the 
course.    Our  rooms  are  large  and  well  ven- 
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tilated,  and  will  in  charge  of  Drs.  Hyde 
and  Tobynne.  Material  is  furnished  free  of 
charge  to  students. 

Resources  for  Clinical  Instruction. 
College  Dispensary  located  in  College 
building.  The  material  from  this  institu- 
tion is  utilized  for  the  purpose  of  clinics. 
Thousands  of  patients  are  treated  in  the 
Dispensary  each  year,  presenting  a  variety 
of  diseases,  and  affording  an  excellent  op- 
portunity for  observation  and  to  make  the 
student  familiar  with  the  various  morbid 
appearances. 

Bellevue  Hospital.  This  institution  is 
situated  on  26th  St.,  and  East  river,  about 
one  mile  from  the  College  buliding,  and  is 
the  charity  hospital  of  New  York  City.  It 
is  open  to  all  medical  students  for  clinical 
study.  Its  conveniences  and  accommoda- 
tions are  co-extensive  with  its  purposes. 

Clinical  lectures  are  given  or  surgical  op- 
c  rations  made  daily.  Post-mortem  exam- 
inations are  also  held,  to  which  medical  stu- 
dents are  admitted.  Our  students  are  re- 
quired to  attend  these  clinics,  which  afford 
them  a  large  field  for  observation  and 
study. 

Manhattan  Hospital.  At  this  institu- 
tion, which  now  has  control  of  the  State 
insane,  Professor  Drayton  will  conduct  a 
clinic  and  exhibit  cases  during  the  month 
of  March. 

Red  Cross  t  Hospital.  Students  have 
the  privilege  of  attending  the  clinics  of 
Prof.  A.  M.  Lesser,  Executive  Surgeon, 
Red  Cross  Hospital,  No.  no  West  82d  St., 
New  York. 

Muncie  Sanatorium,  119  Macon  St., 
Brooklyn.  Drs.  E.  H.  and  L.  H.  Muncie 
are  in  charge  of  this  institution,  and  our 
students  are  invited  to  many  important  op- 
erations during  the  session. 

Library  and  Reading  Room.  There  is 
an  excellent  Library  and  Reading  Rooi.: 


attached  to  the  College.  Through  the  lib- 
erality of  Mrs.  G.  Keleman,  the  library  of 
the  late  Dr.  A.  J.  Keleman  has  been  added. 
The  Beachonian  Society  (Students'  asso- 
ciation) adds  many  valuable  books  each 
year. 

Requirements  for  Graduation.  The 
requirements  for  graduation  are  that  each 
candidate  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  of  good  moral  character,  and  have 
studied  medicine  for  four  years  under  the 
supervision  of  a  reputable  physician,  and 
have  attended  not  less  than  four  full  terms 
of  instruction  in  an  incorporated  medical 
college,  the  last  of  which  shall  be  in  this 
college,  and  must  present  evidences  of  hav- 
ing complied  with  the  law  concerning  pre- 
liminary examinations.  Candidates  re- 
jected at  the  final  examination  will  not  be 
re-examined  until  after  having  taken  an- 
other course  of  lectures. 

Advanced  Standing.  Students  who 
have  attended  one  or  more  courses  of  lec- 
tures at  other  recognized  medical  colleges, 
who  may  desire  to  be  admitted  to  advanced 
standing  in  this  -college,  will  be  credited 
with  the  work  they  may  have  done,  if  satis- 
factory evidence  is  presented  that  final  ex- 
aminations have  been  passed 

Fees  and  Expenses  All  fees  are  pay- 
able in  advance,  and  are  as  follows  :  For 
matriculation  or  registration,  $5.00,  paya- 
ble each  year.  For  the  year's  lectures, 
$100.  A  perpetual  ticket,  entitling  to  at- 
tendance upon  four  or  more  courses,  may 
be  obtained  upon  payment  of  $300  in  ad- 
vance. Dissection,  $10;  Chemical  Labor- 
atory $10;  Pathological  Laboratory,  $10; 
Bacteriological  Laboratory,  $5  ;  Examina- 
tion, $25 ;  Diploma,  $5.  Tickets  are  not 
transferable,  and  fees  are  not  returnable.

THOSE  INDICATIONS. 

It  seems  that  some  of  my  little  articles 
giving  indications  for  the  employment  of 
chloride  of  potassium  and  a  few  other 
remedies  have  been  a  means  of  disturbing 
some  "jolly  doctors."  The  editor  of  the 
Homeopathic  Recorder,  judging  from 
his  remarks,  don't  quite  approve  of  them. 
In  fact,  he  comes  very  near  saving  so  right 
out.  Don't  say  another  restraining  word 
to  him,  Bro.  Cooper;  let  him  use  that  slip- 
per freely.  The  basement  referred  to  is 
fairly  broad,  so  I  doubt  his  ability  to  se- 
riously hurt  it.  The  editor  of  the 
Recorder  asks:  "Where  *  *  were 
these  specific  indications  discovered?" 
Well,  truly,  doctor,  I  don't  know  where, 
when  or  how  they  were  discovered.  They 
may  have  originated  with  Hahnemann  or 
Schuessler,  or  possibly  the  original  Old 
Jacob  Townsend  first  set  them  afloat. 
These  suggestions  are  offered  simply  as 
"first  aids,"  with  the  hope  that  they  may 
help  you  in  your  endeavor  to  get  to  the 
bottom  of  the  matter.  The  only  interest  I 
have  in  them  is  to  know  that  they  are  re- 
liable guides  to  the  rational  employment  of 
the  medicines  which  were  under  considera- 
tion. Oh,  no,  doctor,  the  indications  given 
arc  not  the  "rot  and  moonshine  included  in 
Schuesslerism."  You  must  have  forgotten 
about  this  "rot  and  moonshine"  business. 
Hark,  ye,  while  I  give  you  a  few  lumps  of 
the  "science."  "Buttocks  and  back  asleep, 
urine  spurts  out  with  every  cough,  point  of 
nose  icy-cold,  bleeding  in  the  afternoon, 
hard  to  wake  in  the  morning,  stye  on  lower 
lid  of  right  eye,"  etc.  That  is  the  kind  of 
stuff  that  was  referred  to  as  "rot  and  moon- 
shine."   Can  a  better  designation  of  such 


driveling  "indications"  be  suggested? 
Many  of  the  indications  given  by  Schuess- 
ler for  the  chloride  of  potassium  and  some 
of  the  other  salts  are  safe  and  reliable 
guides,  and  I  repeat  that  it  is  possible  for 
one  to  employ  these  salts  without  becom- 
ing a  believer  in  the  "rot  and  moonshine 
included  in  Schuesslerism."  Truly,  as  the 
Recorder  editor  remarks,  "this  is  a  jolly 
world  for  sure." 

I  employ  certain  medicines  because  ex- 
perience has  shown  me  that  in  certain  con- 
ditions, manifested  by  certain  disease  ex- 
pressions which  I  have  learned  to  recognize, 
they  relieve  distress  and  prolong  life.  For 
instance,  when  I  find  a  child  starting  up 
from  sleep,  crying  out  and  looking  about 
in  a  frightened  manner,  I  give  it  Rhus 
Toxicodendron  in  very  small  doses,  and  it 
is  the  whole  State  of  New  York  against  a 
Connecticut  river  shad  that  within  twenty- 
four  hours  its  sleep  will  be  quiet  and  rest- 
ful. 'As  to  the  "How"  and  the  "Why"  of 
the  action  of  remedies  I  know  but  little. 
Possibly  there  are  doctors  who  know  a 
"whole  lot"  about  the  action  of  medicines. 
I  take  no  stock  in  this  "tissue  feeding" 
business.  The  entire  subject  I  leave  to  the 
brainy  men  of  the  profession.  Their  arti- 
cles make  mighty  interesting  reading. 


NURSING  BOTTLE. 

A  woman  who  is  unable  to  nurse  her 
child  should  personally  see  that  the  baby's 
■nursing  bottle  and  nipple  are  kept  clean 
and  free  from  odor.  This  is  a  duty  which 
must  not  be  entirely  trusted  to  the  nurse. 
It  is  a  duty  of  the  utmost  importance  and 
the  mother  is  personally  responsible  for  its 
faithful  and  thorough  performance.  If 
she  cannot  nourish  her  child  as  it  was  evi- 
dently intended  it  should  be  fed,  she  should 
at  least  know  that  it  receives  food  free 
from  life-destroying  germs.  If  she  is 
physically  qualified  to  nurse  her  offspring 
and  will  not  do  so,  she  lacks  the  first  and 
most  important  characteristic  of  true 
motherhood,  and  fails  to  comprehend  the 
sacred  object  of  her  creation.  After  each 
nursing  she  should  personally  see  that  the 
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nursing  bottle  and  nipple  (turning  the  nip- 
ple inside  out)  are  thoroughly  washed  with 
scalding-hot  water,  and  then  allowed  to  re- 
main in  soda  water  until  again  needed. 
Several  nipples  should  be  procured  at  one 
time,  and  as  soon  as  the  one  in  use  shows 
the  least  tendency  to  become  spongy,  it 
should  be  destroyed,  for  it  is  then  unfit  for 
use.  A  plain  four  ounce  bottle  and  a  short 
nipple  (no  tubing)  make  a  good  nursing 
apparatus.  The  fancy  graduated  nursing 
bottles  are  an  abomination.  Their  uneven 
surfaces  afford  spaces  for  the  deposit  of 
baby-killing  stuff.  A  four  ounce  bottle  will 
hold  enough  for  a  single  feeding  of  any 
baby.  No  more  food  should  be  prepared 
at  one  time  than  is  needed  for  immediate 
use.  If  the  mother  prepares  enough  at  one 
time  to  supply  the  child  for  a  half  or  a 
whole  day,  rilling  the  bottle  from  it  as  re- 
quired, she  should  be  warned  of  the  danger 
to  which  she  ex'poses  the  life  of  her  infant 
in  no  uncertain  language.  Mother's  milk, 
even  if  it  is  slightly  below  the  normal 
standard,  is  superior  to  any  substitute. 
Next  in  value  to  human  milk  is  cow's  milk. 
It  should  be  diluted  with  water  sufficiently 
to  make  it  one-fourth  to  one-half  water. 
If  it  is  not  readily  digested  when  diluted 
with  clear  water,  barley  water  may  be  em- 
ployed for  the  purpose.  There  are  numer- 
ous prepared  foods  on  the  market  with 
which  every  doctor  is  acquainted.  Some 
of  them  are  excellent,  and  at  times  life- 
saving,  when  for  some  reason  cow's  milk 
fails  to  afford  the  required  nourishment. 
In  my  own  practice  Mellin's  Food  has 
many  times  served  the  purpose  well,  espec- 
ially, when  a  tendency  to  marasmus  was 
apparent. 


IVY  POISONING. 

During  the  summer  and  fall  months  the 
cases  of  ivy-poisoning  which  reach  the 
office  of  the  country  doctor  are  sometimes 
numerous.  This  form  of  poisoning  is 
produced  by  two  species  of  plants — Rhus 
Toxicodendron  and  Rhus  Venenata.  Rhus 
Toxicodendron  is  not  an  ivy,  but  a  creep- 


ing shrub.  A  variety  of  this  species  known, 
as  Rhus  Radicans,  or  Poison  Ivy,  has  a 
climbing  stem  and  climbs  trees  and  fences 
to  which  it  becomes  attached  by  means  o£ 
tendrils.  It  is  found  by  roadsides,  in  pas- 
tures and  along  the  borders  of  woods.  In 
many  country  places  it  is  commonly  seen 
covering  stone  walls.  The  juice  and  even 
the  exhalations  from  it  are  very  poisonous. 
Rhus  Venenata,  commonly  known  as  pois- 
on sumach,  is  a  small  shrub.  It  is  found 
mostly  in  swampy  places,  and  is  much  more 
poisonous  than  the  poison  ivy.  In  the  fall 
its  foliage  is  very  beautiful  and  brilliant. 
Actual  contact  with  these  plants  is  not  in 
all  cases  necssary  for  the  production  of 
their  poisonous  effects,  on  account  of  their 
active  principle  being  very  volatile.  Some 
persons  are  so  susceptable  that  they  are 
poisoned  by  simply  passing  by  the  places 
where  these  plants  are  in  abundance.  For- 
tunately ivy-poisoning  is  not  a  dangerous 
affection,  although  persons  severely  pois- 
oned present  a  very  distressing  and  dan- 
gerous appearance.  The  symptoms  are 
heat,  itching  and  redness  of  the  poisoned 
parts,  especially  of  the  face,  and  later  blis- 
ters appear,  accompanied  by  increased  heat 
and  pain.  If  not  properly  treated  suppura- 
tion may  take  place.  No  scars  or  perma- 
nent injury  to  the  skin  or  general  system 
need  be  apprehended,  and  ithere  is  no  dan- 
ger of  "catching"  it  by  contact  with  the 
eruption. 

Various  forms  of  treatment  have  been 
recommended  for  ivy-poisoning.  The 
muriate  of  ammonia  is  a  favorite  remedy, 
and  is  promptly  curative.  A  saturated 
solution  freely  applied  to  the  parts  involved 
results  in  almost  immediate  improvement. 
A  saturated  solution  of  the  sulphite  of  soda 
(not  the  sulphate)  is  also  efficient.  Its 
free  application  quickly  allays  the  itching 
and  is  very  soothing.  I  seldom  find  it 
necessary  to  employ  any  internal  medica- 
ment, unless  there  is  a  considerable  increase 
in  temperature,  when  occasional  doses  of 
the  indicated  sedative — Aconite  or  Vera- 
trum — are  administered. 
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EYE  DISEASES. 

"Diseases  of  the  Eye,"  by  Prof.  Kent  O. 
Foltz,  M.  D..  fully  supplies  a  want  which 
has  been  long  felt  by  Eclectic  practitioners 
of  medicine,  namely,  a  well  written  work 
giving  the  modern  Eclectic  treatment  of 
diseases  of  the  eye.  It  is  not  wise  for  the 
general  practitioner  to  attempt  to  do  diffi- 
cult eye  work,  for  it  can  be  well  done  only 
by  physicians  who  have  had  special  trailing 
and  large  experience ; but  every  family  phy- 
sician should  have  sufficient  knowledge  of 
the  eye  and  its  wrongs  to  enable  him  to 
recognize  these  affections  in  their  early 
stages,  give  judicious  advice  to  his  patrons, 
and  decide  when  it  is  necessary  for  them  to 
seek  the  aid  of  a  specialist.  A  careful 
study  of  Dr.  Foltz's  work  will  not  only 
prepare  the  general  practitioner  for  these 
important  duties,  but  it  will  enable  him  to 
successfully  treat  many  minor  affections  of 
the  eye.  The  work  is  squarely  on  the 
lines  of  specific  therapeutics,  and  very  ex- 
plicit directions  are  given  for  internal  medi- 
cation. Specific  diagnosis,  as  the  doctor 
remarks,  is  as  ^important  in  eye  diseases  as 
it  can  possibly  be  in  any  other  class  of  ab- 
normal conditions.  The  heretofore  ac- 
cepted plan  of  treating  the  eye  as  an  inde- 
pendent and  isolated  organ  in  this  work 
is  abandoned.  It  recognizes  the  fact  that 
drug  action  is  always  the  same  on  tissues  of 
the  same  origin.  The  diagnosis  of  dis- 
eases, and  the  directions  given  for  all  neces- 
sary examinations  of  the  eye,  are  compre- 
hensive and  easily  understood.  No  medi- 
cal library  can  be  complete  without  this 
hand-book,  as  it  is  the  only  up-to-date 
Eclectic  work  on  this  important  branch  of 
practice.  It  is  beautifully  illustrated, 
makes  an  elegant  volume  of  about  five  hun- 
dred and  sixty  pages,  and  is  published  by 
The  Scudder  Brothers  Co.,  1009  Plum 
street.

ACETANILID. 

A  number  of  years  ago  I  was  advised  by 
a  prominent  homoeopathic  physician  to 
employ   Acetanilid    in   a   severe   case  of 


whooping  cough  which  I  was  at  that  time 
treating.  I  did  so  with  good  results.  I 
next  used  tJhe  drug  in  several  cases  of  typ- 
hoid fever,  and  in  numerous  cases  of  Other 
fevers  in  which  the  temperature  was  danger- 
ously high.  Occasional  doses  of  the  rem- 
edy soon  brought  the  temperature  down  to 
a  point  which  was  pleasing.  An  unusual 
number  of  these  cases,  however,  failed  to 
make  a  rapid  recovery,  and  in  a  few  of  them 
the  heart's  action  became  very  much  weak- 
ened. Several  experiences  of  this  nature 
convinced  me  that  Acetanilid  was  an  un- 
safe drug,  and  I  now  fully  concur  with  Dr. 
A.  Jacobi  when  he  says,  "it  should  never 
have  an  opportunity  to  show  what  good 
qualities  it  may  have,  in  the  rich  or  poor. 
It  should  not  be  used  at  all,  under  any  cir- 
cumstances, not  even  in  the  quack  prepara- 
tions which  now  and  then  I  know  to  dis- 
figure the  prescriptions  of  regular  practi- 
tioners. Being  a  derivative  of  anilin, 
acetanilid  is  poisonous.  Not  only  has  it  a 
sedative  or  rather  paralyzing  effect  on  the 
central  nervous  system  but  it  destroys  the 
blood  and  causes  anemia  by  changing 
hematin  into  methemoglobin,  though  given 
sometimes  in  small  doses.  That  is  what 
gives  rise  to  cyanosis  so  often  observed, 
more  often  than  after  the  administration  of 
any  other  of  our  modern  analgesics  and 
antifebriles.  The  poisonous  effect  is  even 
noticed  when  the  drug  is  used  externally, 
mainly  on  the  young." 


SEA-SICKNESS. 

Dr.  A.  B.  Whitney,  in  writing  to  the  Ec- 
lectic Medical  Gleaner,  speaks  as  follows  of 
Specific  Gelsemium  in  sea-sickness  :  "Could 
relate  many  cases  of  the  controlling  influ- 
ence of  the  gelsemium  in  sea-sickness ;  but 
it  will  be  sufficient  to  say  considerably  over 
one  hundred  cases  have  been  under  my 
care  in  traveling  to  and  from  on  my  trip 
across  the  ocean.  Naval  officers  and  pri- 
vate individuals,  the  strong,  the  weak,  sick- 
ly and  delicate,  the  old  and  young  alike  can 
be  entirely  exempt  from  the  unpleasant  and 
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nauseating  effects  of  "feeding  the  fishes" 
by  a  judicious  use  of  the  remedy  named. 

"Every  Eclectic  is  or  should  be  familiar 
with  the  uses  of  this  remedy.  it  should 
be  administered  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
control  the  nerves  of  the  stomach.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  get  the  constitutional  ef- 
fects— the  dro'oping  eyelids  and  dilation  of 
the  pupils — though  this  will  do  no  harm ; 
but  these  are  indications  to  stop  the  admin- 
istration for  several  hours.  My  method  is 
to  but  one-half  teaspoonful  -into  oneJhalf  a 
goblet  of  pure  water.  Take  of  the  mix- 
ture one  teaspoonful  every  one-fourth  to 
one-half  hour  until  the  sickness  has  passed 
away.  Keep  upon  deck  as  much  as  pos- 
sible in  fine  weather.  The  medicine  will 
control  without  regard  to  where  the  patient 
is,  though  the  purer  the  air  the  better." 


Dr.  R.  L.  Thomas  concludes  an  excel- 
lent article  on  the  summer  complaints  of 
children  as  follows:  "For  the  blue  pinched 
condition,  cold  extremities,  doughy  skin, 
and  feeble  pulse — in  a  word,  where  there 
is  a  condition  of  approaching  collapse,  in- 
ject hypodermically  an  ounce  or  two  of 
normal  saline  solution  ;  also  use  an  enema 
of  hot  salt  water." 


In  reporting  a  case  of  dropsy  from  heart 
disease,  Dr.  A.  B.  Woodward  says:  "For 
three  days  the  hiccough  most  of  the  time 
had  been  extremely  harassing,  with  pain 
about  the  heart  of  a  spasmodic  character. 
Other  remedies  having  failed,  I  ordered 
thirty  drops  of  Crataegus  to  be  given  at 
once  in  a  small  swallow  of  water.  In  five 
minutes  the  hiccough  was  entirely  over- 
come and  did  not  return  until  the  next 
day,  when  it  was  again  checked  with  fif- 
teen drops  in  the  same  length  of  time." 


A  -writer  in  the  American  Medical  Jour- 
nal says  that  he  never  knew  of  a  case  of 
death  from  either  Lobelia,  Gelsemium  or 
Veratrum  Yiride.  In  commenting  upon 
this  statement  Dr.  Younkin  remarks:  "I 
knew  a  case  of  typhoid  fever  where  a  'regu- 


lar' began  the  use  of  veratrum  with  10  drop 
doses  every  two  hours,  increasing  one  drop 
every  dose.  Prevented  from  visiting  the 
patient  at  the  time  agreed  upon  (twenty- 
four  hours)  the  drug  was  continued  to  forty- 
eight  hours.  The  patient  succumbed  to 
the  poison." 


Xo  narrow  division  or  classification  of 
medicines  should  be  tolerated.  All  good 
and  safe  remedies  should  be  recognized  as 
Eclectic  remedies.  If  we  are  to  keep  close 
up  to  the  band  wagon  in  the  procession  of 
therapeutic  progress  we  must  use  every 
endeavor  to  make  our  treatment  more  and 
more  efficient.  Eclecticism  is  broad 
enough  to  cover  everything  good  in  medi- 
cine. The  "fathers"  were  all  right,  but 
they  did  not  live  in  the  twentieth  century. 


Now,  honest,  doctor,  did  you  ever  see  a 
more  practical  and  helpful  medical  journal 
than  the  June  number  of  the  Review?

Doctor-  do  you  use  specific  hyoscyamus 
as  often  as  you  should  use  it  ?  Or  do  you 
think  morphine  or  opium  is  so  much  more 
convenient  and  certain  ?  Do  not  you  do 
yourself  an  injustice  and  your  patient  a 
wrong  when  you  give  the  opiate,  when 
hyoscyamus  would  bring  about  as  good 
results,  and  there  would  be  no  after-effects 
jt  danger? 

Xext  time  try  hyoscyamus  when  you 
wish  to  allay  irritation  of  the  nervous  sys- 
tem. It  gives  rest,  promotes  sleep,  eases 
pain.  It  does  not  matter  what  the  name 
of  the  disease,  hysteria,  hypochondria, 
mania,  dysmenorrhea,  convulsions,  delir- 
ium, "hallucinations,"  chorea  or  chordee, 
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and  so  on  down  the  line.  Try  it  in  some  of 
jour  nervous  cough  cases.  — \\  .  E.  Bloyer, 
M.  D.,  in  Gleaner. 

During  July,  August  and  September  the 
largest  number  of  cases  presenting  them- 
selves for  treatment  to  the  general  prac- 
titioner are  bowel  troubles;  the  largest 
number  of  cases,  as  well  as  the  greatest  per 
cent,  of  mortality,  occurring  among  in- 
fants and  children,  (bottle-fed  infants  in 
paticular.)  In  studying  the  nature  of  their 
cases  I  find  the  general  surroundings,  the 
food,  the  clothing  and  the  care  and  atten- 
tion given  the  little  ones  has  much  to  do 
with  the  cases  coming  under  the  physi- 
cian's observation.  In  being  called  to  at- 
tend a  case  of  infantile  diarrhoea,  my  first 
point  is  to  inquire  carefully  into  the  nature 
of  the  little  one's  diet.  If  bottle-fed,  I 
make  a  careful  examination  of  the  milk  or 
prepared  food  used,  and  if  it  is  not  pure  or 
wholesome,  I  give  strict  orders  to  have  the 
matter  remedied.  I  next  look  into  the  san- 
itary condition  of  things — the  feeding  bot- 
tle- clothing,  bathing  and  general  sur- 
roundings, and  order  them  placed  in  prop- 
er condition,  as  near  as  lies  within  the  pow- 
er of  the  parents  so  to  do.  I  am  particular 
to  always  see  that  a  soft  flannel  bandage  be 
worn  around  the  little  one's  stomach  and 
"bowels,  order  the  child  to  have  plenty  of 
pure,  cold  water  to  drink,  and  to  be  fed  at 
regular  intervals. — Dr.  X.  A.  Herring-  in 
Chicago  Medical  Times. 


CHLORAL  HYDRAS. 

Common  Name.  — Hydrate  of  Chloral. 

Description  —  Chloral  with  water 
forms  Hydrate  of  Chloral  in  transparent 
colorless  crystals.  It  is  soluble  in  water, 
in  Glycerine  and  in  Alcohol. 

Dose. —  10  to  40  grains. 
Usual  Dose. — 1  grain  for  each  year  of 
age       to  twenty.    It  may  be  administered 
in  Peppermint  Water  or  some  syrup. 

Indications . —  Convulsions;  severe  af- 
ter-pains; tetanus,  when  not  contra-indi- 
cated  by  a  weak  heart;  acute  mania,  when 


the  heart's  action  is  good.  Locally : 
ulcers  and  fouil-smelling  wounds ;  neu- 
ralgia. 

Chloral  Hydrate  is  a  valuable  remedy  in 
many  conditions,  but  it  should  never  be 
used  when  the  action  of  the  heart  is  feeble. 
It  is  an  essential  remedy  in  peurperal  con- 
vulsions. In  delirium  tremens  it  is  among 
the  leading  hypnotics.  Chloral  is  exten- 
sively used  in  insomnia,  but  it  is  unwise  to 
employ  this,  or  any  other  drug,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  producing  sleep,  when  not  abso- 
lutely necessary.  Sleeping  doses,  except 
for  temporary  use,  are  very  harmful. 
Twenty  grains  of  the  drug  to  an  ounce  of 
water  makes  an  efficient  application  in  in- 
dolent ulcers  and  foul-smelling  wounds. 
Triturated  with  sugar,  in  equal  parts,  it 
constitutes  a  good  pain-relieving  applica- 
tion in  neuralgia.  It  may  be  given  by 
enema,  in  the  same  dose  as  by  the  mouth, 
adding  the  required  dose  to  one-half  glass 
of  water. 

Chloral  Hydrate  is  sedative  and  hypnot- 
ic. In  large  doses  it  is  a  dangerous  drug. 
The  long-continued  use  of  it  causes,  be- 
sides many  other  dangerous  conditions-  a 
gradual  loss  of  physical  and  mental  power. 
— Fyfe's  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeu- 
tics. 


NATIONAL    ECLECTIC  MEDICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  meeting  of  the  National  was  pleas- 
ant and  interesting  and  a  fair  amount  of 
business  was  transacted,  the  most  import- 
ant being  the  adoption  of  a  Constitution 
and  Bylaws,  and,  strange  as  it  may  seem, 
the  only  clause  in  the  revision  that  seemed 
•to  interest  and  hold  the  attention  of  the 
membership  was  the  one  recommending  a 
salary  of  $200  to  the  Recording  Secretary. 
Over  this  almost  an  hour  was  spent,  the 
Society  finally  voting  it  down. 

At  this  meeting  the  applications  for 
membership  had  to  be  accompanied  by  the 
initiation  fee  as  recommended  iby  President 
Boskowitz  last  year  and  adopted  by  the 
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Society.  In  this  way  quite  a  neat  sum  was 
added  to  that  already  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands  so  that  the  Society  left  Chattanooga 
with  nearly  a  thousand  dollars  to  its  credit. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by 
President  Standlee,  Pitts  E.  Howes,  Secre- 
tary, recording.  'Prayer  was  offered  by 
Dr.  Alonzo  Monk,  after  which  the  society 
was  welcomed  in  well-chosen  words  by  the 
Hon.  Joseph  Wassman,  Mayor  of  the  City. 
To  this  welcome  Prof.  John  Uri  Lloyd  re- 
sponded in  his  usual  telling  manner.  After 
this  the  Secretary  announced  a  quorum 
present  and  the  Society  proceeded  with  its 
regular  business.  After  the  routine  busi- 
ness the  President  read  his  annual  address 
which  was  received  with  marked  attention, 
after  which  the  Society  adjourned  until 
Wednesday  morning,  as  our  "Southern 
Host"  had  arranged  the  afternoon  and 
evening  for  our  entertainment.  We  took  a 
trip  to  Lookout  Mountain,  a  delightful 
luncheon  at  Point  Hotel,  were  photo- 
graphed, etc. 

The  morning  session  of  the  second  day 
was  devoted  to  the  reports  of  Committees 
and  Section  work,  and  in  the  afternoon  a 
trip  was  made  in  carriages  to  Chickamauga 
Park,  and  the  evening  session  was  devoted 
to  the  revision  of  Constitution  and  Bylaws 
as  referred  to  above.  The  third  and  final 
day  the  usual  rush  to  finish  business  and 
Section  work,  select  place  of  meeting,  elect

The  following  are  among  the  interesting 
papers  presented  at  this  meeting :  "The 
Spirit  of  Evil,"  treating  on  the  use  and 
abuse  of  Mercury  and  its  influence  on  the 
human  system,  by  Dr.  M.  H.  Logan  of  San 
Francisco;  "Svapnia  and  Capsicum"  was 
created  in  a  masterly  manner  by  A.  W. 
Vincent,  M.  D.,  of  Valparaiso,  Ind.  Dr. 
Vincent  also  presented  a  paper  on  "Ap- 
pendicitis." Dr.  George  W.  Holmes  of 
Sharpies,  Fla.,  presented  a  paper  on  "Ery- 
thromelgia."  W.  P.  Best  of  Indianapolis. 
Ind.,  one  on  "Spinal  Irritation."  "The 
Man  and  the  Remedy"  was  the  subject  of 
a  paper  by  Dr.  J.  D.  McCann  of  Monti- 
cello-  Indiana.  Dr.  Eloise  M.  Feltz  of 
Perry,  Iowa,  one  on  Crategus  Oxycantha. 
Specific  Medication  and  Gynecology  was 
treated  by  Dr.  Florence  Tibbet  Duvall  of 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  in  a  most  masterly  manner. 
Dr.  W.  E.  Kinnett  of  Yorkville,  111.,  inter- 
ested us  in  the  "Specific  Use  of  Pilocar- 
pine." Lr.  W.  E.  Bloyer  of  Cincinnati, 
Ohio,  gave  a  fine  demonstration  of  his 
treatment  of  Hernia.  This  he  illustrated 
upon  the  blackboard.  J.  R.  Spencer  of 
Cincinnati,  O.,  a  paper  on  "Electro-Sur- 
gery" and  one  on  Nephritic  Abscess.  Dr. 
John  Perrins  of  Boston,  Mass.,  presented  a 
most  interesting  paper  and  several  speci- 
mens of  Uterine  tumors  The  title  of  his 
paper  wras  "Diagnostic  Symptoms  of  Uter- 
ine Tumors  which  justify  Operative  Inter- 
ference." Dr.  E.  G.  Trowbridge  pre- 
sented a  fine  paper  on  "Strabismus"  and 
President  G.  W.  Johnson  one  on  "Mas- 
toiditis and  Periositis." 


THE  XEW  EXGLAXD  ECLECTICS. 

The  seventh  annnual  meeting  of  the  New 
England  Eclectic  Medical  Association  was 
held  in  tile  city  of  Montpelier,  Vermont, 
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Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  June 
4th,  5th  and  6th,  1901.  From  its  organiza- 
tion in  1895  up  to  1898,  the  Association 
found  its  bark  on  troubled  waters,  wMch 
at  times  threatened  its  complete  annihi- 
lation. The  wise  counsels  of  staunch 
friends  prevailed,  however,  and  at  its  fourth 
.annual  meeting,  held  in  the  city  of  Port- 
land. Maine,  in  1898,  its  fortunes  changed 
and  the  organization  has  steadily  grown 
in  membership  and  importance,  until  to- 
day it  takes  high  rank  among  similar  or- 
ganizations in  the  United  States. 

The  meeting  was  held  in  conjunction 
with  that  of  the  Vermont  Eclectic  Medical 
Association,  separate  sessions  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  alone  being  held  by  each 
organization.

Dr.  Wilder  has  spent 
his  life  largely  in  literary  pursuits  and  in 
the  teaching  of  liberal  medicine.  Bailie 
Brown,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.-  M.  D.,  of  New

It  is  with  great  pleasure  and  a  consider- 
able degree  of  pride  that  we  announce  a 
second  serial  story  in  the  "Bookman,"  by 
Prof.  John  Uri  Lloyd.  We  feel  that  Prof. 
Lloyd  belongs  to  us  as  well  as  to  Cincin- 
nati Eclectic  Institute.  Every  Eclectic 
— East,  West,  North  or  South,  feels  a  per- 
sonal and,  so  to  speak,  proprietory  interest 
in  the  Professor  and  when  he  launches  a 
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new  work  we  follow  it  with  keen  interest. 
The  Bookman's  announcement  is  as  fol- 
lows:  "For  1901  The  Bookman  Serial 
Story,  by  John  Uri  Lloyd,  author  of 
String-town  on  the  Pike.'  'Warwick  of  the 
Knobs,'  a  story  of  Stringtown  County.  To 
those  who  have  read  Mr.  Lloyd's  earlier 
book,  any  word  of  introduction  to  String- 
town  and  Stringtown  County  would  'be  su- 
perfluous. The  story  deals  with  somewhat 
the  same  scenes  and  the  same  period.  It 
contains,  however,  (unlike  'Stringtown'), 
practically  no  dialect,  and  little  is  said  of 
the  Kentucky  superstitions,  to  which  in 
"Stringtown"  Mr.  Lloyd  gave  so  much  at- 
tention. 

-Warwick  of  the  Knobs"  is  the  study  of  a 
life  such  as  men  like  Warwick  met  with 
Warwick's  stoicism.  These  men' were  iron 
in  the  manner  in  which  they  clung  to  tra- 
dition, to  home,  to  family  pride,  and  above 
all  to  their  religion  and  their  God.  whom 
thev  believed  to  be  relentless  but  just.  This 
description  of  Boone  (Stringtown)  County 
is  such  as  history  might  record,  but  does 
not.  The  scenery,  the  people,  the  methods 
ct  worship,  the  prejudice,  the  sacrifice, 
have  all  been  drawn  from  actual  life. 

There  was  no  Warwick.  At  least  there 
was  no  one  of  that  name  who  presented  the 
characteristics  of  the  man  whose  name  has 
given  the  title  to  this  story.  But  with  that, 
we  might  say,  pure  fiction  ends.  Beyond 
it  everything  lies  somewhere  or  other  in 
that  borderland  where  the  memory  and  the 
imagination  meet  and  blend.  Morgan 
scampered  over  these  hills  of  Boone  Coun- 
ty at  the  head  of  his  cavalry.  He  passed 
•through  here  again  after  his  escape  from 
Columbus,  and  for  a  time  was  secreted  on 
one  of  the  knobs  of  Gunpowder.  The 
ruins  of  the  old  churdh  are  still  to  be  seen. 

The  story  as  a  whole  marks  an  advance 
upon  Mr.  Lloyd's  first  story,  'Stringtown.' 
To  those  who  liked  'Stringtown'  it  will  be  a 
matter  of  interest  to  know  that  it  is  now  in 
its  fiftieth  thousand.  The  story  begins  in

"During  the  recent  summer,  I  believed  I  saved  the  life  of  a  little 
negro  boy  by  the  use  of  Echafolta  and  this  remedy  alone.

He  filled  the  chair  of  Materia  Med- 
ica  and  Therapeutics  at  the  College  for 
more  than  twenty  years,  and  was  a  close 
friend  and  adviser  of  the  Dean.  For  many 
years  he  practiced  in  Brooklyn,  at  Xo.  217 
Leonard  street.  He  leaves  a  widow,  one 
sen  (who  is  a  medical  student)  and  a  daugh- 
ter.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  RESEARCHES 
ON  SYPHILIS. 

By  Drs.  Justin  de  Lisle   and  Louis  Jullien. 

We  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  the 
Academy  of  Medicine  the  researches 
which  led  us  to  the  discovery  of  the  path- 
ogenic microbe  in  syphilis.  Although  the 
blood  of  syphilitic  patients  having  been  ex- 
amined and  found  sterile  from  a  bacter- 
iological point  of  view,  it  is  on  this  liquid 
that  we  have  brought  to  bear  our  studies, 
because  it  seems  impossible  to  us  that  the 
agent  which  scattered  the  infection  through 
all  parts  of  the  body,  would  not  be  re- 
strained there,  and  that  we  might  hope  to 
encounter  the  shelter  of  all  the  impurity. 
We  have  ^aken  care  in  choosing  cases  of 
recent  contamination,  and  remain  exempt 
from  specific  medication. 

After  disinfection  of  the  skin,  we  drew 
the  blood  directly  from  the  vein,  by  means 
of  a  sterilized  needle  and  syringe  to  the 
autoclave :  we  then  examined  the  nature 
ot  the  blood  and  the  serum.    In  these  con-  1 
ditions  we  established  the  presence  of  a 
round  body,  granular,  very  refractory,  sus- 
ceptible of  passing  the  Chamberland  filter,  ' 
endowed  with  a  mobility  perhaps  brown- 
ienne.    and  already  seen  by  other  observa- 
tions.   But  be  it  in  the  cultures,  be  it  by  the  i 
inoculation  of  the  animals,  these  products 
have  not  yet  given  any  results. 

We  are  not  surprised,  knowing  that 
though  the  syphilitic  blood  for  a  time  coag- 
ulated, is  inoffensive,  and  we  recall  the  cele- 
brated experience  of  Pelizarri,  inoculation 
the  result  of  bleeding  three  young  persons, 
cne  of  which  alone,  proved  contagious,  the 
other  two  not  having  been  in  contact  with 
the  liquid  thickened  and  already  chilled; 
and  the  one  of  ours  has  not  been  written 
since  1886:  "We  believe  that  the  virulent 
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matter  is  not  a  soluble  point  in  the  serum.'* 
These  facts  were  (brought  to  the  knowl- 
edge of  modern  biochemistry,  which  was 
revealed  in  the  blood  after  its  coagulation, 
that  is  to  say,  in  the  serum,  the  presence  of 
a  large  number  of  bacterium :  only  alexine. 

To  avoid  the  development  of  this  sub- 
stance, we  have  pursued  our  experiments 
wi-tJh  plasma,  and  with  the  liquid  of  a  blister 
in  which  we  have  been  able  to  discover 
the  absence  of  alexine,  that  it  was  either 
a  question  of  ordinary  blister  of  the  can- 
therides,  or  of  the  blister  of  the  hammer 
applied  with  the  instrument  of  "Mayor,  es- 
pecially highly  important,  and  on  which 
we  believe  we  are  the  first  to  discover  this 
.knowledge.    The  plasma  obtained  by  the 
actual  means  used  in  the  laboratories,  we 
"have   several   times   discovered,  contains 
bacterium  in  the  form  of  bacilli ;  in  all  the 
cases  we  put  it  in  the  culture  on  the  ordi- 
nary medium  and  of  other  species,  we  ob- 
served it  attentively,  and  if  in  48  hours,  re- 
sults were  not  positively  shown,  we  treated 
it  by  the  sac  process.    YYe  have  thus  been 
able  to  reveal  a  bacilli  of  which  we  are  able 
to-day   to   give   the   following  signifying 
traits :    This  microbe  is  essentially  poly- 
morphic its  aspect  varying  from  that  of  a 
short  bacilli  measuring  5x8  m.  in  length, 
and  of  15  centiemes  to  3  diziemes  in  width, 
to  that  of  a  filament  very  elongated ;  its  ex- 
tremities are  vaguely  rounded,  not  swollen 
like  a  club.    It  is  animated  in   its  move- 
ments, and  evolves  under  the  field  of  the 
microscope.    It  takes  all  the  ordinary  col- 
oring matter  but  it  is  necessary  to  avoid  its 
withering  in  the  flame  where  the  tempera- 
ture is  above  60  degrees ;  it  can  be  tested 
with  the  advantage  of  alcohol  or  ether,  or 
a  solution  of  osmique   acid   or  saturated 
with  a  sublimate  watery  solution,  and  an 
additional  acetic  acid.    It  does   not  take 
Gramm    reaction.     Placed    in    broth,  it 
thickens  in  24  hours ;  after  four  or  five  days 
it  forms  a  thin  scum,  which  does  not  spread 
01  thicken.    It  slowly  liquifies  gelatine ;  in 
pricking,  it  does  not  determine  a  cone,  nor 
run  out ;  the  liquid  of  the  tube  is  thick  and 
flaky,  with  a  greenish  shade,  the  gelatine 
not  being  colored,  remains  even  on  its  sur- 
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face.  On  the  gelatine  in  a  box,  the  mass 
appears  in  4  or  5  days,  rounded,  with  irreg- 
ular extremities,  grayish  and  in  from  10  to 
>o  days,  all  the  gelatine  is  liquified.  On 
ordinary  jelly,  and  a  jelly  of  glycerine  and 
peptonized,  it  produces  a  creamy  coat,  al- 
ways humid,  and  a  very  light  greenish  tint. 
It  sprouts  very  well  on  a  potato,  glycerined, 
in  form  of  a  whitish  tint,  neither  dry  nor 
scaled,  which  gathers  at  the  bottom  of  the 
tube. 

On  solid  serum  it  grows  invisibly  and 
without  liquification.  On  amniotique 
liquid,  it  sprouts  with  abundance.  On 
some  of  the  many  vaccines,  with  some  of 
the  cultures  of  pyocyanique,  or  of  colibac- 
illi, it  sprouts  very  well.  It  does  not  con- 
geal in  milk,  but  precipitates  casine  into  a 
greasy  layer  at  the  surface ;  the  reaction  is 
alkaline.  Its  anaerobic  development  is 
slow.  It  never  produces  pyocyanine  nor 
indol.  The  greater  part  of  these  cultures 
are  of  an  insipid  odor,  disagreeable  but  not 
fetid.  The  sudden  modifications  by  this 
microbe  are  very  important ;  at  first  its 
length  was  believed  to  measure  that  of  an 
old  culture ;  at  the  end  of  five  or  six  days, 
it  becomes  stringy;  after  about  ten  days  i: 
i<  granular,  and  has  assumed  the  aspect  of 
the  round  points  before  mentioned,  and 
st  en  in  the  plasma,  but  at  this  moment,  the 
transplantation  could  make  the  bacilli  to 
reappear  with  all  the  primitive  characteris- 
tics. 

At  the  end  of  30  days,  all  is  granular  and 
seemingly  dead,  the  transplantation  in  the 
middle,  ordinarily  remaining  sterile,  but  at 
this  moment,  and  later  also,  in  the  delay, 
that  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  actually  state 
precisely  a  passage  by  the  sac  could  amin- 
ate  all.  In  this  body,  therefore,  there 
seems  to  center  die  firmer  part  of  the  viru- 
lent agent,  and  live,  to  all  appearances,  the 
astonishing  survival  of  disease  which  we 
possess. 

Our  cultures  injected  into  the  peritou- 
neum  of  the  guinea-pig  hastens  on  paral- 
ysis, emaciation,  abortion,  and  death  be- 
tween 10  and  15  days.  The  young  guinea- 
pigs  are  killed  by  the  process  in  12  hours. 
Injected  under  the  skin,  the  same  symp- 
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toms  are  found,  the  falling  off  of  hair,  and 
the  greater  formation  of  an  indurated  plate 
with  ulceration,  accompanied  by  obstruc- 
tion of  the  neighboring  glands.  At  the 
autopsy,  we  found  the  urine  albuminous, 
the  spleen  contracted,  sometimes  the  liver 
and  kidneys  in  a  fatty  degeneration,  and  the 
blood  always  sterile. 

In  the  frog,  the  effects  are  more  striking, 
and  death  occurs  in  36  hours.  The  fact 
that  the  cadavers  of  all  our  animals  are  ster- 
ile, we  'have  brought  about  a  research,  if  it 
is  not  the  same  in  man,  and  we  have  stated 
without  surprise,  that  on  the  many  autop- 
sies practiced  in  the  special  hospitals, 
science  does  not  mention  a  single  fact  ot 
specific  contamination,  by  pricking  in  the 
c\  mphi  theater. 

One  cultivation  of  our  microbes,  3  days 
old,  and  put  in  contact  with  the  bloody 
serum  of  a  syphilitic  in  force  of  symptoms, 
determined  distinctly  the  agglutination,  a 
phenomenon  which  was  not  produced  with 
the  serum  of  a  healthy  man.  In  the  syph- 
ilitic, inoculation  of  our  cultures  be  it  on 
sound  flesh,  or  a  bloody  rent,  remains  with- 
out any  result. 

At  last,  principal  phenomenon,  and  to 
which  permit  us  to  call  your  attention, 
alexine  contained  in  the  serum  of  an  im- 
munized animal,  from  the  repeated  injec- 
tions of  syphilitic  plasma,  is  settled  on  this 
niicro'be.  We  'know  that  the  reaction  is 
due  to  the  intervention  of  a  substance, 
special  sensibility,  engendered  by  vaccina- 
tion. Having  injected  the  culture  into  the 
marginal  vein  of  a  rabbit,  we  bled  the  ani- 
mal at  the  end  of  three  days,  and  with  its 
blood  made  some  plasma  and  serum.  The 
sowing  of  these  products  have  given  the 
following  results :  The  plasma  has  fur- 
nished an  abundant  production  of  mic- 
robes, while  those  dn  the  tubes  with  the 
scrum  remained  sterile.  The  same  experi- 
ments executed  with  the  plasma  of  non- 
syphilitic  patients,  have  never  revealed  to 
us  the  microbe  of  which  it  has  come  to  be 
questioned.  Let  us  sum  up:  1st,  We 
have  found  this  microbe  in  the  syphilitic  in 
a  florid  stage,  in  all  these  syphilitics,  and 
nothing  in  the   non-syphilitic ;   2nd,  This 


microbe  agglutinizes  the  serum  of  syphil- 
itic patients,  and  does  not  agglutinize  that 
of  healthy  persons ;  3rd,  It  determines  in 
animals  of  the  labaratory,  some  of  the  spec- 
ial and  comparable  accidents  to  those 
which  we  observe  in  man ;  4th,  It  fixes  the 
special  alexine  of  vaccinated  animals  with 
the  syphilitic  products;  5th,  Its  cultures  are 
without  effect  on  the  syphilitic  disease; 
6th,  As  in  syhpilis  in  man,  our  microbes 
have  died  with  the  infected  animals. 

For  all  these  reasons,  we  say  that  the 
bacilli  which  we  have  succeeded  in  isolat- 
ing in  the  bloody  plasma  attained  by  the 
disease  of  syphilis,  is  the  pathogenic  mic- 
robe of  this  infection. 


GRINDELIA  ROBUSTA. 

By  A.  Waldo  Forbush,  M.  D. 

(Read  at  Massachusetts  Eclectic  Medi- 
cal Society,  June,  1901.) 

A  Californian  remedy,  introduced  to  the 
profession  within  a  few  years.  It  is  a  peren- 
lal  herbaceouj  plant,  a  native  of  Califor- 
nia, and  grows  on  elevated  plateaus,  to  the 
height  of  two  feet  or  more,  and  by  the  com- 
mon people  it  is  called  wild  sunflower,  and 
in  general  characteristics  resembles  our  do- 
mestic sunflower. 

This  plant  was  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  medical  profession  by  Dr.  C.  A.  Can- 
field,  in  an  article  published  in  the  Pacific 
Medical  and  Surgical  Journal  about  the 
}  ear  1870.  Particular  notice  was  called  to 
ibis  plant  by  Dr.  Steele,  of  San  Francisco, 
CaL,  in  a  paper  presented  to  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  in  1875,  tnus 
robbing  Dr.  Bundy  of  the  honor  of  its  in- 
troduction, as  I  can  find  nothing  from  Dr. 
Bundy  earlier  than  the  year  1878  or  '79. 

The  dry  plant  yields  a  large  amount  of 
a  balsamic  oleo  resin  resembling  the  odor 
of  summer  savory,  and  when  distilled  in 
water  yields  a  peculiar  volatile  oil  and  u*x- 
fers  in  odor  from  the  plant.  The  therapeu- 
tical properties  undoubtedly  reside  in  this 
oleo-resin  combined  with  a  narcotic  prin- 
ciple. A  fluid  extract  with  alcohol  of  the 
dried  plant  will  give  the  proper  characteris- 
tic principles  of  the  plant.    A  green  fluid 
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extract  made  from  the  green  plant  will  fail 
of  the  desired  result  in  practice.  Many  ot 
the  so-called  Grindelia  Robusta  prepara- 
tions, as  found  in  the  market,  are  often 
riiiixed  with  other  members  of  the  Grindelia 
family,  particularly  the  Grindelia  Squar- 
rosa. 

There  has  never  been  a  satisfactory  prov- 
ing of  the  drug.  Our  knowledge  comes 
from  a  little  by  little  experience  at  the 
r  ands  of  many  practitioners.  I  'hope  in  the 
near  future  to  give  a  proving  that  will  at 
least  be  satisfactory  to  myself. 

Therapeutically  we  can  compare  Grinde- 
lia Robusta  with  Quebracho,  Sanguinaria, 
Lobelia,  and  euphorbia.  The  clinical  his- 
tory of  Grindelia  Robusta  turns  around 
asthma  and  its  allied  affections.^  For  there 
it  comes  as  near  being  a  specfiic  as  it  is 
possible  -for  any  remedy.  It  will  afford  re- 
lief in  all  affections  of  the  air  passages. 
Chronic  Bronchitis,  Bronchorrhea  —  per- 
haps better  classed  chronic  Pneumonitis — 
when  associated  with  asthmatic  paroxysms 
iecurring  at  night,  Or  on  slight  exertion 
from  exercise,  will  be  much  improved  by 
the  use  of  Grindelia  Robusta.  It  will  also 
enefit  those  patients  whose  colds  always 
take  the  form  of  asthma  or  dyspnoea.  In 
these  latter  cases  I  would  suggest  not  only 
the  internal  use  of  the  drug,  but  an  inhala- 
tion of  the  Grindelia  as  well — say  one  or 
two  drachms  in  a  pint  of  boiling  water.  My 
favorite  method  of  use  is  to  take  a  pint  milk 
can,  fill  with  boiling  water,  add  two  drachms 
of  the  fluid  extract  of  Grindelia  Robusta, 
and  place  as  near  the  mouth  as  possible. 
This  will  give  great  relief,  and  the  spasm 
will  «be  over  in  from  five  to  ten  minutes. 
This  treatment  should  be  used  as  often  as 
the  spasms  make  their  appearance.  If  it 
does  not  wholly  remove  the  liability  to  the 
attacks,  it  will  at  least  lengthen  the  inter- 
val between  them,  and  render  those  which 
<lo  come  more  mild. 

Among  the  old  residents  of  the  W estern 
coast  Grindelia  Robusta  has  long  enjoyed 
an  enviable  reputation  in  the  relief  of  asth- 
matic and  bronchial  affections  of  an  in- 
tractable chronic  Character.  But  in  order 
to  obtain  these  results  they  are  very  sure 


as  to  the  drug  used.  They  do  not  depend 
— as  most  Eastern  physicians,  upon  an  un- 
reliable article,  which,  resulting  in  failure 
and  disappointment,  leads  them  to  cast 
aside  as  useless  a  remedy  which  deserves 
better  treatment. 

Grindelia  Robusta  seems  to  possess  an 
almost  specific  action  in  certain  diseases  of 
the  eye.  In  conjunctivitis  and  purulent 
optharmia,it  has  been  found  very  serviceable. 
Particularly  in  iritis  is  the  power  noticed. 
This,  when  traumatic,  will  always  yield 
quickly  to  the  Grindelia.  When  it  arises 
from  a  cold  or  a  climatic  rheumatism,  the 
remedy  is  almost  as  effectual,  but  in  ar- 
thritic, syphilitic,  and  scrofulous  iritis,  it 
does  not  accomplish  so  much  good.  In 
other  words,  when  the  pain  is  intense,  and 
the  fever  runs  high,  Grindelia  will  do  good, 
but  when  the  symptoms  are  sub-acute,  and 
the  disease  progresses  but  slowly,  it  fails. 

Dr.  O.  S.  Laws,  reports  on  Dec.  18th, 
1898,  Mr.  E.  asked  me  to  look  at  an  ex- 
crescence on  the  edge  of  the  lower  lid  of 
his  right  eye,  near  the  inner  canfhus.  It 
had  been  about  two  months  since  first  no- 
ticed. It  looked,  to  the  naked  eye,  like  a 
wart,  'but  under  a  magnifying  lens  the  in- 
nocent wart  was  converted  into  a  malig- 
nant imitation.  A  well-defined  sinus  was 
observed  at  the  apex,  out  of  which,  like  a 
young  Vesuvius,  it  ejected  an  unpleasant 
fluid,  especially  at  night,  "that  glued  the 
lids  together." 

At  least  a  dozen  physicians  had  seen  it 
before,  and  as  they  all  in  turn  said  "cut  it 
out."  He  kept  moving  on  to  see  if  he 
could  find  one  that  could  think  of  some- 
thing else.  I  suggested  local  treatment  for 
a  reasonable  tiime  as  a  test,  knowing  that 
cutting  out  meant,  not  only  a  traumatic 
surface  to  begin  with,  but  a  notch  in  the  eye 
lid  in  the  end. 

I  thus  told  him,  and  immediately  puc 
him  on  Grindelia  Robusta.  In  an  ounce 
vial  I  put  one-half  drachm  of  Grindelia 
Robusta,  sp.  med.,  and  filled  the  vial  with 
boiled  water,  to  be  applied  freely  with  the 
finger  several  times  a  day.  In  a  week  he 
returned,  and  as  there  was  no  noticeable 
change,  either  for  the  worse  or  better,  and 
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no  smarting  of  the  eye,  I  felt  encouraged 
and  doubled  the  strength  of  the  lotion.  In 
another  week  he  returned,  and  the  small 
volcano  was  pale  and  wilted.  On  the  third 
call  it  had  shrunken  almost  even  with  the 
border  of  the  lid,  but  still  ejected  some 
fluid.  It  is  about  two  weeks  since  the  las: 
call,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  he  con- 
siders it  a  success. 

This  use  of  Grindelia  was  suggested  by 
the  reports  of  Drs.  Coe  and  Webster.  No 
internal  treatment  was  used. 

Grindelia  Robusta  is  useful  in  Rhus  pois- 
oning, and  in  the  stings  of  insects.  It  is  a 
most  excellent  dressing  for  burns  and 
scalds,  where  these  are  superficial.  Ap- 
plied by  means  of  wet  cloths  it  soothes  the 
agonizing  pain,  and  the  sufferer  will  gen- 
erally in  a  few  minutes  drop  to  sleep. 

Chronic  ulcerations,  even  when  deep  and 
fetid  and  extremely  tender,  may  often  be 
speedily  cured  by  the  topical  and  internal 
use  of  this  drug.  Make  a  wash  by  putting 
four  drachms  of  the  fluid  extract  in  eight 
^ounces  of  water,  and  keep  the  ulcers  wet 
with  gauze  dipped  in  this  solution.  Also, 
give  internally  one  drachm  per  day  of  the 
fluid  extract,  in  divided  doses,  in  water. 
Often  in  a  few  days,  generally  within  a 
week  a  marked  improvement  will  be  made ; 
pain  and  swelling  will  disappear,  and  the 
case  will  progress  to  a  rapid  recovery. 

In  the  cough  of  phthisis  when  we  have 
spasm  and  dyspnoea,  Grindelia  will  be 
found  highly  ameliorative.  In  the  cough 
of  cardiac  hyhertrophy,  and  in  the  short 
breath  and  dyspnoea  from  heart  disease, 
and  in  heart  complications  generally,  it  will 
be  found  an  admirable  adjunct  to  digitalis, 
cactus  and  strophanthus. 

In  Pertussis  alone,  or  in  conjunction 
wit'h  chestnut  leaves,  Pulsatilla  and  Co- 
diene,  it  will  both  modify  the  intensity  and 
lessen  Che  frequency  of  the  paroxysms. 

In  rose  cold,  hay  asthma  and  autumnal 
catarrh  Grendelia  once  used  will  assert  its 
value.  Periodicity  of  those  affections  of 
the  air  passages,  that  have  recurrence  of 
symptoms  as  a  condition,  are  greatly  bene- 
fited by  Grindelia.  In  many  cases  all  the 
symptoms  disappear  as  if  by   magic.  In 


the  recurrence  the  following  year  the 
symptoms  will  be  in  a  much  milder  form. 
Some  practitioners  failure  to  relieve  will 
be  found  in  their  lack  of  care  in  selecting 
their  cases,  with  no  regard  for  specific  indi- 
cations, for  if  used  in  a  guns'hot  way  we 
should  expect  only  failure. 

King  says  "Grindelia  Robusta  has  been 
found  efficient  in  some  renal  maladies."  A 
more  extended  study  tells  us  that  Grinde- 
lia Robusta  is  often  indicated  in  diseases  of 
the  genito-urinary  organs  of  the  female.  In 
those  painful  conditions — as  burning  and 
intense  itching  particularly — which,  have 
resisted  all  other  remedies,  Grindelia  Ro- 
busta is  the  remedy.  Its  application  soon 
brings  relief.  It  s'hould  be  used  in  hot 
water.  Apply  with  a  vaginal  syringe  two 
or  three  times  a  day.  Also  apply  the  mix- 
ture, by  means  of  wet  cloths,  to  the  exter- 
nal parts  changing  the  applications  fre- 
quently. 

In  urithritis  and  vaginal  catarrh,  in 
chronic  cystitis,  in  lucorrhoea  and  gleet, 
\ou  will  find  the  local  and  systematic  use 
of  this  remedy  fully  equal  to  any  we  pos- 
sess. 

The  discharge  that  particularly  calls  for 
Grindelia  Robusta  is  of  ia  whitish  acid  fluid, 
and  most  persistent  in  character,  whether 
urithral,  vaginal,  cystic,  or  nasal  in  origin. 

Grindelia  will  relieve  the  nausea  and 
retching  of  cancer  of  the  stomadh.  It  also 
relieves  the  prostration  of  this  undesirable 
condition,  quieting  the  nervous  system  in 
conjunction  with  Bromide  of  Soda,  and 
we  can  assure  our  patient  of  comfort  at 
least. 

Further  investigation  will  undoubtedly 
develop  other  important  uses  for  this  al- 
ready valuable  addition  to  our  materia 
medica. 

The  field  of  utility  of  Grindelia  Robusta 
comprises  all  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
tract  attended  with  cough  and  dyspnoea. 
Attention  is  particularly  directed  to  its  val- 
ue in  the  treatment  of  asthma — chronic  in 
c  h  a  r  a  ct  er —  B  ran  dh  it  i  s ,  Bra  n  clh  o  -  P  n  e  u  m  o- 
nia,  Hay  Fever,  Whooping  Cough,  and 
Dyspnoea  following  heart  complications.  It 
is  of  value  in  the  treatment  of  pulmonary 
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and  laryngeal  tuberculosis — with  the  char- 
acteristic spasmodic  condition  and  short- 
ness of  breath.  Its  soothing  influence  is 
not  obtained  at  the  expense  of  the  decreas- 
ing power  of  the  respiratory  muscles.  Its 
freedom  from  depressing  action  when  the 
heart  renders  it  safe  even  in  cases  of  cardiac 
deficiency. 

The  special  points  to  remember  in  the 
use  of  Grindel'ia  Robusta  is  its  use  in  the 
spasmodic  conditions  of  the  air  passages 
and  heart,  its  specific  action  on  trumatic 
conditions  of  the  eye,  and  the  local  use  in 
the  many  genito-urinary  conditions.

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

By  William  H.  Russell.  M.  D. 

(Read  before  Boston   District  Eclectic- 
Medical  Society.) 

Typhoid  Fever  has  been  classed  as  an  in- 
fectious fever,  occurring  endemically,  spor- 
adically, or  epidemically.  These  terms 
are  of  little  importance,  ana  in  the  light  of 
modern  investigation  may  be  dispensed 
with.  Various  names  have  been  applied  to 
this  fever.  Slow  Mucous  Fever  1735; 
Typhus  Xervosus  1760;  Entro  Mesenteric 
Fever  1820;  Enteric  Fever  1846;  Intes- 
tinal Fever  1856;  Ileo-Typhus  1857; 
Mountain  Fever  1870. 

Louis  was  the  first  to  give  a  full  and  ac- 
curate description  of  this  disease,  to  which 
he  applied  the  name  typhoid  fever.  The 
term  Enteric  Fever  was  suggested  by  the 
late  Dr.  George  B.  Wood.  The  term  In- 
testinal Fever  was  suggested  by  Budd. 

It  is  probable  that  the  'disease  has  oc- 
curred at  all  ages  and  wherever  men  have 
congregated  in  towns  and  villages. 

Spigelius  in  1624  seems  to  be  the  first 
author  whose  writings  furnish  positive  evi- 
dence of  the  existence  of  the  disease. 
Sydenham,  in  1688,  describes  a  fever  in 
which  the  symptoms  were  diarrhoea,  vom- 
iting, delirium,  a  tendency  to  coma  and 
epistaxis,  and  which  was  distinguished 
from  "febeis  pestilens"  by  the  absence 
of  a  petechial  eruption.    Brettenneau  of 


Tours  was  the  first  to  distinctly  point  out 
the  association  between  certain  symptoms, 
and  the  lesions  of  the  intestinal  glands. 
About  1826  typhoid  was  frequent  occur- 
rence in  Paris,  and  typhus  was  rarely  seen. 

The  French  physicians  supposed  that 
the  fever  which  was  then  prevalent  in  Eng- 
land was  identical  with  the  fever  with 
which  they  were  familiar  and  which  was 
described  in  their  writings.  The  English 
physicians  contended  that  there  was  but 
one  form  of  continued  fever,  and  this  was 
seldom  associated  with  lesions  of  the  intes- 
tines. In  the  second  e'dition  of  his  work 
Louis  recognizes  the  difference  between 
typhoid  and  typhus.  The  confusion  which 
existed  in  England  was  not  dispelled  until 
1849,  when  Sir  William  Jenner  demon- 
strated that  typhoid  and  typhus  were  sepa- 
rate and  distinct  diseases.  In  Germany 
the  fact  that  these  were  separate  and  dis- 
tinct diseases  was  known  in  1810. 

American  physicians  have  made  numer- 
ous and  important  contributions  to  the  lit- 
erature and  knowledge  of  typhoid  fever. 
In  1824  it  was  described  by  Xathan  Smith 
under  the  name  of  typhus  fever  of  Xew 
England.  In  February  and  August  of 
1837  Dr.  William  Gerhard  of  Philadelphia 
published  papers  in  the  "Journal  of  the 
Medical  Sciences,"  in  which  he  pointed  out 
the  differential  diagnosis  between  typhus 
and  typhoid.  The  result  of  these  two  pa- 
pers was,  that  the  differential  diagnosis  be- 
tween these  two  diseases  was  made  clear  to 
the  great  body  of  the  physicians  in  the 
United  States,  long  before  the  question  was 
settled  in  Great  Britain  and  France.  Bart- 
lett  in  1835,  James  Jackson,  Jr.,  of  Boston, 
in  the  same  year,  Shattuck  of  Boston,  and 
other  American  physicians  have  contrib- 
uted to  the  literature  of  typhoid  fever. 

"From  Greenland's  icy  mountains,  to  In- 
dia's coral  strand,"  in  every  country  and 
clime  where  manhood  exists,  there  may  be 
found  typhoid  fever.  Even  in  islands  sep- 
arated from  the  mainland  by  hundreds  of 
miles  of  intervening  ocean  this  disease  may 
be  found. 

It  has  been  observed  that  the  predisposi- 
tion to  typhoid  fever   is   greater  during 
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childhood  and  early  adult  life — that  is  dur- 
ing the  period  of  glandular  activity. 

The  disease  is  unusually  prevalent  after 
very  hot  summers,  accompanied  by  little 
rainfall ;  that  is  when  the  springs  and 
sources  of  water  supply  are  low. 

The  above  would  imply  that  the  specific 
cause  of  typhoid  must  exist  in  the  earth, 
and  that  the  heat  of  the  sun  brings  into  ac- 
tivity the  germs  which  have  been  lying  dor- 
mant ;  that  a  cool  summer,  and  the  earth 
well  supplied  with  water  inhibits  the  action 
of  the  germs. 

There  seems  to  be  direct  relationship,  be- 
tween a  limited  water  supply  and  this  dis- 
ease. Does  the  specific  cause  of  typhoid 
exist  in  the  lower  stratas  of  the  earth,  and 
the  water  supply  being  derived  from  this 
source,  during  the  heated  period,  account 
for  the  epidemics  of  typhoid  which  have  oc- 
curred in  the  past.'  It  has  been  noticed 
that  the  disease  did  not  occur  until  after  the 
heated  term,  during  the  early  autumn  or 
late  summer.  May  we  infer  from  the  above 
that  the  first  rains  of  autumn,  as  they  are 
eagerly  absorbed  by  the  parched  earth, 
take  up  and  hold  in  solution  the  specific 
cause  of  typhoid,  which  has  been  elaborat- 
ed and  vivified  by  the  heat  of  the  sun  in  the 
upper  stratas  of  earth,  the  water  peculat- 
ing through  the  earth,  feeding  the  springs 
and  sources  of  water  supply,  and  bearing 
in  its  arms  the  specific  cause  of  the  dreaded 
typhoid. 

_  In  countries  sparsely  settled,  a  disturbing 
of  the  soil  seems  to  produce  malarial  fever. 
After  villages  and  towns  are  built  up  the 
disease  assumes  the  form  of  typho-malar- 
ial  fever ;  thus  it  looks  as  if  the  patient  must 
be  infected  by  the  specific  cause  of  both 
malarial  and  typhoid  fevers. 

Is  typhoid  a  disease  of  civilization,  or  do 
the  germs  of  the  disease  exist  in  the  earth, 
and,  like  low  forms  of  animal  life,  await 
the  warm  sunshine  to  awaken  them  to  ac- 
tivity. 

We  know  that  certain  diseases  are  caused 
by  filth  ;  that  the  specific  cause  exists  in 
filth.  We  know  that  the  specific  cause  of 
typhoid  exists  in  filthy  sewers.  We  know 
that  epidemics  of  the  disease  have  been 


•caused  by  the  water  supply  being  concam- 
inated  by  sewers. 

We  have  all  read  of  General  Butler's 
exertions  in  saving  the  city  of  New  Or- 
leans from  the  epidemic  of  yellow  fever, 
during  the  civil  war ;  of  the  filth  in  the 
market;  of  the  refuse  from  the  meat  which 
was  strewn  on  the  floor  and  trod  into  un- 
til it  had  accumulated  to  a  depth  of  two 
feet — a  festering,  decomposing  mass.  Those 
who  have  read  Smollet's  works  will  remem- 
ber the  condition  in  other  cities  of  the  old 
world  regarding  sanitation.  Garbage  and 
decaying  vegetable  matter  was  thrown  in- 
to the  streets.  There  was  no  system  of 
sewerage,  and  Ithe  plague,  cholera,  and  ma- 
lignant fevers,  ran  rife.  In  those  cities  of 
the  old  world  it  was  dangerous  to  walk  the 
streets  after  dark.  It  was  a  common  thing 
to  hear  the  splashing  of  fluids  of  various 
sorts  as  they  were  thrown  from  the  open 
window  of  the  chamber  above  into  the 
'street  below;  and  the  unfortunate  pedes- 
trian, who  happened  to  be  beneath  that 
window  was  treated  to  a  bath  not  soon  to 
be  forgot  ton. 

It  is  but  a  few  years  since  the  differen- 
tial dignosis  between  typhoid,  typhus,  sew- 
er gas  fevers,  and  ptomaine  poisoning  has 
been  made  clear;  it  is  probable  that  cases 
which  were  diagnosed  as  simple  continued 
fever,  were  in  reality  mild  cases  of  typhoid. 
Cases  are  on  record  where  chills,  fever, 
diarrhoea,  great  prostration,  violent  delir- 
ium, intestinal  hemorrhages,  and  rose  col- 
ored eruption  occurred  'shortly  after  par- 
taking of  meat  which  had  been  kept  too 
long,  and  which  was  in  a  state  of  putrefac- 
tion. The  resulting  fever  was  supposed  to 
be  typhoid,  but  in  the  light  of  recent  inves- 
tigation the  above  enumerated  symptoms 
were  undoubtedly  the  result  of  ptomaine 
poisoning. 

It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  believe  that  an 
effect  may  be  produced  without  a  cause. 
The  predisposing  causes  of  typhoid  are  said 
to  be,  Autumn  season,  early  adult  life,  and 
personal  susceptibility.  We  have  already 
alluded  to  the  autumn  as  being  the  usual 
epidemic  season,  also  to  early  adult  life  as 
the  period  of  susceptibility  to  the  coutag- 
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ion.  The  personal  susceptibility  is  diffi- 
cult to  explain.  It  has  been  noticed  that 
new  comers,  to  a  certain  locality,  are  more 
susceptible  to  the  infection  than  those  who 
have  been  long  residents.  It  is  probable 
that  the  older  residents  have  to  a  certain 
extent  become  immune  to  the  poison.  The 
condition  of  the  glandular  system  is,  un- 
doubtedly, a  great  factor  in  regard  to  the 
susceptibility  to  the  influence  of  the  spe- 
cific cause. 

The  bacillus  of  Eberth  is  undoubtedly 
the  exciting  cause  of  typhoid  fever,  but 
there  must  also  be  a  susceptibility  to  the 
influence  of  the  bacillus,  on  the  part  of  the 
patient.  All  who  swallow  typhoid  germs, 
undoubtedly,  do  not  contract  the  disease. 
It  is  only  those  who  are  susceptible — are  in 
a  receptive  condition.  All  who  are  ex- 
posed to  cold  do  not  contract  pneumonia. 
All  who  inhale  tuberculosis  germs  do  not 
contract  phthisis.  But  some  man  may  say 
"the  germs  are  the  result  of  the  disease.''' 
If  this  be  true,  what  is  the  cause?  "It  is 
a  morbific  element  which  has  gained  en- 
trance to  the  circulation."  What  is  the 
character  of  this  element?  "I  do  not  know, 
d — n  the  bugs  ! !" 

The  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  typhoid 
fever  is  caused  by  a  specific  germ,  the  ba- 
cillus of  Eberth  ;  that  the  germs  elaborate 
certain  poisons,  or  toxines,  which  are  ab- 
sorbed and  cause  the  toxic  symptoms, 
which  are  seen  in  this  disease.  A  principle 
called  typho-toxicon  is  an  important  spe- 
cifis  poison  elaborated  by  the  germs.  There 
are  others  that  deny  that  germs  are  the 
cause  of  this,  and  other  diseases,  but  con- 
tend they  are  the  result  of  the  disease  rath- 
er than  the  cause. 

When  and  where  do  the  germs  com- 
mence to  elaborate  the  toxines  ?  Do  the 
germs  elaborate  these  toxines  wholly  in 
the  intestines,  or  are  these  poisons  being 
excreted  during  the  passage  of  the  germs 
througlh  the  mouth  and  stomach,  that  is 
from  the  time  the  germs  are  ingested  un- 
til they  reach  the  region  of  the  solitary 
glands,  Peyer's  patches,  mesenteric  glands, 
etc.  ?  When  and  where  are  these  poisonous 
principles  first  taken  into  the  circulation? 


What  length  of  time  is  required  for  the 
germs  to  reach  the  region  of  the  small  in- 
testines, where  we  find  the  lesions  pecu- 
liar to  the  disease?  As  the  person,  who  is 
infected,  has  used  water  from  the  same 
source,  or  has  received  milk  from  the  same 
Supply,  it  is  evident  that  he  has  been  in- 
gesting germs  for  some  time  'before  the 
characteristic  symptoms  of  typhoid  are  no- 
ticeable. 

It  is  -probable  that  the  poisonous  tox- 
ines of  this  disease  arc  elaborated  and 
absorbed  into  the  circulation  long  before 
the  gerins  reach  the  small  intestines. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  germs  of  ty- 
phoid may  be  capable  of  causing  the  dis- 
ease months,  or  even  years,  after  being 
buried  in  the  soil.  It  is  a  common  practice 
in  the  country  to  bury  the  discharges  from 
typhoid  patients  in  a  superficial  manner 
in  the  back  yard,  in  the  earth,  or  in  the 
dung  heap.  It  requires  only  tne  vivifying 
heat  of  the  sun  to  bring  these  germs  into 
activity  ;  the  earth  becomes  dry,  and  they 
may  be  blown  a  long  distance,  and  deposit- 
ed in  somebody's  water  supply.  There- 
fore the  discharges  from  typhoid  patients 
should  be  destroyed  thoroughly.  During 
the  late  war  with  Spain,  a  great  many  cases 
of  typhoid  could  have  been  prevented,  if 
those  in  authority  had  been  instructed  in 
the  first  principles  of  sanitary  science,  and 
many  a  promising  young  life  saved  from 
an  untimely  end.  Camps  were  laid  out  in 
unsanitary  situations  ;  in  grave  yards  where 
the  soil  was  already  impregnated  with  the 
germs  of  contagious  disease ;  the  trenches 
were  left  uncovered,  the  discharges  from 
typhoid  cases  reeking  in  the  sun,  the  flies 
carrying  the  contagion  from  the  trenches 
to  the  food  supply,  thereby  infecting  scores 
of  men.  when  a  knowledge  of  sanitary 
science  would  have  prevented  the  spread  of 
the  disease.  A  few  casks  of  lime  used  intel- 
ligently, would  have  destroyed  the  infect- 
ious principle  contained  in  the  discharges. 

It  is  necesary  that  the  germs  of  typhoid 
in  order  to  become  active,  should  be  sub- 
jected to  a  certain  temperature.  It  is  prob- 
able that  germs  which  are  dormant  may 
become   virulent   after    ingestion.      It  is 
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probable  that  the  germs  from  the  recent 
discharges  from  a  typhoid  case  are  very 
active  and  malignant. 

It  has  been  said  that  germs  are  the  re- 
sult, and  not  the  cause  of  disease.  There 
are  certain  writers  for  Che  medical  press, 
who  never  originate  anything;  whose  sob 
stock  in  trade  consists  in  criticizing  tne 
work  of  eminent  scientists.  These  men  crit- 
icize every  new  innovation  with  regard  to 
the  theory  or  treatment  of  disease.  This 
same  class  existed  during  Jenner's  day  and 
have  existed  during  the  day  of  every  noted 
scientist  since.  If  their  fallacious  teachings 
extended  no  farther  than  tneir  own  im- 
mediate surroundings,  it  would  be  better 
for  the  younger  members  of  the  profession, 
who  think  that  some  of  the  cranky  effus- 
ions of  th^se  men  are  founded  upon  expe- 
rience. Of  what  is  the  opinion  o.  a  mai> 
worth  concerning  anti-toxine,  tor  instance, 
who  never  used  it  in  his  practice.  Grave  re- 
sponsibility rests  upon  the  man  -who  deters 
another  from  using  a  remedy,  or  a  treat- 
ment, in  good  repute,  when  human  life  is 
at  stake. 

There  is  a  specific  cause  for  every  disease. 
It  is  a  universal  law  of  nature  that  "like 
begets  like."  The  specific  cause  of  measles 
never  caused  yellow  fever ;  the  specific 
cause  of  diphtheria  never  produced  pneu- 
monia ;  the  specific  cause  of  scarlet  fever 
never  produced  small  pox,  and  the  speci- 
fic cause  of  typhus  never  produced  typhoid. 
The  study  of  specific  infection  should  go 
hand  in  hand  with  specific  diagnosis  and 
specific  medication.  If  certain  drugs  have 
affinity  for  special  organs,  and  when  these 
organs  have  departed  from  a  certain  stan- 
dard called  health  will  persuade  them  to 
return  to  the  normal  condition,  from  pari- 
ty of  reasoning,  there  must  be  a  specifL 
cause  which  affects  special  organs,  influ- 
encing them  to  depart  from  the  normal ; 
and  this  cause  may  be  explained,  in  the 
case  of  specific  infectious  fevers,  by  the 
germ  theory,  or  what  was  formerly  the 
germ  theory,  but  what  is  now  a  self-evident 
truth. 

Typhoid  fever  may  undoubtedly  exist 
without  intestinal  lesions.    The  bacilli  of 


typhoid  may  be  found  in  the  blood  or  the 
tissues.  In  a  case  reported  by  Bryant,  in 
the  British  Medical  Journal,  ''the  serum  re- 
action was  present  during  life,  and  the  ty- 
phoid bacillus  was  obtained  in  almost  pure 
culture  from  the  enlarged  mesenteric 
glands  after  death."  It  is  probable  that 
the  tissues  of  the  human  body  secrete  an 
anti-toxine  which  will  antidote  the  poison 
of  typhoid  to  a  certain  limit.  All  who  use 
Avater  from  the  same  supply  do  not  contract 
the  disease. 

Typhoid  fever  is  a  constitutional  disease, 
the  specific  germ  of  the  diease  causes  mor- 
bid processes  in  almost  every  organ  in  the 
human  body :  and  it  seems  that  this  is  the 
primary  effect  of  the  bacillus.  The  fact 
that  typhoid  exists  without  intestinal  le- 
sions may  explain  why  we  have  constipa- 
tion in  some  cases  of  undoubted  typhoid 
lever. 

It  is  probable  that  the  typhoid  bacillus 
may  be  found  in  the  blood  and  tissues  of  a 
person  and  yet  that  person-  not  manifest 
symptoms  of  typhoid  fever.  The  Klebs 
Loeffler  Baccillus  may  be  found  in  healthy 
throats.  Why  may  not  the  typhoid  bacilli 
be  found  in  the'  blood,  tissues  and  secre- 
tions of  healthy  persons?  The  blood  and 
tissues  producing  an  anti-toxine  which  in- 
hibits, or  antidotes,  the  action  of  the  germs 
to  a  certain  limit,  which  is  more  evident  in 
some  persons  than  in  others.  There  is  a 
suscepibility  to  the  disease  on  the  part  of 
some  individuals,  especially  during  youth 
and  early  adult  life,  or  during  the  period  of 
cellular  activity.  At  this  period  of  life,  the 
body  requires  the  greatest  amount  of  nutri- 
tion ;  absorption  is  carried  on  rapidly,  and 
if  the  typhoid  bacilli  are  ingested  they  are 
soon  taken  into  the  blood  stream.  It  is 
probable  that  the  blood  can  antidote  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  this  poison,  but  if  the  blood 
(becomes  surcharged,  then  the  symptoms  of 
typhoid  fever  develop.  In  persons  farther 
advanced  in  life,  the  cells  are  less  active,  ab- 
sorption goes  on  less  rapidly,  and  a  large 
amount  of  the  poison  is  eliminated  by  the 
intestines,  without  setting  up  the  symp- 
toms of  the  disase. 

The  above  statements  being  true,  how 
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are  we  to  make  our  diagnosis  of  typhoid? 
Not  by  the  presence  of  the  bacilli  in  the 
blood  and  tissues  alone,  but  by  the  clinical 
svmptoms  as  well.  The  serum  test  is  a 
confirmatory  test  only.  Since  prominence 
•has  been  given  to  the  study  of  bacteriology, 
the  study  of  therapeutics  and  materia  med- 
ica  has  been  neglected.  Voluminous  treat- 
ises have  been  written  on  the  clinical  his- 
torv,  pathology,  and  bacteriology  of  dis- 
ease but  the  treatment  has  been  summed 
up  in  a  few  words.  "It  is  a  self  limited  dis- 
ease, and  the  treatment  consists  in  allowing 
nature  and  the  bugs  to  accomplish  the  cure. 
The  'bugs  excrete  a  poison  which  in  time 
will  kill  themselves,  and  nature  will  finish 
the  job."  It  is  strange  that  physicians 
will  abandon  a  line  of  treatment  which  has 
proved  curative  in  their  hands,  in  a  large 
number  of  cases,  to  run  after  new  fads.  A 
•treatment  which  has  benefited  a  given 
number  of  cases  must  be  founded  on  a 
scientific  basis,  although  it  be  used  empir- 
ically. In  the  light  of  modern  research  the 
reason  for  the  use  of  a  special  treatment 
may  be  made  clear.  If  a  certain  treatment 
was  ever  curative,  it  is  just  as  much  so  to- 
day as  in  the  past.  I  do  not  refer  to  even- 
fad  Which  has  appeared  upon  the  horizon, 
and  which  exists  now  only  as  a  shadow  of 
the  past,  but  to  remedies  which  have  stood 
the  test  of  experience. 

The  diagnosis  being  made  how  shall  we 
treat  typhoid  fever?  This  disease  is  essen- 
tially a  form  of  septicaemia,  and  should  be 
treated  on  strictly  antiseptic  lines.  I  have 
never  seen  a  typical  case  of  typhoid  fever 
as  laid  down  in  the  books.  When  I  have 
made  my  first  call,  I  have  found  a  tempera- 
ture of  104,  or  105,  indicating  that  the 
case  was  in  the  second,  or  third  week — 
usually  the  second  week.  One  case  called 
at  my  office  with  a  temperature  of  103.  who 
had  been  walking  about  for  two  weeks  ;  the 
character  of  the  disease  not  having  been 
discovered. 

The  first  indication  in  the  treatment  is  to 
clear  out  the  intestinal  canal.  I  commence 
with  a  dose  of  calomel — about  five  grains 
— repeating  the  dose  every  five  or  six 
hours    until    the  bowels  have  responded 
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three  or  four  times.  I  then  commence 
with  my  intestinal  antiseptic.  1  have  used 
the  YY oodbridge  treatment  with  good  re- 
sults, and  believe  the  treatment  to  be 
founded  on  scientific  principles.  I  have 
also  used  carbolic  acid  and  iodine,  with 
good  results,  as  follows : — Carbolic  Acid 
5  per  cent,  solution  one  drachm.  Tinct  Io- 
dine drachms  two.  mix.  and  give  two  drops, 
well  diluted  with  water,  once  '  in  two  or 
three  hours. 

I  have  not  used  the  sulpho  carbolates 
extensively,  but  am  favorably  impressed 
with  the  results  obtained.  The  sulpho  car- 
bolates in  combination  is  the  better  way  to 
prescribe  them.  If  diarrhoea  be  a  prom- 
inent symptom  the  sulpho  carbolate  of  zinc 
may  be  used.  If  constipation  the  sulpho- 
carbolate  of  soda. 

The  treatment  by  the  sulpho-carbolates 
has  been  brought  prominently  before  the 
profession  by  Dr.  YYaugh,  of  Chicago,  of 
Alkaloidal  fame. 

An  elegant  laxative  is  Seidlitz  salt.  I 
have  used  the  salt  as  prepared  by  Dr.  Ab- 
bott. 

Arsenite  of  copper  is  a  useful  antiseptic, 
especially  when  there  is  nausea  and  irrita- 
tion of  the  gastric  mucous  membrane.  I 
use  the  drug  in  the  form  of  tablets,  each 
tablet  containing  1-100  of  a  grain.  I 
usually  dissolve  one,  or  two  tablets  in  one- 
half  glass  of  water,  and  give  a  teaspoonful 
half  hourly  or  hourly. 

Flushing  the  colon  with  hot  solution  of 
boracic  acid  or  other  antiseptic,  is  produc- 
tive of  good  results,  but  in  private  practice 
is  not  always  practicable. 

If  the  antiseptic  and  eliminative  treat- 
ment is  carefuly  carried  out,  there  will  be 
no  delirium,  tympanitis,  coma  vigil,  sordes 
on  the  teeth,  nor  dry,  cracked  and  fissured 
tongue,  nor  reter.  :ion  of  urine.  The  pa- 
tient will  be  so  comfrotable  that  it  will  be 
difficult  to  keep  him  in  bed. 

Sponging  with  alcohol  adds  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  patient,  also  sponging  with  tepid 
water.  I  have  found  no  use  for  sedatives 
when  the  antiseptic  treatment  has  been  em- 
ployed ;  the  patients  have  also  obtained  a 
requisite  amount  of  sleep,  without  opiates. 
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I  use  strychnine  as  a  tonic  when  necessary. 
I  have  used  Neucleine  during  convales- 
cence with  benefit  to  the  patient. 

In  the  treatment  of  typhoid  fever  use  no 
depressants,  and  above  all  remedies  fear  the 
coal  tar  synthetical  preparations  as  you 
would  the  devil.  All  of  these  coal  tar  prep- 
arations are  heart  depressants  and  should 
rot  be  used  in  this  disease,  or  in  any  disease 
where  heart  weakness  is  liable  to  super- 
vene. If  it  be  necessary  to  use  a  sedative, 
use  a  drug  which  has  stood  the  test  of 
time,  and  which  will  tone  up  the  failing 
heart  and  produce  sedation  at  the  same 
time.  If  these  gas  house  products  are  pre- 
scribed please  ascribe  the  depression,  cy- 
anosis, and  death  to  the  real  cause,  and  not 
to  Providence.  Coal  tar  has  killed  its  tens 
of  thousands.  It  is  the  fad,  among  a  cer- 
tain class  of  physicians,  to  give  coal  tar 
guarded  with  caffine.  This  is  a  delusion; 
there  is  no  necessity  for  the  use  of  this 
powerful  heart  depressant  in  typhoid. 

I  have  not  seen  the  indications  for  bap- 
tisia  when  I  have  used  the  antiseptic  treat- 
ment. In  some  cases  this  remedy  might 
be  used  as  an  adjunct  to  the  antiseptic 
treatment.  Echinacea  is  undoubtedly  a 
valuable  remedy  in  typhoid.  I  have  not 
had  occasion  to  test  echinacea  or  echafolta 
'but  shall  do  so  at  my  first  oportunity. 

The  Brand  method  of  treatment  is  not 
practical  in  private  practice.  The  statistics 
from  hospital  practice  shew  that  this  meth- 
od has  reduced  the  mortality  of  typhoid 
fever.  The  success  of  the  Cold  baths  has 
been  ascribed  to  the  effect  of  the  cold  in 
lowering  the  temperature,  but  the  probable 
explanation  of  this  treatment,  is,  that  the 
cold  baths  inhibit  the  action  of  the  poison 
producing  element,  and  favors  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  same. 

The  treatment  of  typhoid  fever  by  Old 
School  authorities  has  been  in  a  very  crude 
way.  Quinine  without  regard  to  indica- 
tions ;  stimulants  in  the  same  way ;  opium 
for  sleeplessness  without  regard  to  the 
cause,  and  a  freezing  process  to  lower  the 
temperature.  The  Homeopathic  treatment 
has  been  less  crude,  and  the  results  a  little 
better. 


Disinfectants  should  be  used  plentifully 
in  the  sick  room.  I  recommend  to  my 
'poorer  patients  chlorinated  lime,  or  bleach- 
ing powder.  After  the  bed  pan  is  thor- 
oughly washed  with  scalding  water,  the 
powder  is  sprinkled  in  the  vessel,  and  the 
discharges  are  also  freely  sprinkled  with 
the  powder.  I  also  have  the  powder  placed 
in  dishes  about  the  room  so  that  the  odor 
is  appreciable  to  both  patient  and  nurse.  I 
have  noticed  that  the  temperature  is  low- 
ered, in  about  24  hours,  by  the  use  of  dis- 
infectants in  this  manner. 

It  was  the  immortal  John  M.  Scudder, 
who  first  systemitized  the  use  of  antiseptics 
in  the  treatment  of  the  infectious  fevers. 
Although  the  cause — or  the  specific  germs 
— of  these  fevers  was  not  known  to  him, 
vet  he,  by  the  working  of  that  master  mind, 
formulated  a  treatment  for  typhoid  fever, 
years  in  advance  of  his  brethren  of  other 
schools  of  medicine.  He  seemed  to  grasp 
intuitively,  the  underlying  principle  with 
legard  to  the  application  of  antiseptics  to 
the  treatment  of  septic  processes.  He 
delved  below  the  surface,  and  grappled 
with  the  cause  whilst  others  saw  only  ef- 
fects. 

I  was  called  on  the  29th  of  October,  '98, 
to  see  a  young  man  17  years  of  age.  He 
had  not  been  feeling  well  for  about  10  days. 
1  found  the  temperature  104  deg.,  tender- 
ness of  bowels  on  the  right  side,  and  other 
symptoms  of  typhoid  fever.  I  commenced 
the  antiseptic  treatment,  the  temperature 
gradually  going  down,  until  on  the  17th 
day  the  morning  temperature  touched  nor- 
mal, the  night  temperature  being  only  99. 
On  the  2 1  st  day  there  commenced  to  be 
trouble  with  the  bowels.  I  gave  a  small 
dose  of  calomel  with  a  very  small  dose  of 
podoiphyllin,  which  was  followed  by  a  small 
operation.  The  temperature  commenced 
to  rise— with  a  re-mission  on  the  23d  day 
— until  it  reached  105.  There  was  consti- 
pation and  I  ordered  enemas.  The 
mother  of  the  boy  gave  him  enema  of 
soapy  water,  castor  oil,  and  oil  of  turpen- 
tine, which  cud  not  return.  Waiting  a  rea- 
sonable time,  the  second  enema  was  given 
and  that  aid  not  return.    I  did  not  care  to 
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'have  more  fluid  thrown  into  the  bowels, 
and  happening  to  remember  the  composi- 
tion of  an  enema,  which  some  old  woman 
told  me  would  move  the  bowels  after  every 
thing  else  had  failed — a  mixture  of  molas- 
ses and  'saleratus — I  ordered  that  used  and 
%l  did  the  business.  The  temperature  did 
not  then  drop  as  I  expected  it  would.  For 
several  days  I  could  not  understand  what 
was  causing  the  trouble,  until  one  morning 
the  sister,  who  was  assisting  in  caring  for 
the  young  man,  informed  me  that  he  had 
passed  three  large  intestinal  worms — lum- 
bricoides.  The  temperature  then  gradual- 
ly fell  to  normal. 

I  might  cite  other  cases  in  which  I  have 
successfully  used  the  antiseptic  treatment, 
but  I  think  this  case  will  suffice.  The  pres- 
ence of  the  intestinal  worms  was  a  severe 
complication.  Perforation  has  been  the  re- 
sult of  this  cause,  cases  being  on  record 
where  the  worms  'have  been  found  in  the 
abdominal  cavity  after  death. 

My  experience  has  taught  me  that  seda- 
tives should  not  be  used  in  the  treatment  of 
this  disease.  Aconite,  veratrum,  etc.. 
should  not  be  given  in  a  disease  which  ex- 
tends over  weeks  of  time. 

The  diet  should  consist  of  milk,  broths, 
etc.,  that  is  to  say — a  liquid  diet.  The  ques- 
tion has  been  raised  of  late,  whether  all 
cases  of  typhoid  should  be  confined  to  the 
bed,  and  the  use  of  the  ibed-pan  enforced? 
In  the  hospital  the  patient  might  be  given 
more  latitude,  as  regards  moving  about, 
as  he  is  under  constant  surveilance,  but  in 
private  practice,  in  the  absence  of  the  train- 
ed nurse,  it  would  be  deemed  an  extraordi- 
nary occurence  for  a  person  ill  of  typhoid 
fever  to  visit  the  water  closet  or  stand  on 
his  feet.  Some  knowing,  dear  old  soul,  in 
petticoats,  would  doubt  the  correctness  of 
the  doctor's  diagnosis  and  feed  the  patient 
with  a  goodly  amount  of  boiled  dinner,  and 
tell  the  doctor  that  the  pain  and  rise  of  tem- 
perature was  due  to  a  sudden  cold  which 
the  patient  had  taken. 

There  is  a  large  proportion  of  the  profes- 
sion who  do  not  accept  the  germs  as  the 
cause  of  the  disease.  Although  the  profes- 
sion is  divided  as  to  the  cause  of  typhoid. 


i  think  that  the  use  of  intestinal  antiseptics 
is  acknowledged,  by  the  practical  physi- 
cians, as  the  most  advanced  and  rational 
method  of  treating  this  disease. 

The  most  certain  and  practical  method 
of  treatment  is,  undoubtedly,  found  in  the 
antiseptic  and  eliminative  treatment.  I 
have  mentioned  some  of  the  remedies 
which  have  worked  nicely  in  my  hands,  and 
many  of  the  physicians  present  have  doubt- 
less had  equal  success  with  others. 

It  is  not  a  list  of  drugs  to  which  I  wish 
to  call  your  attention,  but  to  the  indulging 
principle  of  the  application  of  antiseptics  to 
septic  conditions.  Every  ease  of  typhoid 
is  a  law  unto  itself.  It  is  the  patient  and 
conditions  found  which  must  be  treated, 
not  the  name  of  the  disease.  The  condi- 
tions are  caused  by  sepsis,  therefore  the 
treatment  should  be  essentially  antiseptic, 
antisepsis,  elimination  and  conserva- 
tion of  the  forces  of  the  patient,  will  save 
many  a  life  that  would  otherwise  be  lost. 

But  I  say  to  you,  brethren,  prove  for 
yourselves  that  which  I  have  written,  and 
hold  fast  to  that  which  you  find  to  be  good, 
discarding  the  rest. 

As  we  are  all  co-laborers,  seekers  after 
truth,  let  us  ever  remember  that  "the  great- 
est friend  of  truth  is  time,  the  greatest  ene- 
my prejudice,  her  constant  companion,  hu- 
mility.

SPECIFIC  INDICATIONS. 

We  are  still  occasionally  compelled  to 
employ  medicines  deemed  beneficial  in  the 
condition  presented  for  treatment  without 
knowing  why  they  are  indicated,  or  the 
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particular  symptoms  calling  for  their  exhi- 
bition. But  the  wonderful  progress  which 
has  already  been  made  in  the  art  of  recog- 
nizing disease  expressions  and  selecting 
indicated  remedies,  assures  us  that  the  day 
is  not  far  distant  when  the  language  of  all 
diseases,  and  their  curative  needs,  will  be  to 
the  specific  medicationist  plain  aud  com- 
prehensive. 

Our  specific  indications  are  in  all  cases 
reliable  therapeutic  guides,  but  perhaps  in 
no  class  of  diseases  are  these  indications 
for  remedies  more  positive  and  well  defined 
than  in  the  diseases  of  children.  As  an  il- 
lustration, a  few  of  the  most  frequently  em- 
ployed at  this  season  of  the  year  may  here 
be  mentioned.  In  diarrhoea,  when  the 
stools  are  green  and  painful,  with  gastric 
irritability  and  a  red  tongue,  Lactic  acid  is 
the  indicated  remedy.  If  the  skin  is  hot 
and  dry  and  the  pulse  small  and  frequent, 
Aconite  should  be  alternated  with  the  acid. 
If  there  is  vomiting  of  curdled  milk,  with 
greenish  discharges  from  the  bowels,  Aqua 
calcis  will  aid  in  the  treatment.  When 
there  is  cerebral  congestion,  dullness,  un- 
natural dispositiion  to  sleep,  dilated  pupils, 
or  coma,  Belladonna  is  the  never  disap- 
pointing remedv.  When  the  face  is  bluish 
in  color  and  there  is  prostration,  nausea, 
exhausting  discharges  from  the  bowels, 
with  cramps  and  cold  extremeties,  Cam- 
phor is  an  effective  remedy.  Green,  watery, 
liatulent  discharges  with  colicky  pains  and 
peevishness,  are  indications  calling  for 
Chamomila.  When  there  is  cerebral  irri- 
tation, with  determination  of  blood  to  the 
brain,  flushed  face,  unnaturally  bright 
eyes,  contracted  pupils,  restlessness,  and 
hot  and  painful  head,  which  is  rolled  from 
side  to  side,  Gelsemium  has  no  equal.  Very 
small  doses  of  Arsenic  are  called  for  when 
the  abdomen  is  painful,  but  not  tender  on 
pressure,  there  is  a  burning  sensation  in 
the  stomach,  flexed  legs,  emaciation,  and 
a  soft  and  flabby  skin.  Irritation  of  intes- 
tinal mucous  membranes,  with  increased 
secretion,  contracted  tongue,  nausea,  vom- 
iting or  passive  hemorrhage,  are  positive 
indications  that  Ipecac  is  the  needed  reme- 
dy.   Pallid  and  expressionless  face,  yellow 


ring  around  the  mouth,  and  abdominal 
pain  pointing  to  the  umbilicus,  are  symp- 
toms which  are  promptly  opposed  by  Xux 
Vomica.  It  is  the  greatest  of  all  remedies 
for  atony.  Cuprum  arsenitum  is  a  potent 
remedy  when  there  is  irritability  of  muc- 
ous mem'branes,  nausea  and  vomiting,  spas- 
modic pain  in  the  stomach  and  bowels  and 
cramps  in  the  extremities.  Podophyllin 
constitutes  an  efficient  medicament  when 
there  is  indigestion,  with  diarrhoea,  from 
gastric  atony,  hepatic  and  portal  conges- 
tion, full  and  doughy  abdomen,  sallow  skin 
and  the  tongue  is  broad  and  coated  with 
a  yellowish  pasty  fur,  especially  at  the  base. 
In  atonic  conditions  Of  the  gastrointes- 
tinal tract,  with  excessive  alvine  discharges 
Rubus  villosus  is  a  useful  remedy.  When 
there  is  dyspnoea,  nervousness,  prostration 
and  severe  pain  and  involuntary  discharges 
from  the  bowels,  Aromatic  Spirits  of  Am- 
monia is  decidedly  beneficial.  Tormina 
and  tenesmus,  extreme  pain  and  excessive 
discharges  from  the  bowels  are  modified 
by  the  judicious  employment  of  opium. 
Difficult  respiration  and  great  muscular  de- 
bility, accompanied  by  feeble  and  tardy 
urination,  are  indications  for  Strychnine 
which  cannot  be  misunderstood.  When 
the  tongue  is  deep  red,  full  and  broad,  and 
covered  with  a  dark  brown  glutinous  coat- 
ing, Hydrochloric  acid  is  a  remedv  of  value. 
In  irritant  diarrhoea,  where  the  tongue  is 
elongated  and  pointed,  its  tip  and  edges 
red,  and  tnere  is  "heart-burn"  or  "water- 
'brash,''  Subnitrate  of  Bismuth  should  not 
be  overlooked.  Slight  jaundice,  sticking 
pain  in  the  hepatic  region,  and  greenish- 
yellow  discharges  from  the  bowels,  are 
good  indications  for  Bryonia.  When  the 
abdomen  is  tumid,  the  tongue  looks 
patchy,  and  there  are  frequent  bad  smell- 
ing discharges  from  the  bowels,  v^arbo-veg. 
will  do  much  towards  correcting  the  patho- 
logical condition.  In  diarrhoea,  when  there 
are  sticking  pains  in  the  rectum,  and  hem- 
orrhoids, LalHnsonia  is  a  needed  remedy. 
Geranium  is  indicated  in  chronic  diarrhoea 
when  there  are  mucous  discharges,  ac- 
companied by  a  constant  desire  to  go  to 
stool,  and  Hamamelis  is  a  valuable  medica- 
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ment,  when  there  is  a  sensation  of  fullness 
in  the  rectum  and  a  tendency  to  prolapsus 
ani. 


COLOR. 

In  making  examinations  of  the  sick,  the 
color  of  all  parts  involved  should  be  care- 
fully observed,  as  it  is  many  times  of  the 
utmost  importance,  and  frequently  suggests 
the  needed  treatment.  A  few  brief  refer- 
ences to  color  may  be  here  made  as  an  evi- 
dence of  this  fact. 

In  inflammation  the  increased  color  is 
the  most  important  symptom,  as  it  shows 
the  character  of  the  wrong  and  often  the 
indicated  remedy.  If  the  color  is  a  bright, 
healthy-looking  red,  the  inflammation  is 
simple,  and  not  likely  to  cause  serious  dam- 
age to  the  part,  or  the  body  at  large.  It 
shows  that  the  irritation  and  determination 
of  blood  are  not  sufficiently  extensive  to 
prevent  a  life-sustaining  circulation  of  the 
blood.  Here  sedatives  should  be  adminis- 
tered, and  also  used  locally,  the  selection  of 
the  sedative  being  made  in  accordance  with 
specific  indications.  If  the  color  is  deep  red 
and  has  a  dull  appearance,  there  is  an  arrest 
of  circulation  and  an  impairment  of  the 
lite  of  the  part' afflicted.  This  color  shows 
that  the  capillaries  are  enfeebled,  that  the 
circulation  in  them  is  sluggish  or  arrested, 
and  that,  unless  the  abnormal  condition  can 
be  removed,  the  part  is  sure  to  be  de 
stroyed.  If  a  local  application  is  here  em- 
ployed it  should  be  stimulating  in  its  na- 
ture, and  all  internal  medication  should  be 
01  the  same  character.  If  the  color  becomes 
blue  or  purplish  it  shows  that  there  is  an 
obstruction  to  the  circulation  from  the 
part  to  an  extent  which  is  unsafe.  The  dis- 
tinctive, vivid  red  color  and  shining  appear- 
ance of  erysipelas  is  an  evidence  of  a  change 
in  the  blood  of  a  zymotic  character.  It  is 
also  seen  in  other  zymotic  conditions.  It 
should  always  be  regarded  with  apprehen- 
sion. Different  shades  of  this  color  are  seen 
In  some  cases  the  redness  of  most  of  the 
part  is  vivid,  but  the  edges  of  the  local 
wrong  show  simply  a  flush,  the  part  does 
not  look  very  drv  and  the  constriction  is 


not  great.  In  such  cases  \  eratrum  viridc 
is  the  internal  and  topical  remedy.  In  some 
ether  cases  the  color  is  extremely  vivid,  the 
part  is  very  dry  and  greatly  constricted,, 
with  sometimes  a  pustular  eruption  and  . 
small,  sharp  pulse.  Here  the  remedy  is 
Rhus  Tox.  In  other  cases  the  redness  has- 
a  deeper  shade.  In  such  cases  the  internal 
and  local  medicament  should  be  the  tinc- 
ture of  muriate  of  iron.  The  patches  of 
changed  color  winch  are  sometimes  seen 
on  different  parts  of  the  body,  and  general- 
ly known  as  iiver  spots,"  and  believed  to 
be  caused  by  some  change  in  the  bile  pig- 
ment, are  frequently  associated  with  indi- 
gestion. Padophyllin  is  here  the  indicated 
remedy. 


WAS    IT    PHTHISIS  ? 

In  exarch,  1898,  I  was  called  to  see  .\j.iss 
B.,  aged  19  years,  and  on  examination 
found  the  following  symptoms :  Pulse  ioor 
temperature  101  deg.,  respiration  20,  and 
marked  dullnes  at  the  apex  of  the  left  lung, 
with  moist  rales.  She  was  suffering  from  a 
very  harsh"  cough,  night  sweats,  slight  hem- 
orrhages almost  daily,  was  very  hoarse,  and 
had  lost  ten  pounds  in  weight  in  less  than 
two  months.  Her  illness  had  begun  with  ^ 
severe  cold  taken  three  months  previous- 
to  this  examination. 

I  directed  the  patient  to  take  five  grains 
of  Guaiacol  Carbonate  three  times  a  day 
for  one  week.  At  the  end  of  this  period 
iter  cough  was  less  harsh,  expectoration 
less  difficult,  night  sweats  less,  and  but  two 
hemorrhages  had  occurred  during  the 
week.

The  dose  was  in- 
creased to  ten  grains  three  times  a  day.  At 
the  end  of  another  week  her  condition  was 
slightly  improved,  and  she  was  directed  to 
take  ten  grains  of  the  remedy  six  times  a 
day.  On  examination  at  the  end  of  the  third 
week  of  treatment  I  found  that  her  pulse 
was  80,  her  temperature  99  deg.,  and  her 
respiration  20.  The  night  sweats  had 
ceased,  her  cough  was  not  distressing  and 
she  expectorated  with  ease.  There  had 
been  but  four  hemorrhages  since  beginning* 
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the  use  of  tlie  Guaiacol  carbonate.  The 
treatment  was  continued  and  she  continued 
to  improve.  At  the  end  of  two  months  she 
had  regained  her  usual  weight,  the  rales,  as 
well  as  the  dullness  at  the  apex  of  the  left 
king  had  ceased.

— Violent  cough,  accom- 
panied by  continued  fever,  poor  appetite, 
night  sweats,  and  sleeplessness ;  expectora- 
tion of  a  bad  odor ;  dullness  at  the  apices  of 
the  lungs;  sibilant  rales  and  rhonchi;  sep- 
tic condition  of  the  intestinal  tract. 

This  medicament  has  been  used  in  many 
cases  of  phthisis  with  decided  benefit.  Un- 
der its  influence  the  appetite  and  bodily 
strength  increase,  the  cough  becomes  less 
violent,  the  night  sweats  cease,  and  the 
general  health  gradually  improves.  I? 
should  be  continued  for  at  least  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  disappearance  of  all 
of  the  symptoms.  In  typhoid  fever  it  allays 
gastric  irritability,  arrests  abnormal  fer- 
mentation, eliminates  poisonous  materials, 
prevents  complications  and  shortens  the 
miration  of  the  disease. 


Guaiacol  Carbonate  is  antiseptic.  It 
checks  the  development  of  micro-organ- 
isms. 


In  speaking  of  his  treatment  of  heat- 
sick  'babies,  Dr.  W.  E.  Bloyer  says:  "One 
poor  little  thing,  so  frail  and  tender  that  it 
seemed  a  breath  of  wind  might  waft  away 
the  little  life  that  remained,  lay  upon  its  pil 
low  pale  and  gaunt,  its  hollow  eyes  never 
closing  in  balmy,  restful  sleep,  it  continu- 
ously tossed  its  tiny  head  from  side  to  side ; 
its  tongue  was  pointed,  papillaed,  dry — pro- 
truded frequently.  Every  few  minutes  that 
sharp,  shrill  cry,  which  you  have  so  often 
heard,  was  sent  out  by  the  little  sufferer  for 
relief  that  did  not  seem  to  come.  How 
eagerly  it  took  water  from  the  spoon  when 
proffered ;  how  those  eyes  rolled  in  watch- 
ing that  spoon  and  the  hand  that  was  tak- 
ing it  away."  Five  drops  of  Specific  Rhus 
tox.  were  added  to  four  ounces  of  water, 
and  a  teaspoonful  of  the  mixture  given  ev- 
ery half  hour.  The  child  made  a  good  re- 
covery. Another  case  the  doctor  refers  to 
as  follows :  "It  lay  upon  the  pillow  as  if 
dead ;  the  hands  were  cold  and  blue ;  the 
veins  showed  prominently;  the  face  was 
pale  as  death  and  cool,  expressionless ;  the 
eyes  were  dull,  lustreless,  half  closed,  the 
pupils  dilated  ;  the  head  and  belly  were  hot : 
a  cold,  clammy  perspiration  seemed  to  be 
•cozing  through  the  lifeless  skin ;  respira- 
t:on  was  of  a  don't-care  variety,  and  life 
seemed  to  be  upon  the  very  ebb.  Specific 
Belladonna  five  drops  to  four  fluid  ounces 
of  water,  and  a  teaspoonful  every  half  hour, 
was  to  this  baby  what  rhus  tox.  was  to  the 
other — a  savior." 


Dr.  A.  Jacobi,  in  speaking  of  emergency 
remedies,  says  :  "One  of  the  best  stimulants, 
useful  in  the  gravest  of  all  cases  which  are 
attended  with  Collapse  and  heart  failure,  is 
sadly  overlooked  among  us,  viz.,  Siberian 
musk.  I  know  of  nothing  -better  in  -the  most 
urgent  cases.  A  child  of  two  years  should 
take  of  the  10  per  cent,  tincture  five  or  ten 
minims  every  half  hour  until  half  a  dozen 
or  a  dozen  doses  have  been  taken.  Musk, 
together  with  large,  hot  enemata,  has  led 
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me  over  many  a  difficult  pass,  and  I  again 
offer  this  experience  of  mine,  which  now 
extends  over  fifty  years,  as  a  contribution 
to  your  aid  in  dire  distress,  always,  how- 
ever, reminding  you  of  the  fact  that  all 
these  measures  are  not  exclusive  to  influ- 
enza, but  to  all  conditions  of  nerve  exhaus- 
tion, no  matter  from  what  cause."

Rectal  injections  of  hot  saline  solution, 
says  Dr.  T.  B.  Greenley,  are  urgently  de- 
manded in  all  cases  of  collapse  due  to  ex- 
cessive hemorrhage  or  purgation.  The  so- 
lution should  be  made  by  adding  one 
ounce  of  common  table  salt  to  a  gallon  of 
water  at  no  to  115  deg.  F.  One-half  gal- 
lon of  this  solution  should  be  injected  into 
the  bowel  and  retained  by  pressure  on  the 
anus,  for  about  half  an  hour.  The  fluid  is 
rapidly  absorbed  by  the  sigmoid  flexure 
and  colon.  The  injection  may  be  repeated 
as  needed.  The  doctor  believes  this  in- 
jection superior  to  transfusion.  The  foun- 
tain syringe  is  preferable,  but  a  common 
hand  syringe  will  answer  the  purpose. 


Dr.  John  M.  Batten  says  that  a  pregnant 
woman  suffering  from  nausea  and  vomit- 
ing should  have  a  glass  of  milk  or  any  food 
she  may  desire  constantly  near  her  at  night 
so  that  she  may  satisfy  her  hunger  at  any 
time.  Before  rising  in  the  morning  she 
should  have  coffee,  milk,  eggs,  mutton 
chop,  beefsteak,  buttered  toast,  or  whatever 
she  may  fancy.  During  the  day  she  should 
take  at  least  three  more  meals.    The  doc- 
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tor  says  that  fasting  during  the  night  is 
conducive  to  sickness  in  the  morning. 


From  an  able  article  by  Dr.  George  W. 
Kober,  giving  an  account  of  numerous 
cases  of  infectious  diseases  spread  through 
the  milk  supply,  Pediatrics  condenses  the 
possible  ways  in  Which  milk  may  be  dan- 
gerous to  health,  as  follows : 

1.  Sour  milk,  or  milk  on  the  point  of 
souring,  is  liable  to  produce  gastric  and  in- 
testinal catarrhs  of  acute- or  chronic  charac- 
ter ;  as  an  example  we  have  cholera  infant- 
um. The  causes  of  souring  are  a  lack  of 
cleanliness  and  high  temperature. 

2.  Milk  may  be  unfit  for  use  and  cause 
sickness  'because  the  animals  are  improper- 
ly fed  or  are  'being  treated  with  the  various 
potent  therapeutic  agents  which  are  elimim 
ated  through  the  mammary  gland.  The 
writer  states  that  symptoms  of  poisoning 
from  arsenic,  copper,  iodin,  lead,  mercury, 
tartar  emetic,  atropine,  colchicum,  croton 
oil,  strychnine,  veratrum  viride,  etc.,  have 
been  thus  occasioned. 

3.  Milk  may  be  the  product  of  a  diseased 
animal.  The  author  states  that  local  dis- 
eases of  the  udder,  as  garget,  which  causes 
pseudo-diphtheria,  as  well  as  general  dis- 
eases may  be  thus  conveyed  to  the  con- 
sumer. Among  general  diseases  are  '"sep- 
tic  fevers,  foot-and-mouth  disease,  cowpox, 
anthrax,  pleuro-pneumonia,  rabies  and  te- 
tanus." 

4.  Tuberculosis  he  considers  to  be  fre- 
quently acquired  from  milk. 

5.  Finally,  but  by  no  means  least  impor- 
tant, milk  may  acquire  specific  infective 
properties  after  it  leaves  the  udder  of  the 
animal.  The  epidemics  discussed  in  the 
paper  are  chiefly  epidemics  of  typhoid, 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

To  the  above  headings  might  be  added 
sophistication  with  chemicals ;  those  most 
used  at  the  present  time  are  borax,  boracic 
acid  and  formalin. 


THE  •■•■IMPRESSIONIST"  IN  MEDI- 
CINE. 

In  looking  over  an  exchange  we  recent- 
ly saw  the  following,  which  formed  part  of 
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an  article  on  typhoid  fever.  "For  the  last 
three  years  I  have  been  giving  to  my  ty- 
phoid fever  patients  muriatic  acid,  with  ex- 
cellent results.  The  symptoms  of  meteor- 
ism  and  diarrhoea  have  appeared  to  be 
much  less  prominent.  There  have  been 
fewer  pulmonary  complications  also,  and 
I  ibelieve  that  the  mortality  has  been  lighter 
and  that  the  patients  have  passed  through 
the  disease  with  fewer  bad  symptoms  gen- 
erally. My  impression  is,  also,  that  the 
duration  of  the  fever  has  been  shortened.  I 
have  not  notes  of  all  nor  a  majority  of  my 
cases,  but  i  am  so  convinced  of  the  value 
of  this  acid  th  :  I  venture  to  call  renewed 
attention  to  an  old  but  somewhat  neglected 
remedy." 

This  well  illustrates  the  faulty  and  value- 
less system  of  reaching  conclusions  used 
by  so  many  physicians.  Medicine  is  not 
an  exact  science,  but  so  much  the  more  is 
i*-  necessary  to  use  every  possible  means  to 
make  it  such.  We  consider  the  observa- 
tions above  recorded  as  of  almost  no  value 
whatever.  His  conclusions  are  only  im- 
pressions ;  the  numerous  factors  which  en- 
ter into  the  etiology  and  pathology  of  ty- 
phoid fever  are  not  considered.  The  num- 
ber of  cases  is  not  given,  nor  the  age,  or 
sex,  or  character  of  epidemic,  if  there  was 
any. 

Many  a  doctor,  in  treating  disease,  gives 
a  certain  remedy  with  apparently  excellent 
result.  Immediately  he  feels  confidence  in 
his  new  drug;  his  views  of  subsequent 
cases  are  colored  by  his  enthusiasm  over  a 
single  success.  His  therapeutic  method 
for  years,  in  particular  diseases,  turns  upon 
the  happy  ending  of  the  first  few  cases. 
He  is  the  victim  of  a  rose-colored  "impres- 
sion.'* 

This  constitutes  what  we  choose  to  call 
"the  impressionist  system  in  medicine."  It 
is  now  and  always  has  been  the  bane  of 
therapeutical  science.  We  have  fashions  in 
medicine,  'because  fancy,  more  than  exact 
method,  so  often  determines  what  drug  we 
shall  use. 

It  would  be  well  if  some  one  could  de- 
fine for  medical  men  the  sources  of  error 
in  reaching  therapeutic  truths,  the  mini- 


mum test  which  a  drug  must  undergo  in 
order  to  take  rank  as  a  remedy.  This  has 
:been  done  in  a  certain  indefinite  way  for 
some  diseases,  but  we  need  more  careful 
and  extended  determinations. 

The  impressionist  method  is  very  well  in 
art,  which  interprets  nature  from  an  emo- 
tional standpoint,  but  only  exact  observa- 
tion and  careful  deduction  are  allowable  in 
medicine,  which  at  least  strives  to  be  a 
science. — Massachusetts  Medical  Journal.

ECHAFOLTA

"During  the  recent  summer,  I  believed  I  saved  the  life  of  a  little 
negro  boy  by  the  use  of  Echafolta  and  this  remedy  alone.

ROTHELN. 

(Read  at  Massachusetts  Eclectic  Medi- 
cal Society,  June,  1901.)

Ladies  and'.  Gentlemen,  Members  of  the 

Massachusetts  Eclectic  Medical  Society: 

Rotheln  is  a  disease  about  which  our 
text  books  offer  a. great  variety  of  opinions,, 
some  passing  it  by  with  only  a  slight  men- 
tion ;  wWle  others-  accord  it  the.  attention, 
it  deserves. 

In  some  epidemics  it  appears  to  be  very 
mild,  while  in  others  it  is  very  severe.  My 
own  experience  teaches  me  to  regard  it  as 
a  serious  disease,  almost,  if  not  quite,  as- 
dangerous  as  scarlet  fever,.  While  I  have 
had  no  fatal  cases,  neither  have  I  so  far  in 
scarlet  fever. 

In  this  short  article,.  I  shall  not  quote 
from  text  books,  as  we  all  have  access  to 
them  ;  but  simply  give  the  result  of  my  own 
observation. 

German  measles  is  certainly  a  contag- 
ious disease  like  scarlet  fever,  appearing; 
from  seven  to  twelve  days  after  exposure. 
The  patient  appears  dull  and  listless  for  two 
vjr  three  days,  complains  of  headache,  fol- 
lowed by  a  more  or  less  well  marked  chill,, 
with  sore 'throat,  while  nausea. and  vomiting 
are  quite  often  present. 

The  eruption  appears  first  invariably  up- 
on the  c'hest  and  back,  spreading  upon  the 
body  and  upward  upon  the  neck  and  face, 
although  if  looked  for,  like  all  other  erup- 
tive diseases,  it  can  be  seen  in  the  throat 
and  mouth  before  it  is  manifest  elsewhere. 

The  throat  is  nearly  always  sore,  pre- 
senting a  reddened  appearance,  with  more 
or  less  white  spots,  and  tonsils  swollen. 

When  first  seen  upon  the  chest  and  hack 
the  eruption  resembles  scarlet  fever, though 
darker  in  color,  and  as  it  extends  to  the  ex- 
tremities it  becomes  coarser,  more  nearlv 
resembling  that  of  common  measles.  The 
white  streak  on  pressure,  though  not  as 
marked  as  in  scarlet  fever,  is  generally  pres- 
ent. The  tongue  is  coated  white,  'becoming 
brown  in  severe  cases ;  but  does  not  show 
the  strawberry  redness  of  scarlet  fever. 

The  temperature  varies  from  100  degrees- 
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to  101  to  104  or  105  degrees,  subsiding  as 
the  eruption  reaches  its  height.  Itching 
is  almost  always  present  making  the  little 
patient  very  restless  and  uneasy,  causing 
cuch  loss  of  sleep. 

The  secondary  complications  of  enlarge., 
cervical  glands  and  albuminuria,  so  com- 
mon in  scarlet  fever,  are  rarely  met  with, 
Desquamation,  varying  with  the  severity 
of  the  eruption,  is  always  present.  In  sev- 
eral cases  which  I  have  recently  treated, 
jaundice  in  a  severe  form  accompanied  tlie 
convalescence,  but  yielded  readily  to  Ltuo- 
uanrhus  witn  a  mild  diuretic  and  laxative. 

My  treatment  is  based  upon  specific  in- 
dications, and  usually  consists  of  Aconite 
wifh  Belladonna  or  Bryonia,  if  the  erup- 
tion is  tardy ;  Ipecac  in  small  doses  for 
nausea ;  Gelsemium  if  patient  is  restless 
and  nervous ;  with  Phytolacca  and  Bap- 
tisia  or  Echafolta  for  throat  and  glandular 
troubles. 

If  the  throat  is  much  sore,  a  gargle  or 
spray  of  Lloyd's  Hydrastis  and  chlorate  of 
potash,  ounces  one  and  drachms  one,  re- 
spectively, to  four  ounces  of  water  is  used ; 
with  subnitrate  of  bismuth  if  a  diarrhoea  is 
t-oublesome.  For  the  itching  which  is  so 
annoying  I  have  the  patient  rubbed  several 
t'mes  a  day  in  cocoa-butter. 

"The  diet  should  be  mild  and  non-irrita- 
ting. Milk  is  a  favorite  with  me  in  all  fe- 
brile diseases,  but  usually  one  or  two  table- 
spoonfuls  of  lime  water  is  added  to  each 
.glass  of  milk.  When  this  is  not  well  re- 
ceived, the  white  of  egg  beaten  and  flavored 
to  suit  the  taste  is  good.  Broth  made  from 
lean  beef  or  mutton  is  also  used,  as  is  chick- 
en broth,  unless  diarrhoea  is  present. 

J  .do  not  use  cathartics  in  eruptive  dis- 
eases, although  a  mild  saline  laxative  is 
often  required. 

I  presume  you  will  not  all  agree  with  my 
views  on  the  subject  of  German  measles, 
and  I  confess  in  the  early  stage  of  rhe  dis- 
ease it  is  almost  impossible  to  diagnose  the 
difference  between  it  and  scarlet  fever : 
Iience  I  think  a  great  many  physicians  err, 
perhaps  on  bfte  safe  siae,  by  calling  it  all 
scarlet  fever,  and  quarantining  accordingly.

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A    lUMKllil'liUX     TO  THE 

.U.AL^AIXKA  yLESliUA.

Carl  Schwaibe,  of  Los  Angelos,  CaL,  is 
the  author  of  a  very  interesting  book  on 
.uaiaria.  rYof.  n.  Grawitz,  in  Vol,  ii.  Xo.  8 
of  the  German  Medical  Gazette,  criticises 
the  work,  saying:  "Although  we  consent 
to  these  views  we  must  say  about  the  sec- 
ond part,  which  treats  of  malaria  in  animals 
that  it  belongs  >to  the  literary  oddities  about 
which  it  is  hardiy  possible  to  give  an  ou- 
jective  verdict.  Briefly  we  might  say  that 
the  author  claims  to  have  proven  by  ex- 
periments the  living  plasmodium  or  amae- 
ba  in  the  blood  by  subjecting  animals  to 
the  contact  of  noxious  gases,  as  i.  e.,  the 
gases  of  hemp  roasting.  Consequently  no 
micro-organism  but  simple  changes  in  the 
organs  are  the  causes  of  malaria.  It  does 
not  seem  to  us  advisable  to  go  deeper  into 
the  matter." 

The  last  sentence  characterizes  fully  the 
spirit  which  dominates  today  modern  med- 
ical science  and  investigation.  The  would- 
be  law — without  bacilli  no  disease — is  re- 
garded as  a  mathematical  truth  or  axiom, 
from  which  medical  science  proceeds.  On- 
ly he  who  makes  a  discovery  in  this  direc- 
tion can  count  upon  recognition  and  veri- 
fication :  but  he  who  makes  a  contrary  dis- 
covery, proving  that  the  disease  (here  ma- 
laria) is  produced  by  toxic  gas  and  the  ba- 
cilli (here  plasmodium)  are  nothing  more 
than  the  decomposing  products  of  living 
cells  killed  by  toxic  gas  will  be  consigned 
to  the  whipping-post  and  philosophized 
away  by  a  few  words  without  doing  justice 
to  science  nor  to  the  statements  of  the  dis- 
coverer. But  Prof.  Grawitz  has  forgotten 
historic  facts  which  repeat  themselves.  In 
the  eighteenth  century  Caspar  Frederick 
Wolff  discovered  the  development  of  the 
chicken,  which  2:ave  us  the  foundation  of 
cur  present  embryology.  Although  Wolff 
gave  less  than  Schwaibe.  the  scientific 
world  took  up  the  theory,  investigated,  and 
found  the  statements  made  to  be  true,  and 
owing  to  this  fact  embryology  became  a 
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true  science.  The  same  was  the  case  with 
Barry's  discovery  stating  that  the  sperma- 
tozoae  penetrated  into  the  ovum.  Bishoff 
first  strongly  opposed  the  theory,  but  final- 
ly after  verification  acknowledged  its  truth. 
Now,  we  ask,  will  Prof.  Grawiitz  and  his 
tribe  try  Schwalbe's  statements  and  bring 
forth  the  truth,  or  will  he  shrug  his  should- 
ers and  in  his  grandezza  overlook  the  mat- 
ter. Can  he  disregard  a  positive  fact,  al- 
though he  does  not  believe  it  himself,  any 
more  than  he  can  the  similar  discovery 
made  by  me  eight  years  ago,  although  in 
a  different  disease  (cholera).  My  results 
are  the  same  as  Schwalbe's,  namely,  that 
-cholera  is  caused  by  toxic  gases  which  are 
carried  by  the  wind,  and  increase  in  severi- 
ty if  the  barometer  sinks.  (See  my  work 
"Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Nerve  Circulation.'^ 

Schwalbe  and  I  have  reached  the  same 
results,  although  our  investigations  were 
made  in  different  ways  and  the  fact  remains 
malaria  as  well  as  cholera  is  caused  by  tox- 
ic gases.  On  this  fact  no  philosophy,  al- 
though it  may  come  from  a  certain  Gra- 
witz,  should  confuse.  Only  a  thorough 
scientific  investigation,  and  that  not  daz- 
zled by  bacteriology,  can  bring  a  correct 
verdict.  The  question  may  arise,  is  this 
fact  of  any  practical  value?  Or  is  it  a 
theoretical  point  only?  It  would  seem 
that  the  latter  is  the  case  because  in  both 
the  consequences  are  the  same.  Accord- 
ing to  bacteriology,  bactilli  act  by  their 
•toxins  only.  They  manifest  themselves  as 
soon  as  they  enter  the  blood  circulation, 
either  by  the  respiratory  or  the  digestive 
tract.  Apparently  the  results  are  the  same 
in  both  theories,  but  in  fact  an  enormous 
difference  results  when  we  look  at  the 
practical  side  as  i.  e.,  the  indications  for 
prophylaxis  and  treatment.  In  regard  to 
prophylaxis — for  ten  years  typhus  has  pre- 
vailed among  the  soldiers  in  Germany,  and 
the  government  'has  hunted  for  the  cause 
with  the  utmost  care  and  zeal,  doing  every 
tiling  to  extinguish  the  disease.  But  why 
is  it  that  they  cannot  stamp  out  the  disease 
and  why  not  the  similar  one — tuberculo- 
sis?    Because  bacteriology  hunts  for  the 


bacteria  and  their  source  without  succeed- 
ing. If,  on  the  other  hand,  science  investi- 
gates the  theory  that  toxic  gases  derived 
from  distant  places  and  scattered  through 
the  atmosphere,  are  the  sources  not  alone 
of  typhoid,  cholera,  malaria,  but  of  all  acute 
infectious  diseases,  then  medicine  will  have 
made  a  step  forward  in  the  art  of  healing. 
As  to  treatment ;  since  the  discovery  of  the 
bacillus  tuberculosis  the  axiom  "without 
bacteria  no  disease"  has  been  adopted  ev- 
erywhere, and  the  direct  consequence  of 
this  hypothesis,  that  a  specific  disease  is 
caused  by  a  specific  micro-organism,  was 
the  logical  result.  But  'the  indirect  sequelae 
is  that  many  diseases  formerly  regarded  as 
complete  in  themselves  have  had  to  be  divi- 
ded into  sub-stages.  We  know  a  true  diph- 
theria with  Loffier's  bacillus  and  a  pseudo- 
diphtheria    with    streptococci.  Scrofula, 
formerly  said  to  be  related  to  Lues-heredi- 
taria,  is  now  classified  as  a  member  of  the 
Tuberculosis  family.    Gonorrhoea,  regard- 
ed formerly  as  a  kind  of  Lues  is  now  sharp- 
ly separated  from  syphilis,  because  in  the 
former  the  Gonococus  has  been  discovered 
whereas  in  the  latter  no  micro-organism 
has  been  traced.    This  naturally  misleads 
in  the  application  of  Therapeutic  agents. 
Diphtheria  with  Loffler's  bacillus  is  treated 
with  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin,  but  the  Pseu- 
do-diphtheria is  not  treated,  although  the 
latter   furnishes   the   greater   number  of 
deaths.      But  is  disregarded,  even  in  the 
statistics.  It  is  omitted  because  no  Loffler 
bacillus  is  found,  and  it  is  claimed  that  this, 
and  only  this,  makes  the  disease  true  diph- 
theria.   In  tuberculosis  we  see  the  same 
state  of  affairs,  only  where  the  bacilli  can 
be  demonstrated  tuberculosis  is  pronoun- 
ced present.   We  have  no  access  to  the  dis- 
eased organ,  we  simply  inject  tuberculine 
(and  we  know  the  very  doubtful  results). 

The  theory  of  toxic  gases  is  not  in  di- 
rect opposition  to  the  doctrine  of  bacteriol- 
ogy, as  Scrofula,  Chlorosis,  Lues,  etc.,. 
might  be  different  stages  of  the  same  con- 
stitutional disease,  but  entirely  different  in 
their  indications  for  treatment.  How  near 
we  will   come   to   correct   treatment  with 
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either  method  I  can  plainly  illustrate  by 
hundreds  of  cases  which  J  have  successful- 
ly cured  by  my  method  after  the  other  has 
failed  in  the  so-called  hopeless  cases. 

But  the  space  at  my  disposal  being  limit- 
ed I  simply  point  to  my  works,  which  give 
the  desired  information.  The  gas  theory, 
which  has  been  known  many  centuries,  af- 
fords logical  conclusions  and  practical  re- 
sults in  treatment.  If  the  ghost  "Bacilli" 
is  not  feared  any  more  the  practitioner  will 
begin  to  think  more  logically  about  his  art 
(in  Bacteriology  all  logical  thoughts  are 
forbidden)  and  the  near  future  will  laugh 
about  Bacteriology. 

If  it  is  true  that  malaria  is  caused  by 
mosquitos,  why  is  it  that  in  many  countries 
this  disease  appears  in  the  winter  when  no 
mosquitos  can  be  detected  ?  Why  is  it  that 
people  who  have  been  born  in  malarial  dis- 
tricts, having  passed  in  their  childhood 
tnrough  malarial  fever  have  not  become 
immune,  but  suffer  every  year  from  malar- 
ia ?  I  do  not  imagine  that  I  can  overturn 
with  the  foregoing  lines  the  doctrines  of 
Bacteriology.  My  object  is  to  show  that 
Schwalbe's  investigations  and  my  own  co- 
incide in  every  respect,  and  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  science  to  prove  or  disprove  the 
truth  of  our  statements,  in  order  to  bene- 
fit humanity,  and.  unlike  Prof.  Grawitz, 
who  in  his  imaginary  grandeur  criticises 
facts  which  he  has  not  taken  the  pains  to 
investigate. 


PNEUMONIA.

It  is  better  to  tell,  often,  what  not  to  do 
for  a  disease  than  to  tell  what  to  do,  in  as 
much  as  Xature  better  not  be  hindered  or 
interfered  with  in  her  efforts.  The  doctor 
who  attempts  to  be  Nature's  boss  instead 
of  her  servant  is  either  too  smart  or  not 
smart  enough. 

Not  any  evidence  obtained  through  aus- 
cultation and  percussion  about  pneumonia 
will  be  given,  but  one  sign  of  inflammation 
of  the  lungs  which  entitles  it  to  the  name 
of  pneumonia  will  be  mentioned.    A  rusty 
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colored  expectoration  has  been  considered 
pathognomonic  evidence  of  pneumonia. 
When  the  parenchyma  of  the  lungs  breaks 
down  so  as  to  allow  blood  to  mix  with  the 
sputa  there  is  sure  evidence  that  the  sub- 
stance of  the  lung  is  affected.  It  is  a* 
much  nonsense  to  call  bronchitis  pneu- 
monia as  it  would  be  to  claim  that  diarrhea 
\h  dysentery.  Bloody  discharges  are  as 
necessary  in  pneumonia  as  in  dysentery. 
Much  wildness  or  something  else  is  mani- 
fested in  making  a  diagnosis  of  pneumonia. 
An  old  man  who  had  tired  his  legs  from  a 
ling  walk  in  the  mud.  was  declared  to  have 
pneumonia  by  a  person  who  is  called  a  doc 
tor  because  he  holds  a  diploma  from  a  re- 
spectable medical  college.  The  same  doc- 
tor claimed  that  another  man,  who  had  in- 
jured his  back,  had  pneumonia  without 
having  any  symptoms  of  the  disease.  A 
n  an  had  paralysis  for  several  years  and  the 
doctor  gave  a  death  certificate  claiming  the 
cause  of  death  was  pneumonia  merely  be- 
cause the  paralytic  had  a  death-rattle  in  the 
throat  about  three  hours  before  he  stopped 
breathing.  Such  a  doctor  would  spoil  any 
report  of  vital  statistics  which  he  aids  in 
making. 

On  account  of  the  bad  and  often  fatal 
treatment  of  pulmonary  diseases  the  publi: 
have  been  slavishly  educated  to  think  that 
pneumonia  is  a  very  dangerous  disease  (a 
very  large  per  cent  of  the  cases,  at  best,  be- 
ing only  so-called)  therefore,  some  doctors 
enjoy  escaping  a  just  censure  by  attribut- 
ing the  cause  of  as  many  deaths  as  they 
can  to  pneumonia.  If  a  case  of  bronchitis 
recovers,  under  the  name  of  pneumonia,  .1 
k'rge  and  false  credit  is  given. 

Sticklers  for  authority  can  find  one  in 
The  Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine. 
Designed  for  the  use  of  Practitioners  and 
Students  of  Medicine,  by  William  Osier, 
M.  D..  recent  consulting  physician  in  the 
case  of  President  McKinley's  wife.  Such 
sticklers  ought  to  be  willing  to  have  what 
Dr.  Osier  states  about  the  treatment  of 
pneumonia  exposed  to  the  light  of  truth. 
The  first  statement  the  doctor  makes  is: 
''Pneumonia  is  a  self-limited  disease  ,  and 
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runs  its  course  uninfluenced  in  any  way  by 
medicine.  It  can  neither  be  aborted  nor 
cut  short  by  any  known  means  at  our  com- 
mand. Even  under  the  most  unfavorable 
circumstances  it  will  terminate  abruptly 
and  naturally,  without  a  dose  of  medicine 
having  been  administered."  Thus  all  med- 
icine is  made  useless  and  then  Dr.  Osier 
goes  on  and  makes  prescriptions.  How 
does  such  look  in  the  light  of  consistency  ? 

If  Dr.  Osier  had  kept  on  the  non-medi- 
cating (or  more  appropriately  speaking, 
non-drugging)  plan  he  would  have  been  \ 
far  better  instructor,  as  all  his  prescribing 
has  in  it  no  proper  aid  of  Nature.  His 
first  prescription  is  a  hypodermic  injection 
of  morphia  for  the  pain  in  the  side.  What 
causes  the  pain  in  the  side?  An  accumu- 
lation of  blood  or  matter  upon  the  sensi- 
tive pleura.  Opium  never  goes  for  a  cause 
but  only  an  effect,  and,  therefore,  has  no 
curative  property.  A  patient  must  be 
strong  enough  to  endure  it  or  it  will  kill 
With  the  morphia  add  the  "ice-bag  to  the 
affected  side,"  as  Dr.  Osier  advises,  how 
then,  in  the  name  of  everything  sacred,  has 
Nature  been  aided  in  removing  any  con 
gestion  and  effusion  that  may  be  about  the 
pleura?  How  much  motive  power  is  there 
in  a  combined  sedative  and  a  coldness  that 
stagnates  ? 

Dr.  Osier  recommends  venesection  or 
the  taking  of  the  best  blood  a  patient  has 
and  throwing  it  away,  instead  of  removing 
the  blood  in  the  system  from  where  there 
is  too  much  and  putting  it  where  there  is 
not  enough.  Why  did  not  Dr.  Osier,  as 
recent  as  1895,  when  he  revised  his  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  catch  hold  of  that  simple 
and  sacred  idea  which  had  been  afloat  in 
the  air,  for  many  years,  about  equalizing 
the  circulation  of  the  blood  as  a  remedial 
means?  Of  course,  venesection  is  too  bar- 
barous and  stale  for  employment  among 
true  progressionists  in  medicine.  The 
right  kind  of  a  doctor  wants  a  treatment 
that  will  aid  in  saving  more  than  one  pa- 
tient in  twelve,  which  is  the  best  record 
that  Dr.  Osier  gives;  or,  in  other  words, 
desires  a  treatment  that  does   not   aid  in 


killing   eleven   patients   in  every  twelve. 

Is  is  not  better  to  do  nothing  than  to  do 
wrong  for  a  disease  when,  according  to  Dr_ 
Osier,  ''even  under  the  most  unfavorable 
circumstances  it  will  terminate  abruptly 
and  naturally  without'  meddling  with  Na- 
ture's business  ? 

Dr.  Osier  claims  that  "the  progressive 
cardiac  weakness  is,  after  all,  the  most  im- 
portant enemy  to  fight  in  pneumonia." 

Here  it  is  again,  the  innocent  suffering 
for  the  guilty — fighting  an  effect  in  the 
heart  because  there  is  trouble  in  the  lungs. 
A  common  observer  has  often  noticed  a 
pain  in  the  head  from  some  .wrong  in  the 
stomach.  What  would  become  of  the  ca- 
diac  weakness  if  the  obstruction  in  the 
lungs  should  be  removed  so  that  the  air 
could  enter  the  lungs  and  properly  vitalize 
the  blood?  It  would  be  gone  the  same  as, 
the  pain  in  the  head  often  leaves  by  cast- 
ing off  something  offensive  in  the  stom- 
ach. The  proper  way  to  treat  both  the 
lungs  and  the  stomach,  when  loaded  withi 
bad  matter,  is  to  administer  proper  emetics. 
Some  doctor  who  may  read  this  may  be 
thrown  into  convulsions  or  something- 
worse,  and  exclaim :  "My  patrons  would 
show  me  the  door  if  I  should  propose  to 
give  them  emetics."  Thus  it  must  be,  any 
doctor  who  has  not  the  backbone  to  try  to  ' 
get  the  false  teaching,  about  emetics,  out 
of  the  public  mind  must  continue  to  do 
wrong,  and  very  wrong,  with  venesection,, 
opium  in  some  form,  ice,  whisky,  and  the 
many  bad  drugs  in  use.  The  question  is 
sometimes  asked,  how  can  an  emetic  effect 
the  lungs,  as  it  does  not  directly  enter  in- 
to the  lungs?  Dear  reader,  don't  have  the 
least  trouble  on  that  point,  as  a  guarantee 
will  be  given  that  if  a  proper  emetic  is 
properly  given  all  movable  things  in  the 
lungs  will  be  removed.  Think  for  a  mo- 
ment ;  it  is  impossiblefor  a  patient,  having 
nneumonia,  to  thoroughly  vomit  without 
clearing  the  air  passages  and'  removing 
congestion  about  them.  Another  objection 
comes  from  the  unwise.  They  claim  that 
it  will  hurt  so  to  vomit  in  a  case  where  the- 
pleura  is  verv  sensitive. 
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An  illustrative  case  will  be  given.  About 
fifteen  years  ago  an  Irishman  had  pleuro- 
pneumonia, and  he  had  been  trying  in  vain 
to  obtain  relief  with  physic.  A  neighbor, 
who  visitea  the  patient  with  me,  claimed 
tnere  was  no  help  for  such  a  case,  yet  he 
stood  by  and  saw  "the  salvation  of  the 
Lord."  When  I  proposed  an  emetic  the  pa- 
tient went  through  with  .the  whole  story 
about  an  emetic  killing,  hurting  and  tear- 
ing all  to  pieces. 

The  emetic,  however,  was  given,  with 
the  desired  results.  I  knew  that  the  patient 
had  to  be  put  into  a  condition  to  breathe 
better,  and  that  any  science  that  had  not 
good  practical  sense  in  it  would  not  apply 
in  his  case.  I  had  as  much  confidence  in 
the  slandered  lobelia  emetic  as  I  would 
have  had  in  extension  if  the  patient  had 
had  a  luxated  bone.  An  extra  expansion 
and  action  of  the  lungs  was  good  sense, 
and  what  is  good  sense  is  good  science ; 
popular  authority,  in  medicine,  to  the  con- 
trary, notwithstanding.  The  patient,  after 
vomiting,  admitted  that  t'he  pain  was  about 
all  gone  and  that  it  had  not  hurt  him  to 
vomit  as  he  expected.  When  I  requested 
him  to  notice  the  large  quantity  of  bad 
matter  he  had  thrown  from  his  lungs,  his 
reply  was,  "I  did  not  know  that  I  had  such 
wads  in  my  guts." 

What  cardiac  weakness  the  patient  had 
was  soon  overcome  when  good  and  suffi- 
cient air  was  allowed  to  enter  thelungs. 
Dr.  Osier,  regardless  of  the  loaded  con- 
dition of  fhe  lungs,  not  even  favoring  ex- 
pectorants, would  have  given  him  alcohol 
in  some  form,  which  is  neither  a  food  nor 
a  tonic,  but  its  nature  is  to  make  a  fool  or 
lunatic  of  a  man,  tangle  up  his  legs  and 
leave  him  in  the  gutter.  Alcohol  is  a  ty- 
ranical  boss,  being  unchanged  in  the 
stomach  and  circulation,  and  the  effort  of 
the  system  to  get  rid  of  it  causes  it  to  ap- 
pear to  the  fa'se  reasjiner  and  observer 
to  be  a  stimulant.  When  in  the  system,  al- 
cohol is  a  foreign  matter  and  requires  ener- 
gy for  its  elimination,  therefore,  it  is  an 
exhauster,  to  the  amount  cf  work  required 
for  the  e.mination.    Digestion  is  suspend- 


ed while  alcohol  is  present  with  food  in  the 
stomach,  therefore,  it  gives  hindrance  in- 
stead of  aid  in  that  line.  An  article  that 
will  prevent  a  piece  of  beef,  in  a  bottle  from 
changing  will  prevent  a  piece  of  beef,  in 
the  stomach,  from  changing.  Of  course, 
much  alcohol  has  been  endured  like  many 
bad  things,  consequently,  much  endurance 
has  passed,  among  falsely  educated  per- 
sons, as  cure. 

With  a  full  understanding  of  what  is  as- 
serted it  is  now  claimed  that  pneumonia  is 
not  as  dangerous  as  its  popular  treatment. 

The  way  ought  to  be  clear  now  for  a  few 
more  thoughts  about  the  proper  treatment 
for  pneumonia. 

What  demands  the  first  attention  in  a 
case  of  pneumonia?  The  plain  answer  is 
the  insufficient  or  bad  breathing.  A  pa- 
tient can  go  much  longer  without  swallow- 
ing than  without  breathing.  Pain  and 
cough  are  secondary  symptoms  and  point 
to  duty.  What  causes  the  insufficient  or 
bad  breathing?  Congestion  and  infiltra- 
tion or  unhealthy  secretions  will  not  allow 
the  air  to  properly  enter  the  lungs.  Apply 
extra  and  continued  heat  to  the  feet,  or 
bleed  the  patient,  by  drawing  the  blood 
from  where  there  is  too  much  and  putting 
it  where  it  can  be  endured  and  where  there 
is  not  enough.  If  the  patient  is  not  dying, 
give  an  emetic  of  lobelia  and  he  will  soon 
be  on  the  way  to  "life,  liberty  and  the  pur- 
suit of  happiness." 

Why  use  lobelia?  Simply  and  truthful- 
ly because  it  is  not  only  a  superior  emetic 
but  an  alterative,  antispasmodic,  relaxant, 
deobstruent,  diaphoretic,  discutient,  expec- 
torant, febrifuge  and  nervine.  The  emetic 
powder  which  I  use  is  composed  of  three 
parts  of  lobe'ia  inrlata  seeds  and  one  part 
of  asclepeas  tuberosa  root.  To  a  teaspoon- 
ful  of  the  powder  add  a  teacupful  of  boil- 
ing water.  Sweeten  each  dose,  if  desired. 
Give  to  an  adult,  from  four  to  twelve  tea- 
spoonfuls  of  the  tea  every  five  or  ten  min- 
utes until  vomiting  takes  place.  Some- 
tinges  three  teacupfuls  of  the  tea  may  be 
necessary.  Usually  it  is  best  to  have  the 
patient  vomit  as  many  as  three  times.  As 
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long  as  bad  or  bilious  matter  is  thrown  off 
the  vomiting  should  be  continued.  An 
emetic  is  aided  by  lying  on  the  left  side  and 
a  cathartic  by  lying  on  the  right  side.  Be- 
tore  giving  the  emetic  tea,  give  nearly  a 
teacupful  of  hot  water.  After  giving  a  tea- 
cupful  of  the  emetic  tea  and  there  is  not 
sufficient  vomiting,  give  a  fourth  of  a  tea- 
spoonful  of  bi-carbonate  of  soda  in  halt  a 
teacupful  of  hot  water  every  other  time. 
Some  kind  of  hot  arink,  usually  hot  water, 
should  be  given  immediately  after  each 
time  of  vomiting.  When  there  is  much  ef- 
fort at  vomiting,  something  diluting  should 
be  taken  into  the  stomach  ito  aid  in  vomit- 
ing. Hot  charred  bread  or  corn  coffee  is 
good  to  help  settle  the  stomach,  aided  by 
lying  on  the  right  side. 

Another  form  for  giving  the  emetic,  es- 
pecially to  children  is  this :  Rub  together 
in  a  spoon  a  fourth  of  a  teaspoonful  of  the 
powder  and  the  same  quantity  of  sugar,  and 
then  add  enough  water  to  put  it  in  a  condi- 
tion to  be  swallowed.  Give  such  dose 
tverv  fifteen  minutes  until  the  vomiting 
takes  place.  Also  give  some  kind  of  warm 
drink.  A  little  of  the  bi-carbonate  of  soda, 
in  solution,  may  be  necessary. 

Sometimes  exciting  symptoms,  such  as 
faintness,  paleness  and  shortness  of  breatn 
may  come  on  and  last  from  one  to  several 
hours ;  but  never  will  do  any  harm  unless 
the  attendants  get  frightened  and  call  in 
some  foolish  or  conceited  neighbor  or  doc- 
tor. At  such  times  give,  every  five  min- 
utes, from  two  to  five  teaspoonfuls  of  a  tea, 
with  milk  and  sugar  in  it,  made  of  capsi- 
cum or  ginger.  In  the  capsicum  and 
ginger  (figuratively  speaking)  oats  as  well 
as  whips  are  to  be  found,  whereas  alcohol, 
at  the  best,  is  only  a  poor  whip.  In  the 
alarming  condition  there  is  extra  relaxa- 
tion which  some  good  astringent,  such  as 
minis  strigosis,  hammamellis  viginica,  pin- 
US  canadensis  myrica  cerifera  or  geranium 
maculatum,  joined  with  the  capsicum  or 
ginger,  will  aid  in  relieving. 
Some  expectorant  syrup  made  of  lobelia 
and  blood  root  with  the  addition  of  winter- 
green  and  anise  will  be  useful. 


A  compound  ot  equal  parts  of  Scutel- 
laria laceniona,  asciepias  tuberosa  and 
iimgiisn  vaierian,  equal  pares,  is  appro- 
priately called  a  nervine  and  fever  powder, 
io  one  or  two  teaspoontuls  ot  the  powder 
add  a  pint  ot  boiling  water  and  give,  hot, 
from  three  to  six  tablespoonfuls,  to  an 
adult,  every  hour,  when  awake.  Hot  tlax 
seed  tea  will  do  a  good  work.  Aluch  hot 
drinks  (^never  alcoholic;  should  be  given 
so  as  to  invite  all  the  secretions  to  the  skin 
that  can  be  and  keep  them  away  from  the 
ir.ngs.  That  which  passes  from  the  skin 
does  not  have  to  be  coughed  out.  Don't 
get  so  foolishly  progressive  as  to  object  to 
the  use  of  such  common  herbs  as  catnip, 
sage  and  pennyroyal  because  the  old 
grandmothers  used  them  man}-  years  ago 
when,  under  simple  and  safe  treatment,  pa- 
tients were  sometimes  allowed  to  die  nat- 
ural deaths.  They  will  make  an  agreeable 
and  profitable  change  in  drinks. 

Is  there  not  too  much  worship  of  author- 
ity or  toading  to  popularity?  The  multi- 
tude nor  scholastic  training  never  can 
make  grandness  of  error.  Truth  is  prec- 
ious wherever  found. 

Xo  attempt  is  being  made  to  make  an 
iron  rule  for  prescribing  nor  to  be  too  mi- 
nute. Keep  within  the  bounds  of  safety 
and  good  practical  sense.  A  physician 
must  have  some  originality  about  him ;  he 
must  know  what  is  indicated  in  each  case. 
Above  all  things,  try  to  keep  the  lungs  so 
that  good  air  can  get  into  them.  It  is  cer- 
tain that  the  patient  will  continue  to  live 
while  breathing.  Usually,  only  one  emetic 
will  have  to  be  given,  if  followed  up  faith- 
fully with  proper  treatment.  Vomiting  is 
not  necessary  in  every  case — small  and  fre- 
quent doses  of  lobelia  may  be  sufficient — 
yet  an  unnecessary  emetic  is  better  than  a 
neglected  one. 

It  is  as  much  the  duty  of  the  doctor  to 
l;e  wise  in  the  rejection  of  drugs  and  treat- 
ment as  in  the  selection.  Eor  example: 
Don't!  don't!!  don't!!!  employ  antimony 
or  sulphate  of  zinc  for  an  emetic  or  expec- 
torant, any  preparation  of  mercurv  for  an 
alterative  or  cathartic,  any  form  of  alcohol 
as  a  tonic  or  stimulant  nor  any  non-cura- 
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tive  narcotic  as  a  nervine.  Such  treatment 
is  very  dangerous  and  absolutely  unneces- 
sary. Also,  don't  reduce  abnormal  heat 
with  coldness.  Treat  the  cause  of  such 
heat.  There  is  another  very  important 
don't.  Don't  insult  Nature  by  trying  to 
nourish  a  patient  when  digestion  and  as- 
similation have  been  suspended  for  reno- 
vating and  repairing.  When  beginning  to 
allow  food  give  too  little  rather  than  too 
much,  only  at  three  regular  times  in  twen- 
tv-four  hours  and  not  when  there  is  no  ap- 
petite. Water  or  some  suitable  drink 
(remember  that  milk  should  not  be  used  as 
drink  nor  in  uncooked  condition)  will  allay 
a  diseased  hunger. 

It  is  the  rule  to  have  pneumonia  in  cold 
weather,  and  the  exception  to  have  it  in 
warm  weather.  Should  not  the  physician 
learn  something  from  such  rule  and  excep- 
tion? Should  not  the  conditions  that  will 
not  allow  pneumonia  to  be  prevalent  in 
summer  be  sought  when  trying  to  cure  the 
disease  in  winter?  The  blood  in  warm 
weather  is  thinner  and  is  thrown  to  the  sur- 
face and,  therefore,  cannot  easily  become 
internally  congested.  Think  for  a  moment 
how  very  unreasonable  it  is.  in  any  weath- 
er, to  keep  the  blood  congested  in  some 
part  of  the  body  and  to  prevent  its  impuri- 
ties from  being,  in  a  legitimate  way,  taken 
f-om  vital  organs  and  cast  out  by  the  skin. 
Do  reflect  upon  the  idea  about  throwing 
some  of  the  best  and  circulating  blood  awa\ 
and  poisoning  the  remaining  part,  when 
the  system  needs  a  safe  shock  and  relaxa- 
tion ,as  a  proper  emetic  will  cause.  In 
fact,  what  is  the  doctor  doing  who  idolizes 
sedatives  and  coldness?  People  who  have 
got  very  absurd  ideas  about  perspiring  be- 
ing weakening,  never  have  thought  how  r. 
man.  who  knows  how  to  properlv  eat  and 
drink  and  otherwise  care  for  himself,  can 
work  in  a  harvest  field  for  weeks  and  cast 
cff  quarts  of  perspiration,  daily,  and  yet  be 
no  weaker  at  the  end  of  the  harvest  than  at 
the  beginning. 

Good  air  must  be  furnished,  about  every 
two  hours,  for  the  patient,  and  it  can  be 
cheaply  and  surely   furnished   by  quickly 


swinging  the  door  of  the  sick-room  for 
about  two  minutes,  having  some  suitable 
opening  to  the  outer  air.  Thus  the  bad  air 
has  been  fanned  away  from  the  patient  and 
the  good  air  given  a  chance  to  take  its 
place. 

If  the  door  cannot  thus  be  used,  and 
there  is  no  other  good  way  for  changing 
the  air  in  the  sick-room,  the  polluted  air 
can  be  driven  out  by  thrashing  it  with  a 
large  towel  or  other  cloth.  Have  inter- 
ested persons  think  more  about  the  patient 
having  something  good  to  breathe  and  less, 
than  is  usual,  about  his  having-  something 
good  to  eat.  It  is  a  very  important  thought 
which  should  not  be  overlooked,  that  a 
light,  from  gas  or  oil,  soon  puts  the  air,  in 
a  closed  room,  into  an  unfit  condition  for 
the  lungs,  either  in  sickness  or  health. 
Three  times  a  day,  after  the  lungs  have 
been  properly  cleared,  request  the  patient 
to  take  four  full  and  deep  inhalations, 
breathing  otherwise  a  few  times  between 
each  of  the  deep  inhalations.  Such  full  and 
deep  breathing  will  purify  and  vitalize,  and 
also  prevent  some  air  cells  from  becoming 
useless.  The  doctor  must  be  ready  and 
willing  to  tell  many  important  things  to 
nurses  and  friends  of  the  patient. 

Compresses  of  hot  water  or  suds  will  aid 
in  relieving  local  pains  and  soreness.  Hot 
water  in  a  rubber  bag  is  good,  but  when 
applied  in  a  wet  cloth,  well  covered,  it  is 
better.  A  hot  foot  bath  will  have  a  good 
derivative  effect,  and  in  many  cases  should 
be  employed  every  four  hours  for.  at  least, 
thirty  minutes  at  a  time.  It  is  not  neces- 
sr.ry  for  a  patient  to  sit  up  to  take  a  foot 
bath.  Flex  the  knees  and  use  some 
suitable  bathing  vessel.  The  water  should 
be  kept  as  hot  as  can  be  endured. 
The  doctor  and  nurse  should  never 
be  guilty  of  slighting  things. 

A  very  superior  application  for  local  pain 
is  a  paste  upon  which  lobelia  and  capsi- 
cum, in  equal  parts,  have  been  put.  W  ith 
cold  water  and  one  or  two  teaspoonfuls  of 
wheat  flour  make  a  paste.  Thinly  spread  ir 
upon  a  piece  of  cloth.  Upon  the  paste 
sprinkle  about  half  a  teaspoonful  of  the 
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lobelia  and  capsicum  and  press  them  in 
the  paste.  Have  the  mixture  as  wet  as  it 
can  be  without  running  from  the  cloth. 
Apply  warm,  next  to  the  skin.  Generally, 
it  is  not  best  to  use  the  paste  at  night  as  the 
smarting  (never  blistering)  from  it  may 
keep  the  patient  awake.  Nothing  should 
be  done  to  disturb  the  patient,  at  night, 
when  sleeping. 

A  sponge  or  towel  bath  of  warm  suds, 
applied  with  a  good  magnetic  hand,  will 
have  its  good  and  quieting  effect.  It  should 
usually  be  given  when  the  skin  is  dry  and 
hot.  A  nurse  should  understand  that  there 
is  virtue  in  bathing  and  not  seek  to  quiet  a 
patient  with  some  injurious  or  killing  drug. 
Repeat  every  four  hours,  if  necessary. 

The  bowels  should  receive  due  attention. 
Enemas  of  suds  may  be  all  that  will  be 
necessary.  If  not,  to  a  heaping  teaspoon- 
ful  senna  leaves  add  a  teacupful  of  boiling 
water.  After  standing  in  a  warm  place  for 
about  four  hours  have  an  adult  make  two 
drinks  of  the  decoction,  about  two  hours 
apart.  Repeat  if  necessary.  There  are  oth- 
er good  and  safe  cathartics. 

Now  I  have  come  to  the  concluding  part 
of  this  article,  and  shall  give  it,  although 
I  may  expose  myself  'to  severe  charges 
among  doubters.  During  an  extensive 
country  practice  of  forty-nine  years  I  have 
never  known  the  above  rational  treatment 
suggested  for  pneumonia,  to  be  a  failure. 
It  may  be  Claimed  that  country  patients  are 
better  to  treat  than  those  found  in  cities. 
Such  claim  is  not  very  complimentary  for 
trained  nurses,  endowed  and  equipped  hos- 
pitals, and  highly  extolled  professional 
staffs  in  attendance.  It  has  been  noticed 
that  when  an  attempt  has  been  made,  in  the 
country,  to  imitate  the  bad  treatment,  in 
hospitals,  the  result  is  bad.  There  is  no  use 
of  trying  to  cover  up  the  facts  that  bad 
treatment  is  bad  treatment,  and  that  good 
treatment  is  good  treatment,  and  that 
" whatsoever  a  man  soweth,  that  shall  he 
also  reap."

ECHINACEA  AUGUSTIFOLIA. 

By  James  Hervey  Bell,  M.  D. 

Is  a  western  plant  so  named  by  C.  G. 
Lloyd,  of  Cincinnati,  and  should  not  be 
confounded  with  Echinacea  Purpurea, 
Black  Sampson,  which  grows  in  the  east- 
ern part  of  the  United  States.  The  root  is 
the  part  used.  The  early  history  is  so  inti- 
mately related  to  the  energy  of  Prof.  J. 
Uri  Lloyd,  that  I  cannot  express  it  better 
than  to  use  his  own  words:  'Tn  the  fall  of 
1885  I  received  from  Dr.  H.  C.  F.  Meyers, 
of  Pawnee  City,  Neb.,  a  root  of  a  plant  he 
wished  named.  He  stated  he  used  it  in 
making  "Meyer's  Blood  Purifier,"  and  his 
letter  heralded  that  remedy  in  large  type. 
At  the  same  time  he  sent  Prof.  John  King 
a  bottle  of  the  preparation,  making  for  it 
the  most  exaggerated  claims.  King  in- 
formed Dr.  Meyers  that  he  could  do  noth- 
ing with  a  secret  mixture;  that  if  he  wished 
ir  presented  to  the  medical  profession 
through  him,  the  drugs  entering  into  its 
composition  must  be  public.-  At  the  same 
time,  I  wrote  him  that  the  plant  could  not 
be  determined  from  the  root  alone.  Under 
date  of  June  7,  1886,  Dr.  Meyer's  then  sent 
me  a  large  box  of  the  root,  and  again  on 
Sept.  28th,  1886,  mailed  the  whole  plant. 

This  proved  to  be  E.  Augustifolia.  Still 
the  exaggerated  claims  of  Dr.  Meyers  in  be- 
half of  the  remedy  which  he  claimed  would 
cure  nearly  everything  from  rattlesnake 
bite  to  typhoid  fever,  led  me  to  discredit  it 
entirely.  Not  so  with  Prof.  King,  who  pro- 
posed to  sift  the  chaff  from  the  grain,  and 
for  whom  I  at  once  instituted  several  ser- 
ies of  experiments  with  E.  in  a  pharmacal 
direction." 

Dr.  I.  J.  M.  Goss  then  became  almost 
as  enthusiastic  as  Dr.  Meyers,  and  Prof. 
Webster  recommended  it  highly  ;  but  Dr. 
'•"ir.cr  real1}-  left  it  as  a  legacy  to  the  profes- 
sor and  did  more  that  anybody  else  to  es- 
tablish it,  according  to  Prof.  Lloyd.  Now, 
after  thirteen  years,  it  is  well  known,  and 
Eclectics  and  Homeopaths  have  written 
considerable  about  it.  The  root  is  brown, 
?nd  when  chewed  a  sweetish  taste  presents 
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itself  that  afterwards  becomes  acrid  and 
sharp  and  produces  tingling  similar  to  aco- 
nite, remains  for  sometime,  but  is  devoid 
of  the  benumbing  quality  of  the  latter.  It 
contains  a  white  alkaloid  ]/2  to  1  per  cent! 
but  of  no  therapeutic  value.  Also  sugar 
and  large  amount  of  coloring  matter  that 
is  injurious  if  allowed  to  remain — of  an 
acid  reaction  and  contains  a  colorless  per- 
sistent constituent,  from  which  the  drug  re- 
ceives its  properties — very  acrid  and  dis- 
tressing in  pure  condition,  yields  its  virtues 
to  alcohol  and  water. 

Specific  Indications. — Depravation  of 
the  blood. — In  septic  conditions  generally. 
Typhoid  fever,  small  pox,  measles,  malarial 
fever,  carbuncle,  diphtheria,  hydrophobia, 
rattlesnake  poison,  etc.  Syphilis,  gonorr- 
hoea, erysipelas,  tonsilitis,  sore  throat  and 
mouth,  and  locally  as  antiseptic  diluted. 

Much  has  been  said  and  written  about 
this  drug  since  Dr  Meyers  introduced  it  in 
1885,  who  claimed  it  was  held  in  high  es- 
teem by  the  Indians,  who  used  it  for  the 
virus  of  the  rattlesnake  bite,  and  who  dem- 
onstrated its  worth  by  the  foolhardy  man- 
ner of  himself  submitting  to  the  poison  of 
the  snake,  and  after  his  arm  swelled,  suc- 
ceeded in  curing  the  trouble  with  this  drug. 

I  have  used  Echinacea  for  about  a  year 
and  a  half  in  a  promiscuous  manner,  and 
now  I  have  a  field  for  its  use  that  I  can  rely 
upon  at  all  times.  I  place  it  midway 
between  Baptisia  and  Phytolacca,  and  it  is 
an  augmentor  of  both,  as  well  as  other 
remedies. 

It  is  always  possible  when  a  new  thera- 
peutic agent  is  first  described,  that  it  is  apt 
to  be  exaggerated,  and  the  skeptic  physi- 
cian is  at  last  a  firm  believer  in  the  new 
agent.  The  medical  fraternity  has  been 
duped  so  many  times  it  takes  its  news  with 
the  proverbial  grain  of  salt,  then  it  dis- 
cards its  old  gods  and  hastens  to  the  new- 
wonder,  and  believes  in  it,  for  awhile,  and 
then  goes  back  to  its  tried  and  true  friends, 
and  awaits  for  another  medical  millenium. 
In  behalf  of  Echinacea  I  wish  to  say  that 
while  it  has  failed  to  do  everything  claimed 
for   it,   it    has    not    been  demonstrated 


worthless,  as  many  other  agents  intro- 
duced and  forgotten  in  the  past  few  years. 

In  acute  septic  conditions,  it  is  my 
sheet  anchor.  I  do  not  wait  for  the 
"black  tongue,"  but  incorporate  it  from  the 
first,  with  other  indicated  remedies.  In 
diphtheria  I  had  the  best  possible  results, 
given  in  large  doses,  10-15  gtts  every  hour 
will  demonstrate  a  change  in  24  hours. 
It  apparently  hastens  the  detachment  of 
membrane  and  cleans  up  the  throat.  No 
ibad  or  depressing  effects  follow  its  adminis- 
tration here  in  large  doses.  It  acts  positive 
and  quick  in  tonsillitis,  helping  the  other 
remedies. 

In  a  case  of  horse-bite,  upon  the  hand, 
the  entire  arm  becoming  swelled  and  hot, 
painful  and  aching  of  axillary  glands,  with 
the  characteristic  red  streak  running  along 
the  lymphatic  vessels,  I  prescribed  as  fol- 
lows : 

Ex.  Fl.  Echinacea  .iss. 

Ex.  Fl.  Phytolaccae  5ss. 

Aq.  qs  ad  5  iii. 

M.  Sig.  3i  every  two  hours. 

The  next  day  the  swelling  and  pain  was 
reduced  and  in  three  days  entirely  disap- 
peared under  this  treatment. 

Another  patient  cut  her  finger  on  a  rusty 
tin  can,  and  had  a  similar  condition  as  the 
above,  and  the  same  combination  worked 
a  similar  quick  cure. 

In  gonorrhoea  it  is  of  service,  but  in  con- 
stitutional disturbances,  of  an  acute  sep- 
tic character,  it  acts  more  emphatic. 

E.  has  been  highly  praised  in  syphilis, 
but  here  only  has  it  failed  me.  I  believe  it 
absolutely  worthless  here  for  any  manifes- 
tation of  this  disease.  For  sore  throats, 
ulcerations  and  fissures  of  the  tongue,  of 
a  specific  nature,  it  did  not  make  the 
slightest  impression. 

T  rsed  it  in  combination  with  other  anti- 
syrihilitic  remedies  and  alone.  In  small  and 
large  doses  5  to  60  gtt.  4  times  a  day,  and 
now  I  do  not  use  it  at  all.  My  results  were 
negative  and  I  discard  it  here. 

In  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  this  summer 
I  give  credit  to  E.  of  relieving  the  tympan- 
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itis,  but  the  case  died  of  perforation  sud- 
denly. However  I  was  pleased  with  it,  and 
will  try  it  again  in  the  same  condition. 

When  the  blood  is  depraved,  or  in 
acute  septic  conditions,  try  E.  and  you 
will  like  its  action.  In  scrofula  it  is  indi- 
cated, but  I  have  had  no  experience  with  it. 

Locally,  it  is  highly  recommended.  I  use 
V  as  an  addition  to  the  Eclectic  wash.  I  do 
not  know  much  of  its  action  alone.  It  is 
highly  recommended  as  an  antiseptic,  but 
my  experience  is  so  limited  in  this  respect, 
that  I  will  not  venture  an  opinion. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  say  that  it  has 
demonstrated  internally  its  usefulness  to 
me  time  and  time  again,  and  deserves  a 
high  place  in  our  Materia  Medica.  I  will 
certainly  continue  prescribing  it  and  inves- 
tigating its  properties,  and  although  it  may 
in  time  yield  more  Benefit  to  me,  at  this 
writing  I  confine  it  to  "acute  septic  condi- 
tions."

ACETAXILID  POISOXIXG. 

When  first  introduced  acetanilid  was 
deemed  by  many  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
materia  medica,  but  after  several  years  of 
clinical  experience,  its  dangerous  character 
has  been  clearly  demonstrated.  An  abund- 
ance of  evidence  has  been  deduced  to  fully 
s^iow  that  there  are  no  circumstance  under 
which  its  employment  can  be  justified.  It 
is  unsafe — deadly — and  its  victims,  no 
<:<>ubt,  have  been  numerous. 

Many  instances  of  toxic  absorption  re- 
sulting from  the  external  use  of  acetanilid 
have  been  reported.    Even  in  superficial 


leisons  of  the  skin  the  drug  finds  its  way 
into  the  circulation  and  produces  its  life- 
destroying  effects. 

Dr.  Westcott  reports  the  case  of  a  well- 
developed  baby  who  had  become  chafed  in 
the  folds  of  the  groin  and  the  creases  of  the 
thighs.  For  the  treatment  of  this  condi- 
tion a  dusting  powder  of  pure  acetanilid 
was  ordered.  The  powder  was  used  but 
once,  as  it  almost  immediately  caused  the 
development  of  alarming  symptoms.  The 
skin  assumed  a  peculiar  grayish  pallor  and 
the  lips  became  bluish  in  appearance.  In 
about  an  hour  the  skin  was  waxy,  the  mu- 
cous membrane  of  the  lips  and  tongue 
more  deeply  cyanotic,  and  the  face  drawn 
and  pinched-looking,  and  the  child  passed 
into  a  heavy  slumber,  from  which  she 
could  not  be  easily  aroused.  After  six  or 
seven  hours  the  cyanosis  began  to  pass  off. 
A  few  drops  of  whiskey  were  given  hourly, 
and  the  child  finally  recovered. 

Dr.  Newton  records  the  case  of  a  child 
with  extensive  burns  of  the  face,  arm  and 
leg.  The  central  portions  of  the  wounds 
were  sprinkled  with  acetanilid,  between 
twenty  and  forty  grains  being  used  on  five 
occasions  in  nine  days.  When  this  dress- 
ing was  applied  on  two  successive  days 
there  followed  in  four  hours  a  condition  ap- 
proaching collapse,  marked  by  extreme 
cyanosis,  weak  and  rapid  pulse,  and  dilated 
pupils.  Recovery  was  gradual.  Cyanosis 
and  coldness  persisted  for  several  hours. 

Dr.  Briggs  gives  an  account  of  a  case  in 
which  toxic  symptoms  occurred  after  the 
use  of  the  drug  as  dressing  for  a  circum- 
cision wound  in  an  infant  one  week  old. 

D.r.  Carmalt  produced  cyanosis  in  a  girl 
of  eighteen  years  by  using  the  powdered 
drug  upon  a  profusely  suppurating  ulcer. 

Dr.  Rook  records  two  serious  cases — 
one,  a  boy  of  four  days  old,  with  erythe- 
matous inflammation  of  the  skin,  nates, 
thigh,  and  groin,  for  which  several  applica- 
tions of  a  powder  composed  of  equal  parts 
of  acetanilid  and  bismuth  were  used.  Death 
occurred  within  eighteen  hours  after  the 
powder  was  first  applied.  In  a  second 
case,  an  infant  two  davs  old,   Rook  used 
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the  drug  for  erythema  of  thighs  and  nates. 
Intense  cyanosis  was  observed  about  twetM 
ty-four  hours  after  the  first  and  only  appli- 
cation, but  the  child  recovered. 

NUX  VOMICA. 

As  a  remedy  for  atonic  conditions  Xux 
Vomica  has  few,  if  any,  equals,  it  is  con-- 
tra-indicated  in  irritation  of  the  nerve  cen- 
ters, and  also  in  irritation  of  the  organs  of 
digestion.  In  nausea  and  vomiting,  when 
the  tongue  is  broad  and  pallid,  its  curative 
power  is  quickly  manifested,  r  ams  in  the 
bowels,  when  there  is  lack  of  tone  in  the 
[•arts  involved,  recent  cases  of  piles  result- 
ing from  atonic  conditions  of  the  digestive 
organs,  and  chronic  diarhoea  when  the 
skin  has  a  yellowish  appearance  and  the 
tongue  is  broad  and  very  pale,  are  calls  for 
tiux  vomica  which  should  never  be  neg- 
lected. In  constipation  when  the  tongue 
L-  broad  and  full,  one  drop  of  the  specific 
medicine  in  one-half  glass  of  water  three 
times  a  day,  will  give  results  which  cannot 
fail  to  gratify  both  patient  and  doctor. 
Atonic  conditions  of  the  digestive  tract,  es- 
pecially of  the  mucous  membranes,  indi- 
cated by  a  broad  and  thick  tongue,  are  also 
markedly  benefited  by  this  drug.  It  is 
a':so  an  efficient  medicament  in  diseases  of 
the  digestive  apparatus  characterized  by 
a  brownish-yellow  discoloration,  showing 
iiself  chiefly  about  the  face  and  mouth,  bur 
in  some  chronic  diseases  becoming  quite 
generally  distributed  over  the  body.  In  an 
atonic  form  of  intestinal  indigestion,  ac- 
companied by  a  fullness  of  the  abdomen,  a 
full,  broad  tongue  that  is  slightly  coated, 
and  general  depression  of  the  nervo.us  sys- 
tem, it  will  render  material  aid  in  a  cura- 
tive direction.  In  cases  of  severe  shock 
from  burns,  or  surgical  operations,  mix 
vomica  is  a  remedy  of  great  sustaining 
power.  It  is  also  of  unquestionable  value, 
when  given  in  very  minute  doses,  in  the 
treatment  of  local  paralysis.  One  or  two 
drops  of  the  specific  medicine  added  to  four 
ounces  of  water  here  constitute  an  efficient 
prescription,    of    which    one  teaspoonful 


shuuid  be  administered  every  hour  or  two. 
In  the  treatment  of  fevers  mix  vomica  is 
frequently  a  needed  remedy.  Among  the 
most  important  functions  of  the  nerve 
centers  is  that  of  respiration.  Sometimes 
in  fevers  there  is  such  deficient  power  that 
respiration  cannot  be  carried  on  except 
through  the  influence  of  the  will.  As  soon 
as  the  patient  sleeps  respiration  becomes 
so  difficult  that  he  is  suddenly  aroused  by 
a  feeling  of  suffocation.  In  such  cases  the 
condition  is  promptly  improved  by  fre- 
quently repeated  small  doses  of  nux  vomi- 
ca. The  best  effects  of  this  drug  are  ob- 
tained from  small  doses.  1  usually  add  one 
drop  of  the  specific  medicine  to  four  ounces 
of  water,  and  direct  one  teaspoonful  of  the 
dilution  to  be  taken  every  hour.  In  some 
cases  (such,  for  instance,  as  constipation,) 
one  to  three  drops  of  the  specific  medicine 
may  be  given  in  one-half  glass  of  water, 
and  repeated  three  times  a  day.

In  a  series  of  able  articles  on  the  claim 
that  the  standardization  of  drugs  can  be 
accomplished  by  means  of  test  tube  experi- 
ments in  the  laboratory,  Prof.  John  Uri 
Lloyd,  in  substance,  states  that  while  to  a 
certain  degree  assay  testing  of  drugs  for 
certain  dominating  constituents  can  be 
made  of  use  in  establishing  the  quality  of 
those  drugs  as  to  their  carrying  powers  re- 
garding those  constituents ,  the  drug, 
a.;  such,  is  much  outside  and  beyond  a 
simple  proximate  principle.  While  a  test 
tube  reaction  can  show  volume  as 
compared  with  volume,  can  show  weight 
as  ocmpared  with  weight,  it  does  not  nec- 
essarily follow  that  drug  energy  follows 
in  accordance  with  chemical  valuations, 
and  especially  is  this  true  in  aconite,  ergot, 
and  the  great  mass  of  valuable  remedies 
for  which  no  chemical  reaction  is  known, 
and  in  which  no  definite  chemical  constit- 
uents are  established  as  in  any  way  con- 
necting drug  action  with  chemical  touch. 
Many  drugs  used  in  medicine  by  our 
school  have  no  established  chemical  valua- 
tion whatever:  that  is,  no  chemist  has  pre- 
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sumed  to  identify  the  constituents  that  give 
to  these  drugs  their  therapeutical  activi- 
ties, and  no  system  of  chemical  examina- 
tion whatever  can  show,  at  the  present 
time,  whether  such  drugs  are  therapeuti- 
cally useful  or  therapeutically  valueless. 
Chemical  tests  do  not  determine  the  thera- 
peutical valuation  of  the  drug,  but  only 
the  presence  of  a  single  constituent  ob- 
tained from  the  drug.  The  presence  of  this 
constituent  does  not  determine  the 
activity  of  the  drug  as  a  whole.  No  one 
constituent  that  can  be  obtained  from  an\ 
active  drug  represents  in  the  hands  of  a 
qualified  physician  the  drug  itself.  The 
most  valuable  knowledge  of  the  medicinal 
power  of  drugs  is  that  which  is  obtained  by 
earnest,  honest  and  faithful  study  at  the 
bedside. 


CARBOLIC  GANGRENE. 

Dr.  Swain  makes  prominent  the  fact  that 
many  surgeons  have  discarded  the  use  ot 
carbolic  acid,  except  for  the  immersion  of 
instruments  which  are  tarnished  by  solu- 
tions of  mercury.  The  important  reason 
given  for  this  action  is  that  carbolic  acid  is 
liable  to  cause  gangrene  when  applied  to 
the  extremities,  even  in  dilute  solutions. 
Weak  solutions  cause  no  pain,  and  are 
therefore  the  most  dangerous. 

Dr.  Harrington  has  collected  a  total  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty-two  cases  of  gan- 
grene from  dilute  solutions  of  carbolic  acid, 
jit  appears  from  his  observations  that  the 
disease  is  due  to  the  duration  of  the  appli- 
cation and  the  thickness  of  the  patient'> 
epidermis  more  than  to  the  strength  of  the 
solution. 

In  view  of  the  above  facts  it  would  seem 
to  be  the  fluty  of  physicians  to  avoid  the 
i  se  of  carbolic  acid  for  wounds,  and  thus 
show  by  their  example  that  the  public 
should  not  make  use  of  this  too  popular 
antiseptic. 


TRITICUM  REPENS. 

Common  Names. —  Couch  Grass,  Quick 
( irass. 


Natural  Order. — Graminaceae. 

Part  Used. — The  rhizome. 

Description. —  Triticum  is  a  perenial 
plant  with  a  long  jointed  rhizome,  which 
has  a  tuft  of  roots  at  each  joint.  It  spreads 
so  extensively  by  its  vigorous  long  running 
root-stocks  that  it  becomes  a  pest  in  culti- 
vated fields,  as  it  is  too  coarse  and  hard  for 
meadow  grass. 

Dose. — Fluid  extract,  I  to  4  drachms; 
specific  medicine,  1  to  60  drops. 

Usual  Dose. — Five  to  10  drops. 

Indications . — Catarrhal  and  purulent 
cystitis ;  irritation  of  the  urinary  apparatus ; 
aching  in  the  back  which  accompanies 
lithaemia ;  dysuria  and  tenesmus ;  acute 
and  chronic  prostatitis ;  stranguary  and 
haematuria;  lack  of  free  secretions  from 
the  kidneys;  excessive  irritability  of  the 
bladder  from  any  cause. 

On  account  of  its  demulcent  and  emol- 
lient qualities  this  agent  is  especially  rec- 
ommended in  cystic  irritation.  In  gonor- 
lhoea  its  curative  power  is  promptly  mani- 
fested, and  in  leucorrhoea  it  is  a  useful 
remedy.  In  incontinence  of  urine,  with  a 
constant  desire  to  urinate,  accompanied  by 
an  intense  burning  sensation,  it  is  also  an 
efficient  medicament.

Dr.  Zagursky  gives  details  of  five  cases 
of  incarcerated  inguinal  and  umbilical 
herina,  in  which,  after  failure  of  taxis,  he 
resorted  to  the  internal  administration  of 
extract  of  belladonna  (quarter  grain  every 
hour),  the  result  being  that  in  every  one  of 
the  cases  spontaneous  reductions  took 
\  lace'  after  four  or  six  doses.  The  effect  is 
attributed  to  the  powerful  antispasmodic 
properties  of  the  drug. 


In  the  treatment  of  measles  I  have  found 
brvonia  and  aconite  most  valuable  agents, 
and  so  frequently  indicated  that  my  usual 
prescription  in  this  disease  is  composed  as 
follows:  K  Brvonia,  Aconite,  aa  sjtt.  iii, 
water.  -  ii.  M  Si? — Dose  one  te^spoon- 
ful  in  four  teaspoonfuls  of  hot  milk  everv 
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hour.  The  treatment  should  be  continued 
from  the  appearance  of  the  catarrhal  symp- 
toms until  the  patient  has  completely  re- 
covered. Small  quantities  of  cold  water 
should  be  allowed  as  often  as  desired.  1 
have  treated  nearly  two  hundred  cases  in 
this  way,  and  every  case  made  a  speedy  re- 
covery, without  the  appearance  of  a  single 
complication. 


The  special  knowledge  which  the  stu- 
dent of  specific  diagnosis  and  specific  ther- 
apeutics should  endeavor  to  acquire  may 
be  classified  under  three  heads,  as  follows  : 

1.  All  expressions,  'or  symptoms,  which 
indicate  Health,  or  Xormal  Life. 

2.  All  expressions,  or  symptoms,  which 
indicate  Disease,  or  Abnormal  Life. 

3.  The  innuence  of  drugs  in  opposition 
to  disease  and  in  favor  of  health. 


In  treating  the  sick  it  should  ever  be  re- 
membered that  in  disease  there  is  always 
a  predominant  departure  from  health  upon 
which  the  entire  morbid  process  depends. 
In  many  cases  when  this  predominent 
wrong  is  removed,  the  whole  disease  rap- 
idly passes  away.  In  other  cases  its  re- 
moval is  but  the  necessary  preparation  for 
further  medication. 


In  hemorrhage  of  the  kidneys  and  blad- 
der Rhus  aromatica  is  an  efficient  remedy. 
It  is  also  promptly  curative  in  enuresis  of 
children. 


Patients  complaining  of  dragging  sensa- 
tions in  the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen, 
whether  due  to  uterine  trouble  in  the  fe- 
male, or  to  cystic  wrong  in  the  male,  should 
be  given  helonias.  This  agent  is  among 
cur  best  genito-nrinary  tonics.  Five  to 
ten  drops  of  the  specific  medicine  three  or 
four  times  a  day  will  soon  give  curative  re- 
sults. 


Large  doses  of  medicine  are  seldom 
r.eeded  in  the  treatment  of  children,  and 
they  sometimes  kill.  We  shouTd  all  re- 
member this  latter  fact,  for  I  take  it  that 


Heaven  is  already  abundantly  supplied 
with  little  angels. 

After  protracted  fevers  weakness  of  the 
heart  should  be  anticipated,  especially  in 
children.  Cactus,  Crataegus,  Collinsunia, 
and  possibiy  Glonoin,  may  be  thought  o£ 
in  this  connection. 


Certainty  in  medicine  is  a  desirable  thing 
Every  doctor  should  try  to  get,  at  least,  a 
little  certainty  into  his  practice.    If  he  can. 
ieel  certain  ot  even  one  remedy,  it  is  better 
than  all  guess  work.

ABIES   CANADENSIS— P1NUS  CAN- 
ADENSIS. 

Common  Names. —  Pinus,  Hemlock 
Spruce. 

Natural  Order. —  Pinaceae,  Conifera. 

Part  Used. — The  inner  bark,  resinous 
exudation  and  volatile  oil. 

Dose. —  Fluid  extract,  15  to  60  drops  - 
specific  medicine  (Pinus),  5  to  60  drops. 

Usual  Dose. — 10  to  20  drops. 
Description. — Abies  Canadensis  (also 
known  as  Pinus  Canadensis)  is  a  common, 
tree  which  rises  to  seventy-five  or  more  feet 
in  height.  Its  trunk  is  large,  straight,  and 
covered  with  a  rough  bark.  The  branches 
are  brittle  and  nearly  horizontal.  Its  leaves 
are  about  half  an  inch  in  length  and  in  two 
opposite  rows.  The  cones  are  ovoid,  term- 
inal and  drooping.  The  bark  is  rich  in  tan1 
nic  acid,  and  on  this  account  it  is  emploved 
by  tanners. 

Indications. —  Chronic  bronchitis  and 
chronic  coughs  ;  rheumatism  ;  pleurisy  ;  in- 
flammations caused  by  cold  ;  peritonitis  ; 
gastric  irritation  of  cholera  morbus :  ca- 
tarrhal conditions  after  the  inflammatory 
stage  has  ceased  and  there  is  an  excessive 
secretion  of  mucus  :  chronic  diarrhoea  and 
dysentery  ;  irritation  of  the  urinary  organs ; 
asthenic  conditions  with  impaired  diges- 
tion and  paleness  of  mucuous  membranes. 
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The  oil  derived  from  this  tree  in  some- 
times used  as  a  liniment  in  croup  and  in 
rheumatism,  and  as  a  diuretic  in  diseases  of 
the  urinary  organs.  The  exudation,  or 
Gum  Hemlock,  is  employed  in  the  form  of 
a  plaster. 

Abies  Canadensis  is  diuretic,  astringent, 
tonic    and    stimulant  . —  Abstract  from 
Fyfe's  Materia  Medico,  and  Therapeu- 
tics.

OBITUARY. 

DR.  WILLIAM  H.  BOWLSBY. 

In  the  death  of  Dr.  William  H.  Bowlsby, 
which  occurred  at  his  home,  170  VanSiclen 
avenue,  Monday,  the  medical  profession 
has  lost  one  of  its  shining  lights,  and  the 
community  at  large  and  his  many  friends 
will  long  mourn  his  loss. 

He  was  born  at  Ballston  Spa.,  Saratoga 
county.  X.  V..  March  2,  1828,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  in  his  74th  year.  He 
came  of  a  family  remarkable  for  longevity. 
His  paternal  grandfather  was  George  \\  . 
Bowlsby,  who.  for  a  number  of  years  con- 
ducted a  hotel  on  State  street,  in  Albany, 
where  many  of  our  lawmakers  of  that  time 
were  to  be  found ;  later  he  removed  to 
Court  House  Hill,  Banston,  Saratoga  Co., 
and  died  at  the  good  old  age  of  94  years. 

The  grandmother,  who  was  a  member 
of  the  Stiles  family,  reached  the  age  of  88 
years  before  she  died,  and  the  doctor's 
mother  lived  to  the  age  of  85  years.  His 
father,  Moses  Stiles  Bowlsby,  died  of  ty- 
phoid fever  at  the  age  of  43  years. 

In  1878.  on  the  organization  in  Brook- 
lyn of  Division  Xo.  3  of  the  uniform  rank 
of  the  Knights  of  Pythias,  the  office  of  sur- 
geon to  the  rank  was  created,  and  Doctor 
Bowlsby  was  appointed  to  that  position. 
In  1880  he  was  appointed  as  medical  ex- 
aminer of  the  insurance  branch  of  the 
Knights  of  Pvthias,  which  position  he  held 
at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  in  1889  he  re- 
ceived the  appointment  of  surgeon  general 
with  the  rank  of  brigadier,  on  the  staff  of 
Major  General  James  R.  Carnahan,  and 


was  commissioned  by  the  Supreme  Lodge 
as  senior  advisory  surgeon  general  of  the 
uniform  rank  for  life. 

On  April  2,  1892,  he  was  one  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society 
which  formulated  and  presented  to  the 
State  Legislature  a  report  and  resolutions 
on  the  subject  of  electrocution,  which  had 
taken  the  place  of  hanging.  In  1873  ne  re~ 
moved  to  Brooklyn,  and  purchased  the 
house  in  which  he  lived  with  his  wife  and 
family  until  his  death.  In  1898,  when  the 
war  with  Spain  was  becoming  eminent,  he 
promply  offered  his  services  as  surgeon  to 
go  to  the  front.  In  both  his  political  and 
religious  views  he  was  very  liberal.  As  i 
phycician  he  was  kind  and  sympathetic. 
As  a  surgeon,  judicious  and  conscientious, 
while  at  the  same  time  firm  and  fearless ; 
and.  in  great  measure, to  these  attributes 
are  due  his  professional  success.  He  was  a 
charter  member  of  Progressive  Lodge  Xo. 
21,  K.  of  P. ;  a  member  of  the  uniform  rank 
and  of  the  endowment  rank,  and  was  a  Ma- 
son, belonging  to  Monroe  Lodge,  X'o.  27, 
of  Monroe,  Mich.  His  many  friends  will 
do  him  honor  at  the  funeral  services,  which 
will  be  held  at  his  late  residence,  170  Van 
Siclen  avenue,  Thursday  evening  at  eight 
o'clock. — Brooklvn  Eagle. 


DR.  GEORGE  H.  DAY. 

The  sad  news  of  the  death  of  Dr.  George 
H.  Day  was  received  on  the  day  of  Dr. 
Bowlsby's  funeral.  Both  had  been  active 
workers  in  our  organizations,  both  State 
and  local,  and  their  places  will  be  hard  to 
fill.  The  notice  above,  taken  from  the 
Brooklyn  Eagle,  gives  a  clear  account  of 
Dr.  Bowlsby's  activity.  Dr.  Day,  who  for 
many  years  had  practised  in  Monroe,  N.Y  , 
but  who  was  well  known  outside  of  his 
ho:ne  practice  through  his  writings  and 
teachings,  leaves  a  host  of  mourners.  He 
was  very  much  interested  in  the  College 
work,  and  last  year  was  a  member  of  its 
Board  of  Censors.  To  the  family  and 
friends  of  both  Ds&.  Bowlsby  and  Day  we 
extend  our  sincere  sympathy.

A  TRIBUTE  TO   DR.  ARMGARDT. 

Evidencing  the  love  for  him,  by  those  he 
loved. 

When  information  of  the  death  of  Prof. 
Henry  Armgardt,  M.  D.,  was  received  in 
Xew  York,  a  meeting  was  held  in  the  par- 
lors of  the  Eclectic  Medical  College,  at- 
tended by  the  faculty,  trustees,  alumni  and 
students  of  the  college,  the  Xew  York  and 
Kings  County  Societies,  and  other  practi- 
tioners of  the  Eclectic  profession. 

The  meeting,  though  called  at  short  no- 
tice, to  adopt  the  expressions  of  regret  us- 
ual on  such  occasions,  was  so  largely  at- 
tended, the  interest  of  all  was  so  manifest, 
and  the  sorrow  evidenced  so  sincere  and 
universal,  that  its  scope  and  purpose  devel- 
oped spontaneously  to  one  of  eulogy  for 
the  deceased,  rivalling  the  occasions  set 
apart  in  Congress  for  the  pronouncing  of 
eulogies  upon  departed  statesmen,  but  ex- 
celling those  functions  by  reason  of  the 
fact  that  all  remarks  were  impromptu,  and 
that  each  speaker  was  himself  an,,  herself 
a  friend  of  Dr.  Armgardt.  These  remarks 
disclosed  the  history  of  a  beautiful  life, 
beautiful  in  the  rare  gifts  and  ability  of  the 
man,  his  lovable  character,  his  unfailing 
kindness  to  all,  his  helpfulness  to  associates 
as  well  as  students,  his  cheering  encour- 
agement extended  to  young  practitioners, 
liis  studious  habits  which  made  him  always 
a  learner,  and  consequently  a  leader  in  ad- 
vanced thought,  his  thorough  devotion  to 
and  accurate  knowledge  of  Eclectic  Mate- 
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ria  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  which  called 
him  to  that  chair  in  his  alma  mater  within 
a  few  years  after  his  graduation ;  a  chair 
for  which  he  was  singularly  fitted,  and 
which  he  filled  for  nearly  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury, until  death  closed  his  labors  on  earth. 
And  his  life  was  even  more  beautiful  in  the 
home. 

Realizing  as  we  do  how  Dr.  Armgardt 
is  mourned  by  his  medical  and  college  as- 
sociates and  students,  we  can  but  estimate 
the  grief  that  his  widow  and  children  expe- 
rience in  the  death  of  the  husband  and 
father.

SEPTIC  CONDITIONS. 


"During  the  recent  summer,  I  believed  I  saved  the  life  of  a  little 
negro  boy  by  the  use  of  Echafolta  and  this  remedy  alone.

THE  CRITICS. 

How  easy  it  is  to  sit  miles  away,  read 
reports  in  the  lay-press  and  then  criticise 
the  men  in  attendance  upon  an  important 
case — theorize  and  philosophize — how  dif- 
ferent the  responsibility  and  anxiety  of 
actual  attendance.

THE  EUROPEAN  MEDICAL  STU- 
DENT.

The  study  of  medicine  as  persued  in 
the  great  colleges  and  hospitals  of  Eu- 
rope continually  impresses  the  idea  that 
their  conceptions  regarding  the  value  of 
time  are  different  from  our  own.  In- 
stead of  our  four  years  of  grind  and  disci- 
pline, each  day  of  each  ^ear  crowded  full 
with  demonstrations,  lectures  and  quiz- 
zes,  with   frequent   examinations,  they 
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have  five  or  more  years  of  luxurious  "go 
as  you  please." 

The  typical  student  usually  begins  by 
spending  a  year  or  two  in  revelry  and 
dissipation,  and  not  infrequently  this  is 
the  end  as  well  as  the  beginning.  Dur- 
ing his  fourth  year  he  is  expected  to  go 
up  for  his  examinations  in  anatomy,  phy- 
siology and  chemistry.  These  are  not 
class  examinations  in  the  American  sense 
for  there  are  no  classes.  They  are  usu- 
ally held  quarterly  and  any  one  with  a 
credit  of  at  least  three  years  of  medical 
study  may  apply.  It  is  customary  to 
take  the  examinations  in  the  several 
branches  at  different  times  because  this 
scheme  offers  such  good  opportunities  to 
cram.  Should  he  fail  in  an  examination 
he  is  not  allowed  to  try  again  until  the 
expiration  of  a  certain  number  of  months 
fixed  by  his  examiners  at  the  time  of  his 
last  trial.  A  very  poor  showing  might 
set  him  back  for  a  year. 

However,  having  passed  these  branches 
he  becomes  a  senior  and  begins  work  on 
the  more  advanced  studies.  Didactic  in- 
struction is  not  in  strong  favor  and  such 
lectures  are  seldom  given.  Especially  is 
this  true  in  regard  to  a  comprehensive 
scheme  designed  to  cover  a  subject — 
surgery  for  example — by  a  number  of 
consecutive  lectures.  Almost  the  entire 
time  and  energy  of  both  teacher  and  pupil 
are  devoted  to  clinical  work.  Each 
senior  student  at  some  time  during  his 
course  must  fill  a  six-months  clerkship  to 
each  of  the  principal  professors  connec- 
ted with  the  institution.  His  duties  con- 
sist in  going  through  the  wards  with  his 
teacher  and  making  official  notes  of  each 
case.  The  teacher  points  out  the  symp- 
toms as  they  are  seen  at  the  bed  side  and 
discusses  the  diagnosis,  prognosis  and 
treatment.  Theoretically  all  of  this  in- 
struction is  given  for  the  benefit  of  the 
clerk  but  any  student  is  welcome  and  a 
popular  teacher  will  have  a  large  follow- 
ing on  the  days  that  other  students  are 


at  liberty.  Should  work  be  a  little  slack 
it  is  the  proper  thing  to  quizz  those  pres- 
ent on  any  subject  that  may  occur  to 
the  teacher.  The  clerk  by  virtue  of  his 
office  must  bear  the  brunt  of  these  at- 
tacks and  he  not  infrequently  experiences 
a  bad  quarter  of  an  hour.  He  is  also  ex- 
pected to  frequently  visit  the  wards  as- 
signed to  his  teacher,  to  carefully  ex- 
amine each  patient  daily  and  to  observe 
any  phenomena  that  may  arise.  He 
writes  prescriptions,  makes  applications 
and  performs  operations,  being  at  these 
times  directly  under  the  critical  eye  of 
his  teacher.  He  thus  gradually  becomes 
personally  and  intimately  acquainted 
with  disease  expressions,  and  learns  prac- 
tical methods  of  treatment.  He  does  not 
burn  the  midnight  oil,  neither  does  he 
pore  over  his  books  by  sunlight.  Some 
students  have  no  text  books  at  all,  and 
this,  in  accordance  with  the  wish  of 
those  teachers  who  believe  that  all  in- 
struction should  be  given  orally.  It  is 
worthy  of  mention  that  the  books  to  be 
had  for  this  purpose  are  inferior  to  those 
in  use  in  America,  both  in  the  thought 
and  diction  of  the  author,  and  in  the  typo- 
graphical work  of  the  publisher.  During 
his  senior  years  a  student  enjoys  all  of 
the  advantages  of  an  active  practice  with 
none  of  its  responsibilities.  All  kinds  of 
diseases  are  before  him  and  he  lives 
among  his  patients,  absorbing  as  much 
as  may  be. 

Worry  and  care  are  to  him  unknown. 
He  does  not  know  the  biting  sting  of  a 
mistake,  nor  has  he  felt  the  crushing  dis- 
appointment of  a  failure.  There  are  no 
silent  watches  of  the  night  while  the  old 
man  with  the  scythe  hesitates  at  the  door. 
He  still  looks  upon  life  as  a  playtime  and 
is  in  no  hurry  to  prove  that  it  is  a  serious 
business.  The  conditions  are  favorable 
and  the  European  student  acquires — well, 
not  so  much  theoretical  but  more  prac- 
tical knowledge  than  the  American  stu- 
dent. 
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CATARACT  EXTRACTION.

(Read  before  the  Eclectic  Medical  So- 
ciety of  the  State  of  New  York.) 

The  treatment  of  a  mature  cataract 
can  in  most  cases  be  described  with  one 
single  word,  namely:  "Extraction." 

It  is  true  that  non-surgical  means  have 
been  attempted  and  are  from  time  to 
time  taken  from  the  oblivion  in  which 
they  have  been  buried,  to  be  again  much 
advertised  and  lauded ;  it  is  also  true 
that  new  remedies  which  are  claimed  to 
absorb  cataracts  are  just  at  present  great- 
ly advertised  and  do  once  in  a  while  re- 
ceive the  endorsement  of  physicians,  who, 
however,  be  it  said  to  their  praise  or 
blame,  are  not  oculists  and  perhaps  are 
not  able  to  differentiate  between  cataract 
and  keratitis  or  pterygium. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  old  ladies  or 
gentlemen,  who  are  willing  to  wait  until 
their  cataracts  have  been  absorbed  by 
means  of  electricity,  Succus  cineraria 
maritima,  massage  or  cupping  must  be 
endowed  with  the  patience  of  Job  and 
when  eventually  they  die,  blind,  let  us 
hope  that  they  awaken  in  another  world 
with  eyes  wide  open  to  condemn  the 
charlatanism  of  those  men  who  advertise 
these  methods. 

By  the  term  "Cataract"  we  understand 
any  opacity  of  the  lens  or  lens  capsule, 
and  as  all  methods  to  remove  cataracts 
by  absorption  have  proven  unsuccessful, 
the  removal  of  the  lens  or  lens  capsule 
out  of  the  pupillary  field  is  the  only 
means  to  relieve  the  patient  of  blind- 
ness. 

For  as  the  lens  in  its  capsule  lies  just 
behind  the  pupil,  when  it  becomes 
opaque  it  prevents  the  rays  of  light  from 
passing  through  to  the  retina. 

In  olden  times  needles  were  passed  in- 
to the  eye  and  by  their  means  the 
opaque  lens  was  pushed  out  of  the  pupil- 
lary field,  in  this  way  removing  the  ob- 


struction to  the  rays  of  light,  but  as  the 
lens  thus  pushed  into  other  parts  of  the 
eye  acted  like  a  foreign  body,  it  often 
caused  an  inflammation  of  the  eye,  which 
totally  destroyed  the  same. 

At  present  this  operation  of  couching 
is  never  practiced,  but  the  operation  of 
extraction  has  universally  superseded 
it.  ■ 

By  the  term  extraction  we  understand 
any  operation  in  which  the  eyeball  is 
opened  and  the  lens  is  removed  from  the 
eyeball. 

In  the  young,  up  to  the  age  of  thirty- 
five,  cataracts  are  usually  soft,  and  the 
same  is  the  case  in  cases  of  cataracts 
which  have  been  caused  by  trauma. 

To  these  cases  of  soft  cataract  this 
paper  does  not  apply,  as  soft  cataracts  are 
not  generally  removed  by  extraction  but 
by  needling  or  suction. 

The  most  common  form  of  cataract 
met  with,  however,  is  senile  or  simple 
cataract,  which  occurs  generally  after  the 
age  of  fifty,  though  sometimes  a  great 
deal  earlier. 

Both  eyes  are  usually  affected,  one 
generally  before  the  other,  so  that  it  is 
possible  to  operate  the  one  before  the 
patient  has  lost  the  use  of  both  eyes,  in 
this  way  preserving  for  him  at  all  times 
at  least  one  useful  eye. 

The  best  time  to  operate  a  case  of 
senile  cataract  is  when  the  cataract  is 
ripe,  that  is  to  say  when  the  lens  sub- 
stance has  become  completely  opaque. 

If  a  cataract  ripens  only  slowly  and 
there  is  some  cause  why  the  patient  can 
not  very  well  wait  until  the  cataract  is 
completely  ripe,  the  cataract  may  be 
either  ripened  artificially,  or  operated 
upon  before  it  has  become  quite  ripe. 

Quite  a  number  of  methods  of  cataract 
extraction  are  practiced,  but  they  all  can 
be  divided  into  two  classes,  that  is  to  say, 
into  combined  and  simple  extraction. 

In  the  combined  extraction  an  iridec- 
tomy is  first  made,  and  then  the  lens  cap- 
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sule  opened  and  the  lens  delivered. 

This  can  be  done  at  one  sitting  or  at 
two  different  sittings,  several  weeks 
apart. 

If  a  combined  extraction,  that  is  to 
say,  an  extraction  with  iridectomy  is  to 
be  made,  I  prefer  to  make  both  at  one 
sitting,  as  I  believe  that  there  is  less 
shock  than  if  the  patient  has  to  submit 
to  two  distinct  operations  at  two  dif- 
ferent times. 

I  do  prefer,  however,  simple  extraction 
for  various  reasons. 

In  simple  extraction  the  lens  is  re- 
moved without  any  iridectomy  and  in 
this  way  the  operation  is  considerably 
shortened. 

It  usually  will  leave  a  round  pupil, 
which  will  not  only  be  preferable  as  the 
coloboma  caused  by  an  iridectomy  is  un- 
sightly, but  also  because  after  a  combined 
operation  a  great  deal  too  much  light 
enters  the  eye  for  the  comfort  of  the 
patient. 

It  is  true  that  in  quite  a  number  of 
cases  a  prolapse  of  the  iris  will  occur, 
the  dangers  of  which,  however,  have 
been  exaggerated. 

If  a  prolapse  does  occur  during  the 
operation,  it  can  either  be  replaced  or 
abscised. 

Should,  however,  a  prolapse  occur 
after  the  operation,  then  it  may  be  best 
to  leave  it  entirely  alone,  if  possible. 

Any  cataract  extraction  can  be  de- 
scribed as  follows : 

An  incision  is  made  through  the  cor- 
nea, sclera  or  both ;  then  the  lens-capsule 
opened  and  the  lens  delivered. 

The  operations  differ  in  the  location 
and  size  of  the  incision,  in  the  method  of 
tearing  or  cutting  the  lens  capsule  and  in 
the  mode  of  delivering  the  lens. 

Also  whether  an  iridectomy  ts  made 
some  time  before  the  cataract  operation 
or  just  before  the  operation  for  cataract; 
or  again  whether  the  cataract  operation 
is  performed  without  any  iridectomy. 


I  may  here  state  that  if  during  the 
course  of  an  intended  simple  extraction  it 
is  found  that  an  iridectomy  would  be  of 
advantage,  this  operation  can  easily  be 
made  either  just  before  or  after  the  de- 
livery of  the  lens. 

This  necessity  may  Qccur  either  when 
the  lens  is  too  hard,  so  that  it  cannot  be 
delivered,  or  if  the  iris  prolapses. 

Different  operations  for  cataract  are : 
The  peripheral  linear  extraction,  in  which 
the  incision  lies  entirely  in  the  sclera, 
xtie  peripheral  flap  extraction,  in  which 
operation  the  section  is  made  entirely  in 
the  cornea,  near  its  periphery.  Each  one 
of  these  operations  has  its  advantages. 

The  scleral  incision  has  the  advantage 
that  the  scleral  wound  is  not  as  likely  to 
gap,  that  there  is  a  larger  conjunctival 
flap,  which  protects  the  wound  from  out- 
side infection,  and  that  prolapse  of  the 
iris  is  not  so  likely. 

Some  of  its  disadvantages,  which  seem 
to  me  to  overbalance  the  advantages,  are 
that  there  is  more  danger  from  sympa- 
thetic inflammation  and  that  there  is  like- 
ly to  be  a  hemmorhage  into  the  anterior 
chamber,  which  makes  extraction  more 
difficult,  as  also  more  danger  of  escape  of 
the  vitreous. 

The  peripheral  flap  extraction  seems  to 
me  preferable  in  that  it  has  none  of  the 
disadvantages  just  enumerated,  which 
speak  against  the  peripheral  linear  ex- 
traction ;  but  there  is  more  danger  of  gap- 
ing of  the  wound  and  prolapse  of  the  iris, 
than  in  the  former  operation. 

Other  operations  which  may  sometimes 
be  performed  with  advantage  are  the  sim- 
ple linear  extraction,  in  which  there  is  a 
small  corneal  incision ;  the  extraction  in 
closed .  capsule  of  Pagenstecher's  opera- 
tion in  which  the  lens  is  extracted  in  its 
capsule. 

This  operation,  however,  does  only  suc- 
ceed in  cases  in  which  the  capsule  is 
thickened  and  is  likely  to  be  accompanied 
by  loss  of  the  vitreous. 
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There  are  a  great  many  modifications 
of  these  operations,  but  it  would  take  too 
much  time  to  try  to  recount  them  all. 

The  operation  is  best  performed  under 
cocaine  or  eucaine  anaesthesia.  The  pa- 
tient is  kept  in  bed  for  about  four  or  five 
days.  The  operated  eye  should  be  kept 
bandaged  for  about  a  week  and  the  eye 
that  was  not  operated  for  several  days. 

If  everything  seems  to  go  well  it  is  best 
not  to  meddle  with  the  operated  eye  for  a 
few  days,  that  is  to  say,  not  to  examine  it 
at  all  during  the  first  forty-eight  hours 
after  the  operation  except  the  patient 
complains  of  pain.

Collinsonia  Canadensis — Stone  root.  N. 
O.  labiatae,  habitat  North  America. 

Constituents,  volatile  oil  and  resin. 

Preparations — 
Specific  Collinsonia,  does  1  to  60  m. 
Ext.  Fl.  Collinsonia,  dose  2  to  15  m. 

Tr.  Collinsonia,  dose  5  to  30  m. 

All  preparations  should  be  made  from 
the  green  plant. 

Physiological  action — 

Collinsonia  stimulates  the  stomach, 
promoting  absorption.  It  is  actively  tonic 
and  from  this  influence  its  beneficial  ac- 
tion is  exercised  upon  the  functions  of  all 
the  vital  organs. 

Collinsonia  is  a  tonic  to  the  enfeebled 
muscular  structure  of  the  heart.  It  is 
conspicuous  in  its  activity  to  overcome 
relaxed  and  out-of-tone  conditions  of  the 
walls  of  the  veins.  It  has  a  direct  influ- 
ence upon  atonic  condition  of  the  capil- 
laries. 

Specific  symptoms — 

In  piles  with  a  sense  of  fullness  or  for- 
eign body  in  the  rectum,  in  all  relaxed 
conditions  of  the  mucous  membranes  of 


the  lower  bowel  Colilnsoniais  the  remedy.

If  you  do  not  W10.1  to  use  Glycothyme- 
lene,  Hammamelis  is  an  excellent  substi- 
tute. 

Hemorrhoids  of  pregnancy  have  in  my 
hands  readily  yielded  to  Collinsonia  inter- 
nally and  externally. 

Recently  I  have  used  Collinsonia  in  a 
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case  of  cystitis  nine  years. old.  I  had 
almost  everything  without  any  avail 
I  tried  Collinsonia  and  I  noticed  some  im- 
provement.   I,  therefore,  intend  to  follow 
it  and  see  what  permanent  results  I  can 
accomplish. 

Collinsonia  is  somewhat  of  a  heart 
tonic,  yet  it  is  not  to  be  employed  where 
quick  results  are  wanted.

It 
does  not  seem  to  have  any  action  on  the 
voluntary  muscles  or  organs.

CRATAEGUS  OXYACANTHA. 

(Read  at  September  Meeting  of  the  N. 
Y.  Specific  Medication  Club.)

Hawthorn  Berries. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  enter  into  de- 
tails regarding  the  Flora  as  that  can  be 
easily  procured.  It  is  a  pleasant  drug,  dark 
red  in  color,  mixes  readily  with  water, 
hot  or  cold,  and  agreeable  to  the  feeblest 
patient.  Its  action  as  recommended  is 
on  and  for  the  heart,  Augina  Pectoris, 
Valvular  Insufficiency,  Cardiac,  Hyper- 
trophy, precardial  oppression.  Some 
time  time  ago  a  pamphlet  fell  into  my 
hands  describing  the  use  of  this  drug  by 
an  Irish  physician,  with  marked  success. 
He  gathered  the  ripening  berries  from 
the  Hawthorn  hedges  around  his  house 
in  the  country  near  Dublin  and  became 
noted  for  his  success  in  heart  diseases, 
finally  before  death  imparting  the  remedy 
used.    I    wrote    several  manufacturing 


firms  about   this   production,  but  they 
did  not  have  or  know  of  any  fluid  extract 
made.    Finally  I  obtained  some  from  the 
Merrell  people.    As  Eclectics,  we  con- 
tend that  our  country's  Flora  has  a  value 
yet  untried.    Many  valuable  remedies  are 
concealed  in  them  to  be  unlocked  bv  trial 
and  study  and  even  the  drugs  now  in 
use  have  values  single  or  in  combination 
that  will  also  be  revealed  in  time.  Heart 
remedies  are  in  demand.    We  need  them, 
sure   in   action,   safe   in   handling  and 
positive  in  result.    So  much  depends  on 
that  organ,  so  many  complications  arise, 
and  also  the  sympathy  shown  by  it,  when 
other  organs  are  affected,  often  leads  to 
fatal  results  when  least  expected  and 
often  when  patient  has  been  declared 
convalescent.    In  the  use  of  Crataegus 
I  have  not  found  marked  aid  to  kidneys. 
It  seems  to  act  on  heart  alone.    I  have 
therefore   given   K.   Nitras,  Agrimony, 
Mitchella,  Hydrangia,  etc.,  etc.,  as  indi- 
cated, or  secured  aid  by  saline  laxatives. 
Naturally,  when  cardiac  action  is  normal 
we  have  also  normal  urinal  secretions  if 
organs  are  healthy,  but  when  the  kidneys 
need  aid  it  is  best  to  use  remedies  for 
their  benefit,  and  leave  the  heart  to  its  ac- 
tion alone.    Crataegus  will  thus  have  full 
action   on   the  organ   and  give  results 
looked     for.      Merrell's     Fl.     Ext.  is 
marked  for  use  in  gss  to  5s  dose  in  aqua 
§iv  by  commencing  with  a  smaller  dose, 
say  oii  to  giv  aqua,  and  carefully  noting 
action  a  surer  result  will  follow.    Do  not 
look  for  an  immediate  benefit;  a  few  days 
must  elapse,  but  if  the  symptoms  are 
rightly  diagnosed  the  benefit  is  as  sure 
as  in  Cactus,  Lobelia,  Digetalis,  etc.  It 
is  not  wise  to  laud  a  drug  until  proven. 
The  concensus  of  opinion  must  aid  to  es- 
tablish facts;  even  then  cases  will  come 
up  that  do  not  respond  to  its  action,  but 
as  that  can  come  from  other  complica- 
tions the  drug  ought  not  to  be  discarded 
on  that  account.    Since  a  sample  was 
placed  in  my  hands  for  a  test  I  have  care- 
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fully  noted  action  on  pregnant  cases, 
combining  it  with  Mitchella  and  Vib- 
urnum— or  with  Nux  Vomica,  or  Sene- 
cio — Caulophyleum  according  also  to 
indications  and  stage  of  growth ;  its 
effect  was  always  beneficial ;  the  patient 
would  speak  of  a  free  feeling  in  the 
chest  as  though  a  weight  had  been  re- 
moved and  more  activity  of  Foetal  life. 
In  Asthma  it  aids  combined  with  An- 
gelica. Evening  primrose,  Lobelia, 
Sanguinaria  or  Grindelia,  in  the  last, 
combine  with  a  little  glycerine  or  syrup. 
If  malarial  conditions  exist  combine 
with  Cinchona  Boneset  and  other 
remedies.  In  Cyanosis  aid  its  action 
with  Quebracho  or  Lobelia.  In  many 
cases  of  Hypertrophy  it  will  greatly  aid 
to  lessen  danger  of  valvular  dilatation 
often  producing  recovery  and  in  fatty  de- 
generation. If  combined  with  Gelse- 
miun,  Veratrum  Ver,  Aconite,  Adonis 
or  other  heart  stimulants,  and  aid  system 
by  diet,  salines,  etc.,  to  overcome  obesity, 
not  omitting  exercises  as  indicated.  In 
Endo-Carditis,  I  am  not  report,  neither 
in  any  rheumatic  conditions,  where  in- 
flammation has  set  in  which  further  trials 
must  establish  and  the  concensus  of  phy- 
sicians, when  reports  are  given.  I  find  it 
very  useful,  and  have  placed  it  in  my 
line  alongside  of  Collinsonia,  Cimicifuga 
Cactus,  Veratrum.  I  prefer  it  to  Digi- 
talis, when  combined  with  convallaria 
mojalis,  as  I  get  no  cumulative  action 
and  have  then  both  heart  and  kidneys 
aided  to  healthy  conditions.  Remember 
a  drug  is  at  its  best  when  its  action  on 
the  system  is  thoroughly  understood 
and  its  healthful  effect  can  be  relied  on. 
I  mention  only  my  own  combinations. 
1  trust  it  will  be  taken  up  and  faithfully 
tried.  Eclectic  Materia  Medica  means  a 
thorough  comprehension  of  drugs,  their 
uses  and  effects.  Let  us  strive  to  make 
our  knowledge  a  potent  factor  at  the  bed 
side  and  prove  that  our  country's  flora 
and  that  of  other  lands  produce  a  surer 


return  to  health  and  strength  with  least 
danger  to  life  and  more  safe  at  any  time 
than  coal  tar  preparations  or  the  numer- 
ous new  chemical  products  now  produced 
in  such  an  abundant  variety.  Let  us 
think,  reflect,  use  caution,  aiming  only 
to  aid  Dame  Nature.

A  RARE  CASE. 

(Reported  at  the  September  meeting  of 
the  Eclectic  Medical  Society  City  and 
County  of  New  York.)

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  So- 
ciety : 

I  present  to  you  this  evening  the  only 
case  of  its  kind  that  has  occurred  in  my 
practice  of  sixteen  years  as  an  accouch- 
eur. On  August  29th,  about  one  o'clock 
A.  M.,  I  was  called  to  Mrs.  O.,  aged  28 
years — a  strong,  healthy  woman  designed 
by  nature  to  bear  children  with  little  diffi- 
culty. As  I  had  previously  delivered  her 
of  three  children,  I  knew  there  should  be 
no  delay  in  reaching  the  bedside  as  soon 
as  possible.  I  found  that  she  had  been  in 
labor  two  hours.  Upon  examination  I 
found  the  os  fully  dilated,  the  membranes 
distended,  strong  and  intact.  The  pre- 
sentations normal.  I  ruptured  the  mem- 
branes and  the  third  pain  delivered  her  of 
a  healthy,  strong  boy,  weighing  8-|  lbs. 
1  ligated  the  cord  in  two  places  and  di- 
vided it.  A  drop  of  blood  flowed  and 
stained  the  linen.  A  slight  uterine  con- 
traction expelled  the  placenta  and  mem- 
branes. To  my  astonishment  not  a  par- 
ticle of  blood  was  to  be  seen.  The  vessels 
into  which  the  membranes  and  placenta 
were  placed  did  not  show  a  stain.  I 
called  the  attention  of  the  nurse,  who  had 
had  quite  some  experience  in  midwifery, 
also  the  husband,  who  had  been  with  his 
wife  in  previous  confinements,  to  this  re- 
markable occurrence.  I  cleansed  the 
patient,  adjusted  a  napkin,  then  pressed 
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over  the  uterus  to  expell  any  accumuia 
tion.  Nothing  came  away.  There  was 
no  post  partial  nains  or  any  discharges 
until  the  following  day,  when  a  slight 
flow  of  blood  set  up  and  lasted  four  days, 
then  ceased.  As  you  will  observe  the 
onlv  blood  seen  during  the  entire  course 
of  labor  was  that  that  flowed  from  the 
cord  between  the  ligatures.

BRYONIA. 

Throughout  the  fall  and  winter  months 
Bryonia  is  a  very  frequently  indicated 
remedial  agent.  It  is  obtained  from  the 
root  of  a  vine  known  as  Bryonia  Alba. 
The  vine  climbs  by  means  of  tendrils  to 
several  feet  above  hedges  and  under- 
shrubs.  Its  root  is  from  two  to  four 
inches  in  diameter  and  about  two  feet  in 
length.  It  has  black  berries  and  white 
flowers.  It  must  not  be  confounded  with 
black  bryonia. 

In  all  headaches  affecting  the  right 
side  and  extending  from  the  forehead  to 
the  occiput,  especially  when  the  pain  is 
constant  and  severe,  Bryonia  exerts  an 
influence  which  can  be  relied  upon  as 
curative  Headaches  of  a  rheumatic  or- 
igin are  also  promptly  relieved  by  the 


medicament.  Acute  inflammations  of 
the  thoracic  viscera  and  of  the  pleura 
are  controlled  by  its  inflammation  sub- 
duing power.  In  pleurisy  it  is  nearly  al- 
ways an  indicated  remedy,  and  when  ef- 
fusion has  taken  place  it  will  induce  ab- 
sorption of  the  fluid  in  many  cases  which 
would  prove  fatal  were  this  medicament 
neglected.  In  this  disease,  as  well  as  in 
pneumonia,  when  there  is  tensive,  sharp 
or  lancinating  pain,  its  relieving  influ- 
ence is  promptly  manifested.  In  bron- 
chitis, with  sharp  or  hacking  cough,  es- 
pecially when  the  substance  expectorat- 
ed is  bloody  or  frothy,  it  will  not  only  re- 
lieve the  distressing  nature  of  the  cough, 
but  also  lower  the  temperature  to  a  de- 
sirable point.  Acute  rheumatic  inflam- 
mation of  the  heart  or  pericardium  calls 
for  the  exhibition  of  Bryonia,  and  in  peri- 
carditis and  endocarditis,  especially 
when  there  is  effusion  with  apparent 
lessened  power  of  the  heart,  it  is  an  ef- 
ficient remedy.  In  peritonitis  it  will  do 
much  toward  controlling  the  inflamma- 
tory processes  and  subduing  the  fever. 
In  all  typhoid  conditions  with  accom- 
panying high  fever  it  constitutes  a  kind- 
ly means  of  regulating  the  temperature. 
In  rheumatic  fevers,  and  in  nearly  all 
rheumatic  conditions,  its  timely  adminis- 
tration will  do  much  good.  In  rheuma- 
tism of  the  joints  of  the  fingers  and 
hands  its  relieving  influence  is  so  decid- 
ed that  it  cannot  be  mistaken. 

The  dose  of  Bryonia  should  be  small. 
I  Usually  add  from  three  to  ten  drops  of 
the  specific  medicine  to  four  ounces  of 
water,  and  direct  a  teaspoonful  of  the 
dilution  to  be  administered  every  half 
hour  to  every  two  hours,  according  to 
the  severity  of  the  case. 


ADONIS  VERNALIS. 

Common  Name. — Spring  Adonis. 
Natural  Order. — Ranunculaceae. 
Part  Used. — The  herb. 
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Description. — This  is  an   early  spi 
flower.    It  has  stems  about  six  inches  in 
height,  and  bears  large  showy  flowers  of 
ten  to  twenty  yellow  petals. 

Doses. — Fluid  extract,  1  to  2  drops ; 
specific  medicine,  i-ioth  of  a  drop  to  2 
drops. 

Usual  Prescription. —  B  Adonis,  gtt.  x  to 
xx,  water,  giv.  M.  -  Sig.  Dose  one  tea- 
spoonful  every  two  hours. 

Indications. — Palpitation  of  the  heart ; 
mitral  insufficiency ;  dropsy  resulting 
from  inefficient  action  of  kidneys ;  irre- 
gular action  of  the  heart ;  difficult  breath- 
ing caused  by  feebleness  of  the  heart. 

This  agent  constitutes  a  valuable  medi- 
cament in  wrongs  of  the  heart,  both 
functional  and  organic.  Under  its  in- 
fluence the  heart's  action  becomes  slower, 
more  regular  and  more  forcible.  It  also 
greatly  increases  the  urinary  secretion. 

Adonis  Vernalis  is  tonic,  cardiac 
stimulant  and  diuretic.  In  very  large 
doses  it  is  an  irritant,  and  has  caused 
paralysis  of  the  nervous  apparatus  of  the 
heart.    It  should  be  used  with  caution. 


ASCLEPIAS  INCARNATA. 

Common  Name. — Swamp  Milkweed. 

Natural  Order. — Asclepiadacese. 

Part  Used. — The  root. 

Description. — This  plant  has  a  smooth 
erect  stem  from  three  to  four  feet  in 
height.  Its  leaves  are  opposite,  four  to 
seven  inches  long  by  half  an  inch  to  one 
and  a  half  inch  wide,  obtuse  at  the  base, 
and  on  short  petioles.  The  flowers  are 
red  or  reddish  purple,  sweet  scented, 
and  often  in  opposite  pairs.  There  are 
several  varieties  of  this  plant — the  A. 
Pulchra,  the  A.  Glabra,  and  the  A.  Alba. 

Doses. — Fluid  extract,  10  to  60  drops; 
specific  medicine,  5  to  60  drops. 

Usual  Prescription. — 1$  Asclepias  Incar., 
gtt.  xx  to  5i,  water,  giv.  M.  Sig.  Dose 
one  teaspoonful  every  hour  to  every 
three  hours. 


Indications.  —  Catarrhal  discharges  ; 
chronic  gastric  catarrh  ;  catarrhal  inflam- 
mation of  the  respiratory  organs;  dysen- 
tery and  diarrhoea;  leucorrhoea ;  rheuma- 
tism from  cold ;  dropsies. 

As  a  diuretic  in  dropsy  this  drug  is  of 
considerable  value.  It  strengthens  the 
heart  and  often  relieves  the  distress 
caused  by  infiltration  of  the  tissues,  es- 
pecially the  difficult  breathing. 

Ascelpias  Incarnata  is  diuretic,  stom- 
achic, anthelmintic,  and,  in  very  large 
doses,  emetic. 


POLEMONIUM  REPTANS.  • 

Common  Name. — American  Greek  Va- 
lerian. 

Natural  Order. — Polemoniaceae. 

Part  Used. — The  root. 

Description. — This  perennial  plant  is 
sometimes  known  as  Jacob's  Ladder.  It 
has  a  creeping  root  and  an  erect  branched 
stem  from  twelve  to  twenty  inches  in 
height.  Its  leaves  are  alternate,  entire, 
smooth,  and  an  inch  long  by  one-half  inch 
in  width.  The  flowers  are  numerous, 
terminal,  on  short  petioles,  and  blue  in 
color. 

Doses. — Fluid  extract,  10  to  60  drops; 
specific  medicine,  5  to  60  drops. 

Usual  Dose. — to  to  20  drops. 

Indications. — Bronchial  and  laryngeal 
affections ;  coldness  of  the  surface ;  dry 
and  constricted  skin ;  internal  venous 
congestion ;  general  languor. 
•  In  febrile  diseases  and  in  inflamma- 
tion of  the  respiratory  apparatus  this 
agent  is  an  efficient  diaphoretic  and  ex- 
pectorant. It  also  constitutes  a  desirable 
means  of  producing  determination  of 
blood  to  the  surface. 

Polemonium  Reptans  is  astringent,  al- 
terative, diaphretic  and  expectorant. 


VERATRUM    IN  TOXEMIA. 

The  great  power  of  veratrum  viride  in 
certain  conditions  of  toxemia  is  rapidly 
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becoming  more  fully  known  to  the  en- 
tire medical  profession.  Dr.  Isham  re- 
ports numerous  cases  of  convulsions  and 
of  coma  in  which  he  used  twenty-five  to 
thirty  drops  of  Norwood's  tincture  hy- 
podermically.  These  large  doses  were 
usually  followed  by  vomiting  of  consider- 
able bile,  free  diaphoresis,  salivation,  and, 
when  the  temperature  was  high,  it  was 
usually  greatly  reduced,  as  was  also  the 
pulse.  In  one  case,  an  infant  of  nine 
months,  suffering  from  enterocolitis  and 
greatly  debilitated,  where  the  toxic  pro- 
cess had  caused  spasms,  followed  bv 
coma  and  a  temperature  of  104,  twelve 
drops  of  the  tincture  were  administered 
hypodermically,  and  prompt  relief  fol- 
lowed. In  another  case,  a  woman  of 
seventy-three  years  of  age,  seized  with 
convulsions  evidently  due  to  suppression 
of  urine,  an  injection  of  twenty-five  drops 
was  followed  by  the  restoration  of  con- 
sciousness within  an  hour.  Several 
other  cases  of  this  character  are  report- 
ed, but  where  the  case  did  not  call  for 
such  radical  treatment,  he  gave  eight 
drops  of  Norwood's  tincture  every  two 
hours  until  the  temperature  and  pulse 
were  lowered  and  nausea  produced,  when 
he  reduced  the  dose  to  four  drops.  In 
conjunction  with  this  treatment  other 
drugs  were  employed  as  indicated.  In 
delirium  tremens  the  doctor  also  used 
Veratrum  successfully.  Undoubtedly 
just  as  good,  if  not  better,  results  could 
have  been  obtained  from  much  smaller 
doses  of  the  drug.  Two  to  ten  drops  of 
Specific  Veratrum  constitute  a  dose  of 
great  energy. 


An  unusual  form  of  antipyrin  eruption 
in  a  man,  34  years  of  age,  who  was  suf- 
fering from  a  herpes  zoster  involving  the 
skin  supplied  by  the  eleventh  and  twelfth 
dorsal  and  the  first  lumbar  nerves,  is  re- 
ported by  Dr  Deas.  One-quarter  of  an 
hour  after  taking  ten  grains  of  antipyrin, 
the  patient  developed  a  generalized  ery- 


thematous rash,  like  scarlet  fever,  felt 
faint  and  sweated  profusely.  The  ery- 
thema began  to  fade  in  about  half  an 
hour,  and  the  skin  presented  many  pale 
areas,  chiefly  upon  the  exterior  aspects  of 
the  limbs  and  the  front  of  the  trunk,  neck 
and  face.  These  pale  areas  gradually  be- 
came raised,  until,  at  the  end  of  three 
hours,  the  whole  front  of  the  body  was 
covered  with  bullae  of  different  sizes. 
The  front  of  each  leg  was  the  site  of  a 
huge  blister,  extending  from  the  ankle  to 
the  knee.  Several  long,  narrow  blebs 
were  situated  on  the  front  of  the  thigh, 
arms  and  shoulders.  Bullae  appeared 
upon  the  face  and  neck.  The  eruption 
reached  its  height  about  five  hours  after 
taking  the  dose  of  medicine,  and  by  the 
end  of  eight  hours  had  completely  dis- 
appeared. The  skin  areas  affected  by 
the  herpes  zoster  were  unaffected  by  the 
drug  eruption. 

The  dangerous  characteristics  of  the 
class  of  drugs  to  which  antipyrin  belongs 
are  daily  becoming  more  and  more  ap- 
parent. These  drugs  should  not  be 
given  an  opportunity  to  show  any  more 
of  their  deadly  peculiarities. 


The  fruit  or  seed  of  Simaba  Cedron, 
says  Dr.  S.  H.  Hodgson,  is  among  the 
most  prominent  remedies  used  in  Central 
and  South  America  as  antidotes  for  the 
stings  of  insects  and  bites  of  snakes.  He 
has  employed  it  extensively,  and  finds 
its  action  almost  immediate  and  its  re- 
lief complete.  He  also  found  the  anti- 
toxic properties  of  the  drug  so  great  that 
he  administered  it  in  several  cases  of 
yellow  fever  with  results  which  were 
promptly  curative.  The  doctor  em- 
ployed a  tincture  made  from  the  grated 
or  mashed  seed.  The  dose  of  a  fluid  ex- 
tract is  from  one  to  ten  drops. 


The  following  terse  and  sensible  re- 
marks are  taken  from  a  very  interesting 
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article  by  Prof.  R.  N.  Tooker :  "The 
more  we  meddle  with  cow's  milk,  ex 
to  dilute  it,  the  more  we  injure  it.  The 
natural  food  of  an  infant  is  not  boiled  nor 
is  it  sterilized."  In  the  same  able  ar- 
ticle the  doctor  approvingly  refers  to  the 
experiments  of  Dr.  Freudenreich,  and 
says:  "He  has  demonstrated  that  the 
bacillus  of  cholera,  when  put  into  fresh 
cow's  milk,  dies  in  an  hour,  the  bacillus  of 
typhoid  fever  in  less  than  twenty-four 
hours,  while  other  germs  die  much  quick- 
er than  when  put  into  cooked  foods.  It 
is  also  stated  that  milk  which  has  been 
heated  to  a  temperature  of  130  degrees 
loses  all  germicidal  properties'." 


In  asserting  that  "bovine  consumption 
and  human  consumption  are  separate  and 
distinct  maladies,  and  that  cattle  cannot 
be  infected  by  man,  nor  can  man  be  in- 
fected by  cattle,"  Professor  Koch  makes 
an  assertion  of  far-reaching  importance. 
Possibly  the  doctor  assured  himself  be- 
yond a  peradventure  of  the  correctness 
of  the  statement  before  giving  it  to  the 
medical  profession.  •  He  certainly  ought 
to  have  done  so.  But  all  the  same,  I 
prefer  to  have  my  steaks  cut  from  heal- 
thy animals,  and  perhaps  we  had  better 
continue  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  tuber- 
culous cattle  for  a  while  longer. 


Dr.  Pfromm  advocates  the  use  of  nor- 
mal salt  solution  in  typhoid  fever,  given 
by  rectal  injection  one  pint  daily.  Un- 
der this  treatment  there  is  augmentation 
of  the  secretion  of  urine,  stimulation  of 
the  circulatory  system,  early  elimination 
of  the  toxins,,  and  in  many  cases  the 
nervous  phenomena  are  absent  alto- 
gether. The  treatment  should  be  com- 
menced as  soon  as  the  urine  diminishes 
in  quantity.  In  a  test  series  of  10  cases, 
using  this  method,  there  was  absence  of 
delirium  and  other  nervous  symptoms  in 
5,  slight  delirium  in  2,  and  marked  im- 


provement in  the  remaining  3,  after  a  few 
days  of  treatment. 


Dr.  Paul  Plummer  reports  five  severe 
cases  of  pleurisy  with  effusion  in  which 
he  employed  Iodized  Lime.  The  effu- 
sion promptly  disappeared  and  the  tem- 
perature soon  became  normal.  He  has 
also  used  the  remedy  in  chronic  effusions 
with  good  results,  and  believes  it  a  reme- 
dial agent  of  value  in  all  effusions  of  the 
serous  membranes. 


The  physician  should  know  how  to  fit 
to  every  disease  expression  a  remedy 
which  has  the  power  of  opposing  and  re- 
moving it.  In  accordance  with  his  abil- 
ity to  do  this  will  be  his  success  in  prac- 
tice. 


Dr  Griffith  says  that  it  is  a  matter  of 
repeated  observation  that  the  germ  of 
diphtheria  can  often  be  found  in  the 
throat  of  a  healthy  nurse  caring  for  a 
case  of  the  disease. 


Dr.  Ewart  concludes  that  the  addition 
of  fifteen  grains  of  common  salt  to  the 
half  pint  of  milk  is  of  great  practical 
importance  when  the  patient  is  on  an  ex- 
clusive milk  diet,  usually  rendering  its 
digestion  easy.  It  is  also  indicated  for 
dyspeptic  infants  that  seem  to  be  intoler- 
ant of  milk. 


Fucus  Vesiculosis  (bladder  wrack)  is 
employed  by  Dr.  W.  E.  Bloyer  as  a  rem- 
edy for  goitre,  and  he  has  found  it  wor- 
thy of  the  highest  commendation.  The 
doctor  uses  the  specific  medicine  in  doses 
of  from  twentv  to  thirty  drops  three  or 
four  times  a  day. 


STICTA  PULMONARIA.

Usual  Prescription. — 1>  Sticta,  gtt.  x  to 
xx,  water,  5  iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one  tea- 
spoonful  every  half  hour  to  every  three 
hours. 

Indications.  —  Short  hacking  cough  ; 
cough  of  acute  bronchitis ;  asthmatic 
cough  accompanied  by  quick  sharp 
pains ;  pain  in  shoulders  extending  to 
neck  and  back  of  head ;  sharp  pain  with 
soreness  above  the  scapulae;  rheumatism 
when  the  muscles  of  the  chest  are  in- 
volved, and  also  when  the  muscles  of  the 
shoulders  are  sore  and  tender;  hay  fever. 

This  is  a  good  remedy  in  irritation  of 
the  base  of  the  brain,  but  its  most  im- 
portant use  is  as  a  cough  medicine.

much  information  along  the  line  of  the 
orificial  philosophy  that  was  of  interest 
to  the  profession.  Occurring,  as  it  did, 
during  the  week  of  Prof.  Pratt's  Septem- 
ber course  in  orificial  surgery,  it  proved  a 
veritable  ?  lecca  for  all,  the  disciples  of 
this  great  and  good  man  and  most  won- 
derful teacher.  Dr.  W.  E.  Bloyer,  of  Cin- 
cinnati, presided  with  dignity  and  ability. 
The  officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year 
are :  President,  Henry  C.  Aldrich,  Minne- 
apolis ;  vice-presidents,  G.  R.  Herkimer, 
Dowagiac,  Mich.;  G.  A.  Shoemaker,  Lin- 
coln, Neb.;  secretary,  R.  St.  J.  Perrv, 
Farmington,  Minn.  ;  treasurer,  T.  E.  Cos- 


tain,  Chicago.  It  is  expected  that  the 
transactions  will  be  published  in  pam- 
phlet form.  A  large  number  of  new  mem- 
bers joined  during  the  session. 


ECLECTIC  MEDICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY 
OF  NEW  YORK. 

In  memory  of  the  late  President  of  the 
United  States,  William  McKinley,  the 
regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  society 
was  opened  bv  the  president,  Dr.  James 
Hervy  Bell,  and  immediately  adjourned 
to  Thursday,  September  26th. 

The  adjourned  meeting  was  held  at 
the  society's  assembly  rooms,  No.  239 
East  Fourteenth  street  on  Thursday 
evening  September  26th,  Dr.  James 
Hervy  Bell,  president,  in  the  chair,  and 
Dr.  Henry  J.  Doll,  secretary,  recording. 

Dr.  Irwin  presented  a  very  interesting 
case.  The  patient,  a  male,  on  inspection 
disclosed  a  peculiar  hyperaemic  aspect  of 
the  skin  of  the  extremities.  The  history 
pointed  to  no  venerial  origin,  although  of 
twenty  years  standing. 

The  case  was  discussed  by  Drs.  Hyde, 
Krausi,  Birkenhauer,  Brandenburg  and 
Thompson.  The  common  opinion  of  the 
doctors  who  discussed  the  case  warrant- 
ed the  conclusion  that  its  hyperaemic  dis- 
coloration of  the  skin  was  due  to  central 
nerve  irritation. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  Dr.  Ir- 
win for  her  kindness  in  presenting  the 
patient. 

Dr.  Boskowitz  reported  a  case  of  lupus 
of  the  face,  in  which  improvement  was 
noted  after  several  treatments  by  the  X- 
rays.  The  rays  were  directed  to  the 
diseased  part  of  the  face  through  an 
opening  in  a  section  of  sheet-lead  which 
protected  the  healthy  parts  from  the  ac- 
tion of  the  rays.  Five  minute  applica- 
tions were  used. 

Dr.  Thompson  reported  a  case  of 
labor,  unique  in  the  doctor's  practice, 
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owing  to  the  fact  that  not  a  single  drop  of 
blood  was  seen  during  the  delivery  of  the 
patient,  except  the  small  drop  which  fell 
on  the  sheet  from  the  division  of  the  cord. 
Not  even  the  passage  and  expulsion  of 
the  placenta  were  followed  by  the  least 
trace  of  hemorrhage.  The  lochia,  how- 
ever, followed  in  the  course  of  several 
hours. 

Dr.  Krausi  reported  a  case  of  probable 
epithelioma  of  the  nose,  in  which  im- 
provement was  noted  after  the  continued 
application  of  his  colorless  iodine  mix- 
ture. 

Dr.  Bell  reported  a  case  of  haemate- 
mesis  in  which  he  nourished  the  patient 
with  panopepton  by  rectal  alimentation 
to  avoid  irritation  of  the  stomach  and  up- 
per intestinal  tract  by  the  introduction  of 
food.  The  patient  thrived  on  the  food 
enemata  and  eventually  recovered. 

Dr.  Thompson  reported  a  case  of  acci- 
dental puncture  of  the  fundus  of  the 
uterus  during  curettage.  Although 
the  curette  penetrated  the  peritoneum 
of  the  abdominal  cavity  neither  sepsis  nor 
any  other  untoward  sequelae  followed. 

Dr.  Bernstein  reported  his  experience 
with  a  patient  to  whom  he  had  been 
called  to  prescribe  for  cramps.  About  to 
leave  the  house  after  having  prescribed, 
the  woman  was  seized  with  another 
cramp.  This  aroused  the  doctor's  sus- 
picions, and  in  vaginal  examination 
found  the  os  uteri  patulous ;  in  twenty 
minutes  the  woman  was  delivered  of  a 
living  child. 

Dr.  Boskowitz  reported  a  case  of  oc- 
clusion of  the  meatus  of  the  urethra  in  a 
new  born  male  child.  On  inspection, 
finding  no  opening,  the  doctor  inserted  a 
trocar  where  the  meatus  should  have 
been.  Fearing  to  push  the  instrument 
too  far  he  withdrew  the  same  and  pon- 
dered what  next  to  do,  when  to  the  relief 
of  his  anxiety  and  that  of  the  little 
patient's  bladder,  a  tiny  stream  of  urine 
shot  forth  from  the  penis. 


A  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to  all 
the  doctors  who  reported  cases. 

Dr.  Boskowitz  announced  that  the 
college  opens  on  Monday,  September 
30th  for  the  session  of  i90i-'o2,  and  in- 
vited all  the  members  of  the  society  to  at- 
tend. He  also  asked  the  members  to  in- 
duce students  to  attend  the  college  ac- 
cording to  the  spirit  of  the  letter  sent  out 
by  Dr.  Sinclair,  president  of  the  State 
Eclectic  Medical  Society. 

On  motion  by  Dr.  Boskowitz  the  So- 
ciety voted  to  contribute  a  sum  of  money 
toward  a  fund  to  defray  the  expense  of 
having  a  picture  made  of  the  late  Pro- 
fessor Armgardt  to  be  hung  in  the  college 
library. 

About  twenty-five  members  responded 
to  the  roll.

ing the  pyogenic  surfaces  with  tincture  of 
iodine.

BOOK  REVIEWS. 


TRANSACTIONS  OF  THE  NA- 
TIONAL ECLECTIC  MEDICAL  AS- 
SOCIATION of  the  United  States  of 
America  for  the  year  ending  June  20. 
1901,  including  the  proceedings  of  the 
thirty-first  annual  meeting,  held  at  Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn.,  June,  1901  :  together  with 
the  reports,  papers  and  essays  presented 
before  the  several  sections  in  their  sit- 
tings. Edited  by  Finley  Ellingwood.  M. 
D.,  Secretary.  Chicago. 

The  Society  and  Secretary  Ellingwood 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  prompt- 
ness with  which  this  volume  of  transac- 
tions was  issued,  and  it  looks  quite  as 
well  as  those  that  took  longer.  There  are 
some  innovations.  No  table  of  contents, 
addresses,  essays,  etc.,  precede  the  pre- 
amble, act  of  incorporation  and  standing 
resolutions.  We,  in  the  East,  would,  to 
use  a  homelv  expression,  think  this  was 
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putting  "the  cart  before  the  horse.''  But 
may  be  it's  all  right.  Wouldn't  think  of 
dictating  to  Chicago.  There  is  also  a 
special  index  called  the  Index  of 
Participating  Members.  Just  what 
they  participated  in  is  not  apparent. 
In  looking  over  the  list  in  this 
index  we  find  the  names  of  a  large  num- 
ber of  members  who  did  not  attend  the 
meeting  at  Chattanooga.  Some  were  ap- 
pointed section  officers  and  some  may 
have  sent  papers  and  if  this  is  participa- 
ting in  the  meeting,  I  withdraw  the  criti- 
cism. The  book  shows  good  work  at 
the  meeting  and  by  the  editor,  Prof.  Ell- 
ingwood. 


HISTORY  OF  MEDICINE.  A  brief 
outline  of  medical  history,  and  sects  of 
physicians  from  the  earliest  historic  pe- 
riod ;  with  an  extended  account  of  the 
new  schools  of  the  healing  art  in  the 
Nineteenth  Century,  and  especially  a  his- 
tory of  the  American  Eclectic  practice  of 
medicine  never  before  published.  By 
Alexander  Wilder,  M.  D.  New  England 
Eclectic  Publishing  Co.,  New  Sharon, 
Me. 

This  volume  of  nearly  a  thousand  pages 
is  interesting,  instructive  and  entertain- 
ing. "The  extended  account  of  the  new 
schools  of  the  healing  art  in  the  Nine- 
teenth Century  and  especially  a  history  of 
the  American  Eclectic  practice  of  medi- 
cine never  before  published."  This, 
of  course,  is  the  part  of  the  book 
that  to  us  proved  most  interesting, 
and  it  occupies  almost  two-thirds  of 
the  volume.  Every  member  of  the 
Eclectic  profession  should  procure  a 
copy,  for  it  will  prove  a  good  investment. 
Nowhere  can  a  more  complete  story  of 
the  early  reformers  be  found — and  Dr. 
Wilder's  description  of  them  is  most  in- 
teresting, for  he  had  a  personal  acquaint- 
ance with  many  of  them  and  some  he 
knew  intimately.  Occasionally  in  his 
descriptions  of  some  of  the  pioneers  he 


does  not  stick  closely  to  the  sentiment  ex- 
pressed in  his  "fore  words."  That  "a 
history  as  a  record  of  events  should  be 
faithful,  impartial  and,  so  far  as  may  be, 
unimpassioned,  etc.,"  but  we  are  all  hu- 
man and  even  Dr.  Wilder  in  this  great 
book  has  not  been  able  to  completely  hide 
his  prejudices.

The  strange  history  of  a  mysterious  being 
and  the  account  of  a  remarkable  journey. 
By  John  Uri  Lloyd,  author  of  "String- 
town  on  the  Pike."  With  many  illustra- 
tions by  J.  Augustus  Knapp.  Eleventh 
edition.  Revised  and  enlarged.  New 
York:  Dodd,  Mead  &  Co.,  1901. 

Prof.  Lloyd  has  presented  us  with  a 
wonderful  story.  This  of  Etidorhpa,  not 
exactly  a  book  for  summer  reading,  but  a 
book  that  excites  interest  and  keeps  one 
thinking  of  "I  am  the  man,"  with  his 
long  whiskers,  or  of  the  eyeless  compan- 
ion whose  "forehead  extended  in  an  un- 
broken plane  from  crown  to  cheek  bone 
and  the  chubby  tip  of  an  abortive  nose 
without  nostrils  formed  a  short  projection 
near  the  centre  of  the  level  ridge  which 
represented  a  countenance.  There  was 
no  semblance  of  an  eye  for  there  were  no 
sockets,  etc.,  etc."  It  is  hard  to  tell  which 
chapter  is  most  interesting.  The  pecu- 
liar philosophy  of  the  book,  the  examples 
of  thought  transference,  hearing  without 
ears,  oscillating  through  space,  the  drunk- 
ards voice  and  the  drunkards  den.  At 
times  it  seems  uncanny,  but  is  al- 
ways interesting  and  filled  with  this 
wierd  philosophy.  It  is  a  splendid 
book  from  which  to  read  a  few  chapters 
aloud  and  then  stop  and  discuss  it,  and 
you  find  yourself  in  the  wee,  small  hours 
of  the  morning  wondering".

"During  the  recent  summer,  I  believed  I  saved  the  life  of  a  little 
negro  boy  by  the  use  of  Echafolta  and  this  remedy  alone.

WILLIAM  S.  LATTA,  M.  D. 

Prof.  William  S.  Latta  died  at  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  October  18th.  The  Doctor  for 
many  years  was  a  leader  in  our  branch  of 
the  profession,  and  was  well  known 
among  Eclectics  generally.  He  had 
served  as  president  of  his  State  and  of  the 
National  association.  From  the  Nebraska 
State  Journal  we  p-lean  the  following: 
"He  was  Dean  of  the  Eclectic  depart- 
ment of  medicine  of  the  University  of 
Nebraska  and  while  a  memeber  of  the 
legislature  secured  the  first  appropriation 
for  the  present  laboratory  of  the  State 
University. 

"During  the  latter  years  of  his  life  he 
was  Dean  of  the  Lincoln  Medical  Col- 
lege, an  institution  which  he  founded  as 
a  department  of  Cotner  University. 

"He  was  born  in  Crawford  Co.,  Penn., 
May  3rd.  1826,  and  lived  there  until  18 
years  of  age.  He  graduated  in  the  Eclec- 
tic Medical  College  of  Cincinnati,  in  1854, 
and  practiced  in  that  city  three  years. 
He  came  to  Plattsmouth,  Nebraska,  April 
17th,  1857,  locating  at  Rock  Bluff  where 
he  resided  16  years,  excepting  2  years 
served  in  the  Army.    He  enlisted  as  a 


private  in  '62  and  was  soon  commis- 
sioned Surgeon  of  the  22nd  Nebraska 
Cavalry.  In  1862  he  organized  the  mili- 
tary hospital  at  Omaha.  He  was  twice 
a  memeber  of  the  legislature  but  aban- 
doned politics  to  devote  his  time  to  his 
profession. 

"He  came  to  Lincoln  in  1873  and  lived 
here  until  his  death." 

We  shall  miss  him  at  our  Annual  Meet- 
ings for  the  Doctor  was  always  active 
and  for  many  years  attended  the  National 
regularly.  The  first  meeting  of  the  Na- 
tional that  I  attended  was  held  in  New 
Haven,  Conn.  It  was  a  stormy  meet- 
ing. Dr.  Latta  was  in  the  chair  and  pre- 
sided with  fairness  and  dignity.  His 
pleasant  greeting  and  encouragement 
given  us  at  that  time  was  never  forgotten. 
The  New  York  delegation  extends  its 
sympathy  to  the  members  of  his  family, 
and  to  the  Officers  and  members  of  the 
Lincoln  Medical  College. 


DRESSING  FOR  FRACTURED  PA- 
TELLA. 

By  G.  W.  King,  M.  D. 

While  having  a  strong  desire  not  to 
have  a  case  of  fractured  patella,  I  had  to 
take  one  to  treat.  For  several  days  the 
best  information  I  could  obtain  about 
such  cases  was  put  into  use,  and  with  un- 
satisfactory results.  As  with  many 
others,  necessity  became  the  mother  of 
an  invention.  An  illustration  will  be 
given  of  the  invention,  which  is  as  sure  to 
give  pleasing  results  as  that  Nature  will 
unite  the  fractured  parts  of  a  healthy 
bone  that  have  been  properly  put  and 
kept  together. 

In  the  Transactions  of  the  National 
Eclectic  Medical  Association  for  the 
years  1894  and  1895  I  gave  an  account  of 
the  invention  which  has  passed  from  a 
pleasing  experiment  to  a  certain  success.

Substantially,  the  dressing  has  since  been 
used  in  its  original  form. 


No.  i  in  the  above  cut  is  a  strip  of  soft 
and  strong  cotton  cloth  nine  inches  long 
and  two  and  a  half  inches  wide. 

No.  2  is  an  iron  made  of  three-sixteenth 
rod,  bent  as  represented  in  the  cut,  and 
its  length,  from  the  outer  part  of  one  loop 
to  the  outer  part  of  the  other  loop,  is 
seven  and  one-fourth  (7J)  inches.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  the  straight  part  on  one 
end  of  the  iron  is  longer  than  the  straight 
part  on  the  other  end.  Said  longer 
straight  part  must  be  put  on  the  inside 
of  the  knee,  the  inner  condyle  being  the 
larger. 

No.  3  is  like  No.  2  with  the  exception 
that  it  is  three-fourths  of  an  inch  shorter. 

Both  No.  2  and  No.  3  should  have  long, 
narrow  rollers  on  them,  for  padding,  as 
seen  in  cut. 

No.  4  is  a  piece  of  basswood  one-fourth 
of  an  inch  thick,  seven  and  one-fourth 
inches  long,  three  inches  wide  at  its  wid- 
est part,  one  and  one-fourth  of  an  inch  at 
narrowest  part  and  shaped  as  seen  in  cut ; 
to  be  padded  a  little  and  to  be  put  under 
the  knee  (the  patient  being  in  a  recum- 
bent posture)  to  aid  in  keeping  the  straps 
from  touching  the  sides  of  the  limb,  there- 
by giving  free  circulation.  This  part  of 
the  dressing  is  not  absolutely  necessary 
in  the  treatment,  and  when  not  easily  kept 
in  position  or  proves  uncomfortable  to 
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the  patient  it  should  not  be  used.  It  can 
be  easily  removed,  as  other  changes  can 
be  made,  while  the  surgeon  or  an  assist- 
ant hold  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  in  position. 

No.  5  represents  two  cotton-webbing 
straps,  each  one  inch  wide,  three  feet  long 
and  having  a  buckle  at  one  end.  The 
buckles  are  common  loop  buckles. 

The  measurements  must  vary  accord- 
ing to  the  size  of  the  injured  leg,  always 
keeping  in  mind  that  Nos.  2  and  3  must 
be  long  enough  to  prevent  the  straps 
from  touching  only  a  small  part  of  the 
sides  of  the  limb,  in  case  No.  4  is  not 
used.  The  irons  should  be  an  inch  longer 
than  necessary  rather  than  a  quarter  of 
an  inch  too  short. 

Mode  of  Applying — 

Lay  No.  1  on  the  strip  of  cloth,  over  the 
fragments  of  the  bone ;  put  No.  2,  con- 
taining the  longest  iron,  on  the  cloth 
above  the  broken  bone,  one  of  the  straps 
having  been  put  through  one  of  the  loops 
in  the  iron.  The  buckle  will  hang  in  the 
properly  made  loop.  Pass  the  strap 
under  the  leg  and  through  the  other  loop, 
return  it  and  place  it  in  the  buckle.  The 
rule  for  the  tightness  of  the  straps  is  to 
have  them  as  tight  as  they  can  be  with- 
out causing  pain.  The  tongues  of  the 
buckles  cannot  be  kept  in  the  same  holes 
all  through  the  treatment  of  a  case.  Have 
the  buckles  on  the  most  convenient  side 
of  the  leg  and  bed. 

Place  No.  3  on  the  cloth,  below  the  pa- 
tella and  do  as  has  been  done  with  No.  2. 

The  surgeon  must  then  move  the  irons, 
causing  the  pieces  of  bone  to  be  surely 
and  properly  brought  together.  An  as- 
sistant should  then  make  three  turns  of 
some  good  non-elastic  cords  through  the 
iron  loops  and  tie  them. 

The  ruffles  made  in  No.  1,  or  strip  of 
cloth,  can  be  taken  out  by  traction  on  the 
ends.  The  cloth  serves  to  keep  the  pieces 
of  bone  from  tilting.  The  surgeon,  with 
his  finger  on  the  cloth,  can  easily  tell  the 
condition  of  the  patellas.    He  should  also 
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compare,  by  measurement,  the  broken 
with  the  sound  patella. 

The  patient  must  be  kept  in  bed — bet- 
ter on  a  mattress — for  six  weeks.  A  little 
passive  motion  of  the  joint,  to  prevent 
ankylosis,  should  be  made  two  or  three 
times  every  day.  The  dressing  should 
be  worn  six  weeks  after  the  patient  gets 
on  crutches. 

A  tapering  splint,  from  three-eights  to 
half  an  inch  thick,  made  of  basswood,  and 
nearly  as  long  as  the  space  between  the 
hip  and  heel,  should  be  used  when  the 
patient  is  on  crutches,  so  as  to  guard 
against  too  much  or  too  sudden  bending  of 
the  knee.  It  should  be  three  inches  wide 
at  the  narrowest  end  and  seven  inches 
at  the  widest  end,  more  or  less,  according 
to  the  size  of  the  limb.  The  narrow  end 
can  rest  against  the  back  part  of  a  shoe 
and  the  splint  fastened  to  the  posterior 
part  of  the  leg  with  webbing  straps  or 
bandages. 

No  matter  in  what  form  the  patella 
may  be  fractured,  the  dressing  is  appro- 
priate for  it.  If  the  fracture  is  otherwise 
than  transverse,  the  limb  must  be  kept  a 
little  flexed,  then  requiring  the  aid  of  a 
flexible  splint.  When  the  pieces  are  kept 
immovable,  to  the  right  or  left,  between 
the  condyles  of  the  femur  and  otherwise 
kept  in  proper  places  by  the  dressing,  all 
of  such  pieces  must  be  in  contact  and 
ready  for  Nature's  cementing  process. 

On  the  third  day  of  July,  1899,  a 
woman,  forty-five  years  old,  and  not  in 
the  best  physical  condition,  started  for 
the  cellar  and  fell  against  a  sill  of  the 
house,  the  result  being  a  fracture  of  a 
patella  which  was  nearly  transverse.  A 
doctor,  within  a  mile  of  the  case — I  being 
four  miles  from  it — was  called.  He  said 
he  had  had  two  such  cases  and  did  not 
want  any  more,  as  the  result  in  the  treat- 
ment of  them  was  not  satisfactory.  He 
favored  the  cutting  and  wiring  treatment 
and  recommended  a  Sartoga  doctor  who 
gave  such  treatment.    On  his  way  to  the 


office  of  the  Saratoga  doctor,  the  husband 
of  the  patient  thought  about  hearing  of 
my  successful  treatment  of  a  broken  knee 
cap.  He  came  for  me  and  I  applied  the 
dressing  described  in  this  paper.  The 
result  was,  that  in  nine  weeks  from  its 
application  the  woman  sat  in  a  chair  and 
raised  her  foot  from  the  floor  without  the 
use  of  her  hands  and  walked  without  cane 
or  crutch.  For  more  than  a  year  she  has 
had  as  perfect  use  of  her  leg  as  she  ever 
had. 

The  repair  or  cure  was  not  hindered  by 
the  use  of  any  anodyne.  The  patient's 
mind  was  very  much  relieved  when  she 
learned  that  her  knee  would  not  have  to 
be  cut  open  and  the  pieces  of  the  cap 
drilled.

IRIS  VERSICOLOR. 
By  O.  A.  Hyde,  M.  D. 
This  plant  and  its  use  in  medicine  is  so 
well  known  that  it  is  difficult  to  add  any- 
thing of  special  interest  to  its  present 
literature. 

It  is  a  cathartic,  alterative,  sialagogue, 
vermifuge,  and  diuretic.  Its  action,  in 
large  doses,  seems  to  be  exerted  upon  the 
digestive  tract;  liver,  kidneys,  glandular 
system  (lymphatics  and  skin)  ;  while,  in 
smaller  doses,  it  acts  less  violently  upon 
the  same  organs  and  tissues,  at  the  same 
time  eliminating  effete  material  from  the 
blood. 

The  digestion  is  probably  influenced  by 
the  effect  of  the  drug  on  the  liver. 

The  free  secretion  and  elimination  of 
bile  produced  by  Iris  Versicolor  demon- 
strates its  chologogue  power 

The  stimulation  of  the  Lymphatic  sys- 
tem and  skin  is  perhaps  one  of  its  most 
valuable  properties. 

Iris  is  indicated  in  Hepatic  torpor,  or 
obstruction  of  hepatic  ducts,  resulting  in 
digestive  disturbances,  jaundiced  skin, 
evacuation  of  clay-colored  stools,  scanty 
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urine,  right  hemicrania,  acid  fluid  being 
vomited,  with  painful  diarrhoea. 

In  brief  review,  we  note  that  Iris  Ver- 
sicolar  has  been  found  of  decided  benefit, 
either  alone,  or  in  combination,  in  disor- 
ders of  the  digestive  organs ;  here  exert- 
ing probably  its  greatest  power,  espe- 
cially by  its  effect  on  the  liver. 

That,  secondly,  in  the  order  of  its  effi- 
ciency of  action,  we  may  place  its  altera- 
tive control  on  the  Lymphatic  system 
and  skin. 

And,  lastly,  its  influence  to  tone  and 
regulate  the  genito-urinary  apparatus  is 
of  decided  value. 

Therefore,  it  is  indicated  in  diseases  of 
liver,  stomach,  spleen  and  bowels. 

Also  in  syphilis  and  scrofula,  enlarged 
glands  from  any  cause,  and  in  skin  dis- 
eases of  a  catarrhal  tendency  as  in  ecze- 
ma (it  may  be  employed  locally  also  in 
these  latter  affections). 

It  is  prompt  and  efficient  in  inflamma- 
tion of  serous  membranes,  or  serous  sacs, 
as  in  pleuritis,  peritonitis,  and  I  may  pos- 
sibly include  meningitis  and  pericarditis. 
These  various  sacs  bing  regarded  as  be- 
longing to  and  forming  part  of  the  lym- 
phatic system. 

In  the  same  manner  we  may  regard  its 
beneficial  effect  in  the  early  stage  of 
goitre  as  resulting  from  its  power  over 
the  lymphatic  vessels  and  glands. 

And,  finally,  the  genito-urinary  appar- 
atus may  be  shown  to  be  decidedly  af- 
fected by  Iris,  its  diuretic  action  and  rem- 
edial effects  on  the  sexual  organs  afford- 
ing sufficient  proof. 

Personally,  I  have  obtained  almost  im- 
mediate and  most  gratifying  results  from 
Iris  in  the  relief  of  the  harrassing  cough 
of  pleurisy,  given  in  10  minim  doses  of 
the  fluid  extract  in  a  little  water  at  bed- 
time. My  experience  leads  me  to  in- 
dorse the  claims  for  the  drug  in  almost 
all  the  particulars  given  above. 

So  promptly  does  it  act  in  some  cases 
to  excite  menstrual  flow,  that  it  should  be 


carefully  employed  when  abortion  might 
be  possible. 

I  may  epitomize  this  paper  by  assert- 
ing that  the  efficiency  and  power  of  Iris 
Versicolor  consists  in  its  action  on  glands, 
as  follows  :  First,  on  those  of  Digestion  ; 
second,  on  those  of  the  Lymphatic  sys- 
tem; third,  on  those  of  Genito-urinary 
apparatus.

ON    THE    SIMILARITY   OF  NEU- 
ROSES IN  THE  MALE  ANu 
FEMALE    AND  THEIR 
DERMAL  TERMINA- 
TIONS.

Read  at  October  meeting  of  the  Eclectic  Medical 
Society  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York. 

In  the  consideration  of  the  class  of 
cases  which  the  above  title  would  indi- 
cate, one  can  hardly  touch  upon  the  main 
features,  essential  to  give  a  concise  pic- 
ture of  the  many  symptomatic  phases  in 
a  short  paper. 

So,  of  necessity,  the  paper  can  only  give 
a  synopsis,  compelling  the  listener  to  par- 
don the  abrupt  statements,  especially 
those  which  are  anatomical  and  physiolo- 
gical, without  more  lucid  detail. 

The  etiolop"*'  in  neuroses  varies  great- 
ly, though,  I  think,  at  least  from  a  clinical 
point  of  view  we  can  safely  divide  ninety 
per  cent  of  all  neuroses  into  two  general 
divisions. 

Those  having  their  origin  in  a  function- 
al perversion  or  pathological  condition  of 
the  genito-urinary  tract — and  those  hav- 
ing their  origin  in  some  form  of  chronic 
brain  or  spinal  affection,  sometime  in- 
herited and  congenital,  usually,  however, 
associated  with  anemia  and  a  feeble  con- 
stitution. 

The  general  disturbances  of  nutrition 
in  this  class  of  cases  appears  to  be  due  to 
an  abnormal  reflex  excitability. 

It  is  true  that  there  are  a  few  cases 
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where  the  primary  manifestations  appear 
to  be  due  to  some  immediate  circum- 
stance. 

Where  a  person  of  a  perfectly  normal 
constitution  may  acquire  an  exalted  re- 
flex excitability  by  overstrained  physical 
or  mental  activity. 

Persons  holding  unusual  responsible 
positions,  or,  shocks  to  the  general  ner- 
vous system,  or  pain,  grief,  fright,  etc., 
gives  rise  to  a  nervous  disturbance  not 
only  observable  in  the  visceral  system, 
but  also  manifested  prominently  in  the 
genito-urinary  tract. 

It  is  to  the  neuroses  of  the  genito-uri- 
nary tract  and  the  similarity  between  the 
male  and  female  that  I  would  call  special 
attention. 

The  exact  connection  between  the  ner- 
vous system  and  the  functions  of  the  uri- 
nary and  sexual  organs  and  their  peri- 
pheral or  dermal  manifestations  is  but 
little  understood. 

YVe  know  that  the  centre  for  the  nerves 
which  preside  over  erection  have  their 
origin  in  the  lumbar  region  of  the  spinal 
cord. 

The  nerves  of  the  vasa  deferentia  and 
of  the  vesicula  seminales  have  their  or- 
igin also  in  the  spinal  cord. 

The  origin  of  nerves  supplying  the  fe- 
male genito-urinary  tract,  their  mani- 
festations, reflex  or  otherwise,  have  great 
similarity  to  the  male.  Many  women 
with  nervous  and  hysterical  affections 
suffer  from  abnormalities  of  the  uterus, 
associated  with  cervical  catarrh  or  ulcer- 
ation. 

Localized  hyperemia  occurs  after  gross 
excesses  in  venere  or  masturbation, — 
causing  in  the  male  prostatic  catarrh  and 
in  the  female  a  mild  leucorrhcea,  having 
its  origin  in  the  cervix. 

I  desire  to  draw  attention  to  the  simil- 
arity of  the  nerves  existing  between  the 
prostate  and  the  uterus. 

In  the  male  repeated  sexual  excitement, 
mental  or  otherwise  causes  congestion 


of  the  prostatic  urethra,  especially  the 
caput  gallinaginis.  This  not  alone  causes 
a  chronic  catarrhal  condition  of  the  pros- 
tatic ducts,  the  sinus  precularus  and 
ejaculatory  ducts,  but  also,  reflexly,  upon 
the  digestive  system,  leading  the  patient 
and  at  times  the  physician  to  believe  that 
the  phenomena  of  the  reflexes  are 
primary  and  not  secondary. 

It  is  also  true  that  a  chronically  in- 
flamed condition  of  the  prostatic  urethra 
in  the  male  will  produce  an  exalted  reflex 
excitability  and  a  degree  of  nervous- 
ness, found  only  in  hysterical  women. 

AYe  also  lind  that  many  women  with 
nervous  and  hysterical  affections  are  suf- 
fering with  abnormalities  of  the  uterus, 
associated  with  a  cervical  catarrh. 

This  can  be  more  easily  understood 
when  we  consider  that  the  prostate  with 
the  utriculus  or  uterus  masculinus  is  in 
man  that  or^an  which  finds  its  analog  in 
the  uterus. 

The  prostate  and  uterus  are  both  very 
rich  in  nerves  and  are  innervated  by  one 
and  the  same  nerve  plexuses. 

The  hypogastric  plexus  of  the  sympa- 
thetic, which  is  reinforced  by  filaments 
from  the  sacral  ganglia  and  from  the 
pudendal  plexus  of  the  sacral  nerves,  in- 
nervates the  uterus  in  women  by  means 
of  its  accessory  plexus,  the  plexus  uter- 
inus  and  in  men  the  seminal  vesicals  and 
prostate  also  with  the  bladder  by  means 
of  the  plexus  vesiculis. 

The  greatest  number  of  nerves  in  the 
uterus,  according  to  most  authorities  are 
found  in  the  cervix. 

In  man  we  find  nerve  trunks  especially 
numerous  in  the  prostate  between  the 
sphincter  urethra  and  the  circular  striped 
muscular  fibres  of  the  cortical  layer, 
which  extend  along  the  urethra,  having 
nmerous  ganglionic  cells  between  the 
fibrous  layers. 

The  prostate  also  contains,  in  its  cor- 
tical   layer,  many    pacinian  corpuscles,

which  as  a  rule  are  only  found  in  organs 
rich  in  nerves  and  especially  of  a  sensi- 
tive character. 

The  hypogastric  plexus  of  the  sympa- 
thetic is  in  intimate  connection  with  the 
pudendal  plexus  of  the  spinal  nerves 
(smaller  sciatic)  which  are  in  very  close 
and  direct  relation  with  lumbar  nerves. 

Keeping  in  mind  the  intimate  and  di- 
rect relations  existing  between  the  pros- 
tate and  uterus  with  the  indirect  peri- 
pheral terminations  of  the  nerves  and  the 
constant  state  of  excitement  produced  by 
chronic  urinary  or  genital  inflammatory 
processes,  it  would  appear  in  many  in- 
stances to  produce  sufficient  skin  irrita- 
tion to  cause  acne,  eczema,  eyrthema,  etc. 

The  same  law,  retrospectively  would 
also  hold  good,  that  many  forms  of 
peripheral  irritation,  as  eczema,  ulcers  or 
pruritic  skin  diseases  would  produce 
neurosis  of  the  urinary  and  sexual  appar- 
atus. 

This  point  is  practically  illustrated  in 
children  having  pruritic  skin  eruption  or 
ulcerating  wounds  who  suffer  always, 
more  or  less  from  cystospasmus. 

I  do  not  desire  to  suggest  any  stereo- 
typed treatment  because  each  case  is  a 
law  unto  itself. 

With  but  few  exceptions  all  neurotic 
symptoms  are  difficult  of  exact  localiza- 
tion. 

In  most  instances  the  organs  most 
prominently  affected,  symptomatically, 
will  upon  investigation  show  no  histolo- 
gical changes.  It  is  onlv  by  careful  phy- 
sical examination  and  microscopical  and 
chemical  examinations  of  the  urine  and 
blood  that  we  are  able  to  form  an  exact 
or  proximate  diagnosis  in  a  given  case. 

Though  it  is  in  this  class  of  cases  par- 
ticularly that  specific  medication  is  ideal 
and  gives  the  most  rapid  results. 

It  is  also  in  these  cases  that  little  medi- 
cation symptomatically  indicated  with 
the  use  of  high  grade  drugs,  like  Lloyd's 
specific  tinctures,  or  Park,  Davis  &  Co.'s 


Fid.  Ext.,  that  the  realization  is  forced 
upon  us  that  medication  is  not  a  failure 
provided,  however,  that  the  diagnosis  is 
correct  and  that  the  specificallv  indicated 
remedy  or  remedies  are  applied.

VIBRO  MASSAGE. 

By  Alfred  W.  Herzog,  M.  D.

Read  before  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society  of  the 
City  and  County  of  New  York,  October 
17th,  1901. 

If  any  excuse  be  needed  for  presenting 
a  paper  on  the  above  subject,  let  it  be 
this,  that  while  the  mechanical  treatme::: 
of  disease  and  with  it  massage  and  even 
Vibro-Massage,  in  a  primitive  form,  is  a 
great  deal  older  than  the  teachings  of 
Hippocrates,  and  while  it  has  lately  been 
very  much  used  by  massage  institutes  and 
kindred  institutions,  while  even  a  special 
sect,  if  I  may  so  denominate  it,  has  estab- 
lished itself,  whose  cures,  tho  they  may 
give  their  method  of  treatment  a  different 
name  and  ascribe  their  cures  to  their  spe- 
cial knowledge  of  some  secret  laws  of 
nature,  still  are  due  to  nothing  else  but 
to  the  plain  mechanical  treatment  and, 
be  it  admitted,  to  massage  more  carefully 
executed  than  the  average  masseur  is 
capable  of  or  inclined  to  use ;  still,  the 
majority  of  physicians  have  up  to  the 
present  time  neglected  to  pay  any  special 
attention  to  Mechanotherapeutics  and 
Massage,  or  have  at  least  not  given  these 
subjects  as  much  attention  as  they  de- 
served. 

It  must  be  admitted  and  I  think  will  be 
admitted  without  much  argument,  that 
even  those  physicians  who  have  once  in  a 
while  come  to  the  conclusion  that  me- 
chano-therapeutics  and  Massage  will  ben- 
efit a  patient,  have  prescribed  such  treat- 
ment, as  exercise,  gymnastics  or  massage 
in  a  vague  way,  permitting  the  treatment 
to  pass  out  of  their  hands  into  those  of 
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some  massage  operator  who  may  or  may 
not  be  possessed  of  the  requisite  knowl- 
edge and  ability  and,  I  must  add,  the  nec- 
essary conscienciousness  to  give  the 
treatment  in  the  best  possible  way. 

In  fact,  it  might  be  added  here,  that  in 
this  way  massage  has  suffered  a  great 
deal  by  this,  that  immoral  persons  of  both 
sexes  have  taken  up  massage  either  as  a 
means  to  gain  their  living  or  as  a  blind  to 
cover  up  either  their  vices  or  to  gratify 
their  passions,  or  yet  to  plv  a  calling 
which  has  not  been  considered  as  sacred 
since  the  time  of  Phtallic  worship. 

But  even  the  masseur  whose  character 
is  all  that  can  be  desired  and  who  has  suf- 
ficient knowledge  to  give  massage  prop- 
erly, will  be  unable  to  give  the  proper 
treatment  as  far  as  quality  and  quantity 
is  concerned  to  a  consecutive  number  of 
patients,  as  manual  massage  is  very  ex- 
hausting to  the  operator,  if  properly  ap- 
plied. 

It  would  here  be  carrying  water  to  the 
sea  were  I  to  enter  into  a  lengthy  discus- 
sion of  the  benefits  of  massage,  in  well 
selected  cases,  if  properly  applied. 

Massage  and  Mechano-therapeutics  are 
as  old  as  the  hills,  and  those  who  interest 
themselves  in  this  subject,  whether  it  be 
in  the  history  of  Massage  and  Mechano- 
Therapeutics  or  in  the  study  of  the  art 
and  science  of  the  same,  can  find  ample 
literature  on  the  subject. 

If  I  am  righhtly  informed,  the  Chinese 
book  Chong-Fu,  which  was  written 
about  two  thousand  and  seven  hundred 
years  before  Christ,  is  one  of  the  first 
works  which  gives  instruction  in  Mech- 
ano-Therapeutics ;  tho  perhaps  the  Sus- 
ruta,  written  in  India,  antedates  the 
Chong-Fu. 

From  that  time  on  up  to  this  date  a 
great  many  works  on  Massage  and  Me- 
chano-Therapeutics  have  been  written, 
and  the  student  will  find  no  dearth  of 
books  if  looking  for  information. 

So,  while  a  great  deal  has  been  taught 


and  written  about  Massage,  and  while 
the  different  movements  have  been  mi- 
nutely described,  still  the  human  hand 
has  generally  been  the  only  means  of  ap- 
plying Massage,  with  a  few  exceptions, 
as,  for  example,  the  Greek  method  of 
wrapping  one  end  of  a  saw  in  cotton  and 
applying  it  to  the  part  which  was  in- 
tended to  be  treated,  while  on  the  uncov- 
ered part  of  the  saw  a  piece  of  wood  was 
sawed,  in  this  way  transferring  the  vibra- 
tion of  the  saw  to  the  part  to  be  treated. 

Perhaps  in  this  connection  we  might 
also  mention  the  use  of  the  scourge  in 
cases  of  impotence. 

While,  therefore,  we  of  the  twentieth 
century  cannot  very  well  claim  that  we 
have  either  discovered'  Massage  or 
brought  it  to  any  greater  degree  of  per- 
fection than  might  be  expected  in  the 
usual  course  of  development  ;  while,  in 
fact,  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  Massage 
and  Mechano-Therapeutics  in  their  man- 
ual applications  had  not  reached  a  greater 
degree  of  perfection  thousands  of  years 
ago  than  is  known  to  us  at  present,  still 
we  can  claim  that  it  has  remained  for  this 
generation  to  nearly  emancipate  Massage 
from  the  hands  of  a  perhaps  clumsy  or 
tired  masseur  and  to  make  it  possible  for 
massage  applications  to  be  applied  as  ex- 
actly and  as  scientifically  as  we  are  now 
able  to  apply  electricity  by  means  of  deli- 
cately constructed  measuring  devices. 

I  have  drawn  your  attention  before  to 
the  fact  that  there  are  several  objections 
to  manual  massage  as  commonly  applied. 

These  are  principally  the  fact  that  the 
operator  easily  tires,  that  some  operators 
have  not  the  necessary  knowledge  and 
others  not  the  necessary  fineness  of  touch 
that  is  to  be  wished  for  in  a  massage 
operator. 

To  overcome  these  objections  a  great 
many  different  devices  have  been  con- 
structed during  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty 
years. 

The  first  of  these  instruments,  if  we 
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exclude  the  before  mentioned  saws  and 
scourges,  came  on  the  market  in  the 
shape  of  massage  rollers  and  muscle 
beaters. 

Both  classes  of  instruments  were  a 
great  aid  to  manual  massage,  as  they 
could  be  applied  in  a  great  many  differ- 
ent ways  by  changing  the  shape  of  the 
instruments — and  while  not  all  move- 
ments of  massage  could  be  replaced  by 
muscle  beaters  or  massage  rollers,  still 
they  were  a  great  aid  to  the  massage 
operator. 

Yet  there  was  something  more  to  be 
desired,  for  all  the  muscle  beaters  and 
massage  rollers  were  used  by  the  hand, 
and  while  by  their  use  the  massage  opera- 
tor did  not  tire  as  quickly  as  if  he  only 
used  the  hand,  and  also  could  use  the  in- 
strument stronger  than  he  could  use  the 
hand,  still  these  instruments  did  not  over- 
come entirely  the  objections  to  the  exclu- 
sive use  of  manual  massage,  for  even 
while  using  a  muscle  beater  or  massage 
roller  the  operator  might  tire  and  was  un- 
able to  regulate  the  action  of  the  appli- 
ance to  a  nicety.  So  it  was  desirable  to 
emancipate  the  instrument  from  the 
human  hand  as  direct  motive  power. 

Instruments  were  devised  to  be  run  by 
gas  engines  or  electric  motors,  and  power 
was  transmitted  by  means  of  belts. 

In  this  way  a  great  many  massage  ma- 
chines have  been  devised  which,  however, 
can  all  be  divided  into  two  classes. 

The  one  in  which  the  whole  body  is 
more  or  less  shaken  or  vibrated,  the  other 
in  which  the  massage  is  applied  only  to 
some  part  of  the  human  body. 

Both  classes  of  instruments  have  at 
present  reached  a  great  degree  of  perfec- 
tion. 

Of  the  first  class  there  are  I  think  the 
Zander  instruments  which  are  the  most 
prominent,  while  of  the  latter  class,  that 
is  of  instruments  by  means  of  which  you 
can  apply  massage  to  a  small  area  of  the 
human  body  there  are  four  which  seem  to 


me  to  vie  with  each  other  for  the  palm 
of  merit. 

These  four  instruments  are  the  Vibra- 
tile,  the  instrument  according  to  the  sys- 
tem of  Dr.  Mushik,  the  Tremolo  and  last- 
ly the  Vibration  Apparatus  according  to 
the  System  Bihlmaier. 

Of  all  these  there  is  no  doubt  that  the 
crown  belongs  to  the  System  Bihlmaier, 
as  this  instrument  is  constructed  in  such 
a  way  that  the  massage  or  vibration  can 
not  only  be  applied  in  a  varying  speed  at 
the  will  of  the  operator,  but  also  with  a 
varying  force  and  to  a  large  as  well  as 
to  the  smallest  surface. 

I  at  present  use  an  instrument  of  this 
kind,  having  discarded  all  others  which  I 
have  used  from  time  to  time  as  obsolete 
or  too  likely  to  get  out  of  order. 

The  Bihlmaier  apparatus  consists  of  a 
hand  piece  which,  by  means  of  a  cable  is 
connected  to  an  electric  motor. 

The  cable  revolving,  moves  by  means  of 
an  eccentric  a  hammer  in  the  handpiece. 

Ten  different  vibratodes,  if  I  may  coin 
the  word,  are  furnished  with  the  instru- 
ment, which  are  larger  or  smaller,  as  they 
are  designed  for  the  abdomen,  chest,  etc. 
Some  are  curved  to  fit  the  thorax  or  neck, 
some  hard,  while  others  are  leather  cov- 
ered and  cushioned. 

There  are  also  three  vibratodes  in  the 
shape  of  probes,  of  which  one  is  designed 
for  cervical  massage,  another  for  ear  and 
another  for  nasal  massage. 

On  the  handpiece  there  is  a  sliding  ad- 
justment by  means  of  which  the  height 
of  the  stroke  of  the  hammer  can  be  re- 
gulated from  zero  to  one  centimeter. 

The  speed  of  the  stroke  can  easily  be 
regulated  by  means  of  a  rheostat. 

In  this  way  massage  can  be  given  in 
an  accurate  and  scientific  manner,  which 
is  impossible  by  means  of  any  other  in- 
strument devised  up  to  the  present  time ; 
for  no  other  instrument  known  to  me  has 
the  regulating  device,  nor  is  it  possible  to 
attach  the  different  endpieees,  or  as  I  call 
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them  vibratodes,  thereon,  so  that  nasal  or 
ear  massage  is  absolutely  impossible  with 
any  other  instrument  of  the  kind,  which 
has  not  specially  been  constructed  for  the 
purpose,  while  again  it  is  very  easy  to  at- 
tach to  the  instrument  according"  to  the 


system  Bihlmaier  any  shape  vibratode 
desired  . 

This  instrumental  massage  or  Vibro- 
massage  has  a  great  many  distinct  advan- 
tages over  manual  massage,  tho  in  some 
cases  manual  massage  will  always  remain 
a  valuable  adjunct  to  instrumental  mas- 
sage. 

These  advantages  are  the  fol- 
lowing : 

The  electric  motor  never  tires 
and  can  therefor  be  used  without 
cessation. 

The  stroke  of  the  hammer  as 
also  the  speed  can  be  regulated 
and  it  is  impossible  for  the  in- 
strument to  suffer  from  an  occu- 
pation neurosis  which  might  pre- 
vent it  from  working  at  the 
proper  time. 

The  instrument  can  be  operated 
in  various  ways,  as  for  example 
from  the  electric  street  current, 
(the  no  volt  incandescent  current 
being  used  by  me),  or  by  means  of  a  stor- 
age battery  or  a  dental  engine. 

The  apparatus  is  neither  clumsy  nor 
unsightly  and  takes  up  very  little  space. 

The  motor  can  be  suspended  from  a 
wall  bracket,  as  in  the  accompanying  ill- 


ustration or  may  be  suspended  from  a 
stand  or  yet  from  a  hook  in  the  ceiling. 

It  may  be  stated  in  general  that  Vibro- 
Massage  is  likely  to  be  of  benefit  in  all 
cases  in  which  it  is  desirable  to  cause  a 
hyperaemia  in  soft  tissues  and  muscles, 
to  increase  the  circulation  and 
in  this  way  to  aid  the  elimina- 
tion of  products,  whose  reten- 
tion causes  disturbances  of 
U    function  or  sensation. 

Furthermore  to  strengthen 
the  muscular  fibres  and  to 
cause  by  means  of  concussion 
molecular  changes  in  the  mus- 
cular and  nerve  fibres. 

Also  to  cause  absorption  of 
exudations,  transudations  and 
infiltrations  and  to  loosen  adhesions  in 
the  sheaths  of  tendons  and  in  joints  with- 
out the  use  of  the  knife. 

Also  by  means  of  passive  exercises  of 
the  muscles  to  cause  a  stronger  oxidation 
of  the  blood  within  the  muscles,  thereby 
curing  anomalies  in  the  preparation  of 
the  blood. 


By  passively  exercising  the  muscles  it 
is  also  possible  to  cause  blood  to  leave 
hyperaemic  organs,  as  for  example  the 
brain,  lungs,  intestines,  kidneys  or  uterus. 

It  is  also  possible  to  directly  excite 
sypathetic  nerves  and  ganglia  and  in  this 
way  to  cure  disturbances  of  function. 
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The  list  of  diseases  that  may  therefor 
be  greatly  benefitted  by  Vibro-Massage 
will  be  increasing  from  day  to  da\  . 

The  head  of  the  list  belongs  undoubt- 
edly to- all  varieties  of  neuralgias,  sciatica, 
lumbago,  muscular  rheumatism,  trige- 
minal neuralgia,  then  follow  anaesthesias 
and  hyperesthesia,  paralyses,  sprains, 
synovitis,  tendo-vaginitis  and  enlarge- 
ments of  glands. 

Mastitis,  enlarged  tonsils,  chronic 
metritis  and  also  diabetes  mellitus  have 
been  treated  in  this  way  and  favorable 
results  reported. 

That  hysteria,  hypochondriasis  and 
neurasthenia  can  be  treated  that  way  and 
that  some  marvelous  cures  follow  is  not 
to  be  wondered  at. 

Torpidity  of  the  liver,  atonic  dyspepsia 
and  constipation  can  all  be  easily  and 
speedly  cured  by  this  means  and  it  is 
easily  to  be  seen  that  haemorrhoids  can, 
if  not  directly  at  least  indirectly  be  cured 
thereby.  It  is  also  a  supreme  remedy  for 
obesity. 

The  treatments  may  be  given  as  often 
as  necessary,  which  will  vary  according 
to  the  effect  to  be  produced  from  once 
every  other  day  to  two  or  even  three 
treatments  a  day. 

The  length  of  treatment  also  varies  ac- 
cording to  the  organ  or  part  or  parts  to 
be  treated  from  thirty  seconds  to  fifteen 
or  twenty  minutes.

PNEUMONIA. 

The  diagnosis  of  pneumonia  is  not  usu- 
ally a  work  of  great  difficulty.  Although 
the  symptoms  of  this  abnormality '  are 
well  known  to  physicians,  it  may  not 
prove  entirely  profitless,  as  cold  weather 
approaches,  to  call  to  mind  a  few  of  its 
prominent  features.  Several  kinds  of 
pneumonia  are  recognized,  the  most  com- 
mon of  which  being  lobular,  or  catarrhal, 
and  lobar,  or  croupous.  Catarrhal  pneu- 
monia may  affect  either  or  both  lungs. 
The  wrong  may  be  deep  within  the  lung, 
and  thus  constitute  what  is  sometimes 
spoken  of  as  central  pneumonia,  or  the 
trouble  may  be  so  situated  as  to  be  read- 
ily distinguished  by  the  dull  percussion 
note  and  by  the  rales  found  on  an  auscul- 
tation. The  cough  is  nearly  always 
troublesome  and  there  is  usually  a  rusty 
or  brick-dust  sputa,  but  this  symptom  is 
not  always  present.  The  respiration  is 
frequently  from  thirty  to  fifty  per  minute 
depending  largely  upon  the  extent  of  the 
lung  tissue  involved,  and  the  temperature 
frequently  ranges  from  102  to  105. 
Several  consolidated  spots  may  form  in 
the  lung  and  finally  unite,  thus  involving 
the  entire  lobe  of  a  lung.  The  subjective 
and  objective  symptoms  of  croupous 
pneumonia  are  not  markedly  dissimilar  to 
those  of  catarrhal  pneumonia.  Possibly 
physicians  are  numerous  to  whom  the 
distinguishing  features  are  very  simple 
and  plain,  but  the  most  careful  examina- 
tion has  not  always  resulted  in  a  differen- 
tial diagnosis  eritirelv  free  from  doubt. 

No  routine  treatment  for  pneumonia 
can  be  suggested,  for  cases  of  pneumonia 
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are  frequently  as  dissimilar  as  are  the 
patients  afflicted  It  has  been  claimed  by 
some  authors  that  Veratrum  Viride  is  a 
specific  for  pneumonia.  This,  however, 
cannot  be  true.  There  can  be  no  specific 
for  pneumonia  or  any  other  combination 
of  pathological  conditions.  I  recently 
treated  two  cases  of  pneumonia  at  the 
same  time.  One,  a  robust  young  man, 
with  a  full,  bounding  pulse,  did  well  on 
Veratrum  as  the  leading  medicament. 
The  other,  a  delicate  girl,  with  a  feeble 
heart  recovered  on  Cactus,  Feri  Phos. 
and  Kali  Mur.,  the  only  remedies  em- 
ployed. Would  this  delicate  girl  have 
recovered  on  Veratrum?  I  don't  know; 
and  I  never  shall  know  whether  such  a 
patient  could  recover  from  an  exhausting 
disease  under  the  influence  of  Veratrum. 
In  my  opinion  the  Decalogue  is  dead 
against  an  experiment  along  that  line. 
Veratrum  may  be,  and  under  some  cir- 
cumstances certainly  is,  a  most  excellent 
heart  tonic,  but  the  full,  frequent  and 
bounding  pulse  is  an  indication  for  its  ex- 
hibition which  is  safe  and  has  well  ans- 
wered my  purpose  for  many  years.  Ex- 
ternal applications  when  properly  applied 
aid  much  in  a  curative  direction,  and  the 
compound  powder  of  lobelia  constitutes 
an  ideal  substance  for  the  chest  covering. 
A  piece  of  woolen  flannel  should  be  so 
shaped  as  to  fit  the  chest  over  the  dis- 
eased lung  and  have  tapes  attached  to  its 
upper  corners  It  should  be  thickly  cov- 
ered with  lard  and  as  much  of  the  powder 
spread  over  it  as  can  be  made  to  adhere 
to  it.  The  flannel  should  then  be  applied 
and  kept  in  place  by  fastening  the  tapes 
around  the  neck.  This  application 
should  be  renewed  daily.  In  case  the 
lobelia  powder  cannot  be  obtained,  two 
tespoonfuls  of  turpentine  may  be  mixed 
with  two  tablespoonfuls  of  vaseline,  and 
applied  in  the  same  manner. 

The  compound  powder  of  lobelia  is 
made  by  thoroughly  mixing  the  follow- 
ing:   Lobelia    seed,    in    powder,  six 


drachms;  Blood  root  and  Skunk  Cabbage, 
in  powder,  each,  three  drachms ;  Ipecac, 
in  powder,  four  drachms;  Capsicum,  in 
powder,  one-half  drachm. 

As  cases  of  pneumonia  and  patients 
differ  so  must  our  treatment  differ,  This 
fact  being  recognized,  it  may  be  well  at 
this  time  to  call  to  mind  the  most  direct 
indications  for  a  few  of  the  remedial 
agents  most  likely  to  meet  the  various 
needs  of  our  patients.  When  the  pulse 
is  small  and  frequent  Aconite  is  the  indi- 
cated sedative.  If  there  is  a  dull,  heavy, 
aching  pain  in  the  head,  the  pupils  dilat- 
ed, the  capillary  circulation  impaired, 
and  the  patient  seems  dull  and  drowsey, 
Belladonna  should  be  added  to  the  treat- 
ment. When  there  is  a  tensive,  tearing 
or  sharp  lancinating  pain,  a  hacking 
cough,  restricted  respiratory  movement, 
pleuritic  pains  or  swelling  of  the  joints, 
Bryonia  should  never  be  neglected.  A 
case  of  pneumonia  is  seldom  seen  in 
which  Bryonia  is  not  sooner  or  later 
needed.  If  the  pulse  is  feeble  or  irregu- 
lar, or  if  there  is  precordial  oppression, 
spasmodic  cough  or  nervousness,  Cactus 
should  be  administered  throughout  the 
illness.  When  there  is  great  prostration 
with  cold  feet  and  hands,  and  a  feeble 
pulse  Camphor  will  exert  an  influence  of 
a  sustaining  nature.  If  the  eyes  become 
unnaturally  bright,  the  face  flushed  and 
the  pupils  contracted  Gelseinium  is  the 
remedy  demanded.  Ipecac  will  act  ef- 
ficiently when  the  respiration  is  op- 
pressed, the  expectoration  diminished, 
and  there  are  mucous  rales.  When  there 
is  a  sharp  and  quick  pulse,  or  burning 
pain  in  the  chest,  or  a  frontal  headache 
which  is  most  severe  on  the  left  side, 
Rhus  will  afford  the  patient  much  relief. 
Sanguinaria  is  a  remedy  of  decided  merit 
when  there  is  an  irritating  cough,  a  sense 
or  rawness  and  constriction  in  the  throat, 
or  a  frothy  muco-purulent  expectoration. 
Cough,  with  pain  in  the  back  and  shoul- 
ders, extending  to  the  occiput,  is  modified 
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by  the  timely  employment  of  Sticta. 
When  there  is  difficult  breathing,  with 
wheezing,  hollow  and  barking  cough, 
striderlous  breathing,  or  subcrepitant 
rales,  Tartar  Emetic,  in  very  minute 
doses,  is  a  remedy  of  great  usefulness. 


PNEUMONIA   OF   THE  AGED. 

In  a  very  able  article  on  pneumonia  in 
the  aged,  Prof.  Lemoine  speaks  of  the 
differential  characteristics  as  follows: 

"As  in  the  adult  the  onset  may  be 
marked  by  shivering ;  dyspnoea  may  oc- 
cur, but  as  a  rule  it  is  not  intense;  the 
pulse  does  not  exceed  90  to  100 :  expector- 
ation, generally  slight  in  amount,  is  or- 
dinarily composed  of  greenish  masses ; 
the  cough  is  not  very  frequent;  the  tem- 
perature follows  a  similar  curve  to  that 
in  the  adult,  but  is  a  degree  or  more  low- 
er. The  summit  of  the  lung  is  more 
often  affected  than  the  base.  Stetho- 
scopic  examination  may  give  the  same 
signs  as  in  the  adult,  but  in  other  cases 
absolutely  nothing  is  heard  and  the  diag- 
nosis must  depend  upon  the  general 
symptoms  Between  these  two  extremes 
we  may  get  all  varieties,  but  as  a  rule 
crepitation  is  absent  and  subcrepitant 
rales  are  most  commonly  heard.  The 
indications  on  which  treatment  must  be 
based  are  to  diminish  the  afflux  of  blood, 
to  calm  the  respiration,  to  sustain  the 
heart  and  the  general  strength.  In  ad- 
dition, the  elimination  of  toxins  must  be 
aided  and  the  expectoration  must  be 
facilitated.  Hyperpyrexia  is  unlikely  to 
occur.  Strychnine  and  mix  vomica  are 
most  valuable  aids  to  expectoration  be- 
cause of  their  effect  on  the  muscular  tis- 
sue, which  is  deficient  in  power  in  these 
patients." 

It  is  in  such  cases  as  the  foregoing  that 
I  have  found  the  triturated  salts  very  use- 
ful. They  may  be  equallv  efficient  in  the 
treatment  of  the  robust  adult,  but  my  ex- 
perience with  them  has  been  mainly  in 


the  treatment  of  the  aged,  the  feeble  and 
children.  I  was  recently  called  to  see  a 
man  seventv-five  years  of  age,  and  on  ex- 
amination found  that  he  was  suffering 
from  pneumonia.  The  cough  was  hard  and 
spasmodic  in  character,  the  chest  felt  sore 
andbruised, there  was  a  considerabledysp- 
ncea,  rattling  of  mucus  in  the  chest  and 
extreme  hoarseness  calling  for  Ferrum 
Phos.  The  expectoration  was  viscid  and 
white  in  color,  there  was  wheezing  rales, 
and  tenacious  mucus  in  the  bronchi 
which  it  was  difficult  to  cough  up,  indi- 
cating that  Kali  Mur.  was  the  remedy 
needed.  In  a  few  days  there  was  a  thick, 
yellowish-green  pus-like  expectoration, 
suggesting  that  Natrum  Sulph.  should  be 
added  to  the  treatment.  These  three 
remedies  constituted  the  entire  medical 
treatment  of  the  case.  The  prescriptions 
were  as  fallows:  Ferrum  Phos.,  3X, 
gr.  xx,  water,  §iv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  hour.  I£  Kali  Mur., 
3x,  gr.  xx,  water,  giv.  M.  Sig.  Dose  one 
teaspoonful  every  hour.  Later  twenty 
grains  of  Natrum  Sulph.  was  added  to 
the  Kali  Mur.  prescription.  The  patient 
made  a  complete  recovery. 


DIGITALIS. 

Dr.  H.  A.  Hare  says  that  "in  many 
cases  of  palpitation  such  as  comes  from 
overwork,  Digitalis  simply  aggravates 
the  symptoms,  for  what  the  patients  need 
is  not  cardiac  stimulation  but  rest 
Small  doses  of  aconite  or  veratrum  will 
effect  the  desired  result  more  quickly  and 
efficiently  than  digitalis.  A  patient  with 
a  feeble  heart  receives  digitalis,  it  may  be, 
to  overcome  feebleness,  when  in  realhry, 
the  cause  of  the  feebleness  lies  in  a  degen-* 
erated  heart  muscle  which  is  incapable  of 
gaining  any  advantage  from  this  drug, 
and  the  drug  by  contracting  the  blood 
vessels  actually  increases  the  labor  of  the 
heart.  Under  these  circumstances,  if  any 
drug  is  used  it  should  be  one,  like  stro- 
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phanthus  or  cactus,  the  action  of  which  is 
cardiac,  and  but  slightly  if  at  all  vascular. 
Xot  only  is  rest  needed  for  the  tired  but 
otherwise  healthy  heart,  but  it  is  even 
more  needful  in  cases  in  which  there  is 
cardiac  breakdown,  actual  or  threatened 
in  cases  already  suffering  from  grave  val- 
vular lesions.  The  cardiac  stimulants  are 
sometimes  expected  to  perform  miracles, 
although  the  patient  pursues  the  same 
mode  of  life  as  before.  This  is  in  reality 
an  abuse  of  a  drug,  since  it  is  being  used 
to  do  something  which  is  practically  im- 
possible." 

LYCOPODIUM  CLAVATUM. 
In  an  interesting  article  on  Lyco- 
podium  in  the  Eclectic  Medtcal  Journal,  Dr. 
W.  F.  Curryer,  in  substance,  says :  The 
leading  uses  for  Lycopodium  are  found  in 
affections  of  the  digestive,  urinary  and 
respiratory  mucous  membranes.  It  is 
also  of  value  in  diseases  of  the  skin,  es- 
pecially when  accompanied  by  a  sallow 
complexion,  impaired  digestion,  flatu- 
lency and  constipation.  In  all  conditions 
presenting  the  uric  acid  diathesis  it  is  a 
useful  remedial  agent.  Children  with 
large  heads  and  attenuated  bodies,  and 
children  who  are  sallow,  impoverished,  or 
have  an  old  appearance  and  are  irritable 
in  disposition,  should  be  given  Lycop- 
odium. In  flatulency,  especially  when 
there  is  distension  of  the  lower  part  of  the 
abdomen,  it  is  one  of  our  most  important 
remedies.  In  constipation,  with  painful 
spasm  of  the  anal  sphincter,  it  will  do 
much  good,  and  the  atrophic  variety  of 
liver  affections  is  much  benefited  by  its 
exhibition.  In  renal  ailments,  mainfested 
*  by  brick-dust  sediment,  and  renal  colic 
with  great  pain,  it  is  promptly  and  per- 
manently curative.  The  failure  of 
memory  in  the  aged,  causing  the  use  of 
wrong  words  in  speaking  and  writing, 
is  frequently  made  less  troublesome  by 
this  medicament:.  In  skin  diseases  of  the 
suppurative  variety  it  is  also  an  efficient 


remedy.  The  close,  the  doctor  says, 
should  be  very  small.  I  usually  add  from 
five  to  ten  drops  of  the  specific  medicine 
to  four  ounces  of  water  and  direct  one 
teaspoonful  of  the  dilution  to  be  admin- 
istered every  hour. 


We  should  all  remember  that  some 
statements,  when  once  made,  are  not 
easily  recalled,  and  that  the  results  of  an 
autopsy  are  past  all  arguments  for  re- 
conciling prognostications  with  facts,  as 
was  recently  demonstrated  in  the  case  of 
our  late  President.  His  attendants  did 
their  dutv,  as  they  saw  it,  by  their  illus- 
trous  patient,  but  they  erred  in  saying 
and  promising  too  much.  Probably  the 
physicians  who  have  never  had  reason  to 
regret  that  they  have  been  too  direct  and 
too  positive  in  the  expression  of  an  opin- 
ion are  not  very  numerous.  The  physi- 
cian should  learn  to  be  astonished  at 
nothing  and  on  the  outlook  for  the  unex- 
pected.

ture?  Or  do  you  calm  the  sympathetic 
and  neglect  and  obscure  the  cause  b; 
lng  codeine  or  opium  salts  or  com- 
pounds? Try  that  better  way.  Think 
of  the  cause  and  remove  it.  True,  a  ma- 
jority of  the  cases  to  be  seen  upon  the 
approach  of  cold  weather,  are  of  bronchial 
origin.  But,  if  they  are,  no  two  are  alike 
and  no  one  remedy  will  meet  them  all. 
Examine  them  carefully  and  prescribe 
the  indicated  remedy  and  see  how  direct 
the  result,  and  how  pleasant  the  medica- 
tion. In  reading  up  your  remedies  do 
not  overlook  specific  bryonia,  lobelia, 
acetous  emetic  (in  some  acid,  demanding 
cases)  specific  sanguinaria,  nux  vomica, 
ipecac,  rhus  tox.,  hyoscyamus,  sticta,  Pul- 
satilla, trifolium,  belladonna,  prunis, 
spikenard,  hepatica,  phytolacca,  etc.  In 
fact  each  and  every  remedy  may  be  a 
"cough''  remedy.    Study  each  case. 

Besides ;  do  not  fail  to  pick  out  your 
''reflex''  cough  cases.  Remember  a  cough 
may  be  due  to  ear  trouble,  to  nose,  throat, 
lung,  stomach,  liver,  bowel,  spleenic  or 
rectal  wrongs.  Right  them  by  proper 
medical  or  surgical  interference  and  you 
reach  the  cause — and  the  effect — the 
cough  is  cured.  Think  this  over. — Dr. 
IV.  E.  Bloyer. 

SOLANUM  DULCAMARA. 

C o)nnio)i  Name. — Bittersweet. 

Natural  Order. — Solanacese. 

Part  Used. — The  root. 

Description. — This  is  a  woody  vine,  hav- 
ing a  woody  root.  It  has  a  shrubby 
branching  stem  several  feet  in  length. 
The  leaves  are  alternate  and  generally 
smooth.  Its  flowers  are  on  branching 
peduncles  from  the  side  of  the  stem, 
drooping,  in  spreading  clusters,  and  pur- 
ple in  color.  The  fruit  is  a  scarlet,  oval, 
bitter  and  poisonous  berry. 

Doses. — Fluid  extract,  30  to  60  drops ; 
specific  medicine,  5  to  60  drops. 

Usual  Prescription. — 1^  Dulcamara,  gtt. 
xx  to  5i,  water,  giv.    M.  Sig.    Dose  one 


teaspoonful  every  two  to  four  hours. 

Indications. — Suppression  of  secretions, 
caused  by  exposure  to  cold ;  bronchial  and 
nasal  catarrh;  acute  bronchitis;  cold  and 
purplish  extremities ;  feeble  circulation ; 
fullness  of  tissues  ;  scaly  condition  of  the 
skin  ;  pustular  eczemas  ;  abnormal  states  ; 
of  the  skin  caused  by  scrofula  and  syph- 
ilis ;  irritation  of  the  nervous  system  ac- 
companied by  great  depression  ;  suppres- 
sion of  the  menses,  with  headache  and 
nausea ;  acute  ovarian  congestion ;  ca- 
tarrh of  the  bladder;  great  excitement  of 
the  veneral  functions. 

Dulcamara  is  an  efficient  remedy  in 
scrofula  syphilis  and  all  diseases  charac- 
terized by  an  impairment  of  the  blood. 
In  rheumatism  resulting  from  long  con- 
tinued exposure  to  cold  and  dampness  it 
is  also  a  remedial  agent  which  should  not 
be  neglected. 

Solanum  Dulcamara  is  altertive,  diu- 
retic, diaphoretic,  discutient  and  narcotic. 
In  very  large  doses  it  causes  vomiting 
and  severe  prostration. — Fyfe's  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics.

MEETING  OF  THE  BOSTON  DIS- 
TRICT   ECLECTIC  MEDICAL 
SOCIETY   FOR  OCTOBER. 
1901,    REPORTED  BY 
PITTS  EDWIN 
HOWES,  M.  D. 
After  the  preliminary  business  the  sub- 
ject for  the  evening — Neurasthenia — was 
introduced  by  Dr.  Howes,  who  spoke  as 
follows 

NEURASTHENIA. 

In  the  nervous  system  of  organic  or 
vegetative  life,  we  include  the  pneumo- 
gastric,  or  vagus  nerves,  and  the  great 
sympathetic  system,  which  in  turn  in- 
cludes the  vaso-motor  system.  We  call 
the  sympathetic  system  ganglionic  be- 
cause it  is  an  aggregation  of  ganglia 
whose  function  seems  to  be  to  elborate 
and  give  off  nervous  force.  In  structure 
and  function,  it  seems  essentially  dif- 
ferent from  the  cerebro-spinal.  The 
primordial  cell  is  itself  a  nervous  mass. 
Ackerman  insisted  that  the  ganglionic 
nervous  system  is  the  first  to  be  formed 
before  birth,  and  is,  therefore,  to  be  con- 
sidered as  the  germ  of  everything  that  is 
afterward  developed. 

The  ganglionic  tissue  is  found  with 
every  gland  and  blood-vessel,  and  consti- 
tutes a  great  part  of  the  volume  and 
weight  of  the  whole  body.  Internal  or- 
gans are  more  copiously  supplied  than 
external  ones,  and  therefore,  relatively, 
the  female  body  has  the  larger  endow- 
ment. 
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The  great  sympathetic  sends  branches 
to  all  the  spinal  and  cranial  nerves  and  to 
the  coats  of  all  the  arteries,  while  there 
are  numerous  plexuses  made  up  of  nerve- 
cords  from  different  sympathetic  ganglia 
and  of  filament  from  certain  of  the  spinal 
nerves. 

It  is  not  strange  therefore,  considering 
these  complex  relations,  that  knowledge 
of  the  diseases  of  the  organic  nervous  sys- 
tem should  be  extremely  defective.  It 
is  not  easy  to  recognize  deviations  from 
normal  function  when  the  normal  func- 
tions themselves  are  not  well  known.  I 
think  it  is  now  agreed  that  the  cerebro- 
spinal system  performs  the  several  func- 
tions of  feeling,  thinking  and  willing, 
while  the  ganglionic  system  performs  the 
vital  functions  of  secretion,  nutrition,  res- 
piration, absorption  and  calorification. 
If  ganglionic  innervation  is  disturbed  or 
diminished,  the  blood  does  not  move  with 
its  usual  celerity ;  this  retards  the  blood- 
making  processes ;  innutrition  followrs 
and  lack  of  animal  heat,  phantasmagoria 
and  .  the  horrors  of  insomia.  The 
blood  is  devitalized  and  poisoned  by  the 
retention  of  its  own  debris,  and  produces 
a  condition  of  idiopathic  passive  conges- 
tion. 

A  whole  category  of  human  ills  is  refer- 
able to  this  one  cause  of  nerve-Insufficiency , 
— lack  of  force  in  nervous  system. 
Not  a  day  passes  that  some  phase  of  it  is 
not  presented  for  treatment.  The  forms 
of  neurosis  are  so  protean  and  have  so 
many  symptoms  in  common  with  other 
disorders  that  the  practitioner  has  need 
of  wondrous  skill  in  difterential  diagnosis. 

The  mild  gangliasthenia  is  most  fre- 
qently  the  prodromic  stage  of  some  di- 
sease; for,  the  cause  becoming  intensi- 
fied, will  develop  into  some  intense  form. 
More  often  the  mild  stage  passes  into  the 
chronic. 

As  to  the  causes  for  the  condition 
called  neurasthenic,  it  seems  like  uttering  a 
truism  to  say  that  nerve-exhaustion  is 
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produced  by  over-work  of  the  nervous 
system,  crowding  it  beyond  its  easy  ca- 
pacity. This  argues  that  many  must  be 
born  with  a  weak  nervous  system,  or,  in 
other  words,  with  the  "neurotic  habit." 
Over-work  comes  through  the  avenue  of 
the  cerebro-spinal .system  and  more  par- 
ticularly, the  emotions.  Fear,  grief,  and 
anger,  paralyze  the  sympathetic  system 
for  the  time  being,  while  the  mixed  emo- 
tional state  which  we  call  worry  exerts  a 
continuous  depressing  action  upon  phy- 
siological centres.  Insanity  itself  is 
often  not  cerebral,  but  aggravated  neura- 
sthenia with  pronounced  disturbance  in 
the  functions  of  nutrition,  secretion  and 
absorption.  I  have  cured  many  cases  of 
insanity  by  treating  the  insanity  as  a 
disease  of  debility. 

I  may  as  well  say  here  that,  because  we 
can  affect  the  vital  centres  through  the 
mind,  it  is  good  practice  for  the  physician 
to  get  control  of  the  emotions  of  his 
patient  and  induce  healthful  or  hygienic 
mentality  in  him.  You  may  call  it  per- 
sonal magnetism  or  hypnotic  power  if 
you  like.  It  certainly  is  the  healing 
power  in  "Christian  Science,"  faith  cure, 
and  the  like.    In  Macbeth  we  read : 

"She  is  troubled  with  thick  coming  fancies 

That  keep  her  from  her  rest." 

"Cure  her  of  that !   Can'st  thou  not  minister 

to  a  mind  diseased; 
Pluck  from  the  memonT  a  rooted  sorrow; 
Raze  out  the  written  troubles  of  the  brain; 
And,  with  some  sweet  oblivious  antidote, 
Cleanse  the  stuffed  bosom  of  that  perilous  stuff 
Which  weighs  upon  the  breast  ?" — Macbeth 

Over-stimulation  of  nerve  tissue  may 
come  not  alone  from  mental  influence ; 
tea  and  tobacco  are  dual  devils  in  the 
work  of  destroying  nerves.  I  have  had 
cases  of  nervous  prostration  in  women 
from  the  excessive  use  of  tea ;  I  continu- 
ally meet  with  cases  among  men  who  are 
nervous  wrecks  from  the  use  of  tobacco, 
and  who  are  transmitting  the  neurotic 
habit  to  their  posterity. 


There  are,  also,  personal  practices 
which  are  obviously  the  cause  of  nerve- 
exhaustion,  which  I  do  not  need  to  name 
to  you.  So  I  believe  we  cannot  success- 
fully treat  these  asthenic  conditions  with- 
out breaking  up  bad  habits,  stopping  the 
drains  upon  the  nervous  system  from 
whatever  source.  Then,  with  curative 
measures,  we  may  build  up  the  worn-out 
centres.  Many  complain,  as  did  a  certain 
man  to  his  doctor, — "Now,  doctor,  I  am 
nervous ;  my  legs  ache,  my  arms  ache, 
my  back  aches,  my  head  aches,  and  I  ache 
a  little  myself." 

The  victims  of  dissipation  will  come 
with  their  stories  of  impairment  of  ner- 
vous force,  of  weakness  or  irregular  ac- 
tion of  muscles,  loss  of  appetite,  de- 
pressed emotions,  etc.  You  will  hear 
tales  of  misery  from  over-burdened, 
worn-out  women,  of  muscular  debility 
and  weariness,  of  headache  and  sleepless- 
ness, of  despondency  and  irritable  tem- 
per. 

The  treatment  T  can  best  give  by  some 
illustrative  cases.  I  believe  that  each  in- 
dividual case  must  be  treated  with  such 
remedies  as  may  be  indicated,  although 
some  will  tell  you  that  a  little  Pulsatilla 
will  quiet  the  patient,  or  a  little  rhus  tox., 
or  a  bit  of  gelsemium  will  do  wonders. 

In  general,  to  relieve  vaso-motor  ten- 
sion and  constriction  of  the  terminal  ar- 
terioles, and  so  lessen  over-distention 
of  the  right  heart,  the  remedy  for  immedi- 
ate use  is  nitro-glycerine  or  glonoin  ;  for 
it  happens  that  almost  all  extreme  cases 
of  the  neurasthenic  type  exhibit  symp- 
toms of  a  spasmodic  nature,  or  hysterical 
character.  For  intelligent  administration 
we  need  to  understand  the  physiological 
action  of  this  remedy,  as  well  as  of  the 
other  nitrites.  I  believe  glonoin  to  be 
indicated  in  these  neurasthenic  conditions, 
in  angina  pectoris,  in  hvsteria  and  hys- 
tero-epilepsy,  because  of  its  anti-spas- 
modic influence  over  the  vaso-motor 
nerves ;  yet,  because  it  thereby  tends  to 
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lower  the  arterial  tension  through  paralyz- 
ing the  inhibitory  nerve-centers,  it  can- 
not be  considered  a  powerful  heart-stimu- 
lant, and  is  contra-indicated  in  all  cases 
of  genuine  intrinsic  cardiac  failure. 

Then,  for  steady  treatment,  we  must 
have  recourse  to  nervines  and  nerve-ton- 
ics, such  as  the  comp.  phos.  and  nux  pill, 
or  phosphide  of  zinc,  or  the  valerianates. 

Valerianate  of  quinine,  valerianate  of 
zinc  and  valerianate  of  iron  make  an  ex- 
cellent combination  (one  grain  each), 
which  I  have  used  a  great  deal ;  also, 
when  there  is  a  tendency  to  hysteria,  or  it 
is  present,  cypripedium  is  excellent. 

For  example  :  A  lady  was  laboring  un- 
der nervous  exhaustion,  verging  upon 
hysteria,  brought  on  by  brooding  over 
the  reverses  of  her  husband  in  business. 
After  being  under  treatment  of  the  in- 
finitesimal stamp  for  several  weeks,  she 
was  speedily  relieved  by  the  cypripedium. 
There  is  another  combination  which  I 
employ  largely,  and  with  which  I  have 
cured  cases  bordering  on  insanity.  One 
case  in  particular  of  long  standing:  Ex- 
perts in  insanity  had  prescribed  without 
avail ;  had  been  given  up  by  numerous 
physicians  as  incurable,  with  a  "probable" 
intra-cranial  tumor;  was  permanently 
cured  by  this  prescription,  and  is  to-day 
the  picture  of  blooming  health.  It  has  no 
equal  to  my  knowledge.  This  is  the 
nervine  par  excellence,  viz. : 

Fl.  ext.  celery  seed. 
Fl.  ext.  erythoxylon  coca. 
Fl.  ext.  kola  nut. 
Equal  parts.  Mix. 

Sig.  Drachm-doses  three  times  per 
day. 

The  above  extract  has  been  taken  from 
a  paper  published  in  the  Transactions  of 
the  National  Eclectic  Medical  Associa- 
tion for  the  year  1900  and  written  by 
George  Covert,  M.  D.,  of  Clinton,  Wis. 

T  have  brought  it  before  you  because 
I  wish  to  endorse  and  confirm  what  he 


has  said  concerning  this  exceedingly  fre- 
quent condition  and  his  method  of  restor- 
ing the  nervous  system  so  as  to  enable 
it  to  perform  its  normal  functions  in  a 
healthy  manner.  The  combination  of 
coca,  kola  and  celery  seed  I  have  used 
many  times  in  the  past  year  and  the  re- 
sults obtained  have  been  highly  satisfac- 
tory to  my  patients  as  well  as  myself. 

When  I  first  commenced  to  use  the 
drugs  I  combined  the  fluid  extracts  in  the 
proper  proportions  but  the  dirty  disa- 
greeable percipitate  rendered  the  dose  ex- 
tremely unpleasant. 

Latterly  I  have  been  using  an  elegant 
preparation  prepared  by  B.  O.  &  G.  C. 
Wilson  called  by  them  Kola  Compound 
Elixir.  I  have  obtained  just  as  good  re- 
sults and  the  disagreeableness  of  the 
medicine  has  been  removed. 

I  would  most  heartily  recommend  you 
to  try  it  in  your  neurasthenia  cases.  Dr. 
Perrins  said  that  he  was  much  interested 
in  the  paper,  and  extended  his  thanks  to 
the  wSecretary  for  bringing  the  combina- 
tion mentioned  to  his  notice.  He  should 
most  certainly  investigate  it  for  himself, 
and  he  doubted  not  that  it  would  prove 
beneficial  to  some  of  his  patients. 

Dr.  Allen  agreed  with  many  things 
said  in  the  paper  but  he  felt  sure  that 
passaflora  would  prove  of  more  benefit 
in  those  neurasthenic  cases  than  the  coca 
and  kola. 

He  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  main 
benefit  of  the  combination  was  derived 
from  the  celery  it  contained  ;  the  coca  and 
kola  acting  as  a  stimulant  simply  for  the 
time,  and  not  producing  any  lasting  ef- 
fect. 

Dr.  Geddes  felt  it  was  impossible  to 
treat  all  cases  alike.  It  was  necessary 
that  we  should  get  at  the  prime  cause 
and  remove  that  by  whatever  means  was 
necessary.  The  trouble  in  a  great  many 
of  these  cases  was  that  they  were  not 
born  right.  They  inherited  a  neurasthenic 
diathesis,  and  consequently,  it  was  al- 
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most  impossible  to  relieve  the  condition 
entirely.  He  felt  that  in  many  cases 
something  was  needed  besides  drugs.  The 
patients  must  be  cheered  up  and  made  to 
oelieve  that  they  were  improving. 

Dr.  Miles  spoke  at  great  length  con- 
cerning the  etiology  and  pathology  of 
neurasthenia,  and  in  regard  to  the  medi- 
cation mentioned  the  rest  treatment 
which  was  being  advocated,  very  strong- 
ly, by  many  prominent  men  of  the  day, 
He  also  spoke  of  the  good  results  to  be  de- 
rived from  the  proper  use  of  massage  and 
electricity. 

Dr.  Allen  corroborated  what  Dr.  Miles 
had  said  concerning  electricity.  He  in- 
troduced Mr.  Bowers — a  graduate  in 
pharmacy — who  spoke  of  the  large 
amount  of  phosphorous  which  was  pres- 
ent in  the  celery.  It  was  his  opinion  that 
the  benefit  spoken  of  in  the  essay  was  de- 
rived from  the  phosphorous,  which  was 
broken  up  and  put  in  a  condition  to  be 
absorbed  by  diseased  nerve  cells  and  cen- 
ters. 

Dr.  Howes  said  he  had  not  spoken  of 
the  remedies  mentioned  as  a  "cure-all" 
but  as  an  aid  in  those  cases  which  seem 
to  resist  all  ordinary  forms  of  medica- 
tion. He  reported  a  case  that  had  been 
under  his  care  for  many  months  which 
had  resisted  all  medicines  usually  pre- 
scribed for  such  conditions ;  but  which  re- 
sponded in  a  remarkable  degree  to  this 
combination  of  coca,  kola  and  celery.  He 
also  stated  that  the  relief  had  been  per- 
manent.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Eclectic  Medical  Society  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Xew  York  was  held  at  its  as- 
sembly rooms.  Xo.  239  E.  14th  St.,  on 
Thursday  evening.  Oct.  17th,  Dr.  James 
Hervey  Bell,  president  in  the  chair,  and 
Dr.  Henry  J.  Doll,  secretary,  recording. 


A  communication  received  by  the  sec- 
retary from  Dr.  E.  B.  Foote,  stating  his 
regrets  at  being  unable  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  Society  on  account  of  ill- 
ness, was  read.  On  motion  an  answer  to 
Dr.  Foote's  letter  was  ordered  sent  by  the 
secretary. 

Applications  for  membership  in  the  So- 
ciety were  received  from  Drs.  Chas.  W. 
Fitch,  Jacob  Glass,  Winifred  Heimbecker. 
John  T.  Sibley,  Meyer  Wolff,  Wm.  H, 
W'vatt-Hannath. 

The  board  of  censors  immediately  re- 
tired and  passed  on  the  eligibilty  of  the 
applicants.  The  names  of  the  applicants 
were  then  read  to  the  society  by  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  censors,  and  recom- 
mended for  membership. 

On  motion  the  regular  form  of  ballot- 
ing was  dispensed  with,  and  the  secretary 
ordered  to  cast  one  ballot  for  the  candi- 
dates. On  examination  by  the  tellers, 
Drs.  Heeve  and  Xilsson,  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  acting  president  pro  tem- 
pore, Dr.  Boskowitz,  the  ballot  showed 
the  candidates  duly  elected.  Acting  pres- 
ident Boskowitz  then  announced  the  elec- 
tion of  the  candidates  to  the  assembled 
members  of  the  Society. 

The  names  of  the  newly  elected  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  have  been  entered  on 
the  roll  book  by  the  secretary. 

The  essayists  for  the  evening,  Drs.  Al- 
fred W.  Herzog  and  William  J.  Krausi, 
read  their  papers  respectively  in  the  or- 
der mentioned. 

Dr.  Herzog's  paper,  under  the  caption 
"Yibro-Massage,"  was  more  in  the  na- 
ture of  a  demonstrative  lecture  than  a 
paper  pure  and  simple,  for  during  the 
progress  of  what  he  said  many  various 
kinds  and  makes  of  mechanical  massage 
apparatus  were  shown. 

This  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs. 
Krausi  and  Gaedeke. 

Dr.  Krausi  argued  that  perhaps  the 
value  of  massage  lay  in  the  fact  that  a 
mental  impression  in  the  nature  of  sug- 
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gestion  acted  on  the  patient  from  the 
presence  of  intricate  machinery  in  motion. 

Dr.  Gaedeke  questioned  whether  mas- 
sage administered  by  a  mechanical  contri- 
vance produced  as  good  results  as  that 
given  directly  by  the  hands  of  the  opera- 
tor, because,  the  doctor  argued,  there  may 
be  some  connection  between  massage  and 
the  animal  magnetism  of  the  masseur. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  Dr.  Her- 
zog  for  his  kindness  in  submitting  his 
subject,  and  for  the  trouble  he  had  to  get 
and  bring  the  apparatus  before  the  So- 
ciety. 

Dr.  Krausi  read  a  paper  entitled:  "Neu- 
roses in  the  Male  and  Female,"  in  which 
he  displayed  a  deep  and  familiar  knowl- 
edge of  anatomy  both  physiological  and 
pathological.  The  paper  brought  out  the 
methods  in  vogue  for  treating  the  several 
neuroses. 

Dr.  Heeve  in  his  discussion  mentioned 
the  fact  that  with  pleasure  he  noted  Dr. 
Krausi's  extended  application  of  Specific 
Medication  in  his  treatment  of  neurotic 
conditions. 

Dr.  Pearlstein  advocated  the  advantage 
and  use  of  orificial  surgery  in  the  treat- 
ment of  many  forms  of  neurosis.  Among 
others  he  mentioned  circumcision  in  the 
male  and  attention  to  the  clitoris  in  the 
female ;  and  illustrated  the  value  of  these 
proceedures  by  reciting  several  cases  in 
point  that  had  been  cured  by  this  phil- 
osophical method.  A  vote  of  thanks  was 
extended  Dr.  Krausi  for  his  admirable 
paper. 

About  twenty-five  members  responded 
to  the  roll.  Henry  J.  Doll,  M.  D.,  Secre- 
tary.

Dr.  Douty  reports  a  case  of  a  young 
woman  who  had  taken  eight  grains  of 
chloralose  for  sleeplessness.  She  became 
unconscious,  respiration  was  almost  in- 
appreciable ;  she  was  cyanosed.  She  was 
in  a  cramped  up  position  of  emprostho- 
tanos.  Her  pulse  was  80,  and  fairly 
good.  The  heart  seemed  affected  to  a 
small  extent.  She  gradually  recovered 
under  the  administration  of  artificial  res- 
piration, alcohol  and  external  heat. 


ORGANIC  HEADACHE. 

Dr.  Douglas  says :  When  called  to  see 
a  patient  who  is  suffering  from  a  steady, 
violent  pain  in  the  head,  so  severe  that  at 
times  he  cries  out  on  account  of  its  sever- 
ity, the  presumption  is  that  it  is  an  or- 
ganic headache.  There  are  no  headaches 
which  will  give  such  examples  of  over- 
whelming agony  as  some  of  these  cases. 
The  pulse,  if  irregular,  is  a  valuable  con- 
firmation of  the  diagnosis.  A  steady, 
violent  headache,  therefore,  is  one  of  the 
most  prominent  signs  of  organic  head- 
ache, and  I  know  of  no  way  in  which  to 
remove  it  except  by  the  use  of  iodide  of 
potassium. — Public  Health  Journal.

"During  the  recent  summer,  I  believed  I  saved  the  life  of  a  little 
negro  boy  by  the  use  of  Echafolta  and  this  remedy  alone.

That  certain  friendly  and  brotherly 
grip,  which  was  peculiarly  his  own,  we 
shall  not  be  privileged  to  receive  again 
from  Doctor  Bell,  who  passed  away  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  December  3d. 

Recalling  now  the  fullness  of  his  life, 
the  many  circles  in  which  he  was  active, 
the  ever-widening  sphere  of  his  useful- 
ness, the  great  amount  of  good  he  had 
done,  the  steady  development  of  his  abil- 
ities, the  well-deserved  fame  which  had 
won  for  him  a  national  reputation  among 
our  people,  it  is  difficult  to  realize  that 
he  had  not  completed  his  thirty-second 
year  of  life  and  even  more  difficult  to  see 
how  any  interest  with  which  he  was  iden- 
tified can  possibly  do  without  him. 

In  him  indeed,  the  boy  was  father  to 
the  man,  and  the  man  fulfilled  to  the 
highest  degree  the  splendid  promise  of 
his  youth. 

When  but  a  reading  student  and  learn- 
ing the  A  B  C  of  Eclectic  Medicine,  in 
the  office  of  his  preceptor,  Dr.  Boskowitz, 
Hervy  was  earnest,  devoted,  loyal,  ob- 
servant, helpful,  and  filled  with  that  spirit 
which  indicated  that  to  him  at  least  the 
office  needed  him  as  he  needed  it,  and  it 
was  the  same  with  him  when  matricula- 
tion placed  him  on  the  benches  of  the 
college.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore, 
that  he  was  a  leader  among  the  students, 
the  valedictorian  of  his  class  (1891)  and 
foremost  among  those  who  at  that  time 
founded  the  Beachonian  Society,  the  fra- 
ternal organization  of  the  college  stu- 
dents. 

The  same  characteristics  marked  his 
later  career  serving,  developing,  and 
growing  in  every  field  of  Eclectic  work. 
In  our  several  societies  he  was  a  con- 
stant attendant,  active,  thoughtful,  an 
originator,  and  ever  ready  to  serve.  For 
five  years  secretary  of  the  County  So- 
ciety, and  this  year  its  president.  For 
successive  years  on  the  Legislative  Com- 


mittee of  the  State  Society,  advancing  to 
prominence  in  the  National  Society,  and 
in  all  assigned  to  many  and  various  duties 
at  every  session. 

When  so  young  in  years,  and  at  a  time 
so  soon  after  his  graduation,  that  we  now 
see  it  was  remarkable,  though  at  the 
time  it  seemed  but  natural,  Doctor  Bell 
was  called  to  the  Faculty  of  the  College, 
and  became  also  its  Registrar,  continu- 
ing to  serve  it  in  both  capacities  until  his 
death. 

His  fraternal  tendencies,  which  as  stat- 
ed, made  him  a  founder  of  the  Beach- 
onian Society,  guided  his  steps  in  early 
manhood  to  Odd  Fellowship  where  he 
soon  became  a  Past  Grand  and  was  for 
several  years  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  and  to  Free  Masonry  where  he  so 
commended  himself  to  the  craft  that  in 
five  years  from  initiation  he  was  the 
Worshipful  Master  of  Darcy  Lodge, 
holding  that  office  at  the  time  of  his 
death.  The  record  of  Hervey  Bell,  bright 
as  it  was  in  all  that  made  the  man,  is  even 
brighter  in  its  example  to  those  who  are 
entering  upon,  preparing  for,  or  look- 
ing forward  to  their  own  life's  work.

•'PILOCARPUS."

Read  at  September  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Specific  Medication  Club. 

''Pilocarpus  Selloanus." 

Botanical  Origin  and  Description  : 

Jaborandi  was  first  introduced  by  Dr. 

Contintro  of  Pernambuco  in  1874.  The 

shrub  is  a  native  of  the  Eastern  provinces 

of  Brazil  found  growing  to  the  height  of 

four  to  six  feet,  the  leaflets  are  oblong, 


smooth  and  light  brown  in  color  and  have 
a  slight  aromatic  taste, — the  flowers  arc- 
small  and  consist  of  a  fruit  of  five  two 
vallid  carpels  of  which  each  contains  a 
single  black  seed. 

The  chief  active  constituents  are  Pilo- 
carpine. The  hydrochlorate  and  nitrate 
of  Pilocarpus. 

The  preparation  and  doses  for  a  well 
nourished  and  developed  adult  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Specific  Medicines:  (Lloyd)  from  5  to 
20  min. 

Fluid  Extracts  from  5  to  20  min. 
Tinctures  by  Maceration  from  20  to 
60  min. 

Infusion,  from  1  to  2  5,  and  hydrochlor 
ate  or  nitrate  from  T-20  to  J  of  a  gr. 

The  specific  medicines  are  considered 
in  this  paper  "only." 

Physiologically — Specific  Pilocarpus  in 
action  is  directly  opposite  to  specific 
belladonna  or  atropia,  therefore,  it  may 
be  employed  to  antidote  belladonna  and 
vice  versa. 

Specific  Pilocarpus  in  doses  from  20  to 
30  min.  to  aqua  %ii  will  quickly  cause 
face  and  frequently  the  entire  trunk  to 
become  flushed,  with  fullness  of  pulse  fol- 
lowed by  perspiration  which  breaks  out 
in  large  drops  all  over  the  body,  the 
salivary  glands  secrete  saliva  in  copious 
quantities,  it  also  increases  the  secretion 
from  mucous  membrane  and  frequently 
in  large  doses  causes  diarrhea.  Again 
specific  Jaborandi  promotes  rapid  secre- 
tion and  increases  arterial  tension, 
sometimes  vomiting  results,  drowsiness 
comes  on  followed  by  an  inclination  to 
sleep.  Specific  Pilocarpus  acts  upon  the 
mammary  glands  by  increasing  the  lac- 
tial  secretions. 

Therapeutically  Specific  pilocarpus  has 
proven  through  clinical  tests  to  possess 
valuable  diaphoretic  and  sialogogue  prop- 
erties, and  as  a  prompt  efficient  diaphor- 
etic should  only  be  used  whenever  a 
copious  diaphoresis  is  wanted. 
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The  specific  indications  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  pilocarpus  is  a  hot.  dry 
skin,  dry  parched  mouth,  pulse  full  and 
frequent,  a  short,  dry  cough,  kidneys  not 
able  to  do  their  work  and  the  patient 
restless.  Specific  pilocarpus  is  a  danger- 
ous remedy  if  contra  indicated  when 
there  is  feeble  heart  or  a  morbid  pulmon- 
ary circulation  from  valvular  disease  of 
heart  or  fatty  degeneration.  In  all  these 
conditions  it  must  be  given  judiciously. 

Specifically  :  Specific  pilocarpus  is  in- 
dicated in  the  forming-  stages  of  all  feb- 
rile diseases  with  dry,  hot  skin  and  func- 
tional inactivity  of  all  excretory  pro- 
cesses. 

In  Bronchitis  and  Asthma,  where  the 
cough  seems  to  be  the  most  characteris- 
tic, as  well  as  troublesome  feature,  where 
the  cough  is  persistent  and  annoying, 
generally  of  a  dee])  bronchial  character, 
bul  sometimes  short,  dry,  hacking  de- 
pending upon  dryness  of  mucous  mem- 
brane without  expectoration.  Specific 
pilocarpus  as  indicated  is  a  positive 
remedy  combined  with  the  appropriate 
eexpectorants.  In  pseudo  Membranous 
Croup  when  the  symptoms  have  be- 
come marked  the  respiration  difficult,  the 
cough  metallic,  the  voice  roughened  and 
shrill,  the  skin  dry,  pulse  hard  and  fre- 
quent, pupils  of  the  eyes  contracted,  urine 
scanty  and  patient  restless. 

Specific  Pilocarpus  prescribed  as  fol- 
lows for  a  child  of  two  years: 

Specific  Yeratrum  Yiridi  M.  VII. 
Specific  Gelsemium  M.  X. 
Specific  Pilocarpus  M.  XV. 
Specific  Lobelia  M.  VII. 
Aqua  q  S.  ad  Jii. 
Sig.  oi,  every  hour. 

It  will  relieve  the  breathing  and  pro- 
mote a  free  expectoration  within  a  very 
short  time. 

Specific  pilocarpus  given  to  the  extent 
ot  profuse  diaphoresis  is  a  valuable  rem- 
edy in  rheumatism  with  stiffened,  swollen 


and  painful  joints,  hot  and  dry  skin,  es- 
pecially when  combined  with  the  proper 
remedies  indicated  in  each  individual 
case. 

In  Dropsy :  Specific  pilocarpus  is  a 
useful  remedy  as  it  influences  the  skin 
and  stimulates  the  action  of  the  kidneys, 
especially  when  hydrogogues  are  inap- 
propriate or  offends  the  stomach,  here 
it  may  be  given  in  full  doses. 

I  have  employed  Specific  pilocarpus 
with  great  success  in  the  early  stages  of 
pneumonia — pleuro  pneumonia  and  in 
pleurisy  and  consider  it  as  a  specific 
when  we  have  the  hot,  dry  skin,  short, 
frequent  and  difficult  respiration,  pulse 
hard  and  bounding,  cough  dry  and  hack- 
ing, urine  scanty  with  sharp  pleuretic 
pain.  Specific  pilocarpus  is  a  true  galac- 
togogue  given  in  five  drop  doses  four 
limes  a  day  will  increase  the  secretions. 
Also  it  is  a  certain  remedy  in  tardy  ap- 
pearance of  the  eruptions  in  eruptive  fev- 
ers. The  advantage  of  a  powerful  rem- 
edy like  '•pilocarpus"  administered  hy- 
pordermically  is  that  it  offers  a  powerful 
means  of  acting  upon  the  skin  and  pre- 
venting revulsions  when  patient  is  un- 
conscious and  cannot  take  internally  or- 
dinary remedies. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  pilo- 
carpus when  studied  will  probably  serve 
other  useful  purposes.

THE  TREATMENT  OF  SCARLET 
FEVER. 
By  S.  A.  Hardy,  M.  D. 

In  the  treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  it  is 
necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  a  self- 
limiting  disease,  running  a  certain  time 
and  through  certain  stages,  and  cannot  be 
shortened  by  any  known  treatment.  Med- 
icine can  only  moderate  the  symptoms 
and  make  it  milder  in  form.  It  being  a 
disease  of  childhood  a  large  percentage  of 
i  he  cases  will  be  found  in  children  under 
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six  years  of  age.  If  there  are  other  chii 
dr  en  in  the  family  or  house  the  patient 
should  be  isolated  and  placed  in  a  commo- 
dious, light  and  well-ventilated  room, 
from  which  all  unnecessary  furniture,  car- 
pet and  pictures  should  be  removed.  \ 
few  lithographs  and  cheap  toys  may  he 
left  in  the  room  for  the  amusement  of  the 
child  during  convalescence.  The  tem- 
perature of  the  room  should  not  be  below 
700  F.  and  during  desquamation  from  720 
to  74°  F. 

The  vomiting  in  the  first  stage  of  scar- 
let fever  being  due  to  the  specific  poison 
of  the  disease  producing  a  nervous  gastric 
disturbance,  should  be  looked  upon  as 
eliminative,  and  usually  does  not  require 
any  treatment  except  cracked  ice  to  be 
held  in  the  month. 

I  usually  begin  the  treatment  as  fol- 
lows, varying  the  dose  according  to  the 
age  of  the  child  and  the  severity  of  the 
attack  : 

Tr.  aconite  m.  ii  to  vi. 

Fl.  ext.  asclepias  tub.  3i  to  iii. 

Fl.  ext.  phytolaca  .~>i  to  ii. 

Syr.  tolu  .~iv. 

Aqua  ad.  jjiii. 

M.  S.  5i  every  hour  until  diaphoresis  is 
produced,  then  every  two  hours.  Also 
some  of  the  herb  teas, such  as  sage,  catnip, 
saffron,  chamomile,  may  be  given,  to  which 
a  little  milk  and  sugar  may  be  added  to 
make  it  more  agreeable  to  the  patient.  If 
the  pulse  is  small  aconite  should  be  given  : 
if  full,  veratrum  viride,  and  if  full  and 
bounding,  with  or  without  frontal  head- 
ache, gelsemium  should  be  given.  Rhus 
Tox.may  be  used  when  there  is  great  rest- 
lessness. These  remedies  produce  a  de- 
termination to  the  surface,  assists  in 
bringing  out  the  eruption  and  controlling 
the  temperature.  The  phytolaca  is  given 
for  its  action  on  the  fauces  in  reducing  the 
inflammation.  The  Syr.  Tolu  to  make 
the  mixture  more  palatable.  This  treat- 
ment is  usually  all  that  is  necessarv  in 
the  early  stages  unless  the  fever  persists

in  running  above  104"  when  small  doses 
<>f  Antipyrine  or  I  Mirnacitinc  may  be  used 
with  caution  for  a  short  period.  Quinine, 
which  is  a  safer  remedy,  may  be  given  in 
2  or  3  gr.  doses  every  4  to  6  hours.  ( )nce 
or  twice  a  day  the  patient  should  have 
a  sponge  bath  of  hike  warm  water,  which 
may  be  given  more  frequently  if  the  fever 
runs  high.  The  patient's  linen  and  bed 
linen  should  be  changed  daily,  care-  being 
taken  that  ii  has  previously  been  thor- 
oughly aired  and  warmed.  (  me  of  the 
most  important  features  in  the  treatment 
of  Scarlet  Fever  is  the  early  irrigation  or 
spraying  of  the  nose  and  throat.  It  i> 
a  well  known  fact  that  man}-  of  the  patho- 
genic organisms  enter  the  system  through 
the  exudation  given  off  from  an  inflamed 
throat  or  post-nasal  passages,  and  the 
early  irrigation  not  only  washes  away  and 
prevents  the  accumulation  of  the  exuda- 
tion, which  makes  an  ideal  fluid  for  tin 
propogation  of  these  bacilli,  but  also  adds 
to  the  comfort  of  the  patient. 
The  following  may  be  used: 

Natrium  Bi  Borate  ~>i  to  ii. 

!  rlycerjne  3iii. 

Aqua  ad.  §vi. 
M.  or  a  4  per  cent.  Sol.  of  Roracic 

Acid.  Either  may  be  used  to  irrigate  or 
as  a  spray  and  if  the  child  is  old  enough, 
may  be  used  as  a  gargle.  It  should  be 
used  at  least  every  3  hours  for  a  period 
of  from  five  to  eight  days.  It  is  not  ad- 
visable to  use  Kali  Chlorate  in  this  con- 
dition as  the  child  is  apt  to  swallow  some 
of  the  wash  and  the  Kali  Chlorate  is  al- 
ways contra  indicated  where  there  is  a 
tendency  to  renal  congestion. 

After  the  third  to  fifth  day  the  sedatives 
should  be  discontinued  and  Collin  son  i  a 
substituted  and  if  there  is  a  cough.  Lo- 
belia and  Sanguinaria  may  also  be  given. 
The  Syr.  Pruni  \  irg.  may  be  substitut- 
ed for  the  Syr.  of  Tolu  and  if  there  is  a 
tendency  to  cardiac  complications  Am. 
Carb.  should  be  given.  The  local  treat- 
ment should  always  be  of  the  mildest 
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form  as  any  wash  which  would  have  a 
tendency  to  increase  the  irritation  of  the 
inflamed  parts  would  facilitate  the  en- 
trance of  the  pathogenic  organisms  into 
the  system,  the  very  condition  which  we 
are  striving  to  prevent. 

When  desquamation  begins  the  patient 
should  be  anointed  each  day  with  some 
mild  ointment  such  as  the  mild  Zinc 
Oxid.  or  may  be  dusted  with  the  Zinc 
Oxid.  powder.  This  is  soothing  to  the 
skin,  assists  desquamation,  prevents  the 
spread  of  the  contagion  and  adds  to  the 
comfort  of  the  patient. 

During  the  entire  course  of  the  disease 
even  in  the  mildest  cases  the  child  should 
be  kept  in  bed.  If,  when  they  are  con- 
valescing, they  are  allowed  the  freedom 
of  the  room,  especially  when  some  mem- 
ber of  the  family  is  filling  the  position  of 
nurse,  the  child  may  be  subjected  to  some- 
slight  exposure,  catch  cold,  and  bring  on 
one  of  the  dreaded  complications  of  this 
disease,  Nephritis.  The  diet  should  con- 
sist entirely  of  milk  to  which  should  be 
added  from  7  to  10  per  cent,  of  lime  water, 
and  should  be  continued  until  all  danger 
of  Nephritis  is  passed. 

The  child  should  be  given  plenty  of 
cold  water  to  drink  in  small  quantities 
but  at  frequent  intervals.  This  very  ma- 
terially assists  in  keeping  the  kidneys 
flushed  out  thereby  preventing  renal  con- 
gestion and  also  aiding  Diaphoresis. 

The  evacuations  should  be  passed  into 
a  vessel  partly  filled  Avith  a  solution  of 
any  good  disinfectant.  In  the  latter 
stages  and  during  convalescense  the  bit- 
ter tonics  and  iron  are  usually  indicated. 

In  the  malignant  type  Baptesia  or 
Echinacea  should  be  given.  Some  au- 
thors recommend  small  doses  of  Carbolic 
Acid.  Echafolta  is  also  recommended 
for  this  condition  if  stimulants  are  indi- 
cated they  should  be  given  in  small  and 
repeated  doses. 

The  several  complications  of  Scarlet 
Fever,    namely,    Diphtheria,  Nephritis, 


Endocarditis,  Pericarditis,  Otitis,  Pleu- 
risy and  Eclampsia  should  be  met  with 
the  remedies  indicated  for  these  con- 
ditions.

GELSEMIUM,    ITS    USE    IN  OB- 
STETRICS AND  DISEASES 
OF  CHILDREN. 
By  L.  L.  Jacobson,  M.  D. 

Read  at  the  October  meeting  of  the  New  York 
Specific  Medication  Club. 

One  of  the  remedies,  too  little  appreci- 
ated, I  wish  to  bring  to  your  notice. 
Gelsemium,  yellow  Jessamine,  has  been 
used  in  medicine  since  the  earlier  part  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  its  properties 
having  been  discovered  by  chance  by  a 
planter  in  Mississippi  who  took  a  decoc- 
tion of  the  roots  by  mistake  for  another 
plant,  and  was  cured  of  a  severe  fever. 

The  result  of  a  full  dose  taken  into  the 
system  is  noticed  in  about  half  an  hour ; 
first  dimness  of  vision  or  double  vision 
and  drooping  of  the  eyelids  and  a  feeling 
of  languor,  and  if  the  dose  be  increased 
these  symptoms  are  intensified  and  com- 
plete muscular  relaxation  ensues.  The 
pupils  are  dilated,  but  respond  to  the 
light;  the  breathing  becomes  slower  and 
gasping,  and  if  the  dose  be  lethal,  death 
occurs  from  failure  of  respiration.  It 
does  not  produce  nausea.  The  mind  re- 
mains clear  to  the  last. 

Several  cases  of  poisoning  have  been 
reported,  but  the  symptoms  are  the  same 
in  all:  complete  muscular  relaxation,  the 
mind  remaining  clear,  and  death  from 
failure  of  respiration.  There  is  no  posi- 
tive antidote  from  poisoning  with  this 
drug,  though  strychnine  seems  to  antago- 
nize it  and  comes  nearer  filling  that  po- 
sition than  any  other  remedy.  Other 
drugs  that  have  been  used  and  proposed 
as  antidotes  are  coffee,  alcohol,  opium, 
belladonna  and  ammonia.  Emetics  are 
useless  after  the  poison  has  taken  effect, 
for  they  will  not  act.    As  the  respiration 
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fails  before  the  heart  ceases  to  act,  arti- 
ficial respiration  kept  up  until  the  poison 
is  eliminated  o.ffers  the  best  chance  of 
saving  life. 

Gelsemium  was  first  used  in  the  South 
and  West  in  treating  severe  forms  of  in- 
termittent and  remittent  fever,  and  was 
often  successful  in  breaking  them  up 
without  the  aid  of  any  other  remedy,  but 
was  more  commonly  combined  with  qui- 
nine. It  was  soon  found  to  have  many 
other  valuable  qualities,  especially  ano- 
dyne and  antispasmodic  and  these  with 
its  powers  as  an  antiphlogistic  make  it 
peculiarly  valuable  in  the  instable  and 
inflammatory  diseases  to  wV  ich  children 
are  liable.  In  the  intermittent  fevers  of 
children  involving  *he  nervous  system 
and  producing  convulsions,  it  has  been 
used  with  success.  Where  the  pulse  is 
rapid,  as  is  usually  the  case,  it  is  better  to 
combine  it  with  Veratrui.i  Viride.  I 
have  used  this  combination  in  cases  of 
convulsions  of  children  and  was  always 
successful.  In  Meningitis  of  children  it 
has  proved  of  great  service.  In  the  fev- 
ers of  dentition  you  can  rely  upon  it, 
either  alone  or  in  combination  with  other 
remedies.  For  chorea  it  is  the  remedy, 
as  I  had  the  opportunity  to  convince  my- 
self. A  girl  of  eight  years  had  been  suf- 
fering from  chorea  for  several  months ; 
of  late  it  was  becoming  more  severe,  in 
spite  of  treatment.  I  ordered  for  her 
i-to  grains  of  Gelsemium  in  triturate  tab- 
lets every  two  hours.  After  she  had 
taken  40  doses  I  found  her  nearly  free 
from  the  irregular  movements,  sleeping 
well  and  improved  in  every  way. 

In  dysenteries  of  children,  when  there 
is  much  tenesmus,  Gelsemium  gives 
great  satisfaction.  It  relieves  pain  in  in- 
fantile rheumatism 'and  subdues  the  fever 
and  inflammation. 

I  am  using  Gelsemium  in  obstetric 
practice  to  control  those  irregular  pains 
that  wear  out  the  patient  before  labor 
begins  in  earnest.    In  such  cases  a  full 


dose  of  Gelsemium  will  act  like  a  charm, 
quieting  not  only  the  pains,  but  the  rest- 
lessness and  giving  a  feeling  of  comfort 
until  the  regular  pains  commence.  In 
cases  of  rigid  os  it  acts  promptly  and  ef- 
ficiently, relaxing  not  only  the  os  uteri 
but  the  vaginal  outlet  as  well,  and  with- 
out interfering  with,  but  rather  giving 
tone  and  steadiness  to  the  regular  labor 
pains.  It  is  in  these  cases  of  rigid  os, 
and  unrelaxed  cervix  where  laceration  is 
so  liable  to  occur,  that  Gelsemium  is  pe- 
culiarly appropriate  If  this  remedy 
were  more  often  used  in  labor,  in  cases 
of  rigid  os,  there  would  be  fewer  cases  of 
lacerated  cervix  For  after-pain  it  is  our 
best  remedy. 

In  cases  of  ovarian  and  uterine  neu- 
ralgia, where  we  can  find  no  organic  di- 
sease, and  in  those  cases  where  the  di- 
sease is  not  serious  enough  to  warrant 
surgical  interference,  this  remedy,  either 
alone,  or  in  combination  with  canabis 
indica  will  render  good  services.  And  in 
cases  of  dysmenorrhea,  where  the  sur- 
geon is  helpless  to  relieve  except  by  re- 
moving the  ovaries,  and  where  the 
patient  worn  out  by  her  constant  recur- 
ring distress,  is  driven  to  despair  or  to 
the  habitual  use  of  opium,  Gelsemium  of- 
fers us  another  means  of  relief  that  is 
often  successful. 

In  menorrhagia  it  has  been  used  with 
benefit.  For  leucorrhea  it  has  long  been 
held  in  high  repute  by  many  prac- 
titioners. 

For  hysteria  I  prefer  it  to  any  other 
remedy ;  and  for  the  large  class  of  irrit- 
able, nervous  women,  subject  to  the  blues 
and  hypochondria,  it  will  clear  the  at- 
mosphere as  nothing  else  will.  It  has 
been  successfully  used  to  relieve  cramps, 
vertigo  and  wakefulness  during  ges- 
tation. 

It  is  well  to  commence  with  small 
doses  on  account  of  the  susceptibility  of 
some  patients,  and  then  increase  until 
the  physiological  effects  are  produced,  or 
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the  desired  result  is  accomplished.  In 
small  doses,  it  is  tonic  and  stimulating  to 
the  nervous  system,  while  in  large  doses 
it  is  prostrating.

DR.  THOMPSON'S  CASE. 
Editor  of  the  Eclectic  Review  : 

I  was  very  much  interested  in  the  rare 
case  reported  in  the  October  number  of 
the  "Review,"  which  was  presented  by  Dr. 
G.  W.  Thompson  at  the  September  meet- 
ing of  the  Eclectic  Medical  Society,  City 
and  County  of  New  York.  The  Doctor 
had  previously  delivered  this  woman  of 
three  children,  and,  as  he  states,  "knew 
there  should  be  no  delay  in  reaching  the 
case."  Found  labor  had  been  in  progress 
for  two  hours.  Os  was  fully  dilated  and 
on  rupturing  the  membranes  the  third 
pain  finished  the  second  stage  of  labor. 
The  interesting  part  of  the  delivery  was 
the  absence  of  loss  of  blood  either  during 
or  after  the  expulsion  of  the  placenta,  be- 
sides the  bloodless  condition  of  the  pla- 
centa itself.  Such  cases  are  seldom  met 
with  at  the  present  time ;  the  reason  of 
this  rarity  must  be  ascribed  to  civilization, 
mode  of  living,  etc. :  This  is  what  I  would 
call  a  "typical  normal  labor."  Cases  of 
this  kind  are  frequently  converted  into 
abnormal  ones  by  powerful  contractions 
of  the  uterus  (intended  for  the  safety  of 
the  patient),  prematurely  separating  the 
placenta,  but  in  this  instance  everything 
went  off  normally. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  little  or  no 
blood  enters  the  placenta  during  a  uterine 
contraction,  but  during  the  interval  of  rest 
circulation  is  resumed.  Nearing  the  end 
of  the  second  stage  of  labor  the  uterus  is 
frequently  in  (almost)  atonic  state  of  con- 
traction ;  the  intervals  of  relaxation  being 
very  short,  allow  little  or  no  blood  to  en- 
ter the  placenta  from  the  uterine  sinuses. 
The  small  amount  of  fcetal  blood  in  the 
placenta  at  the  time  of  birth  is  forced  by  . 
the  squeezing  of  the  uterus  through  the 


umbilical  blood  vessels  into  the  foetus ;  in 
such  cases  a  bloodless  placenta  would  be 
the  result. 

Failure  to  cause  blood  to  show  shortly 
after  delivery  by  friction  over  the  fundus 
of  the  uterus,  as  well  as  the  absence  of  af- 
ter-pains (which  only  occur  in  a  relaxed 
uterus),  further  verifies  the  presence  of 
firm,  persistent  uterine  contractions. 

The  slight  flow  of  blood  which  came  on 
the  next  day  and  lasted  four  days,  was 
simply  due  to  the  relaxing  of  the  uterus, 
which  usually  follows  delivery  within  24 
hours.

ACONITE. 
By  R.  A.  Toms,  M.  D. 

Scientifically,  Empirically,  Clinically. 

In  the  treatment  of  conditions  charac- 
terized by  an  elevation  of  the  normal  body 
temperature,  various  proceedures  for  the 
control  of  fever  have  from  time  to  time 
been  suggested  and  numerous  remedies 
have  been  recommended  and  used.  Some 
with  apparent  benefit  and  others  with  lit- 
tle or  no  result.  It  is  possible  that  the 
majority  of  the  remedies  used  have  their 
advantages  in  certain  selected  cases  of 
hyper-pyrexia,  but,  I  believe,  of  all  anti- 
pyretics, anti-phlogistics  or  circulatory 
sedatives,  Aconitum  Napellus  is  by  far 
the  oftenist  indicated,  as  Avell  as  the  most 
useful. 

Scientifically  considered  aconite  is  said 
to  be  a  powerful  depressent  in  its  action 
on  sensory  nerve  ends  and  on  the  nervous 
and  muscular  apparatus  of  the  heart.  It 
stimulates  first,  but  soon  relaxes  the  in- 
hibitory apparatus  of  the  heart,  and  final- 
ly paralyzes  the  vagus  terminals  and  the 
spinal  cord.  Its  primary  stimulating  ac- 
tion on  the  vagus  centre  inhibits  to  a  de- 
gree cardiac  activity  and  the  secondary 
depressing  action  on  the  motor  centres 
continues  the  inhibitory  effect. 

These  various  actions  partially,  though 
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perhaps  not  fully,  explain  the  beneficial 
effects  of  aconite  when  administered  to 
control  inflammatory  action. 

Considering  acute  diseases  as  primarily 
a  local  irritation  causing  a  blood  stasis  or 
local  congestion  (either  central  or  peri- 
pheral) it  may  be  that  the  primary  action 
of  aconite  paralyzing  the  sensory  nerve 
terminals  thus  relieves  the  irritation  and 
allows  capillary  relaxation  and  frees  the 
circulation  at  the  local  point  of  irritation. 
At  any  rate,  the  beneficial  effects  of  the 
drug  are  more  particularly,  if  not  exclu- 
sively, noticed  where  the  condition  of  the 
pulse  shows  a  contracted  condition  of  the 
blood  vessels. 

While  a  great  many  remedies  are  ad- 
ministered empirically  in  many  cases  with 
the  greatest  amount  of  benefit,  I  believe 
that  aconite  should  take  first  rank  with 
the  scientific  therapeutics  of  acute  febrile 
diseases.  Whetheritsbeneficialeffectsare 
due  to  its  paralyzing  action  on  the  sensory 
terminals  or  to  any  other  vaso-dilating  ac- 
tion the  fact  remains  that  when  adminis- 
tered under  proper  indications,  relaxation 
takes  place  and  an  improvement  is  mani- 
fested. 

Potter,  in  his  manual  of  materia  medica 
and  therapeutics,  says  that  "Aconite  is  of 
the  greatest  value  in  all  affections  charac- 
terized by  a  high  resisting  pulse,  a  dry, 
hot  skin  and  elevated  body  temperature," 
and  recommends  that  it  be  administered 
in  small,  oft-repeated  doses. 

Ellingwood,  in  his  valuable  work  (with- 
out which  no  physician's  library  is  com- 
plete) says  that  aconite  is  specifically  the 
sedative  in  sthenic  fevers.  He  gives  as  in- 
dication small,  hard,  quick  pulse;  hot,  dry 
skin  and  suppressed  secretions,  etc.,  irre- 
spective of  the  name  of  the  disease  or 
without  waiting  until  it  can  be  named. 
(When  it  might  be  too  late  for  aconite  to 
be  of  service.) 

Aconite  should  be  the  first  remedy 
thought  of  in  the  treatment  of  acute  dis- 
ease, but  it  should  be  remembered  that 


there  are  important  limitations  to  its  use, 
and  it  is  of  these  contraindications  that  I 
wish  more  particularly  to  speak.  I  do  not 
consider  that  a  slight  cardiac  weakness  is 
necessarily  a  bar  to  the  use  of  aconite,  pro- 
viding the  pulse  is  small  and  wiry.  I  be- 
lieve that  under  those  circumstances  it  is 
more  of  a  cardiac  stimulant,  as  it  causes 
capillary  relaxation  and  thus  removes  an 
impediment  to  the  circulation.  It  should 
be  administered,  however,  in  very  small 
broken  doses  and  not  carried  too  far. 

Aconite  is  not  the  remedy  in  continued 
fevers  of  an  asthenic  type.  After  the  first 
day  or  two  its  range  of  usefulness  is  at 
an  end  and  it  should  be  discontinued,  else 
it  will  aggravate  rather  than  relieve. 

I  have  seen  cases  of  typhoid  fever  where 
aconite  was  used  throughout  the  course  of 
the  disease.  In  two  cases  which  I  re- 
member particularly  they  were  running 
into  the  fifth  week,  heart  weak,  no  gain  of 
strength  and  a  morning  and  evening  tem- 
perature of  ioi°  and  1020,  respectively. 
In  both  cases  the  aconite  was  stopped,  a 
tonic  treatment  was  inaugurated  and  in 
24  hours  the  temperature  was  normal  and 
a  rapid  convalescence  followed. 

I  have  seen  its  effects  in  other  asthenic 
conditions  and  it  is  certainly  not  the  rem- 
edy under  those  circumstances.  Aconite 
should  certainly  not  give  way  as  an  anti- 
pyretic to  the  synthetic  coal  tar  deriva- 
tives, as  scientifically  and  clinically  it  is 
vastly  superior  to  any  or  all  of  them.  Care 
should  be  exercised,  however,  that  a  pro- 
per tincture  is  obtained  in  order  to  get  the 
best  results  and  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  the  setting  aside  of  aconite  for  one  of 
the  synthetic  antipyretics  is  largely  due  to 
a  failure  to  obtain  good  results  with  the 
various  unreliable  preparations  ordinarily 
obtainable  at  drug  stores,  some  being  di- 
lute fluid  extracts  and  others  being  made 
from  some  old,  dried-up  crude  drug  and 
almost  inert.  Another  factor  which  may 
have  contributed  to  the  setting  aside  of 
aconite  is  the  mistake  of  administering 
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the  drug  in  large  doses.  Used  in  small, 
oft-repeated  doses,  under  proper  indica- 
tions, a  reliable  tincture  of  aconite  will 
not  disappoint.

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BRONCHITIS. 
Throughout  the  fall  and  winter 
months  acute  inflammation  of  the 
bronchial  mucous  membrane  con- 
stitutes one  of  the  most  common  depart- 
ures from  health  likely  to  come  under  the 
observation  of  the  general  practitioner  of 
medicine.  It  may,  therefore,  be  well  at 
this  time  to  think  over  its  prominent 
features.  As  is  well  known,  it  occurs  in 
various  grades  of  severity,  ranging  from 
slight  attacks  to  intense  inflammation  of 
the  bronchial  structures.  Its  most  fre- 
quent causes  are  exposure  to  severe  cold, 
rapid  suppression  of  perspiration,  sud- 
den changes  of  temperature,  and  improp- 
er clothing.  The  symptoms  of  acute 
bronchitis  are,  of  course,  somewhat  var- 
ied, in  accordance  with  the  severity  and 
extent  of  the  wrong,  but  it  usually  be- 
gins with  a  slight  chill,  or  at  least,  a  chilli- 
ness, a  harsh  cough,  elevated  tempera- 
ture, scanty  and  high  colored  urine,  more 
or  less  soreness  in  the  throat,  and  a  sen- 
sation of  soreness  in  the  post-sternal 
region.  The  vesicular  murmur,  at  first 
dry,  becomes  moist  as  secretion  is  estab- 
lished.   On  percussion  points  of  dullness 


may  be  found,  and  moist  rales  are  some- 
times marked.  The  expectoration,  which 
at  first  is  scanty,  in  a  few  days  becomes 
yellowish  and  profuse.  As  secretion  is 
established  and  the  case  improves,  the 
cough  becomes  less  troublesome,  the  sore- 
ness in  the  chest  decreases,  the  fever  dis- 
appears, and  the  patient  is  usually  con- 
velescent  in  from  six  to  twelve  days. 

A  patient  suffering  from  bronchitis 
should  be  kept  warm  in  bed,  and  the 
sick-room  should  have  an  even  temper- 
ature of  about  70 0  F.  The  digestive  or- 
gans should  be  carefully  looked  after,  and, 
if  possible,  kept  in  a  condition  to  digest 
and  assimilate  hot  milk  and  chicken,  beef 
or  mutton  broth.  The  upper  part  of  the 
chest  should  be  covered  with  a  piece  of 
flannel  on  which  has  been  spread  lard  and 
compound  powder  of  lobelia.  This  appli- 
cation should  be  renewed  daily.  If  the 
flannel  is  covered  with  cotton  batting  and 
a  hot  water  bottle  kept  near  the  patient's 
chest  an  influence  will  be  exerted  toward 
causing  a  determination  of  blood  to  the 
surface  and  relieving  internal  congestion. 
If  the  heart  is  weak  cactus  or  Crataegus, 
as  indicated,  should  constitute  a  part  of 
the  treatment.  In  the  average  case  of 
bronchitis  a  few  doses  daily  of  cactus, 
from  beginning  to  convelscence.  will  do 
a  considerable  more  good  than  harm. 
Otherwise  the  abnormal  state  should  be 
treated  in  accordance  with  specific  indica- 
tions. At  first  and  until  the  temperature 
begins  to  decrease,  aconite  or  verajtrum 
should  be  employed.  Bryonia  is  usually 
indicated  from  start  to  finish.  Belladon- 
na is  a  remedy  of  merit  when  there  is  dull- 
ness, drowsiness,  blueness  of  the  face, 
deep  mucous  rales,  or  dryness  of  the 
throat.  If  there  is  laryngeal  irritation  or 
sore  throat  collinsonia  will  be  suggested. 
Nervousness  and  irritability,  with  dilat- 
ed pupils  and  sharp  irritable  cough, 
should  be  met  with  hyoscyamus.  A 
flushed  face,  unnaturally  bright  eyes  and 
contracted  pupils  will  frequently  demand 
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the  exhibition  of  gelsemium.  In  one  of 
my  recent  cases  gelsemium  and  Phy- 
tolacca were  the  only  remedies  indicated, 
and  the  case  was  successfully  treated  with 
these  two  remedies  alone.  Oppressed 
breathing,  diminished  expectoration,  mu- 
cous rales  and  hypersecretion  constitute 
marked  indications  for  ipecac.  If  there  is 
scanty  secretion,  rapid  respiration  and  an 
irritating  cough,  lycopus  will  give  the 
patient  much  relief.  When  there  is  a 
deep,  constant,  harrassing  cough  and  copi- 
ous muco-purulent  expectoration  prunus 
should  be  added  to  the  treatment.  An  ir- 
ritating, tickling  cough,  with  a  burning 
sensation  in  the  throat  and  ,an  expector- 
ation of  purulent  sputa  streaked  with 
blood,  is  modified  by  small  doses  of  san- 
guinaria.  Tartar  Emetic  should  not  be 
neglected  when  the  cough  is  accompanied 
by  sub-crepitant  rales.  In  sub-acute  in- 
flammation and  in  capillary  bronchitis  it 
is  also  an  efficient  medicament. 

In  many  cases  of  bronchitis  occurring 
in  the  aged  and  in  children,  the  triturated 
salts,  especially  Ferrum  Phos.  and  Kali 
Mur.,  constitute  remedial  agents  which 
are  efficient,  direct  and  pleasant. 


CROUP,  OR  CATARRAHAL  LARYN- 
GITIS. 

The  following  abstracts,  in  substance, 
are  taken  from  an  able  article  by  Dr.  W. 
N.  Mundy,  in  the  Eclectic  Medical  Gleaner: 

Laryngitis  is  croup  of  the  child,  and 
yet  it  differs  very  materially  from  that  di- 
sease in  the  adult.  This  difference  is  ow- 
ing in  part  to  the  imperfect  development 
of  the  larynx  in  the  child,  as  compared 
with  the  adult,  and,  to  a  limited  extent, 
the  difference  in  progress  and  results  of 
the  inflammatory  action.  We  recognize 
three  forms  of  laryngitis — catarrhal,  mem- 
branous and  spasmodic. 

Catarrhal  Laryngitis,  or  Croup,  is  the 
most  common  form  of  the  disease  in  our 
Northern  and  Western  States.  It  varies 
in  intensity  in  different  localities  at  dif- 


ferent seasons  and  in  different  persons. 
In  the  late  autumn  and  early  winter,  and 
in  the  spring,  when  winter  is  breaking  up, 
it  is  the  most  prevalent. 

Etiology. — The  cause  of  this,  as  well  as 
other  forms  of  croup,  is  cold,  with  arrest- 
ed secretion  and  derangement  of  the  cir- 
culation. Why  it  should  particularly  af- 
fect the  small  surface  of  mucous  mem- 
brane lining  the  larynx,  we  are  unable  to 
say.  Age  is  an  important  predisposing 
cause  of  the  disease,  which  is  most  com- 
mon between  two  and  five  years  of  age. 

Pathology. — This  is  a  true  inflamma- 
tion of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the 
larynx,  though  not  of  an  active  character. 
It  is  sufficient,  however,  to  cause  an  in- 
creased circulation  of  blood  to  it,  some 
impairment  of  the  capillary  circulation, 
and  an  increased  activity  of  the  mucous 
follicles. 

There  is  but  little  thickening  of  the 
mucous  membrane;  indeed,  all  there  is 
depends  upon  the  increased  distension  of 
the  blood  vessels.  We  have,  therefore,  to 
look  somewhere  else  for  the  cause  of  the 
difficult  breathing,  which  is  so  prominent 
a  symptom.  This  is  partly  owing  to  ac- 
cumulations of  mucus  in  the  larynx,  but 
principally,  to  contraction  of  the  intrinsic 
muscles  of  the  organ,  from  the  irritation 
of  the  mucous  membrane. 

Symptoms. — Frequentlv  for  a  day  or 
two  before  the  attack  the  child  will  have 
had  symptoms  of  cold,  with  slight  cough. 
Both  cough  and  voice  are  frequently  a 
little  hoarse  and  rough,  and  would  be 
recognized  by  a  person  acquainted  with 
the  disease  as  croupal. 

The  attack  of  croup  occurs  most  fre- 
quently at  night,  though  it  may  be  in  the 
day  time.  The  child  seems  to  be  suffer- 
ing more  with  its  cold  during  the  even- 
ing, and  still  it  is  not  sick.  But  along 
about  the  middle  of  the  night  the  child 
starts  out  of  sleep  with  difficult  respir- 
ation, a  hoarse  voice,  and  a  croupal 
cough,    The  respiration   is  rough  and 
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noisy,  the  cry  hoarse  and  feeble,  except 
when  a  great  effort  is  made,  when  it  be- 
comes shrill  and  piping.  At  first  the  dif- 
ficulty of  respiration  is  intermittent,  but 
after  an  hour  or  two  it  becomes  perma- 
nent, and  there  is  a  peculiar  whistling  or 
gurgling  sound  as  the  air  passes  into  and 
out  of  the  larynx.  As  the  disease  pro- 
gresses the  difficulty  of  respiration  be- 
comes more  marked,  and  the  cough  is 
hoarser,  has  a  peculiar  metallic  tone,  and 
the  voice  sinks  to  a  whisper.  If  the  child 
sleep  mucus  accumulates  in  the  throat, 
the  breathing  becomes  more  and  more 
difficult,  until  at  last  the  child  wakes  with 
symptoms  of  asphyxia.  At  first  the  skin 
is  dry,  its  temperature  increased  and  the 
pulse  full  and  hard.  But  as  the  respira- 
tion becomes  more  difficult,  a  cold,  clam- 
my prespiration  breaks  out,  the  extrem- 
ities become  cold,  and  the  pulse  frequent 
and  feeble.  The  disease  runs  its  course 
in  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  hours, 
terminating  in  a  subsidence  of  the  disease 
or  death. 

Diagnosis.  —  The  hoarse,  metallic 
(croupal)  cough  with  hoarseness  and 
change  of  voice,  is  sufficient  evidence  of 
croup,  but  it  does  not  inform  us  which  of 
the  three  varieties  it  is.  In  mucous 
croup  there  is  the  slight  febrile  action  to 
distinguish  it  from  the  spasmodic  variety, 
and  the  evident  presence  of  mucus  in  the 
larynx  manifested  by  the  rattling  sound 
on  auscultation,  and,  when  the  patient 
coughs,  which  distinguishes  it  from  the 
pseudo-membranous  form.  The  evi- 
dence of  increased  secretion  of  mucus  in 
the  throat  is  the  diagnostic  feature  of  this 
disease. 

Prognosis. — Though  some  cases  of  mu- 
cous croup  are  very  severe,  and  require 
careful  and  close  attention,  yet  we  may 
regard  the  prognosis  as  favorable.  1  do 
not  think  the  mortality  should  exceed 
from  two  to  five  per  cent. 

Treatment. — Three  methods  of  treat- 
ment may  be  pursued,  and  either  of  them 


will  give  success  if  properly  carried  out; 
or,  if  the  practitioner  chooses,  he  may 
take  a  part  of  each  and  form  his  own 
treatment  out  of  it. 

Emetic  agents  may  be  used  in  the  treat- 
ment of  croup  with  success,  and  we  will 
consider  this  use  as  the  first  plan.  The 
objects  we  wish  to  accomplish  are,  first, 
relaxation  of  the  larynx  to  give  better 
respiration ;  second,  to  produce  sedation, 
and  thus  lessen  inflammatory  action; 
third,  to  increase  secretion,  and  thereby 
get  a  material  less  tenacious  and  more 
easily  removed,  and  at  the  same  time  de- 
plete the  engorged  vessels  of  the  part. 
For  this  purpose  emetics  should  be  used 
in  small  doses,  frequently  repeated,  so  as 
to  produce  nausea  and  its  effects — relax- 
ation and  sedation — without  emesis.  I 
prefer  preparations  of  lobelia,  but  other 
nauseant  emetics  may  be  used  with  good 
results.  The  acetous  emetic  tincture  of 
our  Dispensatory  will  be  found  to  fulfill 
all  the  indications. 

Aconite  alone  is  the  principal  internal 
remedy  in  the  second  plan  of  treatment.  I 
have  no  doubt  of  its  specific  action  in  this 
case,  even  in  small  doses.  Iwoud  prescribe 
it  in  the  proportion  of:  I>.  Specific  acon- 
ite, gtt.  j  to  iij  ;  water,  §iv ;  a  teaspoonful 
every  fifteen  minutes.  Veratrum  may  be 
used  in  some  cases  in  the  proportion  of 
gtt.  v  to  gtt.  x,  to  water,  §iv,  and  alternat- 
ed with  the  aconite.  Bichromate  of  po- 
tasium  is  frequently  combined  or  used  in 
alternation  with  either  of  these,  grs.  j  to 
water,  5jv ;  a  teaspoonful  every  fifteen 
or  thirty  minutes. 

The  external  remedy  in  this,  as  well  as 
in  others,  is  the  application  of  the  stil- 
lingia  liniment  to  the  throat  over  the 
larynx.  It  may  be  applied  with  the  fin- 
ger or  a  piece  of  soft  flannel  or  cotton, 
and  the  application  repeated  every  half 
hour  or  hour.  In  some  cases  this  remedy 
locally  applied  is  all-sufficient  for  a  cure, 
and  relief  will  be  noticed  within  an  hour. 
Occasionally  we  administer  it  internally 
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in  doses  of  half  a  drop  to  three  drops  on 
sugar ;  it  may  be  repeated  every  half  hour 
or  hour.  I  greatly  prefer  the  second  plan 
of  treatment. 

When  the  breathing  is  very  difficult, 
hot  water  may  be  applied  to  the  throat 
with  flannel  cloths  assiduously,  until  re- 
lief is  obtained.  This  part  of  the  treat- 
ment is  of  much  importance,  and  re- 
quires that  the  application  of  heat  must 
be  constant,  and  that  the  surface  is  not  al- 
lowed to  be  chilled  by  exposure  as  the 
cloths  are  changed,  or  by  wetting  the 
clothing. 

The  third  plan  of  treatment  is  by  the 
use  of  inhalations,  the  vapor  of  water  or 
vinegar  being  the  basis,  and  medicated  as 
the  case  seems  to  demand.  If  neither 
spray  apparatus  nor  croup  kettle  are  at 
hand,  we  may  use  a  tin  vessel  contain- 
ing the  fluid  and  a  hot  iron  to  raise  the 
vapor.  A  preparation  of  pepsin,  or  equal 
parts  of  vinegar  and  water  make  a  good 
inhalation  :  or  if  the  sounds  are  whistling, 
lime  water  should  be  employed.  An  in- 
fusion of  hops  or  tansy  also  makes  a  good 
inhalation. 

With  either  of  these  plans  of  treatment 
the  hot  application  to  the  throat  is  im- 
portant. But  when  it  cannot  be  em- 
ployed, we  will  apply  the  stillingia  lini- 
ment, or  in  place  of  this,  a  cloth  suf- 
ficiently large  to  cover  the  throat  and 
upper  part  of  the  chest,  is  spread  with 
lard  and  freely  sprinkled  with  the  com- 
pound powder  of  lobelia  and  capsicum, 
ind  applied. 

'"SKIM  AND  FILTER." 
The  careless  manner  in  which  some 
writers  prepare  their  articles  for  publica- 
tion is  a  frequent  source  of  regret  to 
numerous  readers  of  medical  journals. 
Many  times  the  author's  meaning  is  made 
doubtful  by  an  arrangement  of  words 
which  was  apparently  written  without 
due  cosideration.  A  writer  for  the  press 
should  endeavor  to  present  his  thoughts 


in  sentences  so  carefully  worded  that  his 
ideas  cannot  be  misunderstood,  and  al- 
most any  doctor  can  construct  such  sen- 
tences, providing  he  is  willing  to  give  suf- 
ficient time  and  thought  to  the  work.  In 
an  article  addressed  to  inexperienced  writ- 
ers, the  late  Prof.  A.  J.  Howe,  who  was  a 
man  of  superior  education  and  one  of  the 
most  lucid  writers  of  his  time,  said  : 

"I  politely  suggest  that  you  go  to  work 
to-day.  Make  note  of  a  thought,  expand 
and  modify  it  to-morrow,  look  up  the 
topic  in  medical  literature  at  your  com- 
mand. Arrange  material  in  a  way  to 
make  ideas  carry  force  with  them ;  re- 
write several  times,  generally  improving 
each  revision.  Erase  now  and  then,  boil 
down,  simmer,  skim,  filter,  and  set  aside 
to  cool.  Then  steam  up  again,  and  re- 
move rough  places  and  unnecessary  ab- 
breviations. E  does  not  always  mean 
Ergot,  and  it  may  be  taken  for  Everlast- 
ing or  Eli.  Don't  repeat  the  same  idea, 
but  hunt  for  a  new  one.  Avoid  having 
the  same  word  occur  too  often — seek  a 
synonym.  It  requires  downright  labor 
to  write  a  readable  composition.  It  is 
well  enough  to  pray  for  inspiration,  but 
better  to  knuckle  down  to  honest  labor." 


OPIUM  POISONING. 
In  his  monograph  on  the  permanganate 
treatment  of  opium  and  morphine  pois- 
oning. Dr.  Moore  explicitly  presents  the 
following  important  points  in  the  treat- 
ment: "One  grain  of  the  antidote  in  one 
ounce  of  water  for  each  grain  of  mor- 
phine. One  grain  of  potassium  perman- 
ganate in  one  ounce  of  water  for  each  ten 
grains  of  opium.  One  grain  of  the  anti- 
dote in  one  ounce  of  water  for  each 
drachm  of  laudanum.  If  the  quantity  of 
the  poison  injected  cannot  be  ascertained, 
eight  or  ten  grains  of  the  antidote  dis- 
solved in  an  ordinary  glassful  of  water 
should  be  given  at  once,  and  this  dose  re- 
peated once  or  twice  at  intervals  of  thirty 
minutes.    A   weak   permanganate  solu- 
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tion,  about  one  grain  to  a  tumblerful  of 
water,  should  be  administered  every 
thirty  minutes  during  the  entire  stage  of 
opium  narcosis,  and  even  for  sometime 
afterwards  at  intervals  of  one  hour.  One 
grain  of  permanganate  dissolved  in  one 
teaspoonful  of  water  should  be  injected 
hypodermically  every  thirty  minutes, 
with  simultaneous  massage  near  the  site 
of  injection." 

CRATAEGUS. 
Crataegus  Oxyacantha  should  be  giv- 
en a  prominent  place  among  our  heart 
remedies,  for  both  functional  and  organic 
affections.  In  enlargement  of  the  heart 
with  valvular  wrongs,  and  in  angina  pec- 
toris with  aortic  regurgitation  its  action 
is  direct  and  promptly  beneficial.  In 
neuralgia  and  rheumatism  of  the  heart, 
and  in  the  various  forms  of  palpitation 
with  vertigo  it  is  an  efficient  remedy.  In 
shortness  of  breath,  rapid  and  feeble  ac- 
tion of  the  heart,  accompanied  by  marked 
anemia,  Crataegus  constitutes  a  medi- 
cament of  great  value.  In  a  recent  case 
of  extreme  heart  murmurs  with  palpita- 
tion, pain  and  marked  dyspnoea  its  action 
was  most  gratifying.  Don't  make  any 
mistake  about  the  dose  of  this  drug.  It 
is  from  five  to  fifteen  drops  of  the  fluid  ex- 
tract, and  from  five  to  twenty  drops  of 
the  specific  medicine.  In  my  own  prac- 
tice the  best  results  have  been  obtained 
from  five  drops  of  the  specific  medicine 
in  a  little  water  everv  three  hours. 


FORMALDEHYDE. 
In  the  treatment  of  diphtheria,  Dr.  A. 
N.  Blodgett  considers  formaldehyde  a 
remedial  agent  of  great  curative  power. 
He  keeps  his  patients  constantly  exposed 
to  the  inhalation  of  its  vapors  by  the 
evaporation  of  a  two  per  cent,  solution  of 
the  formaldehyde  of  commerce.  A  suf- 
ficient number  of  towels  or  pieces  of 
cloth  saturated  with  the  solution  to  insure 
a  continuous  saturation  of  the  air  with 


the  disinfectant  are  kept  constantly  hung 
up  in  the  patient's  room.  The  doctor 
says  that  a  patient  with  diphtheria  can 
be  kept  for  weeks  in  such  an  atmosphere 
without  experiencing  any  irritation  from 
the  gas,  and  that  the  employment  of  the 
remedy  in  this  way  is  absolutely  free  from 
danger  or  discomfort  to  the  patient,  even 
if  the  air  of  the  room  becomes  very  dis- 
agreeable to  those  entering  it.  The  use 
of  formaldehyde  in  this  manner  also  af- 
fords protection  to  the  attendants. 

For  congested  or  relaxed  mucous  mem- 
brances,  in  the  common  catarrhal  troubles 
of  the  air  passages  so  prevalent  now,  try 
this  local  application  with  a  spray  appa- 
ratus that  will  throw  oil.  Liquid  al- 
boline,  ^iij,  menthol  and  camphor,  aa,  grs. 
xxx.  Mix,  and  use  but  a  small  amount 
locally  three  or  four  times  a  day.  We 
usually  add  from  one  and  a  half  to  three 
grains  of  iodine  crystals  to  the  prescrip- 
tion. It  increases  its  stimulating  and  as- 
tringent qualities,  and,  we  believe,  makes 
a  better  remedy.  Used  judiciously  and 
persistently  we  believe  this  remedy  will 
assist  in  the  cure  of  a  very  great  number 
of  cases  of  chronic  nasal  or  bronchial  ca- 
tarrh, when  the  indicated  remedy  is  given 
with  it.  Besides  its  effect  is  so  pleasant 
and  satisfying  to  the  patient. — Dr.  W.  E. 
Bloycr. 


ECLECTIC  MEDICAL  SOCIETY  OF 
THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY 
OF  NEW  YORK. 

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the 
Eclectic  Medical  Society  of  the  City  and 
County  of  New  York  was  held  at  its  as- 
sembly rooms,  No.  239  East  Fourteenth 
Street,  on  Thursday  evening,  Nov.  21,  Dr. 
F.  L.  Morhard,  vice-president,  in  the 
chair,  and  Dr.  Henry  J.  Doll,  secretary, 
recording. 

Communications  received  from  Drs.  E. 
B.  Foote  and  J.  Howard  Yarnall  were 
read  and  ordered  placed  on  file. 
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Drs.  Henry  W.  Graves  and  Armin  > 
tie  were  balloted  for  and  elected. 

The  essayists  for  the  evening,  Drs. 
John  T.  Sibley  and  J.  G.  L.  Gaedeke, 
read  their  papers  respectively  in  the  or- 
der mentioned. 

Dr.  Sibley's  paper,  entitled  "Massage 
and  its  Relation  to  Suggestive  Therapeu- 
tics," covered  the  history  of  suggestion 
from  the  earliest  times  among  various 
nations  down  to  the  present  day.  The 
several  systems  were  also  spoken  of  at 
some  length,  and  suggestion  as  induced 
by  massage  was  treated  in  a  similar  man- 
ner. 

The  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs. 
Krausi,  Brandenburg  and  Gaedeke. 

Dr.  Krausi  learned  from  the  paper  that 
the  subject  treated  by  the  essayist  was 
one  of  very  great  importance  and  sugges- 
ted that  everv  member  study  the  subject 
thoroughly. 

Dr.  Brandenburg  criticised  the  paper 
by  saying  that  the  author  ought  to  have 
gone  into  more  explanations  of  the  sub- 
ject in  hand  in  order  to  elucidate  the 
many  vague  statements  on  the  philosophy 
of  the  workings  of  suggestion. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  Dr.  Sib- 
ley for  his  interesting  paper. 

Dr.  Gaedeke's  paper,  under  the  caption 
"A  New  Method  for  the  Treatment  of 
Uterine  Diseases  Due  to  Disturbances 
in  the  Endometrium,"  was  more  in  the 
nature  of  a  demonstrative  lecture  than  a 
paper,  for  during  the  progress  of  what  he 
said  many  styles  of  his  instruments  were 
shown,  and  chemical  experiments,  per- 
formed to  prove  the  electrical  action  of 
these  instruments. 

This  paper  was  discussed  by  Drs. 
Heeve,  Herzog,  Krausi  and  Toms.  A 
committee,  consisting  of  Drs.  Arvine,  Mc- 
Ginnis  and  Heimbecker  was  also  appoint- 
ed to  examine  the  patients  brought  to  the 
meeting  by  Dr.  Gaedeke  and  report  their 
finding  to  the  Society. 

Dr.  Heeve  dilated  on  the  fact  that  the 


essayists  neglected  to  mention  the  names 
of  the  metals  which  enter  into  the  con- 
struction of  the  instruments,  brought  be- 
fore the  Society. 

The  essayist  immediately  stated  that 
Rhodium  and  Gold  were  the  metals. 

Dr.  Herzog  criticised  the  paper  in  sev- 
eral points,  and  maintained  that  he  saw 
no  advantage  in  this  new  method  of  treat- 
ing the  above  diseases  over  the  old. 

The  committee  examined  the  paiients 
and  reported  them  all  as  greatly  improved 
after  using  the  instrument. 

Dr.  Gaedeke  received  a  vote  of  thanks 
from  the  Society  for  li*s  paper. 

Drs.  Krausi  and  Boskowitz  were  ap- 
pointed as  a  committee  to  represent  the 
County  Society  in  a  joint  committee  of 
the  Brooklyn  County  Society,  The 
Specific  Medication  Club  and  the  New 
York  County  Society  to  present  the  beau- 
tiful memorial  to  the  family  of  the  late 
Professor  Henry  Armgardt. 

About  thirty-five  members  responded 
to  the  roll.

NIGHT  TERRORS. 
The  great  therapeutic  power  of  rhus 
toxicodendron  is  perhaps  in  no  case  more 
fully  shown  than  in  its  speedy  control 
over  that  form  of  nervous  excitement 
which  so  frequently  causes  children  to 
start  up  and  cry  out  from  fright,  and 
awake  from  sleep  in  a  terrified  manner. 
It  is  here  a  positive  specific.  With  this 
remedy  in  his  case,  the  doctor  need  have 
no  doubt  that  he  can  soon  relieve  the 
anxiety  of  all  mothers  whose  little  ones 
suffer  from  what  they  aptly  designate  as 
"Night  Terrors." — Massachusetts  Medi- 
cal Journal. 

A  New  Method  of  Treatment  of  Initial 
Syphiloma. — Leone  Levi  claims  that  his 
method  is  new,  the  means  used  for  its  ap- 
plication not  being  new,  however.  He 
cauterizes  the  syphiloma  preferably  by 
means  of  the  galvanocautery.  Certain 
practitioners  in  the  past  cauterized  a 
syphiloma  perhaps  once ;  the  author  does 
it,  if  necessary,  a  thousand  times,  until 
the  treatment  determines  an  intense  local 
inflammation  of  the  tissues.  This  makes 
of  the  syphilide  a  mere  local  infection, 
preventing  constitutional  infection  with 
all  its  consequences.  He  describes  his 
method  in  detail,  and  claims  absolutely 
successful  results  in  thirty-two  cases. — 
La  Riforma  Medica,  July  19,  1900. 


LATE  RESULTS  IN  INOPERABLE 
SARCOMAS    TREATED  WITH 

THE  MIXED  TOXINS. 
VV.  B.  Coley  began  his  experiments 
almost  devoid  of  danger.  Out  of  600  cases 
about  ten  years  ago,  but  in  the  past  three 
years  has  not  changed  his  technic.  The 
best  results  are  obtained  in  the  spindle- 
celled  sarcoma,  which  shows  cures  to  oc- 
cur in  50  per  cent,  of  the  cases.  Only 
about  3  per  cent,  of  cures  have  been  ef- 
fected in  the  round-celled  sarcoma.  The 
treatment  should  be  tried  only  in  inopera- 
ble cases.  The  injection  of  the  toxins  is 
almost  devoid  of  danger.  Out  of  600  cases 
treated,  but  two  have  been  fatal  from  re- 
sulting erysipelas.  The  treatment  is  use- 
less after  metastasis  has  occurred.  It  is 
likewise  useless  in  melanotic  sarcoma 
and  in  lymphosarcoma.  The  speaker  has 
had  15  cases  pass  the  three-year  limit;  of 
these  8  were  of  the  spindle  cell  variety. 
One  case  recurred  after  eight  years,  an- 
other after  three  and  a  half  years.  Sev- 
eral of  these  cases  had  sarcoma  of  the 
parotid  gland.  The  treatment  may  be 
kept  up  a  year  or  more  without  harm  to 
the  patient.  The  mixed  toxins  appear 
to  inhibit  to  some  extent  the  growth  of 
carcinoma,  but  do  not  effect  a  cure.  The 
author  advises  this  treatment  in  all  cases 
of  inoperable  sarcoma. — American  Medi- 
cine. 


Cysts  of  the  Breasts :  Their  Relative 
Frequency,  Diagnosis  and  Treatment.  By 
Thomas  Bryant. — From  his  experience 
the  author  concludes  that  cysts  of  the 
breast  are  far  more  common  than  general- 
ly supposed,  and  that  they  are  chiefly 
found  in  women  during  the  same  period 
of  life  as  that  in  which  cancer  occurs. 
They  are  mostly  amenable  to  local  treat- 
ment without  sacrifice  of  the  breast 
glands  in  which  they  are  situated,  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  believe  that  women 
who  have  these  cysts  are  more  prone  to 
cancer  than  those  who  do  not  have  them. 
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He  carefully  analyzed  his  notes  of  cases, 
and  found  that  they  suggest  the  conclu 
sion  that  out  of  every  four  cases  of  tumor 
of  the  breast  more  or  less  simulating  can- 
cer, one  at  least  will  be  cystic  or  of  a 
simple  nature.  He  thinks  these  are  orig- 
inally involution  cysts  in  most  cases. 
Their  diagnosis  may  not  always  be  easy, 
especially  when  in  a  middle-aged  woman 
with  a  hard,  slow-growing  lump  in  the 
breast,  and  without  any  history  of  influ- 
ence of  lactation  or  any  inflammatory 
breast  condition.  A  careful  medical  ex- 
amination should  be  made,  and,  if  the  sur- 
geon's sense  of  touch  is  keen  enough  to 
detect  elasticity  in  the  swelling,  or  even 
fluctuation,  the  diagnosis  of  cyst  may  be 
hazarded.  If  a  clear  serous  fluid  can  be 
made  to  flow  from  the  nipple,  by  manipu- 
lation or  pressure  on  the  tumor,  the  pro- 
bability of  the  cyst  being  a  simple  one  is 
much  enhanced.  If  the  fluid  is  brown  or 
blood-stained,  the  possibility  of  intracys- 
tic  growth  of  some  kind  is  suggested,  and', 
if  more  like  pure  blood,  the  presence  of 
a  soft  growth,  sarcomatous  or  carcinoma- 
tous, should  be  feared. — Lancet  (Lon- 
don). 

SOME  PHASES  OF  THE  CANCER 
QUESTION. 
By  Roswell  Park,  M.  D. 
Cancer  always  begins  as  a  local  mani- 
festation. Both  ante-mortem  and  post- 
mortem studies  are  necessary  to  deter- 
mine the  course  of  the  disease.  Park  has 
held  for  fifteen  years  that  cancer  is  an  in- 
fectious disease.  The  specific  cause  is  be- 
lieved to  be  due  to  a  protozoon  which  is 
exceedingly  polymorphic.  All  observers 
have  seen  the  same  cells,  but  have  called 
them  by  different  names.  He  thinks,  how- 
ever, that  many  organisms  may  enter  in- 
to the  causation  of  cancer.  The  subject 
must  be  studied  from  a  biologic  and 
chemic  standpoint.  This  the  speaker  and 
his  colleagues  are  attempting  to  do  at  the 
University  of  Buffalo.   The  small  hyaline 


bodies  which  are  believed  to  be  the  speci- 
fic cause  of  cancer  have  been  found  plenti- 
fully in  abdominal  ascites  of  animals  suf- 
fering from  visceral  cancer,  and  in  all 
cancer  scrapings.  They  are  lighter  than 
fluid  and  hence  are  seen  near  the  glass 
slide  in  hang-drop. 

The  speaker  said  that  Dr.  Galard  could 
state  positively  that  all  sarcomas  and  car- 
cinomas contain  parasites,  and  that  these 
parasites  are  not  the  fungus  growths  ob- 
served by  the  Italians.  He  would  not  say, 
however,  that  the  fungus  growths  never 
produce  cancer.  The  great  difficulty 
arises  when  attempts  are  made  to  culti- 
vate the  organisms  believed  to  produce 
cancer.  This  must  be  done  in  living  ani- 
mals and  not  in  media.  In  this  connection 
toe  na1  ure.of  the  vaccine  virus  has  thrown 
sortie  'iglit  on  the  subject.  The  experi- 
ments of  Coplimand  Funke  with  vaccine 
virus  were  referred  to  with  approval.  The 
author  said  fluid  containing  the  supposed 
gernVdf  cancer  was  injected  into  14  gui- 
nea-pigs, all  of  which  died  ;  the  average 
length  of  life  after  injection  was  fif to- 
days, whereas  fluid  injected  into  fresh 
guinea-pigs  from  those  already  inoculated 
caused  death  on  the  average  in  twenty- 
five  days,  showing  that  the  virulence  in- 
creases with  inoculation.  Animals  dead 
of  cancer  have  the  germs  in  the  peripheral 
blood.  In  one  case  of  Hodgkins  disease 
the  germs  were  found  in  the  peripheral 
blood  seven  days  before  death.  There  ap- 
pear to  be  two  forms  of  the  injection  :  (a) 
that  which  attacks  the  lymph-nodes,  and 
(b)  that  which  attacks  the  spleen.  The 
organisms  may  remain  in  the  lymph- 
nodes  after  the  latter  are  removed  and 
dried,  and  may  then  be  used  for  injection 
into  animals.  Spontaneous  retrocession 
of  cancer  may  occur,  and  this  is  not  in- 
consistent with  the  germ  theory.  In  a 
later  discussion  Park  sa:d  all  animal  that 
.  had  been  artificially  inoculated  had  died.  , 
A  full  repcrt  would  later  be  made  of  all 
their  work. — American  Medicine.
